The  Year  the  Whales 
Got  Scarce  or 
Oil,  Blackmail  and 
Genesis  12 


I  have  attempted  to  refrain  from 
commenting  on  current  events.  The 
reason  is  that  by  the  time  one  writes 
an  editorial  and  it  is  printed,  the  whole 
situation  could  have  taken  a  180  de- 
gree U-turn  and  you  look  very  silly 
and  out  of  date.  In  fact,  my  regular 
readers  will  take  special  note  that  I 
have  even  refrained  from  comments  on 
Watergate!  Watergate  has  been  a 
special  temptation  and  my  circular  tile 
and  mental  "wastebasket"  is  filled 
with  discarded  Watergate  editorials. 
My  sole  comment  about  the  whole 
thing  is  defined  simply  as:  "A  group  of 
incompetents  investigating  a  group  of 
incorrigibles." 

However,  a  current  event  I  cannot 
resist  a  few  comments  about  has  oc- 
curred. This  one  has  to  do  with  the 
latest  Middle  East  War;  at  least  it  was 
the  latest  at  the  time  of  this  writing. 
The  aftermath  has  brought  into  sharp 
focus  the  energy  crisis.  The  problem 
existed  prior  to  this  time,  but  had  not 
received  such  a  formal  introduction  to 
the  world  until  the  oil-rich  countries 
of  the  Middle  East  announced  the  boy- 
cott and  threatened  political  blackmail 
unless  the  nation  of  Israel  would  be 
treated  according  to  their  wishes. 

There  was  a  mad  scramble  to  re- 
align policy  to  fit  the  occasion  and  to 
listen  to  the  powers  that  be.  After  all, 
the  consequences  were  grave.  Econom- 
ic and  political  results  were  standing  in 
the  balance.  No  one  can  tell  for  certain 
what  will  happen  if  this  threat  of  boy- 
cott is  held  intact.  It  is  always  easier  to 
give  in  than  to  face  a  cloud  of  uncer-

tainty. 

But  from  the  viewpoint  of  a  Chris- 
tian who  accepts  the  teaching  of  the 
Bible,  and  in  this  case  Genesis  12:1-3, 
a  new  problem  arises:  Did  God  say 
what  He  really  intended  to  say  or  how 
many  conditions  did  He  attach  to  the 
Genesis  passage?  Personally,  I  feel  He 
said:  "And  I  will  bless  them  that  bless 
thee,  and  curse  him  that  curseth  thee: 
and  in  thee  shall  all  families  of  the 
earth  be  blessed."  The  Bible  does  not 
indicate  Israel  will  always  be  right  nor 
that  she  will  always  be  in  the  will  of 
God,  but  it  does  make  a  very  strong 
statement  about  the  attitude  of 
peoples,  and  I  believe  nations,  and 
what  this  attitude  should  be  toward 
the  Children  of  Israel. 

Now  we  have  a  problem— oil- 
necessary  for  industrial  progress  in  a 
very  economically  oriented  world.  The 
price  .  .  .  turn  our  backs  on  Israel. 
Many  of  the  nations  have  chosen  this 
route,  and  it  has  a  great  deal  of  appeal 
from  the  natural  standpoint  of  man. 
But  it  seems  to  dismiss  the  truth  of 
Genesis  12.  As  a  Christian,  I  feel  more 
comfortable  "blessing"  Israel  than  I  do 
in  "cursing"  her. 

You  ask  what  whales  have  to  do 
about  all  of  this?  Well,  about  one 
hundred  years  ago  whales  got  real 
scarce  and  their  price  went  soaring. 
Whale  oil  had  been  the  main  source  of 
light  and  heat.  It  was  the  petro  of  the 


day.  Doom  was  forecast  at  this  time 
for  the  world,  but  along  came  another 
oil,  "black  gold,"  which  fueled  the  in- 
dustrial revolution.  We  somehow  got 
along  without  whale  oil  in  the  new  era. 
And  I  think  we  could  get  along  with- 
out oil  in  the  future  if  the  Lord  does 
not  return.  The  point  I  am  coming  to 
is  that  as  a  Christian  I  hope  my  nation 
will  continue  its  policy  of  "sticking" 
with  Israel.  God  "just  might"  take 
note  of  the  whole  thing  and  fill  the 
need.  I  trust  this  thought  will  not 
shock  those  who  think  of  blessings  as 
being  only  spiritual  and  having  nothing 
to  do  with  the  material.  To  continue 
our  support  of  Israel  as  a  nation  will 
lead  to  many  problems.  In  fact,  when 
it  is  late  in  the  Great  Tribulation 
period,  being  aligned  with  Israel  is  go- 
ing to  be  a  perilous  place  for  any 
nation.  That  is  until  the  heavens  open 
and  Christ  and  His  Bride  return  to 
earth.  Then  it  will  again  be  confirmed 
as  a  right  decision. 

On  one  page  I  couldn't  cover  all  of 
the  problems  I  brought  up  about  the 
events  of  prophecy  and  the  tribula- 
tion, the  place  of  the  church  in  it  all, 
and  the  difference  between  consider- 
ing a  nation  as  a  unit  and  the  individu- 
als that  compose  or  make  up  a  nation. 

All  I  am  saying  is  I  feel  more  com- 
fortable staying  with  Israel,  believing 
Genesis  12,  driving  fifty  miles  an  hour, 
turning  down  my  thermostat  to  68  de- 
grees, and  putting  away  my  electric 
toothbrush  for  the  duration  of  the 
energy  crisis.  I  never  liked  blackmail 
anyway.  # 
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Beginnings  at  Germantown 
Their  Challenge  for  Our  Day 


Another  Christmas  has  passed.  Its 
joys  in  remembering  again  the  fact  of 
the  coming  of  Christ  into  our  human 
hfe  still  linger  with  us.  But  for  Breth- 
ren people  this  was  a  very  special 
Christmas  Day.  It  was  on  this  day  two 
hundred  and  fifty  years  ago  at  Ger- 
mantown, Pennsylvania,  that  the  first 
Brethren  congregation  in  America  was 
organized.  In  addition  to  this  organiza- 
tion the  first  baptisms  by  trine  immer- 
sion were  solemnized  in  Wissahicon 
Creek  and  in  the  evening  of  this  same 
day  the  first  threefold  Communion 
service  among  the  Brethren  in  America 
was  observed  in  the  home  of  John 
Gomorry.  Thus  this  Christmas  Day  of 
1723  was  doubly  memorable. 

Perhaps  the  most  graphic  portrayal 
of  the  events  of  this  unique  day  ap- 
pears in  Martin  G.  Brumbaugh's  Histo- 
ry of  the  Brethren  as  follows:  "Peter

Becker  is  chosen  to  act  as  leader.  The 
preliminary  examination  is  held, 
prayer  is  offered,  and  then  these  twen- 
ty-three souls  walk  out  into  the  winter 
afternoon,  in  single  file,  headed  by 
Peter  Becker.  They  journey  to  the  Wis- 
sahicon Creek.  The  group  kneels.  Over- 
head the  solemn  sentinels  of  the  forest 
fastness— the  pines  and  hemlock— are 
stilled.  The  icebound  stream  utters 
strangely     solemn    music.   ...  The 


prayer  is  ended.  The  six  candidates  for 
membership  in  God's  family  are  led 
one  by  one  into  the  water  and  are  bap- 
tized by  trine  immersion.  The  proces- 
sion returns  to  Germantown.  They  as- 
sembled in  the  house  of  John  Gomor- 
ry. It  is  evening  now.  The  old-time 
tallow-dips  are  lighted.  They  gather 
around  a  long  table,  a  hymn  is  sung, 
and  in  the  silent  evening  hour,  with  no 
witness  but  God  and  curious  children, 
these  people  begin  the  observation  of 
the  ordinances  of  God's  house  on 
Christmas  evening,  1 723.  The  sisters 
on  one  side,  the  brethren  on  the  other, 
arise  and  wash  one  another's  feet. 
Then  they  eat  the  Lord's  Supper,  pass 
the  kiss  of  charity  with  the  right  hand 
of  fellowship,  partake  of  the  holy 
communion,  sing  a  hymn,  and  go  out. 
It  is  night!  But  under  God's  guidance 
their    acts    have    been   repeated   in   a 
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thousand  twilights,  in  all  parts  of  this 
country  in  all  the  years  that  have  come 
and  gone;  and,  please  God,  we  will  re- 
peat them  again  and  again  until  He 
shall  say:  'It  is  enough.  Come  up  higli- 
er. 

As  we  center  our  attention  on  Ger- 
mantown  and  the  infant  group  that  be- 
came the  first  Brethren  congregation 
in  America,  we  see  exemplified  the 
basic  elements  that  have  characterized 
the  Brethren  through  the  succeeding 
years  at  least  to  a  large  degree.  The 
first  of  these  was  unyielding  faith  in 
the  Word  of  God  and  strict  obedience 
to  that  Word.  They  brought  this  atti- 
tude from  Germany  where  the  church 
was  born.  Alexander  Mack,  the  foun- 
der of  the  church,  and  his  followers 
had  carefully  studied  the  Scriptures 
and  came  to  the  conviction  that  the 
state  churches  of  Germany  were  not 
fully  following  the  Scriptures  in  many 
respects,  especially  in  the  matter  of 
church  ordinances  such  as  baptism,  the 
conmiumon,  and  anointing  of  the  sick 
for  healing.  There  were  also  variances 
in  church  discipline,  carnal  warfare, 
and  the  use  of  oaths.  Moreover,  they 
saw  a  lack  in  practical  Christian  living. 
Thus  it  was  that  in  defiance  of  govern- 
mental rulings.  Mack's  group  in  1708 
set  themselves  apart,  come  what  may, 
and  established  a  new  denomination. 
They  must  obey  God  rather  than  men. 
And  so  with  the  Word  of  God  as  their 
only  creed,  their  chart  and  compass, 
they  launched  the  Brethren  move- 
ment. 

The  Bible  Their  Only  Creed 

Peter  Becker  and  his  little  group  of 
seventeen  on  that  memorable  Christ- 
mas Day  of  1723  followed  the  exam- 
ple of  Mack  in  establishing  the  first 
Brethren  congregation  in  America.  In 
true  congregational  fashion  they  chose 
Peter  Becker,  the  leader  of  the  first 
Brethren  group  of  emigrants  from  Ger- 
many in  1719,  as  their  pastor.  In 
obedience  to  the  Word  of  God  as  they 
confidently  believed  it,  Becker  admin- 
istered trine  immersion  to  the  six 
candidates  who  had  accepted  the  Gos- 
pel prior  to  this  time  and  in  the  eve- 
ning of  the  same  day  he  conducted  the 
first  threefold  Brethren  Communion 
service  as  previously  described  by  Dr. 
Brumbaugh  in  this  article.  With  the 
Holy  Scriptures  in  their  hearts  and 
hands  this  first  congregation  embarked 
on    an    unchartered    course    across 


America  and  the  world.  Obedience  to 
this  Word  was  the  Alpha  and  Omega  of 
their  lives. 

A  second  basic  element  witnessed 
in  the  Germantown  group  was  their 
pilgrim  character.  In  those  beginning 
days  they  did  not  borrow  a  church 
building  in  which  to  meet  nor  rent  a 
hall.  In  preparation  for  the  baptismal 
service  in  Wissahicon  Creek  Christmas 
afternoon  of  1723  they  met  in  the 
home  of  Peter  Becker.  Included  in  this 
preparation  was  the  important  matter 
of  the  selection  of  a  pastor.  After  the 
baptismal  service  they  gathered  in  the 
home  of  John  Gomorry,  a  leading 
member  of  the  group,  to  observe  the 
first  Communion  service  of  the  Breth- 
ren in  this  country.  This  is  the  way 
they  worshiped  in  the  beginning  days 
in  Germany  and  they  saw  no  reason  to 
change  the  procedure,  not  even  for  the 
organization  of  a  new  church  and  the 
observance  of  its  sacred  rites.  Not  until 
1770  did  they  build  a  church  building. 
It  was  "the  church  in  thy  house"  in 
those  days. 

The  pilgrim  character  of  these 
people  meant  plainness  of  living.  They 
sought  in  every  possible  way  to  live  in 
harmony  with  their  pilgrim  character. 
This  character  manifested  itself  in 
their  church  life,  home  life,  communi- 
ty life,  and  in  their  dress.  As  to  the 
latter,  they  deplored  the  vain  show  of 
the  world  in  this  regard.  They  reacted 
so  violently  from  the  prevalent  styles 
of  their  day  with  the  hooped  skirts, 
fancy  hats,  waxed  moustaches,  and  all 
the  rest  that  they  gradually  settled 
into  a  form  of  dress  and  care  of  the 
hair  that  made  them  look  somewhat 
like  the  old-time  Quakers.  And  for  a 
person  to  get  all  dressed  up  and  have 
his  picture  taken  was  a  rash  display  of 
vanity  and  pride! 

We  may  smile  at  some  of  the  re- 
strictions they  imposed  upon  them- 
selves. But  doubtless  Brethren  of  the 
present  day  need  to  be  reminded  of 
their  pilgrim  character  and  that  it  is 
possible  to  become  so  entrenched  in 
the  things  of  this  life  that  their  other- 
worldly character  is  lost.  Perhaps  there 
is  a  much  needed  lesson  for  all  of  us  in 
the  words  of  a  troubled  saint  of  God 
who  said,  "I  sit  very  loosely  upon  this 
world." 

A  Missionary  Concern 

A  third  basic  element  witnessed  in 
the  Germantown  group  was  missionary 


concern.  It  deserves  to  be  remembered 
that  all  the  experiences  of  that  1723 
Christmas  Day  were  related  to  witness- 
ing efforts  by  some  of  the  Brethren  in 
the  vincinity  of  Germantown  shortly 
preceding  this  day.  As  a  result  of  these 
efforts  there  were  six  converts  who  re- 
quested baptism  as  aforementioned.  In 
order  that  this  request  might  be  ful- 
filled the  church  was  organized  and  its 
first  pastor  led  the  little  group  into  the 
baptismal  stream. 

Then  as  a  result  of  that  great  Christ- 
mas experience,  the  infant  German- 
town  church  planned  to  visit  the  scat- 
tered members  who  had  come  from 
Germany  in  1719  and  also  to  meet 
other  interested  folk  in  their  homes  to 
the  north  and  west  of  Germantown. 
On  October  23,  1724,  fourteen  men 
marched  forth  on  a  definite  missionary 
venture  under  the  leadership  of  Peter 
Becker.  The  group  consisted  of  seven 
horsemen  and  seven  footmen.  George 
Falkenstein,  early  Brethren  historian, 
refers  to  it  as  "the  first  of  a  series,  but 
this,  the  most  remarkable  missionary 
tour  to  the  frontier  in  all  Pennsyl- 
vania's colonial  history,  is  absolutely 
without  parallel"  (History,  page  43). 
This  same  historian  continues  to  de- 
scribe the  itinerary  and  experiences  of 
this  memorable  group  who  on  this  ex- 
tended tour  reaped  rich  rewards  for 
the  kingdom  of  God.  A  unique  panel 
of  this  event,  painted  by  Medford  D. 
Neher,  appears  on  the  wall  in  the 
Church  of  the  Brethren  Tabernacle  at 
Camp  Alexander  Mack,  near  Milford, 
Indiana.  It  is  there  entitled,  "First 
Organized  Missionary  Work  in  Ameri- 
ca." The  example  set  forth  by  this  en- 
deavor has  lingered  through  the  years 
and  has  inspired  many  other  mission- 
ary efforts.  In  large  measure  at  least 
they  have  all  emanated  from  that  1723 
Christmas  Day  at  Germantown. 

As  we  contemplate  the  character  of 
our  forefathers  who  organized  the  first 
Brethren  Church  in  America,  we  see 
that  basically  they  were  worthy  of  our 
wholehearted  emulation  today.  The 
Word  of  God  was  supreme  in  their 
lives.  They  manifested  a  pilgrim  char- 
acter in  their  attitude  toward  this 
world  and  they  were  convinced  that 
the  message  they  had  received  must  be 
shared  with  others.  May  the  Brethren 
of  1974  be  emboldened  to  go  forth 
with  the  same  basic  convictions  that 
motivated  the  Brethren  of  German- 
town!  #

Dear  Larry, 

Thanks  a  lot  for  your  last  letter.  It's  al- 
ways good  to  hear  from  you.  You  write  just 
like  you  talk  and  it  seems  I  can  hear  your 
voice  when  I  read  the  letter.  I  had  to  laugh 
when  you  mentioned  the  Dodgers!  Cheer 
up!  Maybe  "dem  bums"  will  put  it  all  to- 
gether next  year.  Praise  the  Lord  that  your 
church  has  that  kind  of  program.  It's  what  I 
envision  for  Puerto  Rico  in  the  future. 

You  asked  about  our  work.  Well,  it's 
coming  along,  though  not  as  quickly  as  I 
would  like  to  see,  but  I  am  confident  that 
His  timing  is  the  best.  I'm  sure  you  remem- 
ber Jose  Thompson  and  his  wife,  "Jelly."  He 
was  at  Grace  the  same  time  I  was.  They  live 
in  Ponce  on  the  south  coast.  I  suppose  as  the 
crow  flies  it's  about  forty-five  or  fifty  miles, 
but  with  those  hills  it's  an  eighty-mile  drive. 
(It  is  really  lovely  in  those  hills  but  driving 
there  is  rough!)  We  did  not  tell  the  Thomp- 
sons that  we  were  coming.  We  planned  to 
buy  a  couple  of  barbecued  chickens  and  in- 
vite them  to  lunch  on  their  patio!  As  you 
might  know,  they  were  up  in  San  Juan  and 
probably  looked  us  up!  We  bought  one 
chicken  and  had  a  picnic.  That  chicken  was 
goodl  We  drove  around  town  and  found  our- 
selves in  the  main  plaza. 

There  was  an  evangelistic  service  going  on 
so  we  parked  and  listened  for  awhile.  There 
must  have  been  close  to  three  hundred 
people  standing  around.  A  group  of  young 
folks  were  passing  out  invitations  for  the 
evening  service.  It  was  a  wonderful  oppor- 
tunity to  present  salvation  through  faith  in 
Christ  but  the  speakers  (there  were  several) 
all  emphasized  milagros  y  sanidades  (mira- 
cles and  healing).  After  awhile  we  strolled  to 
the  other  side  of  the  plaza  and  sat  under  a 
tree.  Two  girls  came  up  to  gLve  us  one  of  the 
invitations.  We  asked  how  they  knew  what 
the  speakers  said  was  true.  They  just  stared 
and  said  nothing.  Hebe  asked  them  how  they 
knew  they  were  saved  and  on  their  way  to 
heaven.  One  replied,  "Because  I  have  the 
Holy  Spirit  and  have  jumped  and  danced  in 
the  church."  We  explained  the  plan  of  salva- 
tion and  stressed  the  importance  of  knowing 
God's  Word.  They  prayed  and  asked  Christ 
into  their  hearts.  We  trust  that  they  were 
sincere  and  will  find  the  peace  and  joy  of  the 
Lord. 

Larry,  this  whole  incident  served  to 
strengthen  our  conviction  that  one  of  the 
greatest   needs   in  Puerto  Rico  is  churches

that  believe  in  and  teach  and  preach  the 
Bible  as  the  inspired  Word  of  God.  To  help 
bring  this  to  pass  we  have  started  Bible 
classes.  Depending  on  how  the  Lord  leads, 
these  classes  will  be  nurtured  into  churches 
or  possibly  merged  to  form  one  church.  Let 
me  tell  you  a  little  about  these  classes. 

Villa  Rica,  Bayamon:  Last  summer  we 
asked  Mrs.  Velia  Garrido  if  she  would  like  us 
to  have  a  Bible  class  in  her  home.  Her  reply 
was  a  real  lift  to  our  somewhat  tired  spirits: 
"I  have  been  wanting  something  like  this  for 
over  a  year."  A  few  weeks  later  we  started 
the  class.  Only  three  came  and  they  all  knew 
Christ  but  had  no  church  affiliation.  They 
have  a  real  desire  to  know  the  Bible.  Their 
questions  keep  me  hopping  but  I  love  it.  It  is 
a  good  class.  We  try  to  visit  the  area  every 
other  week.  Although  several  have  promised 
to  come,  our  attendance  has  hardly  in- 
creased. However,  I  really  think  this  will  de- 
velop. Mrs.  Garrido  has  said  several  times 
that  she  wants  a  church  in  her  house.  Pray 
for  this.  There  are  many  "evangelical" 
churches  in  Bayamon  but  very  few  preach 
the  Word  as  we  believe  it.  The  social  gospel 
and  the  charismatic  movement  are  wide- 
spread here.  Bayamon  needs  a  Brethren 
church! 

Santa  Paula,  Guaynabo:  On  the  first 
Tuesday  of  October  we  started  a  class  here 
in  our  house.  Four  attended  the  first  class. 


and  although  we  have  not  gone  over  that 
number  we  have  never  had  the  same  group 
together  twice.  If  we  can  "get  it  all  to- 
gether" we  would  have  a  good-sized  class. 
Unlike  Bayamon  there  are  few  churches  in 
Guaynabo,  so  there  is  room  for  a  Brethren 
church. 

You  know,  talking  about  room,  there  is 
lots  of  it  here  for  more  Brethren  mission- 
aries. I  asked  Mr.  Zielasko,  our  foreign  secre- 
tary, if  there  were  any  candidates  for  Puerto 
Rico.  It  appears  there  are  candidates  for 
Spanish-speaking  fields  but  none  has  defi- 
nitely settled  on  Puerto  Rico.  A  lot  has  been 
said  and  written  about  the  lack  of  mission- 
aries and  I  am  often  tempted  to  add  my  ten 
cents  (all  missionaries  must  get  a  similar 
urge!)  and  send  an  article  to  the  Missionary 
Herald.  However  you  slice  the  cake,  it  does 
seem  that  some  folk  are  missing  (or  ignoring) 
God's  call  to  the  field.  I  heard  someplace 
that  about  90  percent  of  the  world's  full- 
time  Christian  workers  labor  among  English- 
speaking  people,  but  the  other  10  percent 
really  have  their  work  cut  out  for  them!  I've 
heard  of  the  Silent  Majority  but  how  about 
the  Overworked  Minority!  How  much  more 
could  be  done  if  only  we  had  the  personnel. 
I  know  that  sounds  trite  but  it  surely  is  true.

Field  Superintendent  Roy  Snyder  of  ttie  Central  African  Republic  has  written 
up  this  article  in  the  form  of  an  interview  between  himself  and  Pastor  Noel 
Gaiwaka,  pastor  of  the  Castors  (First)  Brethren  Church  of  Bangui,  who  has  been 
active  in  evangelistic  work  for  many  months. 


SNYDER:  Pastor  Gaiwaka,  while  we 
were  in  the  USA  on  furlough,  you 
wrote  to  us  approximately  every  two 
months.  It  seemed  that  each  letter  was 
written  following  an  evangelistic  safari. 
Would  you  like  to  tell  me  more  about 
this? 

GAIWAKA:  Yes,  I  have  done  much 
traveling  the  past  year  into  all  the 
areas  where  Brethren  churches  are 
located.  Even  though  this  type  of 
meeting  has  been  held  in  different 
areas  of  Bangui  before,  it  was  just  a 
little  more  than  a  year  ago  that 
churches  out  in  the  province  invited 
me  to  come. 

SNYDER:  We  well  remember  the  first 
time  you  left  for  Bozoum  since  it  was 
the  same  day  we  left  Bangui  to  go  on 
furlough.  I  would  like  to  know  what 
you  did  when  you  arrived  in  the  differ- 
ent areas. 

GAIWAKA:  When  I  first  started  this 
work,  I  usually  only  had  door-to-door 
visitation  with  other  Bangui  pastors 
and  the  deacons  of  the  church.  How- 
ever, I  soon  realized  that  we  could  not 
do  it  all  and  that  Jesus  was  calling 
every  Christian  to  be  a  "fisher  of 
men." 

SNYDER:  So  how  did  you  work 
things  out  to  get  every  Christian  active 
in  witnessing  for  Christ? 
GAIWAKA:  About  two  o'clock  on  the 
first  afternoon  I  met  with  the  pastor 
and  members  of  the  church.  The 
church  secretary  marked  down  the 
name  of  every  member.  Then  he  left 
several  spaces  between  the  names  of 
the  members. 

SNYDER:  Why  was  the  space  left  be- 
tween the  names? 

GAIWAKA:  Each  day  at  the  meetings, 
the  names  of  the  listed  Christians  were 
called    out    and    they    reported    the 


names  of  the  unsaved  they  had 
brought.  Below  the  name  of  the  Chris- 
tian were  the  names  of  those  he  had 
brought  to  the  meeting  to  hear  the 
Word  of  God.  Of  course,  they  didn't 
start  until  the  second  day  of  the  meet- 
ing. 

SNYDER:  What  instructions  did  you 
give  to  the  pastors  and  the  Christians 
who  helped  them  go  out  and  visit 
from  door  to  door  in  seeking  the  lost? 
GAIWAKA:  Everyone  was  given  a 
tract  and  then  I  explained  what  the 
tract  was  all  about.  Usually  they  chose 
the  one  "Which  Way  Will  You  Take?" 
This  has  the  picture  of  people  traveling 
on  a  road;  when  they  come  to  the 
crossroads,  they  can  choose  which  way 
they  will  take.  At  the  crossroads  is  the 
cross  upon  which  Jesus  died,  and  if 
you  follow  His  way  it  will  lead  to 
heaven.  The  other  road  is  the  one  that 
leads  to  the  lake  of  fire. 

SNYDER:  How  could  you  be  sure  that

those  taking  the  tracts  would  use  them 
in  seeking  the  lost? 

GAIWAKA:  They  not  only  promised 
before  the  other  Christians  to  take 
part  in  witnessing  but  they  divided 
into  groups  of  three  to  pray  for  lost 
souls.  We  believe  that  prayer  as  well  as 
literature  has  had  much  to  do  with 
reaching  the  lost. 

SNYDER:  Are  there  other  times  in  the 
day  when  Christians  are  urged  to  pray 
as  well? 

GAIWAKA:  Yes.  We  tell  them  that 
when  they  go  back  to  their  homes 
they  should  pray  that  the  Lord  will 
lead  them  to  the  ones  they  should 
speak  to  about  Him.  They  also  come 
to  the  early  morning  prayer  meeting  at 
the  church  the  following  day. 

SNYDER:  Is  there  just  this  one  class 
on  witnessing  or  do  you  have  some 
other  time  to  train  Christians  on  reach- 
ing the  lost? 

GAIWAKA:  That  first  afternoon  when 
we  meet  with  only  the  Christians,  after 
they  have  had  their  prayer  groups  of 
three,  we  all  come  together  again  for 
further  instructions  in  witnessing. 

SNYDER:  If  the  meetings  are  held  at 
two  o'clock  in  the  afternoon,  it  does 
not  give  the  Christians  much  witnessing 
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time.  How  do  they  do  it? 
GAIWAKA:  Out  in  the  province,  they 
mai<e  a  special  effort  to  witness  and 
invite  people  to  the  meetings.  Whether 
they  are  in  their  gardens  or  in  the 
market  place,  they  go  out  of  their  way 
to  bring  people  to  the  meetings. 

SNYDER:  Wliat  actually  takes  place 
when  they  meet  the  following  day  for 
the  two  o'clock  meeting? 
GAIWAKA:  Each  Christian  stands  be- 
fore the  church  secretary.  When  his 
number  is  called,  he  brings  the  people 
that  he  has  invited  to  the  meeting. 
Their  names  are  all  marked  down  un- 
der his  name.  Beside  each  name  is 
marked  whether  the  person  is  unsaved 
or  a  believer  out  of  fellowship  with  the 
Lord. 

SNYDER:  Is  there  an  opportunity  for 
each  one  of  these  persons  to  be  dealt 
with  by  the  pastor  as  well  as  yourself? 
GAIWAKA:  We  talk  with  them  about 
their  need  of  receiving  Christ,  or  if 
they  are  already  Christians  we  talk 
about  their  sin  and  how  they  can  get 
in  a  proper  relationship  with  Jesus 
Christ. 

SNYDER:  Do  quite  a  few  people 
make  decisions  for  Christ  at  this 
point? 

GAIWAKA:  Sometimes  there  are  not 
many,  but  most  of  the  decisions  are 
made  at  the  close  of  the  meeting 
which  follows.  By  the  time  we  have 
met  with  the  Christians  and  inscribed 
the  names  of  those  they  have  brought, 
many  more  people  have  gathered  for 
the  meeting. 

SNYDER:  If  there  are  quite  a  few  de- 
cisions for  Christ,  do  you  talk  with 
these  people  again  on  an  individual 
basis? 

GAIWAKA:  Usually  I  talk  to  them  as 
a  group.  First  of  all  1  speak  to  those 
receiving  Christ  as  Saviour  and  then  to 
the  Christians.  Following  that  the  pas- 
tor is  responsible  for  follow-up  work. 

SNYDER:  I  know  that  you  wrote  to 
me  while  I  was  in  the  USA  about  most 
of  these  meetings.  Would  you  mind  re- 
viewing again  the  different  places 
where  you  have  been?  What  are  the  re- 
sults of  the  preaching  of  God's  Word 
in  these  places? 

GAIWAKA:  The  month  of  October 
1972  was  spent  in  Bozoum.  There  the 
meetings   were   held  in  different  sec-

tions  of  the  town. 

January  1973  was  spent  in  the  Mus- 
kine  church,  which  is  the  sixth  Breth- 
ren church  here  in  Bangui.  Following  a 
week  of  meetings  in  that  area  we  spent 
the  rest  of  the  month  of  January  and 
also  the  month  of  February  in  meet- 
ings in  the  different  areas  around  the 
Castors  church  (First  Brethren 
Church)  here  in  Bangui. 

March  1973—1  spent  a  week  at 
Bouca  and  Batangafo.  I  well  remember 
the  final  Sunday  at  Batangafo.  We 
asked  all  the  people  who  had  made  de- 
cisions that  week  to  stay  after  the 
meeting.  After  the  members  had  gone, 
these  people  came  into  the  church  and 
filled  it  for  that  service. 

May  1973— As  a  result  of  the  meet- 
ings at  Bocaranga  there  are  several 
hundred  new  Christians.  Also  I  went 
to  Bossembele  that  month.  When  the 
Christians  became  involved  in  the  pro- 
gram, by  the  end  of  the  meetings,  the 
church  was  filled  once  again. 

July  1973— We  saw  the  same  thing 
happen  at  M'Baiki  as  there  wasn't  too 
much  interest  at  the  beginning  but  the 
Lord  began  to  work  in  hearts  and  the 
people  were  stirred  to  bring  in  the  lost. 


October  1973— My  most  recent 
meeting  was  in  Paoua.  We  met  first  of 
all  at  the  North  Brethren  Church  and 
there  were  240  who  made  public  con- 
fessions of  Jesus  Christ.  In  the  South 
Brethren  Church  there  were  more  de- 
cisions than  that.  The  pastors  in  that 
area  have  a  great  responsibility  of  help- 
ing these  young  Christians.  A  number 
of  backsliders  were  reclaimed  as  well. 

It  will  be  interesting  to  see  how 
some  of  these  churches  have  grown  in 
the  past  year.  We  are  looking  forward 
to  hearing  their  reports  at  General 
Conference. 

SNYDER:  In  closing,  1  know  you  have 
much  to  thank  the  Lord  for  in  all  of 
your  travels.  Is  there  something  in 
particular  for  which  you  would  like  to 
praise  the  Lord? 

GAIWAKA:  There  are  several  things.  I 
thank  God  for  His  protection  during 
all  my  travels.  Wherever  I  went,  I 
found  much  sickness  but  the  Lord 
gave  me  strength  for  all  of  these  meet- 
ings. I  praise  God  for  blessing  His 
Word  in  the  lives  of  many  people  dur- 
ing this  past  year.  #

WHERE 
ARE  THE 
MISSIONARIES? 


A  situation  has  developed  which  is 
unprecedented  in  the  history  of  the 
Foreign  Missionary  Society  in  recent 
years.  As  of  the  first  of  1974  there  will 
be  no  furloughing  missionaries  in  the 
States  who  plan  on  returning  to  the 
field  when  their  furlough  ends. 

One  possible  exception  is  the  case 
of  Dr.  and  Mrs.  Jake  KJiever  who  have 
been  granted  an  emergency  medical 
extension  of  furlough  in  order  to  com- 
plete some  treatment  which  has  been 
prescribed  for  Mrs.  Kliever  and  to  al- 
low them  both  to  recover  more  com- 
pletely from  surgery.  If  this  is  success- 
ful, the  Klievers  hope  to  return  in 
March  or  April. 

There  are  missionaries  who  are 
completing  their  furlough  time  but 
who  will  not  be  returning  when  their 
furlough  ends.  They  will  be  retiring  or 
entering  other  activity  in  the  States. 

What  is  signitlcant  about  this  situa- 
tion? It  means  that  all  fields  are  as 
fully  staffed  as  possible.  The  work  on 
the  fields  is  being  carried  on  at  peak 
efficiency.  Nothing  more  can  be  done 
than  is  being  done  on  the  fields. 

If  this  is  the  best  we  can  do,  how 
good  is  it?  The  answer  can  be  seen 
clearly  now,  perhaps  for  the  first  time 
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in  our  history.  Are  we  really  satisfied 
that  hundreds  of  partially  trained  pas- 
tors in  Africa  are  struggling  to  meet 
the  needs  of  their  people  without  the 
advice  and  counsel  of  their  trained 
brothers  from  the  States  and  without 
the  study  helps  and  commentaries 
they  need  in  order  to  understand  and 
expound  the  Scripture?  Are  we  com- 
placent knowing  that  tens  of  millions 
of  people  in  Brazil  will  live  and  die 
without  ever  having  been  confronted 
with  the  claims  of  Christ?  Are  we  con- 
tent to  know  that  there  are  Brethren 
church  buildings  in  Argentina  falling 
into  disrepair  and  ruin  because  of  the 
lack  of  a  missionary  pastor,  or  even  a 
national  pastor,  while  teeming  multi- 
tudes all  around  go  into  a  Christless 
eternity?  Comparable  situations  exist 
on  all  our  fields.  It  is  as  if  we  were 
trying  to  rescue  the  thousands  of  souls 
from  a  sinking  ocean  liner  with  only  a 
small  rowboat.  Is  this  enough? 

Somewhere,  or  perhaps  it  should  be 
said,  everywhere  along  the  line  there 
could    be    improvement.    Our    homes 


could  be  more  Christ-centered  and 
Bible-oriented  with  definite  family 
altar  and  private  devotions.  Our 
churches  and  pastors  could  stress  more 
strongly  the  work  of  missions  and  urge 
every  member  to  be  more  faithful  in 
the  matters  of  commitment,  dedica- 
tion and  support.  Our  Christian 
schools  could  make  missions  a  distinct 
part  of  the  activities  and  curriculum, 
guarding  against  influences  which 
would  deflect  the  young  people  from 
the  path  of  service  on  foreign  soil.  Our 
foreign  board  could  be  more  aggressive 
and  definite  in  presenting  the  urgency 
of  the  situation  as  it  exists  today. 

The  lack  of  missionaries  for  deputa- 
tion work  and  missionary  conference 
activity  must  be  compensated  for  by 
increased  awareness  of  the  need  on  the 
part  of  everyone  in  the  homeland. 
After  all,  the  reason  we  have  mission- 
aries is  so  they  can  minister  in  their 
appointed  fields.  Wlien,  in  the  provi- 
dence of  God,  it  happens  that  they  are 
all  busy  at  their  assigned  tasks  in  far- 
away lands,  we  dare  not  let  the  "out 
of  sight,  out  of  mind"  mentality  take 
over  and  dim  the  vision  of  reaching  the 
lost  of  our  world  with  the.  message  of 
hope.  # 
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UNWORTHY 
MISSIONARY  MOTIVES 

Human  reason,  logic  and  abilities,  spiritual  gifts,  and 

even  divine  zeal  would  all  be  ground  to  dust  under  the  rigors 

of  missionary  service. 


Does  a  missionary  go  to  the  foreign 
field  because  he  is  not  sharp  enough  to 
make  it  in  the  homeland?  Does  he  feel 
that  life  in  the  USA  is  just  too  degen- 
erate (what  with  scandals  in  high 
places  and  morals  dipping  to  ever 
greater  depths)  and  he  is  seeking 
asylum  elsewhere?  Is  he,  therefore,  dis- 
gruntled with  his  homeland  and 
anxiously  awaiting  the  day  when  he 
shall  become  a  citizen  of  the  country 
to  which  he  has  gone?  Has  he  placed 
all  of  his  natural  abilities  and  spiritual 
gifts  into  a  Xerox  computer,  having 
been  thus  told  that  he  would  make  an 
ideal  missionary?  Since  the  American 
educational  system  is  so  shot  through 
with  evolution,  revolution  and  "pot," 
is  the  missionary  seeking  a  more  serene 
and  protected  atmosphere  in  wliich  to 
raise  his  children?  Besides,  his  wife  has 
her  B.S.  in  elementary  education  and 
is  just  dying  to  teach  her  own  kids. 
With  modern  languages  as  his  forte 
does  he  feel  that  this  is  the  best  way  to 
use  his  ability?  Has  he  evaluated  the 
varying  material  and  spiritual  needs  of 
the  world's  underdeveloped  nations, 
and  by  process  of  elimination  has 
focused  on  the  one  to  which  he  wants 
to  go?  Or  is  he  some  kind  of  psychotic 
deriving  pleasure  from  difficulties  and 
unpleasant    conditions    which    others 
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say  they  "could  just  not  endure"— 
heat,  humidity,  strange  food,  filth, 
complacency,  ignorance,  superstition, 
and  so  on? 

Having  completed  two  terms  in  the 
Amazon  Valley  of  Brazil  and  presently 
serving  the  third  term,  I  would  like  to 
say  very  clearly  and  emphatically  that 
even  if  any,  some  or  all  of  these  afore- 
mentioned reasons  were  true,  they 
would  be  utterly  insufficient  to  cause 
this  missionary  to  want  to  return  to 
the  field.  Human  reason,  logic  and 
abilities,  spiritual  gifts,  and  even  divine 
zeal  would  all  be  ground  to  dust  under 
the  rigors  of  missionary  service  as  we 
have  known  it. 

NO,  NO,  NO!  a  thousand  times 
NO!  None  of  these  are  right  motives  to 
enter  missionary  work.  All  these  are 
unworthy.  Have  we  so  lost  touch  with 
God  in  our  "Christian"  experience 
that  we  must  resort  to  this  kind  of 
carnal  calculating?  Does  God  no  longer 
speak  with  men?  Is  the  God  who 
called  Isaiah,  touched  his  lips  with  fire 
and  sent  him  forth  with  a  message 
burning  in  his  soul  and  instructions  to 


preach  it  until  no  one  was  left  to 
preach  it  to— is  that  God  dead?  Or  is  it 
possible  that  we  just  do  not  know  Him 
well  enough?  Does  He  not  care  to 
make  His  will  known  to  us  in  these 
days,  or  could  we  care  less  about 
knowing  it?  Could  we  honestly  look 
up  to  Him  right  now  and  say:  "I  know 
that  I'm  doing  your  will,  and  1  want  to 
do  it  more  than  anything  else  in  my 
life?"  If  not,  why  not?  As  a  Christian 
you  should  be  able  to  do  this.  When,  if 
ever,  will  we  get  serious  enough  with 
God  to  search  out  and  find  His  will  for 
us?  Someone  suggested  getting  down 
on  our  knees  in  prayer  and  not  getting 
up  again  until  the  matter  is  settled. 
Not  a  bad  idea;  why  not  try  it?  You 
can  be  sure  that  the  Lord  is  waiting  to 
meet  you  there.  Just  remember,  the 
knowledge  of  the  Holy  One  does  not 
come  cheap.  It  is  not  available  to  the 
casual  observer. 

Yes,  there  is  a  force  strong  enough 
to  draw  one  away  from  friends, 
family,  financial  security,  familiar 
language,  and  so  forth,  and  keep  him 
going  back  again  and  again.  That  force 
is  God's  call,  personal  and  direct.  With- 
out it  we  would  be  overwhelmed  by  it 
all.  With  it  we  walk  hand  in  hand  with 
the  God  of  the  universe  and  together

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BRAZIL 
NOW! 


Brazil  covers  one-half  of  the  South  American  con- 
tinent. Its  3'/4  million  square  miles  competes  with  the 
United  States  in  size.  The  first  cities  were  built  near 
the  sea  where  men  from  the  Old  World  found  safe 
places  to  land  their  ships. 

Brazil's  472-year  history  has  been  a  unique 
achievement  in  harmony  among  people.  There  is  no 
typical  Brazilian,  for  the  people  trace  their  heritage 
back  to  European  colonists-Portuguese,  Dutch, 
French,  German,  Italian;  back  to  Africans  who  were 
brought  in  to  work  with  plantations:  back  to  Brazil's 
first  residents,  the  Indians.  More  recently,  thousands 
came  from  Japan  .  .  .  more  Japanese  live  in  Brazil 
than  anywhere  else  in  the  world  outside  Japan  itself. 
Each  group  among  the  93  million  residents  has  con- 
tributed something  to  the  character  of  the  country. 
Population  growth  is  about  3  percent  annually,  with 
more  than  half  of  the  population  under  25.  Ten 
major  cities  include  about  19  percent  of  the  total 
population.  Portuguese  is  the  official  language  of  the 
land  and  literacy  is  over  50  percent. 

A  wealthy  land,  Brazil  is  first  in  the  production  of 
coffee,  bananas,  and  citrus  fruits.  In  the  eighteenth 
century  Brazilians  mined  gold  ...  in  the  nineteenth 
they  tapped  rubber.  They  mine  iron  ore,  dig  for  gems, 
manganese,  bauxite,  tin,  and  lead;  they  log  forests, 
harvest  nuts,  and  grow  pineapples.  Brazilians  drill  for 
oil  and  carve  farms  out  of  the  wilderness.  They  build, 
and  buy,  twelve  hundred  cars  a  day.  They  push  high- 
ways and  railroads  across  the  land  and  build  jet  air- 
ports. 

In  the  Northeast,  relentless  jungles  and  forests  pro- 
vide food  and  riches,  but  also  pose  dangers.  A  Brazil- 
ian poet  described  this  vast  and  mysterious  part  of 
the  country  as  "The  last  page  in  the  Book  of  Gen- 
esis." The  region's  river  systems,  jungles,  marshes,  and 
forests  cover  nearly  half  of  Brazil.  Biologists  and 
geographers  estimate  that  the  Amazon  contains  one- 
third  of  all  the  vegetation  on  the  surface  of  the 
planet,  and  enough  timber  to  build  a  house  for  every 


family  in  the  world. 

Now  the  Amazon  offers  new  opportunities  to  the 
people  of  the  crowded  Northeast.  Carefully  planned 
to  connect  small  river  communites  with  the  coast,  the 
Trans-Amazon  Highway  is  turning  vast  tracts  of  land, 
and  as  yet  undiscovered  natural  resources,  over  to 
Brazil's  people. 

No  longer  "the  land  of  tomorrow,"  Brazil  is  hap- 
pening right  now.  Watch  its  economy  grow  by  9  per- 
cent a  year!  Its  industrial  explosion  has  expanded 
cities  and  towns  all  over  the  nation.  President  Medici 
continues  to  push  the  Trans-Amazon  Highway  to 
span  Brazil  from  the  Atlantic  to  Peru.  Meanwhile, 
literacy  has  increased  to  20  percent  since  1950.  A 
microwave  communications  system,  integrated  to  the 
satellites,  covers  the  country. 

Keeping  in  step  with  the  nation,  the  evangelical 
church  proliferates  on  every  hand.  Christians  feel  the 
support  of  Brazil's  anti-communist,  corruption- 
fighting  government.  Could  a  time  in  Brazil's  history 
ever  have  been  more  favorable  for  Christian  missions? 

The  foregoing  concise  description  of  the  great  land  of 
Brazil  appeared  in  Worldw  idc  Evangelist,  published  by  the 
Concordia  Publishing  House.

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The  following  letter  excerpts  from  mis- 
sionaries in  Brazil  give  insights  into  activity 
there. 

Sometimes  the  only  conclusion  we 
can  come  to  is  that  progress  in  spiri- 
tual work  is  best  judged  in  the  light  of 
eternity.  The  men  and  women,  young 
people,  and  boys  and  girls  we  have  wit- 
nessed to  often  are  not  immediately 
converted.   .  .  . 

Our  assignment  by  the  field  council 
is  to  work  with  the  Wallaces  in  reach- 
ing into  housing  projects  at  the  out- 
skirts of  the  city  of  Belem.  There  are 
at  least  ten  of  them  already  built  or  in 
the  process  of  being  built.  We  are 
presently  working  on  a  plan  of  action 
for  invading  these  areas  for  Christ. 
Until  now  we've  been  "setting  our 
house  in  order"  by  prayer  and  suppli- 
cation. Now  that  Judy  Wallace  is  back 
on  the  field  and  recuperated  from  her 
bouts  in  the  hospital,  we  are  looking 
forward  to  a  concentrated  effort  in  the 
job  of  evangelism  with  the  prayer  that 
Christ  will  build  His  church  among 
those  to  whom  He  leads  us.   ... 

One  of  the  necessities  of  life  here 
for  us  is  a  trip  to  and  from  school 
twice  a  day.  This  is  a  ten-mile,  time- 
consuming  trip,  but  we  praise  the  Lord 
that  the  children  have  a  wonderful 
Christian  school  to  attend.  Sharon  is  in 
eighth  grade,  Curtis  in  fifth  and  Terry 
in  third.  Sammy  is  a  year  and  a  half 
and  is  literally  climbing  on  every- 
thing.—y?^/;?/;  Schwartz 

The  Wallaces  never  had  so  much 
happen  to  them  in  so  short  a  time. 
(Because  of  Mrs.  Wallace's  illness  and 
surgery  during  furlough-Editor)  God 
taught  us  much  during  this  time-faith, 
real  prayer,  and  how  to  praise  Him 
through  it  all. 

When  we  came  back  we  found  a 
stronger  group  of  believers  here  in 
Coqueiro  than  when  we  left.  Not  more 
believers  or  bigger  numbers,  but 
stronger  in  their  desire  to  serve  Him 
and  in  their  faithfulness.   .  .  .

Our  neighbors  have  cages 
all  around  their  houses  for  the  birds, 
and  I  don't  feel  I  must  have  birds  just 
to  keep  up  with  them! 

Barbara  and  I  bought  a  refrigerator 
and  are  grateful  for  it.  Now  we  don't 
have  to  go  to  the  market  for  meat  and 
vegetables  two  or  three  times  a  day  as 
Brazilians  do.— KwangJa  Park 

Our  new  construction  is  nearly 
done— just  some  finishing  up  remain- 
ing, which  Jim  (Jackson)  is  doing.  He's 
been  a  big  help.  It's  good  to  have  the 
extra  space. 

We've  been  encouraged  with  the 
church  here  in  Castanhal.  Have  many 
new  contacts  and  some  converts.  They 
are  thinking  about  expanding  their 
building. 

A  special  prayer  request  would  be 
concerning  some  of  these  daily  living 
"details"  that  take  so  much  time.  We 
had  one  week  when  the  sewer  stopped 
up  (had  to  dig  up  the  cesspool  and 
clean  it  out),  the  kitchen  water  pipe 
broke  and  we  nearly  had  an  indoor 
pool,  the  lawnmower  broke,  the  wash- 
er broke,  and  the  floor  polisher  broke! 
Now  we  believe  that  the  trial  of  our 
faith  "worketh  patience,"  but  just  a 
couple  of  those  items  would  have  done

African  Sisters 


Did  you  ever  wonder  about  African 
SIVIM  girls?  I  did.  Then  I  had  the  privi- 
lege of  helping  with  some  of  the 
groups  of  girls  while  I  was  in  Africa, 
and  I'd  like  to  share  with  all  of  you 
some  of  the  interesting  things  done  by 
our  African  sisters. 

African  girls  call  their  group  "Lu- 
miere,"  which  means  "Light."  In  order 
to  be  a  member,  a  girl  must  be  old 
enough  to  go  to  school,  come  to  three 
meetings,  and  sign  a  pledge  that  she 
will  maintain  her  testimony  or  lose  her 
membership  in  Lumiere. 

After  she  becomes  a  member,  she 
begins  work  on  the  first  of  four  levels. 
First,  she  is  called  a  "Seeker  of  the 
Light."  She  learns  the  meaning  of  the 
Lumiere  insignia:  that  she  should  use 
faith  as  a  shield  against  Satan;  that  she 
should  learn  about  Jesus,  the  Light  of 
the  World,  by  reading  her  Bible;  and 
that  she  should  be  a  light  to  others  so 
they  will  know  about  Jesus,  too.  She 
learns  that  she  should  put  Jesus  first. 
others  second,  and  yourself  last.  She

also  memorizes  eight  Bible  verses,  the 
Lumiere  theme  song,  the  ten  Lumiere 
laws,  and  some  general  facts  about  the 
Bible,  such  as  the  number  of  books  in 
the  Old  and  New  Testaments  and  how 
the  Holy  Spirit  inspired  the  men  who 
wrote  the  Bible.  She  must  choose  and 
perform  one  physical  skill  from  a  list 
in  her  book  which  includes  different 
ways  of  throwing  and  catching  balls, 
jumping  rope,  singing  songs,  or  walk- 
ing with  a  cup  of  water  on  her  head. 

After  completing  all  of  these  things, 
she  begins  work  on  the  next  level, 
"Friend  of  the  Light."  She  must 
choose  three  more  physical  skills  from 
the  list,  learn  the  history  of  Lumiere, 
six  Bible  verses,  the  names  of  the  New 
Testament  books,  and  read  the  Book 
of  John  and  answer  questions  on  it. 
She  also  learns  practical  things  such  as 
how  to  boil  water  so  it  will  be  pure 
and   how   to  keep  herself  clean.  She 


must  be  able  to  lead  two  games  and  to 
read  and  write.  She  is  required  to  earn 
a  badge  for  sewing  or  taking  care  of 
clothes. 

The  third  level  is  called  "Guardian 
of  the  Light."  On  this  level,  a  Lumiere 
girl  must  do  seven  more  physical  skills 
from  the  list.  She  learns  about  the 
local  organization  of  Lumiere,  memo- 
rizes twelve  Bible  verses  and  learns  the 
names  of  the  Old  Testament  books. 
Reading  and  answering  questions  on 
Luke  and  Acts  1—12  is  also  required. 
She  learns  how  to  care  for  a  wound 
and  how  to  avoid  getting  malaria.  On 
this  level  the  girl  leads  four  games, 
learns  to  address  an  envelope,  studies 
some  rules  of  etiquette,  and  is  taught 
how  to  show  someone  the  way  of  sal- 
vation. She  is  required  to  earn  any  two 
of  the  following  badges:  housekeeping, 
first  aid,  secretarial,  art,  storytelling, 
cooking,  gardening,  music,  care  of  chil- 
dren, patriotism,  and  know-the-Bible. 

The  fourth  and  last  level  is  called 
"Bearer  of  the  Light."  A  Lumiere  girl 
on  this  level  must  perform  ten  more  of 
the  physical  skills  from  the  list.  Learn- 
ing that  the  Lord  will  give  her  strength 
for  the  jobs  that  He  gives  her,  she 
memorizes  twelve  verses,  and  reads 
and  answers  questions  on  Acts  13-28, 
I  and  II  Timothy,  and  I  and  II  Thes- 
salonians. 

At  this  time  the  girl  learns  how  to 
prevent  disease  and  how  to  keep  her 
village  clean  and  healthful.  She  learns 
to  develop  leadership  as  she  leads  six 
more  games.  She  studies  about  the 
sun,  moon,  and  earth.  A  "Bearer  of 
the  Light"  also  must  write  out  her 
testimony,  give  a  lesson  to  her  troop, 
and  visit  someone  who  is  sick  to  help 
them  and  read  the  Bible  to  them.  She 
learns  ten  rules  of  etiquette. 

A  Fidelity  Badge  and  one  other 
from  the  previous  list  must  be  earned. 
For  the  Fidelity  Badge  she  must  at- 
tend troop  meetings  for  nine  months, 
keep  herself  clean,  have  a  good  testi- 
mony, and  attend  the  church  services 
faithfully  for  one  year. 

Lumiere  is  to  our  African  sisters 
what  SMM  is  to  us:  a  time  to  share 
together  in  fun  and  in  learning  more 
about  the  Lord.  Lumiere  helps  African 
girls  to  grow  into  women  who  love  the 
Lord,  know  the  Bible,  and  can  be  a 
testimony  to  others  by  being  clean  and 
conducting  themselves  properly.  Let's 
not  forget  to  pray  for  our  African  sis- 
ters as  they  show  forth  the  Light.       #

Watergate,  the  Water  Gate 
and  Education

Meeting  in  St.  Louis  last  spring,  the  American  Associ- 
ation of  University  professors  adopted  a  significant  state- 
ment about  the  Watergate  situation.  This  is  what  they  said: 

"The  59th  Annual  Meeting  of  the  American  Associ- 
ation of  University  Professors  profoundly  regrets  the 
Watergate  scandal  and  is  alarmed  at  the  breakdown  in 
law  and  order,  the  decay  of  public  morality,  and  the 
excessive  permissiveness  of  which  this  incident  is 
symptomatic. 

That  all  the  persons  allegedly  involved  in  this  feloni- 
ous and  fraudulent  affront  to  freedom  and  fair  play 
are  graduates  of  American  institutions  of  higher  edu- 
cation, causes  us  to  grieve  that  we  failed  in  not  help- 
ing them  to  overcome  their  character  defects  and 
asocial  and  larcenous  propensities  while  they  were  in 
our  tutelage. 

Having  the  courage  and  humility  not  to  cover  up  our 
past  wrongdoing,  we  urge  that  university  professors 
confess  their  sins  of  omission  and  combat  the  tragic 
example  given  their  students  by  lawyers  who  alleged- 
ly flout  the  law  and  administrators  who  allegedly 
manipulate  the  trust.  We  dedicate  ourselves  to  trying 
harder  to  steer  this  generation  of  students  away  from 
a  life  of  crime  and  toward  an  enhanced  respect  for 
the  Constitution,  justice  and  ethics.  " 

This  is  a  rare  press  release  from  educators.  It  may  be 
unique.  The  authors  and  those  professors  who  endorse  it 
are  to  be  commended  for  humility  and  for  their  resolve  to 
try  harder  to  steer  their  present  students  to  "overcome 
their  character  defects  and  asocial  and  larcenous  propensi- 
ties." 

The  success  of  the  professors  with  their  present  students 
will  be  limited  for  the  following  reasons; 
(1)  The  secular  professors,  though  highly  trained  academi- 
cally, do  not  have  spiritual  discernment  to  realize  that  the 
root  cause  of  moral  evil  within  the  hearts  of  their  students 
is  the  fallen  nature.  Increased  effort  in  teaching  can  never 


change  the  basic  nature  of  the  student.  Morality  is  not  a 
product  of  secular  education.  Morality,  or  the  awareness 
and  conviction  of  right  and  wrong  is  the  result  of  a  spiritual 
change  in  the  human  heart.  A  spiritual  heart  transformation 
can  only  be  accomplished  by  a  personal  faith  commitment 
to  Jesus  Christ. 

(2)  The  receipt  of  a  new  nature  for  their  students  through 
the  exercise  of  regenerative  faith  in  Jesus  Christ  will  not  be 
within  the  instruction  of  these  teachers. 

(3)  They  will  not  teach  as  absolute  truth  the  Bible's  stan- 
dard of  justice,  ethics,  and  morality. 

(4)  There  will  not  be  an  acknowledgement  of  the  existence 
and  activity  of  Satan,  who  is  the  ruler  of  this  present  evil 
age. 

In  contrast  to  the  very  limited  progress  of  the  college 
professors  who  have  been  exercised  by  Watergate,  moral 
success  with  students  by  Christian  school  teachers  will  be 
practically  unlimited.  The  difference  between  the  two 
teachers  is  this:  Instruction  in  the  Christian  school  includes 
daily  teaching  at  the  Water  Gate. 

To  explain  this  obvious  play  on  words,  in  Nehemiah  8 
the  people  assembled  before  the  water  gate.  In  that  place, 
the  Bible  was  taught  to  them.  Verse  eight  of  that  chapter 
says,  "So  they  read  in  the  book  in  the  law  of  God  distinct- 
ly, and  gave  the  sense,  and  caused  them  to  understand  the 
reading."  Thus  the  water  gate  may  be  used  to  refer  to  a 
place  where  the  Bible  is  taught. 

The  students  in  the  Christian  school  have  a  water  gate 
experience  each  day,  Bible  instruction.  Similar  water  gate 
instruction  in  Bible  will  not  occur  in  the  classrooms  of  the 
secular  college  professors  or  secular  public  schools,  making 
future  Watergates  inevitable. 

Your  children  deserve  an  education  in  which  Bible  teach- 
ing is  the  core.  A  Christian  education  in  which  Jesus  Christ 
is  central  will  influence  the  entire  course  of  your  child's 
life.  If  you  don't  educate  your  children  at  the  Biblical  water 
gate,  who  will?  W

Man's  Wisdom  and  God's  Revelation 


Godless  human  wisdom  sets  itself 
up  over  God's  revelation  and  sits  in 
judgment  upon  God's  Word. 

A  Christian  school  is  built  upon  a 
very  different  philosophy.  God's  Word 
is  recognized  as  the  ultimate  authority, 
and  all  areas  of  man's  knowledge  must 
be  tested  in  the  light  of  the  Biblical 
revelation. 

This  important  distinction  between 
a  secular  educational  system  and  a 
Christian  school  was  dramatically 
demonstrated  by  the  activities  of  the 
boys  and  girls  in  the  sixth  grade  class 
at  the  Warsaw  Christian  School  early 
in  this  current  school  year.  My  son  Bill 
is  a  member  of  this  class,  and  my  wife 
and  I  were  most  appreciative  of  a  re- 
cent   unit    of  study   directed   by   his 


teacher,  Mrs.  Linda  Bowdler. 

Most  readers  are  probably  aware  of 
the  kind  of  falsehood  that  fills  the 
early  pages  of  most  grade  school  text- 
books where  the  origin  of  the  world  is 
discussed.  It  is  no  secret  that  these 
books  present  a  totally  godless  and 
humanistic  outlook. 

The  sixth  grade  at  Warsaw  Christian 
School,  under  the  direction  of  their 
teacher  and  a  guest  lecturer.  Dr.  John 
Whitcomb,  listed  the  statements  they 
discovered  in  the  early  pages  of  their 
textbook  that  were  contrary  to  God's 
Word.  Through  guided  research  in  the 
Bible  the  TRUE  facts  of  the  case  were 
listed  along  side  of  man's  false  theo- 
ries. 

1  asked  my  son  for  permission  to 


share  his  class  research  notes.  The  clear 
identification  of  God's  authority  as 
over  and  above  the  writings  of  men 
illustrate  here  the  most  basic  differ- 
ence between  secular  and  Christian 
education. 

The  headings  of  the  two  columns 
below  refiect  an  important  principle 
that  is  basic  to  a  Christian  world  view. 
That  principle  is  that  man's  theories 
must  be  tested  in  the  light  of  God's 
Word  instead  of  testing  God 's  Word  by 
the  standard  of  man 's  theories. 

That  may  be  the  most  valuable 
lesson  of  the  entire  elementary  school 
experience.  (At  least  it's  well  ahead  of 
whatever  else  you  may  have  thought 
was  in  first  place.)

Someone  has  declared  that  there 
are  three  kinds  of  Christian  workers- 
those  who  serve  Christ  BADLY;  those 
who  serve  SADLY;  and  those  who 
serve  Christ  GLADLY!  I  am  convinced 
that  the  tlrst  two  kinds  of  service  are 
intertwined  with  each  other,  for  those 
who  serve  badly  cannot  help  but  be 
serving  Him  sadly. 

To  bring  our  workers  from  the  first 
to  the  third  and  even  from  the  second 
to  the  third,  is  a  part  of  the  task  we  as 
Christian  workers  face.  The  road  to 
successful  Sunday  Schools  is  a  road  on 
which  all  of  us  ought  to  be  anxious  to 
be  successful— as  individuals  and  as  a 
team. 

A  couple  of  days  ago,  I  listened  to 
an  interview  between  a  sportswriter 
and  a  very  successful  coach  of  a  foot- 
ball team.  The  very  first  question  that 
was  asked  was;  "What  in  your  opinion 
is  the  first  reason  for  the  success  of 
your  team?"  His  immediate  answer 
was,  "TEAMWORK."  He  went  on  to 
elaborate  by  reminding  his  listeners 
that  his  team  was  a  HAPPY  team.  How 
can  a  team  be  successful  if  it  plays 
BADLYl  The  coach  said  his  major  rule 
is:  "Give  the  team  the  goal  for  each 
game  and  see  that  each  fellow  is  giving 
his  best."  He  knew  what  he  wanted 
the  team  to  accomplish. 

What  are  we  expecting  to  get  done 
in  our  individual  Sunday  Schools  next 
week  and  the  weeks  that  tbllow?  Are 
we  expecting  cooperation  in  a  program 
to  reach  the  unreached?  Then  we  need 
to  tell  the  workers  just  how  to  go 
about  that  program— and  what  we  are 
expecting  each  one  of  them  to  accom- 
plish. Are  we  expecting  every  person 
to  become  an  individual  soul  winner? 

Remember,  practice  accompanied 
by  instruction  is  needed  if  we  expect  a 
winning  team-a  team  who  will  serve 
Christ  GLADLY.  » 
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Scripture  memorization  ...  is  it  im- 
portant? 

Important  for  kids  only? 

Okay  for  youth  too? 

Wliat  about  adults? 

Can  an  adult  honestly  encourage 
children  and  youth  to  memorize  Scrip- 
ture when  they  fail  to  set  the  example 
themselves?  Psalms  119:11  says  to 
hide  a  precious  product  ("thy  Word") 
in  a  proper  place  ("mine  heart")  for  a 
profitable  purpose  ("that  I  might  not 
sin"). 

Are  you  memorizing  Scripture  regu- 
larly? Why  not  take  some  verses  or 
passages  from  your  devotions  or  Sun- 
day School  lessons  as  a  start?  Set  some 
realistic  weekly  or  monthly  goals  for 
yourself.  Set  an  example  for  youth. 

If  you  need  help,  write  to  The  Navi- 
gators, Colorado  Springs,  Colorado 
80901.  They  offer  a  topical  memory 
system  for  busy  people.  A  five  dollar 
enrollment  covers  an  entire  course 
with  materials,  instruction  and  help.  It 
includes  ways  to  encourage  one's 
systematic  review  and  retention  of 
memorized  verses.  It  also  gives  ways  to 


encourage    continued    memorization   1 
"on  your  own." 

Another    organization    presenting 
helps  is  Bible  Memory  Association  In- 
ternational,   P.    0.    Box    12000,    St 
Louis,  Missouri  63112.  Their  topical   ; 
memory  system  is  based  on  definite  re-   ■ 
quirements  for  various  age  levels.  It  in- 
cludes  free   incentives  for  memoriza-  , 
tion   (books,   plaques,  and  so  forth),    i 
This  program  encourages  a  person  to 
have    a    "listener"    for    each    week's   \ 
verses.  This  annual  program  costs  four   1 
dollars  beginning  each  calendar  year.  If 
you  want  to  get  the  materials  during 
the   year   without  joining  the  annual 
program,    the   handy   memory   books 
can  be  purchased  individually.

Helps  for 
Your  Class 


Developing  Objectives  for 
NURSERY   CHILDREN    (AGES  2-3) 

First  impressions  are  basic.  It  must 
be  strongly  emphasized  that  right 
foundations  are  vital  to  the  Christian 
training  of  the  child.  The  nursery 
child's  Christian  education  lies  more  in 
the  realm  of  attitudes  and  atmosphere 
than  in  facts  and  doctrine.  This  serves 
to  emphasize  the  importance  of  using 
these  impressionable  years  to  establish 
right  attitudes  and  to  provide  an  at- 
mosphere conducive  to  a  sense  of  se- 
curity. The  nursery  child  profits 
through  repetition  of  basic  ideas  in  a  , 
happy  learning  situation. 

Use  the  child's  curiosity  and  inter- 
est in  nature  to  associate  God  in  his 
thinking  as  the  creator  and  giver  of  all 
things. 

Develop  a  growing  understanding 
through  the  stories  of  Jesus  that  He 
loves  and  cares  for  the  child. 

Help  the  child,  through  association 
and  reverence  on  the  part  of  the  lead- 


ers, to  know  that  the  Bible  is  a  very 
special  book. 

Build  up  associations  with  the 
church  as  a  happy  place  where  the 
child  loves  to  come  and  where  he  has  a 
sense  of  belonging. 

In  a  loving  atmosphere,  the  nursery 
child  develops  associations  with  spiri- 
tual truths  as  they  are  reflected  to  him 
by  leaders.  The  wise  leader  will  always 
remember  that  attitudes  are  "caught" 
as  well  as  taught. 

TEENS 

Do  you  support  missions  in  your 
class?  Young  teens  and  high  schoolers 
must  be  informed  and  convinced  of 
the  need  for  missionaries— perhaps  of  a 
new  kind,  in  a  new  context,  and  with 
more  technical  skills  and  preparation. 
Teachers  and  leaders  must  consciously 
and  purposefully  prepare  young 
people  to  consider  God's  call.  It  is 
wrong  to  assume  that  it  is  the  mission- 
ary who  must  stimulate  everyone  once 
or  twice  a  year  and  echo  the  call  to 
young  people.  Too  much  has  been  left 
for  the  overburdened  missionary.  The 
church,  in  every  department,  must  be- 
gin to  take  up  the  task  of  education 
and  participation  in  missions.  The  chil- 
dren's age  groups  of  the  church  often 
do  much  more  than  the  teens,  yet  the 
latter  are  the  years  of  perception,  un- 
derstanding and  commitment. 

Spend  two  or  three  quiet  hours 
writing  down  what  your  goals,  aims, 
programs  and  source  materials  will  be 
for  your  group  in  the  coming  year.  Be-

If  you  don't  know  how,  then  follow  these  suggestions. 

1.  Pray  about  the  visit  to  be  made. 

2.  If  you  lack  self-confidence,  ask  a  friend  to  accompany  you  on  the 
first  few  visits. 

3.  Make  the  visit  at  a  convenient  time  for  the  family  and  preferably 
when  both  parents  are  home. 

4.  Be  ready  to  start  the  conversation  in  a  friendly  manner.  Be  enthusi- 
astic. 

5.  Let  the  parents  do  most  of  the  talking.  You  can  learn  many  things 
that  will  help  you  to  understand  the  child. 

6.  Observe  family  relationships  in  the  home. 

7.  Make  wise  use  of  literature. 

8.  Invite  the  parents  to  come  with   the  children  to  visit  the  church 
school  and  to  worship  at  the  regular  morning  service. 

9.  Stay  long  enough,  but  not  too  long,  so  that  you  will  receive  a  sincere 
invitation  to  return. 

10.  After  you  have  left  the  home,  jot  down  the  important  factors  in  the 
visit  for  future  reference.

pointed turns.  Write  down  their  atti-  i 
tudes  toward  missions  at  that  moment, 
what  would  interest  them  most  in  the 
area  of  knowledge  of  missionary  op- 
portunity and  history.  Then,  draw  up 
and  follow  a  plan  to  give  missions  its 
proper  place  in  your  regular  teaching 
schedule  for  the  coming  year.  Remem- 
ber, your  age  group  must  be  IN- 
VOLVED in  a  study  program  if  they 
are  to  accept  missions.  Therefore,  you 
cannot  plan  to  use  the  lecture  method 
as  a  basic  means  of  developing  an  intel- 
ligent concern  in  missions  on  the  part 
of  your  age  group.  There  must  be  in- 
teraction, questions  asked  and  ques- 
tions answered. 

JUNIORS 

Many  needs  of  members  of  your 
class  are  expressions  of  home  situ- 
ations. Make  your  personal  list  of  the 
skills,  interest  professions,  and  so 
forth,  of  the  parents.  Look  for  special 
items  which  may  prove  as  outlets  for 
the  class.  For  instance,  a  parent  may 
have  an  interest  in  ecology,  birds, 
senior  citizens  and  social  centers,  and 
so  on.  Inquire  of  this  parent  the  possi- 
bility of  taking  your  class  on  a  field 
trip  to  explain  the  enterprise.  If  this  is 
not  possible,  perhaps  he  will  consent 
to  make  a  brief  presentation  on  facts, 
interesting  events,  and  experiences  of 
his  hobby  or  profession.  Should  the 
parent  accept,  it  may  be  the  first  time 
that  he  has  ever  been  in  a  Sunday 
School.  #

It  might  bring  back  some  of 
those  fleet-footed  saints  who  feel  com- 
pelled to  spend  the  weekend  with  their 
right  foot  glued  to  a  gas  pedal  for 
twenty-four  hours,  instead  of  lifting 
their  voices  in  praise  to  the  grace  of 
God  in  a  worship  service.  Rejoice, 
pastor,  the  gas  shortage  makes  it  pos- 
sible for  you  to  meet  some  of  the 
members  of  your  congregation  you 
have  only  seen  on  rare  occasions  in  the 
past.  One  suggestion— be  patient  with 
these  people  because  the  adjustment 
will  be  traumatic  for  them.  A  few 
bucket  seats  to  replace  some  of  the 
pews  here  and  there  throughout  the 


church  will  make  the  transition  just  a 
little  smoother. 

So,  maybe  everything  is  not  all  that 
bleak.  After  all,  the  long-range  view  is 
great  for  the  behever.  God  is  still  God 
and  He  will  do  as  He  has  promised. 
And  if  I  read  correctly,  this  spells 
nothing  but  good  for  the  Christian.

Church  to 
a  Church 
with  a 
Mission

Adopted  as  a  mission  point  in  1945,  the 
Canon  Brettiren  Church  has  become  prominent 
in  Northcentral  New  Mexico  as  the  leading 
evangelical  voice. 


At  the  turn  of  the  sixteenth  cen- 
tury, inspired  by  the  spirit  of  adven- 
ture, and  t'inanced  by  the  Crown  of 
Spain,  explorers  of  the  caHber  of 
Coronado,  Cabeza  De  Vaca  and  Cibola 
trekked  up  the  Rio  Grande  Valley 
from  the  Gulf  of  Mexico  to  the  various 
parts  of  New  Spain.  The  Conquista- 
dores  came  accompanied  by  influential 
orders  of  the  Catholic  Church.  History 
reveals  that  they  sought  to  explore  the 
land,  exploit  the  natives  and  extract 
treasures  for  the  Crown  of  Spain. 

The  efforts  of  such  expeditions 
brought  strange  robed  priests  and 
heavily  armed  soldiers  to  Taos  and 
other  points  north,  searching  for  the 
"Seven  Cities  of  Gold."  Disillusioned 
and  discouraged  many  returned  but 
some  remained  to  be  joined  by  their 
families.  The  years  that  ensued  saw 
much  contlict  between  these  Euro- 
peans and  the  Indians  who  felt  threat- 
ened by  foreigners.  Taos,  considered 
the  third  oldest  white  settlement  in 
the  United  States,  became  an  impor- 
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tant  trade  center  in  the  years  that  fol- 
lowed. 

The  Conquistador  passed  from  the 
scene;  but  many  Spaniards  with  their 
families,  together  with  the  church,  re- 
mained in  the  New  World.  Today,  you 
can  travel  through  semiarid  lands, 
agricultural  valleys  and  breathtaking 
mountain  canyons  encountering  com- 
munity after  community  in  New  Mexi- 
co still  reflecting  the  early  Spanish  in- 


fluence. The  Great  Armada  of  Spain 
has  come  and  gone,  but  Santa  Fe 
(Holy  Faith),  Santa  Cruz  (Holy  Cross), 
Espanola,  Las  Vegas,  Taos  and  dozens 
of  other  communities  attest  to  the 
golden  era  of  earlier  times.  Notwith- 
standing, and  almost  without  excep- 
tion, every  community,  town  and  city 
exhibits  a  Catholic  cathedral,  church 
or  chapel.  It  was  to  suclt  a  setting  that 
the    Anglo-Saxon    came    settling    the 


One  blessing  for  Taos  over  the  last  five  years  is  a  new  building 
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Southwest.  To  meet  the  religious 
needs  of  Protestant  pioneers  and  set- 
tlers as  well  as  to  evangelize  the  popu- 
lation of  the  Southwest,  the  various 
denominations  sought  to  establish  mis- 
sions. Among  the  first  Protestant  mis- 
sions and  missionaries  to  the  Taos  area 
were  the  Methodists  and  Presbyterians, 
and  more  recently  the  Baptist  and  the 
Brethren. 

Looking  back  some  forty  years  ago, 
which  is  approximately  when  the 
Brethren  Church  here  in  Taos  began, 
we  catch  a  glimpse  of  missionaries 
with  persevering  faith.  Such  was  the 
quality  of  Rev.  Rubel  Lucero  and  his 
wife,  Eva,  founders  of  the  Canon 
Brethren  Church.  Arriving  here  in 
1929,  the  Luceros  repeated  an  experi- 
ence that  has  been  true  of  thousands 
of  missionaries  since  the  days  of  the 
great  apostles  of  the  early  church.  The 
Biblical  account  reveals  that  faithful 
missionary  who  dared  to  venture  in 
heathen  lands  with  the  Gospel  of 
Christ— evangelized  under  severe  per- 
secution, teaching  and  preaching  to 
religionists  in  the  synagogues,  to 
learned  men  in  Athens,  and  to  com- 
mon people  by  the  way.  A  few  be- 
lieved here  and  a  few  there  and  so  the 
church  developed  in  strange  far-off 
lands.  Taos  had  such  a  beginning.  The 
few  who  believed  grew  in  number 
from  a  mission  to  a  church  with  a  mis- 
sion. 

In  1945  the  Independent  Com- 
munity Church  of  Taos  was  formally 
adopted  by  The  Brethren  Home  Mis- 
sions Council  as  a  mission  point.  Little 
did  they  realize  at  the  time  that  this 
courtship  would  last  close  to  thirty 
years.  The  Brethren  Mission  here  in 
Taos  has  benefited  from  an  array  of 
missionaries  who  have  served  through 
the  years.  Rev.  Mark  Malles  was  the 
first  to  come  on  the  field.  His  ministry 
was  brief  but  influential.  The  Albert 
Kliewers  followed  the  Malles.  Mr. 
Kliewer's  enthusiasm  sparked  a  youth 
tremor  that  is  felt  to  this  day.  Under 
his  ministry,  Bible  classes  in  the  com- 
munities of  Arroyo  Hondo  (Deep 
Gulch),  Cordillera  (Mountain  Range), 
Cerro  (Hill),  and  Albuquerque  were 
established.  His  ministry  was  abruptly 
ended  in  a  fatal  airplane  accident.  In 
1950  Rev.  Sam  Horney  was  called 
from  a  pastorate  in  Cheyenne,  Wy- 
oming, to  assume  the  duties  of  pastor- 
missionary  at  the  Taos  church.  His 
very    congenial    personality    coupled 
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with  strong  missionary  vision  and  a 
sincere  interest  in  the  people  soon  won 
the  hearts  of  a  church  which  he  was  to 
pastor  for  seventeen  years.  It  was  dur- 
ing his  ministry  that  the  mission  in 
Taos  began  to  develop  traits  of  "A 
Church  with  a  Mission."  Under  his 
leadership,  the  church  developed  a 
radio  ministry,  a  kindergarten  day 
school,  and  a  strong  tie  with  the  com- 
munity through  civic  involvement.  It 
was  during  these  years  that  the  church 
became  prominent  in  Northcentral 
New  Mexico  as  the  leading  evangelical 
voice.  Feeling  led  of  the  Lord  to  resign 
the  pastorate  after  seventeen  years, 
Rev.  Sam  Horney  joined  The  Brethren 
Home  Missions  Council  in  search  of  a

replacement.  They  found  that  man  in 
the  person  of  Rev.  WiUiam  Stevens. 
Pastor  Stevens  was  God's  man  for  the 
work  here  and  for  a  year  and  a  half  he 
served  the  Taos  congregation. 

It  was  the  Lord  who  said,  "A 
prophet  hath  no  honour  in  his  own 
country."  With  such  forewarning 
many  prophets  seeking  honor  in  their 
own  country  have  no  doubt  been  dis- 
couraged and  have  turned  to  serve 
somewhere  else.  Since  the  writer  of 
this  article  is  not  a  prophet  and  seeks 
but  "little"  honor,  it  was  quite  natural 
to  accept  the  call  to  pastor  the  Breth- 
ren Church  here  in  Taos.  This  we  did 
in  the  summer  of  1968.  Once  over  the 
shock  of  returning  to  the  church  of 
my  childhood,  we  joined  heart  and 
hand  with  the  congregation  toward  the 
objective  of  becoming  self-supporting. 
At  first  we  searched  our  hearts  with 
questions  such  as:  "Do  we  dare  hope 
and  trust  that  such  could  be?"  Taos 
had  been  under  the  home  missions 
council  for  twenty-five  years.  Every 
program  and  project  of  significance— 
the  radio  ministry,  the  church  buses, 
youth  building,  parking  lot,  missionary 
residence,  hymnals,  pews  and  a  hun- 
dred other  items-were  either  directly 
sponsored  by  the  council  or  sister 
churches  in  the  Brotherhood.  Our  con- 
cern increased  when  we  realized  that 
our  budget  was  but  a  fifth  of  what

self-supporting  status  required.  Our 
then  dream  was  almost  shattered  by 
overwhelming  circumstances. 

"Yet  there  is  one  ray  of  hope:  his 
compassion  never  ends.  It  is  only  the 
Lord's  mercies  that  have  kept  us  from 
complete  destruction.  Great  is  his 
faithfulness;  his  lovingkindness  begins 
afresh  each  day"  (Lam.  3:21-22  Living 
Bible).  Our  dream  of  self-support  took 
on  faith  and  our  faith  took  on  vision 
and  our  vision  took  on  action.  Atten- 
dances began  to  increase,  souls  were 
added  to  our  number,  finances  im- 
proved, and  buildings  started  to  take 
form.  What  a  thrill  it  was  during  the 
ensuing  months  to  experience  God's 
blessing   in    these   areas.   Self-support 


was  no  longer  a  dream,  but  a  possible 
reality! 

As  we  look  back  now  in  retrospect 
over  the  past  five  years,  our  faith  is 
fortified  by  God's  faithfulness  to  us. 
The  Lord  has  allowed  us  to  build  a 
new  church  sanctuary,  remodel  the  old 
church  building,  purchase  additional 
land,  employ  an  assistant  pastor  (Tony 
Luna),  start  a  new  church  in  Tres  Pied- 
ras  (Three  Rocks),  and  begin  purchase 
of  a  church  building  and  property  for 
same.  Isn't  our  God  a  great  God? 
"And  we  have  only  just  begun!"  As  of 
January  1,  1974,  the  Canon  Brethren 
Church  emerged  from  "A  Mission 
Church  to  a  Church  with  a  Mission."

December  9  was  a  significant  day  of  celebration  for 
our  church  at  Taos,  New  Mexico.  This  Spanish  Mission 
has  emerged  as  a  strong  virile  church,  no  longer  depen- 
dent upon  The  Brethren  Home  Missions  Council  for 
financial  assistance. 

Pastor  Robert  Salazar,  who  was  born  at  Taos  and 
attended  this  church  in  his  earlier  days,  came  back  to  his 
hometown  to  lead  this  work  in  a  growing,  thriving  self- 
support  status.  Each  of  the  former  pastors  laid  down  a 
firm  foundation  upon  which  this  church  could  move 
ahead.  Significantly,  the  ministry  of  Rev.  Sam  Horney, 
who  spent  seventeen  years  here,  challenged  many  of  his 
young  men  to  the  ministry.  Pastor  Salazar  followed 
through  with  his  training,  enjoyed  a  successful  pastorate 
at  Albuquerque,  and  now  places  the  capstone  on  with 
this  self-support  victory. 

Much  careful  planning,  budget  goals,  remodeling  of 
the  buildings,  acquisition  of  additional  property,  and  the 
final  sanctuary  building  program  were  necessary  steps. 
This  pastor  carefully  charted  his  course,  kept  his  eye  on 
the  goal,  and  moved  with  intensive  faith  in  God.  His 
faithful  people  followed,  placing  their  energies  in  visita- 


tion, loving  new  people,  building  with  their  own  hands 
with  respect  for  their  leadership.  Today,  we  no  longer 
have  a  Spanish  mission,  but  rather  a  strong  church  of 
Spanish,  Anglos  and  all  types  of  friendly  people  really 
rejoicing  in  their  church.  In  the  words  of  a  contractor, 
"We  really  love  our  church!" 

Congratulations  to  our  congregation  at  Taos;  to  you, 
Pastor  Salazar,  for  your  excellent  leadership;  and  to  our 
Brethren  everywhere  for  your  prayerful  support  for  this 
work  through  the  years.  Thanks  to  the  former  pastors, 
the  WMC,  and  the  SMM  for  your  faithful  contributions 
that  were  stepping-stones  to  this  marvelous  victory. 

It  was  my  joy  to  witness  a  blessed  day  of  fellowship 
with  these  dear  people.  Our  ministry  in  the  Sunday 
School  hour  and  morning  service  was  blessed  with  42 
decisions  and  176  in  attendance.  A  noon  meal  and  time 
of  rich  fellowship  followed.  The  evening  service,  designa- 
ted Home  Missions  Challenge,  saw  two  more  decisions. 
Gifts  were  presented  to  the  pastor  and  his  wife  and  to 
the  visiting  speaker  as  tokens  of  deep  appreciation.  This 
church  is  a  living  demonstration  of  what  God  can  do  in 
each  of  our  home  mission  fields.

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To  Be  or  Not  To  Be 
Successful  in  1974 


It  would  be  difficult  to  find  one 
person  who  would  not  admit  to  a  per- 
sonal interest  in  success.  We  admire,  or 
envy,  those  who  are  successful  and 
yet,  strangely  enough,  we  can't  seem 
to  articulate  just  what  constitutes  suc- 
cess. Occasionally  we  are  shocked  by 
the  self-destruction  of  one  whom  we 
consider  to  be  successful.  We  are  fur- 
ther confused  when  we  realize  that  not 
everyone  agrees  as  to  just  who  is  suc- 
cessful. Even  Mr.  Webster  doesn't  give 
us  much  help  with  his  abbreviated 
definition  that  success  is  "attaining 
one's  desired  end,  or  the  favorable 
termination  of  a  venture."  By  this 
simple  standard  even  one  who  robs  a 
bank  and  gets  away  with  it  qualifies, 
but  most  of  us  would  agree  that  some 
added  qualifications  are  necessary.  Our 
fickle  and  capricious  nature  demands 
something  other  than  subjectively 
established  goals  since  most  of  us  can 
testify  to  wanting  many  things,  the 
acquisition  of  which  could  hardly  be 
classified  as  success. 

Any  attempt  to  define  success  in- 
volves one's  philosophy  of  life  and  I 
readily  admit  to  a  predilection  or  bias 
to  the  Christian  ethic.  Our  definition, 
then,  must  include  qualities  that  are 
common  to  the  Christian  life,  not  the 
least  of  which  are  peace  and  content- 
ment. Since  we  are  capable  of  estab- 
lishing goals  other  than  those  divinely 
approved,  some  thought  should  be 
given  to  the  selection  of  acceptable  ob- 
jectives. Methodology,  likewise,  is 
supremely  important  because  of  man's 
penchant  for  evil.  So  much  of  our  life 
is  spent  in  satiating  our  own  selfish 
appetites  that  every  precaution  must

be  exercised  in  assuring  the  proper 
motive  for  wanting  success.  With  these 
characteristics  in  mind  I  would  like  to 
suggest  that  success  would  better  be 
defined  as  "that  satisfying  achieve- 
ment of  divinely  sanctioned  goals, 
accomplished  by  honorable  means,  for 
the  expressed  purpose  of  glorifying  the 
Lord." 

But  having  said  this  we  have  only 
partly  solved  the  problem.  For  most  of 
us  have  to  admit  that  we  have  not  ar- 
rived. For  one  reason  or  another  we 
have  fallen  short  of  the  mark  and  con- 
sequently must  continue  to  strive.  Par- 
ticularly frustrating  is  the  nagging  sus- 
picion that  we  are  not  absolutely  cer- 
tain how  to  begin.  Perhaps  a  review  of 
some  practical  principles  might  focus 
our  attention  and  get  us  started  in  the 
right  direction.  Remember  that  success 
is  neither  accidental  nor  incidental  but 
rather  the  prize  awarded  those  who  are 
willing  to  follow  the  rules. 

First,  there  is  the  matter  of  the  goal 
itself.  Failure  to  isolate  and  define 
one's  major  objective  will  produce  an 
aimlessness  that  takes  us  nowhere.  On 
the  other  hand,  specific  objectives 
keep  us  on  target  and  provide  a  fixed 
point  of  reference  when  we  tend  to 
stray.  Also  to  be  avoided  is  the  possi- 
bility of  becoming  obsessed  with  the 
means  rather  than  the  end.  Or,  allow- 
ing the  tedium  of  routine  to  lull  us 
into  a  complacent  satisfaction  with  the 
security  of  the  now.  Many  succumb  to 
the  siren  voice  of  mediocrity  and  stop 
short  of  the  shining  victory  that  once 


captured  our  imaginations.  Constant 
discipline  is  necessary  to  keep  the  des- 
tination in  view. 

The  second  principle  is  closely  re- 
lated to  the  first  and  involves  the  plan 
we  intend  to  follow.  Someone  has  well 
said,  "What  isn't  planned  today  won't 
be  done  tomorrow."  In  today's  sophis- 
ticated society  we  can  get  most  every- 
thing in  an  "instant  package"  .  .  . 
everything,  that  is,  except  success. 
Most  of  us  have  little  difficulty  in 
establishing  worthy  goals  but  we  are 
frustrated  when  they  are  not  realized 
immediately  and  then  soon  fade  into 
fantasy.  The  popular  trend  of  "buying 
today  and  paying  tomorrow"  may 
work  with  new  cars,  but  success  can't 
be  had  on  the  installment  plan.  It  is 
possessed  only  by  those  who  have 
carefully  followed  a  well-designed 
plan.  Jesus,  in  His  parabolic  teaching, 
suggested  that  those  intending  to  build 
a  tower  "sitteth  .  .  .  down  first,  and 
counteth  the  cost,  whether  he  have 
sufficient  to  finish  it."  There  is  no 
room  for  self-delusion  in  the  quest  for 
success  and  only  those  plans  that  in- 
clude all  the  facts  can  possibly  guide 
us  to  our  destination.  Not  only  must 
they  include  the  ultimate  goal  but  pro- 
vide for  the  implementation  of  each 
step  along  the  way. 

The  third  principle  is  so  obvious 
that  I  blush  to  suggest  it  .  .  .  work! 
However,  those  who  neglect  this  basic 
quality  will  never  savor  the  sweet 
nectar  of  success.  Old  fashioned?  Per- 
haps, but  absolutely  indispensable  in 
the  achievement  of  worthwhile  goals. 
There  is  no  room  at  the  top  for  the 
lazy    man.    We   should   note   that   all

know  people  who  work  extremely  hard 
but  could  never  be  classified  as  suc- 
cessful. There  is  a  qualitative  aspect  to 
work  which  is  equally  important.  Per- 
haps skill  would  be  a  better  term.  The 
more  accomplished  we  are  in  our  field 
the  more  likely  we  are  to  be  effective. 
Unfortunately,  many  young  people 
tend  to  minimize  the  advantage  of 
training  in  their  eagerness  to  get  on 
their  "road  to  success."  In  today's 
world,  characterized  by  computer 
mentality,  a  successful  man  needs  a 
comprehensive  understanding  of  a 
staggering  assortment  of  facts.  This 
knowledge  is  obtained  only  by  a  dili- 
gent study.  Many  never  attain  their 
potential  because  they  are  unwilling  to 
expend  the  effort  to  acquire  the  train- 
ing. 

Another  characteristic  of  successful 
men  is  their  keen  discernment  in 
knowing  exactly  when  and  where  to 
do  their  work.  The  harmony  of  a  great 
orchestra  is  produced  only  when  each 
member  exercises  his  skill  at  precise 
moments  of  time.  The  same  is  true  in 
any  given  field  of  endeavor.  It  may  be 
impressive  to  throw  up  great  clouds  of 
dust  in  bustling  activity  but  not  nearly 
as  effective  as  a  steady  application  of 
pressure  at  a  strategic  point  at  precise- 
ly the  proper  moment.  In  any  busy 
man's  life  there  is  always  more  to  do

than  can  be  accomplished,  thus  the 
matter  of  priorities  must  be  empha- 
sized. Care  must  be  exercised  to  assure 
that  we  apply  ourselves  only  to  those 
tasks  that  contribute  to  the  realization 
of  our  established  goals. 

In  conclusion  there  is  one  further 
principle  which  undergirds  all  that  has 
been  suggested.  It  is  the  desire  to  suc- 
ceed. Although  many  are  tantalized  by 
the  apparent  benefits  of  success,  only 
those  who  are  truly  motivated  are  Hke- 
ly  to  achieve  it.  Unless  we  are  ener- 
gized by  an  insatiable  thirst  for  it  we 
lack  that  one  quality  which,  alone,  can 
buoy  us  up  when  the  going  gets  tough. 


Goals  may  vary  and  people  differ  but 
successful  men  all  have  this  one  thing 
in  common  ...  a  driving  compulsion 
to  succeed.  To  those  who  would  ask 
what  kindles  this  great  ambition  in  the 
human  heart  I  would  answer— the 
prize!  Yes,  it's  the  prize  that  beckons 
men  on.  For  one  it  may  be  wealth, 
another  prestige,  for  yet  another  it 
may  be  power  or  the  acclaim  that  goes 
with  victory  but  whatever  the  prize,  it 
possesses  men.  Sadly,  though,  the  evi- 
dence indicates  that  most  of  the  goals 
for  which  men  strive  fail  to  produce 
the  satisfaction  and  contentment 
which  in  our  opening  rem.arks,  we  sug- 
gested must  be  included  in  the  defi- 
nition of  success.  Only  those  goals 
which  consummate   in  eternity  offer 


this  singular  quahty.  At  any  point 
along  the  way  the  Lord  could  say  to 
any  one  of  us  "tonight  thy  soul  shall 
be  required  of  thee,  then  whose  shall 
those  things  be  which  thou  hast  pro- 
vided?" 

If  we  have  resolved  to  be  a  success, 
we    must    be    sure    our    motives    are  j 
proper.  We  could  do  no  better  than  to  !■ 
choose  as  our  own  goal  that  magnifi-  | 
cent  obsession  which  kept  the  Apostle  | 
Paul  going.  His  one  consuming  desire  i 
was  to  "know  Him."  Like  us,  he  was  I 
well  aware  that  he  had  not  attained, 
but  every  step  he  took  brought  him 
closer  to  that  triumphant  end  and  he 
could  say,  "I  press  toward  the  mark  for 
the  prize  of  the  high  calling  of  God  in 
Christ  Jesus"  (Phil.  3:14).  9t

Risks  of 
Attending 

a  Secular 


College 


The  decision  to  enroll  in  the  secular 
college  or  university  has  far-reaching 
implications  for  the  Christian  young 
person  and  his  parents.  Education  al- 
ways leaves  a  lasting  impression  on  a 
person  and  molds  him  for  the  future. 
But  the  influences  of  higher  education 
cause  a  young  person  to  adopt  ideas 
more  quickly  and  fully  than  in  lower 
levels  of  education. 

In  many  instances  going  away  to 
college  is  the  first  time  the  young 
Christian  is  away  from  home.  The 
secular  influences  are  no  longer  modi- 
fied or  countered  by  the  Christian 
home  environment  and  restrictions. 
The  student  must  now  decide  for  him- 
self whether  or  not  he  will  maintain 
his  Christian  standards  and  hold  to  his 
Christian  beliefs.  He  must  either  devel- 
op his  own  defenses  against  agnostic 
world  views  or  be  swallowed  up  by 
them.  For  many  young  people  from 
Christian  homes,  attending  secular  col- 
leges has  been  a  fatal  experience;  they 
have  succumbed  to  the  life-style  of  the 
world. 

It  becomes  the  legitimate  concern 
of  every  Christian  parent-and  every 
Christian  youth— to  try  to  prevent 
such  spiritual  tragedy.  One  of  the  steps 
in  that  direction  is  to  understand  the 
college  environment  and  to  be  aware 
of  the  nature  of  the  forces  which  will 
affect  the  student.  An  old  adage  says, 
"To  be  forewarned  is  to  be  fore- 
armed." And  when  the  Christian 
youth  knows  about  these  forces  and 
realizes  there  are  intelligent  Christian 
answers  to  them,  he  can  maintain  a 
confidence  that  otherwise  might  be 
shaken. 

However,  it  is  important  to  under- 


stand that  knowledge  alone  will  not 
prevent  disaster.  Many  people,  young 
and  old,  often  go  against  better  judg- 
ment to  accept  Socrates'  argument 
that  all  a  man  needs  to  do  right  is  to 
know  right.  In  contemplating  attend- 
ing a  secular  college,  the  Christian 
young  person  must  first  ask:  Does  God 
want  me  at  this  school  this  year?  If  He 
does,  then  He  will  give  the  strength 
and  grace  to  meet  the  difficulties, 
whatever  they  may  be.  Like  Daniel, 
the  Christian  student  must  be  deter- 
mined not  to  defile  himself  with  the 
ungodly  opportunities  that  will  sur- 
round him. 

The  forces  and  ideas  found  on  cam- 
puses are  not  limited  to  these  cam- 
puses. They  prevail  throughout  secular 
society,  and  in  that  sense  Christian 
parents  are  bombarded  with  them  in 
their  own  communities.  But  the  uni- 
versity environment  provides  a  more 
intense  situation  for  the  expression  of 
ideas,  regardless  of  how  extreme. 

One  trend  on  campus  is  a  growing 
interest  in  religion.  Colleges  and  uni- 
versities are  establishing  departments 
of  religion.  Religion  courses  attract 
large  enrollments  of  students.  In  the 
field  of  education,  there  is  frequent 
reference  to  the  role  of  religion  in  the 
schools.  A  growing  percentage  of  stu- 
dents are  interested  in  discussing  re- 
ligion and  moral  values,  both  individu- 
ally and  in  classes. 

At  first  glance,  these  facts  might  ap- 
pear encouraging— and  in  some  ways 
they  are.  But  in  reality,  the  kind  of 
religion  that  the  majority  of  students 
and  professors  are  interested  in  is  far 
removed  from  Biblical  Christianity. 
They    reject    the    idea    that    absolute

truth  was  communicated  to  man  by  a 
personal  God,  which  is  the  Biblical 
position.  They  propose  a  subjective 
view  of  religion— the  view  that  one  per- 
son's personal  ideas  about  religion  are 
just  as  good  as  the  next  person's  views. 

In  an  article  prepared  for  publi- 
cation in  HIS  magazine,  I  have  stated, 
"It  is  important  for  the  Christian  stu- 
dent in  the  secular  university  to  be 
aware  of  this  paradoxical  phenome- 
non. The  presently  apparent  condition 
of  tolerance  in  the  university  culture  is 
no  more  a  friend  to  Biblical  Christiani- 
ty than  was  the  skepticism  of  the  past. 
There  may  be  less  overt  resistance  to 
the  Gospel,  but  to  view  this  as  a  grow- 
ing kinship  with  evangelical  Christiani- 
ty could  be  a  fatal  mistake." 

The  Scriptures  tell  Christians  to  try 
the  spirits  to  determine  whether  they 
are  of  God  (I  John  4:1).  The  Christian 
student  must  do  likewise  in  his  con- 
sideration of  religious  activities  on 
campus. 

A  positive  result  of  the  new  interest 
in  religion  is  a  growing  awareness  of 
the  evangelical  viewpoint  on  university 
campuses.  Organizations  such  as  Inter- 
Varsity  Christian  Fellowship  and  Cam- 
pus Crusade  for  Christ  are  attracting 
students  and  faculty  alike. 

Related  to  the  growing  interest  in 
religion  is  a  growing  interest  in  the  oc- 
cult among  college  students.  Some 
universities  are  even  offering  courses 
for  coUege  credit  in  witchcraft  and 
black  magic.  In  the  educational  jour- 
nal, Phi  Delta  Kappan,  Walter  R.  Cop- 
pendage  discussed  the  rise  of  the  oc- 
cult among  college  students.  He  stated, 
"Free  universities  across  the  nation 
sponsor  classes  in  Eastern  thought;  the 
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ancient  Chinese  book  of  fortune -tell- 
ing, I-Ching,  has  become  a  best-seller 
on  progressive  college  campuses. 
Psychedelic  paraphernalia— black  light 
posters,  incense.  Oriental  art— are  ob- 
vious household  equipment  through- 
out student  apartments.  The  intense 
interest  in  astrology  epitomizes  the 
fascination  with  the  occult"  (October, 
1970). 

Another  area  for  concern  for  Chris- 
tian parents  and  students  is  the  in- 
creasing sexual  freedoms  on  secular 
college  campuses.  There  has  always 
been  more  sexual  freedom  on  the  col- 
lege campus  than  elsewhere,  but  the 
general  moral  laxity  on  campus  has  re- 
moved almost  all  restrictions.  It  is  al- 
most impossible  for  a  young  student, 
in  his  own  strength,  to  maintain  moral 
purity  in  this  environment. 

In  this  area,  pressure  comes  from  all 
sides.  Professors  in  the  classrooms 
often  seem  obsessed  with  the  topic  of 
sex  and  use  it  as  illustrations  to  make 
points  and  as  humor  to  obtain  student 
interest.  Colleges  are  also  pressured  to 
loosen  social  regulations  by  elimin- 
ating visiting  rules  and  providing  co- 
educational dorms.  This  does  not 
mean  that  the  elimination  or  restric- 
tions always  leads  to  moral  promiscui- 
ty, but  it  does  remove  many  of  the 
social  barriers  and  puts  an  almost  im- 
possible strain  on  an  individual's  will- 
power. In  order  to  maintain  his  Chris- 
tian standards,  a  young  person  will 
need  to  keep  constant  watch  over  his 
thoughts,  desires  and  habits,  as  well  as 
his  devotional  life.  He  must  continual- 
ly claim  victory  through  Christ. 

A  third  danger  zone  is  a  current 
tendency  to  emphasize  the  present— 
the  here-and-now.  The  "in"  cliche  is 
relevancy.  Being  relevant  in  itself,  is 
not  wrong.  The  Christian  needs  to  be 
concerned  about  his  current  experi- 
ences with  the  Lord,  about  the  present 
problems  of  society  and  his  responsi- 
bility toward  them  and  about  his 
dynamic  witness  to  contemporary  so- 
ciety. However,  the  current  thinking  is 
an  abuse  of  the  necessary  emphasis. 
There  is  a  tendency  to  reject  all  of 
history  and  its  lessons  as  irrelevant. 
The  past  has  nothing  to  teach  us,  the 
future  is  irrelevant,  and  all  that  mat- 
ters is  the  present— this  is  the  common 
philosophy  of  life. 

On  this  subject.  The  Report  of  The 
President's  Commission  on  Campus 
Unrest    (September,    1970)    stated, 


"The  dedicated  practitioners  of  this 
emerging  culture  typically  have  little 
regard  for  the  past  experience  of 
others.  Indeed,  they  often  exhibit  a 
positive  antagonism  to  the  study  of 
history.  Believing  that  there  is  today 
and  will  be  tomorrow  a  whole  new 
world,  they  see  no  special  relevance  to 
the  past.  Distrusting  older  generations, 
they  distrust  the  motives  of  their  his- 
torically based  advice  no  less  than  they 
distrust  the  history  written  by  older 
generations.  The  anti-rationalist  thread 


the  most  disastrous  of  all  dangers  that 
the  young  Christian  will  face.  It  under- 
mines his  resistance  to  moral  laxity, 
and  it  weakens  and  dilutes  Biblical 
Christianity  and  doctrine.  It  also  re- 
moves the  necessity  for  basing  his 
Christian  beliefs  squarely  on  the  histor- 
ical events  of  Christ's  life,  death  and 
resurrection. 

Nationally  known  and  respected 
educator  Van  Cleve  Morris  states  in 
Existentialism  in  Education  that  "man 
is   the  baseless  base  for  values."  Ac-

in  the  new  culture  resists  the  careful 
empirical  approach  of  history  and  de- 
nounces it  as  fradulent.  Indeed,  this 
anti-rationalism  and  the  urge  for  blunt 
directness  often  leads  those  of  the  new 
culture  to  view  complexity  as  a  dis- 
guise, to  be  impatient  with  learning 
the  facts  and  to  demand  simplistic  so- 
lutions in  one  sentence." 

It  is  easy  for  a  student  to  get  all 
wrapped  up  in  this  "relevancy"  move- 
ment, but  it  is  essential  that  the  Chris- 
tian youth  recognize  the  fatal  pitfall. 
His  whole  Christian  faith  is  based  on 
an  actual  historical  event.  The  Apostle 
Paul  says,  "If  Christ  be  not  raised, 
your  faith  is  vain;  ye  are  yet  in  your 
sins"  (I  Cor.  15:17).  Biblical  Chris- 
tianity demands  that  one  never  lose 
sight  or  appreciation  of  events  that  oc- 
curred in  time  and  space.  Some  sincere 
students  have  said,  "It  doesn't  really 
matter  if  Christ  actually  rose  from  the 
dead  or  not.  The  important  thing  is 
what  the  idea  of  the  resurrection 
means  to  me  here  and  now."  That  is 
the  attractive  but  fatal  argument  that 
Christian  students  need  to  guard 
against. 

Finally,  there  is  an  almost  univeral 
rejection  of  authority  of  all  kinds.  This 
may  be  expressed  in  outward  rebellion 
against  the  university  administration. 
But  more  likely  it  will  be  a  subtle  atti- 
tude toward  all  knowledge.  The  con- 
cept of  an  absolute  is  no  longer  con- 
sidered valid  and  has  been  replaced 
with  relativism.  In  this  view,  there  is 
no  authority  outside  of  the  individual 
—no  absolute  right  or  absolute  wrong, 
only  personal  choices  based  on  the 
present  situation. 

This  prevailing  attitude  is  perhaps 


cording  to  his  view  the  individual  sets 
his  own  standards;  he  decides  what  is 
right  or  wrong.  There  is  no  outside 
measure  by  which  a  person's  moral 
standards  can  be  established;  there  is 
no  possible  way  for  one  person  to  tell 
another  that  his  conduct  is  either  good 
or  bad;  one's  conduct  is  totally  sub- 
jective, or  based  solely  on  one's  per- 
sonal opinions.  This  moral  subjectivity 
is  comparable  to  a  sailor  trying  to  cast 
his  anchor  inside  his  ship  or  trying  to 
guide  his  ship  by  a  star  attached  to  the 
top  of  the  mast. 

Once  the  Christian  has  been  in- 
fected with  this  subtle  subjectivity,  the 
devil  has  essentially  disarmed  him,  for 
he  can  no  longer  speak  with  the  au- 
thoritative voice  of  "Thus  saith  the 
Lord."  Young  people  from  kinder- 
garten to  college,  as  well  as  older 
people  in  society  at  large,  are  constant- 
ly bombarded  with  this  point  of  view. 
The  real  problem  for  our  youth  in 
public  education  is  that  even  valuable 
information  is  taught  within  this  sub- 
jective context. 

These  trends  and  influences  are 
only  a  sample  of  the  conditions  exist- 
ing on  secular  college  and  university 
campuses  today.  But  they  do  represent 
some  of  the  most  significant  areas  of 
concern  for  the  Christian  student.  To 
remain  constant  in  his  faith,  the  Chris- 
tian student  must  constantly  assess  his 
position  in  relation  to  the  areas  stated 
above  and  make  sure  he  maintains  a 
proper  relationship  to  the  truth  of 
God's  Word.

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What  will  the  passing  of  the  next 
twelve  months  unveil?  A  year  ago  the 
nations  of  mankind  were  welcoming 
what  seemed  to  be  an  era  of  peace, 
when  men  would  lay  down  the  weap- 
ons of  war  and  take  up  peacetime  in- 
struments to  minister  well-being  to  the 
sons  of  men.  The  long  years  of  war  in 
the  Far  East  were  about  to  end:  years 
of  bloodshed,  destruction,  suffering, 
misery,  and  devastation.  Prisoners  of 
war  who  had  been  separated  from 
friends,  family,  and  homeland,  and 
subjected  to  the  most  horrible  and  ex- 
cruciating torture  and  deprivation, 
were  to  be  released  and  returned  to 
their  native  lands.  We  saw  some  of  it 
happen.  Soldiers  returned  home.  The 
United  States  withdrew  almost  com- 
pletely from  the  scenes  of  battle.  But 
still  smoldering  beneath  the  surface  in 
those  lands  were  the  tires  of  hatred 
and  greed  and  selfish  ambition,  and  on 
the  outskirts  there  was  the  building  up 
and  amassing  of  armaments  for  the 
next  struggle  on  the  battlefields. 

All  the  while  in  the  Middle  East, 
where  six  years  of  armed  truce  and 
quiet  have  prevailed,  there  were  the 
maneuverings  for  an  outbreak  of  war 
that  burst  upon  the  world  on  a  sacred 
Jewish  day  in  the  religious  calendar. 
This  war  was  not  to  be  of  six  days 
duration.  It  was  not  to  be  a  lightning- 
like strategy  that  would  leave  the  Jews 
in  possession  of  the  field  of  battle.  It 
lasted  for  three  long  weeks  and  tested 
all  the  contestants  to  the  limit.  Were  it 
not  for  the  intervention  of  two  great 
nations,  it  would  still  be  in  full  force, 
imperiling  all  the  nations  of  the  world. 
The  so-called  cease-fire  has  provided  a 
respite  in  which  both  sides  have  been 
able  to  catch  their  breath,  revive  their 
strength,  retool  and  rearm  for  the  next 
outbreak  of  hostilities.  The  Middle 
East  is  the  danger  spot  of  the  world  at 
this  hour.  The  issue  is  no  longer  a  situ- 
ation involving  merely  Jews  and  Arabs. 
Two  great  nations,  and  the  entangle- 
ment of  all  the  nations,  are  bound  up 
with  the  issues.

Growing  out  of  the  Mideast  con- 
flict, a  new  peril  threatens  the  world:

Blackouts 
and  brownouts,  power  shortages  and 
stoppages  have  been  experienced  in 
this  nation.  But  we  have  moved  ahead, 
blithely  imagining  that  these  things 
were  minor  and  temporary.  It  took  the 
oil  embargo  imposed  by  the  Arabs  to 
alert  us  to  the  dimensions  of  the  crisis. 
Actually,  the  Arab  embargo  is  slight.  It

has  only  served  to  emphasize  the  enor- 
mity of  the  situation.  Even  if  the  em- 
bargo is  eased,  it  will  make  scarcely 
any  variation  in  this  critical  shortage 
of  energy.  This  shortage  is  not  some- 
thing that  is  being  felt  alone  by  Ameri- 
can people.  This  crisis  reaches  across 
the  world  and  is  far  more  serious  be- 
yond our  shores.  Knowledgeable 
people  see  no  end  in  the  foreseeable 
future. 

No  one  is  quite  able  to  envision  the 
far-reaching  ef^fects  of  these  diminish- 
ing natural  resources.  But  it  is  safe  to 
say  that  not  a  person  in  the  world  will 
escape  its  effects  in  some  way.  It  is 
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going  to  mean  changes  in  the  structure 
and  pattern  of  life.  It  is  going  to  mean 
that  the  luxury  and  ease  and  pleasant- 
ness of  life  will  gradually  change  to  a 
more  austere  way  of  life.  And  we 
ought  never  to  forget  that  the  pres- 
sures which  grow  out  of  privation  and 
limitation  and  restriction  will  produce 
discontent  and  yearnings  and  ambi- 
tions on  the  part  of  nations  to  move 
beyond  their  borders  to  satisfy  the 
crying  needs.  This  can  only  mean  the 
aligning  of  nations  into  blocks  of 
power  for  protection,  for  pressure,  and 
for  war. 

A  New  American  Solidarity 

For  more  than  a  year  the  cross- 
currents of  dissatisfaction,  accusation, 
innuendo,  and  railing  have  been  run- 
ning their  course  through  the  rank  and 
file  of  the  American  people.  It  has 
seemed  that  the  high  and  the  low  alike 
have  felt  qualified,  from  the  place 
where  they  stand,  to  judge  the  elected 
leadership  of  the  nation  and  reach 
valid  conclusions.  All  this  has  served  to 
whip  the  populace  into  a  sort  of  mob 
fury,  crying  out  for  resignation  and 
impeachment  from  office.  And  yet  at 
the  same  time  these  people  in  their 
restive  condition  only  make  it  harder 
for  the  man  in  office  to  carry  out  the 
duties  so  essential  to  the  welfare  of  the 
masses. 

One  expression  from  the  speech  of 
the  new  Vice  President  at  his  inaugura- 
tion characterizes  the  responsibility  of 
the  President:  "the  crushing  and  lone- 
ly task  he  must  carry."  It  is  a  crushing 
task.  It  is  superhuman  in  dimensions. 
He  is  absolutely  dependent  on  the  co- 
operation of  colleagues  to  accomplish 
this  task.  He  is  dependent  upon  the 
cooperation  of  the  people  of  the 
nation.  Yet  it  appears  sometimes  as 
though  the  people  interpret  liberty  to 
mean  that  they  have  the  right  to  dare 
the  President  to  accomplish  the  thing 
for  which  they  elected  him. 

It  is  a  lonely  task.  He  must  carry  it 


all  alone.  There  is  no  aid,  nor  advisor, 
nor  colleague  who  can  comprehend  or 
appreciate  precisely  what  he  must  do. 
He  is  the  President  of  all  the  people. 
No  class  of  people,  no  area  of  the 
country,  dare  take  precedence  in  his 
thinking.  He  must  hold  the  welfare  of 
all  the  people  in  his  heart.  His  deci- 
sions must  be  weighed  in  relation  to 
the  overall  good.  When  one  segment 
feels  that  it  is  being  hurt,  they  forget 
that  the  welfare  of  all  is  being  pro- 
moted. The  criticisms  must  be  born 
without  retaliation.  The  burdens  of  his 
heart  must  go  unexpressed. 

Could  it  be  that  there  might  be  a 
better  way  to  react  toward  the  leader 
of  our  land?  For  Christians  there  is  a

clear  exhortation:  "1  exhort  therefore, 
that,  first  of  all,  supplications,  prayers, 
intercessions,  and  giving  of  thanks,  be 
made  for  all  men;  For  kings,  and  for 
all  that  are  in  authority,  that  we  may 
lead  a  quiet  and  peaceable  life  in  all 
godliness  and  honesty"  (I  Tim.  2:1-2). 

Is  There  Any  Such  Thing  as  Hope? 

1.    There    is    hope    in    God    who 

"worketh  all  things  after  the  counsel 
of  his  own  will"  (Eph.  1 : 1 1).  To  Him, 
"all  the  inhabitants  of  the  earth  are 
reputed  as  nothing:  and  he  doeth  ac- 
cording to  his  will  in  the  army  of 
heaven,  and  among  the  inhabitants  of 
the  earth:  and  none  can  stay  his  hand, 
or  say  unto  him.  What  doest  thou?" 
(Dan.  4:35).  This  God  is  in  charge  of 
everything  now,  and  He  is  controlling 
the  movement  of  every  event.  Surely 
we  can  trust  Him. 


2.  There  is  hope  for  every  believer 
in  Christ.  For  this  God  has  everything 
weighted  in  the  Christian's  favor.  "We 
know  that  all  things  work  together  for 
good  to  them  that  love  God,  to  them 
who  are  the  called  according  to  his 
purpose"  (Rom.  8:28).  The  changes 
now  taking  place  in  society,  in  the  way 
of  life,  in  alignment  of  the  nations,  are 
all  being  ordered  of  the  Lord  for  the 
good  of  His  own.  Because  we  cannot 
see  that  good  does  not  in  any  sense 
negate  the  fact.  We  may  never  see  it 
until  at  last  we  get  to  glory.  But  God 
says  that  is  the  way  He  is  working,  and 
He  is  the  one  who  is  not  only  able,  but 
He  is  also  working  everything  to  carry 
out  His  will. 

3.  There  is  also  hope  for  the  future. 
"For  yet  a  little  while,  and  he  that 
shall  come  will  come,  and  will  not  tar- 
ry" (Heb.  10:37).  "For  the  time  is  at 
hand"  (Rev.  1:3).  These  words  were 
uttered  nineteen  hundred  years  ago, 
and  now  the  time  is  nearer  than  ever. 
Events  in  the  Middle  East  all  point  to 
the  closing  days  of  the  age.  In  fact, 
signs  are  multiplying  all  across  the 
world.  "And  there  shall  be  signs  in  the 
sun,  and  in  the  moon,  and  in  the  stars; 
and  upon  earth  distress  of  nations, 
with  perplexity;  the  sea  and  the  waves 
roaring;  men's  hearts  failing  them  for 
fear,  and  for  looking  after  those  things 
which  are  coming  on  the  earth.  .  .  . 
And  when  these  things  begin  to  come 

to  pass,  then  look  up,  and  lift  up  your 
heads;  for  your  redemption  draweth 
nigh"  (Luke  21:25-26,28). 

Men  are  demonstrating  that  they 
cannot  manage  the  affairs  of  the 
nations;  they  cannot  manage  their  own 
resources;  they  cannot  even  manage 
their  own  individual  lives.  But  there  is 
One  whose  right  it  is  to  rule,  "the 
mighty  God  ...  the  Prince  of  Peace." 
When  He  comes  He  will  speak  peace  to 
the  nations;  He  will  speak  peace  to 
Jerusalem;  and  He  will  order  the 
events  in  a  kingdom  of  peace  for  ever. 
Even  so  come  quickly,  Lord  Jesus!     W

Copyright:  The  right  to  Copy;  And  it  is  known  by  the  Law  that  the  Right  to  copy  is  the 
sole  property  of  him  who  Publishes  in  the  Name  of  him  who  Composeth  or  Createth.  This,  then,  is 
Copyright  and  whosoever  covets  that  which  is  thy  neighbours',  be  it  Land  or  Music,  shall  be 
deemed  guilty  of  Theft,  also  of  infringement  and  most  certainly  be  without  Honour  in  the  Land. 

They,  who  are  suchly  accused,  might  tear  their  hair,  pour  dust  upon  themselves,  and  cry 
aloud  .  .  . 

"0  Lord!  We  are  but  Makers  of  Music;  Beggars  without  Alms;  for  the  Altars  of  Worship  do 
not  put  forth  Shekels  or  Gold.  We  are  but  poor,  humble  Servants  of  Holy  Song,  who  raise  forth 
their  voices  in  unison  and  part  during  the  Spoken  Word. 

"Who  amongst  us  hath  plenty? 

"Wherefore  cometh  the  Coin  for  which  to  purchase  the  Scripts  from  which  we  Sing? 
(Besides,  last  Wednesday  we  needed  fifteen  extra  copies  of  'If  Ye  Love  Me,  Keep  My  Commandments' 
by  Sunday  and  we  had  to  copy  them  in  a  hurry.) 

"Are  we  to  be  persecuted  for  Such?  Is  there  no  Pity?  Alms  for  the  Choir!" 

But  he  who  publisheth  replieth,  yet  not  without  Understanding,  for  such  is  the  way  of 
P.R.   .  .  . 

"I  am  but  the  Protector  for  him  who  hath  Created  the  Music. 

"Is  he  who  Composeth  to  be  Stolen  from  in  the  name  of  Holy  Sanctimony? 

"And  is  not  Copyright  a  Law  of  the  Government  inasmuch  as  stealing  from  thy  Neigh- 
bour's house  is  also  a  Law  unto  the  Land? 

"  'Thou  Shalt  not  covet  thy  neighbour's  house,  thou  shalt  not  covet  thy  neighbour's  wife, 
nor  his  manservant,  nor  his  maidservant,  nor  his  ox,  nor  his  ass,  nor  any  thing  that  is  thy 
neighbour's. 'Therefore,  I  say  unto  you;  IF  THY   NEIGHBOUR   BE  A  COMPOSER,  OR   A 
PUBLISHER   OF   MUSIC,  IS  IT  NOT  WRONG  TO  STEAL  ALSO  OF   HIS  PROPERTY? 

"(And  if  you  did  need  fifteen  copies  of  'If  Ye  Love  Me,  Keep  My  Commandments,'  of  which 
Exodus  20: 1  5  is  one  of  them,  in  a  hurry,  was  this  a  reason  to  rob  of  thy  neighbour?  Publishers 
and  dealers  are  musicians  and  not  Magicians  and  the  Miracle  department  is  questionable.) 

"If  thou  needest  money  from  thy  Moneylender,  the  Bank,  on  a  Saturday  p.m.  when  they 
are  resting  from  their  labours,  wouldst  thou  abide  by  the  Laws  and  persevere  in  Poverty  until 
Monday,  ten,  when  again  the  lender  of  money  opens  for  transactions?  Or  wouldst  thou  under  the 
pretense  of  urgency  make  copies  of  the  meager  Currency  in  thy  hand? 

"And  wherefore,  therefore,  is  the  matter  of  music  to  be  considered  that  of  life  or  death 
insomuch  that  duplicate  copies  are  illegally  reproduced? 

"If  a  Man  steal  an  ox,  or  a  sheep,  he  shall  restore  five  oxen  and  four  sheep  for  a 
sheep. 

"For  to  steal  of  a  man's  property  is  Punishable  by  Payments  of  Money  as  decided  by  the 
Elders  of  the  Court  and  not  without  Costs  to  those  who  represent  the  accused. 

"Humility  and  Degradation  will  follow  thy  steps  forever  and  a  day. 

"The  Eye  of  the  Publisher  is  upon  You. 

"As  Ye  Sow,  So  Shall  Ye  Reap."

Honesty  +  Love  =  Unity 


A  young  couple  leave  their  church.  A  few  weeks  after 
they  are  missed,  one  of  the  pastors  approaches  them  to  ask, 
"Why  did  you  leave?"  Their  reply:  "Because  it  seems  like 
the  Christian  life  just  isn't  for  us.  We're  having  so  many 
problems,  yet  no  one  else  seems  to  have  any  hard  times.  We 
feel  so  alone." 

A  young  man  shares  a  particular  struggle  he  is  having  in 
his  life.  His  brother  in  the  Lord  listens  with  love.  They  pray 
together  and  the  young  man  has  new  motivation  to  improve 
his  character. 

A  young  girl,  frustrated  about  her  future,  shares  her  con- 
cern with  a  friend.  As  a  team  they  set  about  to  decide 
which  road  she  should  take  in  serving  the  Lord. 

A  teacher  shares  with  one  of  his  students  how  God  has 
removed  one  of  his  faults.  The  student  views  his  instructor 
with  more  admiration  than  before.  The  teacher  becomes 
someone  with  whom  the  student  can  identify. 

What  do  all  these  illustrations  have  in  common?  Hones- 
ty- 

The  world  exists  in  a  feeling  of  alienation  between 
people.  I  worked  in  a  factory  recently  where  the  workers 
didn't  care  and  had  no  idea  about  the  feelings  of  one  an- 
other. A  worker  would  not  show  up  for  work  and  the 
reaction  was  not  concern  but  hatred  for  his  not  being  re- 
sponsible. 

God  sincerely  desires  that  as  Christians  we  love  one  an- 
other, that  we  care  for  each  other's  present  and  future.  He 
wants  us  to  be  different  from  the  world.  Honesty  is  directly 
related  to  love. 

By  being  honest  we  can  gain  much  strength  from  an- 
other brother  or  sister  in  Christ.  When  I  share  a  particular 
struggle  that  I  am  having,  I  have  both  the  power  of  my  own 
will  and  the  power  of  that  person's  prayers  for  me. 

But  why  won't  we  be  honest  with  one  another?  We 
should  know  that  until  we  begin  taking  off  our  masks  and 
revealing  our  true  selves  that  others  will  never  really  feel 
close  to  us.  They  are  not  going  to  seek  us  out  for  counsel  as 
a  friend  unless  we  show  them  we  are  willing  to  come  to 
their  level  and  speak,  not  as  one  who  has  no  problems,  but 
as  one  who  has  been  tempted  like  they  have. 

Even  God,  Christ  Jesus,  became  a  man  and  subjected 
himself  to  the  same  temptations  that  we  face  every  day.

Jesus  was  too  loving  and  concerned  for  humanity  to  be 
removed  and  give  man  the  opinion  that  He  cared  less  and 
was  so  much  above  our  petty  faults.  Jesus  is  our  example. 

Why  are  people  afraid  to  be  honest  with  each  other? 
Why  do  people  react  negatively  to  another  person's  hones- 
ty? I  think  it  is  necessary  to  know  why  I  cringe  if  someone 
is  honest  with  me.  Do  1  react  negatively  because  he  who 
removes  his  mask  shows  the  more  how  much  I  am  wearing 
mine?  Or  do  I  react  negatively  because  I  see  that  person  can 
potentially  hurt  himself  by  revealing  such  information. 

It  is  important  to  know  why  we  fear  honesty.  It  is  a  fact 
that  some  information  just  shouldn't  be  revealed  to  the 
general  public.  But  what  are  some  guidelines  as  to  how 
honest  we  should  be?  Let  me  suggest  a  few: 

1.  Will  sharing  this  information  be  damaging  to  another 
person's  future?  to  my  future?  It  shouldn't  be. 

2.  Are  the  details  too  much  so  they  either  pervert  the 
listener's  mind  or  get  him  too  emotionally  involved? 
Stay  as  general  as  possible  without  becoming  evasive. 

3.  Is  the  revelation  of  your  honesty  for  the  purpose  of 
gaining  emotional  stimulation  or  satisfaction?  We 
should  be  sharing  so  we  can  more  effectively  serve 
God,  not  satisfy  ourselves. 

4.  Is  the  revelation  of  your  honesty  for  the  purpose  of 
encouragement  to  the  body  of  Christ  or  spiritual 
growth  for  you?  It  is  important  that  we  don't  become 
overly  honest  to  the  point  of  causing  danger.  But  at 
the  same  time  the  pendulum  can  swing  back  and  we 
become  so  close  to  each  other  that  the  body  of  Christ 
becomes  an  organization  rather  than  an  organism. 

Christians  today  need  each  other.  We  each  have  gifts  in 
different  areas  which  means  we  each  have  something  to 
contribute  to  one  another.  We  will  function  much  more 
effectively  when  the  body  of  Christ  begins  to  lean  on  one 
another  for  strength  and  motivation. 

Are  we  going  to  insulate  ourselves  against  closeness  with 
other  Christians?  God  wants  us  to  be  close  to  one  another. 
Shall  we  please  God? 

"Therefore,  confess  your  sins  to  one  another,  and  pray 
for  one  another,  so  that  you  may  be  healed.  The  effective 
prayer  of  a  righteous  man  can  accomplish  much"  (James 
5:16  NASV).  9*

While 
everyone  was  learning  to  pronounce 
the  name  correctly,  Kohoutek  was  just 
offstage  seemingly  getting  ready  for 
the  grand  entrance.  Few  events  in 
history  have  received  such  an  advance 
billing  as  this  one.  I  rather  looked  for- 
ward to  the  coming  of  the  comet.  This 
past  year  was  plagued  with  political 
problems  and  energy  crises,  and  any- 
thing which  would  cause  the  public  to 
look  up  seemed  in  order.  With  my  bi- 
focals cast  upward,  I  found  myself 
ready  for  an  event  that  would  not  re- 
occur for  centuries.

there  just  must  be  a  story.  And  the 
lesson  that  keeps  coming  back  to  me 
is— Kohoutek  lost  its  big  opportunity! 
The  comet  is  not  alone  in  this  experi- 
ence. Is  there  one  of  us  who  cannot 
recall  when  he  lost  the  big  opportuni- 
ty? Talk  to  a  businessman  and  he  can 
tell  you  when  he  should  have  had  the 
courage  to  expand  and  move  forward, 
but  he  didn't.  Talk  to  the  investor  and 
he  will  tell  you  about  the  stock  he 
missed  buying  which  would  have  made 
him  a  millionaire.  Listen  to  the  sports- 
man .  .  .  just  a  moment  later  and  he 
would  have  had  the  prize  trophy  of  a 
lifetime.  "Lost  opportunities"  is  the 
subject  for  many  a  story. 

Lost  opportunities  are  the  lamenta- 
ble regrets  of  many.  But  these  circum- 
stances come  into  sharp  focus  when 
they  are  related  to  the  Christian  life. 
Such  occasions  will  fall  into  many 
categories  and  could  be  reiterated  by 
thousands  of  Christian  believers.  How 
about  the  time  in  early  youth  when 
the  Spirit  of  the  Lord  was  directing 
you  to  give  your  life  to  Him  in  ser- 
vice? .  .  .  but  the  time  came  and  went 
so  quickly.  Now  it  is  only  a  fleeting 
memory  of  what  could  have  been— if. 
Remember  the  time  when  you  could 
have  spoken  to  a  friend  about  his  re- 


lationship to  Jesus  Christ  and  it 
seemed  so  inopportune?  But  then 
there  suddenly  was  no  longer  an  op- 
portunity; only  the  frustration  of  the 
knowledge  of  failure.  How  many 
churches  have  stood  on  the  verge  of 
opportunity  to  move  forward  for 
Christ,  yet  the  leap  of  faith  never  quite 
materialized  and  the  opportunity  was 
gone.  Never  again  did  the  same  set  of 
circumstances  converge. 

Many  Christians  are  "non-appearing 
Kohouteks";  always  promising  but 
never  delivering;  always  waiting  for  the 
moment  when  everything  is  just  right, 
but  when  the  moment  comes— nothing 
happens.  Comets  come  out  of  space 
from  the  outer  limits  of  creation 
where  the  human  eye  cannot  see;  then 
for  a  few  weeks  they  dazzle  the  world 
and  disappear  to  return  again  in  a  few 
thousand  years. 

But  a  human  soul  appears  in  a  body 
and  is  given  a  few  years  to  prove  its 
value  to  God  and  others.  Then  it  is 
gone  out  into  eternity.  The  Kohoutek 
Comet  has  lost  its  big  opportunity  and 
probably  will  fade  from  the  memories 
of  people  without  leaving  much  of  an 
impression.  May  you  as  a  pilgrim  and 
stranger  through  this  land  make  the 
most  of  the  opportunity  to  be  a  soul 
who  believes  in  God  and  is  used  by 
Him  for  His  glory. 

Kohoutek  blew  its  big  opportuni- 
ty ..  .  will  you?  # 
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The  new  marine  recruiting  slogan 
has  succinctly  stated  exactly  what  that 
military  organization  is  looking  for. 
Bulletin  boards  across  the  United 
States  advertise:  "The  Marines  need  a 
few  good  men."  Apparently  not  every- 
one can  be  a  marine;  it  takes  a  certain 
type  of  person  to  be  successful  in  that 
branch  of  the  service-physical  tough- 
ness, pride,  willingness  to  endure  hard- 
ships, courage  and  devotion  to  duty 
are  all  implied  when  a  man  bears  the 
title  "Marine."  The  job  isn't  safe,  it  i 
isn't  easy,  it  doesn't  pay  well,  and,  at  ; 
the  moment,  does  not  carry  with  it 
any  great  measure  of  prestige.  It  is 
further  doubtful  that  the  drills,  the  ob- 
stacle courses,  the  long  periods  away 
from  home,  or  the  prospect  of  death 
are  cherished  fringe  benefits.  But  the 
job  is  important;  marines  form  a  part 
of  our  first  line  of  defense  and  only 
the  best  can  be  entrusted  with  that  re- 
sponsibility. So,  at  least  a  few  profes- 
sionals are  needed  if  the  special  task 
entrusted  to  marines  is  to  be  done.  , 
The  country  hopes  that  the  degree  of  ; 
patriotism  is  still  sufficiently  high  to 
attract  a  measure  of  good  men. 

The  Christian  church  has  been  en- 
trusted with  the  task  of  world  evan- 
gelization. The  message  of  Jesus  Christ 
must  be  taken  to  every  nation,  tribe, 
tongue,  and  ethnic  group  on  the  face  , 
of  this  earth.  This  necessitates  crossing 
cultural,  religious  and  linguistic  bound- 
aries to  engage  in  a  redemptive  minis- 
try to  nonbelievers.  In  order  to  do  this 
job  effectively,  missions  (whether  they  i 
be  Western,  Third  World,  or  whatever)  j 
like   marines  need  a  few  good  men. 
Men  are  needed  who  have  a  missionary 
call  (gift).  It  isn't  a  matter  of  trying  it 
out  to  see  if  you  like  it,  or  of  donating  : 
a  few  years  of  your  life  to  God's  work  ; 
-it  is  recognizing  and  obeying  God's 
call  to  this  specific  job.

A  Moment  with  Missions! 


Brethren  Missionary  Herald! 


As  the  occupation  of  the  marine 
could  involve  him  in  some  rough, 
dangerous  and  distasteful  experiences, 
so  the  Christian  missionary  must 
recognize  and  be  willing  to  accept  the 
occupational  hazards  associated  with 
his  ministry.  His  work  may  involve 
him  for  a  period  of  time,  at  least,  in 
any  of  the  following:  separation  from 
family  and  friends;  life  under  a  politi- 
cal regime  not  especially  to  one's  lik- 
ing; the  mere  day-to-day  living  experi- 
ence much  more  complicated  than  in 
the  society  one  leaves;  salaries  lower 
than  available  in  secular  employ;  loss 
of  basic  liberties  one  takes  for  granted 
in  his  own  country;  health  problems 
increased;  separation  from  children; 
persecution;  and  even  today,  on  some 
occasions,  death. 

Now,  there  are  many  different 
types  of  missionaries,  such  as  special 
service  missionaries  (medicine,  liter- 
ature, teaching,  building  and  repair), 
short-term,  summer,  cadet,  nonprofes- 
sional, and  so  on,  and  all  play  a  signifi- 
cant role  in  the  missionary  program. 
But  there  is  one  category  that  is  indis- 
pensable if  the  body  of  Christ  is  to 
engage  adequately  in  the  ministry  en- 
trusted to  it  by  Christ.  The  missionary 
in  the  traditional  sense  of  that  term 
must  be  sought  and  encouraged  and 
sent.  This  means  that  some  cherished 
opinions  that  have  been  accepted  in 
Christendom  within  the  last  decade 
will  have  to  be  revised.  C.  Peter  Wag- 
ner in  his  new  book.  Stop  the  World-I 
Want  to  Get  On,  meets  the  problem 
head-on.  He  writes,  in  chapter  3: 
"How  often  have  I  heard  a  stirring 
missionary  message  conclude  with  the 
words:  'Every  Christian  is  a  mission- 
ary; if  for  some  reason  you  can't  go  to 
the  mission  field  yourself,  you  must 
send  someone  else  in  your  place!'  Such 
a  statement  I  classify  as  theological 
humbug.  No  doubt  this  type  of  appeal 
has  helped  some  Christians  take  mis- 
sions more  seriously,  and  this  is  all  to 
the  good.  But  the  same  appeal  has 
often  stimulated  two  other  kinds  of  re- 
actions that  have  not  helped  the  cause 
of  missions.  1.  Some  well-meaning 
Christians  have  actually  gone  to  the 
mission  field  and  washed  out  because 
they   really  were  not  missionaries  to 


start  with.  2.  Some  Christians  have  not 
gone  to  the  mission  field,  but  as  a  re- 
sult of  taking  this  appeal  seriously 
they  have  for  many  years  found  them- 
selves plagued  by  serious  and  unneces- 
sary guilt  feelings,  thereby  losing  part 
of  their  Christian  joy. 

"If  you  think  that  every  Christian  is 
a  missionary,  you  have  not  understood 
the  precise  nature  of  the  missionary 
call." 

And  J.  Herbert  Kane  in  his  timely 
book.  Winds  of  Change  in  the  Chris- 
tian Mission,  brings  the  picture  into 
even  sharper  focus.  In  the  chapter  on 
the  training  of  a  missionary,  he  writes: 
"In  this  chapter  we  are  concerned  with 
the  training  of  an  elite  corps  of  long- 
term  professional  foreign  missionaries. 
Referring  in  reverse  to  the  four  adjec- 
tives used  here,  they  should  be  de- 
fined as  follows:  1)  foreign,  in  the 
sense  that  they  cross  geographical 
and/or  cultural  boundaries  to  serve 
Christ  and  His  church  in  a  country  or 
culture  other  than  their  own;  2)  pro- 
fessional, in  the  sense  that  they  feel 
constrained,  after  years  of  preparation, 
to  devote  their  lives  to  the  service  of 
Christ  in  some  church-related  capacity; 
3)  long-term  involves  a  lifelong  com- 
mitment to  missions  in  contrast  to 
those  who  plan  to  serve  for  only  one 
term;  and  4)  elite,  in  the  sense  that 
they  have  been  tested  in  four  or  five 
major  areas  of  competence  and  have 
been  found  to  meet  the  standards  of 
excellence  demanded  by  the  new  day. 

"By  using  the  word  elite,  one  runs 


the  risk  of  being  censored  by  those 
who  regard  it  as  their  sacred  duty  to 
debunk  the  modern  missionary  enter- 
prise and  reduce  the  missionary  to 
what  they  call  his  'true  dimensions.'  In 
the  past  we  have  acknowledged  his 
superiority;  now  we  are  in  danger  of 
emphasizing  his  mediocrity.  Ideally,  he 
should  be  above  average  physically, 
mentally,  and  spiritually.  In  this  sense 
he  belongs  to  an  elite  corps.  If  he  is 
not  above  average,  he  should  think 
twice  before  offering  for  missionary 
service.  There  is  no  place  on  the  mis- 
sion field  for  persons  who  can't  make 
the  grade  here  at  home." 

In  order  to  get  this  type  of  person. 
Christians  will  have  to  do  the  follow- 
ing: 1 )  search  out  within  their  own 
congregations  people  who  have  the 
gifts  and  talents  needed  by  today's 
missionary;  2)  pray  that  God  will  bur- 
den their  hearts  to  accept  the  task;  3) 
encourage  them  in  their  preparation 
for  missionary  service;  4)  support 
them  on  the  field  with  prayers  and 
finances.  At  the  moment  BFMS  has 
less  than  half  a  missionary  per  Breth- 
ren church,  or  one  missionary  (if 
couples  are  counted  as  two)  per  three 
hundred  members.  So  the  "few"  we 
need  means  at  least  one  hundred  more 
to  join  an  "elite  corps  of  long-term  pro- 
fessional foreign  missionaries"  engaged 
in  a  redemptive  ministry.  And  this  be- 
sides the  support  personnel  in  short- 
term  and  service  ministries. 

Indeed,  missions  does  need  a  few 
good  men— quite  a  few!  #

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SOUND?  LIGHT?  Now  what  could  that  be?  A  psyche- 
delic light  show  with  hard  rock  music?  A  Fourth  of  July 
fireworks  display?  No,  you  haven't  guessed  yet.  But  many 
of  you  have  certainly  at  some  time  seen  a  "Sound  and 
Light"  show  at  one  of  the  many  U.S.  national  monuments. 
A  historical  narrative  illustrated  with  different  lighting  ef- 
fects, usually  in  an  outdoor  setting,  is  what  makes  up  the 
program.  Now  if  you  have  ever  been  to  something  like  that, 
you  know  that  it  can  be  quite  an  enjoyable  way  to  spend 
several  hours  on  a  warm  summer  evening. 

Because  of  the  fantastic  number  of  beautiful  historical 
monuments  in  France  and  because  of  the  intricate  and  in- 
teresting history  that  surrounds  most  of  these  edifices, 
"Sound  and  Light"  has  become  a  favorite  summer  pastime 
for  many  French  people.  In  some  places  one  can  follow  the 
chain  of  historical  narrative  from  before  the  time  of  Christ 
through  to  the  present  day  and  hardly  miss  a  scene  along 
the  way. 

The  idea  to  create  a  "Sound  and  Light"  at  the  Chateau 
de  Saint-Albain  is  not  a  new  one.  The  first  attempt  was 
some  eight  years  ago  when  the  young  people  decided  to  do 
one  just  for  fun.  With  rather  sparse  historical  information 
and  a  lot  of  imagination,  the  young  people  prepared  their 
program  on  tape.  When  the  night  of  the  big  program  ar- 
rived, we  invited  everyone  we  knew,  and  surprisingly 
enough— quite  a  number  showed  up.  Armed  with  tape  re- 
corder and  a  fantastic  conglomeration  of  light  bulbs,  ex- 
tension cords,  switches,  transformers,  and  other  necessary 
and  unnecessary  equipment,  we  did  the  impossible:  we  pro- 
duced our  show.  It  was  almost  a  miracle  that  it  all  worked. 


but  the  real  miracle  was  that  we  didn't  electrocute  ourselves 
nor  did  we  burn  down  the  Chateau.  (It's  a  good  thing,  too, 
that  we  didn't  burn  it  down  because  there  really  was  not 
anything  going  on  at  that  time  to  compare  to  the  French 
Revolution,  which  was  the  excuse  they  used  for  burning  it 
down  the  last  time  some  two  hundred  years  ago.)  Anyway,, 
we  survived,  the  Chateau  remained  standing,  we  all  had  a 
good  time,  and  then  we  forgot  about  it.  That  is,  until  about 
three  years  ago  when  we  were  burning  our  gray  matter  to 
find  some  kind  of  program  for  the  Saturday  evenings  during 
the  summer:  a  program  that  would  not  only  be  attractive  to 
non-Christian  people,  but  one  which  could  also  serve  to 
present  the  Christian  message  effectively. 

So  it  was  that  the  Chateau  "Sound  and  Light"  program 
was  resurrected  from  an  early  grave.  The  outdoor  lighting 
necessary  to  the  program  was  installed  permanently.  Hours 
were  spent  combing  the  local  archives  in  search  of  every 
fragment  of  information  that  would  allow  us  to  reconstruct 
the  real  history  of  the  Chateau.  The  result  was  a  program 
that  in  forty-five  minutes  presented  the  political  and  re- 
ligious history  of  the  Chateau  from  the  year  A.D.  900  up  to 
the  French  Revolution,  a  period  filled  with  wars  and  blood- 
shed; feuds  between  landowners,  battles  between  royal 
families,  the  wars  of  religion  between  Protestant  and  Catho- 
lic, the  French  Revolution;  a  very  dark  history  indeed.  But, 
happily,  the  program  didn't  end  there,  for  the  past  is  the 
past  but  the  present  is  different.  The  historical  narrative 
was  followed  by  a  depiction  of  the  present  Chateau  minis- 
try illustrated  with  slides  showing  the  various  facets  of  the

changed  by  Jesus  Christ— not  programs 
or  projects. 

Since  the  Chateau  opened  its  doors 
in  1964  lives  have  been  changed.  There 
have  been  many  discouragements,  but 
each  week  we  have  the  privilege  of  en- 
countering or  receiving  letters  from 
some  of  the  Christians  scattered 
around  France  who  found  Christ  at 
the  Chateau  and  are  actively  serving 
Him. 

In  addition  to  its  weekend  activi- 
ties, the  Chateau  is  now  open  on  a 
year-round  basis  for  those  who  want 
to  go  deeper  into  God's  Word  and  the 
Christian  life.  We  are  encouraging 
people  to  come  for  indefinite  periods 
of  time,  to  spend  their  mornings  in 
study  and  their  afternoons  in  practical 
work.  We  have  been  praying  regularly 


that  God  will  send  us  exactly  those 
whom  He  chooses.  Certainly  one  of 
the  fascinating  aspects  of  our  work  is 
to  see  how  He  answers. 

Some  of  you  reading  this  article 
will  want  to  join  us  in  this  prayer.  To 
help  you  remember,  let  us  tell  you  a 
little  about  the  three  who  are  with  us 
at  the  time  of  the  writing  of  these 
words. 

Jean-Michel  is  Algerian,  born  of 
Moslem  parents.  He  was  introduced  to 
the  Chateau  a  few  years  ago  by  Bruce 
Paden,  then  doing  his  language  study 
in  France.  Though  Jean-Michel  has 
been  in  France  for  fifteen  years,  he 
still  suffers  a  complex  of  inferiority 
because  of  being  an  Arab.  Perhaps  be- 
cause of  this  complex,  Jean-Michel, 
though  intelligent  and  capable,  has 
spent  much  of  the  past  fifteen  years 
going  from  one  place  to  another,  and

(Continued  from  page  7 J 
from  one  job  to  another.  He  has  few 
friends. 

He  is  a  Christian.  But  until  he  can 
learn  to  accept  himself  as  he  really  is, 
and  really  to  believe  that  his  race  is  a 
part  of  God's  plan  for  his  life,  he  will 
never  have  the  privilege  of  real  peace. 
God's  Word  has  the  answer  for  this 
problem,  as  well  as  all  problems.  Per- 
haps during  this  stay  Jean-Michel  will 
accept  the  answer  and  find  fulfillment 
in  life. 

Our  second  guest  is  Jean-Philippe, 
who  comes  from  a  city  in  the  south  of 
France.  The  son  of  an  architect,  he  has 
lived  in  several  foreign  countries  be- 
cause of  his  father's  work.  He  came  to 
Macon  to  accept  a  job  restoring  old 
buildings,  as  a  part  of  his  professional 
training. 

A  Christian  nurse  in  Macon  invited 
him  to  a  Saturday  evening  youth  meet- 
ing organized  by  Larry  De Armey. 
Since  then  he  has  been  to  all  the  activi- 
ties at  the  Chateau  and  Macon,  includ- 
ing a  retreat  to  the  mountains,  and  has 
impressed  others  by  his  openness  to 


spiritual  things.  Recently  laid  off  his 
work,  he  decided  to  come  to  the 
Chateau  for  a  few  days. 

This  morning,  before  our  Bible 
study,  he  shared  with  me  his  life.  Two 
years  ago  he  saw  his  best  friend  die  in 
a  mountain-climbing  accident  in  Aus- 
tria. His  reaction  was  one  of  rebellion 
against  God.  The  way  back  to  belief 
was  not  easy,  but  when  a  priest  asked 
him  to  teach  a  group  of  children  he 
realized  that  he  could  not  go  on  blam- 
ing God  for  this  tragedy. 

I  asked  him  whether  he  had  person- 
ally invited  Christ  into  his  life.  "At 
least  a  thousand  times,"  was  his  reply. 
"But  did  you  ask  in  faith?"  The  look 
in  his  eyes  revealed  that  he  under- 
stood. Bowing  his  head  and  believing, 
he  received  Christ  as  Saviour  and  Lord, 
not  for  the  thousandth,  but  for  the 
first  time. 

Jean-Henri  is  our  third  guest  (you 
can  see  that  Jean  is  a  common  name 
here).  He  first  came  to  the  Chateau  in 
September,  upon  the  recommendation 
of  a  friend  at  L'Abri.  Long-haired  and 
mystical,  he  is  a  loner  and  a  reaction- 
ary. His  first  act  after  being  installed  in 


his  room  was  to  take  out  the  bed  and. 
replace  it  with  a  mat. 

Though  only  about  twenty  years 
old,  Jean-Henri  has  already  known  suc- 
cess and  failure  in  life:  success  in  artis- 
tic photography  and  poetry  (he  has 
published  three  books);  failure  in  life 
in  general— separation  from  his  young 
wife  and  child,  problems  with  drugs 
and  the  law,  fear  of  the  spirit  world. 

Though  he  claims  that  when  he  left 
the  Chateau  earlier  he  suffered  satanic 
reprisal  for  having  come,  some  force 
has  drawn  him  back.  I  spent  several 
hours  this  afternoon  listening  to  his 
troubled  story,  trying  to  understand. 
He  feels  that  the  months  to  come  will 
either  mean  deliverance  by  Christ  or 
self-destruction.  Why  not  receive 
Christ  now?  Something  is  holding  him 
back.  What  is  truth  and  what  is  fantasy 
in  his  mind,  only  God  knows,  but  He 
loves  Jean-Henri  just  as  much  as  those 
of  us  who  were  born  into  an  easier 
kind  of  life,  and  has  the  power  to 
transform  him  into  a  new  creation. 

A  new  boy  just  arrived  at  the  Cha- 
teau. Guess  what  his  name  is?  Jean- 
Jacques.  What  story  will  he  have  to 
share?  #

work.  The  young  people  then  gave  a  musical  concert  inter- 
spersed with  personal  testimonies  of  God's  grace  in  their 
lives.  The  Lord  blessed  with  numerous  contacts  as  a  result 
of  these  programs. 

Having  done  the  same  program  two  years  in  a  row,  we 
decided  to  modify  the  presentation  considerably  for  this 
past  summer.  Doing  away  entirely  with  the  historical  nar- 
rative about  the  Chateau  and  looking  even  farther  back  in 
history  for  our  material,  we  wrote  and  recorded  a  new  text 
which  illustrated  the  important  aspects  of  Christ's  earthly 
ministry.  The  wives  worked  willingly  to  produce  the  Bibli- 
cal costumes  needed  for  the  presentation,  and  the  young 
people  gave  themselves  wholeheartedly  to  the  creation  of 
the  characters  they  were  to  represent.  The  Chateau  park 


and  buildings  lent  themselves  admirably  to  the  reproduc- 
tion of  Biblical  scenes.  Again,  as  before,  the  attendace  was 
good  and  the  Gospel  was  presented  with  even  greater  force 
than  in  preceding  years.  The  young  people  engaged  actively 
in  sharing  Christ  with  those  who  came.  The  Lord  has  given 
us  contact  in  this  way  with  people  who  would  never  have 
stepped  inside  of  anything  that  even  looked  like  a  church 
but  who  would  willingly  spend  a  summer  evening  to  see  a 
group  of  young  people  put  on  their  "Sound  and  Light" 
program. 

"Sound  and  Light"  programs  are  anything  but  rare  in 
France  but  the  "Sound  and  Light"  at  the  Chateau  de  Saint- 
Albain  is  probably  the  only  one  in  France  where  the 
SOUND  which  is  heard  is  the  Gospel,  the  Good  News  of 
God's  love  and  redemption  in  Jesus  Christ,  and  the  LIGHT 
is  that  of  God's  Word  which  alone  can  meet  the  needs  of 
the  human  heart.  ^ 
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Do  you  ever  study  maps?  Yes,  surely!  Everyone  travels 
these  days,  it  seems,  and  so  everyone  studies  road  maps. 

If  you  are  traveling  in  our  country,  this  is  what  you 
would  find:  about  twelve  kilometers  north  of  the  capital 
:ity  of  Bangui,  you  would  come  to  a  fork  in  the  road.  If 
you  took  the  road  to  the  left,  as  do  most  visitors  to  our 
mission,  in  about  three  hours  of  driving  to  the  north  and 
west  you  would  come  to  Yaloke,  where  our  James  Gribble 
High  School  and  School  of  Theology  are  located.  Then 
when  you  got  through  visiting  at  Yaloke,  another  three 
iiours  (or  four  or  five,  depending  on  the  road  condition) 
right  on  up  the  line  would  get  you  to  Bozoum.  The  Bible 
Institute,  print  shop,  and  missionary  children's  school  are 
located  there.  You  are  now  about  four  hundred  kilometers 
[250  miles)  out  of  Bangui.  Missionaries  and  missionary 
pastors  live  at  Bangui,  Yaloke,  and  Bozoum. 

Now  suppose  you  go  back  to  Bangui  and  take  that  road 
to  the  right.  No  one  ever  does-but  if  you  would,  a  new 
nsta  of  our  missionary  opportunities  would  open  before 
/ou.  You  would  drive  and  drive  and  not  see  even  one  mis- 
sionary. You  would  see  villages  all  over  the  place,  nice  big 
nllages  and  hundreds  of  people,  but  only  one  mission 
station,  Bouca— unoccupied;  it  has  been  empty  for  years. 
Fhen  you  would  drive  and  drive  some  more  until  about 
Four  hundred  kilometers  from  Bangui  (same  distance  as 
Bozoum)  you  would  arrive  at  our  house  at  Batangafo. 

So— come  right  in!  We  are  so  very  glad  to  see  you.  You 
lave  been  driving  all  day  and  I  know  you  are  hot  and  tired 
ind  hungry.  Have  a  nice  cold  drink.  You  didn't  know  cold 
water  could  taste  so  good?  Dinner  will  soon  be  ready.  We 
ire  serving  "ngoui"  (a  large  tuber),  "ngassa"  (goat  meat) 
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and  gravy  (pure  American),  and  guavas  for  dessert.  How 
does  that  sound  for  a  menu? 

But  what  1  want  to  point  out  to  you,  while  you  are  here, 
is  this;  in  all  that  great  triangle  east  of  a  line  between 
Bangui  and  Bozoum,  all  the  way  over  to  Batangafo  and  on 
east  one  hundred  twenty  kilometers  to  the  border  of  the 
Baptist  mission  and  on  north  to  the  Chad  border,  there  is 
not  another  missionary  pastor— just  us,  up  here  on  the 
station  all  by  ourselves.  There  is  another  large  mission 
station  in  that  triangle— Boguila,  our  medical  center.  But  no 
pastor  is  there,  no  one  to  concentrate  on  strengthening  the 
churches  and  ministering  in  pastoral  problems— NOT  ONE. 
At  another  station  away  up  in  the  northwest  corner,  above 
and  beyond  Bozoum,  two  of  our  wonderful  nurses  have 
been  holding  forth  alone  for  the  last  couple  of  years.  But 
there  is  no  pastor  at  this  station,  N'Zoro. 

Now  do  you  understand  what  we  mean  when  we  say  we 
need  missionary  elders  out  here?  One  or  two  pastors  at 
Bangui,  one  at  Yaloke,  one  or  two  at  Bozoum— and  us  away 
up  here  by  ourselves.  There  are  hundreds  of  villages,  at  least 
two  hundred  thousand  people  and  one  hundred  fifty  pas- 
tors and  churches  that  need  our  ministry.  What  would  you 
do?  What  will  you  do?  Won't  you  please  study  this  map  and 
ask  the  Lord  what  He  would  have  you  to  do?  Perhaps  He 
would  have  you  do  some  traveling  in  Central  Africa,  some 
extensive  traveling  and  teaching  and  preaching  and  living 
among  these  people.  There  is  a  tremendous  task  of  teaching 
the  pastors  and  leaders  and  leading  women  that  the 
churches  may  be  strengthened. 

Come  on  out.  The  Lord  needs  you  here!

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Just  going  to  church  was  a  terrific 
experience  and  I'd  like  to  tell  you 
about  it.  You  see,  there's  this  fast- 
moving  river,  and  wobbly  canoes  with 
water  in  the  bottom  of  them,  and  nar- 
row paths  with  tall,  tall  grass  and  a  hot 
African  sun  and  ...  I  guess  I'd  better 
start  at  the  beginning! 

Marian  Thurston  and  I  came  over  to 
the  district  of  Bouca  and  Batangafo  to 
help  Margaret  Hull  with  girls  classes 
for  three  weeks.  Yesterday  Marian  was 
at  the  Bible  Institute  on  mission  busi- 
ness, so  Margaret  and  I  decided  to  go 
across  the  big  Ouham  River  here  at 
Batangafo  to  visit  a  little  "bush 
chapel."  We  did  not  send  a  message 
ahead  that  we  were  coming.  We  didn't 
want  to  speak,  we  just  wanted  to  go  in 
and  worship  with  them.  (Both  of  us 
were  "talked  out"  from  two  weeks  of 
classes.) 

We  drove  the  truck  down  to  the 
river's  edge  where  there  is  a  ferry  to 
take  vehicles  across,  but  we  felt  like 
roughing  it.  We  parked  the  truck  and 
began  to  look  for  a  "seaworthy"  vessel 
to  take  us  across.  There  were  dozens 
of  dugouts  to  choose  from.  All  of 
them  had  some  amount  of  water  in  the 
bottom,  and  there  were  no  seats.  1  was 
scared.  I'd  never  been  in  a  pirogue  be- 
fore but  I  have  watched  them  as  they 
roll  from  side  to  side,  rocking  with  the 
motion  of  the  man  with  the  paddle. 
The  fellow  in  whose  hands  we  were 
entrusting  our  lives  was  perched  rather 
precariously  on  the  tip-end  of  the 
canoe  with  his  legs  crossed  in  front  of 
him— quite  relaxed!  It  was  a  bit  of  a 
trick  to  squat  down,  look  decent,  keep 
dry,  protect  a  camera,  hang  on,  and 
pray  all  at  the  same  time.  There  we 
were;  Margaret,  I,  and  as  our  guide, 
our  African  houseboy.  (Our  boy,  I 
found  out  later,  had  as  much  experi- 
ence at  this  as  I  had.) 

The  dugout  hugged  the  shore  going 
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upstream  before  cutting  across  to 
avoid  the  rapids  stretching  across  the 
full  width  of  the  river.  I  noticed  sever- 
al women  bathing,  some  washing 
dishes,  some  taking  up  water  to  carry 
home,  some  washing  vegetables,  and 
some  just  sitting  there  wondering 
where  we  were  going.  We  turned  into 
the  current.  I  soon  learned  the  secret 
of  a  pirogue:  relax  and  roll  with  the 
swinging  motion  from  side  to  side.  We 
crossed  the  150-yard  river  without  in- 
cident. 

The  path  from  the  river  to  the 
chapel  was  lined  with  dense  tall 
parched  grass  (way  over  my  head).  The 
sun  was  already  hot  and  no  breeze  was 
stirring.  We  walked  for  about  a  mile, 
following  our  trusted  guide  who  was  as 
new  to  the  area  as  we  were.  The  grass 
was  so  tall  that  we  couldn't  see  into 
the  village  to  find  the  church.  I  could 
hear  "people  noises"  so  I  knew  we 
were  close.  Finally  John  spotted  the 
old  rusted  truck  wheel  hanging  in  a 
tree  next  to  the  path.  This  serves  as  a 
church  bell  when  they  hit  it  with  a 
piece  of  metal.  It's  not  exactly  cathe- 
dral chimes,  but  it  has  a  similar  effect! 

We  cut  through  a  narrow  path  by 
the  "bell"  and  came  out  near  the  cha- 
pel. The  pastor  spotted  us  coming  and 
invited  us  into  his  house.  We  were  of- 
fered the  only  two  chairs  visible,  and 
the  others  sat  on  the  ground  on  a  mat. 
The  pastor  asked  Margaret  to 
"preach."  When  she  declined,  he  said 
he'd  settle  for  a  song!  So,  at  his  re- 
quest, we  stayed  in  his  house  during 
Sunday  School  trying  to  work  up  a 
duet  in  Sango. 

When  it  was  time  for  church,  the 
pastor  came  for  us  and  led  us,  along 
with  his  wife,  to  the  chapel.  After  tak- 
ing us  to  the  door  where  the  women 
enter,  he  went  around  to  the  other 
side.  We  were  met  by  an  old  woman 
who    unburdened    us    of   our   Bibles, 


songbooks,    camera,    and   hanky   andj 
carried  them  for  us  to  our  chairs.  She  I 
bowed  gracefully  and  waited  for  us  to  \ 
sit  down,  and  then  returned  our  be- 
longings. The  two  chairs  were  placed 
right   beside   the  platform  facing  tlie 
audience'. 

The  song  leader  called  on  one  of 
the  "mamas  visiting  among  us"  to 
pray.  (That  is  a  term  of  great  respect.) 
Then  we  were  asked  to  sing  our  duet. 
The  words  were  Sango  but  the  tune 
was  American.  The  children  tried  to 
cover  their  mouths  with  their  hands, 
but  I  could  see  if  not  hear  the  snickers 
and  elbow-jabbing  going  on.  But  I 
didn't  mind;  I  had  a  similar  reaction 
the  first  time  I  heard  them  sing! 

After  church  we  shook  hands  with 
all    178   of  the  people.  We  were  led 
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back  to  the  preacher's  house  and  the 
two  chairs  of  honor  while  many 
women  and  girls  sat  around  the  room 
:hatting.  When  it  was  time  for  us  to 
go,  the  pastor  led  the  way  from  the 
tiouse  and  started  us  down  the  path 
through  the  village.  We  picked  up 
many  women  and  children  as  we  went 
along.  By  the  time  we  reached  the 
edge  of  the  village  we  had  quite  a 
crowd.  One  gray-haired  old  father 
stopped  there  to  turn  back.  He  said  he 
was  too  old  and  the  sun  was  too  high 
and  hot  for  him.  He  bade  us  a  warm 
farewell.  With  the  pastor  and  the  song 
leader  in  the  lead,  Margaret  and  I  next, 
ind  then  some  older  women  of  the 
WMC  and  the  string  of  girls,  we  went 
down  the  path  to  the  river.  One  girl 
iiad  a  bowl  of  eggs  on  her  head  and 
mother  had  a  big  red  rooster  in  her 


arms. 

Soon  the  singing  began.  Before  long 
they  were  all  stepping  to  the  beat  of 
their  tunes.  It  had  turned  into  a  full- 
blown marching  parade.  One  by  one 
the  older  people  would  stop  and  drop 
out  to  return.  The  sun  was  hot.  There 
were  rounds  of  good-byes  and  "God 
keep  you,"  and  then  off  again.  Half- 
way to  the  river  the  pastor  dropped 
out.  By  the  time  we  reached  the  river, 
there  were  just  Margaret  and  I,  our 
boy  John,  the  chanting  girls,  and  the 
big  red  rooster. 

We  climbed  into  another  pirogue,  a 
larger  one  this  time.  There  were  other 
passengers  and  two  paddlers.  John  re- 
ceived the  gifts  for  us  from  the  girls 
and  we  started  across.  As  we  pulled 
out  into  the  river,  the  girls  waved  and 
saluted  from  the  beach. 


The  whole  morning  was  a  thrill  to 
me.  Not  just  to  be  a  grand  marshal  of  a 
parade,  but  to  be  the  recipient  of  such 
respect  and  genuine  Christian  hospi- 
tality—African style! 

These  Christian  girls  are  the  prod- 
uct of  many  different  kinds  of  ef- 
forts—one being  the  Lumiere  work. 
Having  Lumiere  classes  in  the  bush  is 
tiring  and  has  its  frustrations,  but  it  is 
also  rewarding— not  only  for  the  girls 
but  for  the  "mama,"  too.  I'm  new  at 
this  business.  I've  only  been  here  a 
year  and  a  half.  I  have  yet  to  "earn" 
the  respect  that  they  give  so  generous- 

ly- 

You  know  what  that  reminds  me 
of?  The  personal  love  and  devotion  of 
Christ  for  us.  He  calls  us  brother,  sis- 
ter, and  mother— and  so  we  are.  What 
are  we  doing  to  merit  that?  ^ 
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In  February  1973,  John  Davis  II  died  suddenly  at  age 
twenty-six.  He  had  kept  fit  and  healthy  as  a  teacher  and 
coach  at  Milton  Hershey  School,  Hershey,  Pennsylvania. 
While  playing  a  casual  game  of  basketball,  he  collapsed  and 
died. 

John  was  an  outstanding  athlete  at  Kutztown  (Pa.)  State 
Teachers  College,  serving  as  co-captain  of  the  football  team 
in  1968.  In  his  honor,  the  college  now  presents  a  football 
trophy  to  "the  most  courageous  player." 

Left  behind  at  his  death  were  Sandy,  his  wife,  and 
daughters,  Nikki  and  Joanna. 

Sandy  discovered  that  Christ  could  meet  her  need,  and  she 
is  now  teaching  in  the  Sunday  School  at  the  Grace  Brethren 
Church  of  Palmyra,  Pennsylvania.

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My  way,  Lord,  would  have  been  so 
simple,  so  easy.  I  certainly  would  have 
left  out  all  of  this  heartache,  all  of  this 
stumbling.  I  had  it  all  figured  out, 
everything  in  its  place. 

Johnny  and  I  would  have  found  a 
"good"  church  sooner  or  later  and  ex- 
posed our  children  to  it.  Didn't  we 
talk  about  this  quite  often?  As  for  our- 
selves, surely  You  knew  how  busy  we 
were.  We  couldn't  have  found  the  time 
even  if  we  had  tried.  Could  we?  I  think 
in  another  year  or  two,  perhaps  three, 
we  would  have  been  settled  enough  on 
such  matters. 

Lord,  I  know  You  remember  when 
I  was  small  how  1  loved  Your  precious 
name!  I  can't  imagine  any  child  loving 
You  more  than  1  did.  Think  of  the 
time  I  stayed  out  too  long  for  recess 
just  searching  the  sky,  watching  for 
Your  return.  Or  how  1  would  spend 
hours  "preaching"  in  the  backyard  on 
top  of  the  sandbox  to  my  imaginary 
congregation.  Although  I  recall  the 
times  I  tried  to  barter  with  You;  one 
comic  book  for  one  chapter  in  the 
Bible.  I  got  so  far  behind  in  Bible 
chapters  I  finally  had  to  give  up  comic 
books.  My  love  and  faith  for  You  were 
only  as  a  little  child's  could  be. 


When  I  look  back  on  my  teenage 
years,  I  see  now  that  my  faith  was 
based  upon  the  stories  I  was  told  as  a 
child.  Even  though  I  joined  a  church,  I 
never  took  the  time  to  analyze  my  be- 
liefs. Perhaps  I  was  afraid  they  would 
come  crumbling  down  around  me— like 
believing  in  Santa  Claus  and  finding  he 
wasn't  real.  I  heard  so  often  about 
Your  dying  for  my  sins.  That  sounded 
nice,  but  what  did  it  mean?  Why 
should  Your  death  save  me  from  my 
sins?  I  knew  I  was  a  sinner,  but  one 
life  for  the  rest  of  mankind  didn't 
seem  like  a  fair  exchange.  Oh  well, 
surely  I  would  discover  the  answer  to 
that  question  next  Easter  when  the 
preacher  might  speak  about  it  again. 

After  my  second  year  in  college, 
just  before  my  twentieth  birthday,  my 
only  brother  was  killed  in  a  motor- 
cycle-car accident.  Why  was  that. 
Lord?  Your  will,  not  mine.  The  loss  of 
a  brother  is  not  an  easy  reality  for  any- 
one to  face,  even  so,  I  couldn't  under- 
stand my  parents'  continual  grief.  If 
there  was  a  heaven.  1  hoped  he  was 
there  and  happy.  I  had  too  much  to 
live  for  to  grieve  for  the  dead. 

Two  years  later  I  met  John  Sheirch 
Davis    II— Johnny!    That    must    have 


been  both  our  wills.  Lord.  I  had  been 
praying  for  someone  like  him  for  a 
long  time.  He  was  ruggedly  handsome, 
polite,  strong  as  an  ox,  gentle,  com- 
manding—perfect! Six  months  later  we 
were  married. 

Oh  Lord,  I  don't  have  to  tell  you 
how  much  we  loved  each  other.  I 
didn't  think  love  like  that  was  possi- 
ble. Johnny  was  everything  to  me. 
Everything!  He  was  one  of  the  best- 
liked  teachers  in  his  school.  He  always 
had  a  smile  and  a  kind  word  for  every- 
one. Johnny  loved  everyone  and  every- 
thing. He  always  lived  life  to  its  fullest. 
He  had  everything  in  the  world  to  live 
for. 

Nikki  was  born  during  our  first  year 
of  marriage,  and  she  was  a  great  joy  toi 
both  of  us.  We  barely  had  time  for 
ourselves    between    Nikki,    Johnny's 
teaching  and  coaching— both  football 
and  baseball  (Johnny  was  a  school- 
teacher and  coach  at  the  Milton  Her- 
shey School  in  Hershey,  Pennsylvania),' 
let  alone  getting  our  spiritual  lives  int 
shape.  To  top  it  off,  we  decided  to  i 
build  a  house  and  have  another  baby 
by  the  end  of  our  third  year  of  mar- 
riage. 

Twelve  days  after  Joanna  was  bom  t 
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Dear  Jesus,  You  are  not  a  crutch  like  so  many 
of  my  friends,  who  don't  know  You,  think 
you  are.  You're  always  there  when  I'm  in  need. 
But  more  important.  You're  always  there. 


and  two  days  after  our  third  wedding 
anniversary  Johnny  fell  over  dead 
playing  basketball  with  some  of  his 
football  players  after  a  practice.  He 
was  only  twenty-six. 

This  cannot  be!  I  won't  accept  it. 
He  was  never  sick,  he  was  immortal  to 
me!  My  life,  Lord,  You  should  have 
taken  me  instead.  He  was  worth  much 
more  than  I. 

Where  is  my  Johnny?  If  You  are 
real  Lord,  what  did  You  do  with  him? 
Heaven,  hell,  what  are  they?  Who  goes 
where  when  they  die?  I  have  to  know; 
it  can't  be  a  guessing  game  any  more,  I 
must  know  the  truth!  I  didn't  plan  for 
all  of  this.  I  would  have  changed  it;  1 
never  would  have  allowed  this  to  hap- 
pen. 

No,  I  wouldn't  have  changed  it  at 
all.  Knowing  You— and  not  knowing 
You— I  couldn't  have  changed  a  thing. 
Why  you  took  Johnny  at  that  time  is 
something  I  will  never  know  or  under- 
stand. His  death  has  affected  more 
lives  than  I  would  have  ever  thought 
conceivable.  Your  glory  has  shone 
through  his  death  in  wondrous  ways. 

I  went  to  the  Greater  Hershey  Cru- 
sades two  weeks  after  his  death.  You 
led  me  there  and  gave  me  yourself  in 


place  of  my  grief.  You  led  me  to  the 
Grace  Brethren  Church  in  Palmyra  to 
Christians  who  showed  me  Your  way 
through  Your  Word. 

I  found  the  answers  to  my  ques- 
tions. Lord,  I  know  now  why  Your 
death  paid  it  all.  Why  You  had  to  die 
in  my  place.  How  could  I  be  so  close 
to  You  all  my  life  and  be  so  blind  to 
your  truth?  Why  didn't  I  question  my 
faith  before?  Why  didn't  1  search  out 
the  answers  to  my  questions?  Why  did 
I  struggle  against  You  for  so  long?  Be- 
cause You  had  to  lead  me  through  the 
valley  of  death.  You  knew  that  was 
the  only  way  to  open  my  sightless 
eyes.  My  way  would  have  been  easy, 
but  it  also  never  would  have  been  at 
all.  I  would  always  have  found  another 
excuse  or  reason  for  keeping  You 
where  You  were  in  my  life.  You  had 
saved  my  soul  as  a  child.  You  were  my 
help  when  I  was  in  trouble,  but  I  never 
shared  You,  not  even  with  my  hus- 
band. Praise  the  Lord,  he  knew  You 
himself. 

Now  I  can  live  each  day  at  a  time- 
not  worrying  about  my  future  or 
mourning  for  my  past.  I  thank  you 
now  for  Johnny's  death.  You  allowed 
me  to  live  with  a  man  most  women 


only  dream  about.  My  future  will  be 
filled  with  Your  love  and  Your  direc- 
tion. 

Dear  Jesus,  You  are  not  a  crutch 
like  so  many  of  my  friends,  who  don't 
know  You,  think  You  are.  I  can  reach 
out  and  touch  You.  You're  always 
there  when  I'm  in  need.  But  more  im- 
portant. You're  always  there. 

I  know  You  didn't  take  Johnny  be- 
cause I  loved  him  too  much.  You 
made  men  and  women  for  the  kind  of 
love  we  had  together.  Instead  You 
have  shown  me  who  must  always  have 
first  place  in  my  life.  You  are  "the 
way,  the  truth,  and  the  life."  Without 
You  there  is  only  death,  darkness  and 
endless  wandering. 

That  day  I  asked  You  if  You  were 
truly  real,  You  answered  me  by  saying, 
"What  have  you  got  to  lose?"  Nothing. 
If  You  aren't  real  I  lose  nothing.  I  was 
born  to  die.  If  You  are  real,  I  gain 
eternity  and  victorious  Christian  Ufe.  I 
have  nothing  to  lose! 

Your  death  was  mine;  I  shall  never 
die! 

Only,  Lord,  in  closing,  would  You 
see  to  it  that  I  stop  interfering  in  my 
life?  Please  make  Your  way,  my  way.

When  I  was  a  senior  in  Grace  Semi- 
nary Dr.  Harold  Etling  spoke  to  a 
group  of  us  who  were  heading  for 
Brethren  pastorates.  He  emphasized 
that  building  a  growing  Sunday 
School,  while  certainly  not  the  only 
factor  in  a  successful  pastorate,  would 
probably  contribute  more  toward 
evangelism  and  church  growth  than 
any  other  single  area  where  we  could 
invest  priority  interest. 

That  was  almost  fifteen  years  ago. 
But  I  subscribe  wholeheartedly  to  that 
thesis.  Approximately  one-half  of  our 
Grace  Brethren  churches  are  moving 
forward  in  attendance  growth.  Ap- 
proximately one-half  are  falling  back- 
ward year  by  year.  Studies  of  growth 
for  our  overall  Fellowship  nationally 
are  nearly  meaningless  since  the  im- 
pressive and  almost  phenomenal  gains 


in  some  quarters  are  being  eaten  away 
by  losses  somewhere  else. 

We  cannot  generalize  totally  about 
things  like  this.  You  and  the  Lord 
know  more  about  your  local  situation 
than  I  do.  And  I'm  not  denying  satanic 
opposition,  but  I  honestly  believe  that 
in  most  cases,  churches  that  are  show- 
ing continual  losses  in  Sunday  School 
attendance  are  doing  so  because  they 
never  really  planned  to  do  any  differ- 
ently. 

When  I  was  a  very  young  pastor, 
the  Lord  thrilled  me  with  the  realiza- 
tion that  every  work  He  is  doing  in  the 
world  begins  with  some  individual 
possessed  with  a  burden  from  Him  and 
a  vision  to  see  some  specific  objective 
accomplished. 

1  literally  "lived"  for  a  few  days  in 
the  Book  of  Nehemiah.  Then  I  formu-

lated  some  specific  parellels  between 
what  God  did  through  Nehemiah  and 
the  plan  whereby  one  of  our  Brethren 
Sunday  Schools  would  show  a  consis- 
tent growth  pattern  that  allowed  it  to 
be  named  "Sunday  School  of  the 
Year"  in  1964.  I've  since  been  privi- 
leged to  do  a  little  study  in  the  area  of 
goal  setting  and  planning  toward 
specific  objectives.  I  have  yet  to  find 
any  planning  that  is  any  better  than 
the  one  refiected  in  Nehemiah  chap- 
ters 1-6.  Each  point  has  a  parallel  in 
your  task  of  moving  a  declining  or 
stable  Sunday  School  into  a  growing 
force  for  Christ  in  1974.  ^

EMERGING 
PATTERNS  IN 
CHURCH  EDUCATION 


By  Kenneth  O.  Gangel 

There  are  signs  that  evangelicals  may  at  last  be  paying 
less  attention  to  "souls"  and  nnore  attention  to  "people." 


Although  prognostication  is  risky,  futurism  is  big  busi- 
ness today.  Even  the  Church  wants  to  avoid  future  shock 
by  peering  behind  the  curtain.  But  my  task  is  considerably 
simpler,  for  it  deals  with  "trending"  rather  than  predicting. 
Instead  of  trying  to  say  what  will  be,  I  will  focus  on  what  is 
or  is  developing  in  church  education. 

In  an  attempt  to  anchor  my  observations  to  facts,  I  pre- 
pared a  simple  survey  soliciting  responses  from  professional 
colleagues.  The  statistics  you  will  see  represent  nearly 
50,000  local  congregations  made  up  of  nearly  14,000,000 
people.  The  information  comes  primarily  from  the  denomi- 
national Christian-education  offices,  with  additional  view- 
points provided  by  some  of  my  colleagues  in  the  academic 
community  (five  at  the  graduate  and  five  at  the  under- 
graduate level).  Since  none  of  these  contacted  discussed 
their  responses  with  other  participants,  I  am  inclined  to 
trust  the  collective  results  as  valid  indications  of  trends.  I 
make  no  claim  of  careful  research,  since  the  informal  ap- 
proach I  used  was  more  like  an  opinion  poll.  And  my  dis- 
cussion of  patterns  in  church  education  deals  only  with  the 
evangelical  sector. 

Attitudes  Toward  Church  Education 

It  may  be  safe  now  to  suggest  that  the  Church  has  sur- 
vived the  harsh  criticism  and  bitter  denouncements  of  the 
self-flagellating  sixties.  Some  still  attack  the  Church  as  out- 
dated, prejudiced,  irrelevant,  hypocritical,  tradition-bound,

discriminatory,  and  anti-intellectual.  But  generally,  I  think, 
we  have  heeded  Criswell's  call  to  arms:  "Look  up, 
brother!" 

Church  education  is  inseparably  related  to  congre- 
gational life,  and  so  attitudes  toward  them  are  virtually 
indistinguishable.  Consequently,  five  years  ago  educational 
programs  felt  the  discomfort  as  churches  began  choking 
while  trying  to  swallow  their  collective  tail.  But  the  1970s 
are  a  new  era.  Eighty  percent  of  the  survey  respondents 
indicated  strong  agreement  with  the  statement,  "Churches 
are  more  flexible,  innovative  and  experimental  in  their 
programming."  Fifty  percent  believe  we  live  in  a  day  of 
renewed  optimism  and  enthusiasm  for  the  local  church  (38 
percent  were  ambivalent  or  at  least  cautious,  and  1 1  per- 
cent disagreed). 

In  a  question  that  probably  expressed  my  own  earlier 
doubts,  I  asked  whether  the  renewal  movement  was  not 
"settling  down  to  less  critical  and  more  constructively 
church-oriented  concerns."  Seventy-three  percent  answered 
with  a  strong  affirmative. 

Yet  there  is  a  problem  of  sorts  on  the  horizon.  It  has  to 
do  with  divergent  philosophies  about  church  education.  On 
one  side  is  the  large-church  strong-pastor  evangelism- 
centered  philosophy  recently  brought  into  the  limelight.  On 
the  other  is  the  group-life  lay-leadership  church  with  focus 
upon  teaching  and  koinonia.  What  is  needed  is  a  fresh 
understanding  of  the  Church's  task  complete  with  Biblical 
emphasis  upon  a  congregational  life-style  that  properly 
balances  evangelism  and  education. 

Another  possible  problem  area  is  the  use  of  media  to 
substitute  for  rather  than  supplement  the  Church's  minis- 
try. Sunday-morning  religious  programs  aimed  at  capturing 
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the  attention  of  a  pagan  populace  may  also  provide  Chris- 
tians with  an  excuse  to  stay  home  and  watch  so-and-so  on 
TV.  Similarly,  tapes,  which  could  be  most  beneficial  as  an 
aid  to  independent  Bible  study,  are  sometimes  allowed  to 
replace  the  effort  to  get  into  the  text  for  oneself.  The  next 
step  (quite  visible  in  places)  may  be  that  groups  of  people 
drop  out  of  local  congregations  to  "be  blessed"  by  the 
ministry  of  an  electronic  surrogate  for  a  local  pastor. 

People  Orientation 

There  are  signs  that  evangelicals  may  at  last  be  paying 
less  attention  to  "souls"  and  more  attention  to  "people." 
Of  fifteen  "trends"  I  suggested  on  my  survey,  none  drew  a 
higher  level  of  agreement  (84  percent)  than  the  suggestion 
that  the  Church  now  shows  a  "concern  for  people  rather 
than  programs  with  greater  emphasis  on  personalization  and 
communication."  Seventy-three  percent  even  believe  they 
can  see  "more  willingness  on  the  part  of  most  evangelicals 
to  work  together." 

The  new  "people  orientation"  shows  itself  in  various 
ways.  One  is  a  greater  openness  to  sharing  in  congregational 
meetings.  Not  all  churches  experimenting  with  sharing  ses- 
sions use  Ray  Stedman's  "Body  Life"  terminology  (see 
Christianity  Today,  "The  Minister's  Workshop,"  May  21, 
1971),  but  the  spirit  of  Palo  Alto  has  drifted  east.  Almost 
all  the  respondents  found  in  their  denominations  interest  in 
freeing  the  service  structure  from  traditional  rigidity. 

Another  sign  of  personalization  is  the  interest  in  small 
groups.  Almost  every  denomination  participating  in  the  sur- 
vey is  involved  in  group  work,  either  experimental  or  estab- 
hshed.  Terminology  varies  widely  and  is  relatively  unimpor- 
tant. Tags  like  "growth  cell"  and  "living  circle"  all  refer  to 
a  central  motivating  idea:  koinonia,  a  drawing  together  in 
mutual  love  and  sharing.  But  the  Church  can  find  lasting 
value  in  groups  only  if  those  groups  are  anchored  to  abso- 
lute truth.  Too  many  sessions  degenerate  into  an  ephemeral 
therapy,  making  participants  "feel  better"  but  offering  no 
lasting  value  in  the  form  of  Biblical  answers  to  problems. 

Still  a  third  demonstration  of  concern  for  people  is  the 
growing  willingness  to  cut  back  on  evening  programming. 
Often  this  takes  the  form  of  "family  night,"  a  scheduling  of 
most  week-night  sessions  on  one  evening  rather  than  spread- 
ing them  throughout  the  week.  Part  of  the  objective  here  is 
to  provide  greater  emphasis  on  family  life,  a  trend  to  which 
I  shall  return. 

In  one  way  of  thinking,  the  surge  in  people-interest  is  an 
anomaly.  After  all,  this  is  the  hardware  age.  We  have  been 
told  that  the  media  will  storm  the  church's  educational 
programs  during  this  decade  and  that  in  five  years  our  class- 
rooms will  be  radically  different  from  what  we  have  known 
in  the  past.  Maybe.  But  I  doubt  it.  High  costs,  innate  con- 
servatism, and  a  less  than  complete  embracing  of  the  hard- 
ware on  the  part  of  public  education  have  slowed  the 
Church's  response. 

Of  course,  we  are  using  more  communication  devices 
now  than  ever  before.  Tape  cassettes  are  common,  and  one 


can  find  an  occasional  videotape  deck.  But  "media  revolu- 
tion" is  a  quixotic  cry  at  this  point  in  the  history  of  church 
education.  I'm  reminded  of  a  remark  made  by  President 
David  McKenna  of  Seattle  Pacific  College  a  few  years  ago: 
"Media  can  give  us  information,  but  only  teachers  give  us 
meaning."  That  may  account  for  our  current  rediscovery  of 
people  at  what  appears  to  be  the  apogee  of  a  hardware 
generation. 

Status  of  Traditional  Programs 

Six  or  eight  types  of  educational  programming  have 
dominated  the  field  for  the  past  two  decades.  Variations 
such  as  coordinated  age  programming,  open  classrooms, 
modular  scheduling,  and  interest  or  ability  groups  come  and 
go,  but  most  churches  retain  the  familiar  forms.  Let's  have 
a  look  at  their  comparative  strengths. 

Sunday  School.  Surely  no  other  aspect  of  church  minis- 
try has  ever  received  the  pummeling  from  print  and  plat- 
form that  this  one  has  had  to  endure  in  recent  years.  Yet 
though  articles  attack,  speakers  scourge,  and  experts  excori- 
ate, the  Sunday  School  is  still  alive  and  well.  Seventy  per- 
cent of  the  survey  respondents  strongly  agreed  that  "Sun- 
day School  attendance  in  evangelical  churches  is  up  slightly 
in  the  1970s."  Only  1  5  percent  disagreed;  the  rest  scattered 
in  neutral  territory.  When  asked  to  respond  statistically  on 
the  basis  of  their  own  records,  over  two-thirds  were  able  to 
cite  a  percentage  of  increases  in  1972  attendance  (over 
1971).  Substitutes  for  Sunday  School  are  currently  being 
tried  by  fewer  than  1 0  percent  of  the  churches. 

But  there  are  several  clearly  definable  problems  with 
Sunday  School  in  its  present  form. 

1.  It  offers  a  conscience-salving,  though  inadequate, 
alternative  for  parents  who  neglect  Christian  teaching  at 
home. 

2.  It  has  focused  too  much  on  children  and  too  little  on 
adults. 

3.  It  may  have  so  emphasized  evangelism  that  it  has 
neglected  nurture. 

4.  It  too  often  is  used  as  a  substitute  for  a  total  church 
program  of  nurture.  Education,  in  my  judgment,  is  the 
primary  task  of  the  gathered  church  and  should  permeate 
all  its  activities  to  some  degree. 

Minor  changes  are  quite  common  in  Sunday  Schools  to- 
day. "Opening  exercises"  are  disappearing;  electives  and  the 
discussion-oriented  curriculum  are  more  widely  used;  the 
use  of  time  is  more  flexible;  and  the  level  of  teaching  may 
be  a  bit  higher  than  it  was  five  years  ago.  For  some  people, 
the  name  "Sunday  School"  has  an  unwelcome  stigma,  and 
some  churches  are  making  commendable  efforts  to  upgrade 
the  instructional  quality  and  give  Sunday  School  a  fresh 
image  with  titles  like  "School  of  Christian  Living"  and 
"Bible  Study  Hour." 

Youth  ministry.  In  the  Sunday-evening  "training  hour" 
or  "youth  group,"  churches  again  report  an  increase  of  at- 
tendance. Over  80  percent  specify  increases  of  from  1  to  8

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percent  in  the  past  year.  Young  people  are  also  being  given 
a  stronger  role  in  church  administration  and  ministry;  more 
teenagers  are  serving  on  church  committees  than  ever  be- 
fore. 

Short-term  missionary  trips,  usually  to  the  Southwest, 
Mexico,  or  heavily  populated  resort  areas,  are  very  popular, 
and  the  results  in  "turned-on"  teens  are  highly  praised  by 
the  churches. 

Sex  education  from  a  distinctively  Christian  and  Biblical 
point  of  view  is  still  mostly  talk,  though  some  churches 
have  made  courageous  forays  into  this  area. 

Weekday  club  programs.  Survey  response  suggests  that  a 
small  percentage  of  evangelical  churches  use  club  programs 
as  a  part  of  their  educational  efforts,  but  that  those  that  do 
are  experiencing  growth.  (An  aside  to  the  leaders  of  Awana, 
Christian  Service  Brigade,  Pioneer  Girls,  and  similar  club 
programs:  Isn't  there  some  way  to  work  out  an  equivalency 
credit  allowance  among  the  award  requirements  in  your 
programs?  Our  mobile  society  pulls  children  from  church  to 
church;  their  zeal  for  joining  clubs  is  understandably  de- 
flated if  they  must  start  over  because  church  B  operates  a 
different  club  program  than  church  A.) 

Camping.  Over  80  percent  of  the  denominations  report 
an  increase  in  their  camping  programs.  This  is  one  area  of 
Christian  education  that  evangelicals  have  properly  profes- 
sionalized, and  the  results  are  evident.  Camping  trends  in- 
clude an  increase  in  the  scheduling  of  family  weeks  (or 
weekends)  and  more  day-camp  programs,  particularly  for 
underprivileged  children  and  youth  in  urban  areas. 

Vacation  Bible  school.  This  was  the  only  traditional 
form  of  church  education  that  received  a  negative  report. 
An  equal  number  of  reports  indicated  increase  and  de- 
crease, but  the  percentage  of  decrease  was  higher.  Day 
camping,  backyard  Bible  classes,  and  neighborhood  clubs 
appear  to  be  serving  as  substitutes  for  VBS  in  many 
churches. 

Children 's  church.  All  respondents  reporting  on  this  type 
of  ministry  recorded  increases  in  attendance.  Many 
churches  still  do  not  have  this  program,  usually  because  of 
lack  of  facilities  or  workers  or  a  misunderstanding  of  the 
purpose  of  children's  church. 

Home  Bible  classes.  In  first  place  is  a  relative  newcomer 
to  the  church  education  scene.  Home  Bible  classes  take 
many  and  varied  forms;  lumping  them  together  the  respon- 
dents agree  that  they  are  "growing  in  number,  attendance, 
and  productivity."  Some  churches  have  developed  an  excel- 
lent evangelistic  dynamic  through  such  classes,  often  hosted 
and  taught  by  laymen.  No  denominations  report  a  decrease 
in  either  the  number  of  or  attendance  at  home  Bible 
classes. 

Worship  services.  I  hesitatingly  include  this  item  among 
"educational  ministries."  A  case  can  be  made  for  the  in- 
structional value  of  hymns  and  pulpit  preaching  even  if  the 
attitudes  and  acts  of  worship  may  be  somewhat  different 
from  those  of  education. 


If  attendance  at  worship  services  in  evangelical  churches 
is  dropping,  no  one  admits  to  it;  all  but  one  participant  in 
my  survey  claim  increases.  The  one  exception  reports  that 
numbers  are  "the  same"  as  last  year. 

Some  changes  are  discernible,  particularly: 

1.  A  willingness  to  rework  the  time  schedule,  especially 
in  the  evening  service. 

2.  Wider  variation  in  format  in  an  attempt  to  break  out 
of  the  doxology-invocation-prayer-announcements-choir- 
hymn-message-benediction  lockstep. 

3.  A  switch  from  the  Authorized  Version  to  modern- 
language  translations  or  even  paraphrases. 

4.  Mild  forms  of  dialogical  preaching,  or  at  least  at- 
tempts to  involve  the  congregation  more  in  the  service. 

5.  Informality  and  contemporaneity  in  worship,  some- 
times in  an  early  service  attended  mostly  by  teenagers  and 
young  adults. 

Ideas  Attracting  Interest 

The  adulr  education  movement  may,  at  last,  be  getting 
into  the  churches.  With  millions  of  adults  enrolled  in 
courses  teaching  everything  from  advanced  calculus  to  cake 
decorating,  it's  about  time  we  plugged  in  the  Bible.  Leader- 
ship training  is  a  focal  point  of  interest. 

One  section  of  the  survey  allowed  respondents  to  "un- 
load" on  the  key  issues  or  trends  in  church  education  to- 
day. By  far  the  most  predominant  response  was  an  em- 
phasis on  lay  leadership  training,  particularly  in  short-term 
seminar  sessions.  Cooperative  leadership-training  classes  on 
a  community  or  even  county-wide  basis  are  attracting 
people  who  want  to  be  better  church  teachers  and  workers. 
Elective  classes,  internship  projects,  and  other  forms  of  in- 
service  training  are  catching  on. 

Another  trend  of  the  seventies  is  Christian  day  schools  at 
the  elementary  and  secondary  levels.  Many  are  forts  of  fear, 
providing  refuge  from  integration;  they  are  more  politically 
and  racially  motivated  than  Christian.  But  not  all.  More  and 
more  godly  parents  are  fed  up  with  the  federal  and  state 
monopoly  on  education  and  determined  to  give  their  chil- 
dren something  better  than  the  daily  diet  of  liberal  politics, 
secular  humanism,  and  even  obscenity  they  may  be  getting. 

Interest  in  the  family  is  a  mark  of  this  decade.  Eighty 
percent  of  the  respondents  report  "wide  interest  in  family 
life  education."  Many  churches  have  Sunday  School  elec- 
tives  that  provide  Biblical  instruction  for  young  parents. 
Others  are  planning  annual  family-life  conferences  and  re- 
treats. Pastors  are  preaching  sermon  series  on  what  the 
Bible  says  about  the  Christian  home.  Evangelical  literature 
on  the  family  available  today  represents  an  astonishing  in- 
crease over  five  years  ago.  Christians  may  be  coming  to  the 
conclusion  that  God's  ideas  on  family  living  just  might  be 
more  valid  than  those  of  the  secular  sociologist. 

Early  childhood  learning  is  also  of  current  concern  in  the 
churches.  We  may  not  have  decided  upon  instructional  pro- 
cedures yet,  but  the  "task  force"  phase  is  at  least  under 
way.  We  can  expect  a  flow  of  ideas  and  techniques  in  the 
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Most  churches  at  one  time  or  an- 
other have  seen  that  they  need  some- 
thing to  help  their  teens.  Some  feel  the 
youth  will  be  OK  as  long  as  they  at- 
tend preaching  services  because  the 
messages  Vi/ill  change  their  lives  (if  they 
listen).  Others  look  for  the  ideal 
church  couple  who  will  "take  over"  all 
youth  responsibilities.  To  get  the  ideal 
youth  leader,  some  may  feel  it  is 
necessary  to  pay  a  person  to  do  the 
job  for  the  church. 

Although  many  have  experimented 
in  different  means  of  reaching  youth, 
it  doesn't  take  one  long  to  know  that 
there  is  no  quick  or  easy  solution  to 
reaching  youth. 

The  answer  is  not  (1)  having  the 
best  published  youth  program,  (2)  hav- 
ing the  most  tremendous  youth  activi- 
ties or  (3)  building  a  youth  building. 
All  of  these  are  helpful  but  more  is 
needed.  In  fact  the  "both-barrel  ap- 
proach" from  the  Bible  is  not  suffi- 
cient to  explain  why  "teens  of  today 
are  so  sinful."  The  Bible  will  be  used 
by  the  Holy  Spirit  as  teens  are  self- 
motivated  by  seeing  that  the  Bible  is 


real,  has  answers,  and  is  demonstrated 
in  the  lives  of  other  Christians. 

A  basic  answer  to  reaching  youth  is 
this— adults  .  .  .  adults  who  are  Spirit- 
filled,  who  take  time  to  share  them- 
selves. This  sharing  should  come  from 
hearts  of  love  because  these  Christian 
teens  are  a  part  of  the  body  of  Christ. 
Since  some  teens  lack  stability  and 
consistency,  it  means  adults  should 
not  spend  time  in  criticizing  but  in 
helping.  Adults  should  give  more 
honor  and  attention  to  those  who  even 
by  appearance  and  attitude  lack  spiri- 
tual maturity.  In  I  Corinthians  12:24 
we  find  that  "God  hath  tempered  the 
body  together,  having  given  more 
abundant  honour  to  that  part  which 
lacked." 

Age  is  not  a  factor  in  "working 
with"  youth.  Whether  pastor,  deacon, 
or  church  worker,  any  can  share  with 
youth  in  prayer,  conversation,  hospi- 
tality, and  time.  Conversation  before 
and  after  church  services  can  build  this 
relationship.  An  attempt  should  be 
made  to  get  every  Christian  adult  to 
take  an  interest  in  youth. 


Most  long-time  Christians  remem- 
ber their  teen  years  not  so  much  by 
socials  or  programs  (although  they 
were  probably  there)-but  by 
PEOPLE.  These  were  people  who 
loved  them  in  spite  of  their  immaturi- 
ty- 

Any  youth  function  could  be  used 
as  an  opportunity  to  build  better 
friendships  between  youth  and  adults 
—  not  merely  "plan  something  for 
youth."  All  adults— not  merely  youth 
workers-should  feel  the  responsibility 
for  the  teens  of  the  church. 

Perhaps  the  young  adult  Sunday 
School  class  could  have  an  especially 
close  relationship  with  teens.  The 
youth  meetings  could  be  the  primary 
responsibility  of  young  adults.  Teens 
associating  with  them  could  be  in- 
fluenced positively.  Such  an  idea  could 
help  young  adults  who  often  appre- 
ciate responsibility. 

No  matter  what  your  church  does 
with  youth,  be  sure  that  you  do  your 
part  to  share  the  responsibility  with 
and  to  let  the  teens  know  that  you 
love  them.  # 
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near  future. 

The  market  for  professionally  trained  Christian  edu- 
cators seems  to  be  holding  its  own.  Fifty-seven  percent  of 
the  denominations  strongly  agree  that  there  is  "renewed 
interest  in  Christian  education  and  Christian  education 
vocations"  (only  one  report  strongly  disagreed).  Many  feel, 
however,  that  the  role  of  director  of  Christian  education  is 
still  somewhat  undefined. 

Salaries  for  Christian  workers  generally,  and  therefore 
for  those  in  Christian  education,  are  on  the  upswing  with 
some  unfortunate  exceptions.  Could  it  be  that  we  are 
making  our  way  out  of  the  miasma  of  confusion  I  have 
called  the  "sanctimonious  salary  syndrome"  (the  belief  that 
the  way  to  keep  a  Christian  worker  spiritual  is  to  keep  him 
poor)? 

Christian  higher  education  is  in  a  peculiar  state.  Respon- 
dents indicate  slight  increases  at  denominational  schools, 
but  many  schools  bemoan  decreases  in  enrollment.  Chris- 
tian liberal-arts  colleges  seem  to  be  feeling  the  pinch  in 
dollars  and  head  count  more  than  seminaries  and  Bible  col- 


leges. The  Accrediting  Association  of  Bible  Colleges  reports 
an  average  7.66  percent  increase  in  enrollment  in  its  mem- 
ber schools  in  the  fall  of  1972.  Time  magazine  (Oct.  9, 
1972,  p.  45)  reported  that  five  evangelical  schools  surpassed 
Union  Theological  Seminary  in  enrollment  last  fall. 

The  popularity  of  theological  education  should  make 
evangelical  churches  explode  with  enthusiasm  to  realize 
their  potential.  Elton  Trueblood  once  wrote,  "The  congre- 
gation must,  accordingly,  be  reconstructed  into  the  pattern 
of  a  small  theological  .  .  ."  (The  Incendiary  Fellowship, 
Harper,  p.  67).  Following  up  the  analogy,  Findley  Edge 
urges  that  each  person  be  led  to  recognize  his  "call  to  the 
ministry,"  accept  his  "responsibility  for  carrying  out  the 
ministry,"  and  expect  his  church  to  equip  him  for  his  call  in 
ministry  (The  Greening  of  the  Church,  Word,  p.  177).  I 
could  not  agree  more.  This  is  the  vital  purpose  of  church 
education,  and  I  hope  that  some  of  the  "emerging  patterns" 
wiU  lead  to  these  worthy  ends. 

And  speaking  about  "ends":  I  think  every  article  should 
have  one!  #

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Learning 
Requires 
Motivation

LEARNING  REQUIRES  MOTIVA- 
TION .  .  .  hardly  a  novel  truth.  But 
teachers  may  wait  many  moons  for 
students  to  "get  motivated."  How  can 
teachers,  as  guides  to  learning,  develop 
a  greater  level  of  motivation  in  their 
students— how  can  we  make  them 
want  to  learnl 

It  helps  to  build  bridges  from  in- 
terests they  already  have  to  interests 
you  want  them  to  have.  This  requires 
no  small  expenditure  of  effort  not 
only  to  build  the  bridge,  but  to  find 
out  where  to  build  it!  Take  time  to 
know  your  students.  Show  interest  in 
what  interests  them  if  you  want  them 
to  show  interest  in  what  interests  you 
(and  the  Lord). 

Here  are  some  natural  interests  that 
might  be  tapped  to  develop  motivation 
in  Bible  learning: 

(1)  Most  people  CRAVE  PHYSI- 
CAL ACTIVITY.  Utilize  teaching 
methods  that  make  use  of  activities 
(for  example— role  play,  field  trips, 
projects,  drama,  discussion,  research 
and  report,  and  so  forth). 

(2)  People  tend  to  have  a  natural 
curiosity  and  DESIRE  FOR  MENTAL 
ACTIVITY.  Make  use  of  learning 
activities  which  encourage  indepen- 
dent and  creative  thinking  on  the  part 
of  the  student  (such  as— book  reports, 
research  and  report,  brainstorming, 
creative  writing,  debate,  discussion,  in- 
ductive Bible  study,  and  so  forth). 

(3)  It  is  characteristic  of  human  be- 
ings of  all  ages  that  they  LIKE  TO 
LEAD.  Incorporate  into  your  teaching 
as  much  pupil-centered  activity  as  pos- 
sible (for  example— debate,  buzz 
groups,  discussion,  group  research 
projects,  student  teaching,  and  so  on). 

(4)  Most  people  like  to  be  with 
people  and  FEEL  A  PART  OF  THE 
GROUP.  Build  the  concept  that  the 
class  or  group  is  THEIRS.  Use  student 
leaderiiii^j  when  possible;  assign  jobs 
and  responsibilities;  involve  the  group. 

(5)  People  TEND  TO  BE  CRE- 
ATIVE. Make  room  in  your  teaching 


RECORD  ATTENDANCES

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We  Are  Priviliged  and  Thankful 


Three  brothers  had  arrived  prior  to 
my  birth,  so  perhaps  I  was  a  welcome 
"change."  Anyway,  I  never  heard  Dad 
and  Mom  complain  about  having  a 
daughter.  Yes,  not  only  did  three  boys 
precede  me,  but  three  more  followed 
me. 

My  parents  were  saved  in  the  First 
Brethren  Church  of  Akron,  Ohio  (Ellet 
area),  and  God's  timing  was  perfect— as 
always— as  He  then  led  us  to  the  Woos- 
ter  church  at  just  the  time  it  was  being 
established.

and  Phil,  in  sixth  grade  and  currently 
Miss  Kent's  only  student  in  our  school 
for  missionary  kids. 

After  our  sons  were  born  we  be- 
came restless  to  be  doing  more  for  the 
Lx)rd.  We  started  attending  Bible  insti- 
tute night  classes  in  Akron,  Ohio,  and 
continued  in  these  classes  until  we 
came  to  Africa  in  1968.  We  knew  we 
wanted  to  serve  God  and  were  con- 
tinually alert  to  possibilities.  George 
was  working  in  data  processing,  but 
the  printing  training  he  had  accumu- 
lated through  the  years  provided  a 
special  area  for  serving  the  Lord.  A 
great  deal  of  printing  was  being  done 
at  our  church,  and  there  George  spent 
many  evenings  running  off  Christian 
hterature.

the  cause  of  Christ.  Although  we  print 
primarily  in  Sango  and  French,  we 
print  in  a  number  of  other  languages 
also  since  we  do  work  for  other  mis- 
sions. We  were  excited  to  know  that 
the  first  Sango  Bible  commentary  was 
slated  to  go  on  the  press  last  month. 
The  print  shop  employs  mostly  Afri- 
can help,  so  I  do  not  work  there  ex- 
cept on  rare  occasions  when  we  have  a 
rush  job. 

Though  actually  each  of  us  as  a 
Christian  is  involved  in  a  teaching 
ministry,  I  never  had  a  desire  for  a 
teaching  career.  But  at  Bible  Center- 
where  the  print  shop  is  located— there 
is  also  the  Bible  Institute,  and  women 
as  well  as  men  need  to  be  trained.  To 
my  amazement,  God  has  given  me  a 
love  for  teaching  these  women.  Some 
are  very  teachable;  others  are  not. 
Most  of  them  have  families,  and  for 
these,  even  the  three  hours  of  class  and 
compulsory  chapel  attendance  may 
sometimes  be  a  burden.  But  though 
the  care  of  large  families  and  gardens 
may  prevent  the  devoting  of  much 
time  to  studies,  we  are  very  pleased 
with  the  progress  of  many  of  the 
women. 

In  advanced  writing  class  the  ladies 
presented   their   personal  testimonies. 


and  it  was  interesting  indeed  to  hear 
how  they  came  to  know  Christ.  Most 
were  converted  through  the  ministry 
of  the  local  church  or  the  Christian 
witness  of  a  friend  or  relative.  Many 
are  burdened  for  unsaved  loved  ones. 
One  of  our  best  students  came  to 
Christ  through  her  engagement  to  a 
Christian  man.  All  the  others  men- 
tioned how  they  prayed  to  God  to 
send  them  Christian  husbands.  They 
realize  the  value  of  establishing  a 
Christian  home,  and  making  the  Chris- 
tian husband  the  head.  The  fact  that 
we  (George  and  I)  received  our  Bible 
school  training  after  we  had  a  family 
relates  well  to  their  situations  and  is  an 
encouragement  to  them. 

Raising  American  families  in  a  for- 
eign culture  presents  some  problems 
but  is  offset  by  the  many  benefits.  The 
separations  are  difficult,  but  when  we 
are  together  there  are  few  distractions 
and  the  family  ties  are  strengthened. 

We  thank  the  Lord  for  calling  us  to 
the  Central  African  Republic.  It  is  a 
thrill  to  be  part  of  the  team  of  God's 
workers— both  black  and  white-who 
are  promoting  the  gospel  message  in 
this  land.  We  thank  the  Brethren 
Church  for  sending  us  forth.  And  I 
thank  you,  WMC  ladies,  for  selecting 
me  as  one  of  your  Birthday  Mission- 
aries for  this  year.

Today,  son,  1  witnessed  your  public 
decision  for  Christ.  We  had  just  begun 
to  sing  the  invitational  hymn,  but  I 
slipped  the  book  softly  into  its  slot  be- 
cause, for  me,  the  song  was  over.  As  I 
watched  from  the  choir,  you  and  your 
father  walked  down  the  aisle— and  I  re- 
membered. 

I  remembered  the  Thanksgiving  be- 
fore you  were  born.  Aunt  Grace's  is 
the  favorite  gathering  place  for  your 
dad's  family  since  her  home  is  central- 
ly located.  Cousins  come  all  the  way 
from  Bakersfield  to  San  Diego,  and 
from  the  San  Fernando  Valley  to  Palm 
Springs,  so  we  jokingly  call  her  place 
"The  Halfway  House."  The  fact  of 
your  impending  birth  was  discussed 
and  one  cousin  reminded  me  with 
gentle  chiding;  "You  know,  if  you 
don't  have  a  boy,  there's  no  one  to 
carry  on  the  name!"  It  seems  as  if  that 
wasn't  the  first  time  we  had  been  re- 
minded of  that  fact.  But  it  was  very 
special  to  think  that  this  family,  this 
clan  of  over  thirty  members,  all  knew 
there  were  more  important  things  in 
life  than  the  family  name.  1  knew  they 
were  praying. 

I  remembered  the  day  you  were 
born.  The  doctor  wheeled  us  out  into 
the  hall  where  we  saw  Dad  waiting,  and 
the  doctor  said  to  me,  "What  did  you

say  you  were  going  to  name  this  little 
girl?"  I  raised  up  and  said  fiercely, 
"Timothy  Earl!"  We  had  a  son  to  car- 
ry the  name. 

1  remembered  the  first  day  I  heard 
you  read.  You  didn't  even  have  a  pre- 
primer  in  kindergarten  yet,  but  you 
had  a  keen  grasp  on  phonetics.  The 
Living  Bible  was  laid  open  and  you 
were  so  excited  when  you  saw  your 
name  at  the  bottom  of  a  page.  You 
began  to  read:  "Oh,  Timothy,  you  are 
God's  man.  Run  .  .  ."  (1  Tim.  6:11).  It 
was  only  seven  words,  but  you  could 
read.  More  than  a  year  has  passed  and 
this  is  still  your  favorite  verse.  You 
think  it's  neat  to  see  your  name  in  the 
Bible. 

And  I  remembered,  two  weeks  ago, 
our  serious  conversation  about  public 
decisions  that  had  taken  place  after 
the  morning  worship. 

"Mom,  why  do  people  go  up  when 
church  is  almost  over?" 

"For  different  reasons,  Tim.  Some- 
times because  they  want  to  walk  closer 
to  the  Lord,  sometimes  because  they 
want  to  be  baptized,  and  sometimes 
because  they've  accepted  Jesus  in  their 
hearts  and  they  want  everyone  to 
know  about  it." 


You  had  to  think  about  that 
awhile.  There's  so  much  to  think 
about  when  you're  only  six.  After 
awhile  you  said,  "Not  next  Sunday, 
but  the  Sunday  after  that  I  want  to  go 
up  .  .  ." 

We  talked  for  a  minute  about  the 
day  you  let  Jesus  into  your  heart.  You 
seemed  to  remember  so  vividly  the  day 
we  were  driving  along,  your  sisters 
with  us,  when  the  conversation  turned 
to  spiritual  things  as  it  did  so  often. 
One  of  your  sisters  said:  "Mom,  what 
about  Timmy?  Has  he  accepted 
Jesus?" 

"No,"  I  said,  "but  Timmy,  would 
you  like  to?" 

"Yes,"  came  the  answer  and  we 
pulled  over  to  the  side  of  the  road. 
After  a  simple  explanation,  you 
prayed,  telling  God  you  were  a  sinner, 
and  asking  Jesus  to  come  into  your  life 
to  be  your  Saviour  and  give  you 
eternal  life.

Who  Is  Going  To  Pay  the  Bill? 


Owe  and  Grow  are  the  new  phe- 
nomena for  many  churches.  Instant 
success  with  instant  debt  have  become 
the  bywords  of  this  happening. 
Throughout  the  Christian  world  the 
new  philosophy  offers  to  provide  com- 
plete services  (help)  for  all  the  needs 
of  the  congregation.  It  has  a  special 
appeal  to  me,  and  I  like  the  spirit  be- 
hind its  workings.  Something  for  the 
aged  with  homes  provided  for  retire- 
ment, recreation  areas  are  available  for 
the  growing  family,  high  schools  and 
grade  schools  offer  Christian  instruc- 
tion to  the  young.  All  of  these  matters 
have  been  provided  in  Christian  atmos- 
pheres by  Christian  people. 

The  "full-service  church"  has  taken 
a  page  from  the  "full-service  bank" 
down  at  the  other  corner.  If  you  need 
it-we  will  provide  it.  As  the  idea  pro- 
gresses it  seems  there  is  one  major  dif- 
ference-the  bank  has  the  vault  for  the 
payment  of  the  full  services,  while  the 
church  may  not.  Granted,  God  has  the 
resources  IF  it  is  His  will  to  use  them. 

Without  meaning  to  be  critical,  per- 
mit me  to  illustrate  with  a  few  ex- 
amples. Three  well-known  Christian 
organizations  have  been  in  the  news  of 
late  because  of  financial  woes.  They 
each  have  had  one  thing  in  common— a 
rapidly  expanding  program  of  seeking 
to  meet  the  needs  of  people.  Each  ap- 
pears to  have  overextended  in  varying 
avenues    to    keep    its    works    moving

forward  at  a  rapid  pace. 

Rex  Humbard's  "Cathedral  of  To- 
morrow," Dr.  Carl  Mclntire's  enter- 
prises, and  the  Lynchburg  Baptist 
Church  are  all  facing  grave  problems  in 
the  area  of  finance.  Humbard  has  been 
selling  everything  from  girdle  factories 
to  college  grounds  to  satisfy  creditors 
on  $6,700,000  in  mortgages.  Mclntire 
has  liens  on  six  city  blocks  of  property 
because  he  has  unpaid  delinquent 
taxes,  and  the  Falwell  expenses  exceed 
income  by  $5,000,000. 

Without  any  thought  of  accusing 
them  of  wrongdoing  I  state  that  these 
are  grave  problems.  Financial  obli- 
gations have  not  been  met.  As  individ- 
ual's we,  too,  are  confronted  daily 
with  decisions  that  relate  to  expendi- 
tures and  income.  How  much  can  we 
afford?  How  do  we  use  credit  to  move 
forward? 

There  is  a  difference  between  using 
and  misusing  credit.  Once  an  obli- 
gation is  contracted  it  becomes  a  mat- 
ter of  Christian  principle  to  fulfill  this 
agreement.  Little  has  been  said  about 
such  Scripture  as:  "Owe  no  man  any- 
thing, but  to  love  one  another"  (Rom. 
13:8).  Some  have  said  it  is  wrong  to 
owe   anything  and   even   to   contract 


debt  in  any  form.  This  would  certainly 
be  an  ideal  situation  but  a  difficult  one 
in  this  modern  society.  Such  large  pur- 
chases as  homes  or  even  the  construc- 
tion of  a  church  building  would  have  a 
long  wait  or  might  never  be  done  if 
this  practice  were  followed  literally. 

For  the  sake  of  clarification  at  this 
point  let's  say  "to  owe"  is  to  fail  to 
meet  an  agreement  or  stated  obligation 
or  understanding.  To  do  so  would  then 
be  a  spiritual  and  moral  obligation  un- 
fulfilled. Anyone  who  has  been  in  the 
church  for  any  length  of  time  has 
heard  tales  of  pastors  who  have 
skipped  town  with  unpaid  bills.  This  is 
sin  and  failure  to  meet  a  moral  obli- 
gation. Churches  and  Christian  organi- 
zations also  fail  to  meet  agreed-upon 
financial  obligations.  Are  they  outside 
of  the  will  of  God?  Can  they  pray  for 
and  expect  the  blessing  of  God?  Where 
does  faith  end  and  presumption  begin 
in  planning  for  the  future?  Often  God 
has  been  blamed  for  the  business  deal- 
ings in  Christian  service.  He  takes  a  lot 
of  blame  for  willful  projects  done  in 
the  efforts  of  the  flesh. 

It  is  imperative  that  a  cautious  anal- 
ysis be  made  before  any  of  us  plunge 
into  a  project  for  God.  Jesus  reminded 
us  of  this  when  He  spoke  of  "counting 
the  cost"  before  a  project  is  under- 
taken (cf.  Luke  14:28-30). 

To  owe  or  not  to  owe?  To  grow  or 
not  to  grow?  You  must  answer.         #

Historic  Document  Reveals: 
God  Gives  the  Increase

The  other  day  a  copy  of  the 
1938-'39  financial  statement  of  The 
Brethren  Home  Missions  Council  came 
into  my  possession.  I  was  amazed  as  I 
contrasted  this  first  report  with  the 
current  one  issued  to  our  corporation 
at  its  annual  meeting. 

The  statement,  only  a  fraction  in 
size  of  the  present  report,  listed  four- 
teen directors,  seven  of  whom  are  now 
at  home  with  the  Lord.  Our  first  presi- 
dent, Roy  A.  Patterson;  vice  president, 
R.  E.  Donaldson;  and  secretary,  R. 
Paul  Miller,  are  now  with  the  Lord. 
The  first  paragraph  of  the  report  is  of 
special  interest:  "We  Praise  God.  It  is 
with  a  distinct  sense  of  thanksgiving 
and  gratitude  that  we  make  this  first 
report  of  The  Brethren  Home  Missions 
Council.  The  favor  of  God  has  rested 
upon  the  ministry  of  the  Council  to 
such  a  remarkable  degree  during  this 
first  year  of  work,  that  we  can  only 
give  Him  all  the  praise.  In  no  way 
could  the  remarkable  progress  have 
been  realized  but  by  the  blessing  of 
God.  Our  rejoicing  is  in  that  He  has 
found  in  us  a  people  whom  He  can 
use.  Our  devotion  is  to  keep  humble 
before  Him  that  we  may  not  limit  the 
possible  ministry  He  has  for  us."  This 
spiritual  pace  of  enthusiasm,  gratitude 
and  blessing  has  characterized  the 
work  through  the  years. 

In  that  first  year  seven  life  members 
were  listed;  currently  there  are 
4,122— remembering  that  some  of  our 
life  membership  are  now  deceased. 
Today  we  list  a  corporate  membership 
of9,661. 

The  church  offerings  during 
1938-'39  were  $16,964.55  with  a  total 
income  from  all  sources  of 
$17,417.83.  Our  current  report  shows 
offerings  of  $436,951.90,  a  total  in- 
come of  $522,359.41.  Expenses  that 
first  year  were  only  $12,610.07  com- 


pared to  our  current  expense  of 
$488,257.  Interestingly,  the  direct  as- 
sistance to  mission  points  then  was 
67.9  percent,  now  it  is  65  percent.  In 
that  day  the  cost  of  each  mission  point 
was  $683,  now  it  is  $6,919.  The  aver- 
age cost  today  to  get  a  mission  point 
self-supporting  with  a  full-time  pastor, 
property  and  building  is  $23,138.  In 
comparison  the  office  expense  has  re- 
mained approximately  the  same  in  its 
percentage  of  the  total  operating 
budget.  In  1938-'39  nine  mission 
points  were  on  the  support  list  as  com- 
pared to  fifty-two  in  our  list  this  past 
year. 

The  Brethren  Home  Missions  Coun- 
cil has  had  to  face  year  after  year  the 
problems  of  escalating  prices,  unem- 
ployment, and  the  burdens  of  the 
American  economy.  Our  aim  has  been 
to  make  each  dollar  go  as  far  as  possi- 
ble. We  have  continued  to  pay  our  per- 
sonnel a  fair  missionary  salary,  to 
build  quality  churches,  and  to  expand 
in  other  ways  with  the  growth  of  the 
National  Fellowship  of  Brethren 
Churches. 

Currently,  our  problems  with  in- 
flation are  at  the  highest  increase  we 
have  seen.  Costs  in  building  materials 
on  the  latest  building  program  are 
seven  dollars  more  per  foot  than  two 
years  ago.  Our  missionaries'  allowances 
have  not  been  increased  accordingly 
which  represents  a  very  real  sacrifice. 
Many  of  our  mission  pastors  have  had 
to  allow  their  wives  to  get  outside  em- 
ployment to  care  for  the  costs  of  a 
family.  We  regret  this  and  feel  it  is  not 
ideal  for  a  productive  ministry.  Ideal- 
ly, a  successful  pastor  needs  his  wife 
giving  her  full  time  to  care  for  her 
family,  her  home,  and  her  church  re- 
sponsibilities. We  are  faced  with  the 
necessity  of  increasing  our  gifts  to 
each   church   and   reducing   the   total 


number  of  mission  points  to  keep 
within  our  income. 

The  1973-'74  financial  goal  set  be- 
fore our  constituency  was  five  hun- 
dred thousand  dollars.  This  amount 
will  have  to  be  spread  over  forty-two 
mission  points,  hoping  that  God  will 
enable  us  to  start  at  least  four  new 
churches  in  the  year.  Comparing  notes 
in  a  gathering  of  seventeen  evangelical 
home  mission  organizations  recently,  I 
was  amazed  to  discover  the  amount  of 
work  we  are  doing  on  five  hundred 
thousand  dollars.  Brethren,  we  are 
getting  the  job  done.  We  are  building 
quality  churches  that  have  a  good 
Bible  ministry,  soul-winning  capa- 
bility, and  missionary  vision.  Amazing- 
ly, we  are  running  this  entire  mission- 
ary program  on  a  budget  much  smaller 
than  the  income  of  some  of  the  mem- 
ber churches  of  the  Fellowship. 

Every  dollar  given  to  the  home  mis- 
sion program  helps  every  other  area  of 
our  Fellowship.  Every  home  mission 
church  is  contractually  obligated  to  re- 
ceive offerings  for  foreign  missions, 
home  missions,  Grace  Schools,  Breth- 
ren Missionary  Herald,  National  Chris- 
tian Education,  and  the  other  agencies 
of  our  NFBC.  Thus  we  are  weaving 
into  the  fabric  of  each  new  mission 
church  a  family-support  program  that 
aids  in  the  overall  growth  of  our  Fel- 
lowship of  churches. 

We  need  your  daily  prayer  support 
for  our  personnel,  your  weekly  finan- 
cial support,  and  your  cooperation  so 
that  together  we  can  build  another 
successful  year  in  church  extension 
and  home  missions.  As  Dr.  R.  Paul 
Miller  stated  in  the  first  financial  re- 
port, "We  Praise  God"  and  take  cour- 
age and  look  to  Him  to  "supply  all 
your  [our]  need  according  to  his 
riches  in  glory  by  Christ  Jesus." 
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McDonalds  Commissioned 
by  North  Long  Beach  Church 


In  a  special  service  on  Sunday  eve- 
ning, December  30,  1973,  the  North 
Long  Beach  Brethren  Church  commis- 
sioned Mrs.  McDonald  and  me  to  a 
full-time  service  for  the  Lord.  Rev. 
Robert  W.  Thompson,  western  field 
secretary  for  The  Brethren  Home  Mis- 
sions Council,  was  the  guest  speaker 
for  the  occasion. 

The  reason  for  this  service  was  my 
acceptance  of  the  call  to  become  pas- 
tor of  the  Grace  Brethren  Church,  San 
Jose,  California.  I  had  candidated  at 
the  San  Jose  church  on  November  1 1, 
and  the  people  gave  me  a  definite  call 
to  be  their  pastor.  My  wife  and  1  felt 
this  was  a  call  from  God  to  a  Brethren 
Home  Mission  Church  to  fill  a  need. 

How  does  a  young  couple  reach  this 
point  in  their  lives?  We  felt  it  was  the 
providence  of  God  that  Judy  and  I 
knelt  together  and  were  being  sent 
forth  as  "soldiers  of  the  cross."  We 
both  came  from  Christian  homes  and 
as  children  were  taught  the  Scriptures. 
God  led  me  to  East  Pakistan  to  assist 
in  building  a  hospital  on  a  mission  site.

And  it  was  during  this  time  that  God 
put  into  my  heart  a  desire  to  go  into 
some  kind  of  full-time  Christian  work. 
Judy  always  had  the  desire  to  be  a 
pastor's  wife,  but  the  prospective 
pastor  did  not  appear  on  the  scene 
until  we  met  at  Moody  Bible  Institute, 
Chicago,  Illinois. 

We  both  received  practical  training 
at  Moody  Bible  Institute,  and  while  in 
Southern  California  we  served  in  the 
high  school  department  of  the  North 
Long  Beach  Brethren  Church.  It  was  at 
this  time  that  we  learned  to  love 
church  work. 

I  was  not  willing  to  settle  for  any- 
thing less  than  God's  best,  and  God 
seemed  to  be  saying  that  the  pastorate 
was  His  best  for  me.  Then  the  tele- 
phone call  came  from  San  Jose;  would 
I  be  interested  in  becoming  their  pas- 
tor? Interested!  Of  course,  I  was  inter- 
ested. And  step  by  step  God  has  pro- 
vided the  needed  peace  showing  that 
this  was  His  will. 


We  will  always  remember  this  ser- 
vice of  commission.  The  speaker  based  \ 
his  sermon  on  Acts  13,  and  I  remem- ! 
ber    his    three    points:    Work,    Work, 
Work.  It  is  not  easy  to  leave  a  well- 
organized  and  established  church.  It  is 
not  easy  to  say  good-bye  to  friends ! 
and  loved  ones,  but  the  excitement  of 
going  to  San  Jose  to  start  our  first  pas- 
torate and  the  special  commissioning 
service  took  care  of  all  of  these  things. 

After  the  worship  service  a  farewell 
fellowship  time  was  held  in  our  honor. 
These  Brethren  encouraged  us  with  the 
assurance  of  their  prayers  and  bless- 
ings. Even  though  we  felt  like  we  were  i 
leaving  the  nest  for  the  first  time,  we 
also  felt  like  soldiers  with  our  armor 
on  and  ready  to  go  out  to  battle  for  ■ 
the    Captain    who   has   never   lost   a  i 
battle.

If  education,  along  with  evangelism,  is 
God's  twin  interest  in  our  world,  we  should  get 
more  involved  with  brain  power. 

Christ,  You 
and  Education 

By  Knute  Larson 

Most  of  us  give  Solomon  an  A  for  saying,  "Much  study  is 
a  weariness  of  the  flesh"  (Eccles.  12:12). 

There's  one  test  that  wise  man  didn't  flunk. 

Education  is  one  thing  you  pay  for  and  then  try  not  to 
get.  So  for  those  who  are  students,  and  for  all  Christians 
who  are  called  to  use  their  heads  right,  we  must  come  up 
with  a  philosophy  of  education  that  makes  us  make  sense. 

Big  lie  No.  1  that  needs  smeared  if  we  are  to  have  a  good 
philosophy  of  education  is  this:  The  Physical  Is  Everything. 

The  body  first  and  foremost! 

Our  society  is  so  big  on  bodies  and  brawn  and  bosoms 
that  brain  seems  second-string  bench  warmers.  In  many  col- 
leges the  closest  they  come  to  a  scholastic  scholarship  is 
when  the  fullback  with  a  full  ride  sweeps  out  the  library  as 
his  monthly  chore. 

I  know  we  can't  schedule  study  games  and  call  the  audi- 
ence to  cheer  as  the  librarians  and  the  dean  of  academics 
put  their  best  students  in  snappy  sweatsuits  for  the  big 
skirmish.  Can't  you  hear  the  fans  yelling,  "Two  bits,  four 
bits,  six  bits,  a  dollar  ...  all  for  Grace,  stand  up  and  think!" 

It  doesn't  even  rhyme. 

But  we  sure  could  come  closer  to  using  our  heads  and 
not  going  for  "body  everything."  Our  whole  culture  is  so 
big  on  the  body  that  without  a  Biblical  understanding  many 
people  will  never  start  using  their  brains  for  spiritual  wel- 
fare, not  just  physical  whims. 

But  we  Christians  react  too  much.  And  sometimes  we 
react  to  The  Physical  Is  Everything  by  saying  The  Spiritual 
Is  Everything.  ("The  Lord  led  me  to  say  it.") 

In  our  reacting  to  the  emphasis  on  physical,  we  must  not 
forget  the  mental.  The  Christian  has  obligations  as  far  as  his 
study  habits  whether  he  is  a  professional  student  or  a  pastor 
or  a  factory  worker  who  loves  Christ  with  his  heart  and  his 
head. 

The  mental  is  very  important  too. 

Big  lie  No.  2  also  gets  a  faulty  reaction  from  Christians. 
The  lie  is.  Knowledge  Is  Everything  (as  far  as  we  know!). 

There's  humanism  with  its  emphasis  on  man's  use  of 
facts,  and  scientism  with  its  emphasis  on  the  facts  them- 


selves. Knowledge  is  the  god  of  many,  and  was  even  before 
Sputnik. 

But  sometimes  we  react  with  something  like.  Knowledge 
Is  Nothing.  ("Trust  in  the  Lord  with  all  thine  heart,"  we 
know!) 

So  we  put  down  study  as  if  it  were  dirt.  God  will  teach 
us  what  He  wants  us  to  know,  we  think. 

There's  the  person  who  is  "all  set  to  go  out  and  do  God's 
work,"  with  no  need  for  college  or  seminary.  I  mean  the 
one  called  to  the  pastorate  or  missions  who  needs  that  head 
stuff. 

There  are  the  people  in  church  who  feel  that  they  need 
no  instruction  in  the  organized  church,  no  disciplines. 
There  are  the  Christians  who  are  scared  of  science  and  fight 
liberal  arts  as  if  it  were  out  of  God's  area. 

The  truth  is,  knowledge  is  important.  "It  is  the  glory  of 
God  to  conceal  a  matter,  but  the  glory  of  kings  is  to  search 
out  a  matter"  (Prov.  25:2  NASB). 

So  let's  get  at  a  good  personal  philosophy  of  getting 
smarter.  Let's  include  the  Trinity  and  the  three  parts  of 
learning— our  head,  the  facts,  and  the  harder  step  of  getting 
the  two  together. 

I.   GOD  IS  THE   GIVER   OF  OUR   ABILITIES 

He  is  creator.  He  gave  us  our  heads.  He  told  us  to  learn. 
Genesis  has  the  creation  account  and  Psalm  139:14-24  says 
that  God  is  the  sovereign  Lord  of  our  abilities  and  our 
thoughts. 

So  I  accept  my  brain  as  God-given;  and  the  orders  to 
learn  as  nondebatable. 

The  universal  understanding  this  fact  should  give  me: 
appreciate  man 's  accomplishments  with  his  head. 

Sometimes  Christians  talk  about  "scientists"  as  if  they're 
part  Satanic.  The  church  was  the  one  that  asked  Copernicus 
and  Galileo  to  recant  their  discoveries,  and  Christians  were 
the  first  to  react  to  radio  (and  television)  because  they  used 
the  devil's  airwaves. 

Truth  is,  we  are  co-researchers  with  other  people  using 
their  abilities  to  learn  facts.  (We  may  not  be  their  allies!) 

The  practical  and  personal  response  to  this  (act— learn! 

There  is  no  room  to  wallow  in  ignorance.  Learning  is 
human.  It  is  God's  idea  for  us.  If  all  of  your  time  is  spent  in 
front  of  the  tube,  you  refuse  verses  like  Proverbs  23:23: 
"Buy  truth,  and  do  not  sell  it,  get  wisdom  and  instruction 
and  understanding"  (NASB). 

Learn!  And  here  are  some  other  implications  that  are 
practical: 

Don't  do  it  with  a  big  heao.  lie  grateful.  If  God  is  the 
giver  of  your  abilities,  then  you  have  no  room  to  brag  (1 
Cor.  4:7). 

Accept  your  IQ  and  your  A's  and  your  abilities  as  gifts, 
and  be  grateful. 

Study  the  best  you  can.  When  God  tells  you  to  do  some- 
thing, do  it  that  way.  "Whatever  your  head  finds  to  do,  do 
it  with  all  your  might,"  is  an  appropriate  paraphrase  of 
another  command  about  the  hand.

Be  honest  in  your  studies.  Forget  the  term-paper  fac- 
tories—"let  him  that  stole,  steal  no  more."  And  the  rest  of 
the  verse  says  that  you  should  work  with  your  own  hands 
so  you  could  have  to  give  to  other  people  who  don't  have 
(Eph.  4:28).  That's  why  you  are  learning— so  you  can  share 
it  and  help  others. 

II.  JESUS  CHRIST   IS  THE  SOURCE  OF  ALL  TRUTH 

That's  the  fact  of  faith,  based  on  descriptions  of  Christ 
like  Colossians  2:3:  "In  whom  are  hidden  all  the  treasures 
of  wisdom  and  knowledge"  (NASB). 

That  means  He  knows  everything  and  is  the  source  of  all 
reality  and  truth. 

After  the  Communists  overran  Peking  in  China,  they 
were  told,  "Any  fact  which  is  not  in  accord  with  revolu- 
tionary theory  is  not  a  true  fact."  A  Christian  says  some- 
thing similar  but  bigger,  "Any  fact  which  is  not  in  accord 
with  Jesus  Christ  is  not  a  true  fact." 

"The  earth  is  the  Lord's,  and  the  fullness  thereof 
(Psalm  24: 1).  All  of  life  and  history  is  related  to  creation  or 
redemption— the  making  of  the  world  or  the  way  that  it  is 
moving.  Christ  is  in  charge  of  both.  This  makes  Christ  wis- 
dom, and  our  fear  of  Him,  the  beginning  of  wisdom  for  us. 
Not  just  "Christian  wisdom"!  There  is  no  such  thing  as 
sacred  and  secular. 

God  didn't  whisper  to  Adam,  "Meet  me  here  twice  a 
week— Sundays  and  Wednesdays.  What  you  do  between 
times  or  how  you  eat  or  how  you  treat  Eve  isn't  important 
to  me."  God  meant  to  be  Lord  of  all  of  life. 

"All  things  have  been  created  through  Him  [Christ]  and 
for  Him"  (Col.  1:16  NASB).  If  this  is  not  true,  there  is  no 
explanation  for  the  world  and  its  directions. 
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"In  Him  all  things  were  created"  (v.   16).  And  God  is 
"through  Him  to  reconcile  all  things  to  Himself  (v.  20). 
That's  heavy  theology  and  practical  stuff. 

A  noted  astronomer  sat  next  to  a  Christian  on  a 
plane  once  and  gave  him  a  little  touche  with,  "I've 
never  had  much  interest  in  theology.  My  religion  can 
be  summed  up  in,  'Do  unto  others  what  you  would 
have  them  do  unto  you. 

The  Christian  was  quick:  "Well  I've  had  little  time 
for  astronomy.  My  views  are  summed  up  in,  'Twinkle 
twinkle,  little  star  .  .  .'  " 

God  is  not  sleeping,  and  we  offend  Him  when  we  look  at 
history  as  if  He  were.  Either  these  verses  are  true  or  they 
are  just  pretty  poetry— and  if  so,  let's  not  worry  about  in- 
filtrating all  of  truth  with  God's  side  of  the  picture! 

But  if  He  is  Creator  and  Sustainer,  if  all  things  were 
made  by  Him  and  for  Him,  then  we  must  hear  His  ideas 
when  we  study  how  man  started  but  also  when  we  see  the 
social  studies  of  how  man  gets  along  now! 

We  must  study  God  when  we  dissect  a  daisy,  but  also 
when  we  determine  how  better  ecology  can  make  better 
daisies,  and  forests,  and  rivers . .  . 

We  must  not  for  a  moment  leave  out  God  when  we  see 
how  man  was  made,  or  when  we  see  how  a  baby  is  born— 
the  teaching  of  sex  education  without  moralizing,  which 
"SI ECUS"  calls  for,  is  like  teaching  driver's  training  with- 
out defining  speed  laws. 

We  must  not  only  see  God  in  the  biology  of  the  human 
body  and  animals  but  also  honor  Him  with  our  competition 
and  love  when  we  play  sports  with  our  bodies. 

We  must  look  at  the  world  through  the  sacred  glasses- 
Christ  and  the  Bible. 

And  here  is  the  secret  of  what  a  Christian  school  can  do. 

It  takes  the  indirect  revelation  of  life  and  relates  it  to  the 
direct  revelation,  filtering  out  all  the  fallacies  with  the 
Bible.  And  then  it  ties  all  that  truth  in  with  all  of  life. 

The  natural  man  sees  the  world  like  I  see  an  orange  with 
its  skin  on.  The  spiritual  man  slices  that  orange  in  the  mid- 
dle and  can  begin  to  see  it  as  God  sees  it. 

The  universal  understanding,  therefore,  is  that  all  truth  is 
compatible  with  Christ.  If  it  doesn't  jibe  with  His  character 
or  what  He  taught,  it  just  is  not  true! 

The  practical  and  personal  part  of  this  fact— that  we 
should  see  everything  in  the  light  of  Christ.  And  that 
means  .  .  .  studying  the  Bible  (II  Tim.  2: 1 5).  If  we're  going 
to  look  at  life  as  Christ-centered  we  must  know  what  Christ 
is  like  and  what  His  Word  says. 

But  we  must  also  study  other  subjects.  If  all  of  life  is 
part  of  creation  or  redemption  (and  the  negative  fall  and 
continued  sin  of  man),  then  a  righteous  man  will  be  free  to 
study  all  good  subjects  and  to  correlate  them  with  truth. 

The  goal  of  this  kind  of  education-at  Grace  College  or 
in  the  kindergarten  at  Ashland  Christian  School  or  as  you 
study  the  newspaper  or  read  magazines  and  books— is  to 
destroy  speculations  and  proud  ideas,  and  to  bring  every 
thought  into  captivity  to  be  in  obedience  to  Christ  (II  Cor. 
10:5-7). 

So  we  find  a  fossil  and  label  it  sixty  million  years  old.

That's  speculation-put  it  down.  It  might  bring  on  lofty 
thinking—that  man  is  his  finest  and  okay  by  himself  be- 
cause he  has  evolved  and  come  a  long  way.  Get  rid  of  that 
too. 

Now  take  the  thought  into  captivity  to  the  obedience  of 
Christ— He  made  all— trust  Him.  We  don't  know  everything. 
What  a  way  to  watch  television!  What  a  way  to  read  a 
book-with  this  kind  of  a  look  at  truth! 

III.   THE   HOLY  SPIRIT   IS  THE 

ILLUMINATOR   OF   UNDERSTANDING 

The  fact  of  faith  here  is  that  the  Spirit  will  guide  us  into 
all  truth.  Jesus  promised  that  in  John  16;  13  (see  also  Isa. 
28:9-10;  John  14:26). 

If  all  truth  is  God's,  He  wants  us  to  know  it  as  He  sees 
best.  The  Spirit  of  the  Lord  is  the  spirit  of  wisdom  and 
understanding  (Isa.  1 1 :2-3). 

The  understanding  that  that  fact  ought  to  give  us:  we 
need  the  Holy  Spirit  and  guidance  if  we  are  to  sort  out 
truth  and  use  it  wisely. 

This  doesn't  mean  you  can't  know  much  at  M.I.T.,  but  it 
means  that  to  shuffle  the  facts  into  the  right  order,  and  to 
see  things  in  the  right  way,  you  need  the  Holy  Spirit. 

The  practical  and  personal.'  we  must  seek  understanding 
and  wisdom  with  the  help  of  the  Holy  Spirit. 

Pray.  If  you  lack  wisdom,  pray,  and  believe  you  will 
have  it  (James  1:5-6). 

Solomon's  request  for  knowledge  of  right  and  wrong 
ought  to  be  yours  (I  Kings  3:9-14).  To  judge  between  the 
good  and  the  bad— to  see  facts  in  the  proper  way  .  .  .  What  a 
reason  for  a  teacher  who  is  a  Christian  and  an  approach  to 
education  that's  Christian.  Bring  things  in  through  the 
spiritual  and  let  your  physical  decisions  and  actions  be 
based  upon  a  spiritual  understanding  that's  the  result  of 
prayer. 

/   was    water  skiing  recently  and  panicked  on  a 

corner.  I  let  go  of  the  rope  so  that  I  wouldn  't  fall 

when   it  jerked.   I  was  the  jerk,  because  I  went  no- 
where without  the  power! 

"Our  sufficiency  is  of  God"  (II  Cor.  3:5)  and  we  must 
pray  for  His  understanding.  Before  we  got  to  the  ocean,  our 
daughter  heard  it  had  salt  in  it  and  asked  why.  When  her 
mother  didn't  know,  Elise  decided  to  ask  God.  Okay.  "Dear 
God,  why  does  the  ocean  have  salt  in  it?"  she  prayed  aloud. 
And  with  the  opening  of  her  eyes,  "He  didn't  tell  me!" 

And  there  will  be  need  for  more  than  prayer  as  you  seek 
for  truth  .  .  . 

Work  Study. 

Don't  quit  studying  when  you  are  out  of  school.  Don't 
loaf  mentally  every  evening  if  you've  got  that  time!  Turn 
off  the  television  and  start  reading  something! 

Cooperate.  Work  together  with  the  Holy  Spirit  so  that 
you  really  learn.  Learn  from  others.  Your  mistakes.  Tough 
situations  of  life. 

Submit.  True  education  is  part  of  a  plan  where  you  sub- 
mit to  Jesus  Christ  as  Lord  of  your  life  (Col.  3: 1 7-doing  all

in  His  name).  The  student  would  do  well  to  be  reborn, 
submitting  his  mind  and  all  of  life  to  Jesus  Christ. 

And  that  will  mean  being  submissive  to  teachers  and 
administration,  given  by  God  to  schools  and  churches.  Your 
teachers  should  be  ones  who  recognize  God's  lordship  not 
only  in  the  universe  but  in  their  personal  lives,  which  is  the 
heart  of  the  matter. 

Go  to  it.  You  are  ready  for  years  of  shoveling  and  dig- 
ging to  go  get  God's  truth.  You  will  feel  like  quitting,  or 
majoring  on  extracurricular  activities  and  barely  making  a 
sweat  with  the  mental-but  don't  do  it! 

If  the  pansy  picture  of  the  bookworm  always  reading 
Brittanica  doesn't  fit  you,  neither  should  you  let  yours  be 
the  image  of  the  proverbial  goof-off  who  gets  saved  with  a 
D,  yet  so  as  by  fire. 

Education,  along  with  evangelism,  is  God's  twin  interest 
in  our  world,  so  He  will  watch  what  you  do  here. 

If  we  can't  expect  cheerleaders  to  yell  to  students,  "Go! 
Study!  Think!"  may  1  call  you  to  hear  the  life  of  Jesus- 
"increased  in  wisdom"  (Luke  2:52);  the  cheers  ofPaul-ln 
Christ  "are  hid  all  the  treasures  of  wisdom  and  knowledge" 
(Col.  2:2-3);  or  the  glee  of  Solomon -"It  is  the  glory  of 
God  to  conceal  a  thing:  but  the  honour  of  kings  is  to  search 
out  a  matter"  (Prov.  25:2). 

Proceed— with  a  balanced  life— but  as  a  student,  if  that, 
after  all,  is  your  calling  for  now.  And  if  you  go  at  this 
calling  in  a  shoddy  way,  what  hope  is  there  for  a  better 
position  in  God's  factory,  the  world,  when  you  graduate,  if 
indeed  you  do? 

If  you  could  see  studying  as  a  mountain  to  be  climbed— 
not  just,  as  those  Mt.  Everest  hikers  used  to  say,  "because  it 
is  there,"  but  because  Jesus  Christ  is  there— then  climb, 
man.  Use  your  head.  Put  your  heart  in  submission  to  His 
lordship— and  then  get  your  feet  digging. 

Go.  Use  your  picks. 

The  higher  you  get  the  more  you  will  know  this  is  God's 
world,  and  you  are  discovering  Him. 

And  He  is  worth  knowing  better!

the  Son— center  and  source  of  all  truth 
and  r/ze  ^p/nY-illuminator  of  our  understand- 
ings .  .  .

A  New  Age  of 
Anxiety  for 
the  Jews' 


II 


The  above  caption  appeared  in 
Newsweek  for  December  17,  1973.  To 
describe  its  significance  the  article 
made  reference  to  rumors  of  bumper 
stickers  carrying  ominous  threats  to 
the  Jews.  In  the  Midwest  one  was  re- 
ported to  read,  "We  can  do  without 
Jews,  but  not  without  oil."  Near  Los 
Angeles  another  was  said  to  carry 
these  words,  "We  want  oil,  not  Jews." 
In  the  Boston  region  a  man  declared 
he  saw  one  that  carried  these  words, 
"Burn  Jews,  not  oil."  Whether  the 
bumper-sticker  rumor  is  fact  or 
fiction,  it  must  be  admitted  that  there 
is  a  new  wave  of  anti-Semitism  stretch- 
ing across  the  world. 

Japan  has  finally  yielded  to  the  in- 
tense pressure  of  need  for  oil  in  its 
commonwealth,  and  has  made  conces- 
sions to  the  Arab  oil  magnates  calcu- 
lated to  work  ill  toward  the  nation  of 
Israel.  European  nations  have  turned  a 
cold  shoulder  to  the  United  States  in 
its  effort  to  support  Israel  in  the  pres- 
ent Arab-Israeli  crisis.  Our  country  is 
today  teetering  on  the  edge  in  its  ef- 
fort to  mediate  the  present  crisis,  and, 
if  anything,  is  leaning  in  the  direction 
of  bringing  pressure  on  Israel  to  yield 
to  Arab  demands. 

There  is  no  question  but  that  the 
Geneva  peace  negotiations  are  weight- 
ed against  Israel.  As  one  U.  S.  News 
and  World  Report  correspondent  put 
it,  as  recorded  in  the  issue  of  Decem- 
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ber  24,  1973:  "Israel  goes  into  the 
peace  conference  in  a  mood  of  pro- 
found skepticism.  There  is  genuine  de- 
sire for  a  settlement  but  a  strong  suspi- 
cion that  the  ultimate  Arab  goal  is 
liquidation  of  the  Jewish  state,  not  a 
durable  peace.  As  Golda  Meir,  prime 
minister  of  Israel,  expressed  it,  a  peace 
requiring  withdrawal  from  all  territory 
occupied  in  1967,  'would  only  be  a 
quiet  interlude  of  a  few  years  between 
wars!'  " 

What  Does  the 
Immediate  Future  Hold? 

There  is  no  question  that  Israeli  of- 
ficials feel  strongly  that  they  enter  the 
peace  conference  at  a  distinct  dis- 
advantage. They  face  the  clever  argu- 
ments of  Arab  and  Soviet  nations  with 
only  one  nation  displaying  any  friend- 
liness, namely,  the  United  States,  and 
it  is  feeling  the  mounting  pressures  of 
the  rest  of  the  world  crying  out  for  oil. 
For  far  less  than  an  energy  crisis,  the 
rights  of  small  nations  have  been  sold 
out.  It  was  a  Jew,  who  was  God  in- 
carnate in  human  flesh,  that  was  sold 
out  to  Rome  by  Jewish  officialdom 
1,900  years  ago.  "Consider  that  it  is 
expedient  for  us,  that  one  man  should 
die  for  the  people,  and  that  the  whole 
nation  perish  not"  (John  1 1 :  50). 


The  experiences  of  the  Children  of  ■ 
Israel  have  followed  this  pattern  down 
through  the  centuries.  It  was  an  Egyp- 
tian monarch  who  felt  that  his  nation 
was  more  important  than  the  Children 
of  Israel  who  dwelt  within  the  borders  | 
of  his  land,  and  he  plotted  their  ex-  | 
termination    (Exod.    1:7-16).    This  j 
Pharaoh    forgot    that    it   was  one   of 
those   Jews  who  decades  before  had 
saved  the  entire  empire  from  starva- 
tion. Centuries  later  a  clever  politician  ij 
in  the  Persian  court  plotted  the  mas-  ■| 
sacre  of  the  entire  Jewish  population 
(Esther,  chap.  3).  In  this  instance  the 
king   unwittingly  agreed  to  the  plot, 
not  realizing  that  one  of  those  Jews 
had    saved    his    own    life    (Esther 
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Though  a  cease  fire  has  temporarily  quieted  the  IVIiddie  East, 

the  nation  of  Israel  continues  to  take  on  the  characteristics  of  a 

"heavy  stone"  in  the  path  of  surrounding  nations.  Prophecy 

warns  them  against  trying  to  "lift  it. " 


2:21-23).  In  more  recent  history  it  was 
a  madman  who  came  into  authority  in 
Germany,  and  actuaDy  accomplished 
the  extermination  of  six  million  Jews 
within  a  period  of  five  or  six  years. 

The  world  waits  almost  breathlessly 
for  the  outcome  of  the  peace  confer- 
ence now  in  session.  Is  it  possible  that 
any  good  can  be  achieved  in  this  parli- 
ament of  nations  where  the  hostility 
against  Israel  is  so  evident?  Does  the 
experience  of  the  past  twenty-five 
years  cast  any  light  on  the  immediate 
future?  If  so,  then  any  negotiations, 
however  bright  they  may  appear  at 
first  sight,  can  only  end  in  failure. 
From  the  moment  that  Israel  became  a 
nation,  there  has  been  a  satanically  de- 


vised scheme  for  the  liquidation  of  this 
nation.  One  war  after  another  has  de- 
veloped during  the  past  twenty-five 
years.  No  peace  or  cease-fire  has  been 
any  more  than  a  temporary  lull  in  the 
hostilities. 

What  Is  the  Long-range  Outlook? 

Five  centuries  before  Christ  a 
prophet  of  God  uttered  a  word  that 
unfolds  the  destiny  of  this  people  to 
the  very  end  of  the  age.  Zechariah 
prophesied: 

"The  burden  of  the  word  of  the 
Lord  concerning  Israel.  Thus  de- 
clares the  Lord  who  stretches  out 
the  heavens,  lays  the  foundation  of 
the  earth,  and  forms  the  spirit  of 
man  within  him:  'Behold,  I  am 
going  to  make  Jerusalem  a  cup  that 
causes  reeling  to  all  the  peoples 
around;  and  when  the  siege  is 
against  Jerusalem,  it  will  also  be 
against  Judah.  And  it  will  come 
about  in  that  day  that  I  will  make 
Jerusalem  a  heavy  stone  for  all  the 
peoples;  all  who  lift  it  will  be  se- 
verely injured.  And  all  the  nations 
of  the  earth  will  be  gathered  against 
it"'(Zech.  12:1-3  NASB). 

The  setting  for  this  development  is 
marked  by  the  phrase  "in  that  day"  of 
verse  3.  This  points  to  the  end  of  the 
age.  The  situation  is  a  gradually  devel- 
oping one,  extending  over  a  period  of 
time  and  then  climaxing  at  the  end  of 
the  age.  This  is  suggested  by  the  pro- 
gressive idea  in  the  words  of  verse  2, 
"am  going."  The  significance  is  sug- 
gested by  the  fact  that  Judah  and  Jeru- 
salem are  regarded  as  a  national  entity. 
This  idea  has  existed  long  enough  so 
that  it  has  created  a  feeling  of  hostility 
among  the  Gentile  nations. 

Three  movements  of  thought  run 
through  these  verses.  Verse  1  consists 
of  supernatural  authentication  of  the 
prediction  concerning  Israel.  Quite  evi- 
dently there  is  something  about  this 
prediction   concerning   the   nation   of 


Israel  that  requires  iTie  strongest  ratifi- 
cation to  encourage  men  to  believe  it. 

Verse  2  marks  an  international 
alignment  of  nations  against  the  nation 
of  Israel.  Jerusalem  is  named  as  the 
seat  of  government,  and  Judah  is 
named  as  the  extent  of  governmental 
control.  To  the  nations  this  national 
entity  becomes  a  cup  of  reeling,  or 
better,  a  basin  of  intoxication  and  con- 
fusion. As  the  nations  direct  their  at- 
tention upon  this  Israel,  they  are 
thrown  into  a  state  of  emotional  in- 
toxication which  issues  in  a  swirling 
concourse  of  mental  confusion  direct- 
ed against  this  state. 

The  third  verse  is  the  climax.  There 
is  universal  mobilization  of  the  nations 
against  the  state  of  Israel.  The  text  de- 
scribes Israel  as  a  "burdensome  stone" 
(KJV,  ASV)  or  a  "heavy  stone" 
(NASB)  as  viewed  by  the  nations.  It 
appears  to  be  the  kind  of  stone  that 
the  farmer  feels  mars  his  field  and 
hinders  its  cultivation.  In  the  eyes  of 
the  nations  it  must  be  that  they  regard 
Israel  as  in  some  way  standing  in  the 
way  of  progress  and  welfare  of  rest  of 
the  world.  But  these  nations  who  dare 
to  try  and  lift  it  and  remove  it  from 
the  scene  will  be  injured  beyond  re- 
demption. In  spite  of  this  peril,  all  the 
nations  converge  on  the  state  of  Israel 
to  destroy  it. 

Is  it  possible  that  we  are  seeing  en- 
acted before  our  eyes  the  progressive 
unfolding  of  this  prophetic  picture? 
Consider  the  fact  that  this  nation  is 
now  in  the  full  attention  of  the  entire 
world.  Consider  the  fact  that  its  exis- 
tence has  precipitated  a  crisis,  real  or 
fancied,  for  because  of  it  the  Arabs 
have  initiated  an  oil  embargo.  Consider 
the  mounting  emotion  and  the  mael- 
strom of  confusion  that  is  running  rife 
through  the  Gentile  world.  Could  all 
this  mean  that  the  shadows  of  the  clos- 
ing days  of  the  age  are  upon  us?  The 
parallels  are  so  precise  that  we  dare 
not  shrug  them  off.  Surely  the  com- 
ing of  the  Lord  draws  near!  ^ 
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Don't  Call  Me  That  Bli

Seven  years  ago,  Gerri,  now  a  sec- 
ond semester  sophomore  at  Grace  Col- 
lege, learned  the  horrible  news  that 
within  two  years  she  would  be  blind. 
At  age  sixteen,  she  was  told  by  her 
doctor  that  her  problem  reading  the 
blackboard  and  books  was  one  of 
three  diseases.  She  was  recommended 
to  a  clinic  where  the  disease  was  diag- 
nosed as  one  that  affected  the  nerve 
endings  and  pigment  in  the  eye.  This 
was  discovered  through  tests  involving 
eye  charts  and  watching  a  bouncing 
white  ball. 

Gerri  had  a  lot  of  fun  as  well  as 
much  fear  during  this  time.  For  ex- 
ample, through  so  many  eye-chart 
tests  she  memorized  them.  A  new 
doctor  asked  her  to  read  a  chart  one 
day  in  his  office,  and  Gerri  asked  him 
for  the  first  letter,  which  is  the  key  to 
identifying  the  chart.  He  told  her,  and 
she  promptly  quoted  the  entire  chart. 
The  doctor  then  said  she  could  see  fine 
and  was  not  going  blind. 

But  the  fear  was  there,  too.  Her 
parents  knew  she  had  the  disease  from 
the  time  she  was  five  years  old,  but 
since  she  likely  would  not  be  affected 
by  it  until  she  was  about  forty,  they 
never  mentioned  it  to  her.  "I  really  ad- 
mire them  for  that,"  Gerri  remarks. 

In  July  of  1966,  three  months  prior 
to  Gerri's  discovery  of  blindness,  she 
accepted  the  Lord  at  a  Wednesday 
night  prayer  meeting  at  the  Grace 
Brethren  Church  in  Des  Moines,  Iowa. 
She  told  God  she  was  willing  to  go  to 
the    mission   field,  and,  in   fact,  her 
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heart  was  set  on  it.  But  in  October, 
with  the  discovery  of  approaching 
blindness,  Gerri's  heart  sank  as  she  felt 
all  doors  to  full-time  Christian  service 
had  been  slammed  in  her  face. 

Because  her  parents  knew  of  the 
blindness  they  accepted  it  a  lot  faster 
than  Gerri,  which  was  an  advantage. 
"My  four  sisters  and  two  brothers  ac- 
cepted it,  too,  and  they  kept  on  teas- 
ing me  as  they  always  did."  This  was 
also  a  help  in  periods  of  despondency. 
Her  newfound  faith  and  words  of  en- 
couragement from  her  pastor  helped 
to  keep  her  going. 

The  first  step  in  the  long  process  of 
learning  to  live  as  a  blind  person  began 
immediately  at  the  Iowa  Braille  and 
Sight  Saving  School  in  Vinton,  Iowa. 
Here  she  attended  regular  high  school 
classes  along  with  concentrated  BraUle 
and  travel  courses. 

Three    of  Gerri's    teachers  at   the 
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school  were  blind:  the  English  teacher, 
the  piano  teacher,  and  the  Braille 
teacher.  The  latter  teacher  was  also  a 
Christian,  and  Gerri  found  it  particu- 
larly easy  to  relate  to  her. 

Gerri's  experiences  became  a  chal- 
lenge to  her.  The  times  she  was  put 
out  on  the  street  and  told  to  find  her 
way  back  and  the  learning  of  a  "new 
language"  all  made  her  "more  deter- 
mined not  to  be  pitied." 

Perhaps  her  greatest  challenge  came 
when  the  ambitious  girl  thought  her 
dream  to  work  with  children  had  van- 
ished. As  a  junior  in  high  school  she 
was  allowed  to  work  with  the  children 
at  the  Braille  and  Sight  Saving  School. 
Then  the  big  challenge  came  her  senior 
year  when  her  principal  took  her  to  a 
local  elementary  school  where  she 
worked  with  the  children. 

She  was  taught,  in  the  special 
school,  new  ways  of  using  her  senses. 
Her  hearing  became  so  finely  tuned 
that  she  could  hear  the  vibrations 
given  off  by  various  objects.  She  can 
walk  into  a  room  and  tell  where  things 
are  because  of  these  vibrations. 

One  of  the  strongest  impressions 
was  that  "being  blind  isn't  as  bad  as 
society  makes  it."  Gerri  often  reminds 
people— "I  can  do  anything  a  normal 
person  can  do,  within  reason."  The 
teachers  at  the  school  made  Gerri  very 
aware  of  this.  If  any  student  had  a 
problem  with  work,  the  teacher  would 
locate  the  problem.  The  next  step 
would  be  to  "show"  the  student  how 
to  do  it,  "undo"  it,  and  then  allow  the 
student  to  accomplish  it  on  his  own. 

Blindness  is  not  at  all  like  she  ex- 
pected it  to  be.  "It  isn't  darkness,  it's 
just  seeing  nothing."  Her  blindness  be- 
came a  reality  in  an  odd  situation  four 
and  a  half  years  after  her  diagnosis.  "I 
had  learned  to  do  things  as  though  I 
was  blind,  so  when  the  pastor  came  in 
and  told  me  1  was  in  the  dark  I  didn't 
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Many  are  surprised  when  they  learn  Gerri

believe  him."  When  told  what  time  it 
was,  she  realized  it  was  indeed  dark 
and  that  she  was  blind. 

Gerri  graduated  in  June  of  1971 
from  the  Iowa  Braille  and  Sight  Saving 
School.  Since  the  school  was  on  the 
modular  system,  Gerri,  an  alert  stu- 
dent, advanced  at  her  own  rate  and 
caught  up  on  the  courses  she  lost  while 
concentrating  on  studying  Braille  and 
travel. 

The  summer  of  her  graduation 
Gerri  attended  classes  at  the  Iowa 
Commission  for  the  Blind  in  Des 
Moines.  Here  she  learned  new  tech- 
niques in  walking  with  "Seemore,"  her 
white  cane.  Philosophy  classes  cen- 
tered around  the  problems  blind 
people  face. 

Illness  struck  and  Gerri's  plans  to 
enter  Grace  College  in  the  fall  of  1971 
were  delayed.  During  the  four  and  a 
half  months  of  waiting,  Gerri  increased 
her  ability  to  read  and  write  Braille. 

Finally  arriving  in  Winona  Lake,  In- 
diana, in  January  of  1971,  she  met  the 
person  "who  taught  me  the  most 
about  being  independent-my  room- 
mate. Debbie  never  let  people  do 
anything  for  me  that  I  could  do  for 
myself."  Deb  Cahill  became  Gerri's 
teacher  in  "learning  the  difference  be- 
tween being  independent  and  being 
stubborn." 

Soon  after  arriving,  Gerri  declared  a 
major  in  Bible  and  a  minor  in  art. 
Many  marvel  at  the  art  minor,  but  be- 
cause of  alert  senses  the  talented  girl 
finds  work  with  clay  and  mosaics  quite 
easy.  She  does  drawings  with  felt  tip 
pens;  for  with  the  tip  of  the  pen  she 
can  feel  where  previous  lines  end. 

Those  touched  by  her  life  often 
find  it  an  interesting  experience.  One 
may  walk  into  her  room,  find  her  do- 
ing something  strange,  and  hear  her  ex- 
plain, "I  lost  something  and  am  'braill- 
ing'  the  room  for  it."  She  never  sits  in 


a  dark  room,  even  though  she  doesn't 
need  a  light.  "People  think  you're 
weird  if  you  sit  in  a  dark  room,"  she 
explains. 

Her  courses  are  planned  a  full  se- 
mester in  advance  so  that  her  books 
may  be  sent  to  the  Iowa  Commission 
for  the  Blind  to  be  put  on  tape.  A  few 
of  her  books  are  in  Braille.  Her  Bible, 
given  to  her  by  the  faculty  of  Grace 
College,  is  eighteen  volumes  and  is  in 
Braille.  There  are  students  who  read  to 
her  and  help  her  with  her  homework, 
some  of  these  are  paid  by  the  Commis- 
sion. 

Frustrations  come  to  the  blind  girl 
who  perhaps  knows  more  about  walk- 
ing by  faith  and  not  by  sight  than  any 
of  us  who  take  sight  for  granted.  One 
frustration  is  when  she  is  sitting  in  a 
class  and  a  professor  puts  something 
on  the  board  and  then  says:  "This  is 
how  I  want  it  to  look  .  .  ."  or  "In  this 
example ..."  Gerri  does  feel  good 
about  this  at  the  same  time  as  being 
frustrated.  "I  know  then  that  they 
aren't  thinking,  'Oh,  Gerri's  in  the 
class— I  have  to  explain  it.'  They  con- 
sider me  a  normal  person."  One  of  her 
biggest  frustrations  is  people  who  want 
to  help  because  they  pity  her-not  be- 
cause they  want  to  help. 

Winter  is  the  time  of  the  year  the 
sensitive  hearer  does  not  like.  Snow 
changes  the  sound  of  things  and  it 
makes  it  harder  for  her  to  identify  her 
location. 


She  appreciates  the  people  at  Grace 
because  they  have  taught  her  so  much 
about  accepting  herself  as  a  blind  per- 
son. She  is  not  totally  blind,  for  on 
bright  days  she  can  see  the  sun  and  on 
the  snow  she  can  at  times  see  the  out- 
hne  of  buildings.  For  this  reason,  and 
because  she  feels  that  blindness  is  her 
characteristic  just  as  hair  color  is  a 
characteristic  of  another,  she  asks, 
"Don't  call  me  that  blind  girl." 

Last  summer  Gerri  wanted  to  use 
her  blindness  for  the  Lord,  so  she 
worked  at  the  Christian  Fellowship  for 
the  Blind  in  South  Pasadena,  Cali- 
fornia. Here  she  made  copies  of  Braille 
books  by  the  thermoforming  process 
where  a  Braille  page  has  a  plastic  sheet 
placed  over  it,  and  through  oven  heat 
the  plastic  melts  to  the  formation  of 
the  Braille  page. 

There  is  an  organization  being 
established  to  find  a  cure  for  this 
specific  disease  that  Gerri  has,  so 
someday  she  may  regain  her  sight.  But 
for  now  the  Lord  is  using  her  in  many 
ways  to  reach  many  people  for  Him. 
She  has  ended  up  in  the  hospital  a  few 
times  but  has  used  these  times  to  bring 
honor  to  the  name  of  her  Lord.  One 
time  she  quoted  verses  to  the  doctor 
and  another  time  she  quoted  verses  as 
she  was  preparing  to  go  to  the  operat- 
ing room. 

After  graduation  from  college,  she 
plans  to  enter  some  area  of  full-time 
Christian  service— a  dream  renewed.  # 
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It  has  been  said  that  since  Isaac 
Watts  and  Charles  Wesley  no  one  per- 
son has  written  as  many  hymn  texts  as 
Fanny  Crosby,  who  authored  more 
than  eight  thousand  of  them  during 
the  last  fifty  years  of  her  life.  Approxi- 
mately sixty  of  these  hymns  remain  in 
current  use  and  are  included  in  stan- 
dard hymnals;  others  may  be  located 
in  Sunday  School  books.  Her  songs  are 
sung  both  in  the  United  States  and 
abroad. 

Frances  Jane  Crosby  was  born  at 
South  East,  Putnam  County,  New 
York  on  March  24,  1820.  Within  six 
weeks  she  became  blind,  the  result  of 
improper  treatment  of  ocular  inflam- 
mation. Her  first  poem,  published 
when  she  was  eight,  reflects  her  atti- 
tude toward  this  affliction: 

"Oh,  what  a  happy  soul  am  I, 
Although  I  cannot  see! 

I  am  resolved  that  in  this  world 
Contented  I  will  be." 
And  she  did  seem  to  be  always  con- 
tented. 

She  was  educated  at  the  New  York 
City  School  for  the  Blind-one  of  her 
instructors  there  was  Grover  Cleve- 
land. After  graduation  she  served  that 
school  for  eleven  years  (1847-1858)  as 
teacher  of  English  grammar,  rhetoric, 
and  Roman  and  American  history. 
Three  volumes  of  her  verses  were  pub- 
lished during  her  association  with  the 
school:  A  Blind  Girl,  and  Other 
Poems,  in  1844,  while  she  was  still  a 
sXudenl;  Monteresy,  and  Other  Poems, 
in  1849,  and  A  Wreath  of  Columbia's

Flowers,  in  1858.  Her  teaching  career 
ended  in  1858  when  she  married  Alex- 
ander Van  Alstyne,  a  blind  musician 
who  provided  music  for  some  of  her 
poems. 

Between  1853  and  1858  Miss  Cros- 
by wrote  twenty  "popular"  and  min- 
strel songs  set  to  music  by  George  F. 
Root.  William  B.  Bradbury  (composer 
of  "Sweet  Hour  of  Prayer")  was  the 
first  to  encourage  Fanny  to  write 
poems  for  hymns.  Her  initial  venture 
in  this  area  was  a  song  for  death  and 
burial  entitled  "We  Are  Going,  We  Are 
Going,"  which  was  set  by  Bradbury 
and  published  in  the  Golden  Censer  in 
1864. 

National  success  came  to  her  with 
the  publication  of  "Safe  in  the  Arms 
of  Jesus"  which  may  be  found  in 
many  of  today's  hymnals.  Those  verses 
were  born  in  1868  when  the  com- 
poser, W.  H.  Doane,  requested  Fanny 
to  furnish  him  with  stanzas  on  that 
subject  while  he  waited.  Reportedly, 
she  composed  the  lines  within  half  an 
hour.  Fanny  Crosby's  career  as  gospel 
song  writer  had  been  successfully 
launched. 

Many  stories  have  been  written 
about  the  production  of  individual 
Crosby  hymns.  A  similar  thread  runs 
through  them  all:  how  an  evangelist  or 
composer  needed  a  song  for  a  specific 
occasion  or  a  text  for  music  already 


composed,  and  how  Fanny  supplied  it 
either  while  he  waited  or  within  a  few 
hours  of  his  request.  George  Stebbins 
claimed  that  prior  to  composing  her 
lines  Fanny  held  a  small  book  or  a 
Testament  close  to  her  sightless  eyes.i 
then  retired  to  a  neighboring  room  to 
ponder  and  form  the  verses. 

Fanny  Crosby's  lyrics  are  not  great: 
poetry  but  are  characterized  by  sim-( 
plicity  and  earnestness;  their  con-i 
tinued  popularity  is  due  largely  to  the 
music  to  which  they  have  been 
wedded.  Evangelist-composers  sought 
her  out  for  poems  to  incorporate  their 
ideas  or  to  fit  their  melodies.  For 
several  years  she  was  under  contract  to 
write  three  hymns  per  week  for  Bige- 
low  &  Main,  New  York  music  publish- 
ers. She  could  retain  in  memory  many 
stanzas;  instead  of  having  them  written 
down  for  her  customers,  she  remem- 
bered them  and  recited  them  for  the 
customer  to  take  down  from  her  dic- 
tation. Only  rarely  did  she  sign  a  work 
with  her  married  name,  Frances  Van 
Alstyne.  She  preferred  to  use  Fanny  or 
Fanny  J.  Crosby,  to  sign  with  varying 
initials  or  with  one  of  many  noms  de 
plume— Giace  J.  Frances,  Edith  G. 
Cherry,  Kate  Grimley,  Jenie  Glenn, 
and  Ella  Dale  are  but  a  few  of  these. 

In  later  years  she  resided  in  Bridge- 
port, Connecticut.  Although  it  is  re- 
corded that  she  was  a  member  of  the 
Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  nothing 
has  been  written  concerning  her  con- 
version experience. 

On  February  12,  1915,  newspapers 
reported  the  death  of  Frances  Van  Als- 
tyne in  Bridgeport.  Fanny  Crosby,  in 
her  ninety-fifth  year,  was  "Safe  in  the^^ 
Arms   of  Jesus."   The  Fanny  Crosby; 
Memorial  Association  was  established . 
in  Bridgeport  and  a  drive  was  launched  ' 
to  "erect  a  fitting  monument  to  her 
memory   which  shall   not   only   be  a 
blessing  to  humanity,  but  shall  add  a 
glorious,  fittingly  attractive  institution 
to  our  city!"  On  November  1.  1925, 
the  Fanny  Crosby  Memorial  Home  for 
the  Aged  was  opened.  Homer  Rode- 
heaver  asked  to  be  permitted  to  fur- 
nish the  prayer  table  for  the  chapel 
and  to  donate  all  of  the  recordings  of 
his  songs. 

But  perhaps  the  best  memorial  to 
Fanny  is  the  one  she  herself  wrote- 
hymns  like  "Blessed  Assurance,"  "Tellt 
Me  the  Story  of  Jesus,"  "Saved  by 
Grace,"  and  "Safe  in  the  Arms  of 
Jesus."  »«

Recently,  six  youths  forced  a 
/oung  woman  in  Boston  to  pour  gaso- 
ine  over  herself.  Then,  they  set  her 
iblaze.  The  nation  read  the  headlines 
vith  horror  and  disbelief.  Police  Com- 
nissioner  Robert  diGrazia  blamed  the 
rtctim's  death  on  a  television  film, 
^uzz,  shown  the  night  before  on  ABC 
rV  in  which  similar  crimes  were  vivid- 
y  depicted. 

The  executives  responsible  for  clut- 
ering  the  airwaves  should  receive  our 
;onstant  protest  against  programs  that 
iemean  human  hfe  and  glorify  vio- 
ence,    revenge,    deviate   behavior   or

murder.  There  are  enough  examples  to 
prove  that  in  some  cases  there  can  be  a 
direct  causal  relationship  between  a 
crime  and  a  television  program  model- 
ing criminal  behavior. 

But  the  growing  public  cry  against 
television  is  still  only  one  side  of  a 
very  complicated  story.  The  problem 
is  not  just  the  boob  tube  but  all  us 
boobs  who  sit  staring  at  it  with  no  ap- 
parent discipline  or  self-control. 

Before  you  write  me  off  as  another 
snooty  educator  let  me  confess  my 
own  guilt.  We  are  in  this  thing  together 
and  only  together  will  we  find  an  ade- 
quate Christian  position  on  media  use. 

Last  year  Gospel  Films,  Inc.  re- 
leased my  film  TV  and  Thee,  a  20- 
minute  montage  of  questions  and  an- 


swers about  television  featuring  com- 
edy, satire,  drama,  interviews,  historic 
and  current  television  and  film  foot- 
age. The  feedback  on  this  film,  which 
was  produced  to  get  Christian  families 
thinking  and  talking  about  their  tele- 
vision habits,  has  been  fascinating. 
Four  points  stand  out: 

1.  Most  Christian  families  have  no 
idea  how  much  time  they  spend 
watching  television. 

We  claim  the  lordship  of  Christ  over 
our  daily  lives  yet,  according  to  the 
research  director  of  the  St.  Clement 
Film  Society,  "Churchmen  join  with 
the  rest  in  spending  more  time  looking 
at  television  than  they  do  at  any  other 
activity  aside  from  sleeping  and  work- 
ing." Reputable  survey  organizations 
report  that  the  average  American 
spends  twenty  hours  a  week  watching 
television;  the  average  set  is  on  eight  or 
nine  hours  every  day.  That  amounts  to 
approximately  one  and  a  half  months 
a  year  (24  hours  a  day)  we  spend 
watching  television.  A  graduating 
senior  has  watched  about  15,000 
hours  on  TV  in  comparison  to  the 
10,800  hours  spent  in  school.  Com- 
pare that  to  the  little  time  spent  in 
church  or  church  school  classes,  family 
worship  or  play. 

Time  yourself 

You  are  tired  of  polls  and  surveys, 
right?  You  don't  believe  you  or  your 
family  spend  anything  like  that  much 
time  watching  TV,  correct?  But  have 
you  ever  tried  to  determine  how  much 
time  you  actually  spend  in  the  TV 
room?  Try  it.  Put  a  note  pad  and 
pencil  on  the  top  of  the  set.  Instruct 
the  family  to  write  down  when  it  goes 
on,  when  it  goes  off,  and  how  long 
each  person  watches  it. 

If  you  prove  yourself  innocent  of 
video  gluttony,  hoorah!  If  you  find 
yourself  guilty,  that  is  another  matter. 
Think  what  could  be  achieved  in  per- 
sonal and  family  growth  in  even  half 
the  time  we  spend  watching  television. 
Paul  instructs  us  to  redeem  "the  time, 
because  the  days  are  evil"  (Eph.  5:16). 
That  verse  might  find  some  painful  ap- 
plication here.

2.  Too  many  Oihstian  families  are 
not  really  convinced  that  television  in- 
fluences their  attitudes  and  behavior. 

We  have  the  illusion  that  what  we 
watch  has  no  effect  on  what  we  think 
or  do.  W.  W.  Charters  reported  as  far 
back  as  1935  that  "the  attitude  to- 
wards any  social  value  can  be  measur- 
ably changed  by  one  exposure  to  a 
film,  and  the  effects  are  cumulative 
and  of  substantial  permanence." 

TV  a  person-bender 

It  has  been  aptly  said  that  statistics 
only  support  statisticians;  however,  it 
doesn't  take  reading  all  the  data  avail- 
able to  get  insight  into  television's 
power  as  a  person-bender.  My  two 
children  (ages  two  and  three)  have 
proved  more  to  me  than  all  the  studies 
combined.  "Sesame  Street,"  "Mr. 
Rogers,"  and  "Captain  Kangaroo" 
taught  my  children  the  alphabet,  num- 
bers, colors,  songs  about  brotherhood, 
philosophical  responses  to  emotions 
("It's  natural  to  feel  like  Oscar  the 
grouch."),  and  how  to  handle  child- 
hood fears  and  inadequacies  ("Parents 
make  mistakes,  why  can't  1?"  "Mon- 
sters are  only  pretend."  "I'm  too  big 
to  go  down  the  drain."  and  "Dark  is 
nice.").  The  other  day  my  two-year- 
old  shocked  my  wife  at  dinner  with, 
"It  tastes  so  good  you  hate  to  put  it 
down." 

That  television  is  a  powerful  teach- 
er is  no  longer  questioned  and  fortu- 
nately the  above  mentioned  programs 
have  an  army  of  educational  consul- 
tants and  quality  control  personnel. 
But  what  are  my  children  (or  what  am 
I)  picking  up  overtly  and  covertly 
from  all  the  other  programming? 

Marshall  McCluhan  talks  about  the 
medium  as  message.  It  is  not  so  much 
the   results   of  one   program   on   one 


night  that  we  need  fear.  It  is  the 
steady  bombardment  of  ideas  and  acts 
that  run  contrary  to  God's  will  for 
man.  A  regular  diet  of  unworthy  in- 
puts can  set  the  whole  human  system 
off  balance.  The  general  moral  stan- 
dard of  the  entire  medium  eventually 
gets  to  us  and  does  its  work. 

What  standards  are  set  by  television 
on  such  vital  subjects  as  violence,  sexu- 
ality, money  use,  family  relationships, 
crime,  minority  races,  poverty,  the 
church  and  war? 

Without  accusing  beautiful  Burbank 
of  conspiring  to  overthrow  American 
morality,  one  still  knows  that  writers 
and  producers  are  out  to  snare  the 
widest  possible  audience.  They  are  not 
interested  in  moral  truths  or  spiritual 
insights.  They  want  viewers  and  will 
get  them  at  most  any  price.  If  we  sit 
there  and  lap  it  up  like  thirsty  kittens 
it  is  because  we  don't  really  believe 
that  television  can  substantially  and 
permanently  influence  our  attitudes 
and  behavior.  If  you  don't  monitor 
what  you  watch  and  what  your  family 
watches,  you  are  risking  a  great  deal. 

Commercials  and  stewardship 

3.  Most  Christian  families  believe 
that  commercials  are  harmless  and 
have  no  effect  on  general  Christian 
stewardship. 

There  is  nothing  wrong  with  watch- 
ing a  commercial  that  is  interesting 
and  entertaining.  The  problem  comes 
as  we  sit  silently  by  while  Madison 
Avenue  directs  some  twelve  billion 
dollars  through  media,  especially  tele- 
vision, to  brainwash  us  to  "buy  some 
[fill  in  the  blank]  to- 
day!" Now,  if  those  commercials  real- 
ly don't  affect  us,  why  does  business 
lavish  so  much  on  the  effort? 

Commercials  have  little  to  do  with 
truth  or  information  or  actual  need. 
They  teach  us  to  reach  blindly  for

But  now' 

even    Senators    and    Presidents    are 

marketed  like  gasoline  and  soda  pop, 

and  we  get  less  and  less  information 

and  more  and  more  deceiving  jingles 

and  slogans  on  the  most  pressing  issues 

of  our  times. 

God's  voice  drowned  out 

A  lot  more  could  be  said  about 
commercials  but  one  issue  particularly 
irks  me.  Madison  Avenue  delights  in 
raising  our  "necessity"  level  every 
year.  They  have  convinced  us  that  it  is 
not  only  good  for  the  economy  to 
spend  lavishly  on  ourselves  but  that  we 
really  need  all  those  extras.  No  wonder 
we  have  lost  track  of  the  two  billion 
starving  and  deprived  peoples  of  the 
world.  We  are  too  busy  spending  it  to 
give  any  away.  Jesus  talked  of  God's 
care  for  the  lilies  of  the  field  and  birds 
of  the  air,  but  how  hard  it  is  for  us  to 
hear.  Commercials  drown  out  the  still 
small  voice  of  God. 

4.  Most  Oiristian  families  have  no 
particular  standards,  goals  or  strateg} 
for  using  their  television  set. 

Apparently,  television  is  not  a 
Christian  issue  and  few,  if  any,  feel, 
any  tension  about  using  TV  creatively 
as  Christian  stewards  of  this  God-given 
medium.  Yes,  some  of  us  talk  about 
how  bad  television  is,  but  that  argu- 
ment has  a  hollow  ring.  Television  is 
not  evil,  but  our  use  of  it  requires  a  loi 
of  prayerful  consideration.  Here  are  : 
few  suggestions: 

•  Keep  your  television  set  in  c 
closet,  away  from  your  family's  mair 
living  space.  (Get  a  portable  that  car 
be  moved,  not  those  huge,  altar-like 
console  models.) 

•  Subscribe  to  a  complete  tele 
vision  guide.  Read  and  underline  r 
weekly,  well  ahead  of  time.  Plan  wha' 
you  want  to  see. 

•  Roll  out  your  television  only  foi 
your  scheduled  programs  and  return  i 
immediately  to  its  cubbyhole  after  tht 
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program. 

•  Whatever  you  watch,  watch  it 
actively,  not  passively.  Don't  let  any- 
one manipulate  you.  Keep  asking 
yourself,  "What  is  this  program  doing 
to  me?" 

•  Don't  just  stare  at  commercials. 
Discuss  them  with  your  family. 
Stretch  and  squelch.  Laugh  at  the  ob- 
vious distortions  and  stupid  claims. 
But  the  best  thing  to  do  may  be  to  get 
up,  walk  over  and  turn  it  off. 

•  Begin  your  own  personal  study  of 
media  and  their  power.  Discuss  tele- 
vision and  its  power  with  your  family. 


Set  standards,  limits,  goals  together. 

•  If  your  set  is  not  equipped  to  re- 
ceive the  Public  Broadcast  Service 
(N.E.T.),  get  a  set  that  does.  You  and 
your  famOy  are  missing  the  finest  and 
most  consistent  source  of  quality  tele- 
vision programs. 

•  Get  TV  and  Thee  for  your 
church.  The  whole  church  should  be 
talking  about  this  important  medium. 
(That  was  a  commerical  I  hope  you 
didn't  squelch.) 

•  Practice  turning  the  TV  off  to  do 
something  better! 

This  last  suggestion  represents  per- 


haps the  saddest  thing  I  have  learned 
about  the  Christian  family.  We  use  free 
time  so  badly.  We  watch  television  as 
if  we  know  of  nothing  else  to  do.  We 
talk  about  being  too  tired  or  too  poor 
or  too  disorganized  to  do  anything 
else.  In  truth  we  are  too  lazy.  The 
coming  year  can  give  us  all  a  chance  to 
experience  God's  grace  and  learn  to 
control  television  before  it  controls  us.

Some  things  in  life  are  best  enjoyed 
if  you  wait  a  long  time  for  them.  So  it 
was  with  great  joy  that  this  year's 
birthday  brought  a  long-awaited 
prize— a  new  bike.  My  only  other  bi- 
cycle came  to  me  early  in  life.  It  was  a 
used  one,  and  the  chain  slipped  from 
the  day  it  was  purchased  until  it  final- 
ly refused  to  go  anymore.  Neverthe- 
less, it  was  some  basic  transportation 
for  a  few  years.  But  my  new  one  is 
something  else.  It  is  English  made, 
ten-speed,  with  hand  brakes,  and  has 
all  the  things  that  are  supposed  to  be 
up  to  date.  With  it  came  the  surprise 
greetings:  "Happy  Birthday,  Dad." 

What  good  is  a  new  bike  if  you  can't 
use  it?  So  on  the  first  day  of  posses- 
sion I  took  off  with  my  son,  Jeff,  and 
his  buddy,  Duane,  for  a  ride  on  our 
bicycles.  The  temperature  was  thirty 
degrees  because  it  was  January  in  In- 
diana. The  wind  was  blowing  about 
twenty  miles  an  hour  and  it  was  cold! 
We  started  out  for  the  nearest  town 
which  was  only  eight  miles  away. 
(Since  I  had  not  ridden  a  bike  for  about 
thirty  years,  I  didn't  want  to  go  too 
far!)  With  the  wind  to  our  backs  and 
us  full  of  energy,  the  problems  were 
small.  A  few  dogs  chased  us  from  their 
quiet  rural  homes,  but  we  whizzed 
along  with  all  ten-speeds  working  in 
perfect  order.  After  a  bit  of  refresh- 
ment, we  started  home.  The  dogs  be- 
gan to  look  bigger,  in  fact,  a  yellow  cat 
walked  out  of  a  farm  lot  and  she 
looked  threatening  to  me.  The  wind 
was  blowing  in  my  face,  and  I  had  to 
pedal  to  get  down  the  hills,  and  the 
ten-speeds  stuck,  and  now  I  had  only 
one  left.  For  some  reason  my  legs  got 
tired  of  pumping.  To  put  it  briefly;  at 
the  end  of  the  line  I  was  convinced 
this  was  about  the  longest  sixteen 
miles  I  had  ever  put  in.  Since  the  bike 
was  so  tired  when  I  got  home  I  have 
let  it  rest  in  the  garage  for  the  past  two 
weeks. 

Bike  riding  is  a  great  deal  like  the 
Christian  experience  I  soon  learned. 
Much  of  the  time  you  have  to  ride  into 
the  wind  and  that  is  never  easy.  It  is  so 
much  more  pleasant  to  have  the  breeze 


at  your  back  to  push  you  along.  But 
ease  is  not  what  the  Christian  life  is  all 
about.  It  is  more  of  a  moving  into  the 
face  of  strong  resistance  caused  by 
cross  currents  of  worldly  trends.  It  has 
never  been  the  desire  of  God  to  have 
His  people  pushed  along  by  the  world, 
but  rather  He  desires  us  to  turn  the 
world  around  with  truth  and  right. 

Another  lesson  I  learned  was  that 
barking  dogs  never  bite  ...  as  long  as 
they  are  barking.  Wlien  they  quit,  you 
had  better  watch  out  because  they 
may  be  doing  something  else  .  .  .  this 
includes  biting.  Now  I  guess  there  may 
be  any  number  of  analogies  from  this 
episode.  But  the  one  I  would  like  to 
emphasize  has  to  do  with  distractions 
along  life's  way.  There  are  many  of 
these  to  threaten  us,  and  they  are  a 
great  deal  like  barking  dogs.  These 
diversions  draw  attention  to  them- 
selves but  generally  are  not  big  as 
problems  go.  We  tend  to  worry  and 
fret  over  circumstances  that  surround 
us.  Some  of  the  worries  are  real,  some 
imaginary.  The  basic  difficulty  is  that 
we  get  our  eyes  off  of  where  we 
should  be  going  and  fix  our  gaze  on 
where  we  should  not  be  going.  This 
can  cause  problems  and  a  wandering 
from  the  right  path.  In  fact,  while  we 
are  transfixed  by  watching  a  small  ob- 
ject we  can  well  be  run  down  by  a 
much  larger  one.  While  looking  at  the 
small  yellow  cat  we  can  be  hit  by  a 
semi-truck.  Or  put  it  another 
way  .  .  .  while  we  are  dwelling  upon 
our  small  worries  we  could  be  getting 
into  larger  spiritual  problems. 

There  are  probably  many  other 
little  illustrations  that  we  could  draw 
from  my  ride  into  the  country  and  the 
experience  of  a  middle-ager  figliting 
the  energy  crisis  with  a  bicycle.  But  I'll 
just  let  them  go  for  now  and  remind 
myself  that  many  pleasant  moments 
are  discovered  when  we  are  not  really 
looking  for  them.  Even  a  "Happy 
Birthday,  Dad"  sounds  good  from  the 
family  when  you  would  just  as  soon 
forget  it  all.  But  I  guess  it  is  worth 
going  through  another  birthday— if 
you  get  your  first  new  bike.  #

Minnie  Kennedy  and  Dr.  Floyd  Taber,  witnessed  to 
the  effectiveness  of  her  Christian  life  both  at  home 
and  on  the  field.

No| 
from  the  government  of  the  Central  African  Republic  ai 
emphasized  by  no  less  an  official  than  the  President  wht; 
personally  decorated  missionaries  last  year  for  service  to  hi 
people.  No,  from  national  church  leaders  who  are  appealin 
to  us  for  more  workers.  No,  from  missionaries  who  see  vas 
areas  of  opportunity  still  untouched. 

The  confusion  has  arisen  because  of  uncertainties  in  th 
Chad  where  missionaries  from  a  sister  mission  have  bee 
expelled.  At  this  writing  we  are  still  welcome  in  the  Chac 
Churches,  other  missions,  and  even  one  government  offici; 
are  still  encouraging  our  missionaries  on  furlough  to  returr 

Dr.  and  Mrs.  Jake  Kliever  are  planning  to  return  th: 
spring,  to  be  joined  later  in  the  year  by  new  missionariej 
Jim  and  Mary  Hunt  and  family.  ' 

Our  appeal  to  help  drought-stricken  Africans  throug 
Relief  Agency  Brethren  has  been  met  with  a  response  bt 
yond  our  happiest  expectations— over  S8,800  has  been  ri 
ceived.  This  fund  will  be  administered  by  Dr.  Klievt 
through  his  contacts  in  the  area.

Furlough  was  great  -  but  - 


The  past  few  months  in  America 
have  been  like  a  beautiful  dream.  So 
many  rich  and  wonderful  experiences 
have  been  mine.  My  first  happy  sur- 
prise came  when  I  landed  at  O'Hare 
airport  and  saw  my  father  waiting  for 
me.  I  had  received  word  just  before 
leaving  Africa  that  he'd  had  a  heart  at- 
tack. So  it  was  with  much  concern 
that  I  looked  for  my  family  at  the  air- 
port. What  a  relief  and  joy  to  see  my 
father  with  the  others  who  came  to 
meet  me,  and  to  know  that  he  was  go- 
ing to  be  all  right. 

Since  this  furlough  was  to  be  only 
six  months,  1  tried  to  mix  deputation 
and  time  with  my  family  and  friends. 
During  September  my  sister  and  her 
husband  took  a  three-week  vacation  to 
the  West  Coast.  Since  I  had  never  been 
to  California  and  one  of  my  support- 
ing churches  is  at  Bell,  they  suggested 
that  I  vacation  with  them  in  their 
camper  and  stop  off  to  speak  at  a  few 
churches  along  the  way.  It  was  a 
double  joy  for  all  of  us  to  be  able  to 
spend  these  three  weeks  together  and 
to  meet  some  of  our  choice  Brethren 
families  at  the  churches  where  we 
stopped. 

During  October  and  November  I 
took  a  four-week  trip  to  the  Eastern 
states.  It  was  just  the  time  of  year 
when  the  leaves  were  their  most  beau- 
tiful. This  was  a  precious  time  of  get- 
ting to  know  better  the  members  of 
my  supporting  churches,  especially  the 
WMC  ladies.  Between  these  trips  I 
visited  churches  in  Michigan  and  Indi- 


ana and  spent  some  time  with  my 
family  at  New  Troy,  Michigan.  Christ- 
mas was  the  climax  as  the  whole  fami- 
ly (except  for  my  brother  Eddie,  his 
wife,  and  little  Suzie-still  at  Yaloke) 
were  able  to  be  together.  All  these 
happy  memories  I  cherish  as  I  prepare 
to  return  to  Yaloke,  Central  African 
Republic.  But  when  I  think  of  these 
happy  memories  of  America,  I  also 
think  of  my  experiences  in  Africa  as  a 
new  missionary,  the  friends  who 
helped  me,  and  the  lessons  I  learned. 

Life  in  Africa  held  very  few  sur- 
prises for  me.  It  was  almost  as  if  a  slide 
presentation  came  to  life.  But  now  in- 
stead of  just  me  looking  at  the  people 
in  the  pictures,  they  were  looking  back 
at  me.  Eddie  and  Linda  had  spent 
many  hours  telling  me  of  life  as  a  mis- 
sionary in  the  Central  African  Repub- 
lic, and  althougli  they  did  not  try  to 
paint  a  rosy,  unreal  picture  of  their 
situation,  I  could  tell  that  they  sincere- 
ly loved  their  work  and  the  African 
people.  Missionary  life  is  not  without 
its  complications  and  discouragements, 
but  knowing  that  you  are  in  a  partner- 
ship with  Christ,  working  with  Him  at 
your  side,  is  a  very  rich  experience. 

The  first  barrier  to  overcome  was 
language.  After  nearly  two  years  of 
studying  French  in  Europe,  I  left  for 
C.A.R.  and  began  learning  to  com- 
municate in  this  language  with  my 
African  high  school  students.  I  was 
pleasantly  surprised  with  their  pro- 
ficiency, and  especially  appreciated 
their  kind  spirit  as  they  corrected  my

grammatical  errors.  Learning  Sango 
was  phase  two  in  learning  to  communi- 
cate. I'm  still  working  on  that  one. 
The  Africans  can  usually  understand 
what  I'm  trying  to  get  across,  even 
though  I  get  lost  when  they  start  talk- 
ing very  fast.  This  is  something  to 
work  on  next  term. 

The  second  barrier  which  we  have 
to  contend  with  is,  of  course,  the 
cultural  barrier.  And  it  is  doubtful  that 
very  many  of  us  ever  really  cross  that 
one.  At  best  we  try  to  meet  one  an- 
other halfway.  It  isn't  really  necessary 
that  we  completely  understand  one  an- 
other, if  we  can  learn  to  accept  and 
even  to  love  each  other  in  spite  of  our 
differences.  Unfortunately,  lack  of 
understanding  does  often  lead  to  sus- 
picion and  distrust.  The  visits  of  our 
African  pastors  to  America  have  done 
much  to  help  them  to  understand  us. 
They  see  why  we  do  some  of  the 
things  that  may  seem  strange  to  them. 

I  think  it  is  exciting  that  Pierre 
Yougouda  is  in  America  studying— not 
that  he  is  lacking  in  Biblical  knowl- 
edge. When  I  sat  in  his  classes  at  Bible 
Institute  (learning  Sango),  I  was  frank- 
ly impressed  with  his  knowledge  and

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SOME  AFRICAN  LINKS 


"In  order  to  rescue  those  who  had  so  long  been  in 

bondage  to  Satan,  the  Lord,  too,  forged  himself  a 

chain.  Only  His  was  a  human  chain.   ..." 


Twenty  years  ago  the  Foreign  Mis- 
sionary Society  of  the  Brethren 
Church  pubhshed  a  book  by  Miss  Mary 
Emmert,  titled  Some  African  Links,  in 
which  she  chronicled  events  from  the 
beginning  of  the  Brethren  mission  in 
the  Oubangui-Chari  province  of 
French  Equatorial  Africa,  now  the 
Central  African  Republic. 

"In  the  heart  of  Africa,"  she  began 
her  book,  "lay  a  good  stretch  of  land 
locked  in  Satan's  sway  for  many  cen- 
turies. The  chain  with  which  the 
Enemy  held  the  land  bound  had  many 
strong  links. 

"...  the  Belgians  and  the  French 
had  run  a  race  to  open  up  the  new 
territory  along  the  banks  of  the  Con- 
go. ... 

"They  (the  French)  advanced  up 
the  northern  branch  of  the  Congo,  the 
Oubangui  River,  as  far  as  the  river 
boats  could  go,  and  there  near  the 
rapids  which  blocked  their  further  ad- 
vance they  started  the  little  city  of 
Bangui,  which  became  the  capital  of 
that  particular  province.  So  the  first 
link  in  Satan's  chain  was  broken;  the 
government  of  this  earth  had  pene- 
trated and  subdued  equatorial  Africa. 

"But  the  French  were  opposed  to 
Protestant  missionaries  within  their 
colony,  and  especially  foreign  ones. 
For  many  years  they  refused  to  allow 
them  to  enter,  using  the  e.xcuse  that 
the  people  were  still  in  an  unsettled 
state.  It  took  our  pioneer  missionaries 
three  years  of  knocking  on  the  official 
door  at  Brazzaville,  with  continual 
prayer  throughout  the  Brotherhood, 
to  break  this  second  link  in  Satan's 
chain.  What  a  thrilling  victory  it  was 
when,  at  last,  the  miracle  was  wrought 


in  answer  to  prayer,  and  the  clause  was 
written  in  the  Treaty  of  Versailles  that 
opened  tliis  territory  to  missions!  The 
door  creaked  reluctantly  on  its  hinges, 
and  our  first  party  of  missionaries, 
who  had  for  three  years  served  as  an 
opening  wedge  in  that  doorway,  were 
given  permission  to  begin  missionary 
work.  .  .  . 

"The  Brethren  Church  does  not 
fully  realize  what  she  owes  to  the 
simple  faith  and  dogged  perseverance 
of  those  first  missionaries,  who  'kept 
on  keeping  on'  simply  because  they 
believed  that  'He  is  faithful  that  prom- 
ised.' 

"In  order  to  rescue  those  who  had 
so  long  been  in  bondage  to  Satan,  the 
Lord,  too,  forged  himself  a  chain. 
Only  His  was  a  human  chain,  formed 
of  the  many  living  links  in  our 
churches  who  banded  themselves  to- 
gether to  pray  and  to  support  the 
other  links  who  serve  on  African 
soil.   .  .  . 

"But  as  to  how  I,  myself,  ever  had 


the  great  privilege  of  becoming  a  link 
in  the  African  chain,  I  still  marvel. 
Truly  the  Lord  performed  a  miracle  in 
my  case,  for  I  was  most  unlikely 
material,  scarcely  understanding  what 
it  was  all  about.  My  first  missionary 
contact  was  in  1917,  and  up  until  that 
time  1  had  never  even  read  a  mission- 
ary book!  I  had  not  the  faintest  idea 
of  ever  becoming  one  of  that  strange 
tribe  of  people  called  missionaries!  But 
the  Lord/ does  not  choose  as  man 
chooses; /His  ways  are  past  finding 
out." 

Although  this  book  was  widely  dis- 
tributed in  past  years,  a  whole  new 
generation  has  grown  up,  and  also 
many  new  members  have  come  into 
the  National  Fellowship  of  Brethren 
Churches  in  the  intervening  years.  The 
Foreign  Mission  Office  still  has  a  sup-

Forgive  the  heat,  but  if  1  do  not 
write  it  now  I  will  probably  think  bet- 
ter of  it  and  not  write  it  at  all.  But  it 
needs  saying.  This  afternoon  a  man  of 
sixty-one  was  sitting  in  front  of  my 
desk,  facing  the  somber  truth  that  his 
wife  of  sixty-eight  may  have  a  malig- 
nancy. He  teaches  at  a  Bible  college. 

"It's  the  first  time  in  thirty-eight 
years,"  he  said,  "that  I  have  had  to  go 
home  before  completing  a  term  of  ser- 
vice." 

No,  he  is  not  rebelling  against  the 
Lord's  disposal  of  his  circumstances 
nor  putting  his  work  before  his  wife.  If 
he  wanted  to  do  that  he  would  stay. 
He  knows  he  has  to  go,  but  his  heart  is 
heavy  at  a  work  still  to  be  done.  What 
makes  me  boil  inside  is  that  the  young 
men  of  today  are  not  coming  out  to 
replace  him. 

My  thouglits  go  back  a  few  nights 
to  a  report  from  a  village  in  the  north 
of  Thailand.  Five  times  the  jeep  had  to 
be  winched  out  of  the  mud  before  be- 
ing left  at  the  start  of  a  one-and-a- 
half-hour  trail.  The  speaker  was  a  man. 


but  his  visit  was  to  a  single  lady  who 
lives  in  that  tribal  village. 

Through  the  wooden  walls  of  the 
house,  she  hears  her  next-door  neigh- 
bors talking  to  the  spirits  and  talking 
about  her.  She  has  no  one  with  whom 
to  share  this.  Is  she  just  the  striding 
athletic  type  who  loves  a  good  walk 
and  doesn't  care  too  much  for  com- 
pany? No,  she  has  to  swing  her  left  leg 
as  she  walks,  for  it's  not  quite  the 
same  as  yours  and  mine.  There  just 
isn't  a  man  to  do  the  job,  so  she  does 
it. 

My  thoughts  tly  again  to  the  north 
of  Thailand  and  to  November  of  last 
year.  Sixty  kilometers  we  bused  out- 
side Chiang  Mai  before  we  alighted  at 
the  foot  of  the  trail.  Seven  long  hours 
we  climbed  and  climbed  and  mighty 
glad  we  were  to  see  the  tribal  hut 
where  another  single  lady  had  the 
kettle  boiling  for  tea  on  the  open 
wood  fire  on  the  mud  floor. 

Never  has  tea  tasted  so  good  and 
never  have  I  welcomed  a  private  bath- 
room   quite    so    much.    Private    bath-

back  to  live  with  her  people.  , 

A    surgeon   accompanied   me,  and  \ 
the   next   day   a   request  for  medical  i 
help    came    from    a    nearby    village,  i 
"Quite  near"  was  the  description  of  I 
the    village.   After   five   hours  almost 
straight  down  and  up,  the  last  two  in 
drenching  rain  agaiii,  we  were  glad  to 
be  back  in  her  home.  Does  she  like 
being  alone?  Of  course  not.  But  that 
area  of  North  Thailand  had  had  one 
addition  to  its  missionary  staff  in  the 
last  six  years.  One  man  has  come.  If 
another  came  tomorrow  it  would  be 
four  years  more  before  they  were  any 
real  use  in  a  tribal  situation. 

Just  yesterday  news  arrived  of  an- 
other girl  with  two  years  of  language 
training,  working  in  a  crowded  modern 
land,  who  was  left  to  address  a  congre- 
gation of  six  hundred  women,  mostly 
Muslims,  because  they  had  come  ex- 
pecting a  t'ilm.  Muslims  respect  men, 
not  women.  For  tifteen  years  in  an-- 
other   area   of  similar  need  the  only 
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When  I  see  what  some  of  our  women  accept  and  endure  and  stick  at, 
I  feel  like  weeping  for  my  own  sex.  What's  wrong  with  the  men? 

Have  we  no  backbone  at  all? 


workers  who  stayed  were  women. 

I  can  almost  hear  the  reaction  of 
the  reader.  "The  old  sob  stuff  again. 
Another  load  of  missionary  heroics. 
That  just  turns  me  off.  That  will  never 
move  me."  No,  I  don't  expect  it  will, 
but  then  nothing  else  will,  either.  The 
command  of  the  Lord  is  obviously  not 
sufficient,  the  needs  of  the  people  are 
obviously  not  sufficient,  the  shortness 
of  the  time  available  is  obviously  not 
sufficient,  and  the  importance  to  God 
of  every  single  man,  woman,  and  child 
is  not  sufficient,  either. 

What  will  move  our  young  men  to 
do  a  man's  job  that  women  are  having 
to  do  instead?  In  the  next  thirty  years 
Europe  may  add  a  hundred  million  to 
its  population,  but  Asia  sixteen  times 
as  many.  The  church  in  Asia  is  far  less 
than  5  percent  of  the  population  to- 
day. What  will  it  be  at  the  end  of  the 
century?  Do  we  care? 

I  come  to  my  homeland  to  an  evan- 
gelical church,  and  I  am  asked  to 
preach  once.  I  get  a  second  invitation 
to  another  meeting  in  the  church,  "but 
don't  talk  about  your  work.  We  have 
heard  all  about  that!" 

Yes,  I  know  there  is  much  to  be 
done  in  the  homeland  today.  I  know 
that  Satanism  and  drugs  and  evil  and 
sin  thrive.  But  our  countries  have  had 
a  thousand  years  of  the  Gospel,  and 
Asia  not  much  more  than  a  hundred 
and  fifty.  Let's  evangelize  our  own 
backyard  by  all  means.  But  are  there 
no  young  men  prepared  to  commit 
themselves  to  preach  Christ  where  He 
is  not  known? 

Are  there  no  young  men  who  are 
prepared  to  stretch  their  commitments 
beyond  a  year,  to  immerse  themselves 
in  another  culture,  learn  another  lan- 
guage, take  the  role  of  a  servant,  and 


sit  and  listen  for  perhaps  as  long  as 
four  years  in  order  effectively  to  com- 
municate to  another  nation? 

"But  you  do  not  understand. 
Young  people  today  are  not  prepared 
to  commit  themselves  more  than  short 
term.  They  want  to  see  where  they  are 
going."  On  that  basis  Abraham  would 
never  have  strayed  from  Ur,  for  God 
told  him  to  go  to  "the  land  that  I  will 
show  you,"  and  he  never  possessed 
more  of  it  than  a  grave.  Lifetime  ser- 
vice then  is  out?  Is  this  what  Jesus 
meant  by  taking  up  the  cross? 

Lifetime  service  is  probably  out, 
anyway,  for  the  Lord  may  come  be- 
fore your  life  and  mine  are  finished, 
and  missionaries  may  be  asked  to  leave 
sooner  rather  than  later.  So  what? 
Jesus  said  that  this  Gospel  must  be 
preached  for  a  witness  to  all  nations. 


and  then  the  end  will  come.  Mission 
finishes  then  and  not  before. 

When  1  see  what  some  of  our  wom- 
en accept  and  endure  and  stick  at,  I 
feel  like  weeping  for  my  own  sex. 
What  is  wrong  with  the  men?  Have  we 
no  backbone  at  all?  "We  don't  like 
mission  organizations."  Then  what  are 
you  doing  to  show  us  a  better  way? 
Come  and  get  your  hands  dirty  with 
us,  and  then  we'll  listen  to  your  stric- 
tures about  our  structures. 

As  I  look  at  the  gaps  in  our  ranks 
and  think  of  hundreds  of  young  men 
who  could  fill  some  of  those  gaps  but 
will  not  budge,  I  can  only  pray: 
"Father,  forgive  them.  They  know  not 
what  they  are  refusing  to  do."  #

even  more  with  his  gift  as  a  teacher. 
What  is  most  thrilling  about  his  being 
here  is  the  prospect  of  a  man  of  his 
ability  giving  leadership  to  the  African 
church.  The  first  time  I  heard  Pierre 
speak  he  appealed  to  a  group  of  young 
men  at  a  Yaloke  summer  camp  to  con- 
secrate themselves  to  meet  the  spiri- 
tual needs  of  their  own  people.  He 
realizes  the  uncertainty  of  the  help  re- 
ceived from  missionaries,  especially  in 
the  light  of  an  anti-missionary  spirit  in 
many  countries  near  the  C.A.R.  This  is 
also  the  thrust  of  the  message  we  pro- 
claim at  our  high  school,  so  we  were 
glad  for  this  "Amen"  to  our  message. 
1  praise  the  Lord  for  the  fine  mis- 
sionaries it  has  been  my  privilege  to 
work  with  at  Yaloke.  They  are  always 


looking  for  new  ways  by  which  we  can 
have  an  even  more  effective  ministry 
while  the  Lord  gives  us  an  open  door. 
Of  course,  there  is  much  more  that 
could  be  done  if  there  were  more 
workers.  There  are  many  projects  on 
schedule  for  the  future:  classes  for 
pastors,  training  classes  for  youth 
workers,  extension  Bible  classes,  and 
summer  camps.  Will  there  be  personnel 
to  carry  out  these  programs,  or  will 
they  have  to  stay  on  the  list  of  pro- 
posed projects? 

I'm  glad  to  be  going  back  to  Yaloke 
where  I  can  have  a  part  in  building 
God's  church  in  Africa.  We'd  love  to 
have  some  of  you  join  us.  W

In  a  speech  at  a  Muslim  religious  festival  in  Mecca,  King 

Faisal,  who  has  emerged  of  late  as  the  backstage  diplomatic 

leader  among  Israel's  enemies,  declared  that  Jews,  "accursed 

of  God,"  have  "no  right  to  Jerusalem." 

Reiterating  the  hoary  "Christ-killer"  cliche,  the  king 

charged  that  Jews  had  "deviated  from  the  teachings  of  Moses," 

and  had  "attempted  to  murder  Jesus  Christ  because  they  do 

not  want  the  directives  of  God  to  be  achieved." 

The  Saudi  Arabian  chief  of  state,  who  is  official  protector 

of  holy  Islamic  places,  including  those  in  Jerusalem,  called 

upon  Muslims  to  "liberate"  the  Holy  City  from  "Zionist 

and  Communist  control,"  and  return  it  "to  the  hands  of  true 

believers." 

"Reaction  to  this  speech,"  said  Israeli  Radio,  "was 

clearly  needed,  but  it  went  unnoticed  in  many  parts  of  the

The  repayment  offer  had  been 
established  under  the  auspices  of  Common  Pleas  Court  in 
Cincinnati  as  a  result  of  two  civil  suits  that  had  been  filed 
by  the  Ohio  Commerce  Department  and  the  U.  S.  Securities 
and  Exchange  Commission. 

According  to  the  state  judge  who  is  overseeing  the  repayment, 
the  requests  have  now  exceeded  S4  million. 
As  a  result,  noteholders  who  met  the  deadline  will  be  paid 
a  pro-rata  share  of  the  amount  owed,  and  will  get  the  balance 
of  their  investment  out  of  the  550,000  in  monthly  payments 
that  the  cathedral  will  continue  to  make.

VIEWPOINT 


Worlciwide— the  family  is  in  trouble. 
The  growing  patterns  of  family- 
connected  violence  and  divorce  are 
well  known  to  those  who  read  or 
watch  the  news  media.  Is  it  shocking 
to  you  that  the  FBI  reports  that  there 
were  18,520  murders  committed  in 
the  U.S.  during  1972?  It  should  come 
as  a  greater  shock  that  24.3  percent  of 
these  murders  were  committed  upon 
members  of  the  attacker's  own  family. 

We  are  hearing  a  great  deal  about 
the  church  becoming  involved  in  fami- 
ly ministry  these  days.  With  all  of  the 
talk  however,  there  is  still  a  big  gap 
between  talk  and  performance. 

Dr.  Kenneth  Gangel,  in  an  address 
before  the  National  Sunday  School 
Association,  listed  ten  shock  waves  that 
are  having  profound  effects  on  the 
American  family.  These  are  (1)  Abor- 
tion, (2)  Homosexuality,  (3)  Deviant 
marital  forms,  (4)  Updated  idolatry, 
(5)  Witchcraft  and  Satanism,  (6)  Sex- 
ism, (7)  Crime,  (8)  Emotional  illness, 
(9)  Alcoholism  and  drug  abuse.  (10) 
Population  overload.  The  church  can 
react  in  several  different  ways  to  these 
shock  waves. 

The  Pattern  of  "Chicken  Little" 

This  character  of  literature  is  fa- 
mous for  his  pronouncements  that 
"the  sky  is  falling."  Viewing  the  pres- 
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ent-day  threats  facing  the  Christian 
family,  "Chicken  Little"  may  have 
been  somewhat  of  a  realist.  However, 
the  message  of  God's  spokesmen  today 
must  go  far  beyond  the  announcement 
of  ditTiculties.  It  seems  rather  foolish 
to  take  great  segments  of  Sunday 
preaching  time  to  recount  the  prob- 
lems that  most  parishioners  observe 
firsthand  every  day. 

The  Pattern  of  the  Ostrich 

You've  all  seen  illustrations  of  the 
noble  ostrich  totally  oblivious  to  life 
around  him  with  liis  head  in  the  sand. 
Some  churches  view  the  disintegration 
of  the  family  this  way.  It  may  be  that 
the  truth  hurts  so  much  or  perhaps  it 
is  comforting  to  hold  the  myth  that 
"God  rules  in  the  heavens  and  all  is 
right  in  the  families  of  the  church." 

The  Pattern  of  Fragmentation 

For  years  family  night  in  many 
churches  has  meant  every  member  of 
the  family  scattered  in  a  different  loca- 
tion for  different  necessary  activities. 
In  the  cultural  pattern  common  to  the 
years  when  most  of  us  who  are  church 
leaders   were  growing  up,  the  slower 
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more  rural  life-styles  (common  to 
many  Brethren  communities)  made 
age-graded  clubs  and  activities  a  neces- 
sity to  a  balanced  life  development. 
Today  a  few  of  our  churches  are  com- 
ing to  realize  that  planning  and  pro- 
gramming for  the  unifying  of  the  fami- 
ly in  church  life  has  become  an  even 
greater  priority.  I  am  not  depreciating 
the  value  of  age-level  programs.  I  am 
pleading  for  equal  time  for  the  family. 

The  Pattern  of  the  Church 
Supporting  and  iVlinistering 
to  the  Christ-Centered  Family 

This  will  not  be  an  easy  transition 
for  many  whose  traditions  are  differ- 
ent. The  following  ideas  may  help. 

1 .  Focus  preaching  on  the  appli- 
cation of  Scripture  to  the  actual  hurts 
and  problems  of  fragmenting  families. 
The  authority  of  God's  Word  must  be 
brought  to  direct  confrontation  with 
issues  such  as  leisure  time,  attitudes  to- 
ward sexuality,  entertainment  media, 
and  authority  and  submission  in  home 
relationships. 

2.  Emphasize  the  development  of 
"family-style"  relationships  within  the 
body  of  Christ.  We  mean  here  the  kind 
of  relationships  which  are  personal  as 
opposed  to  impersonal;  intimate  rather 
than  bureaucratic;  honest  rather  than 
hypocritical;  caring  rather  than  func- 
tional: in  other  words  what  the  so- 
ciologist describes  as  "primary"  rather 
than  "secondary"  relationships. 

Even  the  church  has  been  greatly 
infected  with  the  wave  of  "future 
shock"  that  replaces  most  primary  re- 
lationships with  secondary  ones.  This 
has  also  affected  man's  opportunity  to 
find  a  primary  (personal)  kind  of  rela- 
tionship with  God. 

Since  the  family  is  the  number  one 
laboratory  for  the  development  of  all 
primary  (personal)  relationships,  the 
church  that  edifies  the  family  will  be 
well  along  the  way  toward  meaningful 
communication  of  God's  Word  to  the

personal  needs  of  individuals. 

3.  Balance  interest  in  individuals 
with  interest  in  families. 

4.  Evaluate  church  programming  in 
terms  of  Biblical  priorities.  The  good 
things  are  often  the  enemies  of  the 
best  things.  It  is  not  necessarily  true 
that  just  because  you  cancel  a  given 
church  meeting,  all  members  will  auto- 
matically give  more  attention  to  fami- 
ly life.  However,  sometimes  we  have 
been  so  programmed  with  meetings 
that  the  priorities  of  family  life  have 
been  thrown  out  the  stained  glass  win- 
dow. 

5.  Train  pastors  and  laymen  to 
identify  family  needs  and  provide  help 
from  God's  Word. 

6.  Encourage  honesty  and  credibili- 
ty in  the  patterns  of  family  devotional 
life.  The  "family  altar"  will  have  some 
value  even  when  practiced  as  a  duty  or 
ritual.  But  "family  devotions"  are  best 
when  they  naturally  and  consistently 
reflect  the  parents'  submission  to 
God's  authority  with  honesty  and 
credibility  (cf.  Deut.  6:7). 

7.  Encourage  parents  to  spend  time 
with  their  children.  My  job  takes  me 
out  of  town  a  great  deal  and  yet 
through  guarding  priorities  I  spend  far 
more  evenings  with  my  family  than 
were  ever  available  for  me  in  the  busy 
Brethren  pastorate.  I  would  encourage 
congregations  to  stop  grasping  so  sel- 
fishly for  their  pastor's  evening  hours. 
Some  churches  are  quite  proud  that 
they  have  isolated  one  night  per  week 
for  the  family  to  be  together.  (That's 
better  than  none.)  But  the  desperate 
nature  of  Satan's  attacks  on  families 
will  probably  require  a  better  applica- 
tion of  priorities  for  a  family  in  the 
world  of  "future  shock."  A  report  has 
recently  come  to  my  desk  indicating 
that  only  one  country  of  the  world  has 
a  higher  juvenile  crime  rate  than  the 
U.S.  and  that  country  is  England.  It  is 
not  surprising  that  recent  research 
shows  that  England  is  the  only  coun- 
try of  the  world  where  parents  spend 
less  time  with  their  children  than  do 
parents  in  the  United  States.  The 
waves  of  "future  shock"  are  already 
breaking.  Surely  some  priority  adjust- 
ment must  be  made  if  our  churches  are 
to  adequately  support  the  develop- 
ment of  Christ-centered  families.       # 


"What  should  I  have  done  different- 
ly? Where  did  I  fail?" 

These  words  burst  from  the  burning 
heart  of  a  father  sitting  across  from 
me.  His  eyes  pled  for  help.  He  was  suf- 
fering the  awful,  empty,  death-like 
feeling  a  father  senses  when  his  son  has 
strayed.  He  felt  he  had  failed  as  a 
father. 

And  this  father's  words  stay  with 
me,  for  they  are  not  unrepresentative. 
In  them  are  the  questions  which  are 
uppermost  in  the  minds  of  many 
parents-if  they  take  parenthood  seri- 
ously. 

What  has  experience  in  counseling 
tauglit  me?  Where  would  I  put  the  em- 
phasis if  my  children  were  small  again? 
I've  pondered  these  questions.  Some 
things  have  surfaced. 

Love  their  mother.  If  1  were  start- 
ing my  family  again,  I  would  love  the 
mother  of  my  children  more.  And  I 
would  feel  more  free  to  let  my  chil- 
dren see  that  love.  When  a  child  knows 
parents  love  each  other  there  is  a  se- 
curity, stability,  and  sacredness  about 
life  which  is  gained  in  no  other  way. 
And  a  child  who  hears  them  expressing 
love  for  each  other  needs  little  expla- 
nation about  God's  loving  character  or 
the  beauty  of  sex. 

True  love  is  visible.  Showing  special 
kindnesses  to  one's  beloved-such  as 
opening  the  car  door,  placing  her  chair 
at  the  table,  giving  her  Kttle  gifts  on 
special  occasions,  writing  her  love  let- 
ters when  I'm  gone  from  home,  and 
taking  hei    hand   as  we  stroll  in   the 


park- all  have  their  effect  on  children. 

Does  all  this  sound  sentimental? 
Then  I  am  persuaded  many  families 
need  more  of  this  kind  of  sentimental- 
ism.  Love  is  like  a  plant.  It  needs  nur- 
ture. We  must  do  the  things  love  dic- 
tates or  it  will  die. 

Listen  to  their  concerns.  If  I  were 
starting  my  family  over  again,  I  would 
also  do  more  listening.  Most  fathers 
find  it  hard  to  listen.  We  are  busy  with 
the  burdens  of  work.  We  are  often 
tired  when  we  arrive  home.  A  child's 
talk  seems  unimportant-like  so  much 
chatter.  Yet  we  can  learn  so  much  b\ 
listening— especially  to  our  children. 

I  would  listen  when  my  child  shares 
his  little  hurts  and  complaints,  his  joys 
and  what  he  is  excited  about.  I  would 
also  seek  to  keep  from  staring  into 
space  when  my  cliild  is  talking  to  me 
and  I  would  try  to  understand.  For  the 
father  who  listens  to  his  child  when  he 
is  small,  will  find  that  cliild  more  inter- 
ested in  seeking  his  advice  later  in  life. 

Mother  smiled.  "The  circus 
/<eeps  coming  bac/<  you  know. " 
"I  know," said  father,  "but 
childhood  doesn't. "

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I  would  pay  more  careful  attention 
to  my  child's  questions,  too.  Someone 
has  estimated  that  the  average  child 
asks  five  hundred  thousand  questions 
by  the  time  he  is  fifteen  years  old. 
Wliat  a  privilege  for  every  parent-half 
a  million  opportunities  to  share  some- 
thing of  the  meaning  of  life. 

Give  them  a  sense  of  belonging.  If  I 
were  starting  my  family  again,  I  would 
use  as  many  opportunities  as  possible 
to  give  my  child  a  sense  of  belonging. 
When  a  child  feels  he  belongs  in  his 
family  and  is  of  real  worth  there,  it  is 
not  a  big  step  to  also  feel  accepted, 
loved,  and  of  worth  to  others  and  to 
God. 

How  are  such  feelings  generated? 
By  doing  things  together.  By  sharing 
common  concerns,  and  trusting  each 
other  with  responsibilities.  Celebrating 
birthdays,  praying  prayers  on  his  be- 
half, valuing  his  opinions,  and  includ- 
ing him  in  the  serious  and  fun  experi- 
ences of  the  family-all  these  help.  No 
part  of  child  guidance  is  more  impor- 
tant than  assuring  the  child  by  action 
and  word  that  he  is  important  and  he 
has  a  place  in  the  affections  of  every- 
one in  the  family. 

Don't  forget  to  praise.  If  I  were 
starting  my  family  over  again,  I  would 
seek  to  express  more  words  of 
appreciation  and  praise.  Children  are 
reprimanded  for  making  mistakes.  But 
many  children  seldom  hear  words  of 
commendation  and  encouragement 
when  they  do  a  job  well  or  exliibit

good  behavior. 

Probably  no  other  thing  encourages 
a  child  to  love  life,  to  seek  accomplish- 
ment, and  to  gain  confidence  more 
than  proper,  sincere  praise— not  flat- 
tery but  honest  compliments  when  he 
does  well. 

Take  more  time.  If  I  were  starting 
my  family  again,  I  would  plan  more 
time  to  do  things  together.  In  every 
father's  week  there  are  168  hours.  He 
probably  spends  about  40  of  them  at 
work,  another  1 5  for  driving  to  and 
tlom  work,  for  overtime  and  lunch, 
and  another  56  or  so  for  sleep.  That 
leaves  57  hours  each  week  to  spend 
elsewhere.  But  how  many  of  these  are 
actually  spent  with  his  family? 

A  group  of  three  hundred  seventh 
and  eighth  grade  boys  kept  accurate 
records  of  how  much  time  their 
fathers  actually  spent  with  them  over  a 
two  week  period.  Most  saw  their 
fathers  only  at  the  dinner  table.  A 
number  never  saw  their  fathers  for 
days  at  a  time.  The  average  time  father 
and  son  were  alone  together  for  an  en- 
tire week  was  seven  and  one-half  min- 
utes. 


Arthur  Gordon  tells  an  interesting 
experience  from  his  youth.  "When  I 
was  around  thirteen  and  my  brother 
was  ten,  my  father  had  promised  to 
take  us  to  the  circus.  But  at  lunch 
there  was  a  phone  call:  some  urgent 
business  required  his  attention  down- 
town. My  brother  and  I  braced  our- 
selves for  the  disappointment.  Then 
we  heard  him  say,  'No,  I  won't  be 
down.  It  will  have  to  wait.' 

"When  he  came  back  to  the  table, 
Mother  smiled.  'The  circus  keeps  com- 
ing back  you  know.' 

"  'I  know,'  said  Father.  "But  child- 
hood doesn't.'  " 

Laugh  more.  Finally,  if  I  were  to 
start  my  family  again,  I  would  laugh 
more.  That's  right.  I  would  laugh  more 
with  my  child.  Oscar  Wilde  wrote: 
"The  best  way  to  make  children  good 
is  to  make  them  happy."  1  see  now 
that  I  was  much  too  serious.  While  my 
children  loved  to  laugh,  I  must  often 
have  conveyed  the  idea  that  being  a 
parent  was  a  pain. 

1  remember  some  times  when  I 
laughed  with  my  children—at  humor- 
ous plays  they  put  on  for  the  family, 
at  funny  stories  shared  from  school,  at 
times  I  fell  for  their  tricks  and  catch 
questions.  I  especially  recall  the 
squeals  of  delight  when  I  shared  in 
their  stunts  on  the  lawn  or  living  room 
floor.  And  I  remember  the  times-years 
later-when  they  told  of  these  experi- 
ences with  real  joy. 

I've  jotted  down  all  these  reflec- 
tions in  answer  to  that  distressed 
father  who  sat  across  the  table.  Like 
most  of  the  really  important  things  in 
life  none  of  these  ideas  is  either  great 
or  difficult  to  remember.  Yet  simple  as 
they  are,  they  can  make  relationships 
with  our  children  more  meaningful 
and  can  even  shape  our  children's 
futures  more  surely  than  many  tilings 
which  demand  a  great  deal  of  money 
or  exceptional  ingenuity.  We  can  al- 
ways manage  enough  muscle  to  handle 
the  big  things  we  face,  but  we  often 
forget  that  life  is  largely  made  up  of 
little  things.  It  is,  I  believe,  a  father's 
faithfulness  in  such  small  things  that 
really  determines  the  happiness  of  the 
home.  #

Some  of  these  ideas  may  seem  a  bit 
heavy  on  corn,  but  they're  hard  to 
beet  in  building  enthusiasm. 


Each  Brethren  church  should  now 
have  one  free  copy  of  the  new  Nation- 
al Achievement  Competition  and  Bible 
Quiz  Rulebook.  This  rulebook  con- 
tains few  changes  or  alterations  from 
previous  years  except  in  the  area  of 
the  Bible  quiz  team. 

This  year's  National  Youth  Confer- 
ence will  put  into  effect  the  newly 
adopted  rules  for  Bible  quizzing.  The 
rules  will  not  necessarily  affect  any 
present  district  Bible  quizzing.  The 
only  change  would  be  in  teaching  the 
district  quiz  champions  the  newly 
adopted  rules  in  preparation  for  na- 
tional competition. 

The  reason  for  the  change  in  quiz 
rules  is  to  enable  the  Brethren  Church 
to  cooperate  with  the  rules  and  regula- 
tions of  the  World  Bible  Quiz  Invita- 
tional. A  December  meeting  of  the 
Youth  Commission  of  the  National 
Sunday  School  Association  produced  a 
consolidation  of  rules  and  guidelines 
for  any  interested  denominational 
Bible  quiz  team.  By  cooperating  with 
national  quiz  rules  each  local  Bible 
quiz  team  will  have  more  opportuni- 
ties for  competition  with  other 
churches  or  youth  organizations.  This 
will  also  allow  the  Brethren  Bible  quiz 
champions  to  compete  in  the  first 
World  Bible  Quiz  Invitational  to  be 
held  on  the  Grace  College  campus  at 


the  end  of  August. 

Relatively  few  changes  need  to  be 
made  in  the  present  quizzing  method 
to  cooperate  in  this  venture,  since  the 
jump  method  will  be  used.  The  only 
big  change  deals  with  ways  of  handling 
questions  answered  in  error.  District 
quizzers  and  coaches  will  find  full  de- 
tails in  the  new  rulebook.  #

md  to  wait  for  His  Son  from  heaven 
.  ."  (I  Thess.  1:9-10).  Have  you  ever 
considered  Paul's  relationship  to  this 
:hurch  in  terms  of  teaching  and  learn- 
ng? 

The  frustration  of  having  so  much 
to  say  and  so  little  time  to  say  it  in  is 
probably  not  unique  to  users  of  any 
type  of  Sunday  School  curriculum. 
However,  here's  a  needed  note  of  bal- 
ince:  the  writer  of  the  Book  of  He- 
brews had  the  time,  talent  and  parch- 
ment to  write  on  (very  literally).  He 
indicated  that  there  was  much  he 
would  like  to  have  shared,  but  his  limi- 
tation was  not  the  press  of  the  clock 


or  threatening  buzz  of  the  superin- 
tendent's bell.  The  restriction  he  felt 
arose  out  of  his  sensitivity  to  the 
people  to  whom  he  was  ministering. 
Their  maturity  limited  what  he  could 
share  (Heb.  5:11-12).  It  is  evident  also 
in  the  Book  of  Jude  that  an  alteration 
of  message-and  probably  length— took 
place  due  to  Jude's  concern  for  his 
hearers  (Jude  3).  There  is,  likewise,  a 
hint  of  the  same  sort  of  mentality  in 
Paul's  lamentation  over  Corinthian 
carnality  (I  Cor.  3:1-2). 

Point:  Our  aspirations  for  our  learn- 
ers should  be  high.  We  should  lament 
over  sluggish,  hard-to-teach,  learners. 


Point:  We  cannot,  however,  run  six 
car  lengths  ahead  in  our  teaching.  We 
must  slow  down  enough  to  communi- 
cate if  there  is  to  be  any  point  what- 
ever in  opening  our  oral  aperture  in  a 
teacher-learner  encounter.  In  other 
words,  why  snow  them  with  facts  if  it 
is  true  that  "a  teacher  has  not  taught 
until  the  pupil  has  learned." 

Point:  As  at  Thessalonica,  more 
truth  is  communicated  in  less  time 
when,  rather  than  being  "tied  to  the 
quarterly,"  we  are  tied  to  our  learners 
with  cords  of  father-like  concern.  That 
may  involve  more  than  one  hour  a 
week.  '^

With  all  the  miniaturized  bugging 
devices  that  are  available  today,  it  is 
becoming  more  and  more  difficult  to 
be  sure  that  what  you  are  saying  isn't 
being  recorded.  A  lot  of  people,  in- 
cluding our  President,  are  embarrassed 
to  hear  themselves  played  back  on  the 
Watergate  tapes.  They  would  like  to 
start  all  over  if  they  could  and  go  back 
to  a  time  when  recordings  of  conver- 
sations were  an  impossibility.  One 
thing  that  was  definitely  not  on  the 
White  House  Christmas  want  list  was  a 
new  Sony! 

The  Watergate  tapes  may  be  embar- 
rassing and  even  devastating,  but  have 
you  considered  the  Pearly-gate  tapes? 
Long  before  transistors  were  even 
heard  of,  God  was  keeping  records. 
The  Bible  says  "every  one  of  us  shall 
give  account  of  himself  to  God" 
(Rom.  14:12).  It  further  says,  "every 
idle  word  that  men  shall  speak,  they 
shall  give  account  thereof  in  the  day  of 
judgment"  (Matt.  12:36).  It  sounds  to 
me  as  though  the  Pearly-gate  tapes  are 
pretty  complete.  There  are  no  "miss- 
ing eighteen  minutes"  or  garbled  re- 
cordings. God  has  a  perfect  record  of 
every  conversation. 

There  is  good  news  for  the  Chris- 
tian though.  There  is  reason  to  believe 
that  God  has  pushed  the  erase  button 
for  those  who  have  sought  the  Lord's 
forgiveness.  We  must  still  give  an  ac- 
count of  our  service,  and  we  will  be 
rewarded  accordingly.  But  the  black 
record  of  our  sin  has  been  erased  and 
is  remembered  no  more  (Isa.  44:22).

How  is  your  district  camp?  Are  you 
tired  of  trying  to  encourage  youth  to 
attend?  It  gets  discouraging  when  bat- 
tling the  schedules  of  today's  teen- 
agers. Some  of  them  work,  travel,  or 
attend  summer  school.  Others  claim 
they  need  money  for  clothes,  a  car,  or 
college. 

Are  there  other  reasons  teens  do 
not  attend  the  district  camp?  Is  it  the 
program?  Location?  Need  for  updat- 
ing? Perhaps  it's  the  fact  that  fewer 
older  teens  go  to  camp  or  are  really 
encouraged  to  attend. 

Vacation  Bible  School  may  be  a 
problem  for  your  summer  as  well. 
There  is  the  increasing  difficulty  of 
finding  willing  people  to  staff  the 
school.  Also  there  is  the  temptation  to 
cut  down  the  daily  time  or  length  of 
the  school  because  of  the  many  busy 
summer  schedules,  or  building  pro- 
grams, and  so  forth.  Some  churches 
may  find  it  best  to  postpone  or  even 
drop  the  school  because  of  the  above 
problems. 

Be  careful!  It's  easy  to  overlook 
priorities.  According  to  the  recent 
Brethren  Annual  over  eight  thousand 


professions  of  Christ  were  made  in 
Brethren  churches  last  year.  Twenty- 
nine  percent  of  these  professions  were 
made  in  either  camps  or  summer  Bible 
schools!  Think  about  that  percentage. 
I  realize  that  statistics  don't  prove 
everything,  but  in  this  case  they  show 
that  the  only  place  where  more  per- 
sons made  professions  of  faith  was  in 
the  regular  church  services. 

Needless  to  say,  camps  and  Bible 
Schools  make  a  real  impact  on  both 
youth  and  adults.  The  29  percent  be- 
comes even  more  significant  as  one 
realizes  that  these  decisions  are  made 
in  only  one  or  two  weeks  of  the  year 
as  compared  with  the  continued  ser- 
vices of  the  church.  We  must  do  our 
part  to  encourage  unsaved  to  attend 
these  summer  ministries.  And  besides 
the  first-time  decisions,  numerous 
commitments  are  made  by  teens  each 
summer  regarding  the  call  into  full- 
time  specialized  service. 

Think  twice  before  you  decide  to 
drop  or  reduce  that  vital  summer  min- 
istry. Instead  plan  well  in  advance  and 
begin  praying  for  these  evangelistic  en- 
deavors in  your  home  and  church. 


Seek  800  at  National  Youth  Conference 


Eight  hundred  persons  are  expected 
to  be  in  attendance  at  National  Youth 
Conference  in  Goshen,  Indiana,  this 
summer.  Those  attending  the  August 
2-10  conference  will  be  challenged  and 
excited  through  the  impact  of  the 
spiritual  conference. 

Speakers  for  youth  conference  in- 
clude Rev.  Knute  Larson  from  the 
Grace  Brethren  Church  of  Asliland, 
Ohio.  This  contemporary  and  challeng- 
ing speaker  will  unfold  messages  each 
evening  on  the  conference  theme, 
"Take  Me  To  Your  Leader."  The  teens 
will  be  challenged  as  they  meet  in  the 
circular  chapel  located  on  the  Goshen 
College  campus.

Another  extremely  talented  and

sary,    and    the   church   buildings   will 
sometimes  not  be  in  as  good  condition 
as  they  should  be. 

If  it  comes  to  the  point  of  being 
able  to  afford  more  than  one  cus- 
todian, why  not  appoint  the  one  who 
is  already  on  your  staff  as  the  chief 
custodian,  or  even  utilize  the  term 
"building  superintendent."  Let  him 
begin  delegating  some  of  the  respon- 
sibilities to  the  other  custodians.  He  is 
closer  to  the  problems  than  anyone 
else  and  he  knows  better  what  respon- 
sibilities can  be  delegated.  Also,  try  to 
stagger  the  work  schedule  so  that  there 
are  custodians  on  the  premises  as 
many  hours  of  the  day  as  possible, 
even  though  it  means  having  only  one 
at  a  time.  Try  to  have  different  quali- 
ties in  the  second  custodian  from 
those  found  in  the  first.  It  is  extremely 
helpful  if  there  is  at  least  one  custo- 
dian on  the  staff  who  is  a  handyman, 
capable  of  fixing  and  repairing  things 
around  the  church  and  thus  elimi- 
nating the  need  for  expensive  servic- 
ing. After  all,  a  dollar  saved  on  ex- 
penses is  worth  just  as  much  as  the 
dollar  registered  on  a  pledgecard— and 
might  be  added  to  the  custodians" 
salaries! 

Periodically,  perhaps  no  more  than 
once  a  year,  some  official  representa- 
tive or  a  personnel  committee  from 
the  session  or  board  of  trustees  should 
visit  with  the  custodian  and  appraise 
his  job  performance,  make  suggestions, 
compliment  him,  and  assure  him  of 
the  appreciation  of  the  entire  church. 
He  has  probably  had  enougli  com- 
plaints during  the  year  that  he'll  be 
ready  for  a  pat  on  the  back. 

To  sum  it  up,  the  custodian  as  a 
person  needs  to  be  respected  and  as  a 
worker  appreciated.  Make  certain  that 
some  specific  person  is  delegated  to 
direct  his  work  and  assign  to  him  as 
much  responsibility  as  possible.  Ac- 
cord him  the  kind  of  courtesies  that 
anyone  would  expect  and  remember 
that  he  can  never  be  praised  too  high- 
ly. Point  out  his  mistakes,  when  neces- 
sary, but  let  him  know  that  he  is  an 
important  member  of  the  team  en- 
gaged in  the  mission  of  the  church 
with  a  congregation  that  appreciates 
him.  #

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I  recently  found  myself  involved  in 
an  uncomfortable  predicament  that  af- 
fords me  some  new  understanding  of 
the  church  janitor.  Due  to  a  series  of 
circumstances  in  which  our  business 
administrator  left  to  accept  another 
position  and  our  custodial  staff,  one 
by  one,  either  became  ill,  incapaci- 
tated, or  mysteriously  disappeared,  1 
took  some  of  the  custodial  duties 
myself.  And  let  me  tell  you  this— my 
hat  is  off  to  the  church  custodian! 

When  you  think  about  it,  he  is 
usually  the  lowest  paid  on  the  totem 
pole  and  the  least  appreciated,  but  he 
is  the  first  to  be  criticized,  because, 
when  he  doesn't  do  his  job,  everybody 
knows  about  it.  Most  churches  afford 
their  custodian  little  more  than  a  mini- 
mum wage  from  year  to  year,  with  no 
fringe  benefits  and  little  chance  for 
promotion. 

There  are  several  things  that  can  be 
said  about  the  custodian's  task  in  the 
local  church.  First  of  all,  there  is  the 
matter  of  relationships.  He  must  have 
someone  on  the  church  staff  to  whom 
he  can  relate  in  a  very  personal  and 
conlideiitial  way.  There  is  no  poinfin 
telling  him  that  the  board  of  trustees 
or  the  sessions  have  set  a  policy,  or 
that   they  appreciate  him.  (The  only

way  he  knows  that  is  by  an  increased 
paycheck  at  the  beginning  of  the 
year.)  No,  he  must  have  a  personal  re- 
lationship with  someone  on  the  church 
staff.  If  you  have  a  business  adminis- 
trator, well  and  good;  let  him  be  the 
one.  If  not,  the  minister  of  the  church 
has  this  responsibihty.  Whoever  super- 
vises the  work  of  the  custodian  should 
find  out  something  about  him,  his  in- 
terests, his  habits,  his  homelife,  what 
he  has  done  in  the  past,  what  he  wants 
from  life,  what  his  frustrations  and 
satisfactions  are  from  the  job,  and, 
very  importantly,  how  the  church 
members  and  his  fellow  staff  members 
can  help  liim  do  his  job  better. 

There  is  also  the  matter  of  the  cus- 
todian's personality.  As  a  pastor,  if  I 
had  my  "druthers,"  I'd  want  a  cus- 
todian who  gets  along  with  people. 
Many  of  the  tasks  he  performs  are 
somewhat  mundane,  and  could  be  per- 
formed by  almost  anyone.  However,  it 
takes  a  rare  person  indeed  to  be  able 
to  satisfy  the  needs  of  scores  of  bosses 
—for  that  is  what  the  custodian  has  in 
any  church,  large  or  small.  He  needs  to 
know  what  has  to  be  done,  and  yet  be 
willing  to  have  that  job  interrupted  be- 
cause someone  wants  a  table  moved, 
or  a  staff  member  just  remembered 
that  a  meeting  is  being  held  tonight 
and  a  certain  room  needs  to  be 
cleaned. 

One  of  the  ways  in  which  the  cus- 
todian can  be  helped  in  his  personal 
relations  with  the  church  is  to  treat 
him  as  a  person!  He  is  a  member  of  the 
staff,  and  should  be  accorded  privi- 
leges similar  to  those  of  other  staff 
members,  such  as  attending  staff  meet- 
ings. Moreover,  his  opinions  on  how 
and  when  a  job  needs  to  be  done  are 
often  more  valid  than  anyone  else's, 
and  his  opinions  should  be  sought  on 
anything  relating  to  his  areas  of  re- 
sponsibility. Too  often  we  assume  that 
we  ought  simply  to  tell  the  custodian 
what  needs  to  be  done  and  that  we 
know  more  about  it  than  he.  The  op- 
posite is  often  the  case!  1  have  dis- 
covered that  when  his  opinions  are 
sought,    not    only    is    the   job   better 


done,  but  he  feels  a  sense  of  pride  in 
the  work  that  is  completed. 

There  is  also  the  matter  of  profes- 
sional relations  with  the  custodian.  I 
think  it  is  important  that  the  minister 
be  a  part  of  the  liiring  procedure,  and 
that  a  business  relationship  be  estab- 
lished from  the  outset.  Even  when  a 
business  administrator  is  also  on  the 
staff,  there  needs  to  be  some  sense  of 
contact  and  communication  with  the 
pastor. 

At  the  outset  and  periodically 
thereafter,  I  think  it  is  important  for 
the  minister  or  his  supervisor  to  take 
time  to  sit  down  with  the  custodian  to 
discuss  liis  responsibilities,  to  walk 
through  the  church  buildings  and 
grounds  in  order  to  discover  any  prob- 
lems, and  to  discuss  remedies. 

He  needs  to  know  that  the  overall 
responsibility  for  the  upkeep,  main- 
tenance, well-being,  and  readiness  of 
the  entire  church  plant  is  his.  When 
things  go  wrong,  items  need  to  be  pur- 
chased, or  objects  need  to  be  repaired, 
he  should  have  the  freedom  to  do 
these  things  on  his  own.  If  he  makes  a 
mistake,  he  should  be  told  of  it,  but 
unless  he  is  given  the  freedom  to  exer- 
cise initiative,  someone  else  must  ac- 
cept more  responsibilities  than  neces-

HELLO, 
CELEBRATION ! 


Words  are  one  of  the  well-known 
means  of  communication  existing 
from  the  day  of  creation;  in  fact,  pos- 
sibly even  before  that  time.  Creation 
was  by  the  power  of  God  who  said, 
"Let  there  be"— and  there  was.  Today, 
when  we  want  to  convey  a  message, 
we  can  either  write  out  our  words- 
written  communication;  or  speak— oral 
communication. 

Some  people  are  classed  as  "exces- 
sive talkers,"  while  others  are  known 
as  the  "silent  type."  Oftentimes  we  as 
Christians  tend  to  pick  up  certain 
words  which  are  typical  of  our  times. 
These  words  may  have  a  meaning,  or 
perhaps  we  are  just  filling  up  our 
sentences  with  vain  repetitions.  Special 
words  (overworked  words)  may  be 
"fad  words"  of  our  times.  Perhaps  we 
are  just  using  them  to  prove  we  are  up 
to  date.  A  few  years  back  everything 
was  "in-depth."  We  studied  our  Bibles 
in-depth;  we  prayed  in-depth;  we  wor- 
shiped in-depth,  and  I  guess  we  even 
did  some  swimming  in-depth. 

We  are  witnessing  the  death  of  the 
late  great  word-"fantastic."  What  an 
impression  this  word  left  on  all  of  us. 
We  used  it  for  everything.  Our  Sunday 
Schools  were  fantastic;  our  testimonies 
were  fantastic;  our  prayer  meetings 
were  fantastic;  our  chili  suppers  were 
fantastic;  our  bus  routes  brought  fan- 
tastic results;  we  had  fantastic  business 
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meetings  .  .  .  beginning  to  get  the  pat- 
tern? I  guess  I  am  confused  as  to  what 
fantastic  means,  but  when  1  heard  an 
advertisement  about  a  fantastic  nine- 
teen cent  hamburger  I  gave  up  in  de- 
spair. 

But  a  new  star  is  rising  on  the  hori- 
zon. It  promises  to  place  in  the  back- 
ground the  former  "worn  outs."  The 
new  word  is  "celebrate."  If  you  really 
want  to  be  on  top,  quick  ...  get  on 
the  bandwagon  and  celebrate  every- 
thing you  do.  In  recent  literature  com- 
ing across  my  desk  it  appears  the 
Christian  community  is  about  to 
christen  a  new  oral  star.  Books  entitled 
Celebration  Devotions  and  Celebrate 
Your  Sexuality  are  coming  at  us.  A 
new  cantata  includes  "celebrate"  in  its 
title.  It  sounds  a  great  deal  to  me  like 
we  are  all  going  to  have  a  Fantastic 
Celebration. 

Already  I  am  having  as  much  trou- 
ble figuring  out  what  celebration 
means  in  its  multi-miscellaneous  usage 
as  I  did  the  word  fantastic.  But  this  is 
of  minor  concern  because  there  will  be 
another  word  to  replace  this  one  be- 
fore too  long. 

I  guess  maybe  our  fault  is  that  we 
want  to  sound  like  we  are  "with  it." 


Really  there  is  no  special  problem  in 
this  whole  matter  except  that  it  must 
be  terribly  boring  to  our  listeners.  It  is 
possible  to  pick  up  these  expressions 
and  repeat  them  and  not  have  to 
think.  That  is  a  luxury-tliinking-that 
takes  a  considerable  amount  of  time 
and  effort  to  accomplish.  It  is  always 
easier  to  talk  than  to  tliink,  but  our 
unfortunate  problem  is  the  necessity 
of  putting  the  two  in  gear  to  function 
at  the  same  time.  We  are  warned  about 
using  vain  words  or  empty  words. 
These  are  not  curse  words,  they  are 
not  words  of  harm,  they  are  just  emp- 
ty words  without  true  meaning.  If 
they  are  used  to  fill  empty  places  as 
idle  adjectives,  then  they  are  without 
significance. 

What  care  Christ  used  with  words  as 
He  spoke  to  people!  Each  word  was 
filled  with  meaning  and  truth.  His 
words  brought  life,  hope  and  encour- 
agement to  people.  Apparently  David 
realized  the  importance  of  words  fitly 
spoken  as  he  prayed,  "Let  the  words 
of  my  mouth  ...  be  acceptable  in  thy 
sight."  Your  words,  my  words,  are 
barometers  of  our  innermost  thoughts. 
What  does  your  speech  reveal?  Choose 
your  words  with  wisdom. 

So  get  ready  for  the  next  round  be- 
cause it  will  be  filled  with  celebrations. 
I  trust  the  celebrators  will  know  what 
they  are  talking  about.  # 
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With  the  complexity  of  today's  building  industry, 
professional  help  is  a  must  for  churches  in  a 
building  program.  The  Brethren  Architectural 
Service  is  qualified  to  provide  that  help  to 
churches  in  need.

How  do  we 
secure  a  contractor  to  build  it  for  us? 
These  are  but  a  few  of  the  questions 
that  flood  the  minds  of  discerning 
members  as  they  contemplate  a  build- 
ing program. 

The  man  with  the  answers  to  these 
important  questions  is  the  competent 
church  architect.  He  is  the  master 
builder  who  understands  today's  com- 
plex building  industry;  the  largest  in- 
dustry in  the  world.  He  is  the  man 
who  can  "put  it  all  together"  and 
render  an  invaluable  service  that  can 
save  the  church  a  lot  of  money  and 
guide  it  througli  many  difficult 
decisions  to  acliieve  an  attractive  func- 
tional facility.  By  virtue  of  his  training 
and  experience  he  can  coordinate  the 
talents  of  a  multitude  of  craftsmen  to 
produce  an  attractive  functional  facili- 
ty that  will  enable  the  church  to  ac- 
complish her  mission  in  an  even  more 
effective  manner. 

With  an  intense  desire  to  render  the 
finest  professional  service,  the  Breth- 
ren Architectural  Service  was  founded 
in  1955;  nearly  nineteen  years  ago.

a  suite  of  offices  in  the  new  Brethren 
Missions  Building,  designs  over  twenty 
churches  a  year. 

To  date  professional  registration 
and  licensing  has  been  secured  in  the 
majority  of  states  where  there  are 
Brethren  churches.  Services  have  been 
rendered  in  fifteen  states  and  could  be 
performed  without  any  problem  in 
almost  every  state  by  securing  recipro- 
cal registrations.  During  the  past  year 
services  have  been  provided  for 
twenty-four  building  projects  ranging 
from  a  small  addition  of  a  few  thou- 
sand dollars  in  cost  to  the  largest 
Brethren  projects.  These  included  the 
new  addition  to  the  Grace  Brethren 
Church,  Hagerstown,  Maryland,  and 
the  Grace  Village  Retirement  Com- 
plex, Winona  Lake,  Indiana,  which  is 
estimated  to  cost  in  excess  of 
$750,000.  On  several  occasions  ser- 
vices have  been  provided  for  evangeli- 


cal churches  outside  the  Brethren 
Church.  Last  year  the  dollar  value  for 
all  construction  work  of  all  projects 
handled  by  this  department  ap- 
proached 4  million  dollars. 

All  regular  staff  members  are  dedi- 
cated Christians  and  serve  on  a  mis- 
sionary salary  basis  similar  to  home 
mission  pastors.  By  this  means  vital 
professional  services  can  be  performed 
for  the  local  church  by  men  who  are 
well  qualified  and  thoroughly  familiar 
with  the  objectives  of  the  evangelical 
church.  The  resultant  savings  are 
passed  on  to  the  church. 

A  wide  variety  of  services  are  avail- 
able to  assist  the  local  church.  One  of 
the  most  valuable  is  program  analysis 
wliich  assists  the  local  church  in  study- 
ing the  program  and  activities  desired 
and  determining  the  needed  building 
facilities  to  enable  them  to  carry  out 
such  a  program.  From  this  study,  sche- 
matic plans  are  prepared  to  determine 


the  size  and  arrangement  of  a  pro- 
posed new  building  facility. 

After  schematic  plans  and  elevation 
studies  are  completed,  assistance  is 
given  in  determining  building  costs  and 
preparing  construction  and  operating 
budgets  for  the  local  church.  Assis- 
tance can  be  given  in  securing  financ- 
ing through  conventional  loans,  bond- 
ing programs,  or  stewardship  programs 
as  the  local  church  may  desire. 

Once  the  preliminary  planning 
work  is  approved  by  the  church,  com- 
plete working  drawings,  specifications, 
and  contract  documents  are  prepared 
to  be  used  for  constructing  the  build- 
ing. These  are  issued  to  interested  con- 
tractors to  solicit  proposals  for  work 
on  the  building.  The  church  is  assisted 
in  evaluating  these  and  in  selecting  a 
contractor  to  do  the  work.  Also,  dur- 
ing construction  supervision  is  given  to 
interpret  drawings,  check  materials  to

determine  compliance  with  those 
specified,  inspect  quaHty  of  construc- 
tion work,  and  authorize  payments  to 
contractors  and  material  suppliers. 
This  kind  of  supervision  protects  the 
church  by  insuring  that  they  receive 
full  value  for  the  dollars  expended.  At 
the  completion  of  construction,  final 
inspection  assures  the  church  that  the 
work  has  been  completed  satisfactori- 
ly, for  the  price  agreed  upon.  Assur- 
ance is  given  that  all  systems  are  func- 
tioning, and  that  the  contractor  has 
paid  all  of  the  material  suppliers  and 
has  furnished  release  of  liens  so  that 
the  church  will  not  be  hable  for  un- 
paid bills. 

In  recent  years  rapidly  increasing 
costs  of  both  labor  and  materials  have 
plagued  the  building  industry.  Con- 
struction costs  have  more  than  dou- 
bled in  the  last  ten  years.  At  present 
most  building  materials  are  in  short 
supply  and  deliveries  are  unbehevably 
long.  This  situation  makes  price  shop- 
ping difficult  and  causes  prices  to  in- 
crease more  rapidly.  Forecasts  indicate 
the  trend  is  expected  to  continue  in- 
definitely. With  the  continuing  upward 
trend  in  prices  it  is  advantageous  to 
build  as  soon  as  possible,  even  if  it  is 
necessary  to  borrow  most  of  the 
needed  funds.  A  delay  in  construction 
may  cause  an  annual  10  to  15  percent 
increase  in  building  costs. 

Among  the  services  available 
througli  the  Brethren  Architectural 
Service  is  the  construction  reporting 
service  of  F.  W.  Dodge  Corporation. 
This  agency  provides  an  interchange  of 
information  between  contractors, 
material  suppliers,  and  architects.  It 
also  assists  contractors  in  soliciting  the 
best  prices  from  interested  material 
suppliers.  With  the  advantage  of  com- 
petitive bidding  from  a  wide  area,  the 
church  benefits  by  realizing  the  lowest 
possible  cost  for  the  work  proposed. 
The  architect's  advice  can  be  helpful  in 
saving  money  for  the  church  by  ana- 
lyzing this  information.  Alternate 
materials  may  be  recommended  that 
will  serve  the  purpose  satisfactorily  at 
a  savings  in  cost. 

Services  are  performed  on  a  fee 
basis  reflecting  the  actual  cost  to  per- 


form the  service  for  the  church  being 
served.  As  such  it  is  a  self-supporting 
ministry  of  Brethren  Home  Missions. 
This  means  that  normal  home  mission 
gifts  are  not  used  to  support  this  phase 
of  the  work,  but  instead  these  can  be 
used  to  support  the  missionary  pastor. 

At  the  present  time  the  regular  staff 
is  comprised  of  seven  members— two 
architects,  two  professional  engineers, 
two  draftsmen,  and  an  office  secre- 
tary. In  addition,  two  other  profes- 
sional engineers  are  regularly  used  as 
associate  consultants  for  expertise  in 
complex  electrical,  heating,  and  air- 
conditioning  designing.  Within  the 
present  staff  there  are  qualified  profes- 
sional men  able  to  handle  any  kind  or 
size  of  building  that  any  Brethren 
church  or  agency  might  desire  to 
build. 

For  the  past  fourteen  years,  Ralph 
C.  Hall,  a  professional  engineer,  has 
served    as    the    executive   director   of

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Introducing  Ralph  Hall 


May  we  introduce  you  to  Rev. 
Ralph  C.  Hall,  the  executive  director 
of  Brethren  Architectural  Service. 
Ralph  was  born  and  reared  on  a  farm 
in  the  "Buckeye"  state  of  Ohio  near 
Lowell.  His  salvation  dates  back  to 
age  twelve  and  resulted  from  the  in- 
fluence of  a  godly  mother.  A  public 
confession  of  Christ  was  made  in  an 
evangelistic  meeting  of  a  Methodist 
church.  He  later  joined  a  Baptist 
church  near  his  home  and  remained  a 
Baptist  until  his  seminary  days. 

Ralph  Hall  graduated  as  valedic- 
torian of  the  class  of  1943  from  the 
Macksburg  High  School,  Macksburg, 
Ohio.  He  then  entered  Ohio  State 
University,  pursuing  a  career  in 
Mechanical  Engineering.  During  his 
college  career  he  was  married  to 
Elizabeth  Lenox  on  June  28,  1947. 
The  following  year  he  graduated 
from  Ohio  State  University  with  a 
Bachelor  of  Mechanical  Engineering 
degree.  At  this  point  his  life  took  a 
turn  in  another  direction.

"Brethren,  my  heart's  desire  and  prayer  to  God  for 
Israel  is,  that  they  might  be  saved"  (Rom.  1 0: 1). 


God's  Call  to  a  Unique 


One  cannot  escape  the  scriptural  admonition  to  evange- 
lize the  Jew.  Some  have  theorized  that  because  the  nation  of 
Israel  is  responsible  for  the  basic  truth  of  Christianity,  the 
human  channel  througli  which  the  Son  of  God  became  in- 
carnate, there  is  no  case  for  evangelizing  the  Jew.  It  is  true 
that  God  in  His  sovereignty  has  chosen  this  nation  of 
people  for  a  distinct  purpose  in  the  fulfillment  of  His  plan 
for  redemption  of  man.  A  careful  analysis  of  the  Word  of 
God  clearly  points  out  God's  concern  for  Israel.  God  brings 
a  clear  picture  of  indictment  against  Israel's  sin  and  un- 
belief. 

"My  people  hath  been  lost  sheep:  their  shepherds 
have  caused  them  to  go  astray,  they  have  turned  them 
away  on  the  mountains:  they  have  gone  from  moun- 
tain to  hill,  they  have  forgotten  their  resting- 
place.  .  .  .  and  their  adversaries  said.  We  offend  not, 
because  they  have  sinned  against  the  Lord  .  .  ."  (Jer. 
50:6-7). 

"My  sheep  wandered  through  all  the  mountains. 
and  upon  every  high  hill:  yea,  my  flock  was  scattered 
upon  all  the  face  of  the  earth,  and  none  did  search  or 
seek  after  them"  (Ezek.  34:6). 

"For  thus  saith  the  Lord  God;  Behold,  I,  even  1. 
will  both  search  my  sheep,  and  seek  them  out.  As  a 
shepherd  seeketh  out  his  flock  in  the  day  that  he  is 
among  his  sheep  that  are  scattered  .  .  ."  (Ezek. 
34:11-12). 

These  passages  from  the  Old  Testament  characterize  the 
Jewish  people  as  lost  sheep,  showing  God's  concern  for 
them  and  their  evangelization.  The  Old  Testament  is  filled 
with  evidences  of  the  bleeding  heart  of  God  for  His  Chosen 
People. 

God  severely  chided  His  people  and  pronounced  certain 
judgment  for  their  sin.  ".  .  .  the  Lord  hath  spoken,  I  have 
nourished  and  brought  up  children,  and  they  have  rebelled 
against  me.  The  ox  knoweth  his  owner,  and  the  ass  his 
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master's  crib:  but  Israel  doth  not  know,  my  people  doth 
not  consider.  Ah  sinful  nation,  a  people  laden  with  iniquity, 
a  seed  of  evildoers,  children  that  are  corrupters:  they  have 
forsaken  the  Lord,  they  have  provoked  the  Holy  One  of 
Israel  unto  anger,  they  are  gone  away  backward"  (Isa. 
1:2-4).  Though  this  portion  is  directed  to  the  tribes  of 
Judah,  yet  the  heart  of  God  is  bared  at  the  sinfulness  and 
rebellion  of  His  people. 

Jesus,  in  His  early  commands  to  the  apostles,  clearly 
states  His  view  on  the  evangelization  of  the  Jew.  ".  .  .  Go 
not  into  the  way  of  the  Gentiles,  and  into  any  city  of  the 
Samaritans  enter  ye  not.  But  go  rather  to  the  lost  sheep  of 
the  house  of  Israel"  (Matt.  10:5-6).  Very  interesting,  isn't 
it,  that  this  follows  the  famous  passage  of  the  whitened 
harvest  fields  and  the  admonition  to  pray  for  harvesters 
(Matt.  9:35-38).  Here  Jesus  demonstrates  His  concern  with 
action  going  to  the  cities,  villages,  teaching  in  the  syna- 
gogues, healing  the  sick,  and  ministering  to  the  people. 
".  .  .  he  was  moved  with  compassion  on  them,  because  they 
fainted,  and  were  scattered  abroad,  as  sheep  having  no 
shepherd"  (Matt.  9:36).  With  respect  to  His  own  public 
ministry  He  said,  "...  I  am  not  sent  but  unto  the  lost  sheep 
of  the  house  of  Israel"  (Matt.  15:24).  However,  this  was 
not  a  limitation  of  the  Gospel  to  the  Jews:  "And  other 
sheep  1  have,  which  are  not  of  tliis  fold:  them  also  I  must 
bring.  .  ."(John  10:16). 

The  Bible  clearly  states  that  the  commission  has  been 
enlarged  to  include  the  Gentile  peoples  of  the  world.  The 
"all  nations"  (Matt.  28:19),  "every  creature"  (Mark  16:15), 
and  ".  .  .  ye  shall  be  witnesses  unto  me  both  in  Jerusalem, 
and  in  all  Judaea,  and  in  Samaria,  and  unto  the  uttermost 
part  of  the  earth"  (Acts  1:8).  This  shows  the  none.xclusive- 
ness  of  God's  purpose  with  the  Gospel.  Extreme  care  must 
be  exercised  that  in  the  bitterness,  rebellion,  and  rejection 
of  Israel  to  the  redemptive  work  of  Christ,  that  our  evange- 
listic efforts  be  not  deterred  to  follow  the  easier  road  of 
Gentile  evangelism. 

The  Apostle  Paul  points  up  his  concern  in  Romans 
9:1-3. 

"Oh,  Israel,  my  people!  Oh.  my  Jewish  brothers! 
How  I  long  for  you  to  come  to  Christ.  My  heart  is 
heavy  within  me  and  I  grieve  bitterly  day  and  night 
because  of  you.  Christ  knows  and  the  Holy  Spirit 
knows  that  it  is  no  mere  pretense  when  I  say  that  I 
would  bo  willing  to  be  forever  damned  if  that  would 
save  you"  (Living  Bible). 

Paul's  concern  centers  in  the  Gospel  which  is  for  all.  "For  I 
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Miss  Isobel  Fraser  is  the  only  full-time  missionary  we  have  to  the 
Jews.  Mr.  Phil  Cariaga  helps  in  teaching  the  evening  Bible  classes  at 
the  Los  Angeles  mission. 


am  not  ashamed  of  this  Good  News  about  Christ.  It  is 
God's  powerful  method  of  bringing  all  who  believe  it  to 
heaven.  This  message  was  preached  first  to  the  Jews  alone, 
but  now  everyone  is  invited  to  come  to  God  in  this  same 
way"  (Rom.  1:16  Living  Bible).  Please  note  that  the  Jew  is 
not  overlooked,  nor  neglected.  "Jew  and  Gentile  are  the 
same  in  this  respect:  they  all  have  the  same  Lord  who 
generously  gives  his  riches  to  all  those  who  ask  him  for 
them"  (Rom.  10: 12  Living  Bible).  We  who  have  been  given 
the  responsibility  of  the  Gospel  (II  Cor.  5:18-20)  must  ac- 
cept our  commission  to  the  Jew  as  well  as  the  Gentile. 

There  are  in  excess  of  six  million  Jews  in  the  United 
States.  Though  the  new  nation  of  Israel  is  growing  rapidly; 
reportedly,  there  are  still  more  Jews  in  the  U.  S.  than  in 
Israel.  Throughout  the  world  the  Jewish  nation  has  been 
dispersed.  The  Jew  everywhere  needs  to  hear  the  Gospel. 

The  Jew  is  not  easy  to  reach.  This  area  of  evangelism  is 
perhaps  the  most  difficult  and  least  fruitfiil.  To  reach  a 
stiff-necked,  rebellious,  materialistically  minded  people 
with  the  claims  of  Christ  takes  much  faith,  patience,  bold- 
ness and  sheer  skill.  The  approach,  methods  and  procedures 
are  of  necessity  different  than  any  other  field  of  evange- 
lism. To  finally  break  through  and  reach  the  Jew  for 
Christ  is  only  a  fraction  of  the  task.  The  follow-up  ministry 
is  so  vital  to  help  him  face  the  onslaughts  of  criticism  and 
scorn  of  the  Jewish  community.  Sometimes  the  new  be- 
liever is  literally  cut  off  and  completely  isolated  from  fami- 
ly connections  when  allegiance  is  pledged  to  Christ. 

The  difficulties  incurred  should  not  in  any  sense  deter 
our  action.  More  concentration,  more  prayer,  and  appli- 
cation of  trained  personnel  must  be  applied.  God  blesses 
the  efforts  of  evangelism  in  reaching  His  Chosen  People. 
There  is  great  reward  in  reaching  the  Jew  for  Christ.  And 
there  is  great  joy  in  knowing  that  we  are  directly  involved 
in  a  ministry  which  has  a  most  important  bearing  upon  the 
climactic  events  surrounding  the  return  of  Christ  to  this 
earth  and  the  fulfillment  of  end-time  prophecy. 

Miss  Isobel  Fraser  is  the  only  full-time  missionary  we 
have  to  the  Jews.  Mr.  Pliil  Cariaga,  a  bank  manager  and  an 
able  Bible  teacher,  helps  in  teaching  the  evening  Bible 
classes  at  the  Los  Angeles  mission.  There  is  an  urgent  need 
for  a  full-time  missionary  couple  to  lead  our  Western  Mis- 
sion. We  earnestly  desire  to  see  this  ministry  expanded  to 
other  areas  of  the  nation.  We  need  dedicated,  trained  per- 
sonnel who  will  enter  tliis  vital  ministry  at  the  call  and 
direction  of  the  Lord,  making  it  their  life  work.  Pray  the 
Lord  of  the  harvest  that  He  will  thrust  forth  laborers  into 
this  harvest  field.  W"

A 
board  spokesman  explained  that  the  vocal  and  legal 
aggressiveness  of  agnostics,  atheists,  and  far-left  and 
right  political  groups  during  the  past  1 0  years  has  forced 
the  regents  to  look  more  closely  at  the  uses  of  the  stadium.

Editor's  Note:  Wesley  Pippert,  Washington  Correspondent  tor  United  Press  International, 
was  the  keynote  speaker  for  this  year's  "Americans  for  America"  week  on  the  Grace  College 
campus.  Mr.  Pippert  is  a  graduate  of  the  University  of  Iowa  and  of  Wheaton  College,  and  has 
been  with  UPl  since  1955.  This  article  is  taken  from  his  opening  address  to  the  college 
student  body. 


"America,  of  Thee  1  sing"  is  a  sig- 
nificant title  for  your  "Americans  for 
America  Week."  Seldom  in  our  history 
has  the  trust  of  the  people  in  their 
government  been  so  shaken  and  un- 
certain. I  refer,  of  course,  to  Watergate 
and  what  it  has  become. 

Watergate  began  as  an  attempt  by 
aides  at  the  White  House  and  the  Com- 
mittee to  Reelect  the  President  to  bur- 
glarize and  wiretap  the  Democratic 
national  offices  in  the  Watergate  com- 
plex in  Washington.  Now  it  has  be- 
come an  umbrella  covering  a  dirty 
laundry  list  of  crimes  and  sins  and 
questionable  conduct  focusing  ulti- 
mately on  President  Nixon  himself. 
You  know  the  list  as  well  as  I:  a  1970 
domestic  intelligence-gathering  plan, 
authorized  by  Nixon  and  providing  for 
burglary,  interception  of  mail,  income 
tax  harassment,  and  infiltration;  wire- 
tapping of  reporters,  of  colleagues,  of 
even  President  Nixon's  brother,  of  col- 
leagues who  turned  on  each  other  with 
a  vengeance  in,  as  one  of  them  put  it. 
"spilling  their  guts"  when  they  were 
hauled  before  the  prosecutors;  of  the 
secret  taping  of  White  House  conver- 
sations, which  was  odious,  not  because 
it  was  done  but  because  it  was  done 
surreptitiously;  of  the  President  who 
enlarged  his  mansions  and  cut  corners 
on  his  income  tax  and  gave  1  percent 
of  his  income  to  charity.  About  the 
only  thing  that  would  have  been  worse 
than  Watergate  would  have  been  had  it 
never  been  revealed  that  these  things

Look  at  the  terrible  cost-to  Rich- 
ard Nixon,  to  his  administration,  and 
to  the  nation. 

Richard  Nixon  is  the  man  who 
made  the  greatest  comeback  in  Ameri- 
can political  history,  who  scored  one 
of  the  greatest  election  landslides,  who 
opened  the  doors  to  China  and  Russia. 
But  his  place  in  history  is  now  in 
jeopardy,  and  he  stands  discredited  be- 
fore the  people  he  is  trying  to  lead. 

There  is  sadness  in  all  this,  for 
Christ  died  for  Richard  Nixon,  too.  On 
Inaugural  Sunday  1973,  at  the  very 
peak  of  Nixon's  popularity,  Billy 
Graham  preached  in  the  East  Room  of 
the  White  House  during  the  worship 
service,  and  his  subject  was  on  pornog- 
raphy. 1  was  there.  One  wonders  how 
history  might  have  been  changed  if 
Graliam  in  his  sermon  had  told  Rich- 
ard Nixon  about  the  justice  of  God 
and  had  assured  this  insecure,  perhaps 
deeply  lonely  man  that  God  loved  him 
and  could  meet  his  needs. 

Richard  Nixon  has  paid  a  terrible 
price  for  the  events  of  Watergate,  and 
so  has  Ills  administration.  His  first 
term's  innovative  welfare  reform  pro- 
posal, his  accomplishments  abroad,  his 
ideas  for  overdue  government  reorgani- 
zation-all are  overshadowed  by  the 
dark  clouds  of  Watergate.  His  vice 
president  pleaded  "no  contest"  to  a 


crime  and  resigned  in  disgrace  for  the 
first  time  in  the  nation's  history.  Two 
Cabinet  officers  are  under  criminal  in- 
dictment for  the  first  time  in  this  cen- 
tury. I  was  present  on  that  October 
afternoon  in  Courtroom  No.  4  in  the 
Old  Courthouse  in  Baltimore  when 
Spiro  T.  Agnew,  his  usually  sleek, 
well-coiffed  hair  showed  the  slightest 
bit  of  fuzz,  stepped  forward  to  stand 
before  the  bar  of  justice.  I  felt  sorrow 
for  this  man  who  had  risen  so  fast  and 
had  fallen  even  faster. 

I  was  present  in  the  courtroom  of 
the  Justice  Department  that  same 
month  for  the  "Saturday  night  mas- 
sacre" in  which  Nixon  fired  Archibald 
Cox  as  special  prosecutor  and  Elliot 
Richardson  and  your  own  William 
Ruckelshaus  resigned  in  protest.  Now 
the  once-arrogant  White  House  staff  is 
depleted,   gone. 

In  my  family,  I  was  one  of  seven 
children  of  a  man  who  was  a  tenant 
farmer  most  of  his  adult  life,  and  in 
Portland  Township  No.  2,  the  one- 
room  country  school  we  attended,  we 
were  taught  to  revere  our  nation  and 
our  government.  Millions  of  Americans 
had  similar  trust.  Now  that  trust  has 
been  deeply  eroded.  That  may  be  one 
of  the  worst  tragedies  of  Watergate. 

Now  let  me  mention  some  ques- 
tions I  am  frequently  asked  about 
these  matters. 

1.  "We  always  have  had  dirty  poli- 
tics and  the  Democrats  are  as  guilty  as 
the  Republicans.  So  why  pick  on 
Nixon?"  This,  incidentally,  was  the 
comment  put  to  me  by  my  sister,  a 
returned  missionary  from  South 
America. 

"Well."  I  replied  to  her,  "that's 
like  saying  there's  nothing  wrong  with 
sinning  because  everybody  does  it." 
Sen.  Sam  Ervin  put  it  more  eloquently 
during  the  Senate  hearings  last  summer 
when  he  said:  "There  has  been  murder 
and  larceny  in  every  generation,  but

re  taking  place.  ■ I 
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By  Wesley  G.  Pippert 
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does  that  make  murder  meritorious  or 
larceny  legal?"  Two  wrongs  do  not 
make  a  right.  If  there  were  wrongs  at 
Watergate,  they  ouglit  to  be  set  right. 
And  if  there  were  wrongs  that  can  be 
corrected  from  other  campaigns,  that 
ouglit  to  be  done  so,  too. 

2.  "What  about  Ted  Kennedy  and 
Chappaquiddick?  That  is  just  as  bad  as 
Watergate." 

Kennedy's  e.xperience  at  Chappa- 
quiddick, however  tragic  and  despica- 
ble, involved  one  isolated  event  on  a 
single  niglu.  Watergate  was  a  whole 
series  of  events,  an  atmosphere,  a  pat- 
tern. If  Chappaquiddick  was  a  thread, 
Watergate  was  a  whole  fabric.  The  two 
cannot  be  compared. 

Some  have  alleged  that  Chappa- 
quiddick was  covered  up.  It  was  not.  It 
happened  on  the  eve  of  the  first  moon 
walk,  and  it  almost  stole  the  headlines. 
That  Saturday  on  CBS  Evening  News 
Roger  Mudd  led  off  with  Chappaquid- 
dick and  subordinated  the  historic 
moon  walk  deeper  into  the  program. 
Edward  Kennedy  himself  had  to  face 
and  nation  on  television.  To  this  day, 
stories  appear  about  Chappaquiddick. 

But,  Edward  M.  Kennedy,  when  he 
stands  for  election,  ought  to  be  judged 
severely  on  how  HE  handled  the  stress 
and  crises  of  that  night  at  the  bridge. 
That  would  be  a  legitimate  question 
about  his  fitness  for  the  presidency. 

3.  "The  Press  is  out  to  get  Nixon, 
and  it  ought  to  lay  off  its  bitter  at- 
tacks on  him."  This,  of  course,  is 
Nixon's  own  complaint. 

Most  stations  and  papers  in  the 
nation  get  their  news  from  the  wire 
services.  I  was  not  assigned  to  Water- 
gate until  March,  nine  months  after 
the  break-in  took  place.  This  was  typi- 
cal of  many  of  the  news  media.  Except 
for  the  Washington  Post,  the  Los 
Angeles  Times,  CBS  and  a  few  others, 
most  of  the  media  did  not  begin  to 
cover  Watergate  on  their  own  until 
many  months  had  passed  and  the  1972 
election  was  long  over.  There  was  a 
vacuum  of  investigative  news  stories 
about  Watergate  all  during  the  cam- 
paign. 

The  seeds  that  bore  the  bitter  fruit 
of  Watergate  and  Agnew's  resignation 
were  sown  in  the  White  House  in  1970 
and  1971  when  these  plans  for  domes- 
tic intelligence-gatherings  were  laid, 
and  in  the  Baltimore  County  Court- 
house and  the  Maryland  State  Capitol 


in  the  1 960s.  Where  were  the  investi- 
gative reporters  then  and  what  were 
they  doing?  Little,  I  must  confess.  If 
the  press  has  erred  in  covering  Water- 
gate, it  has  erred  not  in  its  massive  and 
saturation  coverage  of  Watergate  in  re- 
cent months  but  rather  in  its  accepting 
wholesale  and  at  face  value  for  too 
long  the  explanations  and  statements 
of  Nixon  and  Agnew.  In  order  words, 
we  willingly  ate  what  the  White  House 
spoon-fed  us. 

There  is  something  more  profound 
to  be  said  here.  A  tension  must  exist 
between  the  government  and  the  press; 
there  must  be  an  adversary  relation- 
ship  between   the   three   branches  of 


is  a  Christian.  Remember  the  admoni- 
tion of  the  Gospels;  Repent  and  be- 
lieve, repent  and  believe.  I  believe  that 
the  primary  test  of  a  president  as  a 
Christian  is  whether  he  is  willing  to 
stand  before  his  staff,  the  Congress, 
the  people,  the  world,  and  God,  and 
say;  "I  have  been  wrong,  1  have  done 
wrong,  forgive  me."  Perhaps  this 
would  not  be  typical  diplomatic  proto- 
col. Some,  apparently  including  White 
House  Press  Secretary  Ronald  L.  Zieg- 
ler,  believe  this  would  be  a  sign  of 
weakness.  I  don't  think  so.  I  think  it 
would  have  profound  significance  for 
the  President  as  the  moral  leader  of 
the  people.  I  think  it  would  be  prag-

government  and  the  so-called  Fourth 
Estate.  The  press  always  must  be  skep- 
tical-not  cynical-but  skeptical.  The 
press  always  must  probe,  and  not  puff. 
I  think  you  want  us  to  do  that.  In  a 
real  way,  I  am  your  surrogate  in  Wash- 
ington, to  ask  the  questions  and  seek 
the  information  I  think  ro!<  would  ask 
and  seek  x'i  you  were  there.  Because  of 
my  Christian  perspective,  I  have  tried 
to  ask  questions  that  probed  a  person's 
heart  and  motives-to  ask  Dwight 
Chapin,  Bud  Krogh,  Donald  Segretti 
(and  I'll  ask  John  Ehrlichman  and  Bob 
Haldeman,  too,  when  I  get  a  chance)- 
why  did  you  do  it?  Do  you  regret 
what  you  did?  Are  you  remorseful? 

Finally,  let's  ask  what  is  the  mark 
of  a  Christian  president?  On  the  spur 
of  the  moment  recently,  I  put  this 
question  to  several  persons;  How  do 
you  tell  whether  a  president  is  a  Chris- 
tian—not merely  Richard  Nixon,  but 
any  president,  past  or  future?  I  got 
some  interesting  answers. 

One  woman,  a  staff  member  of  an 
evangelical  institution,  replied  that  the 
first  sign  would  be  whether  he  went  to 
church.  My  missionary  sister  suggested 
that  the  first  sign  would  be  whether  he 
had  private  devotions.  A  Nazarene 
high  school  teacher  said  the  most  im- 
portant sign  was  whether  the  president 
had  a  passion  for  souls.  How  would 
you  tell? 

All  of  these  answers  have  merit,  but 
I  think  we  need  to  go  into  the  Bible  to 
learn  the  first  and  fundamental  sign  of 
a  president,  in  fact  of  any  person,  who 


matic  and  shrewd  to  say  to  members 
of  Congress  and  to  the  leaders  of  the 
nations,  "I  have  been  wrong."  It 
would  be  a  show  of  tremendous 
strength. 

Richard  Nixon,  of  course,  as  recent- 
ly as  his  State  of  the  Union  address, 
has  repeatedly  and  rigidly  declared  his 
innocence  and  blamelessness.  John 
Ehrlichman  said  in  a  recent  interview 
that  no,  he  didn't  think  he  had  any- 
thing to  be  sorry  for.  I  have  no  wish  to 
see  Richard  Nixon  destroyed.  I  have 
no  wish  to  see  John  Ehrlichman  de- 
stroyed. I  hope  there  is  nothing  else  to 
be  revealed  so  that  resignation  and  im- 
peachment won't  be  necessary.  I  be- 
lieve that  if  Richard  Nixon  would  re- 
pent the  American  people  would 
throw  open  their  arms  and  accept  him 
in  a  forgiving  spirit.  I  know  that  I 
would. 

Sen.  Harold  Huglies  and  former 
White  House  special  counsel  Charles 
Colson,  two  complete  opposites  politi- 
cally, have  become  close  brothers  in 
Christ.  Hughes  told  me  in  discussing 
their  friendship  that  he  said  to  Colson 
that  he  must  be  willing  to  repent  of 
whatever  he  did,  even  if  that  repen- 
tance were  to  mean  jail. 

We  also  need  to  go  into  the  Old 
Testament  to  measure  the  faithfulness 
of  our  presidents.  In  the  Old  Testa- 
ment we  find  God  with  the  attributes 
of  justice  and  mercy.  The  prophets  fre- 
quently warred  against  their  own 
governmental  leaders  over  the  issues  of

these  leaders'  attitudes  toward  widows 
and  orphans,  the  poor,  and  oppressed. 
There  are  modern  parallels  today  in 
our  society-the  poor,  the  dependent, 
the  minorities.  How  do  our  presidents 
stack  up  on  the  matter  of  justice  and 
mercy?  What  would  the  Old  Testa- 
ment prophets  have  to  say  to  our 
presidents?    What    has    the    President 


done  about  the  25  million  poor  in  this 
country?  What  has  the  President  done 
about  the  oppressed  people  of  our 
land-the  blacks,  the  Chicanes,  the  In- 
dians, and  women?  Fni  sure  Amos  and 
Micah  and  Jeremiah  would  care  a  great 
deal  about  our  American  presidents  in 
this  regard.  I'm  not  advocating  any 
federal  program  of  direct  subsidy  or 
grants  to  these  groups,  but  1  AM  say- 
ing that  according  to  the  Bible,  a 
nation's  loader,  and  that  includes  the 


American  President,  must  bear  respon- 
sibility for  these  peoples  in  one  way  or 
another. 

Does  the  President  repent  of  his 
sins?  Does  he  administer  justice?  Does 
he  administer  mercy?  These  are  Bibli- 
cal questions  and  tests  that  distinguish 
a  president  who  is  a  Christian  t'roin  a 
president  who  is  not.  And,  as  a  matter 
of  fact,  these  are  Biblical  tests  that  dis- 
tinguish all  of  us  who  are  Christian 
trom  those  who  are  not.  #

INTERVIEWING  THE  INTERVIEWER 


WHITE:  Much  attention,  at  least  in  this  area,  was 
directed  to  a  recent  UPI  article  carrying  your  by- 
line and  telUng  the  story  of  the  conversion  of  for- 
mer White  House  assistant  Charles  Colson.  What 
did  that  article  say? 

PIPPERT:  The  lead  sentence  said,  "Charles  Colson 
says  he  has  become  a  new  person  in  Jesus  Christ." 
It  was  that  simple.  Much  of  the  story  about  Colson 
was  his  own  words.  And  it  was  one  of  the  longest 
stories  ever  to  be  carried  on  our  "A,"  or  prime 
wire. 

KATIP:  How  prevalent  is  the  "end  justifies  the 
means"  attitude  among  our  congressmen  and  sena- 
tors? 

PIPPERT:  Well,  I  think  that  one  of  the  tragedies 
of  Watergate  was  that  it  revealed  that  there  was  a 
great  deal  of  this  attitude  in  Washington.  And  the 
revelation  of  this  attitude  was  a  shock  to  many 
people.  But  we  must  not  think  that  all  politicians 
have  the  attitude-they  do  not. 

CALLER:  Can  a  person  be  a  consistent  evangelical 
Christian  and  still  be  liberal  in  his  political  think- 
ing? 

PIPPERT:  I  would  like  to  think  that  a  person  can 
be  a  consistent  evangelical  Christian  and  be  a 
pohtical  liberal.  The  Old  Testament  prophets  were 
anything  but  conservative  as  we  find  them  express- 
ing their  views.  Senator  Hatfield  and  Representa- 
tive John  Anderson  are  evangelicals,  yet  politically 
liberal.  In  a  real  way,  Jesus  Christ  was  radical  him- 
self in  the  upheaval  He  created  in  peoples'  lives. 

SNIDER:  Have  you  sensed  a  new  spiritual  awaken- 
ing in  the  aftermath  of  Watergate? 
PIPPERT:  There  very  well  may  be.  There  is  evi- 
dence that  God  is  working  in  peoples'  lives  in 
Washington,  and  it  may  well  be  that  God  is  in  the 
wreckage  of  Watergate.  But  it's  happening  on  an 
individual   basis   rather   than   in  the  institutional 


church.  And  1  think  this  says  more  about  the 
lethargy  of  many  of  our  churches  than  it  does 
about  God's  power. 

CALLER:  Is  the  press  ruining  the  President? 
PIPPERT:  I  don't  think  so.  We  must  realize  what 
the  press  is,  and  what  its  role  should  be.  There  will 
always  be  an  adversary  relationship  between 
government  and  the  press.  It  is  the  press'  job  al- 
ways to  probe  and  dig-not  to  be  a  cornet  for  the 
government. 

If  the  press  made  a  mistake  in  covering  Water- 
gate, it  was  made  early  on,  when  it  accepted  for 
far  too  long  the  statements  of  the  White  House  at 
face  value.  We  were  lazy.  Where  was  the  press  in 
the  1960s  when  Vice  President  Agnew  was  doing 
what  he  was  doing  at  the  county  courthouse  and 
at  the  Maryland  State  Capitol? 

WHITE:  What  do  you  see  the  press'  role  to  be  in 
our  society? 

PIPPERT:  The  Ipress  is,  in  a  very  real  sense,  a 
representative  or  surrogate  of  the  people.  I  try  to 
ask  the  questions  vow  would  ask  if  you  were  there. 

WHITE:  How  has  recent  administrative  criticism 
of  the  press  affected  you  and  UPI? 
PIPPERT:  It  has  made  us  more  careful;  more  cau- 
tious. We  have  been  extremely  careful  in  Watergate 
coverage  to  use  language  that  is  unemotional— we 
say  "he  said"  rather  than  "he  declared"  or  "he 
charged,"  and  so  forth. 

WHITE:  Do  you  feel  there  is  a  need  for  evangeli- 
cals in  the  secular  press? 

PIPPERT:  Yes,  there  is  definitely  a  need  for  those 
with  evangelical  values  to  be  in  the  secular  news 
media.  In  the  entire  Washington  press  corps,  there 
are  very  few  who  could  be  called  evangelical.  Not 
only  in  the  religious  news  area,  but  in  the  secular 
news  aiea— that's  where  evangelicals  are  needed 
now!

"Americans  for  America  Week"  is  an  exercise  in  patric 
tism,  for  the  very  definition  of  patriotism  is  the  love  an^' 
zealousness  for  one's  country.  However,  in  the  age  in  whici 
we  live,  patriotism  has  taken  a  severe  flogging  at  the  wliif 
.  ping  posts  of  positivism  and  materialism.  Philosophical  task 
masters  have  attempted  to  shred  away  the  sinews  of  patricl 
tism  and  e.xpose  its  breath.  With  haughty  contempt  and  at! 
rogance  they  point  their  blood-dripping  fingers  at  the  toi 
tured  carcass  and  taunt  those  who  would  claim  the  corpse 
They  have  failed  to  realize  that  the  breath  of  patriotism  i 
not  objectively  verifiable  nor  is  it  tangible.

wo  ideas  of  society  and  preservation  are  conjoined,  one  is 
ncontrovertibly  led  to  patriotism;  for  love  of  country  is 
lothing  more  than  love  for  one's  own  society  and  the  preser- 
vation of  it.  The  historical  proof  for  patriotism  is  legion.  One 
;annot  obtain  artifact  or  literature  of  a  civihzation  and  not 
liscover  evidence  of  patriotism.  It  has  existed  for  all  peoples 
"or  all  times. 

The  necessity  of  patiotism  is  not  found  in  metaphysics  or 
ogic,  but  it  is  found  within  ethics;  the  necessity  of  patrio- 
;ism  is  ethical  necessity.  The  debunkers  of  patriotism  have 
iliscovered  that  they  are  now  between  Scylla  and  Charybdis. 
jPhey  may  be  sucked  into  the  vortex  of  never  having  a  means 
3y  which  to  motivate  and  enjoin  men  to  sacrifice  for  others, 
jr  they  may  be  dashed  upon  the  rocks  of  denying  their  own 
jhilosophy.  Now  that  they  have  eviscerated  patriotism,  by 
A^hat  means  can  they  appeal  to  men  to  sacrifice  for  others? 

A  patriot  can  say  as  the  Roman  father  did  to  his  son, 
iulce  et  decorum  pro  patria  est  mori,  it  is  good  and  proper  to 
lie  for  one's  country.  But  the  debunkers  have  cast  this  saying 
iside.  How  then  can  they  appeal  for  any  man  to  sacrifice? 


The  debunkers  may  say  that  it  is  good  to  sacrifice  for  others, 
but  the  reply  is  "why  is  it  good  for  me  instead  of  him  to 
sacrifice  for  others?"  Patriorism  demands,  requests,  and  com- 
mands an  equal  sacrifice;  otherwise,  the  preservation  of  a 
society  would  cease.  And  all  that  we  believe  in  would  cease. 
Patriotism  is  ethically  necessary,  or  we  would  perish. 

Patriotism  is  a  good  and  right  belief,  for  it  is  universal  and 
necessary.  Of  course,  I  distinguish  between  those  who  use 
patriotism  to  promote  evil  and  those  who  love  their  country 
and  wish  to  see  it  preserved.  Samuel  Johnson  was  right  when 
he  said  that  patriotism  was  the  last  refuge  of  a  scoundrel.  But 
then  let  us  not  forget  that  patriotism  is  also  the  first  refuge 
of  a  noble  man.  It  will  avail  nothing  for  any  to  point  out  the 
blights  on  America.  I  cannot  cease  to  love  her  because  she  is 
scarred  any  more  than  I  can  cease  to  love  my  wife  because 
she  is  incurably  ill.  A  Greek  of  the  past  said  it,  but  it  is  still 
true:  "No  man  loves  his  city  because  it  is  great,  but  because 
it  is  his."  I  love  America,  not  because  she  is  great,  but  be- 
cause she  is  mine.

The 

Pattern 

Forms

The  emergence  of  an  energy  crisis,  not  merely  in  the 
United  States,  but  all  across  the  world,  together  with  a 
whole  host  of  other  problems  all  converging  upon  society  in 
this  hour  of  world  history  has  driven  prophetic  students  to 
a  new  study  of  the  Scriptures.  Portions  of  the  prophetic 
Scriptures  that  hitherto  were  passed  over  with  little  concern 
are  suddenly  becoming  especially  meaningful.  This  is  true 
of  Luke  21:25-26. 

This  passage  of  Scripture  falls  within  the  final  prophetic 
discourse  of  our  Lord  known  as  the  Olivet  Discourse,  and  is 
recorded  in  each  of  the  Synoptic  Gospels  (Matt.  24-25; 
Mark  13;  Luke  21).  Three  tilings  appear  in  the  Luke  pas- 
sage: (I)  Demonstrations  in  the  heavens  (v.  25);  (2)  Devel- 
opments in  the  earth  (w.  25-26);  and  (3)  Dethronement  of 
celestial  powers  (v.  26).  It  is  concerning  the  second  item  to 
which  I  want  to  call  your  attention. 

By  comparison  with  the  parallel  passages  in  Matthew  and 
Mark  (Matt.  24:29;  Mark  13:24),  it  appears  that  the 
demonstrations  in  the  heavens  and  the  dethronement  of 
celestial  powers  come  immediately  after  the  tribulation. 
Whereas  Luke  was  pointing  to  a  developing  pattern  of 
things  over  some  period  of  time,  and  which  finally  reaches 
its  climax  during  the  progress  of  the  tribulation  period.  The 
developing  pattern  and  its  effects  can  well  be  seen  before 
the  tribulation  period  sets  in. 

The  particular  emphasis  of  Luko  has  to  do  with  things 
coming  to  pass  on  the  earth  in  contrast  with  the  heavens. 


and  that  which  is  developing  within  a  certain  sphere  in  the 
earth.  "And  upon  the  earth"  (v.  25)  marks  the  level  as 
distinguished  from  the  heavens,  and  "on  the  earth"  (v.  26) 
specifies  the  sphere  of  the  earth  with  which  Luke  is  con- 
cerned. Contrary  to  what  the  reader  of  the  English  may 
conclude,  the  second  word  "earth"  does  not  mean  the  same 
as  the  first. 

To  be  specific,  the  second  word  "earth"  is  the  word 
"economy"  in  the  original  Greek.  Of  the  fifteen  times  it 
appears  in  the  New  Testament,  the  King  James  Version 
always  translates  this  word  by  the  term  "world"  except  in 
the  one  instance  of  Luke  21:26  where  it  is  rendered 
"earth."  In  any  event,  the  word  does  not  mean  earth  or 
land;  it  does  not  mean  the  people  of  the  land.  It  does  refer 
to  the  system  of  operation  which  constitutes  what  we  call 
organized  society.  The  participle,  for  such  it  is,  describes 
the  activity  of  society  functioning  over  a  pattern  that  is 
ever  progressing  toward  final  fulfillment. 

There  are  four  things  that  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ  declares 
will  be  true  as  this  outworking  pattern  moves  toward  its 
climax: 

I.  UNIVERSAL  SOCIAL  DISTRESS  ARISING  FROM 
NARROWING  LIMITS  OF  OPERATION;  "And  upon  the 
earth  distress  of  nations." 

It  is  most  interesting  to  discover  that  three  words  are 
used  to  describe  the  tribulation  of  the  end  time,  and  the 
one  in  this  passage  is  the  most  severe.  There  is  distress 
affirmed  of  the  tribulation  which  constitutes  narrow  or 
straitened  circumstances  (Matt.  24:21;  Mark  13:24).  There 
is  distress  which  forces  men  to  such  lengths  that  they  are 
compelled  to  respond  in  certain  ways  (Luke  21:23).  Then 
there  is  the  distress  which  reaches  the  point  that  it  holds 
men  in  a  vise.  There  is  no  way  for  them  to  turn.  The  pres- 
sures from  every  side  are  irresistible.  They  cannot  move 
forward  or  backward.  They  cannot  turn  to  the  riglit  hand 
or  to  the  left.  This  is  the  state  of  affairs  to  which  the 
human  economy  has  brought  them.  The  ideas  of  men  were 
created.  The  patterns  of  conduct  have  developed.  At  last 
the  whole  program  has  converged  upon  society  in  a  viselike 
grip  from  which  they  cannot  escape. 

II.  WORLDWIDE  MENTAL  BEWILDERMENT  RE- 
SULTING FROM  DECREASING  LIMITS  OF  VISIBILI- 
TY: "with  perplexity"  (v.  25). 

In  consequence  of  the  viselike  pressure  of  the  situation, 
mankind  is  confronted  with  perplexity.  The  original  Greek 
word  means  "no  way  out."  This  is  demonstrated  by  the 
fact  that  mankind  by  itself  is  unable  to  direct  its  own  af- 
fairs. No  matter  how  amazing  the  achievements  of  men, 
they  are  still  unable  to  get  a  sufficiently  broad  view  of 
reality  to  comprehend  it  in  perspective.  Men  are  unable  to 
look  deep  enough  to  capture  the  full  significance  of  life  and 
its  attendant  aspects.  Men  are  so  finite  that  they  cannot  see 
far  enough  into  the  future  to  conceive  how  their  inventions 
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will  turn  out.  As  a  result,  they  finally  reach  that  state  of 
affairs  in  the  outworking  of  their  own  creations  where  there 
is  no  way  out. 

III.  UNCONTROLLABLE  HUMAN  DESPERATION 
AND  RECKLESSNESS  GROWING  OUT  OF  FRUS- 
TRATION: "the  sea  and  the  waves  roaring"  (v.  25). 

These  words  may  be  treated  literally  or  metaphorically. 
It  is  the  opinion  of  the  writer  that  they  have  metaphorical 
significance  in  this  passage.  Inasmuch  as  the  word  "earth" 
or  economy  does  not  refer  to  hteral  substance,  but  rather 
to  society  in  operation,  it  seems  quite  in  point  here  as 
describing  the  response  of  mankind  in  the  midst  of  the 
desperate  conditions  that  have  developed.  Men  went  blithe- 
ly on  their  way  with  programs  and  promotions,  little 
dreaming  the  awful  end  toward  which  they  were  moving. 
And  then  one  day  they  began  to  reap  all  they  had  sown.  In 

Men  cannot  see  far  enough  into  the  future  to 
conceive  how  their  inventions  will  turn  out.  As  a 
result,  they  finally  reach  that  state  of  affairs  in 
the  outworking  of  their  own  creations  where  there 
is  no  way  out. 

the  midst  of  growing  viselike  circumstances  from  which 
they  were  unable  to  extricate  themselves,  and  experiencing 
the  frustration  which  comes  from  the  realization  that  there 
is  no  way  out,  they  become  wild  with  emotion,  reckless  in 
their  attempt  to  break  the  deadlock,  and  blindly  desperate 
in  their  activity. 

IV.  UNIMAGINABLE  HOPELESSNESS  AND  DESPAIR 
ISSUING  FROM  TERROR  AND  THREATENING  EXPEC- 
TATION: "Men's  hearts  failing  them  for  fear,  and  for  look- 
ing after  those  things  which  are  coming  on  the  earth"  (v. 
26). 

This  is  the  dreadful  end  for  a  world  of  mankind  that  felt 
competent  to  direct  its  own  course,  and  turned  away  from 
God.  Exegetes  are  not  at  all  agreed  as  to  the  meaning  of  this 
statement.  Some  think  that  men  will  be  so  overcome  with 
fear  as  they  watch  the  developing  perils  that  they  will  die. 
Others  think  it  means  that  men  faint  or  swoon  in  the  pres- 
ence of  the  expectancy.  Probably  both  will  take  place.  The 
pride  and  ostentation  of  men  will  suddenly  be  humbled  as 
they  face  the  developing  perils  they  have  created  and  pro- 
moted, and  realize  there  is  no  power  on  earth  capable  of 
solving  them.  Is  it  not  possible  that  the  monetary  crisis,  the 
pollution  crisis,  and  the  energy  crisis  are  just  three  of  many 
now  converging  on  the  economy?  Is  it  not  possible  that  all 
these  things  point  to  the  approacliing  end  of  the  age,  and 
we  may  well  expect  that  the  worst  is  yet  ahead?  Is  it  not 
possible  that  the  worst  which  is  yet  ahead  also  indicates 
that  the  coming  of  Christ  for  His  Church  is  very  near? 

If  this  is  what  Christ  was  saying  to  us,  then  it  is  high 
time  that  we  give  greater  concern  to  the  most  important 
thing  in  all  the  world,  our  service  for  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ. 
It  is  later  than  you  think!  #

William  Male  will  step  down  from  his 
administrative  position  August  31  of 
this  year,  according  to  an  announce- 
ment made  by  President  Herman  Hoyt 
to  the  college  student  body  on  Febru- 
ary I .  Dean  Male  will  remain  on  the 
staff  of  the  school  and  will  devote  half 
his  time  to  teaching  in  the  college  and 
half  to  the  seminary.  He  will  be  direct- 
ing a  new  master  of  arts  degree  pro- 
gram in  Christian  school  adminis- 
tration for  the  seminary. 

Male  first  served  with  the  school  in 
1959.  For  two  years  he  served  as  an 
assistant  to  Dr.  Hoyt  as  dean  of  the 
college  and,  upon  Hoyt's  elevation  to 
the  presidency  in  1962,  was  named 
academic  dean. 

Praising  Male  highly.  Dr.  Hoyt  said: 
"As  the  president  of  this  school  I  have 
had  no  other  dean.  I  came  to  lean 
heavily  upon  him.  He  has  been  a 
choice    and    congenial    colleague.  .  .  . 


At  the  point  which  is  basic  to  this  in- 
stitution. Dr.  Male  has  been  absolutely 
trustworthy  and  faithful  to  the  Lord." 

Male,  who  is  associate  professor  of 
psychology  in  addition  to  his  adminis- 
trative duties,  holds  the  B.A.  from 
Western  Michigan  University,  the  B.D'. 
from  Grace  Theological  Seminary,  the- 
Ed.M.  from  Temple  Univeristy,  and 
the  Ph.D.  from  Indiana  University. 

Under  his  leadership  Grace  College 
has  reached  candidate  status  in  its 
quest  for  regional  accreditation.  He 
has  also  had  a  significant  role  in  pro-' 
mot  in  g  the  Christian  Day  School 
movement,  and  the  new  graduate  pro- 
gram which  he  will  direct  consists  of  a 
thirty-hour,  threc-summer-long  pro- 
gram for  those  in  Christian  school  ad- 
ministration.

Ui.  I-.  Willuim  Male 
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who  has  written  several  gospel  tracts,  I 
confess  to  a  certain  sense  of  misgiving 
in  even  attempting  to  condense  the 
good  news  into  four  small  pages. 
Would  we  not  be  wiser  to  give  the 
people  the  full  presentation  as  it  is 
found  in  the  Gospels  or  in  the  New 
Testament? 

Third,  is  all  this  pressure  for  deci- 
sions really  scriptural?  Where  in  the 
New  Testament  were  people  ever  pres- 
sured into  making  a  profession?  We 
justify  our  practice  by  saying  that  if 
only  one  out  of  ten  is  genuine,  it  is 
worth  it.  But  what  about  the  other 
nine,  disillusioned,  bitter,  perhaps  de- 
ceived en  route  to  hell  by  a  false  pro- 
fession? 

And  I  must  ask  this:  Is  aU  our 
boasting  about  conversions  really  ac- 
curate? You've  met  the  man  who 
solemnly  tells  you  of  ten  people  he 
contacted  that  day  and  all  of  them 
were  saved.  A  young  doctor  testified 
that  every  time  he  goes  to  a  new  city, 
he  looks  in  the  phone  book  for  people 
with  his  last  name.  Then  he  calls  them 
one  by  one  and  leads  them  through 
the  four  steps  to  salvation.  Amazingly 
enough,  almost  every  one  opens  the 
door  of  his  heart  to  Jesus. 

I  don't  want  to  doubt  the  honesty 
of  people  like  this,  but  am  I  wrong  in 
thinking  that  they  may  be  naive? 
Where  are  all  those  people  who  are 
saved?  They  cannot  be  found. 

What  it  all  means  is  that  we  should 
seriously  reexamine  our  streamlined, 
capsule  evangelism.  We  should  be  will- 
ing to  spend  time  teaching  the  Gospel, 
laying  a  solid  doctrinal  foundation  for 
faith  to  rest  on.  We  should  stress  the 
necessity  for  repentance,  a  complete 
about-face  with  regard  to  sin. 

We  should  stress  the  full  impli- 
cations of  the  Lordship  of  Christ  and 
the  conditions  of  discipleship.  We 
should  explain  what  belief  really  in- 
volves. We  should  be  willing  to  wait 
for  the  Holy  Spirit  to  produce  genuine 
conviction  of  sin.  Then  we  should  be 
ready  to  lead  the  person  to  saving  faith 
in  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ. 

If  we  do  this,  we'll  have  fewer  as- 
tronomical figures  of  so-called  conver- 
sions, but  more  genuine  cases  of  spiri- 
tual rebirth.  W

Evangelical 
Dilemma 


By  William  MacDonald 


A  curious  problem  exists  today  in 
the  evangelical  world,  one  that  poses 
sobering  questions  for  the  church  and 
for  the  individual  believer.  The  prob- 
lem in  brief  is  this: 

A  great  army  of  personal  soul  win- 
ners has  been  mobilized  to  reach  the 
populace  for  Christ.  They  are  earnest, 
zealous,  enthusiastic  and  persuasive. 
To  their  credit  it  must  be  said  that 
they  are  on  the  job.  And  it  is  one  of 
the  phenomena  of  our  times  that  they 
rack  up  an  astounding  number  of  con- 
versions. Everything  so  far  seems  to  be 
on  the  plus  side. 

The  problem  is  this— many  of  the 
conversions  do  not  stick.  Some  of  the 
fruit  does  not  remain.  Six  months  later 
there  is  much  less  to  be  seen  for  all  the 
aggressive  evangelism.  The  capsule 
technique  of  soul-winning  evidently 
has  produced  a  number  of  stillbirths. 

What  lies  at  the  back  of  incidents  of 
malpractice  in  bringing  souls  to  the 
birth?  Strangely  enough  it  begins  with 
the  valid  determination  to  preach  the 
pure  gospel  of  the  grace  of  God.  We 
want  to  keep  the  message  simple,  un- 
cluttered by  any  suggestion  that  man 
can  ever  earn  or  deserve  eternal  life. 
Justification  is  by  faith  alone,  apart 
from  the  deeds  of  the  law.  Therefore, 
the  message  is,  "Only  believe." 

From  there  we  reduce  the  message 
to  a  concise  formula.  For  instance,  the 
evangelistic  process  is  cut  down  to  a 
few  basic  questions  and  answers,  at  the 
heart  of  which  is  this: 

"Do  you  believe  you  are  a  sinner?" 

"Yes." 

"Do  you  believe  Christ  died  for  sin- 
ners?" 

"Yes." 

"Will  you  receive  Him  as  your 
Saviour?" 

"Yes." 

"Then  you  are  saved!" 

"I  am?" 

"Yes,  the  Bible  says  you  are  saved." 

At  first  blush  the  method  and  the 
message  might  seem  above  criticism. 
But  on  closer  study  we  are  forced  to 


have  second  thoughts  and  to  conclude 
that  we  may  have  oversimplified  the 
Gospel. 

The  first  fatal  flaw  is  the  missing 
emphasis  on  repentance.  There  can  be 
no  true  conversion  without  conviction 
of  sin.  It  is  one  thing  to  agree  that  I 
am  a  sinner;  it  may  be  another  to  ex- 
perience the  convicting  ministry  of  the 
Holy  Spirit  in  my  life.  Unless  I  have  a 
Spirit-wrought  consciousness  of  my 
utterly  lost  condition,  I  can  never  ex- 
ercise saving  faith. 

It  is  useless  to  tell  unconvicted  sin- 
ners to  believe  on  Jesus.  That  message 
is  only  for  those  who  have  discovered 
they  are  lost.  We  sugarcoat  the  Gospel 
when  we  de-emphasize  man's  fallen 
condition. 

With  that  kind  of  a  watered-down 
message,  people  receive  the  Word  with 
joy.  Nothing  wrong  with  joy,  but  there 
must  also  be  deep  contrition.  They  do 
not  have  deep  roots,  and  though  they 
may  endure  for  a  while,  they  may  give 
up  their  profession  when  persecution 
or  trouble  comes  (Matt.  13:21).  We 
must  not  forget  the  message  is  repen- 
tance toward  God,  as  well  as  faith  in 
our  Lord  Jesus  Christ. 

A  second  serious  omission  is  a  miss- 
ing emphasis  on  the  Lordship  of 
Christ.  A  light,  jovial,  mental  assent 
that  Jesus  is  Saviour  could  miss  the 
point.  Jesus  is  first  Lord,  then  Saviour. 
The  New  Testament  always  places  His 
Lordship  before  His  Saviourhood.  Do 
we  present  the  full  implications  of  His 
Lordship  to  people?  He  always  did. 

A  third  defect  in  our  message  is  our 
tendency  to  keep  the  terms  of  disciple- 
ship  hidden  until  a  decision  has  been 
made  for  Jesus.  Our  Lord  never  did 
this.  The  message  He  preached  in- 
cluded the  cross  as  well  as  the  crown. 
He  never  hid  His  scars  to  win  disciples. 
He  revealed  the  worst  along  with  the 
best,  then  told  His  listeners  to  count 
the  cost.  We  popularize  the  message 
and  promise  fun. 

The  result  of  all  this  is  that  we  have 
some  people  believing  without  know- 
ing what  they  believe.  In  many  cases 
they  have  no  doctrinal  basis  for  their 
decisions.  They  do  not  know  the  im-

plications  of  their  commitment  to 
Christ.  They  have  never  experienced 
the  mysterious,  miraculous  work  of 
the  Holy  Spirit  in  regeneration. 

And,  of  course,  we  have  others  who 
are  talked  into  a  profession  because  of 
the  slick  salesmanship  techniques  of 
the  soul  winner.  Or  some  who  want  to 
please  the  affable,  personable  young 
man  with  the  winning  smile.  And  some 
who  want  only  to  get  rid  of  this  re- 
ligious interloper  who  has  intruded  on 
their  privacy.  Satan  laughs  when  some 
conversions  are  triumphantly  an- 
nounced on  earth. 

I  would  hke  to  raise  several  ques- 
tions that  might  lead  us  to  some 
change  in  our  strategy  of  evangelism. 

First  of  all,  can  we  generally  expect 
everyone  to  make  an  intelligent  com- 
mitment to  Christ  the  first  time  they 
hear  the  Gospel?  Certainly  there  are 
cases  where  a  person  has  already  been 
prepared  by  the  Holy  Spirit. 

But  generally  speaking,  the  process 
involves  sowing  the  seed,  watering  it, 
then  some  time  later  reaping  the  har- 
vest. In  our  mania  for  instant  conver- 
sions, we  may  have  forgotten  that  con- 
ception, gestation  and  birth  do  not  oc- 
cur on  the  same  day. 

A  second  question:  Can  a  capsule

nouncer  said,  "I  think  he  has  Analysis 
Paralysis." 

I  came  back  to  my  real  world  very 
quickly.  What  a  graphic  description  of 
much  of  our  way  of  life!  We  are  al- 
ways having  meetings  with  mini- 
committees,  enlarged  committees, 
executive  committees,  and  maxi- 
committees.  We  meet  with  boards  till 
we  are  bored.  We  analyze  till  we  are 
analyzing  our  analyses.  We  are  really 
suffering  a  bad  case  of  analysis  paraly- 
sis. By  the  time  we  decide  how  to 
solve  a  problem,  there  is  a  new  prob- 
lem and  the  old  one  isn't  a  problem 
anymore.  Be  certain,  I  am  not  advo- 
cating jumping  into  a  situation  with- 
out careful  prayer  and  thought.  Those 
who  read  the  recent  editorial  on  "Who 
Is  Going  to  Pay  the  Bill?"  are  aware 
that  I  suggested  counting  the  cost  be- 
fore becoming  involved.  However,  I 
don't  think  it  is  right  to  use  too  much 
prolonged  thought  about  a  subject  just 
as  an  escape  for  action.  Often  the  se- 
curity blanket  of  a  committee  meeting 
helps  us  to  delay  -making  the  plunge 
into  the  icy  waters  of  reality. 

After  careful  discussion  and  plan- 
ning, a  decision  must  be  made.  Action 
is  the  next  necessary  step.  Once  this  is 


started  it  should  require  our  full  re- 
sources and  energy.  The  full  thrust  of 
our  dedication  to  God  and  His  work 
now  takes  over.  We  are  involved  at  this 
point. 

More  good  thoughts  and  intentions 
have  been  lost  in  committee  meetings 
than  anywhere  else  in  the  world.  That 
committee  meeting  on  the  borders  of 
Caanan  cost  the  Israelites  forty  years 
of  time  and  a  lot  of  suffering.  The 
analysis  paralysis  said:  "My,  oh  my, 
they  are  big  ones!  They  are  giants  and 
we  are  so  small.  They  make  us  look 
and  feel  like  grasshoppers"  (author's 
translation).  The  committee  by  its 
ten-to-two  vote,  said,  "We  can't  do 
it!"  The  point  they  missed  was  that 
God  had  said  they  could  and  should 
move  into  the  land. 

Charlie  Jones  makes  a  telling  state- 
ment when  he  says:  "Did  you  ever  see 
a  statue  in  a  city  park  erected  to  a 
committee?"  I  have  seen  a  list  of 
names  on  a  plaque  in  a  park,  but  I 
don't  remember  a  single  name.  How- 
ever, I  do  remember  the  Washington, 
Lincoln,  Jefferson,  and  Kennedy  me- 
morials. 

Consider,  pray,  decide,  and  then  ex- 
pand your  energy  to  the  glory  of  God 
and  to  the  project  God  assigns  you. 
Certainly  haste  makes  waste,  but  in- 
active hesitation  results  in  stagnation, 
too.  W

A:  Oh,  yes— but  we  had  a  wonderful 
trip  to  Africa.  The  Kennedys  and 
Hattie  Cope  (Sheldon)  went  with  us. 
We  sailed  from  Antwerp  and  it  took 
three  weeks  to  get  to  Matadi.  Estella 
Myers,  who  also  accompanied  us,  had 
already  spent  a  term  in  Africa.  She 
told  us  about  the  different  places  we'd 
stop  and  what  we  were  to  do.  In  the 
Canary  Islands  we  were  to  put  on  hel- 
mets and  pads  to  protect  our  backs.  At 
Mary  Slessor's  mission  we  were  sup- 
posed to  get  some  cats  (yes-caf5-they 
had  a  lot  of  cats  there).  At  Matadi 
every  missionary  was  to  go  up  to  the 
Alliance  nnssion  to  get  a  cup  of  tea.  It 
was  an  awfully  hot  day.  We  got 
dressed  up  with  high  collars,  long 
sleeves,  and  high-top  shoes— and  they 
didn't  even  serve  us  a  cookie  or  a  cup 
of  tea! 

Q:  That  was  quite  a  long  time  to  be  on 
a  ship-with  nothing  to  do? 
A:  Wc  studied!  Miss  Myers  was  teach- 
ing us  Sango.  After  wc  got  off  the  ship 
we  had  a  long  wail  in  Leopoldville  be- 
fore we  could  go  up  the  river.  It  took 
three  weeks  on  the  boat.  We  had  to 


sleep  on  the  deck  and  put  up  our  cots 
every  night  and  take  them  down  in  the 
morning.  But  we  enjoyed  it  all!  Going 
up  the  river  one  day  we  remarked  that 
we  hadn't  even  seen  a  monkey.  A  man 
standing  close  by  said,  "Look  at  that 
tree"— and  it  was  full  of  monkeys!  We 
just  hadn't  seen  them.  We  saw  hippos 
and  crocodiles— it  was  all  very  interest- 
ing. 

Q:  Where  did  you  go  when  you  got  to 
French  Equatorial  Africa? 
A:  Mary  and  1  both  went  to  Yaloke 
and  stayed  there.  We  were  there  to- 
gether througli  the  years  with  the  ex- 
ception of  a  few  years  when  Mary  was 
put  at  Bassai  in  the  French  school. 
Q:  What  did  Miss  Emmert  do  at  Yalo- 
ke? 

A:  It  was  1925  when  we  went  out,  and 
the  next  year  she  got  her  permission  to 
open  the  French  school.  Her  first  class 
began  in  1926,  and  she  taught  the 
French  school  there  at  Yaloke  until 
she  went  home  to  take  care  of  her 
father  years  later.  Also,  she  did  some 
work  in  Junior  Bible  School. 
Q:  She  knew  French  well  enough  to 
start  a  French  school? 
A:  Oh,  yes,  she  got  the  "superior" 
diploma  from  the  Alliance  Francaise  in 
Paris.  She  had  taught  French  here  in 
the  States  previously.  She  was  a  gradu- 
ate of  Drake  University,  a  Phi  Beta 
Kappa. 

Q:  What  caused  her  to  volunteer  for 
Africa? 

A:  In  the  university  she  had  lost  her 
faith;  but  when  she  went  to  Lost 
Creek,  Kentucky,  to  leach  in  the  mis- 
sion school,  througli  two  others  on  the 
staff  there,  she  came  back  to  the  Lord. 
Then  she  had  met  Estella  Myers,  and 
Estella  said  to  her,  "1  want  you  to 
meet    Mr.   Gribble."    So   Mr.   Gribble

went  out  to  Mary's  home  in  Iowa  to 
meet  her  and  talk  about  the  mission 
field— and  that's  how  she  was  called  to 
Africa. 

Q:  Tell  us  more  about  the  French 
school  at  Yaloke. 

A:  Well,  Mary  had  to  put  in  her  de- 
mand for  the  school.  When  the  de- 
mand went  to  the  governor  of  FEA,  he 
said  he  didn't  believe  that  she  wrote  it 
because  it  was  in  such  technical 
French;  the  authorities  said  they 
didn't  know  any  American  who  would 
know  that  much  technical  French,  so 
they  thouglit  she  had  had  help  in  writ- 
ing it.  It  was  so  perfect  that  they  gave 
her  permission  to  open  her  school.  She 
knew  French  very,  very  well.  She 
knew  all  the  rules  and  all  the  regular 
words  and  the  irregular  ones  and 
everything  else.  She  was  wonderful  in 
French! 

Q:  How  were  the  students  chosen  for 
the  school  was  it  just  those  who  hap- 
pened to  come  to  the  station? 
A:  Mary  sent  out  word  to  all  the  vil- 
lages through  the  catechists  and  then 
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"Mary  and  I  lived  together  and  worked  together  for  twenty-five 
years.  I  never  had  any  companion  as  wonderful  as  she.  I  don't  think 
we  ever  had  a  harsh  word  between  us— never  once. " 


the  children  would  come  in.  In  the 
first  group  five  hundred  children  came 
—and  Mary  could  take  only  fifty.  It 
was  a  very  sad  day  when  she  had  to 
turn  those  little  children  away  because 
they  could  not  go  to  school  anywhere 
else.  It  was  that  way  every  year  when 
she  took  a  new  class— so  many  came 
and  so  few  could  be  accepted.  No 
schools  were  allowed  to  be  conducted 
in  the  tribal  languages  in  those  days. 
Q:  Was  her  school  a  one-room  type? 
A:  That's  right. 

Q:  I  believe  Mary  was  influential  in 
Pastor  Marc  Voloungou's  life? 
A:  Yes,  that  was  another  outstanding 
thing  in  her  ministry.  Marc  accepted 
the  Lord  in  one  of  her  meetings.  Other 
missionaries,  particularly  Mr.  Hatha- 
way, were  very  faithful  in  testifying  to 
Marc.  Mr.  Hathaway  dealt  with  him 
continually.  But  Marc  was  on  the  sta- 
tion almost  a  year  and  a  half  before  he 
accepted  the  Lord.  One  Christmas 
morning  when  Mary  was  speaking  on 
the  third  chapter  of  John,  Marc  got  up 
and  came  forward.  Just  think  what  he 
meant  to  our  work! 
Q:  Then  Mary  taught  Marc? 
A:  Every  Saturday  afternoon— all 
afternoon,  from  lunch  time  to  supper 
—Mary  would  teach  him  French,  and 
finally  he  was  able  to  read  the  whole 
Bible  in  French.  He  could  preach  from 
the  whole  Bible  because  she  had  given 
her  time  for  years  to  teach  him 
French.  So,  long  before  other  Africans 
had  the  Bible  in  Sango,  Marc  knew  the 
whole  Bible. 

Q:  What  were  some  of  the  things  you 
and  Mary  did  together  on  the  field? 
A:  In  the  early  days  when  my  medical 
work  wasn't  heavy,  we  would  go  out 
into  the  bush  and  stay  for  a  month. 
One  time  we  went  out  by  tepoi,  and 
the  next  time  we  went  by  "push." 
Then,  perhaps  a  couple  years  later, 
when  we  had  the  car,  we  went  by  car. 
She  was  a  wonderful  driver.  And  she 
let  me  drive  the  car!  That  just  shows 
her  patience— she  was  so  patient. 

And  oh,  how  the  natives  loved  her. 
She  got  a  lot  of  the  native  folklore  and 
had  written  a  book  of  it  and  submitted 
it    for    printing— but    no    publishing 


house  would  accept  it  because  they 
said  there  were  so  many  similar  books 
available  people  didn't  seem  to  want 
them.  In  the  evenings  out  in  the  vil- 
lages we  would  always  have  a  service 
after  supper.  The  natives  would  make 
a  big  bontlre,  and  we  would  sit  around 
it  while  they  would  tell  us  those  native 
folklore  stories.  And  Mary  had  all 
those  written  down. 

Yes,  we  had  wonderful  times  out  in 
the  bush.  Sometimes  we  stayed  for 
two  months  at  a  time  because  my 
medical  work  hadn't  built  up  yet  and  I 
could  go.  We  stayed  in  rest  houses  and 
would  take  our  camp  cots  and  every- 
thing we  needed.  We  took  lots  of  dried 
beans  and  such  things,  and  then  we'd 
get  food  in  the  villages-they  would 
bring  us  chickens,  potatoes,  eggs,  and 
peanuts-and  we  lived  like  that.  One 
time  when  we  were  in  a  village  the 
rest  house  had  a  very  leaky  roof  and  it 
was  raining.  We  felt  something  drop- 
ping on  our  nets  and  couldn't  imagine 
what  it  was.  The  next  morning  when 
the  boys  began  to  take  down  our  nets, 
there  was  a  terrible  figlit  in  the  house. 
Here  there  were  great  big  white  worms 
that  came  out  of  the  roof  and  they 
were  fighting  over  thern— they  wanted 
to  have  them  to  eat.  In  some  of  the 
rest  houses  we  had  to  put  umbrellas  up 
over  the  beds  and  cover  up  with  rain- 
Miss  Emmert's  first  school  at  Yaloke 


coats.  But  we  got  along  just  fine. 

Q:  Did  you  learn  the  native  language? 

A:  Mary  and  I  both  learned  the  native 
language  of  the  tribe  we  were  in-that 
was  the  Banou.  Later  on  when  the 
Sango  came  in,  of  course  we  had  to 
learn  that.  But  the  women  in  our  terri- 
tory did  not  understand  Sango.  Even 
when  I  retired,  many  women  still 
didn't  understand  Sango-we  had  to 
use  the  tribal  language.  Mary  trans- 
lated the  Gospel  of  Matthew  and  one 
other  Gospel  into  the  Banou  language. 
She  was  very  good  at  languages. 
Q:  You  two  were  surely  wonderful 
friends. 

A:  She  was  a  real,  real  friend  to  me. 
And  she  was  such  a  help  to  me  in  so 
many  ways-such  as  in  French- I'd 
only  had  six  months  of  French  and 
had  to  deal  with  the  French  doctors 
when  they  came  through.  1  was  some- 
times pretty  badly  handicapped  in  that 
way.  Mary  really  was  a  woman  of  wis- 
dom, too;  she  was  very  wise  in  her  de- 
cisions. 

We  were  very  different— she  was  a 
student,  a  scholar,  and  was  always 
reading  and  studying.  I  was  more 
"practical"— I  wanted  to  be  doing 
things.  We  never  interfered  with  each 
other;  we  understood  each  other.  I 
never  saw  two  people  so  unlike  who 
could  get  along  together  as  well  as  we 
did.  Mary  would  be  in  school  all  day 
long,  from  nine  o'clock  to  three 
o'clock— with  time  out  at  noon-and 
when  she  came  home  she  would  have 
(Continued  on  page  6) 
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It  was  with  mixed  emotions  that  1 
received  the  word  that  Mary  Emmert 
had  departed  this  hfe.  There  was  sor- 
row that  1  would  not  see  her  again 
here,  but  rejoicing  that  all  suffering  is 
in  the  past  and  she  is  safely  home.  I 
thought  of  the  joy  she  would  have  as 
she  met  with  loved  ones  and  friends, 
including  a  great  host  of  Africans.  As 
Rev.  Harold  Dunning  said,  when  he  an- 
nounced the  news  in  the  morning 
church  service  at  Long  Beach  First 
church-there  would  be  much  hand- 
shaking and  blowing  in  the  ears  as  the 
Banou  Christians  came  out  to  greet 
her.  She  would  rejoice  anew  that  she 
had  heeded  the  Master's  call  and  gone 
forth  to  proclaim  the  Good  News  to 
them. 

I  had  already  left  Kentucky  for  fur- 
ther schooling  when  Mary  arrived  at 
the  mission  station  in  Kentucky  where 
she  became  a  beloved  teacher,  but  I 
met  her  briefly  when  on  a  visit  back 
home.  Later  on,  after  I  had  volun- 
teered  for  French  Equatorial  Africa, 


she  invited  me  to  come  to  Dallas  Cen- 
ter (Iowa)  to  prepare  our  outfits  to- 
gether. She  and  her  family  were  so 
helpful  in  this  matter;  and  her  brother, 
Ray,  who  is  an  attorney,  arranged  for 
the  many  legal  papers.  Mary  was  a  lit- 
tle older  and  much  wiser  than  I,  so  she 
patiently  helped  in  the  many  details  of 
preparation.  At  last  the  time  came  to 
depart  for  national  conference  and 
then  on  to  France  for  language  study. 
On  Friday,  September  13,  1924,  we 
set  sail  on  a  French  steamer. 

Going  to  Africa  was  a  serious  mat- 
ter in  those  days.  There  were  no  air- 
planes to  bring  one  out  in  case  of  sick- 
ness. In  fact,  there  were  not  even  any 
automobiles  in  our  part  of  the  coun- 
try. Housing  was  inadequate  and  food 
was  scarce-just  mostly  what  we  could 
get  off  the  land.  There  was  no  fruit  at 
all  until  the  trees  were  planted,  and 
then  a  wait  of  years  to  eat  it.  Malaria 
was  prevalent,  and  none  of  the  new 
drugs  to  treat  it  were  known  then. 
Concerning  those  missionaries  who 
had  gone  forth  earlier— the  grass  was 
growing  on  the  graves  of  four  of  them. 

Estella  Myers,  who  was  returning 
for  her  second  term,  was  the  leader  of 
the  party.  After  getting  us  settled  near 
Paris,  she  left  for  Brussels,  Belgium, 
where  she  studied  tropical  medicine. 
Since  Mary  and  I  had  a  little  time  be- 
fore our  school  opened,  we  decided  to 
see  some  of  the  famous  attractions  in 
Paris.  We  found  it  hard  to  get  our 
directions  straight  when  traveling  on 
the  streetcars,  so  we  took  to  the 
"metro"  (subway)  where  there  were 
maps  clearly  marked.  Sometimes  we 
got  into  humorous  situations  trying  to 
speak  French.  In  reading  the  menu  ai 


Versailles,  Mary  thought  she  recog- 
nized a  certain  kind  of  cheese.  When  it 
came  we  didn't  like  it  at  all!  But  Mary 
made  herself  eat  her  portion  so  she 
would  remember  the  next  time.  She 
also  disciplined  herself  to  talk  French 
even  when  it  was  slow  and  painful. 
Elizabeth  Tyson  joined  us  a  little  later. 

After  five  months  of  language  study 
we  left  for  Africa  on  March  10,  1925, 
with  the  Kennedys  and  Estella  Myers 
who  had  been  in  Belgium.  Two 
months  of  travel  brought  us  to  our 
new  station  at  Yaloke.  Mary  remained 
there  while  I  proceeded  to  our  first 
station  of  Bassai. 

Mary's  first  school  was  on  her  ver- 
anda with  seventy-five  "green"  stu- 
dents. The  Africans  expected  some 
magic  would  enable  them  to  learn 
French  quickly,  and  when  it  didn't 
work  many  became  discouraged  and 
dropped  out.  It  must  have  been  very 
frustrating  to  the  teacher.  At  that  time 
all  schoolwork  had  to  be  done  in 
French.  Later  on  Sango  was  allowed 
for  Bible  study.  However,  Mary's  per- 
sistence won  and  she  helped  many  to 
gain  a  basic  knowledge  of  French. 
Marc  Voloungou  was  already  an  adult, 
but  Mary  helped  him  along  until  he 
gained  a  fairly  good  knowledge  of  the 
French  Bible.  Pastor  Molekpo,  who 
was  in  the  United  States  a  couple  of 
years  ago,  said  Mary  helped  him  so 
much  in  his  early  school  years.  Yes, 
many  will  rise  up  and  thank  her  for 
her  help. 

We  will  miss  Mary  but  we  shall 
meet  her  in  the  morning  "when  the 
mists  have  rolled  away."  So  it's  "good 
night  here,  but  good  morning  up 
there."  #

to  rest  and  study.  She  knew  her  limita- 
tions; she  was  never  very  strong,  and 
she  had  to  take  care  of  herself. 

She  was  a  highly  educated  person 
but  she  was  also  the  most  humble  per- 
son I  ever  met— she  never  made  you 
feel  like  you  were  beneath  her  at  all. 
She  always  made  you  think  you  were 
wonderful  and  that  you  had  the  same 
talents  she  had.  She  was  a  brilliant  per- 


son and  a  wonderful  missionary. 
Q:  Then  after  some  years  on  the  field 
Mary  remained  at  home  in  the  U.S.? 
A:  She  went  home  in  1946  and  stayed 
nine  years.  She  took  care  of  her  father 
until  he  died.  She  also  cared  for  her 
stepmother  until  she  died.  Then  she 
came  back  to  the  field  for  one  more 
term. 

Q:  What  would  you  say  brought  Mary 
her  greatest  enjoyment? 

A:  She  was  happiest  when  she  could 


have  a  good  book  or  do  some  study- 
ing. She  was  a  perfect  teacher. 
Q:  It  must  have  been  a  privilege  for 
those  of  you  who  knew  Mary  Emmert 
best. 

A:  Miss  Myers  always  said  Mary  was 
the  joy  of  her  life.  Mary  always  took 
everything  so  graciously. 

To  me,  words  can't  express  my  feel- 
ings. 1  just  loved  her!  And  1  think  the 
feeling  was  mutual.

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Facing  the 

Future 

in  Argentina 


"We  are  concerned  about  the  exo- 
dus of  missionaries  from  Argentina.  Is 
there  something  we  have  done  that 
causes  our  missionaries  to  leave  and 
not  return?" 

This  was  one  of  the  questions  put 
to  Dr.  John  Whitcomb  and  me  by  the 
Argentine  Consejo  (national  church 
advisory  body)  when  we  met  with 
them  in  January.  We  had  been  invited 
to  visit  with  these  Brethren  leaders  in 
order  to  discuss  the  direction  which 
the  church  in  Argentina  was  taking, 
and  in  response  to  that  invitation  we 
were  meeting  with  them  in  Rio  Cuar- 
to.  They,  as  we,  saw  that  the  church 
could  not  continue  on  its  present 
course  if  it  were  to  play  any  role  at  all 
in  the  fulfillment  of  God's  will  in  that 
land    of   vast    spiritual    needs.    The

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church  and  the  mission  had  suffered 
countless  setbacks,  and  unless  this 
spiritual  retreat  were  halted,  the 
church  would  be  defeated  and  hope- 
lessly demoralized.  The  list  of  mis- 
fortunes that  have  overtaken  the 
church  is  indeed  discouraging: 

•  Missionaries,  for  various  reasons, 
left  on  furlough  and  did  not  re- 
turn, thus  causing  church  leaders 
to  suspect  (wrongly,  we  believe) 
that  perhaps  something  they 
were  doing  was  causing  the  exo- 
dus.

•  Some  national  pastors  became 
dissatisfied  with  their  work  and 
dropped  out  of  the  ministry. 

•  The  Bible  Institute  closed  due  to 
lack  of  students. 

•  With  the  loss  of  so  many  mis- 
sionaries, the  churches  in  the  in- 
terior were  left  without  any  mis- 
sionary working  among  them. 

One  of  the  meanest  blows  that 
brought  the  church  to  her  knees  was 
the  split  caused  by  the  charismatic 
movement,  leaving  a  situation  as  dis- 
concerting as  that  faced  by  Nehemiah 
when  he  viewed  the  crumbled  walls  of 
Jerusalem. 

But  all  is  not  lost-the  Brethren 
Church  has  some  Nehemiahs-both 
missionaries  and  national  leaders  who 
are  anxious  to  motivate  the  remnant 
so  that  they,  too.  will  have  a  "mind  to 
work"  (Neh.  4:6). 

It  was  for  this  purpose  that  Dr. 
Whitcomb  and  I  were  meeting  with 
this  group  of  concerned,  dedicated  and 
capable  leaders.  As  a  result  of  that 
meeting  plans  were  laid  for  a  three- 
pronged  strategy  that  will,  if  God  per- 
mits, launch  the  mission  and  the 
church  on  a  unified  course  of  church 
planting  and  development  in  Argen- 
tina. Sometime  in  March  field  super- 
intendent Solon  Hoyt  (who,  by  the 
way,  carries  on  his  shoulders  the  whole 
weight  and  responsibility  of  mission 
involvement)  was  to  meet  with  church 
leaders  to  set  up  the  organizational 
machinery  and  work  out  details. 

There  does  not  appear  to  be  any 
reason  why  the  Brethren  Church  in 
Argentina  should  not  grow,  multiply 
and  prosper.  The  Consejo  consists  of 
dedicated,  spiritually  minded  men  who 
are  certainly  capable  of  giving  the 
church  the  leadership  needed,  and 
they  expressed  determination  to  do 
just  that.  But,  in  order  to  accomplish 
what  needs  to  be  done,  the  church 
must  have  help  in  the  form  of  quali- 
fied missionary  personnel. 

Missionaries  are  needed  for  the  fol- 
lowing ministries:  church  planting 
evangelism;  Bible  conference  ministry 
among  churches;  teachers  for  exten- 
sion seminary  and  Bible  Institute; 
church  development,  including  youth, 
men  and  boys  works,  leadership  devel- 
opment courses,  and  so  on.

Board 

Meets 


Included  in  the  business  transacted 
at  the  midyear  meeting  of  the  Board 
of  Trustees  of  the  Foreign  Missionary 
Society  of  the  Brethren  Church,  held 
at  Winona  Lake,  Indiana,  February 
1 1-14,  were  the  following  items: 

•  Field  superintendents'  reports  were 
heard  from  all  fields. 

•  Board  members  reported  on  trips  to 
Argentina  and  Brazil. 

•  Furlough  and  deputation  policies 
were  reviewed  and  revised. 

•  A  study  on  present  missionary  al- 
lowance arrangements  compared  to 
new  methods  adopted  by  some 
other  boards  was  reviewed,  and  per- 
mission was  given  to  pursue  the 
study  with  further  recommenda- 
tions to  be  given  at  the  annual 
meeting  in  August. 

•  These  motions  were  adopted: 

1 .  Field  budgets  approved. 

2.  A  schedule  of  field  visits  adopt- 
ed for  board  members. 

3.  Approval  given  for  the  following 
missionaries  to  begin  their  prepa- 
rations for  return  to  the  field: 
Rev.  and  Mrs.  Martin  Garber, 
Central  African  Republic;  Rev. 
and  Mrs.  J.  Keith  Altig.  Brazil. 

4.  A  new  work  in  southern  Brazil 
to  be  initiated  in  1974. 

5.  Rev.  and  Mrs.  Timothy  Farner 
appointed  as  missionaries  to 
spearhead  this  new  thrust. 

6.  A  recommendation  approved  to 
subsidize  partially  the  Chair  of 
Missions  and  Evangelism  at 
Grace  Seminary. 

7.  Missionary  Internship  program 
recommended  as  a  part  of  candi- 
date preparation. 

8.  Temporary  emergency  allowance 
increase  adopted  until  the  August 
meeting. 

9.  Overall  mission  budget  of 
$734,000  approved. 

•  The  candidate  file  was  reviewed  and 
several  new  candidates  interviewed. 


Students  Reachin 


For  months  the  sky  had  been  an 
unchanging  blue.  Everything  was  dry: 
the  grass  straw-like,  streams  dried  up, 
and  the  sand  on  some  roads  several 
inches  deep.  But  on  the  Friday  morn- 
ing of  our  departure  for  an  evangelistic 
campaign,  a  "shower  of  blessing"  fell 
between  six  and  seven  o'clock.  It 
freshened  everything  and  the  sand  was 
transformed  into  solid  ground,  making 
our  trip  easier. 

We  had  been  preparing  for  a  week, 
getting  together  all  our  supplies;  mats 
and  blankets  for  the  students,  a  tent 
and  camp  cots  for  the  teachers,  kitch- 
en supplies,  kerosene  lamps  or  flash- 
lights which  are  indispensable  after 
sunset  at  six  o'clock,  two  long  boxes 
for  the  loudspeaker  and  microphone, 
and  for  each  of  the  sixteen  students  a 
box  for  his  personal  effects.  In  addi- 
tion to  the  students  we  had  a  trans- 
lator (a  graduate  of  the  Yaloke  School 
of  Theology),  Paul  Biancheri,  my 
husband,  and  myself.  In  all  it  made 
twenty  persons  and  more  than  fifty 
assorted  packages  or  boxes  to  divide 
between  the  Peugeot  pickup  and  the 
big  Renault  truck.  Each  day  every- 
thing had  to  be  unloaded,  set  up.  the 
meeting  arranged,  and  food  prepared. 
After  a  night  of  rest  it  all  had  to  be 
packed  again  to  go  to  the  next  stop. 
Each  participant  had  his  special  task 
assigned  ahead   of  time.   This   is  the 


only  way  to  care  for  everything  quick- 
ly and  efficiently,  without  a  lot  of  dis- 
cussion and  nervousness,  which  is  very 
important  if  you  want  to  manage  a 
musical  group.  We  had  six  guitars,  five 
melodicas,  three  accordions,  one  xylo- 
phone, one  snare  drum,  one  bass 
drum,  five  trumpets,  four  trombones, 
one  baritone,  cymbals,  triangles,  and 
maracas. 

Bozoum,  one  hundred  miles  north 
of  Yaloke,  was  our  first  destination. 
We  stopped  four  times  along  the  way 
to  check  with  the  pastors  regarding 
meetings  we  were  to  hold  on  our  re- 
turn trip.  Just  before  reaching  Bozoum 
we  stopped  beside  a  stream  to  give  the 
students  a  chance  to  wash  up,  and 
then  spent  the  night  on  Bozoum  hill  at 
the  missionary  residence  there.  Satur- 
day morning  we  went  into  Bible  Cen- 
ter to  visit  the  printing  press  and  Bible 


Institute.  Everyone  was  wearing  his 
new  blue  and  yellow  "one-way"  T- 
shirt.  This  made  quite  an  impression 
and  soon  pictures  were  being  taken 
from  all  sides.  Many  came  to  read  the 
words  on  the  shirts:  in  back,  "Jesus, 
the  only  Way";  in  front,  "Jesus,  the 
only  Truth."  Our  first  testimony  was 
given  without  even  having  to  speak. 

At  ten  o'clock  we  visited  Bozoum 
High  School.  A  few  short  instrumental 
numbers  succeeded  in  bringing  to- 
gether a  crowd  of  students.  Some  of 
them  climbed  on  the  tables  to  see  bet- 
ter. Crack!  One  of  the  tables  gave  way. 
The  principal  arrived  and  we  wondered 
what  his  reaction  would  be.  But  he  as- 
sured us  that  he  understood  and  that 
he  had  been,  in  fact,  president  of  the 
Union  of  Young  Christians  for  three 
years  when  he  was  a  student. 

Saturday  afternoon  was  the  big  as-

sembly  at  Bozoum  Brethren  Church.  It 
was  packed,  with  the  overflow  crowd 
in  the  windows  and  on  the  steps.  After 
the  message  many  young  people  came 
forward  for  the  counseling  session 
which  followed.  Following  the  Sunday 
morning  service  there  we  were  able  to 
dispense  with  the  cooking  since  the 
church  folks  had  prepared  "gozo"  and 
meat  for  the  students.  By  two  o'clock 
the  trucks  were  loaded,  and  as  soon  as 
the  warning  whistle  was  blown  the  stu- 
dents were  all  in  place  in  the  trucks. 

Our  next  stop  was  about  thirty-five 
miles  away.  After  a  swim  in  a  nearby 
river  we  arrived  just  in  time  to  set  up 


and  get  changed.  Boumbalo  is  a  little 
village  whose  inhabitants  make  a  living 
from  growing  cotton.  About  two  hun- 
dred villagers  listened  attentively  to 
the  message  of  salvation. 

Everything  was  so  peaceful  there 
close  to  nature;  the  sun,  a  giant  red 
ball,  sank  toward  the  horizon.  In  the 
open  air  each  note  and  each  word  were 
heard  far  away  in  the  stillness  as  the 
day  was  dying.  We  ate  and  were  soon 
ready  to  sleep. 

In  the  days  that  followed  we  had 
similar  meetings  in  three  other  large 
villages.  The  students  responsible  for 
the    handling    of    the    fifty    boxes

acquired  skill  and  dexterity  worthy  of 
a  professional.  The  ones  who  set  up 
the  tent  did  so  in  record  time;  and  the 
lamplighter  faithfully  arrived  at  sunset, 
lamps  filled,  cleaned  and  in  perfect 
working  order,  which  is  no  small  job. 

Each  time  we  were  able  to  go  to  the 
primary  school  to  announce  our  meet- 
ing to  be  held  that  afternoon,  and  to 
sell  Gospels  (about  six  hundred  were 
sold).  In  each  village  where  we  visited  I 
found  a  Christian  teacher  who  per- 
mitted me  to  give  a  short  Bible  lesson 
in  his  class.  One  of  them  even  offered 
to  make  a  personal  application  to  his 
class,  which  he  did  very  well. 

At  Gazeli,  thirty-five  miles  from 
Yaloke,  is  found  the  tomb  of  mission- 
ary Allen  Bennett,  who  died  on  his 
way  from  Bangui  to  Bozoum  on  Janu- 
ary 17,  1923.  He  was  coming  by  foot, 
accompanied  by  other  missionaries 
and  African  porters,  was  struck  down 
by  sickness  at  Gazeli  and  never 
reached  his  destination.  Our  students 
were  photographed  at  the  grave  site 
and  I  couldn't  help  thinking  that  it  is 
because  of  the  courage  and  persever- 
ance of  servants  of  the  Lord,  such  as 
Mr.  Bennett,  that  we  can  freely  evan- 
gelize all  these  villages  today.  #

The  District  of  Columbia  would  "encourage"  voluntary 

payments  by  making  public  an  annual  list  of  churches, 

universities  and  other  nonprofit  groups  which  failed  to  pay 

for  basic  services  including  water  and  sewage  hookups  and 

fire  and  police  protection.

Dear  Caleb, 

Please  be  encouraged  with  the  great 
opportunity  you  have.  One  thing  that 
our  department  is  emphasizing  in  all  of 
our  workshops  and  seminars  is  that 
youth  ministry  is  first  of  all  the  per- 
sonal relationship  of  the  adult  mem- 
bers of  the  body  of  Christ  with  the 
teens  of  the  church. 

Although  having  only  a  small  num- 
ber limits  your  opportunities  in  certain 
kinds  of  activities  and  programming,  it 


also  provides  a  tremendous  open  door 
for  building  strong  ministry  relation- 
ships into  your  church  youth  program. 
For  the  present  you  should  concen- 
trate especially  on  informal  after- 
service  gatherings,  outings,  and  minis- 
try projects  that  will  involve  an  in- 
creasing number  of  growing  Christian 
adults  in  real  "body-of-Christ"  rela- 
tionships with  the  youth  you  now 
have. 

Beyond  that  let  me  share  four  sug- 


gestions. First,  1  hope  you  will  be  pres- 
ent for  one  of  the  training  seminars 
that  our  department  is  sponsoring  in 
different  locations.  We  can't  cover 
every  church  immediately,  but  we  are 
increasing  this  kind  of  ministry  just  as 
rapidly  as  possible.  Our  department 
will  be  presenting  an  area  Christian 
education  seminar  in  your  district  as 
well  as  three  others  during  the  month 
of  May,  and  there  will  be  lots  of  good 
help  for  you  there. 

Second,  we  have  already  placed  you 
on  the  mailing  list  for  our  new  help- 
publication  for  youth  leaders  called 
PRO-TEENS. 

Third,  remember  that  many  of  the 
youth  ministries  of  the  Christian  Edu- 
cation Department  can  help  supple- 
ment what  you  can  sponsor  locally. 
Do  take  advantage  of  ministries  like 
Brethren  Student  Life  Volunteers  (a 
discipleship  follow-up  program  with 
over  225  members  currently);  the 
TIME  program  (short-term  Brethren 
missionary  service);  Operation  Barna- 
bas (traveling  youth  ministry  team); 
National  Brethren  Youth  Conference; 
National  Achievement  Competition 
and  Bible  Quizzing;  to  supplement 
(but  not  replace)  your  own  personal 
ministry  to  the  youth  in  your  church. 

Fourth,  give  God  a  little  time  to 
bless  the  efforts  of  your  church  in 
building  strong  ministry  relationships 
with  the  youth  you  presently  have  and 
then  involve  this  group  in  real  definite 
outreach  efforts  to  enlarge  the  group. 
You  may  find  a  need  for  the  program 
materials  that  are  available  from  this 
office  sooner  than  you  expect.

Sesame  Street! 

The  words  bring  shouts  of  deUghts 
to  U.S.  preschoolers,  thoughts  of  ap- 
preciation to  the  minds  of  nursery 
schoolteachers,  and  utter  respect  from 
me,  a  grateful  parent. 

Being  the  parents  of  two  preschool 
girls,  Lois  and  I  had  enjoyed  and  ad- 
mired the  daily  outstanding  job  done 
by  this  public  television  program  in 
helping  prepare  Anita  and  Valerie  edu- 
cationally. 

As  I  occasionally  watched  the  pro- 
gram with  my  four  year  old,  the 
thought  came  upon  me:  Why  couldn't 
we  do  the  same  sort  of  thing  in  our 
church,  with  our  kids? 


My  wife  had  been  getting  the  same 
idea,  and  a  few  weeks  later  we  volun- 
teered to  get  a  junior  church  program 
going.  Such  a  program  had  been 
desperately  needed,  for  we  had  lost  a 
bundle  of  families  because,  as  they 
always  put  it,  "We  love  the  people 
here  in  this  church,  but  we've  got  to 
think  of  our  chUdren.  They  can  get  so 
much  more  from  other  churches." 

So  we  started.  Our  program  was 
completely  Christ-centered  but  it  dif- 
fered with  most  of  the  junior  church 
programs  I've  seen  in  that  it  featured  a 
lot  of  short  sequences,  geared  to  not 
only  entertain  but  also  to  teach  some- 
thing. In  this  case,  it  is  ultimately  to

We  called  it  our  Sanctified  Sesame 
Street. 

We  started  with  about  ten  kids  in 
the  fall.  And  now,  we  are  up  to  around 
thirty.  Sometimes  our  attendance  is  as 
low  as  twenty-five  and  sometimes 
around  forty.  Quite  an  increase  when 
you  realize  that  a  year  ago,  our  church 
was  averaging  around  fifty-five  per 
Sunday. 

Who  could  come.  Any  kid  sixth 
grade  and  under  who  could  walk.  We 
have  always  made  it  clear  that  any 
child  who  wanted  to  could  go  to  the 
other  worship  service  with  his  or  her 
parents  was  welcome  to.  If  they  pre- 
ferred to  worship  with  kids  their  own 
age,  our  SSS  was  for  them.  This  means 
that  we  have  a  range  of  ages  from  two 
to  twelve.  Another  reason  for  the 
short  sequences,  which  we  try  to  hold 
to  three  minutes  or  under. 

Repetition.  We  do  a  lot  of  it.  If  it  is 
short  and  good,  kids  don't  mind  seeing 
it  again.  Sometimes  in  the  same  pro- 
gram. It  is  nothing  uncommon  for  us 
to  go  with  the  same  sequence  two  Sun- 
days in  a  row.  One  particular  feature, 
drawing  Mr.  Music,  has  been  almost  a 
weekly  occurence  in  SSS.  This  exercise 
consists  of  drawing  a  man  made  up  of 
musical  symbols.  We  got  the  idea  from 
the  excellent  workbook.  Learning  As 
We  Sing,  by  David  Smart. 

Special  speakers.  This  has  been  the 
backbone  of  our  program.  We  invite 
someone  from  the  church  to  come  in 
and  talk  about  his  vocation  or  a  hob- 
by. We  work  very  carefully  with  them 
several  weeks  in  advance  to  come  up 
with  three  very  good  sequences  (never 
more  than  three  minutes  each)  which

we  term;  Practical,  Personal,  Spiritual. 
These  can  be  anything  the  speaker 
wants.  For  practical,  a  telephone 
operator  taught  the  kids  how  to  make 
an  emergency  phone  call.  A  fireman 
told  the  steps  for  survival  in  a  fire  in 
the  home  (for  example,  roll  out  of  bed 
and  crawl  across  the  floor,  and  so 
forth).  An  editor  showed  the  kids  how 
to  properly  open  a  new  book  without 
hurting  the  spine. 

For  personal,  one  church  member 
who  loves  the  violin  told  the  story  of 
how  he  came  in  late  once  to  play  with 
the  orchestra  and  tuned  up  quickly 
just  in  time  to  begin.  Only  when  he 
began,  he  found  out  he  was  in  tune 
with  himself  but  out-of-tune  with  the 
orchestra  (see  the  spiritual  parallels 
springing  up?).  An  automobile  me- 
chanic told  how  he  had  wrecked  his 
car  in  a  race  at  the  drags.  He  pointed 
out  what  type  of  protection  he  had  to 
keep  him  from  being  killed.  (Again, 
the  spiritual  applications  are  stagger- 
ing). 

For  spiritual,  a  bow-and-arrow  en- 
thusiast showed  the  kids  how  he  cam- 
ouflaged himself  when  hunting.  (The 
devil  camouflages  himself,  too.  He's 
also  hunting.)  The  telephone  operator 
pointed  out  that  you  never  get  a  busy 
signal  with  God,  but  you  have  to  be 
plugged  in  to  Him!

We  have  had  many  other  speakers 
besides  those  mentioned,  including  a 
husband  and  wife  talking  about  their 
beautiful  Siberian  Husky.

Also,  this  way,  a  per- 
son only  has  to  be  a  guest  speaker 
once  every  six  months  or  so.  Really

bought:  The  "Jungle  Doctor  Series" 
(very    good) .  .  .  "Parables    from    Na-

ture"  (good) .  .  .  and  the  "Wiggle-De- 
Wogs"  filmstrips.  We  have  also  gone 
through  all  of  the  Moody  Institute  of 
Science  films. 

Competition.  We  use  quizzing.  This 
is  one  of  our  long  sequences.  We  usual- 
ly do  it  at  the  end,  but  not  always.  We 
divide  the  kids  into  as  many  teams  as 
necessary.  We  excuse  all  the  pre- 
schoolers into  another  room,  where 
they  are  given  a  split-filmstrip  presen- 
tation (from  Double  Sixteen,  Whea- 
ton). 

Scripture  memorization.  We  use  the 
"Thot  Trot"  in  which  I  will  walk 
around  the  group  with  a  big  piece  of 
paper  on  my  back  gathered  up  in 
folds.  I'll  let  down  a  fold  at  a  time  to 
reveal  part  of  the  Scripture.  The  kids 
yell  it  out  as  we  do  it.  We  do  it  two  or 
three  times  during  the  service  some- 
times. 

Evangelism.  We  have  seen  five  kids 
accept  Christ  as  a  result  of  the  em- 
phasis, which  we  do  not  hide  at  all. 
For  follow-up,  we  use  the  material  in 
the  children's  suggestions  of  GROW 
'73.  And  we  use  the  GROW  principles 
in  not  letting  the  kids  forget  about 
their  decision.

Called  As  a  Child 


The  room  was  very  quiet,  and  the 
atmosphere  was  tense.  The  missionary 
and  the  African  nurses  and  midwife 
were  huddled  around  the  table  work- 
ing intensely— suction,  artificial  respi- 
ration, oxygen,  a  stimulant.  Minutes 
passed  with  very  little  response  at  first. 
Then  the  baby  took  a  few  breaths  on 
its  own,  and  everyone  began  to  relax. 
After  what  seemed  like  an  eternity,  a 
healthy  squall  penetrated  the  air,  and 
the  tension  broke.  The  new  mother 
smiled  gratefully.  The  nurses  con- 
versed lightheartedly  as  they  finished 
caring  for  the  mother  and  her  new 
baby.  Then  someone  thanked  the  Lord 
for  His  help  in  the  infant's  safe  arrival. 
The  difficulty  had  begun  about  an 
hour  before,  and  if  it  hadn't  been  for 
the  trained  personnel,  the  vacuum  ex- 
tractor bought  with  project  funds 
from  the  States,  and  the  oxygen,  the 
baby  probably  would  not  have  been 
born  alive. 

This  scene  is  repeated  quite  fre- 
quently at  the  Medical  Center  at  Bo- 
guila.  Central  African  Republic.  One 
of  the  missionary  nurses  present  there 
helping  to  train  the  African  personnel 
is  Evelyn  Tschetter. 

The  Lord  has  been  preparing  Eve- 
lyn for  her  service  for  Him  ever  since 
she  was  born  in  Peoria,  Illinois,  of 
Christian  parents,  who  early  in  her  life 
introduced  her  to  church  and  to  the 
Word  of  God.  At  DVBS  for  the  first 
time,  she  learned  of  her  need  of  salva- 
tion. "I  was  only  five  years  old,  but  I 
remember  very  clearly  my  feelings  that 
day,"  Evelyn  recalls.  "The  teacher  had 
said  that  no  one  who  had  sinned  could 
go  to  heaven.  1  wanted  very  much  to 
be  with  Jesus  in  heaven,  but  I  knew  1 
had  done  wrong.  I  went  home  that  day 
very  troubled.  When  my  mother 
learned  how  I  felt,  she  showed  me 
John  3:16  and  led  me  in  my  prayer  to 
accept  Christ." 

Soon  after  that  experience,  the 
family  moved  to  southwestern  Minne- 
sota, where  Evelyn  spent  her  first 
seven  school  years.  The  missionary 
speakers  who  came  to  the  little  coun- 
try church  had  always  interested  Eve-

lyn,  and  when  she  was  ten  years  old, 
she  told  her  grandmother  she  wanted 
to  be  a  missionary  nurse.  "My  call  to 
missionary  service  wasn't  anything 
spectacular,"  she  says,  "but  just  that 
desire  that  I  believe  the  Lord  gave 
me. 

In  1954  the  family  moved  to  Wi- 
nona Lake,  Indiana,  where  Evelyn  had 
her  first  contact  with  the  Grace  Breth- 
ren Church.  She  studied  two  years  at 
Grace  College,  then  went  on  to  Park- 
view-Methodist School  of  Nursing  in 
Fort  Wayne,  Indiana.  After  comple- 
tion of  her  work  there,  she  returned  to 
Grace  for  her  master's  degree  in  Re- 
ligious Education.  Through  further 
acquaintance  with  missionaries  in  high 
school  and  at  missionary  conferences 
at  Grace,  the  Lord  strengthened  that 
inner  conviction  that  she  should  serve 
Him  as  a  missionary.  With  that  goal  in 
mind,  she  further  prepared  herself  by 
taking  a  six-month  course  at  the 
Frontier  Graduate  School  of  Nurse- 
Midwifery  at  Hyden,  Kentucky. 

"The  fact  that  I  got  through  those 
long  years  of  study  and  am  in  Africa 
today,  1  attribute,  to  a  great  extent,  to 
the  faithful  prayers  of  relatives  and 
others,"  Evelyn  testifies.  "As  1  was 
about  to  leave  for  language  school  in 
France,  my  grandfather  told  me  that 
he  and  my  grandmother  had  been 
praying  for  years  that  someone  in  the 
family  would  be  a  missionary.  I'm 
thankful  that  my  parents  always  en- 
couraged me  in  my  decision  to  serve 
the  Lord  also." 

During  her  first  term  Evelyn  was 
primarily  engaged  in  helping  to  teach 
the  seven  young  women  then  at  Bo- 
guila  for  midwifery  training.  Home  on 
furlough  from  September  1972  to 
August  1973,  she  is  now  back  in  the 
Central    African    Republic    for    her

second   term.  Although  there  are  no 

midwifery    students    at    Boguila    this 

year,   Evelyn   has  been  keeping  busy 

since    her    return    by    supervising   at 

Maternity,  teaching  a  set  of  anatomy 

and  physiology  classes  to  a  group  of 

student  nurses,  and  also  helping  some 

of  the  young  people  who  want  to  learn 

music.  One  of  her  new  responsibilities 

for  this  year  is  that  of  co-treasurer  for 

the  medical  work.  She  also  hopes  to 

get  more  active  in  the  girls  work. 

To  Evelyn,  happiness  is  .  .  . 

-assisting  with  a  difficult  delivery 

and  hearing  the  baby's  first  cry 

—receiving  the  thanks  of  a  grateful 

new  mother 
—listening  to  a  student  midwife  give 
the   Bible   message   to   the  pro- 
spective mothers 
—hearing  good   reports  about    the 
work  of  the  new  graduate  mid- 
wives    out    at    the    various    dis- 
pensaries 
—awarding  the  ribbons  to  the  Lu- 
miere   girls  who   have   achieved 
another   level   in  their  advance- 
ment 
—listening  to  the  musical  group  she 
practiced  with  do  well  in  their 
first  special  number  at  church 
-adding  up  the  last  total  and  find- 
ing that  the  financial  books  bal- 
ance 
—observing  one  of  the  mothers  who 
was  witnessed  to  go  forward  to 
make  her  decision  for  Christ  in 
the  local  church 
-And  isn't  that  what  makes  it  all 
worthwhile?

Happiness  is  SMM  .  .  . 
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Precious  Truths  of  the 
Resurrection 


All  over  the  world  Christendom  is 
gathering  to  commemorate  the  resur- 
rection of  Jesus  Christ  from  the  grave 
and  rightly  so,  for  this  event  stands  at 
the  pinnacle  of  history.  It  is  the  resur- 
rection that  makes  Christianity 
unique,  for  what  other  religion  claims 
that  its  founder  rose  from  the  dead'.' 
The  cross,  where  the  penalty  tor  all 
our  sins  was  paid  in  full,  would  have 
been  to  no  avail  had  Jesus  not  risen 
from  the  dead.  Many  have  tried  to  dis- 
credit this  event  even  denying  that  it 
took  place,  but  in  the  eternal  plan  of 
God  the  bodily  resurrection  of  Jesus 
had  to  take  place  just  as  the  Bible  says 
in  order  to  complete  redemption's 
plan.  Rarely  did  Jesus  speak  of  His 
crucifixion  without  mentioning  His 
resurrection,  and  all  the  Gospel  writers 
conclude  their  books  with  the  trium- 
phant story  of  the  resurrection. 

Many  years  ago  in  England  lived 
two  skeptics.  One  was  the  eminent 
Gilbert  West.  The  other  was  Lord 
Littleton,  famous  English  jurist  and  a 
light  in  the  literary  world.  They  were 
agreed  that  Christianity  should  be  de- 
stroyed, but  in  order  to  do  this  certain 
things  were  necessary.  One  was  to  dis- 
prove the  resurrection  of  Christ  and 
the  other  was  to  explain  away  the  con- 
version of  the  Apostle  Paul.  The  men

decided  to  take  a  year  or  more  to  com- 
plete their  tasks-West  that  of  disprov- 
ing the  resurrection  of  Christ  and 
Littleton  to  do  away  with  the  Scrip- 
tures relating  to  the  conversion  of 
Paul.  Afterward,  they  would  meet  and 
compare  notes.  When  they  met  a  year 
or  so  later,  both  men  had  become 
Christians,  each  relating  to  the  other 
the  story  of  his  conversion  as  a  result 
of  his  research.  The  resurrection  story 
had  been  subjected  to  vigorous  re- 
search and  had  stood  the  test;  so  had 
the  conversion  of  the  Apostle  Paul. 

In  considering  the  resurrection  of 
Christ  and  what  it  means  to  me.  three 
precious  truths  come  to  my  mind  that 
I  would  like  to  share  with  you. 

A  Past  Forgiven 

First  of  all,  the  resurrection  pro- 
vides the  assurance  of  a  past  forgiven. 
In  Hebrews  10;  17  we  read  this  won- 
derful promise,  "And  their  sins  and 
iniquities  will  I  remember  no  more."  I 
am  sure  that  none  of  us  can  fully  com- 


prehend all  that  it  means  to  have  our 
sins  forgiven.  Many  years  ago  Charles 
Wesley  wrote  these  words  that  have 
been  sung  over  and  over  again; 

And  can  it  be  that  I  should  gain 
An    in  t 'rest    in    the    Saviour's 

blood? 
Died  He  for  me.  who  caused  His 

pain? 
For  me,  who  Him  to  death  pur- 
sued? 
Amazing  love!  How  can  it  be 
That   Thou,    my   God.  shouldst 
die  for  me? 

The  resurrection  of  Jesus  Christ  com- 
pleted the  salvation  plan  that  a  holy 
God  provided  for  sinful  man.  By  re- 
ceiving Jesus  Christ  as  your  personal 
Saviour  you  can  have  this  blessed  as- 
surance of  a  past  forgiven.  In  Romans 
10;9  we  read.  "That  if  thou  shalt  con- 
fess with  thy  mouth  the  Lord  Jesus, 
and  shalt  believe  in  thine  heart  that 
God  hath  raised  him  from  the  dead, 
thou  shalt  be  saved."  It  is  by  the  blood 
of  Jesus  Christ  that  we  are  justified 
and  it  is  by  His  resurrection  that  we 
have  the  proof  that  our  sins  are  gone 
(Romans  4;25). 

My    sin-oh,    the    bliss    of   this 

glorious  tho't. 
My    sin— not    in    part,    but    the 

whole- 
Is  nailed  to  the  cross  and  I  bear 

it  no  more. 
Praise  the  Lord,  praise  the  Lord, 

O,  my  soul! 

Is  this  inexpressible  assurance  yours? 
A  Present  Fellow/ship 

Another  truth  of  the  resurrection 
of  Christ  is  that  it  affords  for  us  a  pres- 
ent fellowship.  Man  was  created  to 
have  fellowship  with  God.  but  sin  en- 
tered and  broke  that  fellowship.  How- 
ever. Christ's  death  and  resurrection 
have  restored  the  communion  between 
God  and  man  to  all  who  will  come  to 
Him  by  faith.  To  be  able  to  enjoy  this 
fellowship  we  must  have  no  known  or 
unconfessed  sin  in  our  lives.  Jesus  tells 
us  in  John  15  that  we  should  abide  in 
Him.  To  "abide"  means  to  maintain 
unbroken  fellowship.  Are  we  living  in 
such  a  way  that  others  may  desire  the 
same  fellovvsliip  that  we  enjoy? 

The  Book  of  I  John  has  "fellow-

It  is  really  no  good  for  any- 
thing, but  I  have  it  here  to  remind  me 
to  let  my  light  shine.  When  I  was  given 
that  bud  it  was  very  beautiful.  Each 
day  it  opened  up  just  a  little  more 
until  it  was  a  gorgeous  rose.  Have  you 
ever  tried  to  put  a  rose  back  together 


after  it  was  fully  opened  or  after  you 
had  pulled  it  apart?  It  just  cannot  be 
done.  It  would  have  to  be  done  from 
the  inside  out,  and  only  the  Creator 
could  do  that.  So  are  we  made  spiri- 
tually from  the  inside  out.  We  cannot 
change  and  then  accept  Christ.  He 
changes  us  when  we  give  over  our 
lives  completely  to  Him. 

One  way  to  let  our  light  shine  is 
through  our  witnessing.  This  must  be 
done  with  Christ  doing  it  through  us 
and  not  in  our  own  strength.  Have  you 
been  joining  in  with  the  "GROW  74" 
witnessing  emphasis?  You  can,  you 
know,  with  the  help  of  Christ.  1  know 
each  time  1  go  out  1  find  it  is  not  the 
easiest  thing  to  do.  but  still  1  know 
that  when  Wednesday  comes  around 
three  teams  of  us  ladies  from  our 
church  go  out.  This  helps  each  of  us  to 
blossom  into  a  sweet  rose.  Christ  gives 


the  victories!  The  blessings  that  are  re- 
ceived outweigh  everything  else. 

Last  August  the  rosebud  had  a 
beautiful  fragrance.  Our  witness  in  our 
everyday  life  must  have  the  fragrance 
of  Christ  about  it.  You  know  when  a 
rose  is  in  a  room  because  its  fragrance 
fills  the  room.  A  rose  does  not  have  to 
say,  "Lni  a  rose"-it  just  gives  out.  Do 
our  neighbors  realize  from  our  lives 
that  the  Lord  means  much  to  us?

Who  among  us  does  not  appreciate 
the  beauty  of  a  garden  resplendent 
with  beautiful  flowers?  "How  nice  it 
would  be  to  have  such  a  garden,"  we 
say.  However,  even  in  nursery  rhymes, 
a  flower  garden  does  not  "just  hap- 
pen"; someone  has  to  tend  it.  Left  to 
the  whims  of  nature,  a  seedling  is  sub- 
jected to  the  "blazing  sun,  torrential 
rains,  blight  and  pestilence.  Only  the 
hardy  plants  survive. 

Girls  are  a  lot  like  flowers.  We  all 
love  a  girl  when  she  is  little  and  "fresh 
as  a  daisy."  But,  as  the  season  of  her 
life  unfolds,  the  elements  of  this  world 
dash  against  her  delicate  frame. 
Storms,  within  and  without,  disturb 
the  serenity  of  her  spirit;  rebellion 
blights  her  sunny  disposition;  the  pes- 
tilence of  sin  etches  an  ugly  pattern 
upon  her  life.

The  Day  the  Tornado  Hit  Kosciusko  County 


April  3  will  long  be  remembered  by 
the  people  of  Kosciusko  County.  A 
series  of  tornadoes  hit  the  area  leaving 
behind  devastation  and  destruction. 
Though  Winona  Lake  was  missed  by 
the  most  damaging  part  of  the  storm, 
our  electricity  and  other  utilities  came 
to  a  halt  for  several  days. 

But  Uncle  Sam  brought  another 
type  of  storm  to  our  doorstep  in  the 
form  of  mail.  Some  of  the  letters  ex- 
pressed protest  regarding  an  article 
carried  in  the  Herald  on  March  16. 
(Though  one  of  the  writers  said  it  was 
the  May  16  issue  that  carried  the  of- 
fending article,  his  letter  was  dated 
March  21 .  That  is  giving  us  much  more 
credit  than  we  can  rightfully  claim.) 
The  article  questioned  was,  "Morality 
in  Domestic  Affairs,"  by  Wesley  Pip- 
pert,  UPI  Washington  Correspondent. 
Mr.  Pippert  spoke  at  Grace  Schools 
during  "Americans  for  America 
Week,"  and  Grace  Schools  submitted 
the  article  under  their  space  allotment 
in  the  Herald.  This  space  is  paid  for  by 
the  school. 

The  letters  received  are  much  too 
long  to  print— one  would  cover  about 
six  pages  of  normal  Herald  copy— but 
we  can  give  you  some  excerpts.  Re- 
garding Mr.  Pippert  himself;  he  was 
called  a  "pious  fraud"  by  one  person. 
Another  questioned  his  position  as  his 
"personal  views  are  no  more  authorita- 
tive than  any  of  the  rest  of  us  who 
make  up  the  general  public."  Further 
labeling  him  "to  be  the  talk  of  an 
egotist  who  believes  his  own  insights 
into  the  Watergate  Episode  are  more 
valid  than  that  of  the  courts  or  House 
of  Senate  who  have  not  yet  declared 
either  innocence  or  guilt."  We  had  a 
"recommendation  that  Dr.  John  Rice 
be  brought  to  Grace  College  Campus 
to  give  a  rubuttle  [sic]  on  the  biased 
and  unfair  presentation  made  by  Mr. 
Pippert." 

Several  suggested  that  I  should 
apologize  for  the  article.  Another 
threatened  to  withdraw  financial  sup- 
port from  the  Herald  Company  if  I  did 
not  do  certain  things  which  he  sug- 
gested. Which  means  on  the  basis  of 
past  records  we  would  owe  him  money 
next  year  since  there  had  been  no  sup- 
port anyway.  It  was  also  suggested 
that  I  had  "drug  the  Missionary  Herald 
down  to  the  gutter  level  of  some  other

publications  by  printing  one  man's 
wild  idea  concerning  the  truth  of 
Watergate.  ...  I  give  credit  to  past 
editors  of  our  Missionary  Herald  for 
withholding  judgment  and  slanderous 
statements.  1  would  appreciate  the 
same  consideration  from  our  editor  in 
regards  to  the  man  who  now  leads  our 
great  nation." 

One  sent  a  copy  of  his  letter  to 
President  Nixon.  This  was  probably 
one  of  the  more  stern  aspects  of  the 
whole  matter  for  me  personally.  My 
name  will  probably  appear  on  the 
"enemy  list"  next  year.  Even  of  more 
concern  is  that  my  IRS  form  will  be 
double-checked  and  my  office  wire- 
tapped as  a  result  of  the  whole  matter. 
Carl  Mclntire  has  been  writing  to  me 
since  his  name  appeared  in  a  recent 
editorial,  and  now  to  begin  a  cor- 
respondence with  the  President  of  the 
United  States  could  be  a  very  heady 
experience  for  a  former  small-town 
preacher  turned  editor. 

Now  the  ironical  part  of  the  matter 
is  that  I  agree  with  some  of  the  basic 
statements  contained  in  the  letters.  I 
agree  that  judgment  without  due 
course  of  legal  action  violates  our 
system  of  government. 

If  some  of  you  expressed  hostility 
to  the  present  press  and  media  in  try- 
ing to  "make"  news  instead  of  "re- 
porting" news;  it  is  mild  to  my  senti- 
ments and  statements.  I  have  openly 
stated  a  number  of  times  that  we 
should  trade  Walter  Cronkite  to  Russia 
for  Solzhenitsyn,  just  to  get  even  with 
them  for  the  Russian  grain  deal.  At  the 
present  time  I  have  no  takers  on  the 
deal. 

What  does  disturb  me  is  when 
people  find  something-not  necessarily 
in  theology-with  which  they  disagree, 
how  quickly  they  resort  to  threats  and 
petty  blackmail  in  an  effort  to  get 
their  way.  I  trust  that  we  are  not  as 
immature  and  insecure  as  some  of  the 
letters  would  indicate.  Another  dis- 
turbing factor  was  a  writer  who  went 
to  great  lengths  to  state  a  position  of 
principle  then  immediately  violated  his 
own  stated  principle.  But  consistency 
is  a  jewel  to  be  sought  diligently  since 
most  of  us  have  not  yet  found  it. 


One  writer  proudly  stated,  "I  have 
never  publicly  spoken  against  any  of 
those  who  ruled  over  me  in  high  of- 
fices of  authority  no  matter  what 
party  they  represented."  To  me  this  is 
a  misunderstanding  of  Scripture  and  a 
"copout"  of  responsibility.  We  are 
told  to  "submit  to"  and  "pray  for" 
public  officials.  Nowhere  do  I  read  in 
the  Bible  that  the  sins  of  officials  can- 
not be  condemned  by  the  prophet  of 
God.  John  the  Baptist  spoke  against 
the  sin  of  the  officials  of  his  time  and 
lost  his  head.  Read  Jeremiah,  Ezekiel, 
and  other  prophets;  they  were  bold  in 
denouncing  sin  by  the  kings,  priests 
and  the  people. 

I  have  never  met  Mr.  Pippert,  nor 
have  I  ever  heard  him.  Again  a  re- 
minder that  the  pages  of  the  Herald 
are  contributions  from  a  number  of 
Brethren  organizations.  The  pages  are 
paid  for  by  the  contributing  organiza- 
tions. We  have  trust  and  confidence  in 
each  and  everyone  of  them. 

Doctrinal  comment  is  checked,  but 
we  do  not  exercise  control  over  ma- 
terial which  does  not  conflict  with  the 
doctrinal  position  of  the  Brethren  Fel- 
lowship (this  includes  Brethren  prac- 
tices). Opinions  of  readers  may  be  ex- 
pressed and  protests  voiced-these  are 
forwarded  to  the  specific  organizations 
that  made  the  contributions  to  the 
Herald.  It  comes  as  a  surprise  to  some 
when  they  hear  that  the  editor  is  not 
always  in  fidl  agreement  with  all  the 
contents  of  the  magazine.  It  should 
not  be-because  even  the  readers  do 
not  always  agree!  Tlie  article,  'Morali- 
ty in  Domestic  Affairs,"  that  has 
brought  negative  comment  also 
brought  favorable  reaction.  In  fact,  as 
many  agreed  vAth  the  article  as  dis- 
agreed with  it.  Tliere  were  letters  to 
the  editor  that  expressed  praise  of  the 
material.  Seldom  does  an  article  ap- 
pear with  which  there  is  total  agree- 
ment by  all  the  Brethren. 

Keep  reading-and  when  you  dis- 
agree keep  writing.  We  listen  and  then 
we  do  what  we  feel  is  right.  One  sug- 
gesfion,  please  don't  write  and  threat- 
en to  withold  funds  because  you  dis- 
agree. Financial  blackmail  is  taken 
very,  very  lightly  by  the  editor.  The 
only  thing  you  will  get  fiom  me  by 
these  tactics  is  sympathy.  See  you 
next  issue.  **

This  year's  theme  was  built  around 
the  idea  of  "The  Growing  Church." 
The  workshop  was  held  during  the 
first  week  of  March  in  the  spacious 
facilities  of  the  Grace  Brethren  Church 
at  Hagerstown,  Maryland.  This  church 
issued  us  a  two-year  invitation  to  en- 
able their  people  to  get  thoroughly 
acquainted  with  the  home  mission- 
aries. Next  year  their  new  Christian 
Education  Building  will  be  completed 
to  add  to  the  facilities  for  hosting  the 
workshop. 

Dr.  Robert  Collitt  directed  his  staff 
to  go  "all  out"  to  make  our  stay  a 
pleasant  one.  Rev.  Larry  Stevens, 
youth  minister,  arranged  for  housing 
of    the    home    missionaries   and    our 


guests,  the  established  pastors.  Mrs. 
Fred  (Bonnie)  Kuhn,  secretary,  cared 
for  the  many  incidentals  of  arrange- 
ments through  the  office,  taught  a 
splendid  section  on  "The  Church 
Secretary,"  and  another  session  with 
the  ladies  on  "Counseling  the  Women 
and  Girls  of  the  Church."  Dr.  Collitt, 
an  able  pastor,  excels  in  the  area  of 
promotion  and  public  relations  and 
shared  two  hours  of  instruction  in 
these  areas. 

Rev.  Thomas  V.  Taylor,  professor 
of  Old  Testament  at  the  Biblical  Semi- 
nary of  Theology.  Hatfield,  Pennsyl- 
vania, challenged  our  hearts  with  his 
striking  messages  from  Ecclesiastes, 
and  devoted  his  evening  messages  to 
"The  Church."  The  congregation  at 
Grace  Church  shared  in  the  evening 
services;  enjoying  the  ministry  of  the 
Word,  home  mission  testimonies,  and

Colorado  Springs 

Cornerstone 

in  Place

The  chips  and  chunks  as  well  as 
bars  of  stone  lay  strewn  along  three 
sides  of  the  building  waiting  to  be 
lifted  into  place.  They  had  come  from 
afar— over  one  hundred  miles- from 
the  quarries  near  Lyons  and  Loveland, 
Colorado,  to  beautify  "the  House  of 
the  Lord"  being  built  by  the  Grace 
Brethren  Church  of  Colorado  Springs. 
They  ranged  in  hue  from  a  buff  and 
beige  to  a  dusty  rose  (the  latter  color 
matching  the  stained  glass  windows  of 
the  building).  One  had  been  especially 
chosen  for  its  hue  and  striping.  It  had 
been  carefully  lettered.  "Grace  Breth- 
ren   Church,"    then    a    cross    and

"1974-Ephesians  2:20-21."  It  was  the 
cornerstone  to  be  laid  in  place  near  the 
front  entrance  of  the  church  on  the 
"conversation  porch"  with  its  magnift 
cent  view  of  the  Rockies.  It  was  to  be 
laid  this  day,  March  17,  1974.  The 
time?  Three  o'clock  in  the  afternoon 
to  allow  some  from  neighboring 
churches  to  be  here  for  this  memo- 
rable occasion! 

About  one  hundred  twenty  folk 
gathered— the  local  congregation  with 
their  families  and  friends,  a  fine  dele- 
gation from  Denver  Grace  Brethren 
(our  closest  sister  church  some  seventy 
miles  distant),  pastors  and  wives  from 


two  fellowshipping  churches,  the 
Brethren  in  Christ  Church  and  the 
First  Church  of  the  Brethren  both  of 
Colorado  Springs.  Plus  the  speaker  of 
the  day.  Pastor  Robert  Salazar,  and  his 
family  of  the  First  Brethren  Church  of 
Taos;  who  only  so  recently  had  com- 
pleted his  own  building  project  and  led 
his  people  to  become  self-supporting. 

A  trumpet  call  heralded  us  to  as- 
semble for  the  purpose  for  which  we 
had  come  followed  by  the  singing  of 
"To  God  Be  the  Glory,  Great  Things 
He  Hath  Done!"  and  prayer. 

Our  minds  wandered  back  over  the 
years  that  had  brought  us  to  this  hour. 
A  fine  family  from  our  Cuyahoga 
Falls,  Ohio,  church  had  relocated  here 
and  longed  for  a  Grace  Brethren 
Church  in  which  to  worship  and  to 
rear  their  family.  A  contact  with  the 
Denver  church  resulted  in  two  years  of 
Bible  studies  in  the  area.  And  then  a 
pastor  was  called  and  a  full  schedule  of 
meetings  was  begun  in  the  fall  of 
1970.  A  constant  and  sometimes  frus- 
trating search  for  meeting  places  took 
place  as  the  group  grew— a  school 
building,  the  pastor's  home,  the  family 


room  of  a  home  nearby,  other 
churches  when  their  own  congre- 
gations were  not  using  them  and 
chapels  at  Fort  Carson.  Always  in  the 
back  of  our  minds  the  dream  of  a 
building  of  our  own!  With  well  over 
one  hundred  in  attendance  each  Sun- 
day morning  and  nearly  one  hundred 
on  many  Sunday  nights,  a  building 
now  seemed  a  necessity.  Under  the 
capable  leadership  of  the  building 
committee  chairman.  Will  Langness,  a 
practical  and  beautiful  building  was 
envisioned,  planned,  modeled  and  pre- 
sented to  the  Brethren  Architectural 
Service  which  drew  the  original  draw- 
ings. Work  was  begun  in  November  of 
last  year,  and  now  we  were  ready  for 
the  necessary  inspections  before  the 
interior  work  could  be  brought  to 
completion. 

There  were  miracles,  many  of  them, 
like  the  granting  of  the  necessary  nat- 
ural gas  permit  the  week  it  was 
needed,  after  a  full  year  of  no  permits 
being  granted  in  the  area  due  to  a 
pressing  shortage!  With  the  backing  of 
The  Brethren  Home  Missions  Council,

the  Brethren  Investment  Foundation 
had  loaned  the  necessary  funds.  We  are 
grateful. 

Greetings  were  expressed,  and  then 
Chaplain  Charles  Bearinger  of  Fort 
Carson  (our  Brethren  chaplain)  read 
the  Scripture.  Pastor  Salazar  reminded 
us  that  not  only  are  we  building  upon 
the  foundation  of  Jesus  Christ,  "On 
the  Rock  (Jesus  Christ)  in  the  Rock- 
ies," but  that  we  are  also  indeed  "liv- 
ing stones"  in  the  invisible  structure 
that  God  is  constructing  here.  The  of- 
fering of  the  day  was  received  in  the 
cornerstone  cache  which  was  then 
emptied    to   receive   the   memorabilia 


placed  into  it  by  the  members  of  the 
advisory  council— a  Bible,  our  constitu- 
tion, a  GROW  tract,  our  articles  of  in- 
corporation, our  charter  membership 
list,  and  the  guest  list  for  the  day.  The 
cornerstone  was  then  placed  in  its 
niche  by  Will  Langness,  who  had,  by 
far,  invested  the  most  hours  in  the 
building.  The  congregation  read  aloud 
together  the  meaningful  words  of 
Ephesians  2:20-21,  prayed,  and  then 
sang  "How  Great  Thou  Art!" 

Tours  of  the  building,  yet  in  the 
rough,  were  encouraged.  Placards  had 
been  placed  throughout,  indicating  the 
use  and  special  features  of  the  various 
rooms.  We  could  almost  "see"  the 
spacious  foyer  fronted  by  sliding 
panels  so  constructed  as  to  allow  it  to 
be  used  as  an  overflow.  We  could  en- 


vision the  lofty  arched  sanctuary  (seat- 
ing 234)  fronted  by  a  glistening  white, 
stone-backed  baptistry  in  front  of 
which  will  hang,  suspended  in  air,  a 
life-sized  "old  rugged  cross"  (14  feet 
high  and  6  feet  wide).  We  could  antici- 
pate a  practical  study  and  usable  nur- 
sery on  the  same  floor.  On  the  garden 
level  we  could  look  forward  to  facili- 
ties for  our  Sunday  School  and  finance 
office,  utilities,  plus  a  spacious  Fellow- 
ship Room,  Fireside  Room  (with  a 
lovely  Georgia  marble  fireplace)  and 
workable  kitchen. 

Refreshments  were  served  by  our 
teenage  girls  having  been  lovingly  pre- 
pared by  our  ladies  and  supervised  by 
our  WMC  president. 

We  can  but  say,  "We  wish  YOU  had 
been  here!"  W

Finding  God's  ways  and  under- 
standing His  thoughts  may  not  always 
be  easy! 

God  knows  our  frame,  that  we  are 
dust  and  so  states  in  Isaiah  55:8:  "For 
my  thoughts  are  not  your  thoughts, 
neither  are  your  ways  my  ways."  And 
indeed,  we  find  this  all  too  often  true 
in  our  lives  and  in  the  life  of  our 
churches. 

However,  to  find  and  follow  God's 
ways  brings  rich  blessing  to  each  life 
and  each  congregation,  although  we 
still  may  not  fully  understand  His 
thoughts.  We  have  found  this  to  be 
true  here  in  Santa  Barbara  as  we  look 
back  from  the  vantage  point  of  our  re- 
cent building  dedication  service.  There 
have  been  many  things  happen  which 
at  the  time  we  could  not  understand, 
but  God  had  His  thoughts  and  His 
ways,  and  as  we  found  and  understood 
them,  the  blessings  flowed. 

How  It  All  Began 

Some  would  say  "by  chance,"  but 
it  was  God's  way.  In  casual  conversa- 
tion after  a  meeting  of  The  Brethren 
Home  Missions  West  Coast  Committee 
some  years  ago,  it  was  mentioned  that 
Santa  Barbara  was  one  of  several 
places  being  considered  for  the  begin- 
ning of  a  new  church.  One  of  the  pas- 
tors present  had  just  learned  of  a  fami- 
ly with  Brethren  background  who  was 
moving  into  the  area.  Others  men- 
tioned some  who  were  already  there; 
therefore,  with  due  prayer  and  con- 
sideration a  Bible  class  was  begun.

Finding  a  meeting  place  was  very 
difficult.  None  was  available.  Pastor 
Hosteller  was  now  on  the  field;  and 
after  some  weeks  of  fruitless  effort,  a 
lady  mentioned  that  she  thought  one 
of  the  area  motels  had  a  small  meeting 
room.  It  had  just  been  vacated.  This 
accommodation  was  secured  and  for- 
mal meetings  began,  much  later  by  our 
thinidng  than  planned.  God  knew  the 
motel  would  expand  and  provide 
much  larger  facilities  as  we  grew  and 
needed  them,  at  very  little  additional 
expense.  Due  to  rapidly  rising  prices, 
our  thoughts  were  now  on  securing 
property  and  getting  a  building  of  our 
own. 

Search  for  Property 

The  search  began  with  many  hours 
spent  in  futile  efforts.  Prayer  went  up 
to  God  concerning  this  need,  and 
home  missions  challenged  and  ex- 
horted the  local  congregation  to  secure 
property  for  a  building.  Panic  began  to 
set  in  as  the  small  congregation  saw 
land  values  rise  from  $10,000  per  acre 
to  $16,000  to  $20,000  per  acre  in  the 
years  spent  searching  for  God's  loca- 
tion. Finally,  with  three  real  estate 
agents  working  on  a  find-it-first  basis, 
three  acres  were  found.  Perhaps  not 
prime  property  by  our  thinking,  but 
the  price  was  right.  God  had  given  us 


land  for  half  of  what  it  was  selling  for 
a  few  blocks  away.  We  paid  $10,000 
per  acre! 

After  careful  research,  the  decision 
was  made  to  buy.  Upon  completion  of 
sale,  the  whole  three  acres  almost  sank 
from  sight  as  the  major  boulevard,  ex- 
tending the  nine  hundred  and  sixty 
feet  of  the  property,  was  raised  as 
much  as  five  or  six  feet  in  some  areas. 
The  property,  being  several  feet  low 
already  in  those  same  areas,  suddenly 
presented  a  despairing  picture,  espe- 
cially for  the  pastor  responsible.  But 
God's  thoughts  were  not  our  thoughts, 
and  we  did  not  know  God's  ways 
...  for  God  had  a  man,  Mr.  Eldon 
Haskel,  whose  company  was  in  charge 
of  the  road  project.  Through  him,  God 
provided  sufficient  fill  and  grading  to 
bring  the  land  to  road  level  and  higher, 
as  a  donation  to  the  church.  God  had 
kept  from  all  our  research  the  fact  of 
the  raised  road;  knowing  that  this  in- 
formation would  have  prevented  us 
from  buying. 

The  Building  Begins 

Architects,  building  plans,  grading, 
artists'  renditions,  and  so  forth,  now 
filled  our  minds.  The  decision  was 
made  to  build  this  unit  ourselves  as 
general  contractor  since  funds  were 
not  available  for  this  service.  Little  did 
we  know  the  headaches,  heartaches, 
and  multitude  of  times  the  Lord 
would   have   to  impress  upon  us  His 


thoughts  and  His  ways. 

He  provided  plans,  not  for  the  usual 
6  to  10  percent,  but  for  only  2  percent 
of  estimated  construction  cost.  Then 
the  Lord  led  us  through  the  maze  of 
government  officials  letting  us  bump 
and  bounce  about  at  times,  only  to 
show  how  smoothly  it  could  go  with 
His  thoughts  and  His  ways  and  our 
faith.  We  did  not  always  understand, 
but  we  could  surely  see  Him  leading  as 
we  came  out  on  the  other  side  of  some 
decision. 

Using  the  Building  for  God 

Now  we  are  enjoying  our  dedica- 
tion service.  Many  regret  not  being 
here  due  to  the  fuel  shortage,  but  we 
are  confident  God  has  His  thoughts  on 
this  also. 

Rev.  Jon  Jacobson,  just  licensed  by 
our  congregation,  led  in  the  singing  of 
praise  to  the  Lord  for  His  leading  us  to 
this  day,  and  then  played  a  stirring 
trombone  solo  with  the  organ  and 
piano  accompanying.  Rev.  John 
Mayes,  pastor  and  vice  president  of 
The  Brethren  Home  Missions  Council, 
brought  greetings  from  the  council  and 
a  short  report  concerning  home  mis- 
sions. Following  this  the  choir,  direct- 
ed by  Mrs.  Dale  Hosteller,  sang  "The 
Blessed  Hope." 

After  the  reading  of  Scripture, 
prayer,  the  singing  of  "Amazing 
Grace,"  and  a  solo  by  Mrs.  Hosteller, 
Rev.  Richard  DeArmey,  pastor  of  the 
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Orange  Grace  Brethren  Church  and 
president  of  The  Brethren  Home  Mis- 
sions Council,  challenged  us  all  with 
God's  thoughts  on  the  plan,  purpose 
and  way  of  His  church  as  it  reaches 
out  into  all  of  our  communities. 

Following  this  challenge,  Mr.  Don- 
ald Robison,  one  of  the  original  mem- 
bers, and  Mr.  Mike  Hines,  present 
chairman  of  the  trustee  board,  led  the 
assembly  in  prayers  of  dedication.  Mr. 
Larry  Taft,  our  present  vice  modera- 
tor, then  closed  the  service  with  a 
benediction  prayer  of  thanksgiving. 

After  the  service  a  buffet  supper, 
prepared  by  the  ladies  of  the  church, 
was  enjoyed,  especially  by  those  who 
traveled  long  distances  that  day. 

But  One  Is  Absent 

It  is  indeed  a  beautiful  building 
constructed  at  half  the  estimated  cost. 
This  was  accomplished  by  God's  lead- 
ing in  God's  time— having  begun  con- 
struction in  April  1972  and  occupied 
the  building  in  May  1973.  Many  long 
hours  have  been  given  by  many  indi- 
viduals to  God's  glory.

But  God's  ways  are  not  always 
our  ways,  for  on  February  4  at  2:15 
p.m.,  the  Lord  he  loved  reached  down 
and  took  Charley  home  to  be  with 
Him.  This  date  was  just  three  short 
weeks  before  the  dedication  service  he 
so  wanted  to  celebrate  with  us.  Now 
he  is  rejoicing  in  God's  presence,  and 
reaping  those  heavenly  rewards  for  his 
labors  of  love  during  the  eighty  years 
he  lived  and  served  his  Lord. 

The  Future 

It  is  as  bright  and  shining  as  our 
Lord.  We  don't  know  all  that  will  hap- 
pen, but  our  Lord  does.  We  may  not 
always  know  God's  thoughts  or  God's 
ways  but  we  have  learned  that  God's 
ways  and  God's  thoughts  are  best  here 
in  Santa  Barbara.  We  praise  the  Lord 
for  what  His  ways  and  His  thoughts 
have  accomplished  in  this  part  of  His 
vineyard.

That  He  is  pleased  to  send. 

As  blessings,  shaped  and  tempered 
By  His  own  loving  hand.  "  W 
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Strange  noises  in  the  attic  followed 
by  a  violent  shaking  bed  were  the  first 
signs  that  something  was  happening  in 
the  bedroom  of  twelve-year-old  Regan, 
daughter  of  movie  actress  Chris  Mac- 
Neil.  As  time  wore  on,  little  Regan  be- 
came the  victim  of  physical  and  men- 
tal disorders  which  were  beyond  the 
realm  of  medical  explanation.  Com- 
pletely frustrated,  her  mother  was 
forced  to  consider  the  possibility  that 
evil  spirits  had  taken  control  of  her 
daughter's  body. 

To  this  actress,  whose  mouth  pro- 
duced an  uninhibited  flow  of  obsceni- 
ties and  candid  denials  of  the  existence 
of  God,  it  all  seemed  incredible.  How- 
ever, with  all  alternatives  exhausted, 
she  turned  to  two  Catholic  priests, 
Merrin  and  the  younger  Karras,  who 
performed  exorcism  rites.

The  grotesque  description  of  the 
events  which  followed  included  the 
horrifying  contortions  of  Regan's 
body  along  with  a  thick,  putrid,  green- 
ish vomit  which  oozed  from  her 
mouth  over  the  hand  of  the  priest  dur- 
ing the  ritual.  All  this  is  part  of  the 
widely  acclaimed  book.  The  Exorcist, 
by  William  Blatty,  and  the  film  by  the 
same  title.  The  widespread  interest  in 
the  subject  of  exorcism  throughout 
this  country  is  now  a  matter  of  record. 
A  few  years  ago  the  book  and  the  film 
would  have  gone  largely  unnoticed, 
but  with  the  preconditioning  of  the 
occult  craze  during  the  past  ten  years, 
coupled  with  the  acceptance  of  porno- 
graphic subject  matter  in  local  the- 
aters, the  foundation  for  success  was 
laid.  Furthermore,  any  society  which 
becomes  as  preoccupied  with  material- 
ism as  America  has  is  ready  prey  for 
spiritism  and  the  work  of  the  occult. 

Until  recent  days  the  term  "exor- 
cism" was  largely  used  by  Catholic 
theologians,    missionaries    describing 
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native  rituals  in  far-off  jungles,  and 
those  involved  in  various  forms  of 
witchcraft.  Today,  however,  it  is  the 
topic  of  conversation  in  supermarkets, 
barbershops  and  elementary  schools. 
What  exactly  is  exorcism?  The  term 
describes  the  act  of  driving  out  or 
warding  off  demons  from  persons, 
places  or  things  that  are  believed  to  be 
possessed  or  infested  by  them.  The 
English  word  "exorcist"  is  derived 
from  the  Greek  verb  exorkizo  which  is 
used  only  in  Matthew  26:63  and  the 
Septuagint  version  of  Genesis  24:3. 
The  word  has  the  sense  of  charging 
with  an  oath  or  adjuring.  The  noun 
form  (exorkistai)  is  used  in  Acts  19:13 
of  "certain  Jewish  exorcists"  who  at- 
tempted to  imitate  Paul's  practice  of 
casting  out  demons,  but  without  suc- 
cess (cf.  Acts.  19:14-16).  That  there 
were  a  number  of  Jewish  exorcists  in 
Palestine  at  that  time  is  clear  from 
Matthew  12:27;  Mark  9:38  and  Luke 
9:49-50.  Perhaps  these  men  realize  the 
great  impact  Jesus'  success  had  in 
authenticating  His  divinity  and  were 
attempting  to  discredit  it  by  imitation 
(remember  the  magicians'  attempts  to 
discredit  Moses  in  Egypt,  Exod. 
7:11-13;8:7,  18). 

Some  Historical  Perspectives 

The  idea  of  demonic  possession  as  a 
cause  of  illness  and  other  unexplained 
disorders  was  common  among  the 
ancient  Egyptians  and  Babylonians 
who  used  magical  charms,  elaborate 
rituals,  and  special  incantations  as 
cures.  During  the  entire  history  of 
Israel  as  recorded  in  the  Old  Testa- 
ment, however,  we  have  no  examples 
of  demon  possession  or  exorcism,  at 
least  in  the  manner  common  during 


Christ's  ministry  on  earth.  While  Jesus 
ministered  prior  to  His  resurrection 
there  was  a  significant  increase  in 
demonic  activity,  especially  of  the 
type  which  featured  exhibitionism.  On 
a  number  of  occasions  Jesus  drove 
demons  out  of  their  victims  by  the 
power  of  God  (cf.  Matt.  12:22-30; 
Mark  3:22-27;  Luke  11:14-26)  and 
empowered  His  apostles  and  disciples 
to  do  the  same  (Matt.  10:1;  Mark  6:7; 
16:17;  Luke  9:1).  The  successful  exer- 
cise of  such  powers  seemed  to  be  con- 
tingent on  prayer  and  fasting  (cf.  Matt. 
17:20;Mark9:28). 

Among  the  apostles,  however,  it 
appears  that  only  Paul  engaged  in  this 
practice  to  any  extent  (Acts  16:16-18; 
19:12)  and  that  may  have  been  for  the 
purpose  of  authenticating  his  unique 
ministry.  There  are  no  records  that 
other  apostles  exercised  this  power  al- 
though they  may  well  have  done  so. 
Seemingly,  after  Christ  left  the  earth, 
there  was  a  decrease  in  the  kind  of 
demonic  activity  described  in  the 
Synoptic  Gospels. 

Following  the  Apostolic  Age,  Justin 
Martyr,  Tertullian,  Origen  and  other 
writers  record  the  fact  that  demons 
were  exorcised  by  Christian  men  in  the 
name  of  Jesus  Christ.  By  the  third  cen- 
tury exorcism  seems  to  have  been 
primarily  associated  with  the  rite  of 
baptism.  Riddle,  in  his  classic  work 
Christian  Antiquities  (book  IV,  chap. 
2),  explains  that  "baptism,  as  the 
sacrament  of  the  Holy  Ghost,  contrib- 
utes to  deliver  men  from  the  power  of 
Satan  and  evil  spirits;  and  hence  it 
appears  expedient  and  right  at  the  re- 
ception of  that  rite  to  renounce  the 
devil  and  his  works.  '  The  Greek  Or- 
thodox Church  maintains  a  similar  view 
of  baptism.  In  the  early  Roman 
Church  it  was  commonly  held  that 
children  belonged  to  the  devil  until 
baptized,  at  which  time  the  evil  spirit 
was  driven  out  and  the  Holy  Spirit 
given  as  the  gift  of  regeneration. 


In  the  Catholic  Church  exorcists 
constitute  one  of  the  four  minor 
orders  of  the  clergy-Acolytes,  Exor- 
cists, Readers  and  Porters.  The  actual 
practice  of  exorcism  in  the  Catholic 
Church  is  not  common  and  has  been 
carefully  regulated.  K.  E.  Huesman, 
writing  in  the  New  Catholic  Encyclo- 
pedia (1967,  vol.  V,  p.  749),  observes: 
".  .  .  the  church  exercises  the  greatest 
caution  in  authorizing  clerics  who  have 
received  the  power  of  exorcism 
through  holy  orders  to  put  it  to  use." 
He  further  states  that  "exorcisms  are 
rarely  performed  today,  not  because 
the  church  has  lost  its  belief  in  the 
power  and  activity  of  Satan  but  be- 
cause it  recognizes  that  true  cases  of 
possession  are  rare."  This  seems  to  be 
the  viewpoint  of  Bishop  Hugh  A. 
Donohoe  of  the  Fresno  diocese  when 
he  recently  stated,  "it's  [exorcism] 
also  used  very,  very  seldom  and  only 
after  we  rule  out  every  other  possibili- 
ty could  we  conclude  we  have  a  true 
case  of  demon  possession." 

Apparently  exorcism  is  practiced 
by  segments  of  the  Episcopalian 
clergy.  When  vandals  recently  dese- 
crated the  sanctuary  of  St.  Anselm's 
Episcopal  Church  in  Park  Ridge,  Illi- 
nois, a  special  exorcism  ceremony  was 
conducted  "to  chase  out  any  sinister 
forces." 

Exorcism  Today 

The  exorcism  of  demonic  spirits  is 
not  limited  to  clerics  in  the  Catholic 
and  Protestant  churches.  Many  pagan 
tribes  in  various  parts  of  the  world 
have  rituals  designed  to  serve  the  same 
purpose.  In  Ceylon  there  is  a  very 
popular  ritual  among  the  Sinhalese 
peasants  called  the  Sanniyakuma.  It  is 
designed  to  propitiate  and  exorcise  the 
Sanni-yakku,  the  demons  of  ill  health. 
All  this  is  carried  out  in  the  name  of 
Buddha. 

The  modern  occult  world  offers  a

number  of  rituals  and  objects  to  those 
who  wish  to  be  freed  from  the  harmful 
effects  of  evil  spirits.  It  is  interesting 
to  learn,  however,  that  occult  store 
owners  and  those  conducting  witch- 
craft covens  (congregations)  are  great- 
ly concerned  over  the  impact  of  Blat- 
ty's  book  and  the  movie.  Hie  Exorcist. 
I  recently  interviewed  an  occult  store 
owner  who  observed  that  "this  film 
has  given  a  bad  connotation  to  the 
spirit  world  of  the  occult.  People  in 
my  neighborhood  are  frenzied  by  the 
power  of  evil  spirits.  I  have  received 
threatening  phone  calls  with  the  de- 
mand to  close  the  store  and  bricks 
have  been  thrown  through  the  front 
window.  Apparently  people  feel  that 
the  occult  objects  1  sell  could  bring 
demonic  forces  into  the  neighbor- 
hood." He  did  admit,  however,  that 
the  sale  of  occult  objects  continues  at 
an  unprecendented  pace. 

Biblical  Perspectives 

At  the  expense  of  being  redundant 
let  me  once  again  assert  that  theologi- 
cal truth  is  not  discovered  by  the 
analysis  of  personal  experience,  but  by 
a  careful  study  of  the  Holy  Scriptures 
under  the  illumination  of  the  Holy 
Spirit.  Much  of  what  has  been  written 
on  the  subject  of  demonism  even  on 
the  part  of  some  evangelicals  is  more 
the  product  of  a  fertile  imagination 
rather  than  a  careful  exegesis  of  Scrip- 
ture. Here  are  some  observations  on 
demons  based  on  Biblical  information. 
(1)  Demons  are  evil  spirits  having  the 
basic  qualities  of  personality.  For  ex- 
ample, they  speak  (Matt.  8:31),  dis- 
play intelligence  (Mark  1:24),  have 
fear  (James  2:19),  and  move  about 
(Matt.  12:43).  They  are  unclean  (Mark 
1:27),  can  seduce  (I  Tim.  4:1)  and 
possess  individuals  (Matt.  8:16; 
9:32-33  and  Acts  8:6-7).  (2)  Demons 
are  not  omnipresent  nor  do  they  have 
unlimited  power.  Their  freedom  is  re- 
stricted, as  is  that  of  all  evil  spirits,  by 
their  own  nature  and  the  power  of 
God  (cf.  Job  1:12:  2:6-7).  The  in- 
dwelling presence  of  the  Holy  Spirit  in 
the  believer  makes  demon  possession 


of  that  individual  impossible  (John 
10:28-29)  and  enables  him  to  success- 
fully resist  Satan  if  he  should  attack 
(James  4:7).  It  should  be  remembered 
that  demons  have  a  great  fear  of  the 
Lord  and  His  power  (cf.  Matt.  8:29; 
Mark  1:23-25;  James  2:19).  One  day 
Satan  and  his  adversaries  will  be  bound 
for  one  thousand  years  (Rev.  20:2-3) 
after  which  they  will  be  cast  into  the 
lake  of  fire  resulting  in  eternal  punish- 
ment (Rev.  20:10).  The  demons  are 
apparently  aware  of  this  as  indicated 
by  the  language  of  Matthew  8:29  and 
Luke  8:31.  (3)  While  it  is  possible  that 
demonic  influence  is  responsible  for 
some  human  illness  (Matt.  17:14-18), 
it  is  reckless  and  irresponsible  to  at- 
tribute all  illness  to  demonic  activity. 
Matthew  10:1  seems  to  clearly  distin- 
guish between  the  two.  (4)  While 
demonic  powers  are  numerous  ("we 
are  many,"  Mark  5:9),  their  numbers 
are  far  less  than  holy  angels  (cf.  Dan. 
7:10;  Matt.  26:53;  Heb.  12:22;  Rev. 
5:11)  who  care  for  God's  people  (Ps. 
91:11-12).  (5)  Their  methods  of 
operation  vary  in  accordance  with 
time,  culture  and  opportunity.  In  the 
Old  Testament  era  they  were  apparent- 
ly preoccupied  with  the  development 
of  idolatry  and  its  wicked  practices 
which  also  seems  to  be  their  principal 
ministry  today  (cf.  I  Cor.  10:14-22). 
While  the  vile  exhibitionism,  so  charac- 
teristic of  their  encounters  with  Christ, 
can  occur  today,  it  is  difficult  to  see 
what  it  would  accomplish.  It  must  be 
recognized  that  demons  are  capable  of 
inspiring  a  moral  and  exemplary  life  as 
a  method  of  satanic  deception.  After 
all,  if  Satan  can  appear  as  an  "angel  of 
Hght"  (II  Cor.  11:14),  would  not  his 
representatives  do  likewise?  I  have 
little  doubt  that  demonic  forces  are 
just  as  active  as  they  were  in  the  days 
of  the  apostles,  but  with  different  and 
perhaps  more  attractive  methods. 

Some  Practical  Admonitions 

In  the  light  of  our  brief  survey  of 
demonic  power  and  exorcism  let  us 
suggest  a  few  practical  guidelines  in 
dealing  with  this  problem.  First,  take 
the  Biblical  description  of  demonic 
power  and  influence  seriously.  To  do 
otherwise  would  be  folly. 


Second,  do  not  assume  that  every 
sickness,  mental  disorder  or  unexplain- 
able  event  is  the  result  of  demonic 
activity.  This  attitude  is  both  unbibli- 
cal  and  psychologically  dangerous. 

Third,  remember  that  Satan  em- 
ploys a  variety  of  traps  to  accomplish 
his  purposes,  such  as  apostasy,  murder, 
illicit  sex,  lying,  and  so  forth.  Note 
that  it  was  these  things  that  the 
Apostle  Paul  was  most  concerned 
about  in  his  epistles,  not  demon  pos- 
session and  exorcism. 

Fourth,  beware  of  professional 
exorcists  within  the  church.  No  such 
gift  or  office  is  listed  by  Paul  (cf.  I 
Cor.  I2:I-31;Eph.  4:11). 

Fifth,  judiciously  avoid  any  involve- 
ment in  the  practices  of  occultism. 
The  argument  that  one  must  experi- 
ence these  things  in  order  to  deal  ade- 
quately with  them  is  ludicrous,  naive 
and  deceptive.  That  was  precisely  the 
argument  Satan  used  in  the  Garden  of 
Eden  to  trap  Eve  and  bring  her  down- 
fall. A  surgeon  need  not  to  have  con- 
tracted cancer  in  order  to  perform  ef- 
fective surgery.  By  the  same  token,  the 
believer  need  not  involve  himself  in 
the  evil  of  this  present  age  in  order  to 
exercise  an  effective  witness  for  Christ. 

Sixth,  if  demon  possession  should 
be  determined  to  have  occurred,  the 
simple  prayer  of  godly  men  will  care 
for  the  problem,  not  the  long  incanta- 
tions and  rituals  established  by  tradi- 
tion. 

Finally,  do  not  be  preoccupied  with 
the  study  of  evil  and  evil  spirits.  Study 
the  whole  counsel  of  God  by  careful 
exegesis  of  the  Scripture.  This  miglit 
not  be  as  fascinating  as  sitting  around 
talking  about  the  black  mass,  voodoo, 
curses,  tarot  cards  or  witches'  para- 
phernalia, but  it  will  be  far  more  re- 
warding. It  is  difficult  to  produce  the 
sweet  savor  of  godliness  while  digging 
in  the  garbage  pails  of  contemporary 
thought  and  morals. 

Rather  than  being  in  despair  over 
the  present  political  and  moral  corrup- 
tion of  our  generation,  let  us  rejoice 
and  take  hope  in  the  Biblical  admoni- 
tion that  "the  kingdoms  of  this  world 
are  become  the  kingdoms  of  our  Lord, 
and  of  his  Christ;  and  he  shall  reign  for 
ever  and  ever"  (Rev.  1 1 :15).  #

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CABLE  TV: 

A  new  world  of  opportunity 
for  evangelicals 


Suppose  your  church  were  offered 
all  the  television  time  it  could  fill— and 
free,  without  charging  a  cent!  The  fact 
is  that  that  opportunity  is  not  coming 
—it  is  here  for  the  5,663  U.S.  com- 
munities now  served  by  cable  tele- 
vision systems  and  1,763  more  will 
have  cable  within  several  years. 

Cable  television,  often  called  "the 
minority  medium,"  now  makes  it  pos- 
sible for  thousands  of  local  churches 
to  reach  into  homes  in  their  communi- 
ties at  practically  no  cost  to  the 
church. 

Some  innovative  and  concerned 
churches  are  already  into  cablecasting 
—an  Assembly  of  God  church  in  Con- 
cord, California,  produces  a  continuing 
variety  program  entitled  "Sharing  Our 
Faith"  featuring  the  pastor  interview- 
ing Christians  from  the  area,  inter- 
spersed with  music  from  groups  within 
the  church.  Grace  Presbyterian  Church 
in  Peoria,  Illinois,  and  Redwood 
Chapel  Community  Church  in  Castro 
Valley,  California,  both  have  twenty- 
four-hour  programming  control  over  a 
cable  channel.  Other  churches  have 
successfully  cablecast  home  Bible 
studies  and  daily  vacation  Bible  school 
series.  The  Winona  Lake  Brethren 
Church  in  Winona  Lake,  Indiana,  has 
been  televising  both  morning  and  eve- 
ning services  since  last  fall  and  a 
special  unit  of  the  church's  youth 
group  will  be  working  with  videotape 
technology  and  producing  programs  as 
a  youth  project  this  summer. 

What  Is  Cable  TV? 

Cable  television,  also  known  as 
community  antenna  television 
(CATV),  originally  began  in  1949  in 
the  hills  of  eastern  Pennsylvania  and 
Oregon  where  mountains  and  remote- 
ness from  television  stations  made  je- 
ception  fuzzy  or  nonexistent  for  rural 
homeowners  in  the  valleys.  As  a  solu- 
tion, giant  antennas  were  strategically 
located  to  pick  up  signals  from  regular 
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stations,  near  and  far,  and  to  transmit 
them  by  cable  into  homes. 

Today  nearly  96  percent  of  all  U.S. 
households  have  at  least  one  television 
set,  and,  according  to  a  recent  study 
conducted  by  the  Roper  Research 
organization,  the  average  American  in 
1972  spent  two  hours  and  fifty  min- 
utes daily  watching  television.  Ap- 
proximately 10  percent  of  American 
households  (about  7.5  million)  are 
plugged  into  the  cable,  at  an  average 
cost  of  five  to  six  dollars  per  month. 
The  Sloan  Commission  forecasts  that 
40-60  percent  of  U.S.  households  will 
be  on  the  cable  by  1980. 

Utilization  of  cable  television  has 
already  gone  far  beyond  the  original 
purpose  of  boosting  weak  signals  from 
commerical  stations.  With  the  advent 
of  the  coaxial  cable  two-way  trans- 
mission became  feasible,  so  that  the 
TV  set  can  potentially  send  as  well  as 
receive  both  video  and  audio  messages. 
A  further  distinction  between  cable 
and  radiated  television  is  that  theoreti- 
cally there  is  no  limit  to  the  number  of 
channels  that  a  slightly  modified  TV 
set  can  receive  over  cable.  Most  early 
systems  provided  only  twelve  possible 
channels,  but  many  new  ones  provide 
twenty-four,  thirty,  or  forty-eight 
channels,  and  the  National  Education 
Association  hopes  for  four  hundred 
channels  in  the  future.  This  is  why  the 
Sloan  Commission  report  labels  cable 
TV  "the  television  of  abundance." 

The  amazingly  good  news  for  evan- 
gelical churches  is  that  the  trend  seems 
to  be  toward  less  governmental  con- 
trol, not  more.  The  Cabinet  Commit- 
tee on  Cable  Communication,  upon 
filing  its  report  last  month,  proposed 
taking  the  cable  out  from  under  the 
Federal  Communications  Commission 
and  making  cable  systems  operate  as 


common  carriers  like  telephone  com-    I 
panies,   bus  lines,  or  Western  Union, 
with  no  authority  whatever  over  the 
programs  or  information  provided. 

"The  cable  system  operator,"  says 
the  committee,  "would  be  obliged  to 
deliver  the  messages  of  channel  users 
with  as  little  regard  to  content  as  the 
Postal  Service  has  to  the  content  of 
the  print  media." 

Broadcasting  vs.  Narrowcasting 

Like  any  new  technology,  cable  TV 
will  require  reeducation  of  the  viewing 
public  to  the  "narrowcasting"  con- 
cept, in  contrast  to  the  current 
"broadcast"  philosophy  of  network 
and  commercial  television.  In  the  lat- 
ter, style  takes  precedence  over  con- 
tent, while  the  emphasis  on  local  origi- 
nation cablecasting  is  on  specialized 
audiences  and  local  program  content. 
One  cannot  compare  it  with  ABC, 
NBC,  or  CBS-it  must  be  thought  of 
like  a  telephone  in  serving  the  needs  of 
a  small,  specialized  audience.  Ratings 
and  numbers  are  not  the  key  question 
here,  unlike  commercial  television 
which  must  gear  programming  to 
please  advertisers  and  aim  for  the  low- 
est common  denominator  in  general 
audience. 

All  kinds  of  new  applications  are 
now  being  tried.  Handicapped  children 
are  attending  school  via  cable.  Trained 
specialists  examine  patients  via  cable, 
thus  saving  transportation  time  and 
costs.  Remote  shopping  for  the  elder- 
ly; twenty-four-hour  fire  and  burglary 
alarm,  gas,  electric,  and  water  meter 
monitoring:  continuous  news,  stock 
market  and  traffic  reports  are  some  ap- 
plications now  in  use.  For  a  fee  of  six 
dollars  per  month,  for  example,  the 
planned  community  of  Reston,  Vir- 
ginia, gets  coverage  of  local  sports 
events  such  as  high  school  football, 
ballet,  consumer  hints,  plus  all  pro- 
grams of  ten  regular  television  stations 
in  the  Washington-Baltimore  area. 
Here  in  Winona  Lake  a  Sunday  after- 
noon series  entitled  "Ceramics  with 
Granny"  is  currently  being  aired,  along 
with  daily  chapels  from  Grace  Semi- 
nary, Lancer  basketball  games,  lec- 
tures, plays  and  recitals.  Call-in  pro- 
giams  are  used  on  such  topics  of  com- 
munity interest  as  income  tax  prepara- 
tion, drug  abuse,  municipal  affairs, 
demon  possession.  Comet  Kohoutek, 
and  others. 

Local    church    applications    are   as 
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limitless  as  the  imagination.  Video- 
tapes of  services  may  not  only  be 
aired,  but  by  simply  hooking  the 
videocorder  to  the  VHF  terminals  of 
any  receiver,  may  be  replayed  num- 
erous times  for  shut-ins,  used  for  anal- 
ysis by  the  pastor  or  special  music,  and 
so  forth.  Youth  and  Brigade  groups 
may  have  a  creative  and  worthwhile 
outlet  in  making  special  programs  such 
as  simple  informative  tapes  on  baptism 
and  communion  procedures,  denomi- 
national distinctives,  illustration  of 
parables  and  Scripture  passages,  and 
visualization  of  hymn  texts. 

It  is  a  simple  matter  to  make  a 
short  videotape  of  the  church,  its  nur- 
sery and  facilities,  a  word  from  the 
pastor,  a  Sunday  School  class  in  ses- 
sion, and  so  on,  which  then  may  be 
used  in  home  visitation  as  a  recruit- 
ment device.  A  library  of  special 
speakers  and  special  music  in  the 
church  may  be  built  and  kept  on 
videotape  for  later  replay.  An  interest- 
ing program  might  be  the  history  of 
the  local  church.  Home  Bible  studies 
and  Sunday  School  lessons  may  be 
committed  to  reusable  videotape  with 
a  minimum  of  energy  and  expense. 

What  Does  It  Cost? 

The  actual  air  time  will  likely  cost 


nothing.  Since  February  2,  1972,  cable 
companies  have  been  required  to  allo- 
cate one  channel  to  the  public's  use 
(first  come-first  served  basis)  for  every 
franchise  with  thirty-five  hundred  or 
more  subscribers.  In  our  little  com- 
munity, which  currently  has  about  six- 
teen hundred  cable  subscribers,  there 
are  three  local  channels  which,  except 
when  we  are  airing  a  program,  carry 
audio  from  the  local  FM  radio  station 
and  an  oscillating  weather  instrument 
scan.  The  only  cost  involved  is  in  pro- 
ducing the  program  itself. 

Half-inch  video  tape  was  the  riglit 
thing  at  the  right  time,  as  far  as  public 
access  TV  is  concerned.  Television  has 
become  a  doer  medium  rather  than 
just  a  watcher  medium  with  the  advent 
of  reusable  videotape  and  the  portable 
video  recorder-the  box  cameras  of 
television.  The  lightweight,  portable, 
battery-powered  unit  on  which  we 
record  Winona  Lake  Brethren  Church 
services  cost  $1,795— hardly  more  than 
the  cost  of  a  first-class  single-lens  re- 
flex still  camera  outfit  with  several 
good  lenses  and  flash.  Our  unit  has  a 
fast  f/1.8  lens,  which  means  that  little 
or  no  external  lighting  is  necessary, 
other  than  that  which  is  already  on  the 
pulpit  area.  The  6: 1  zoom  lens  that 
came   with   the   camera   makes  much 


video  variety  possible  from  the  cam- 
eraman's unobtrusive  location  in  the 
balcony.  Audio  is  patched  in  directly 
from  the  church  public  address  sys- 
tem. 

Videotape,  which  is  reusable  and 
erasable  just  like  regular  audio  record- 
ing tape,  costs  approximately  twenty 
dollars  per  half-hour.  If  even  the 
modest  investment  of  two  thousand 
dollars  is  too  great  for  some  local 
churches,  they  might  consult  audio- 
visual sales  outlets  for  possible  rental 
units.  Virtually  all  public  school  sys- 
tems now  have  operating  videotape 
equipment,  and  often  arrangements 
can  be  worked  out  by  students  from 
the  school  for  weekend  use  of  such 
equipment.  While  our  current  broad- 
cast operation  is  in  black  and  white 
and  does  not  have  the  spit  and  polish 
of  professional  two-inch  videotape, 
one  thing  we  do  have  going  for  us  is 
the  fresh  enthusiasm  of  the  people 
who  do  the  taping  with  virtually  no 
prior  experience.  Also,  we  have  the 
fine  reactions  of  those  who  worship 
with  us  over  the  cable  because  of  being 
home  ill  or  who  have  happened  upon 
us  while  doing  Sunday  morning  "dial 
flipping."  A  new,  excellent  color 
camera  is  now  available  for  just  over 
twenty-seven  hundred  dollars,  putting 
color  well  within  financial  reach  for 
the  first  time. 

A  Great  Challenge 

Last  year  Clay  T.  Whitehead,  speak- 
ing as  director  of  the  President's  Office 
of  Telecommunications  to  a  meeting 
of  national  religious  broadcasters,  said: 
"[cable  television]  is  going  to  have  a  big 
impact  on  you  as  religious  broadcast- 
ers. The  message  of  God,  the  message 
of  religion,  the  conveying  of  values 
that  are  important  to  holding  our 
society  together,  won't  have  to  be 
packaged  in  short  little  messages  at  the 
beginning  or  end  of  the  broadcast  day 
or  on  a  few  channels  that  are  limited 
strictly  to  religious  matters.  It  means 
that  religious  broadcasters  will  have  at 
their  hands,  at  their  disposal,  channel 
abundance  .  .  .  the  opportunity  to  get 
out  the  message  you  want,  when  you 
want  to,  to  the  people  who  want  it. 
And  that  will  be  a  great  challenge  to 
you  in  your  ministry." 

What  a  field  of  golden  opportunity! 
Let's  not  lose  it  by  default!  # 
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SOME  GOOE 


The  President  of  the  United  States 
is  not  the  only  president  to  whom 
questions  are  addressed.  They  come  to 
this  writer  from  across  the  United 
States  and  beyond  its  borders.  They 
come  from  members  of  the  Brethren 
Church  and  from  outside.  They  come 
from  former  students  and  from  those 
who  have  never  been  in  the  halls  of 
Grace  Schools.  They  come  from  be- 
lievers and  from  unbelievers;  from  the 
old  and  the  young;  from  the  rich  and 
the  poor;  from  the  schooled  and  the 
unschooled.  And  insofar  as  is  possible 
this  president  has  made  an  honest  at- 
tempt to  answer  these  questions. 

Recently  a  letter  was  received  from 
a  former  student.  It  was  brief,  perti- 
nent, and  to  the  point.  Five  questions 
were  addressed  to  me.  They  were 
short,  and  in  some  sense,  so  short  that 
I  am  not  at  all  certain  that  the  mean- 
ing is  clear  to  me.  But  I  do  think  they 
contain  matters  of  importance,  and 
represent  deep  concerns  to  the  one 
who  asked  them.  To  the  best  of  my 
ability  I  will  endeavor  to  give  a  concise 
answer  to  each  question.  I  am  sure  the 
answers  I  will  give  will  not  do  justice 
to  the  questions,  for  they  are  of  such 
importance  that  an  entire  sermon 
could  be  devoted  to  each  one.  Believ- 
ing that  others  miglit  be  interested  in 
the  response  that  I  will  make,  I 
thought  an  answer  in  these  pages 
might  serve  two  purposes:  first,  to  an- 
swer the  questions;  second,  to  reveal 
just  one  of  the  facets  of  the  work  of  a 
president.

I.  What  Is  the  "Pearl  of  Great  Price"? 

For  anyone  who  is  familiar  with  the 
New  Testament,  he  will  recognize  here 
a  reference  to  Matthew  13:45-46. 
Though  it  has  been  quite  popular  to 
identify  this  pearl  with  Christ,  to  this 
writer  it  seems  quite  out  of  keeping 
with  the  context  and  with  the  sense  of 
the  parable  to  draw  such  a  conclusion. 
After  reading  question  four  in  this 
series,  it  is  my  conclusion  that  this  is 
what  the  questioner  had  in  mind. 

Several  things  incline  this  writer  to 
another  interpretation.  In  the  first 
place,  this  is  one  of  the  eight  parables 
that  constitute  "the  mysteries  of  the 
kingdom  of  heaven"  (Matt.  13:11; 
Mark  4:26-30).  These  mysteries  bridge 
that  span  of  time  from  the  days  of 
Christ  at  His  first  coming  until  that 
day  when  He  comes  the  second  time 
and  establishes  His  kingdom  in  the 
earth.  This  is  the  mystery  form  of  the 
kingdom  during  the  present  age.  There 
is  the  sowing  of  seed  in  future  antici- 
pation (Matt.  13:3-9),  as  a  result  of 
which  there  will  be  -an  incomprehen- 
sible growth  (Mark  4:26-30).  This  will 
consist  of  mixed  (Matt.  13:24-30)  and 
unusual  growth  (Matt.  13:31-32),  into 
which  there  will  be  an  infiltration  and 
spread  of  error  (Matt.  13:33).  A  rem- 
nant of  Israel  will  remain  in  the  field 
for  redemption  (Matt.  13:44),  and  the 
merchant  man  will  find  the  Church 
also  in  that  field  (Matt.  13:45-46).  As 
the  age  comes  to  a  close  there  will  be  a 
separation  of  the  bad  from  the  good 
(Matt.  13:47-50). 


The  Church  is  the  pearl  of  great 
price  for  which  Christ  sells  all  to  ob- 
tain. Surely,  the  merchant  man  cannot 
be  construed  to  be  a  sinner  who  has 
anything  to  sell  or  give  for  Christ.  A 
sinner  is  poverty  stricken,  bereft  of 
righteousness,  solely  dependent  upon 
the  grace  of  God.  But  as  seen  by 
Christ,  chosen  of  the  Father  as  a  part 
of  the  bride  for  His  Son,  the  sinner  is  a 
pearl,  fashioned  out  of  the  wounded 
side  of  Christ  for  himself,  "not  having 
spot,  or  wrinkle,  or  any  such  thing" 
(Eph.  5:27). 


II.  What  Is  Complete  Yieldedness  to 
the  Lord? 

The  answer  to  this  question  could 
be  as  various  as  there  are  people.  More- 
over, any  answer  that  is  given  must  in 
my  judgment  be  subjected  to  the 
measurement  of  Scripture  to  deter- 
mine its  worth.  With  that  in  mind  I  am 
going  to  go  to  what  I  believe  is  the 
incontrovertible  exhibition  of  com- 
plete yieldedness  to  the  Lord.  This  is 
to  be  found  in  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ. 

If  yieldedness  means  submission, 
then  Christ  is  the  perfect  example  of 
submission  to  the  Lord.  Repeatedly 
Christ  declared  that  He  came  to  do  the 
will  of  the  Father  (John  4:34;  6:38). 
Under  dire  pressure  He  did  not  swerve 
from  this  purpose  (Matt.  26:39).  The 
blandishments  of  Satan  did  not  tempt 
Him  (Matt.  4: 10).  This  submission  was  : 
a  delight  to  the  Father  (Matt.  3:17; 
17:5;  John  8:29).  At  the  end  of  His  > 
earthly  course  He  could  confidently 
atfirm  that  He  had  glorified  the  Father 
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on  the  earth  and  finished  His  work 
(John  17:4).  There  was  one  guiding 
principle  for  this  submission;  it  was 
the  word  of  God  (Matt.  4:4;  Deut. 
8:3).  Having  finished  the  course  of  His 
earthly  ministry  He  was  at  last  set 
down  at  the  right  hand  of  the  throne 
ofGod(Heb.  12:2). 

Anything  short  of  this  is  not  com- 
plete yieldedness  to  the  Lord.  Any- 
thing other  than  this  is  not  complete 
yieldedness  to  the  Lord.  Anything  of 
subjective  character  or  mystical  quali- 
ty that  does  not  measure  up  to  the 
objective  word  of  God  cannot  be  truly 
said  to  be  complete  yieldedness  to  the 
Lord. 


praise  and  glory,  for  He  is  worthy 
(Rev.  5:9-14).  Throughout  the  endless 
ages  of  eternity  every  redeemed  crea- 
ture will  pay  homage  to  Him. 


ML  What  Is  the  Most  Important  Thing 
in  the  Universe? 

The  writer  confesses  that  this  ques- 
tion is  not  clear  to  him.  1  understand 
that  the  universe  comprises  the  totali- 
ty of  created  things  and  must  there- 
fore include  the  heavens,  the  earth, 
and  that  which  is  subterrestrial.  But 
the  word  "thing"  is  not  clear.  Does 
this  word  in  its  impersonal  sense  ex- 
clude the  personal?  Or  does  this  word 
have  a  wider  connotation  in  the  sense 
of  including  not  only  the  impersonal 
but  also  the  personal?  Since  I  must 
make  a  decision  in  order  to  answer  this 
question,  I  am  arbitrarily  assuming  the 
latter. 

Without  hesitation  my  answer  is 
Christ.  By  incarnation  Christ  became  a 
part  of  the  human  race,  and  the  first- 
born of  every  creation,  that  is,  higher 
in  position  than  any  created  thing 
(Col.  1:15-18).  By  the  same  token, 
that  which  is  highest  is  also  the  most 
important,  and  to  this  one  belongs  all 


IV.  How  Would  a  Person  Go  About 
Obtaining  the  "Pearl  of  Great 
Price,"  Complete  Yieldedness  to 
the  Lord,  and  the  Most  Important 
Thing  in  the  Universe? 

Assuming  that  this  question  has  in 
mind  salvation  in  Christ  and  spiritual 
yieldedness  to  the  Lord,  my  answer  is 
simple. 

Salvation  centers  in  the  person  of 
Christ.  This  is  obtained  alone  by  faith 
in  Christ  Jesus.  But  saving  faith  in- 
volves three  things  or  aspects.  There 
must  be  intellectual  assent  as  to  the 
person  and  performance  of  Christ. 
There  must  be  spiritual  appropriation 
of  the  benefits  in  Christ.  There  must 
also  be  personal  commitment  to  Christ 
for  His  salvation.  All  of  these  are  set 
forth  in  John  1:12.  And  unless  all 
three  of  these  aspects  are  present  in 
the  turning  of  the  soul  to  God,  it  can- 
not be  said  that  a  person  has  entered 
into  the  experience  of  salvation. 

Yieldedness  to  the  Lord  ought  to 
characterize  the  saved  person's  life. 
This  too  is  accomplished  by  the  con- 
tinuous exercise  of  faith  in  Christ.  The 
just  shall  live  by  faith  (Rom.  1:17; 
Gal.  3:11;  Heb.  10:38;  Hab.  2:4).  This 
is  accomplished  by  the  power  of  the 
Spirit  working  in  and  through  the  be- 
Hever  (11  Cor.  3:18).  This  is  always 
directed  and  measured  by  the  word  of 
God  (John  17:17). 


V.  What  Is  the  Most  Important  Thing 
to  Christ? 

What  may  have  been  in  the  mind  of 
the  questioner  when  he  penned  this 
question  is  not  known  to  the  writer; 
therefore,  he  is  left  to  place  an  inter- 
pretation upon  this  question  which 
may  evade  the  original  intent.  But  as- 
suming that  the  ministry  of  Christ 
makes  this  clear,  the  writer  states  it  as 
follows:  the  glory  of  the  Father. 

It  would  appear  that  the  ultimate 
purpose  of  all  creation  is  the  glory  of 
the  Father  (Rev.  4:11).  The  Apostle 
Paul  declares  that  the  entire  ministry 
of  Christ  was  to  bring  glory  to  the 
Father  (Phil.  2:5-11).  In  His  high 
priestly  prayer.  He. declares  that  He 
had  glorified  Him  on  the  earth  (John 
17:4),  and  He  beseeches  the  Father  to 
glorify  Him  in  this  hour  of  peril  that 
He  may  in  turn  glorify  the  Father 
(John  17:1).  This  was  the  all-consum- 
ing passion  of  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ, 
and  it  seems  evident  that  He  desired  to 
see  this  displayed  in  all  those  who 
finally  come  to  Christ. 

It  is  a  temptation  to  imagine  that 
the  salvation  of  men  is  the  most  im- 
portant thing  in  the  consciousness  of 
Christ.  But  this  is  to  stop  short  of  that 
which  is  infinite.  The  salvation  of  men 
is  merely  the  means  to  the  end.  It  is 
important  in  its  place,  and  not  in  any 
sense  to  be  minimized  in  that  place. 
But  in  relation  to  God  it  fades  into 
insignificance,  except  that  it  contri- 
butes to  His  final  and  absolute  glory 
(Rom.  11:33-36;  I  Cor.  15:28).  # 
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Brethren  women  from  all  across 
America  are  having  a  direct  impact  on 
the  preparation  of  public  and  Christian 
schoolteachers  at  Grace  College 
through  the  recent  funding  of  materi- 
als and  equipment  for  an  Education 
Resource  Center  at  Grace. 

The  national  Women's  Missionary 
Council  organization,  under  the  leader- 
ship of  national  WMC  president,  Mrs. 
Robert  Griffith  of  Souderton,  Pennsyl- 
vania, is  providing  approximately  three 
thousand  dollars  for  the  purchase  of 
materials  to  be  used  by  elementary 
and  secondary  education  students  and 


student  teachers.  "We  greatly  appre- 
ciate this  much-needed  gift,"  says 
Marilyn  Yoder,  who  teaches  education 
and  literature  in  the  college  and  is 
director  of  the  center. 

Explaining  that  the  WMC  gift  pro- 
vided the  initial  thrust  which  will,  in 
the  future,  be  supplemented  with  regu- 
larly budgeted  funds,  Mrs.  Yoder  said 
that  the  WMC  funds  are  being  used  to 
purchase  both  "hardware"  and  "soft- 
ware" for  the  center.  In  addition  to 
filing  cabinets  and  other  storage  areas. 
the  gift  has  also  made  possible  the  pur- 
chase   of    about    one    hundred    and 


twenty  filmstrips  in  the  areas  of  food, 
children's  stories,  parts  of  speech,  and 
so  forth;  seventy  records;  twelve  cas- 
sette tapes;  and  thirty-five  sets  of 
study  prints  ranging  widely  from  ani- 
mals to  science  concepts,  simple  ma- 
chines, and  others. 

Materials  in  the  center  are  used  by 
education  students  in  their  methods 
courses  and  are  also  available  on  a 
seven-day  loan  basis  for  those  doing 
student  teaching.  Mrs.  Yoder  pointed 
out  that  some  materials  specifically 
geared  for  the  Christian  school  are  be- 
ing secured,  as  well,  such  as  the 
"Science  and  Creation"  series  and 
others. 

Three  student  assistants,  Kathy 
Griffith,  Pam  Stoneback,  and  Darrel 
Hawbaker,  are  assisting  Mrs.  Yoder  in 
ordering,  accessioning,  and  processing 
the  materials  for  the  center. 

Mrs.  Yoder  and  all  those  involved  in 
the  use  of  the  new  materials  express 
deep  appreciation  to  the  national 
WMC  for  its  vision  and  generosity  in 
helping  the  Education  Resource  Cen- 
ter, located  on  the  lower  floor  of  the 
Betty  Zimmer  Morgan  Library  on  the 
Grace  campus.  #

Dr.  Vance  Yoder  Appointed 
Acting  Academic  Dean 


Dr.  Vance  Yoder,  thirty-two,  chair- 
man of  the  division  of  fine  arts,  has 
been  appointed  acting  academic  dean 
of  Grace  College,  effective  June  1.  Dr. 
Herman  A.  Hoyt,  president  of  Grace 
Schools,  said  in  the  announcement 
that  the  appointment  was  made  by  the 
board  of  trustees  during  the  annual 
spring  meeting  held  on  the  campus  in 
mid-March. 

Dr.  Yoder  will  succeed  Dr.  E.  Will- 
iam Male,  who  has  announced  his 
resignation  as  academic  dean  effective 
August  31.  Dr.  Male  will  remain  on  the 
teaching  staff  of  the  college  and  semi- 
nary and  will  direct  a  new  M.A.  pro- 
gram in  Christian  school  administra- 
tion through  the  graduate  school  of 
theology. 

Yoder  is  chairman  of  the  institu- 
tional self-study  committee  of  Grace. 
Under  his  leadership  a  series  of  six  sub- 
committees, involving  every  faculty 
member  in  the  college,  researched 
numerous  aspects  of  the  operation  in 
the  quest  for  Recognized  Candidate 
for  Accreditation  status  by  the  North 
Central  Association  of  Colleges  and 
Secondary  Schools. 

This  study,  which  began  in  1970, 
culminated  in  the  production  of  a 
239-page  status  study  which  was  sub- 
mitted to  the  association  in  May  of 
1972.  Candidacy  status  was  achieved 
in  March  of  1973,  and  progress  toward 
full  accreditation  continues  with  the 
submitting  this  spring  of  a  short  updat- 
ing study  and  the  recent  appointment 
of  a  special  consultant  in  business  and 
financial  affairs. 

Dr.  Yoder's  undergraduate  work 
was  at  Bethany,  McPherson  and  Man- 
chester Colleges.  He  received  the  B.S. 
degree  in  music  education  from  Man- 
chester in  1964,  and  the  M.M.  in  organ 
from  Indiana  University  in  1967.  In 
1970  he  earned  the  Ph.D.  in  music 
from  Ohio  State  University,  with  a 
doctoral  minor  in  higher  education. 

Before  joining  the  Grace  College 
faculty  as  assistant  professor  of  music 


in  1970  in  the  areas  of  music  educa- 
tion and  organ.  Dr.  Yoder's  profession- 
al experience  was  at  Preble  County 
(Ohio)  High  School,  Indiana  Universi- 
ty, Ohio  State  University,  and  Bluff- 
ton  College.  In  1972  he  was  appointed 
associate  professor  of  music  and  chair- 
man of  the  division  of  fine  arts  at 
Grace.  He  also  served  as  a  research 
consultant  for  government-funded 
projects  on  the  fine  arts  during  the 
spring  of  1970. 


Yoder  is  co-president  and  member 
of  the  board  of  directors  of  the  Lake- 
land Community  Concert  Association. 
He  is  organist  and  choir  director  at  the 
Warsaw  Community  Grace  Brethren 
Church  and  serves  as  conference  organ- 
ist for  the  Winona  Lake  Christian  As- 
sembly during  summers. 

Dr.  Yoder  and  his  wife,  Marilyn, 
and  their  three  children:  Philip,  six; 
Michael,  two;  and  Daniel,  one;  reside 
on  Wooster  Road,  Warsaw. 


Grace  Trustees  Approve 
Record  $2.4  Million  Budget 


The  naming  of  a  new  acting  aca- 
demic dean,  faculty  promotions,  tui- 
tion and  housing  raises,  and  the  ap- 
proval of  a  S2.4  million  operating  bud- 
get for  the  1974-75  school  year  were 
the  main  outcomes  of  the  March  meet- 
ings of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  Grace 
Schools. 

Meeting  in  a  three-day  session  un- 
der the  direction  of  board  chairman. 
Dr.  Kenneth  Ashman  of  Wooster, 
Ohio,  the  twenty-seven-man  board 
named  Dr.  Vance  Yoder  (see  separate 
article)  to  succeed  Dr.  E.  William  Male 
in  performing  duties  of  the  academic 
dean's  office.  Five  new  faculty  mem- 
bers were  approved  for  employment  in 
the  areas  of  art,  history,  speech,  and 
missions,  as  well. 

Faculty  members  promoted  to  the 
rank  of  full  professor  included  Edgar 
Lovelady,  John  J.  Davis,  and  Charles 
R.  Smith.  Those  promoted  to  associate 
professor  include  Glen  M.  Kammerer, 
Arnold  R.  Kriegbaum,  and  Gary  D. 
Tanner.  Promotions  to  assistant  pro- 
fessor included  Stephen  A.  Grill, 
Robert  Ibach,  Jr.,  Miriam  M.  Uphouse, 
and  James  R.  Battenfield.  Two  faculty 
members,  Mrs.  Paulette  Sanders  and 
Mrs.    Dorothy    Toirac,    were    granted 


tenure. 

An  operating  budget  of  S2.4  mil- 
lion, the  highest  ever  in  the  history  of 
Grace  Schools,  was  approved  for  the 
coming  year.  Tuition  for  the  seminary 
was  raised  twenty  dollars  per  semester, 
with  college  tuition  being  upped  thirty 
dollars  per  semester.  Housing  was 
raised  ten  dollars  and  food  service  fif- 
teen dollars,  for  a  total  room  and 
board  increase  of  twenty-five  dollars 
per  semester. 

In  other  board  actions,  the  school's 
student  newspaper,  Tlie  Sounding 
Board,  was  commended  and  acknowl- 
edged as  a  medium  for  contrary  views 
and  opinions  on  campus  to  be  ex- 
pressed. A  new  graduate  program  lead- 
ing to  the  M.A.  in  Christian  School 
Administration  was  approved,  to  be 
directed  by  Dr.  E.  William  Male.  The 
faculty  and  staff  were  granted  raises  of 
approximately  10  percent. 

In  further  action,  the  trustees  re- 
jected a  proposal  to  approve  the  em- 
ployment of  a  full-time  director  for 
channel  12,  Grace  Schools'  educa- 
tional cable  television  outreach,  and  it 
rejected  a  three-year  funding  proposal 
for  the  development  of  educational 
and  instructional  television  on  campus.

Three  touring  performance  groups  represented  Grace 
Schools  over  the  spring  break  this  year.  The  Concert  Choir 
with  Prof.  Donald  Ogden  toured  Ohio,  Pennsylvania,  Mary- 
land, Virginia,  and  Indiana.  The  Dimensions  in  Brass  with 
Prof.  Jerry  Franks  toured  Florida,  and  a  gymnastics  team 
made  appearances  in  churches  and  schools  in  several  states. 

Grace  Schools  recently  received  a  gift  of  thirteen 
thousand  dollars  from  Da-Lite  Screen  Company  of  nearby 
Warsaw,  Indiana.  The  money,  which  was  channeled  to 
Grace  through  the  Associated  Colleges  of  Indiana,  was  used 
to  fund  a  project  to  provide  housing  for  married  students 
and  faculty. 

Women  athletes  may  participate  along  with  men  in  inter- 
collegiate competition  in  golf  and  tennis,  according  to  a 
recent  announcement  by  Grace  Athletic  Director  Glen 
"Chet"  Kammerer.  The  ruling  by  the  Grace  College  Ath- 
letic Committee  followed  after  adoption  of  the  rule  by  the 
Mid-Central  Conference,  of  which  Grace  is  a  member.  Par- 
ticipation is  limited  to  non-contact  sports. 

The  renaming  of  the  Winona  Lake  Auditorium  to  be  the 
Homer  Rodeheaver  Auditorium  is  being  accomplished  with 
a  public  ceremony  and  dedication  service  during  Parents 
Weekend  activities  in  early  May.  Named  in  honor  of  one  of 
Winona  Lake's  best-known  former  residents,  the  fifteen 
hundred-seat  facility  is  being  dedicated  at  a  service  which 
will  include  a  tribute  to  Rodeheaver.  The  highhght  of  the 
service  will  be  the  participation  of  the  late  songleader/evan- 
gelist's  sister  and  her  husband,  Mr.  and  Mrs.  James  Thomas 
of  Winona  Lake. 

Edgar  J.  Lovelady,  chairman  of  the  division  of  languages 
and  literature  and  associate  professor  of  English  at  Grace 
College,  recently  was  elected  to  membership  in  two  honor 
societies.  The  faculty  of  Ontario  Bible  College,  from  which 
he  graduated  in  1958,  elected  him  to  membership  in  Delta 
Epsilon  Chi,  the  honor  society  of  the  Accrediting  Associa- 
tion of  Bible  Colleges,  whose  qualitlcations  must  include 
being  a  graduate  for  ten  years,  intellectual  achievement, 
approved  Christian  character,  and  leadership  ability. 

In  addition,  the  Purdue  University  chapter  of  Phi  Kappa 
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Phi  recently  elected  Lovelady  to  membership  in  their 
national  academic  honor  society.  The  primary  qualification 
is  scholastic  placement  in  the  upper  10  percent  of  graduate 
students.  Lovelady  is  currently  finishing  a  Ph.D.  degree  pro- 
gram at  Purdue. 

Dr.  Homer  A.  Kent,  Jr.,  Dr.  John  J.  Davis,  and  Dr.  S. 

Herbert  Bess  have  been  collaborating  with  a  group  of  evan- 
gelical scholars  to  translate  the  Bible  into  modern  English. 
The  New  Testament  portion  of  the  New  International  Bible 
has  recently  been  released  by  Zondervan  Bible  Publishers. 
Over  the  winter  semester  break  Dr.  Bess  directed  a  tour 
group  to  the  Holy  Land  and  Dr.  James  L.  Boyer  led  a 
Caribbean  Missions  Seminar. 

Dr.  Marwin  Wrolstad,  vice  president  for  Business  Affairs 
at  Lawrence  University  in  Appleton,  Wisconsin,  was  ap- 
pointed this  spring  as  the  new  North  Central  Association 
consultant  for  Grace.  Dr.  Wrolstad,  whose  first  consulting 
visit  to  the  Grace  campus  was  scheduled  for  April  22-23, 
will  assist  the  college  in  its  continuing  quest  for  full  regional 
accreditation  with  the  NCA.  A  10-15  page  Biennial  Visit 
Report  is  being  submitted  this  May  prior  to  next  year's 
submission  of  a  full  self-study  and  application  for  full  re- 
gional accreditation.

These  people  break  up  the  melodies, 
debase  them  and  load  them  in  the  vul- 
gar style.  Thus  they  lose  sight  of  the 
foundation  they  are  building  on.  They 
are  ignorant,  cannot  distinguish— all 
distorted  by  the  multitude  of  their 
notes,  which  run  about  and  never 
come  to  rest,  intoxicating  rather  than 
soothing  the  ears,  while  the  singers 
imitate  with  their  gestures  the  senti- 
ments they  utter.  By  all  these  things 
devotion,  which  should  be  pursued,  is 
brought  into  contempt,  and  wanton- 
ness which  should  be  avoided  is  in- 
I   creased. 

i  Does  this  paraphrased  statement 
j  sound  apropos  today?  It  was  written 
i  by  Pope  John  XXII  in  the  year  A.D. 
;    1324. 

So  often  does  the  music  depart- 
ment of  the  local  church  also  double 
as  the  war  department!  And  this,  in 
spite  of  the  prominence  given  music  in 
the  pages  of  Scripture.  At  the  dawn  of 
creation,  the  morning  stars  are  said  to 
have  sung  together;  for  the  New  Testa- 
ment church  one  of  the  evidences  of 
being  Spirit  filled  is  singing  and  mak- 
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ing  melody  in  the  heart;  we  eagerly 
anticipate  the  day  when  the  trumpet 
shan  sound  and  we  shall  join  in  the 
accompaniment  of  the  celestial  harps. 
Yet,  the  Old  Testament  does  on  oc- 
casion link  the  sound  of  the  viol  with 
drunkenness  and  debauchery.  Even  the 
pagan  Greeks  exercised  great  care  over 
the  type  of  music  allowed  to  influence 
their  ears  and  ultimately  their  very 
personalities. 

Where  do  we  stand  on  the  question 
of  music  in  the  local  church?  Is  there 
an  inherent  sacred  sound?  It  is  most 
difficult  to  support  the  thesis  that  a 
given  series  of  notes  (a  melody)  is 
sacred  or  secular,  or  that  a  progression 
of  chords  (harmony)  is  innately  honor- 
ing to  the  Lord.  What  does  stand  ap- 
proved is  determined  by  the  words 
(text)  and  the  associations  we  have 
with  the  music  (and  the  latter  is  cul- 
turaUy  determined).  What  to  one  per- 
son is  a  melody  associated  with  the 
words  "Now  Is  the  Hour"  (a  love 
song)  to  another  is  the  familiar 
"Cleanse  Me,  0  Lord."  Another  hears

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what  he  thinks  of  as  "O  Sole  Mio" 
while  to  a  second  person  that  tune 
brings  to  mind  the  gospel  song  "Down 
from  His  Glory." 

Can  any  piece  of  music  then  be 
made  "Christian"  simply  by  fitting  it 
with  a  sacred  text?  We  believe  the  an- 
swer is  a  decided  no. 

Many  publishing  houses  of  Chris- 
tian music  are  bringing  out  numbers 
with  acid  and  hard  rock  beats  which 
are  not  in  keeping  with  the  criterion  of 
association.  While  not  all  Christians  are 
agreed  on  whether  rock  is  inherently 
evU,  born  of  a  lawless  spirit,  throwing 
off  all  restraint  and  authority;  yet,  all 
detached  observers  must  agree  that 
there  is  guilt  by  association.  With  its 
sordid  history,  linked  with  drugs, 
crime,  immorality,  and  characters  of 
the  vilest  type,  rock  and  so-called 
Christian  rock  must  stand  condemned. 

Still,  what  if  one  feels  such  music  is 
not  inherently  wrong,  nor  that  it  must 
be  associated  with  sin  generally? 

If  he  feels  this  liberty,  is  he  free  to 
use  rock  in  the  church  and  impose  it 
upon  others?  Again,  we  beheve  the  an- 
swer is  unquestionably  no.  The  Apos- 
tle Paul  counseled  the  church  at  Philip- 
pi  that  in  hght  of  the  Lord's  soon  re- 
turn they  were  to  be  known  for  their 
moderation,  and  furthermore  to  center 
their  thoughts  on  the  pure,  lovely,  vir- 
tuous, and  praiseworthy  (Phil.  4:5,  8). 
Surely  we  can  do  no  less  in  seeking  to 
offend  none  unnecessarily  and  to 
avoid  being  a  stumbling  block  to 
others!  ^

Animals,  parents  and  theologians 
help  to  create  a  constant  series  of  con- 
flicts. If  you  are  a  parent  and  have  a 
pet— a  dog  or  a  cat— and  in  this  day 
and  age— occasionally  a  boa  constric- 
tor ..  .  you  know  my  problem.  Do 
dogs  or  cats,  those  family  pets,  go  to 
heaven  when  they  die?  If  you  have 
seen  the  searching  look  and  then  felt 
the  longing  desire  for  a  proper  answer, 
you  know  the  problem.  This  is  where 
the  conflict  of  a  theologian  and  the 
love  of  a  parent  meet  on  the  battle- 
field of  the  major  issues  of  daily  living. 
Having  been  the  owner  of  several 
cocker  spaniels,  I  never  felt  the  prob- 
lem was  really  that  big.  Their  conduct 
to  my  observation  certainly  did  not 
make  them  worthy  of  any  afterlife  of 
glory.  But  my  friends  who  have  poo- 
dles and  other  more  intelligent  breeds 
assure  me  they  feel  their  pets  are  "dif- 
ferent" and  more  worthy  of  special 
consideration. 

One  of  the  present  residents  of  our 
household  is  a  "cocker-poo"— part 
cocker  and  part  poodle.  Having  never 
met  her  parents,  1  am  not  certain 
which  parent  was  which,  and  she  being 
quite  young  when  she  left  home 
doesn't  remember  either.  1  acquired 
her  for  the  total  sum  of  five  dollars— 
which  seemed  to  be  a  bargain.  Having 
a  son  who  was  only  six  years  old  at  the 
time,  the  combination  seemed  ideal.  I 
have  since  discovered  it  is  not  the 
down  payment,  but  the  upkeep  that 
should  be  considered  in  the  whole 
matter.  Since  the  purchase  I  have 
bought  hundreds  of  dollars  worth  of 
dog  food.  When  the  family  goes  away, 
she  stays  with  the  local  doctor  of  dogs 
(cost  for  a  week— $17.50).  So  you  see

she  rates  annually  as  a  major  invest- 
ment in  my  financial  planning. 

But  she  has  taught  me  a  lesson, 
which  tells  me  she  is  not  as  dumb  as 
she  looks  and  acts.  The  interesting  fact 
is  she  knows  when  it  is  Sunday.  She 
has  a  routine  she  follows  on  "Sunday 
only."  When  breakfast  is  completed 
and  the  last  hope  for  another  piece  of 
toast  is  gone,  she  goes  to  the  bedroom, 
crawls  under  the  bed— where  she  can't 
be  reached-and  then  will  not  move. 
This  only  occurs  on  Sunday.  Now  here 
is  where  she  takes  on  a  human  charac- 
teristic. Like  so  many  of  her  human 
counterparts,  she  thinks  Sunday  morn- 
ing should  be  spent  "in"  or  in  her  case 
"under"  the  bed.  1  highly  suspect  she 
moves  from  "under"  to  "on"  when 
the  car  has  moved  off  to  church.  It 
seems  to  be  her  morning  to  "sleep  in." 

How  many  times  you  have  heard 
people  say:  "It  is  the  only  morning  of 
the  week  to  'sleep  in.'  I  know  I  should 
go  to  church,  but  .  .  .  ."  This  is  often- 
times the  excuse  used  by  the  unsaved 
person  to  stay  away  from  the  House  of 
God.  But  it  is  not  the  sole  saying  of 
the  unsaved  alone.  Many  Christians  are 
absent  from  Sunday  morning  church 
services  and  Sunday  School.  They  have 
other  things  to  do! 

When  you  look  at  the  comparative 
number  of  church  members  to  actual 
church  attendance  in  many  denomi- 
nations, you  discover  only  about  one 
half  of  the  church  members  even  show 
up  on  a  given  Sunday.  To  add  to  the 
distress-many   of  them   only  change 


their  sleeping  posture.  Instead  of  lying 
down  to  sleep;  they  sit  up  to  do  it.  It 
is  too  often  true  that  some  feel  at  such 
great  peace  in  church  they  can  sleep 
better  there  than  they  can  at  night  at 
their  house-and  without  "Sominex." 

Now  my  dog  knows  when  it  is  Sun- 
day and  many  people  know  when  it  is 
Sunday.  The  problem  is— what  are  we 
going  to  do  about  it?  It  is  a  joy  and 
delight  to  attend  churches  where 
people  come  through  the  door  with  an 
air  of  expectancy.  There  is  a  spirit  of 
life  in  the  atmosphere.  They  have 
come  for  worship,  and  fellowship,  and 
to  be  challenged.  They  are  there  be- 
cause to  be  absent  would  mean  a 
missed  opportunity  to  worship  and  be 
blessed.  To  remain  at  home,  travel  in 
the  car,  or  be  on  the  golf  course  would 
result  in  only  a  guilty  conscience  and 
time  lost  from  God.  Take  a  look  at 
your  church  and  ask  what  you  can  do 
to  make  it  a  place  where  it  is  a  privi- 
lege to  attend  and  not  only  a  duty  to 
be  fulfilled. 

By  the  way,  what  about  the  animals 
in  eternity?  I  knew  you  would  ask,  so 
1  had  better  say  something.  As  a  good 
theologian  you  will  agree  with  me  that 
it  is  man  who  is  the  center  of  God's 
acts  of  mercy  and  forgiveness.  And  the 
child  with  the  problem  of  his  pet  and 
its  future?  Better  tell  him  the  truth 
and  not  have  to  correct  your  account 
at  a  later  date. 

But  I  must  give  our  dog  a  little 
credit  for  her  wisdom.  She  knows 
when  it  is  Sunday,  and  when  we  lived 
close  to  the  church  she  broke  her 
chain  and  came  on  her  own  free  will- 
and  that  is  more  than  some  humans 
will  do.  •

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"Oh  then,"  someone  said,  "Brazil  is 
a  land  that  has  two  roads."  This  re- 
mark was  made  with  a  smile  after  a 
visiting  speaker  had  given  a  presenta- 
tion of  the  possibilities  of  a  gospel 
ministry  along  the  newly  constructed 
roads  in  Brazil.  The  Belem-Brasilia 
Highway  and  the  TransAmazon  High- 
way, the  two  roads  under  discussion, 
had  been  described  and  the  challenges, 
which  they  present  to  our  Foreign  Mis- 
sionary Society  had  been  presented  to 
the  congregation. 

The  question  arose  as  to  why  the 
construction  of  roads  means  anything 
special  to  a  missionary  society.  The  an- 
swer is  readily  understood  when  we 
consider  the  thoughts  and  feelings  of 
the  believers  in  our  own  land  in  the 
early  years  of  the  last  century. 

Our  Brethren  history  books  and  the 
accounts  of  the  spread  of  the  Gospel 
in  our  own  country  tell  of  heroic  ef- 
forts on  the  part  of  sacrificial  ministers 
of  the  Word  and  devout  people  to 
make  the  Word  of  God  known  in  the 
developing  sections  of  our  land.  The 
historian  H.  R.  Holsinger  writes:  "The 
nuclei  of  the  church  in  California  were 
not  driven  thither  by  persecution,  as 
were  those  who  formed  the  original 
organization  in  America.  They  went 
west  to  grow  up  with  the  country,  and 
with  purely  business  motives,  or  with 
intentions  still  more  mercenary.  They, 
however,  took  their  religion  and  their 
good  neighbors  with  them." 

Speaking  of  one  of  the  California 
ministers.  Mr.  Holsinger  writes:  "A 
few  years  later,  or  about  1860,  Elder 
Wolf  removed  into  San  Joaquin  Val- 
ley, and  it  is  a  notable  fact  that  the 
church  went  with  him  and  that  it 
stood  by  him,  and  he  by  the  church, 
until  his  death."

Missionary  to  Brazil 

Of  still  another  minister  the  writer 
of  the  History  of  the  Tunliers  states: 
"Elder  Henry  D.  Davy  is  credited  with 
the  statement  that  the  Brethren 
Church  in  California  is  on  wheels. 
Whether  the  assertion  is  original  with 
him  or  not  I  need  not  assert,  but  I  do 
know  that  it  is  true." 

The  new  roads  in  Brazil  make  it 
possible  for  the  Brethren  Church  to 
expand,  to  grow  and  develop  with  the 
country  just  as  they  did  in  our  own 
country  when  the  nation  was  develop- 
ing. The  Brazilian  state  of  Para  is,  as 
was  California  in  the  1860s,  a  state  on 
wheels.  It  could  almost  be  said  with 
accuracy  that  it  is  a  state  on  wings 
since  air  transportation  goes  to  all  the 
larger  centers  of  civilization. 

One  article,  translated  from  a  Bra- 
zilian newspaper,  puts  it  this  way: 
"The  httle  burro  of  the  pack-saddle 
and  basket  has  ceased  to  be  the  in- 
dispensable means  of  transport  among 
the  colonists  of  the  Para-Maranhao 
frontier.  The  road  has  arrived  to  retire 
the  animal  and  all  its  necessary  acces- 
sories to  the  relative  comfort  of  the 
owner  in  search  of  the  most  developed 
centers  of  the  area,  with  the  substance 
of  his  productive  farm." 

Where  less  than  two  years  ago  noth- 
ing existed  but  the  jungle  with  its  chat- 
tering monkeys,  screeching  parrots, 
and  snarling  wildcats,  there  are  now 
small  villages  and  populated  areas.  Oc- 
casionally a  larger  town  has  been 
established  such  as  the  Rualopoles 
Presidente  Medici,  a  completely 
planned  city  functioning  as  the  center 
of  schools,  stores,  a  bank  and  hospital. 


More  than  two  thousand  people  al- 
ready hve  there,  and  it  will  serve  as  the 
focal  center  for  a  vast  region  of  smaller 
cities. 

In  the  Belem  area,  where  we  began 
about  twenty-five  years  ago,  we  see  an 
active  ministry  in  the  cities,  churches 
planted  in  agricultural  environments, 
and    many    people    who    live    in    the 


islands  and  along  the  rivers  hearing  and 
studying  the  Word  of  God. 

The  same  program  could  be  dupli- 
cated with  the  city  of  Santarem  as  the 
center.  The  Lord  willing,  there  will 
soon  be  workers  in  this  field.  Please 
pray  that  other  laborers  will  be  sent 
forth  by  the  Lord  of  the  harvest  into 
this  needy  field.  # 


Central  Heating  Project 
for  the  Chateau 

In  response  to  a  request  for  details  on  the  central  heating  project  for 
the  Chateau,  field  superintendent  Tom  Julian  has  sent  the  following  infor- 
mation: 

Need:  We  are  presently  heating  our  property  with  an  assortment  of 
different  kinds  of  oil,  electrical  and  gas  heaters.  The  French  law  prohibits 
heaters  with  burners  installed  in  dormitories,  and  we  are  presently  not  in 
order  in  this  respect.  Central  heating  has  been  a  growing  need,  especially 
now  that  the  Chateau  is  being  used  on  a  year-round  basis  for  training 
youth. 

Kind  of  heating;  After  much  study  it  seems  that  the  only  kind  of 
heating  which  would  be  practical  is  hot  water  heat,  with  radiators  in  each 
room,  fed  from  a  central  furnace  (probably  oil,  with  the  possibility  of 
coal,  now  that  the  oil  crisis  has  hit). 

Cost:  Preliminary  estimates  of  last  year  put  this  heating  at  approxi- 
mately $10,000.  Most  of  the  cost  is  in  the  difficulty  of  installation- thick 
walls,  et  cetera.  We  would  be  glad  to  have  advice  on  this  from  any  mem- 
bers of  the  church  who  might  be  able  to  see  our  situation.  Unfortunately, 
inflation  makes  it  probably  impossible  to  meet  this  price  now,  and  a  recent 
letter  from  an  architect  friend  says  that  continued  delay  will  appreciably 
add  to  the  cost.  J^

Evangelical  Congress 
for  Spain 


MADRID,  SPAIN— After  years  of  anticipation  and  plan- 
ning, the  Iberian  Congress  on  Evangelization  is  becoming  a 
reality.  The  international  congresses  at  Berlin  and  Amster- 
dam, Singapore  and  Bogota  provided  the  inspiration  for  the 
Iberian  effort  which  includes  evangelicals  of  Spain  and 
Portugal. 

The  Congress  announced  for  June  4  to  8,  1974,  is  to  be 
held  in  Spain's  largest  and  most  modern  conference  center, 
the  PALACIO  DE  CONGRESOS,  located  on  the  northern 
perimeter  of  the  capital  city,  Madrid. 

This  is  the  first  Protestant  activity  of  these  proportions 
ever  to  be  attempted  in  Spain.  Given  its  turbulent  history 
of  religious  intolerance  which  began  with  the  Catholic 
kings,  Ferdinand  and  Isabela,  and  four  hundred  years  of 
varying  intensities  of  persecution,  it  is  amazing  that  the 
evangelical  community  survived.  Even  in  modern  times 
there  have  been  only  short  periods  of  respite  until  the  Law 
of  Religious  Liberty  was  made  effective  in  1967.  Since 
then,  a  serious  attempt  has  been  apparent  to  create  an  at- 
mosphere of  tolerance  toward  faiths  other  than  that  pro- 
fessed by  the  Spanish  state.  It  is  apparent  that  this  is  a 
strategic  moment  in  the  history  of  the  peninsula,  a  moment 
ripe  for  the  public  demonstration  of  evangelical  faith. 

The  organizing  committee,  chaired  by  Professor  Jose 
Grau  and  made  up  of  some  of  Spain's  foremost  evangelical 
leaders,  is  expecting  an  attendance  of  over  one  thousand 
participants  who  will  represent  more  than  five  hundred  con- 
gregations and  thirty-five  thousand  evangelicals  throughout 
Spain.  Speakers,  who  are  among  the  best  informed  of  the 
Spanish-speaking  world,  will  lead  in  four  full  days  of  con- 
ference and  discussion:  Dr.  Jose  Cardona,  Executive  Secre- 
tary of  the  Office  for  Evangelical  Assistance;  Dr.  Samuel 
Escobar,  noted  Latin  American  writer  and  speaker;  Prof. 
Jose  Grau,  well-known  Spanish  lecturer  and  writer;  Rev. 


Fernando  Vangjoni  of  Argentina,  with  a  wide  ministry  in 
evangelism,  pastors'  conferences  and  television  in  the 
Spanish-speaking  world;  Sr.  Juan  Sole,  president  and  Rev. 
Jose  M.  Martinez,  secretary  of  the  Spanish  Evangelical  Alli- 
ance (WEF);  Prof.  Jose  Borras,  president  of  the  Spanish 
Evangelical  Baptist  Union  (Southern  Baptist)  and  Rev.  Luis 
Palau,  Latin  American  evangelist  who  has  already  endeared 
himself  to  Spanish  evangelicals  through  his  ministry  in 
Spain.  Dr.  Ruben  Gil,  Executive  Secretary  of  the  organiz- 
ing committee,  will  coordinate  the  congress. 

The  first  Iberian  Congress  on  Evangelization  is  being 
planned  with  the  deep  conviction  that  it  is  time  to  unitedly 
and  publicly  witness  to  our  faith  in  Christ  as  Saviour  and 
Lord.  It  is  urgent  that  we  unitedly  confess  our  need  of  the 
Holy  Spirit's  empowering  to  carry  out  the  Great  Commis- 
sion and  to  seek  anew  His  power  for  the  task.  It  is  impor- 
tant that  the  Iberian  evangelicals  identify  themselves  and 
come  to  grips  with  the  current  trends  which  challenge  the 
validity  of  evangelism  for  our  day.  It  is  imperative  that  we 
seize  this  important  moment  for  new  initiatives  adequate 
for  the  desperate  needs  of  the  broken  world  around  us. 

Dr.  Jose  Cardona  states  that  "This  is  Spain's  greatest 
hour  for  evangelism.  This  unequaled  opportunity  cannot  be 
bypassed."  We  are  determined  by  God's  grace  to  capture 
this  hour.

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When  a  young  person  is  looking  to- 
ward the  mission  field,  he  inevitably 
thinks  of  the  sacrifices  he  must  make. 
Many  missionaries  have  constant  bat- 
tles with  parasites,  which  shorten  not 
only  the  energies  of  those  inflicted  but 
sometimes  even  their  lives.  Some  of 
these  gospel-preaching  people  have 
found  it  necessary  to  eat  snake,  mon- 
key meat,  intestines,  eyes,  or  some 
other  strange  native  dishes. 

Missionaries  must  also  face  the  fact 
that  cultural  opportunities  may  be 
limited.  There  probably  will  not  be 
any  concerts  by  a  national  symphonic 
orchestra.  Libraries  may  not  be  handy, 
nor  will  the  schools  be  up  to  our  stan- 
dards. Music  lessons  will  be  hard  to 
come  by  if  available  at  all.  Art  lessons 
for  the  children  will  be  almost  an  im- 
possibility. This  list  could  go  on  and 
on— like  the  lack  of  American  news- 
papers and  friends. 

I  must  confess  that  these  were  some 
of  my  worries  when  I  thought  of  going 
to  Mexico  under  the  Foreign  Mission- 
ary Society  of  the  Brethren  Church. 
But,  since  I  thought  the  Lord  was  lead- 
ing me  to  work  with  the  middle  class 
and  students  in  Mexico  City,  I  came 
with  all  my  fears.  However,  the  first 
thing  our  board  did  for  us  was  to  get 
my  wife  and  me  into  the  National  Uni- 
versity where  we  worked  on  our  Span- 
ish and  on  a  master's  degree.  Our  grasp 
of  the  language  became  of  the  universi- 
ty level  after  a  few  years  of  hard  work. 
Our  education  increased  immensely, 
even  enough  to  become  good  students 
and  aspire  to  a  doctor's  degree.  Our 
understanding  of  the  literature,  music, 
and  history  of  the  country  accelerated 
with  our  university  courses  and  experi- 
ences. Mexico  City  is  one  of  the  main

cultural  centers  in  Latin  America.  It 
has  over  ten  million  population.  To 
understand  conditions,  we  also  had  to 
study  Marxism,  Catholicism,  national- 
ism, American  politics  abroad,  and  so 
on. 

Surprisingly,  we  found  ourselves  in 
a  major  cultural  center.  Mexico  City  is 
continually  visited  by  the  Russian  cir- 
cus, ballet,  and  symphony;  the  Euro- 
pean orchestras;  French  and  other 
small  musical  groups.  Here  we  also 
have  "Holiday  on  Ice,"  fairs  of  all 
kinds— animal  husbandry,  mechanical, 
and  whatever  else  might  exist.  You 
name  it  and  it  has  been  in  Mexico 
City.  Segovia  the  guitar  player.  Van 
Cliborn  the  pianist,  and  even  the  less 
desirable  Hollywood  creations  for 
those  whose  tastes  run  in  that  direc- 
tion. 

Our  children  started  out  in  the 
Mexican  school  systems.  When  they 
were  about  age  seven,  we  started  them 
in  music  lessons.  One  of  the  teachers 
asked  why  I  did  not  put  my  children 
in  the  National  Conservatory  of  Music. 
I  did  not  even  know  that  Mexico  City 
had  such  a  thing-but  I  followed  his 
advice  and  enrolled  them.  To  my  sur- 


prise it  was  easy;  I  only  regret  not  hav- 
ing done  it  sooner.  The  children  had  to 
attend  a  concert  once  a  week;  their 
parents  went,  too.  The  best  concert 
season  was  the  year  of  Beethoven 
( 1 970).  All  of  his  repertoire  was 
played;  it  was  a  beautiful  year  of  con- 
certs. Some  of  the  members  of  the 
national  symphonic  orchestra  were 
their  teachers.  We  became  friends  with 
these  people  and  even  witnessed  to 
them.  Here  is  where  I  learned  that 
Martin  Luther  was  considered  just  as 
great  a  musician  as  Bach.  I  had  to 
come  to  Mexico  to  learn  that.  We  had 
even  named  our  second  son  Martin  in 
honor  of  the  great  reformer.  Now  I 
found  out  that  Luther  was  also  a  musi- 
cal genius. 

Choral  singing  (in  Latin  and  Ger- 
man too),  trumpet,  violin,  piano,  and 
guitar-all  these  my  children  have 
studied.  For  three  years  they  were  sub- 
jected to  six  to  eight  hours  a  week  of 
music  theory.  Then  they  must  take 
French,  and  possibly  German,  Italian, 
and  Latin.  Our  children  are  not  exact- 
ly musical  geniuses,  but  they  do  have  a 
good  musical  background.

A  question  that  missionaries  are  fre- 
quently asked  is:  "How  did  you  know 
that  God  wanted  you  on  the  mission 
tleld-how  did  you  determine  what  He 
wanted  you  to  do?"  This  is  a  good 
question  and  needs  to  be  answered. 
Many  Christians  go  through  hfe  with- 
out really  settling  this  all-important 
matter. 

On  more  than  one  occasion  while 
we  were  on  deputation,  an  elderly  per- 
son has  approached  us  with  tearful 
eyes  to  say  that  he  is  certain  he  has 
missed  God's  perfect  will  for  his  life 
by  not  going  to  the  mission  field  or 
entering  some  other  kind  of  full-time 
Christian  service.  "I  just  didn't  know 
how  to  find  out  what  His  will  was,  and 
when  I  did  it  was  too  late." 

Another  common  experience  on 
deputation  is  to  have  people  give  some 
kind  of  apology  for  not  being  a  pastor 
or  missionary.  Oh,  they  don't  come 
right  out  and  say  so,  but  the  way  the

conversation  is  going  leaves  no  doubt 
as  to  what  is  meant.  The  sad  thing 
about  this  is  that  in  all  likelihood  these 
dear  Christian  folk  are  right  where  the 
Lord  wants  them,  but  they  do  not 
know  it  and  have  no  idea  how  to  find 
out  for  sure.  It  goes  without  saying 
that  this  kind  of  situation  leads  to 
much  uncertainty,  frustration  and  un- 
happiness.  This  is  definitely  not  the 
will  of  God  for  His  children. 

All  kinds  of  man-made  formulas 
have  been  put  forward  to  help  know 
God's  will.  There  is  the  "special  sign" 
formula.  Perhaps  you  have  heard  of 
the  farmer  who  was  looking  for  the 
Lord's  will  in  his  life.  One  day  he  was 
reading  Psalm  19  and  concluded  that 
at  last  he  had  the  key!  He  went  out- 
side and  looked  up  at  the  passing 
clouds.  After  a  while  he  thought  he 


saw  the  clouds  form  three  letters: 
G— P— C.  He  assumed  this  to  mean  "Go 
Preach  Christ,"  and  he  did  just  that. 
He  was  a  terrible  preacher!  People 
stayed  away  in  droves  wherever  he 
preached.  One  day  a  wise  old  Christian 
asked  him  about  his  call.  Our  farmer 
friend  related  the  incident.  "You 
know,"  said  the  wise  old  Christian,  "if 
you  did  see  those  letters  they  probably 
meant  'Go  Plant  Corn.'  "  Don't  look 
for  some  "special  sign"  or  "unusual 
manifestation." 

Another  formula  is  the  assumption 
that  natural  abilities  mean  you  should 
enter  into  a  certain  area  of  service.  "I 
have  a  nice  voice  so  I  will  sing  for  the 
Lord";  "I  am  a  musician  so  I  will  play 
for  the  Lord";  "I  am  a  good  speaker  so 
I  will  be  a  preacher";  and  so  on.  May- 
be so!  But  not  necessarily  so!  Several 
years  ago  I  heard  the  testimony  of  a 
converted  Jew.  He  said  that  after  his 
college  and  seminary  he  thought  that 
because  of  his  background  he  would 
be  a  "natural"  for  Jewish  evangelism. 
He  went  on  to  relate  that  the  years  he 
spent  in  this  type  of  service  were  the 
most  miserable  of  his  Christian  life.  He 
finally  realized  that  he  had  told  God 
rather  than  having  asked  Him  what  he 
should  do  with  his  life.  He  is  now  in 
another  area  of  service  and  quite  con- 
tented. 

Another  formula:  "My  dad  is  a 
pastor  (or  missionary)  so  I  guess  that's 
what  I'll  do."  This  hardly  needs  com- 
ment, but  there  is  another  aspect  that 
involves  PKs  and  MKs.  I  refer  to  the 
pressure  that  these  kids  experience.  "I 
suppose  you  will  follow  in  the  foot- 
steps of  your  father,  a  real  man  of 
God!  You're  not!  What  a  pity!"  The 
implication  (not  too  subtle)  is  that  if 
you  do  not  do  what  your  father  did, 
you  are  not  too  spiritual.  Obviously 
some  kids  do  follow  the  footsteps  of 
their  parents,  but  it  ought  to  be  the 
will  of  God  and  not  as  a  result  of  out- 
side pressure.  Doubtless  there  are 
other  formulas  that  you  have  heard, 
but  let's  see  what  the  Bible  has  to  say. 

We  need  to  realize  that  there  are 
several  barriers  to  the  performance  of 
the  will  of  God  and  that  most  of  them 
lie  within  the  individual  himself.  Some 
Christians  reject  the  clear  Biblical 
teachings  of  sanctification,  the  sepa- 
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rated  life.  Incredibly,  they  feel  that 
now  they  are  saved  they  can  do  any- 
thing they  want.  These  people  do  not 
kill  or  rob  or  such,  but  the  idea  of  God 
having  a  personalized  plan  for  them  is 
rejected.  Other  Christians,  while  recog- 
nizing that  God  has  a  plan  for  their 
lives,  refuse  to  conform  to  it.  This  can 
have  drastic  repercussions  as  Abraham 
and  Saul  could  testify  (Num.  20:7-13; 
I  Sam.  15:23).  Newborn  Christians  are 
usually  unaware  of  God's  purposes  and 
so  need  to  be  taught.  The  person  who 
leads  them  to  Christ  ought  to  see  that 
they  get  proper  teaching.  But  what 
about  the  sincere  Christian  who  des- 
perately wants  God's  will  but  is  not 
sure  how  to  tlnd  it?  Glad  you  asked! 
(as  Dr.  Epp  of  "Back  to  the  Bible" 
would  say). 

Several  passages  reveal  that  God  has 
a  will  for  His  children:  Psalm  143:10; 
Jeremiah  1:5;  Acts  18:21;  Romans 
12:1-2,  15:32;  I  Corinthians  4:19, 
16:7;  Hebrews  6:3. 

The  passage  in  Romans  12:1-2  has 
helped  me  a  great  deal  and  I  want  to 
share  it  with  you.  This  chapter  is  the 
beginning  of  a  new  section  of  the 
book.  Chapters  1  through  8  have  dealt 
with  justification,  sanctification,  and 
glorification.  Chapters  9  through  11 
discuss  Jewish  unbelief.  Chapters 
12:1  —  15:3  dwell  on  the  Christian  life 
and  service.  In  12:1,  Paul  is  saying  in 
effect:  "On  the  basis  of  what  I  have 
just  written  (especially  chapters   1-8) 


here  is  what  you  ought  to  do." 

The  Great  Apostle  could  have  given 
a  command  in  the  first  verse  but  he 
didn't  (see  Philemon  8-9).  He  be- 
seeches, he  begs,  "by  the  mercies  of 
God"— that  is,  by  all  the  good  things  in 
the  first  eight  chapters-that  we  pre- 
sent our  bodies  to  God;  literally,  to 
put  ourselves  at  His  disposal  for  His 
use  as  He  sees  fit.  God  wants  a  "living 
sacrifice"-living,  in  contrast  to  the 
slain  animals  of  the  Jewish  sacrificial 
system.  It  is  interesting  to  think  that  a 
dead  animal  has  no  further  use,  but 
the  "living  sacrifice"— today's  conse- 
crated Christian— has  constant  use! 
How  blessed  is  the  thought  that  when 
we  give  ourselves  to  God  we  are 
"holy"  and  "acceptable"  to  Him. 

Philips'  translation  starts  verse  2 
with  the  words,  "Don't  let  the  world 
around  you  squeeze  you  into  its  own 
mold."  "World"  refers  to  this  present 
age  with  its  philosophies  and  way  of 
life,  all  of  which  are  opposed  to  God's 
way.  "Conformed"  refers  to  outward 
appearance  while  "transformed"  has 
to  do  with  inward  thought  and  atti- 
tudes. God  is  interested  in  both  as- 
pects. This  inward  and  outward  change 
takes  place  when  we  "renew"  our 
minds.  Now,  the  Christian  has  already 
been  born  anew  by  faith  in  Jesus 
Christ  (John  3).  This  is  a  once-and- 
for-all  act,  never  to  be  repeated.  The 
Christian  had  nothing  to  do  with  his 
new  birth  as  it  was  all  the  work  of 


God.  However,  the  "renewing"  of  our 
minds  is  a  continual  process  and  man 
is  very  much  involved  in  it!  Man's  part 
is  the  giving  of  himself  completely  and 
continually  to  God.  Using  different 
words  to  convey  the  -same  concept 
Paul  wrote,  "I  am  crucified  with 
Christ:  nevertheless  I  live;  yet  not  I, 
but  Christ  liveth  in  me:  and  the  life 
which  I  now  live  in  the  fiesh  1  live  by 
the  faith  of  the  Son  of  God"  (Gal. 
2:20).  Each  day  of  his  life  Paul  dedi- 
cated himself  to  God.  With  Isaiah  he 
cried  out,  "Here  am  I;  send  me."  Each 
day  he  communed  with  God  in  prayer 
(1  Thess.  5:17).  Each  day  he  read  the 
Scriptures  (II  Tim.  2:15).  All  of  this 
was  the  renewing  of  his  mind! 

What  did  all  this  lead  to?  It  enabled 
Paul  (and  it  will  enable  us)  to  "prove 
[inward  spiritual  discernment]  what  is 
that  good  .  .  .  and  perfect  (complete, 
wanting  nothing),  will  of  God."  This  is 
the  Biblical  formula:  know  God  inti- 
mately and  you  will  know  His  will  for 
your  life. 

Some  people  say  that  missionaries 
are  the  cream  of  God's  crop.  Maybe 
so!  But  not  necessarily  so!  The  Lord 
Jesus  said,  "For  whosoever  shall  do 
the  will  of  my  Father  ...  the  same  is 
my  brother,  and  sister,  and  mother" 
(Matt.  12:50).  Here  is  God's  cream! 
Whether  they  be  mechanics  or  mold- 
ers,  typists  or  teachers,  draftsmen  or 
ditch-diggers,  pastors  or  missionaries- 
just  so  they  are  in  His  will.  Amen.     fiVjf

Our  neighbors  to  the  right  as  well  as 
to  the  left  are  baptized  members  of 
our  church.  The  lady  of  one  family  is  a 
very  fine  artist.  After  she  was  saved 
she  decided  to  teach  art  to  the  neigh- 
borhood children.  Our  three  went 
right  along  with  the  group.  At  the  be- 
ginning the  best  our  children  could  do 
was  to  make  chicken  scratches.  But 
after  two  or  three  years  with  this  ex- 
cellent teacher,  they  can  now  draw 
with  ability.  One  of  them  is  seriously 
thinking  of  making  art  his  career, 
along  with  polishing  off  his  musical 
training. 

In   order  that  our  children  would 


not  lose  their  English-speaking  ability, 
my  wife  taught  them  to  read  in  En- 
glish. The  South  Gate  Brethren  Church 
gave  us  some  books.  Other  books  came 
from  a  Christian  library  (closed  out)  in 
Mexico  City.  My  wife  had  a  few  books 
from  her  Montana  days.  Now  the  chil- 
dren have  a  little  library  of  nearly  four 
hundred  books.  They  love  to  read  in 
English  and  even  in  Spanish.  May  I  in- 
sert an  opinion  regarding  television.  It 
is  almost  nonexistent  as  far  as  our 
family  is  concerned.  We  felt  it  would 
ruin  our  children's  opportunity  to 
broaden  their  culture  and  education. 
Now  I  look  back  upon  my  sup- 
posed sacrifices  in  coming  to  Mexico 
as  a  missionary.  I  must  bow  in  humble 
adoration  before  the  Saviour  whom  I 


serve.  How  could  I  possibly  have 
thought  that  God  would  give  me  sec- 
ond best  just  because  I  obeyed  Him  in 
coming  to  the  land  of  my  ancestors.  I 
doubt  very  seriously  if  I  could  other- 
wise have  been  able  to  offer  my  chil- 
dren the  fine  and  well-rounded  educa- 
tion they  are  getting  in  Mexico  City.  I 
now  laugh  at  myself  for  thinking  that  I 
was  "sacrificing"  to  become  a  mission- 
ary. God  has  enriched  my  education, 
understanding,  and  language;  and  is 
doing  much  more  for  my  children. 
Would  to  God  that  He  would  keep  on 
"punishing"  me  and  allow  me  to  keep 
on  "sacrificing"  my  life  for  Him. 
"Thank- You,  Saviour,  and  forgive  me 
for  thinking  that  following  You  would 
be  a  sacrifice."  #

Soon  after  I  accepted  the  Lord,  I  chose  as  my  life's 
verse,  Matthew  6:33,  "But  seek  ye  tlrst  the  kingdom 
of  God,  and  his  righteousness;  and  all  these  things 
shall  be  added  unto  you."

It  was  a  beautiful  place  with 
candlelight  and  dinner  music.  It  had  snowed,  and  we 
had  the  whole  dining  room  to  ourselves.  Things  like 
this  still  happen  to  us!  Our  dentist  said  we  were  carry- 
ing togetherness  too  far  when  we  went  together  to  get 
our  third  upper  left  molars  pulled. 

After  we  met  we  prayed  much  concerning  our 
future  and  felt  the  Lord  was  leading  us  to  serve  Him 
together.  We  both  believed  that  a  real  marriage  is  the 
kind  where  the  husband  and  wife  strive  to  set  forth  a 
living  example  of  the  relationship  between  Christ  and 
the  church.  We  have  been  married  twenty-two  years, 


and  my  husband  is  still,  to  me,  the  best  example  of  a 
Christlike  life  I  have  ever  known.

Growing  in  Grace 


A  few  days  after  Christmas  our 
family  visited  the  town  of  Radolfzell 
near  the  Swiss  border,  where  we  Hved 
upon  arriving  in  Germany.  As  Roger 
and  I  looked  at  the  language  institute, 
it  brought  back  many  memories-some 
happy,  some  not  so  happy.  I  thought 
to  myself  as  I  stood  there.  "If  I  had 
known  all  the  hard  times  ahead,  would 
1  have  had  the  courage  to  board  that 
ship  the  summer  of  1969?"  I  pictured 
the  si.x  hours  a  day  in  the  classroom 
learning  grammar,  pronounciation  and 
sentence  structure:  practicing  numbers 
by  counting  my  steps  on  the  way 
home  from  school;  the  free  afternoons 
spent  drilling  noun  articles  and  plurals, 
and  conjugating  verbs.  Then  the  eve- 
nings reading  and  rereading  stories 
until  they  were  fluent-like  the  one 
about  two  swindlers  standing  in  the 
town  graveyard.  Also  the  weekends 
with  the  youth  group  of  the  Baptist 
church  we  attended,  trying  to  com- 
municate in  a  meaningful  way. 
Trouble  was,  the  subject  of  swindlers 
in  a  graveyard  didn't  come  up  very 
often.  I  kept  hoping  for  the  day  when 
I  would  think  and  speak  just  the  way 
the  Germans  do.  Discouragement  came 
often,  because  1  was  demanding  flu- 
ency of  myself  in  a  very  short  time, 
only  later  to  realize  that  there  is  no 
end  to  study  if  one  is  to  perfect  lan- 
guage ability-even  in  just  a  few  areas. 
Then  the  pressure  began  to  lift  and  I 
soon  found  myself  understanding  and 
making  myself  understood.  What  a 
happy  experience! 

Next  we  drove  past  the  apartment 
where  the  three  of  us  (Ryan  was  nine 
months  old  when  school  started)  had 
eaten,  played,  studied,  slept,  and  even 
entertained-all  in  one  room.  It  was 
crowded  and  frustrating  at  times,  but 
"it  will  only  last  for  six  months  until 
school  is  over,"  I  kept  telling  myself. 
However,  because  of  baby-sitter  com- 
plications, we  took  turns  going  to 
school,  stretching  the  six  months  into 
twelve.  Then  finding  a  house  in  Stult-

gart  extended  the  stay  to  fifteen 
months.  Had  I  known  all  this  when  I 
first  saw  that  room,  I  might  have  in- 
sisted on  finding  larger  quarters. 

What  a  change  to  the  huge  house 
we  have  now!  The  move  multiplied 
our  living  area,  and  with  it  our  enter- 
taining. On  several  occasions  our 
twelve  beds  have  all  been  full.  When  I 
think  of  these  seven  rooms,  plus  dining 
room,  living  room,  small  auditorium 
and  office  (as  I  usually  do  on  cleaning 
day),  I  wonder  how  we  put  up  with 
just  one.  It's  funny,  though,  but  it's 
only  now  that  it  looks  unbearable.  In 
the  situation  we  really  didn't  think 
much  about  it. 

Our  house  here  is  large  and  has 
more  potential  than  is  presently  being 
realized.  Now  it  is  only  being  used  for 


Sunday  morning  worship,  Thursday 
afternoon  Bible  study,  and  Thursday 
evening  youth  meetings.  We  envision 
the  time  when  it  will  be  in  use  many 
more  days  of  the  week  to  train  others 
in  the  Word,  leading  them  to  repro- 
ductive Christianity.  When  we  began  at 
this  location  two  years  ago,  we  got 
rather  impatient  that  things  didn't  all 
start  rolling  at  once.  Being  only  one 
couple  places  some  very  real  limita- 
tions on  how  much  we  can  do.  In  addi- 
tion, however,  we  soon  saw,  having 
taken  on  too  much  at  the  start,  that 
we  weren't  ready  for  everything.  We 
had  to  cut  back  or  dry  up  spiritually. 
If  we  had  only  remembered  what 
we  had  learned  of  progression  in  the 
ministry  while  working  as  associate 
pastor  and  youth  directors  at  the  Elk- 
hart Grace  Brethren  Church  from 
1965-68!  Roger  was  a  full-time  stu- 
dent at  Grace  Seminary,  and  I  taught 


Roger  and  Nancy  Peugh  wittn  Ptiilip  (left!  and  Ryan. 
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fifth  grade  nearby,  having  both  just 
graduated  from  Grace  College  and 
gotten  married.  We  were  slowly  worked 
into  the  ministry  at  the  church, 
taking  over  responsibilities  as  we 
gained  more  insight  and  courage.  Had 
we  been  told  the  first  day  to  brace 
ourselves  for  the  youth  work,  Sunday 
School  teaching,  weekly  Bible  studies, 
choir,  counseling,  and  some  preaching, 
beginning  immediately,  including  semi- 
nary and  public  school  teaching,  we 
doubtless  would  have  had  real  reserva- 
tions about  even  starting.  Looking 
back,  we  wouldn't  trade  our  experi- 
ences there  for  anything. 

A  dollhouse,  a  miniature-sized  high 
chair,  and  a  baby  bed  full  of  about 
twenty  dolls  are  still  stored  in  the  attic 
of  my  girlhood  home  in  Akron,  Ohio. 
When  1  was  a  child,  nothing  was  more 
fun  than  playing  house,  and  I  dreamed 
of  the  day  when,  instead  of  six  dolls  I 
would  have  real  live  children.  That 
wouldn't  be  too  much  work,  I  figured, 
while  washing  diapers  in  the  sink- 
without  water.  Nor  did  I  imagine  the 
hours  involved  in  training  as  I  played 
with  dolls  who  rarely  talked  back  or 
disobeyed.  And  if  they  did  need  cor- 
rection, only  a  word  of  warning  or  a 
minute  in  the  corner  did  the  trick.  But 
now  I  know  otherwise:  washing  dirty 
diapers  takes  a  lot  of  time,  as  does 
teaching  and  discipline.  We  pray  for 
His  wisdom  as  we  guide  Ryan  (age  5) 
and  Philip  (age  3),  since  maturity 
doesn't  come  in  just  one  easy  lesson. 
Rather,   it   is   reached   through  much 


repetition  and  reinforcement,  adding 
more  responsibility  as  they  show  they 
can  handle  it. 

As  I've  thought  about  it,  I  know 
the  answer  to  my  question,  "Would  I 
have  come  had  I  only  known  the  diffi- 
cult experiences  ahead?"  "No,  1 
wouldn't  have."  But  I'm  thankful  that 
the  Lord  doesn't  burden  us  with  our 
personal  future.  His  grace  is  adequate 
for  the  present  situation,  and  will 
be  given  tomorrow  as  needed.  Not 
only  that,  but  His  dealings  in  our  lives 
ire  balanced— the  future  doesn't  just 
bring  the  hard  times,  but  also  the  hap- 
py. Even  the  negative  things  are 
planned  for  our  good.  He  then  gives 
just  the  strength  to  face,  with  joy,  one 


day— even  one  moment— at  a  time.  In 
studying  German,  He  proved  himself 
true  by  helping  me  grasp  each  lesson  as 
I  trusted  Him.  But  when  I  expected 
myself  to  master  the  language  within  a 
couple  of  months,  I  lost  the  grace  even 
to  retain  the  material  for  that  week. 

Have  I  learned  always  to  trust  His 
plan  is  best?  When  the  doorbell  inter- 
rupts my  carefully  planned  day,  do  I 
still  believe  it,  thanking  Him  for  His 
grace  as  I  turn  the  knob?  Well- 
sometimes  not!  I'm  still  in  that  slow 
and  occasionally  painful  process  of 
maturing,  but  knowing  how  He  has 
been  faithful  in  the  past,  and  resting 
on  the  truth  of  His  Word,  I  can  also 
claim  His  promises  for  the  future.      #

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You've  seen  the  motto  that  has 
been  appearing  so  many  places  lately, 
haven't  you?  Of  course  you  have.  How 
could  you  miss  it.  It's  right  there  star- 
ing you  in  the  face.  "Today  Is  the 
First  Day  of  the  Rest  of  Your  Life." 
And  how  can  you  miss  the  sobering 
thoughts  that  waft  through  your  mind. 
Today  IS  the  first  day  of  the  rest  of 
your  life.  How  much  time  that  is— only 
God  himself  knows.  With  world  condi- 
tions as  they  are,  one  aspect  of  the 
future  is  sure— His  coming  is  certainly 
very  close! 

Time  is  passing  rapidly  and  there  is 
so  much  you  really  meant  to  do- 
things  you  haven't  even  started  yet. 

Of  course  you  have  those  common- 
to-us-all  things  you  plan  to  do.  There 
is  that  new  dress  to  sew  for  yourself. 
The  ready-made  ones  are  quite  expen- 
sive. And  you  haven't  been  able  to 
find  what  you  really  want  in  the 
stores. 

You  meant  to  get  those  seedlings 
started  so  they  would  be  ready  to 
transplant  out  into  the  flower  bed  just 
as  soon  as  the  weather  warmed  up.  But 
what  happened  to  the  time?  Back  in 
December  there  seemed  to  be  plenty 
of  time.  RiglU  after  Christmas  you 
planned  to  order  the  seed  and  get  the 
pots  ready  and  ....  But  here  it  is, 
soon  time  to  do  the  transplanting  and 
where  are  those  little  green  plants  that 
should    be    growing    in    your    sunny 
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kitchen  window? 

"Those  things  aren't  really  impor- 
tant," you  say.  "So,  what  if  I  don't 
accomplish  them  today,  or  this  week, 
or  this  year?  When  the  Lord  comes  it 
won't  make  one  bit  of  difference." 

You  are  right.  But  what  about  some 
other  things  that  do  have  more  lasting 
value?  What  about  your  good  inten- 
tions to  improve  your  communication 
with  your  children?  You  meant  to  do 
something  constructive  in  that  area 
last  summer  .  .  .  and  the  summer  be- 
fore that  .  .  .  and  ....  Has  it  been 
three  years  since  you  determined  that 
you  needed  to  work  on  being  a  strong- 
er influence  in  your  children's  lives? 
You've  detected  the  undesirable  re- 
sults of  not  having  taken  the  time  to 
do  something  definite  about  that. 
You've  noticed  the  subtle  widening  of 
the  gap  between  you  and  the  equally 
subtle  encroachment  of  the  world  in 
their  lives.  And  you  said  to  yourself, 
"This  summer  .  .  .  ." 

But  day  by  day  the  weeks  and 
months,  yes,  even  years  have  slipped 
by.  How  much  time  is  left  before  the 
kids  are  all  grown  and  off  to  college 
.  .  .  before  your  opportunity  for  being 
the  main  constructive  intluence  is 
gone?  "Today  Is  the  First  Day  .  .  ."  of 
the  time  you  have  left  to  be  the  kind 
of  influence  you  want  to  be  in  mold- 
ing their  lives. 

You    say,    "My    family   is  already 


grown-up  and  gone  from  home." 
Whether  they  are  or  not;  God  con- 
tinues to  give  you  time.  "Today  Is  the 
First  Day  .  .  ."  of  the  time  you  have 
left  for  those  things  you  mean  to  do 
for  the  Lord. 

You  are  wise  if  you  realize  that  you 
need  to  begin  in  the  area  of  your  own 
relationship  with  God. 

One  of  the  goals  of  the  WMC  is  to 
encourage  you  to  consciously  work  to- 
ward a  closer  walk  with  your  Lord.

Next  to  your  own  relationship  to 
the  Lord  is  your  obligation  to  witness 
to  others.

You  have  a  compassion  for  them.  You 
shudder  to  think  of  their  fate.

Mamma  Goes  to  VBS

The  second  Tuesday  was  here  al- 
ready. After  a  morning  at  VBS,  and  an 
afternoon  of  reducing  a  mountain  of 
dirty  clothes  and  baby-sitting  the 
whole  neighborhood  in  our  backyard, 
I  was  halfway  concentrating  on  sup- 
per. Franks  and  Beans.  Quick!  Easy! 
Why  not?  The  kids  loved  them  and  so 
did  my  dear  spouse.  (I  was  just  hoping 
they  weren't  counting  supper  menus. 
Franks  and  beans  four  times  in  the  last 
ten  days!) 

"Come  for  supper,"  I  hollered  out 
the  door,  hoping  my  kids  recognized 
my  voice  and  all  the  others  wouldn't. 

Then  it  happened! 

My  mind  was  half-occupied  with 
thoughts  of  VBS  handwork  and  I  won- 
dered why  I  was  getting  that  blank 
stare  from  my  husband.  I  followed 
that  stare  to  his  plate  and  noticed  the 
spoon  in  my  hand  was  cutting  his 
franks  into  tiny,  preschool  bite-sized 
pieces. 

A  typical  situation?  Perhaps.  Could 
be  it  has  happened  to  you  in  a  similar 
way. 

Have  you  ever  read  a  guide  for 
VBS?  I'm  thankful  for  the  folks  who 
write  programs  and  produce  class 
materials.  But  the  real  challenge  is  to 
make  it  all  happen  in  your  depart- 
ment. And  when  teachers  are  also 
mothers  of  preschoolers,  the  chal- 
lenges deepen. 

The  schedule  suggests  it  is  best  to 
have  a  half-hour  prayer  meeting  each 
morning  before  VBS.  Mothers  of  little 
people  who  also  provide  the  neighbor-, 
hood  VBS  transportation  do  well  to 
arrive  on  time. 

Then  there  is  the  evaluation  and 
plan-for-tomorrow  meeting  right  after 
VBS  each  day.  Kids  shouldn't  be  run- 
ning around  in  the  church  nor  in  the 


street.  A  carload  of  hungry  stomachs 
doesn't  wait  patiently  or  quietly, 
especially  under  a  hot  sun. 

And  the  design  for  an  ideal  room 
setup  is  amusing  to  a  veteran.  Forty- 
five  kids  in  one  room  leaves  very  little 
space  for  two  learning  centers,  three 
interest  tables  and  a  story  corner. 

Of  course  the  real  fun  doesn't  begin 
until  you  must  arrange  your  room  in 
operating  order  Sunday  night  and 
completely  upset  it  Friday  afternoon, 
and  repeat  the  process  for  the  second 
week. 

At  the  final  program  your  cherubs 
sing  each  song  just  right,  remember 
every  word  of  their  speech,  and  quote 
the  verses  perfectly.  You're  all  smiles 
as  you  greet  parents  and  tell  the  kids 
to  have  a  good  summer.  "See  you  next 
year."  Then  you  go  home  and  col- 
lapse! 

Want  to  do  it  again?  Wouldn't  miss 
it!!  I  couldn't  possibly  give  up  the  joy 
of  filling  little  minds  with  Bible  truth. 
It's  great  to  shine  the  light  of  Jesus' 
love  in  a  young  heart  that  may  never 
have  another  opportunity  to  hear.  And 
the  thrill  of  hearing  a  boy  or  girl  invite 
Jesus  to  come  into  his  or  her  heart  is 
beyond  compare.  Whole  families  have 
been  brouglit  to  Christ  because  of  the 
influence  of  one  child  who  attended 
VBS. 

Think  twice  before  you  scrap  the 
whole  idea.  And  don't  shortcut  and 
streamline  too  much  unless  you're  sure 
your  new  approach  is  really  better  and 
not  just  easier.  VBS  is  terrific  com- 
munity outreach!  Your  blessings  will 
overflow  and  your  family  and  friends 
will  catch  your  enthusiasm.

Last  night  I  sat  across  the  table 
from  a  junior  high  coach.  He  has  been 
engaged  in  a  program  of  jogging  to 
Iceep  himself  fit.  Another  jogger  was 
seated  close  by  and  the  coach  ad- 
mitted to  his  jogging  friend  that  his 
own  jogging  had  slipped  in  recent 
weeks  because  now  that  spring  season 
had  arrived,  he  is  busy  in  coaching  the 
junior  high  boys  and  his  own  program 
takes  second  place.

My  wife  never  used  to  mind  slaving 
over  a  hot  stove,  but  lately  with  all  the 
women's  lib  talk,  do  I  see  a  little  less 
enthusiasm  for  "woman's  work." 

Now  somebody  has  gone  and  made 
a  study  of  the  quality  of  life  in  each  of 
the  fifty  states.  They've  even  pub- 
lished a  list  showing  how  each  state 
ranks  with  the  others.  It's  going  to  be 
migltty  disappointing  to  the  good  folks 
in  Alabama  when  they  discover  that 
they  are  at  the  bottom  of  the  ladder. 
According  to  the  survey,  the  living  is 
better  everywhere  else  in  America  than 
in  Alabama.  Folks  in  California  will 
feel  just  fine,  because  they  ranked 
first,  with  Colorado  a  close  second. 

Most  of  us  find  ourselves  some- 
where in  between  the  two  extremes, 
and  I  hope  the  news  of  this  survey 
won't  disturb  our  contentment  too 
much.  For  some  folks,  life  always 
seems  better  somewhere  else.  If  we 
give  in  to  such  thoughts,  we're  going 
to  be  doing  a  lot  of  moving  and  know 
a  lot  of  unhappiness.

"When  is  a  school  not  a  school?— When  It's  a  Sunday 
School!" 

Christian  Education  Department  workshop-seminars  seek  to 
exert  an  influence  to  change  the  teaching-learning  complexion 
of  Sunday  Schools  of  the  NFBC.  Sunday  Schools  should  be 
schools.  Places  of  learning,  not  just  "teaching." 

These  workshop-seminars  are  built  on  the  conviction  that 
"a  teacher  has  not  really  taugl^t  until  the  student  learns.^'  In 
endeavoring  to  emphasize  learning-oriented  teaching,  the 
Christian  Education  Department  develops  five  basic  principles 
of  teaching.

1.  Effective  teaching  must  be  directed  to  the  life  of 
the  student.  God's  Word  does  not  have  to  be  "made 
relevant."  It  is  relevant.  However,  part  of  the  steward- 
ship in  the  teacher's  trust  is  to  demonstrate,  in  under- 
standable terms,  how  the  Bible  touches  the  life— 
specifically,  not  vaguely. 

2.  Effective  teaching  must  involve  the  learner  in  the 
Scripture  as  authority.  A  basic  responsibility  of  any 
Bible  teacher  is  to  nurture  the  outlook  of  accountability 
to  the  Bible,  not  just  the  teacher  or  the  church.  This 


demands  more  than  passing  reference  to  the  Bible. 

3.  Effective  teaching  must  aim  the  lesson  with  ac- 
countability. The  teacher's  preparation  leads  him  to 
establish  aims  for  each  lesson  which  are  specific  and 
measurable  enough  so  that  he  knows  whether  they  have 
been  attained  or  not.  It  is  noble  to  desire  that  your 
students  "love  God  more,"  or  "really  appreciate  the 
grace  of  God."  But  these  are  not  adequate  learning  goals. 
Only  God  can  test  our  effectiveness  in  these.  We  can't. 
But  we  need  to.  CED  workshop-seminars  are  attempting 
to  give  guidance  regarding  the  "how"  of  learner-oriented 
aims. 

4.  Effective  teaching  should  be  reinforced  with  an 
activity.  Motivation  and  learning  increase  proportional 
to  learner-involvement.  The  more  involved  your  students 
are  in  what  you  are  teaching,  the  more  they  will  learn.  In 
order  to  attain  a  higher  degree  of  learning  per  pound  of 
teaching,  CED  workshops  give  direction  in  the  use  of 
ten,  Bible-learning  activities  to  reinforce  the  lesson. 

5.  Effective  teaching  should  be  enjoyed  in  a  congenial 
atmosphere.  A  congenial  atmosphere  materially— paint 
the  waOs,  give  adequate  ventilation  and  lighting,  and  a 
congenial  atmosphere  emotionally— be  a  friend.  Friends 
do  a  better  job  of  learning  when  friends  are  teaching. 

A  major  goal  of  the  Christian  Education  Department 
is  to  foster  educational  excellence  in  the  most  important 
teaching  business  in  the  world-the  teaching  of  God's 
Word.  • 


The  principles  of  teaching  were 
demonstrated  by  Howard  Mayes  during 
the  Sunday  School  hour  following  the 
Saturday  afternoon  and  evening 
workshop  sessions  at  New  Troy 
Brethren  Church.

Grammar  ''Ain't"  Easy 

or 

We  or  I?  Who  or  Whom? 


Do  not  be  concerned,  I  am  not 
about  to  become  involved  in  teaching 
a  grammar  lesson.  There  are  several 
reasons  for  this,  with  the  number  one 
reason  being— I  do  not  feel  qualified. 

During  my  school  days,  I  had  ex- 
treme difficulty  getting  excited  about 
English  classes.  1  rather  imagine  my 
case  is  quite  typical  of  most  young 
boys.  My  personal  tastes  ran  in  such 
channels  as  the  "Sixth  Grade  Baseball 
Recess  Class."  This  was  one  of  my 
favorites.  It  had  suspense,  action  and 
challenge.  You  came  back  to  class  a 
little  warm  and  dirty,  but  that  play- 
ground brought  its  own  special  brand 
of  education.  It  was  while  in  the  sixth 
grade  though  that  I  made  an  important 
decision.  However,  at  the  time  it 
didn't  seem  overly  breathtaking  to  me, 
but  as  I  look  back  on  it  now,  I  realize 
it  was  one  of  the  really  big  choices  in 
my  life. 

To  understand  the  circumstances, 
you  must  have  at  one  time  struggled 
with  the  great  issue  of  knowing  how 
difficult  it  is  to  make  a  split-moment 
decision.  To  speak  up  without  hesita- 
tion and  be  able  to  say  with  confi- 
dence "It  is  a  noun,"  or— "It  is  a 
verb,"  or— "It  is  an  adverb."  If  you 
have  never  had  this  problem,  you  can- 
not really  understand  my  childhood 
distress.  When  it  came  to  the  multipli- 
cation tables,  I  could  recite  them  with 
such  ease  that  at  the  same  time  I  could 
give  you  the  score  of  the  Cleveland  In- 
dian-New York  Yankee  double-header 
and  not  miss  11  times  17.  But  nouns 
and  verbs  and  adverbs  and  adjectives- 
No  Way! 

So  the  crisis  came  one  day  when 
my  sweet,  sixth  grade  teacher  sug- 
gested that  I  needed  help  with  my 
grammar.  "Special"  help  she  suggested 
just  might  be  in  order.

seemed  to  hit  where  it  really  hurt.  The 
special  class  during  my  special  course 
—"Sixth  Grade  Baseball  Recess  Class." 
To  add  to  the  problem  she  did  not 
command,  but  gave  me  the  choice— 
either  go  to  recess  and  play  ball  or  stay 
behind  for  the  next  two  weeks  and 
study  English.  To  discover  the  excite- 
ment of  finding  the  noun  which  is  the 
subject  in  a  sentence;  to  discover  each 
sentence  has  a  verb— action  taking 
place  right  in  the  middle  of  each  con- 
struction—I nobly  chose  to  study.  And 
two  weeks  later  I  could  not  believe  the 
change.  It  was  almost  miraculous.  I 
suddenly  found  people  doing  things  in 
sentences,  and  action  and  excitement 
were  beginning  to  jump  out  of  these 
word  groups.  There  it  was  as  big  as 
life— a  noun— a  verb— an  adverb.  Who 
would  have  believed  that  I  could  find  a 
compound  predicate!  My  hand  went 


up  in  class,  and  I  answered  questions- 
right  there  in  the  English  class.  (Par- 
don me,  I  beheve  today's  young  have  a 
different  name  for  it.)  It  was  like  hit- 
ting a  home  run  with  the  bases  loaded. 

So  you  see  it  is  important  to  know 
your  grammar.  But,  I  find  many 
people  haven't  arrived  yet.  An  exam- 
ple: I  tmd  people  use  "we"  when 
they  should  use  "I."  Have  you  ever 
heard  anyone  in  your  church  say,  "We 
think  the  pastor  should  spend  more 
time  visiting"?  The  speaker  really 
doesn't  mean  "we"  he  means  "I."  But 
it  sounds  more  impressive  to  use  the 
plural  in  making  the  criticism— 
"we.  .  .  ."  It  gives  the  impression  there 
are  multitudes  who  share  in  the 
opinion.  "We  feel"  or  "A  number  of 
people  said"— when  translated  into 
truth  really  means  this  is  what  I  think, 
but  I  am  scared  to  death  to  say  it. 

Adam  was  good  at  the  misuse  of 
personal  pronouns.  "She  did  it.  Lord," 
was  the  thrust  of  his  excuse  making. 
Adam's  problem  shows  it  was  not  so 
much  a  misuse  of  English  (he  didn't 
use  English,  did  he?),  as  it  was  point- 
ing the  finger  at  someone  else  to  re- 
lieve his  own  guilt. 

The  use  of  "We"  or  "I"  tells  a  great 
deal  about  a  person.  When  it  comes  to 
the  question  of  grammar,  1  will  take  a 
person  who  speaks  the  truth  and  spoils 
the  grammar,  to  a  person  who  speaks 
good  grammar  but  does  not  tell  the 
truth.  Nevertheless,  I  do  appreciate  the 
person  who  speaks  the  truth— with 
good  grammar. 

I  often  wonder ...  if  it  had  not 
been  for  that  sweet,  sixth  grade  teach- 
er just  what  might  have  happened?? 
Would  I  have  become  a  first  baseman 
for  the  Churubusco  Chipmunks  in- 
stead of  editor  of  a  magazine?

The  pages  of  American  history  are  sprinkled 
with  the  names  of  infamous  characters  who  lived 
outside  the  law-fugitives  from  justice!  Through 
repeated  teUing  of  their  story  many  of  these  vil- 
lainous characters  have  taken  on  the  mantle  of 
heroism.  No  amount  of  propaganda  can  change  the 
fact  that  they  were  outlaws.  The  James  boys,  the 
Daltons,  the  Floyds,  the  Dillingers-all  desperadoes 
whose  heinous  deeds  marked  them  as  candidates 
for  judgment.  When  fact  is  separated  from  fiction 
the  glory  of  their  escapades  fades  and  they  all 
stand  bereft  of  any  redeeming  qualities. 

There  is  some  similarity  in  the  way  that  certain 
false  teachings  and  ideas  have  grown  up  around  the 
"fall  of  man."  The  simple  truth  is  Adam  followed 
the  dictates  of  his  own  selfish  nature  and  placed 
himself  outside  the  pale  of  divine  approval.  Those 
who  have  dedicated  themselves  to  the  exaltation 
of  human  nature  and  the  depreciation  of  deity 
would  make  him  the  hero  of  the  ages  but  God,  in 
the  divine  record,  has  labeled  Adam  an  outlaw. 
More  than  that,  his  image  and  that  of  his  progeny 
adorns  the  "wanted  posters"  in  God's  published 
list  of  those  He  wants  most  to  apprehend. 

To  refresh  our  mind  let  us  go  back  through  the 
ages  to  the  scene  of  the  crime  ...  a  beautiful  place 
identified  simply  as  Eden.  A  trustworthy  witness 
of  the  incident  has  left  a  detailed  account  in  the 
third  chapter  of  Genesis.  For  all  those  spiritual 
ecologists  who  would  have  us  beheve  that  cleaning 
up  the  environment  produces  righteousness,  we 
have  the  indisputable  evidence  that  Adam  went 
bad  in  spite  of  his  perfect  surroundings.

The  voice f 
God  cannot  be  silenced  by  distance  neither  cat  i 
be  drowned  out  by  the  discordant  chorus  of  i 
insane  world.

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Living 
Stones

Nearly  two  thousand  years  ago, 
Israel  rejected  the  foundation  stone 
upon  which  God  intended  to  build  the 
promised  kingdom.  But  God  delights 
in  using  that  which  man  despises.  He 
began  to  build  His  house  on  the  very 
stone  the  builders  rejected,  actually 
making  it  the  most  important  stone  in 
the  entire  building.  "The  stone  which 
the  builders  refused  is  become  the 
head  stone  of  the  corner.  This  is  the 
Lord's  doing;  it  is  marvellous  in  our 
eyes"(Ps.  118:22-23). 

And  that's  not  all  He  did.  He  also 
began  to  use  stones  nobody  else 
wanted  to  build  His  house.  Stones  that 
were  weak  and  ugly.  Because  He 
wanted  the  world  to  see  what  a  master 
builder  can  do  with  poor  material. 
With  the  apostles  and  prophets  added 
to  the  cornerstone  as  a  foundation, 
God  has  been  building  His  house  ever 
since. 

Part  of  that  house  is  located  in 
Lititz,  Pennsylvania.  Those  stones  that 
are  called  "Grace  Brethren"  have  been 
growing  "unto  a  holy  temple  in  the 
Lord"  since  January  3,  1971.  The 
charter  membership  closed  three 
months  later  with  fifty-four  members. 
And  it  wasn't  long  before  they  realized 
a  building  would  soon  be  needed  to 
house  all  the  living  stones. 

The  Brethren  Architectural  Service 
\/as  contacted  in  the  fall  of  1971,  and 


plans  for  a  building  began  to  develop. 
Rev.  Jerry  R.  Young  arrived  about  the 
same  time  to  provide  full-time  pastoral 
leadership,  under  the  administration  of 
The  Brethren  Home  Missions  Council 
and  the  Northern  Atlantic  District  Mis- 
sion Board.  Meanwhile,  the  living 
stones  continued  to  grow.  By  the  end 
of  1972  attendances  were  beginning  to 
crowd  the  two  hundred  mark,  as  new 
believers  were  added  to  the  church. 

Ground  was  broken  for  the  new 
building  on  October  15,  1972,  and 
work  began  the  following  day.  Led  by 


Pastor  Jerry  Young 

began  his  duties  in 

the  fall  of  1971. 


Gary  Engle,  building  superintendent, 
the  hands  of  volunteers  were  respon- 
sible for  much  of  the  work.  When 
tasks  became  too  large  or  too  techni- 
cal, subcontractors  were  employed. 
Working  nights,  on  Saturdays  and  holi- 
days, volunteers  gave  thousands  of 
hours  toward  construction  of  the 
building.  Children,  teenagers,  men, 
women— all  joined  hands  to  do  what 
they  could.  Meanwhile,  the  living 
stones  continued  to  grow.  By  the  end 
of  1973  attendances  were  beginning  to

bounce  over  the  two  hundred  mark 
with  surprising  regularity.  Several 
members  had  learned  how  to  lead 
others  to  Christ  through  the  GROW  73 
witnessing  program. 

In  the  middle  of  their  work,  the 
Grace  Brethren  at  Lititz  paused  to 
take  another  step  of  faith.  With  a  keen 
desire  to  free  mission  funds  for  minis- 
tries more  needy  than  their  own,  they 
voted  to  "go  self-supporting  on  Octo- 
ber 1,  1973."  From  the  moment  that 
thirteen  families  from  the  Lancaster 
Grace  Brethren  Church  cauglit  the 
vision  for  a  church  in  Lititz,  both  dis- 
trict and  national  mission  boards  had 
provided  administrative  and  financial 
support.  The  resources  of  the  Brethren 
Architectural  Service  and  the  Brethren 
Investment  Foundation  were  added  to 
that    support,    rounding  out   another

a   gift   income   of  $50,124.11   during 
1973. 

The  building  continued  to  move 
slowly  but  surely  toward  completion. 
A  year  passed,  and  1974  began  to 
dawn.  Realizing  that  volunteers  were 
beginning  to  tire,  the  building  commit- 
tee initiated  a  special  drive  to  com- 
plete the  project  and  enter  the  build- 
ing by  March.  That  drive  was  success- 
ful, and  even  though  many  smaller 
items  remained  to  be  completed,  the 
first  services  in  the  new  building  were 
held  March  24,  1974.  The  first  annual 
Bible  and  Missionary  Conference  was 
only  one  week  away,  so  the  celebra- 
tion of  dedication  was  set  for  March 
31.  Meanwhile,  the  living  stones  con- 
tinued to  grow.  Membership  had 
doubled  since  the  charter  roll  was 
closed  in  1971.  Attendances  leaped  to 
new  records  the  first  day  the  building 
was  used,  with  253  in  the  morning 
worship  to  lead  the  way.  More  impor- 
tantly, there  was  a  great  response  to

The  Brethren  Home  Missions  offering  this  year  exceeded  last  year  by 
$45,000.  The  offering  for  1973-74  fiscal  year  of  S481,577  is  another  new 
record.  Our  thanks  to  each  one  who  helped  make  1973-74  a  very  good 
year!  We  did  not  quite  reach  the  goal  of  $500,000  but  now  we  are  in 
another  fiscal  year.  We  believe  that  the  1974-75  report  will  be  the  one  that 
will  put  us  over  the  half-million  mark.  We  have  started  praying  to  this  end 
and  wouldn't  it  be  a  great  climax  to  our  thirty-fifth  anniversary.  How 
about  an  "anniversary  gift"  for  Brethren  Home  Missions  above  your  regu- 
lar home  missions  offering? 

The  10  percent  increase  in  the  offering  this  past  year  was  well  above  the 
average  annual  increase.  The  same  increase  this  year  would  push  the  total 
up  to  around  $530,000.  Other  miscellaneous  income  should  help  make 
this  fiscal  year  an  excellent  one.  Already  we  are  aware  of  four  estates  in 
which  Brethren  Home  Missions  will  receive  a  share,  but  we  have  no  idea  of 
the  total  amount. 

All  of  us  associated  with  Brethren  Home  Missions— board,  staff  and  pas- 
tors—are sincerely  grateful  for  what  God  has  done  through  you.  We  have 
moved  off-center  of  the  "up-and-down"  syndrome  that  plagued  us  for  six 
alternating  years.  We  have  seen  consistent  increases  for  four  years,  and  we 
believe  God  is  about  to  do  even  greater  things  for  us  in  1974-75.  F.J. P.

at  the  close  of  the  service,  dedicating 
themselves  to  God. 

Living  stones  had  already  been 
dedicated.  But  the  next  Sunday, 
March  31,  already  had  been  set  aside 
to  make  the  matter  sure.  At  the  dedi- 
cation rally  in  the  afternoon,  325 
people  filled  the  auditorium  to  hear 
Dr.  John  C.  Whitcomb  speak.  During 
the  reception  which  followed,  they  in- 
spected the  building  and  rejoiced  with 
the  Lititz  Grace  Brethren  over  the 
beautiful  edifice  God  had  enabled 
them  to  erect.  Contemporary  in  de- 
sign, the  $215,000  structure  will  seat 
320  in  the  auditorium  and  200  around 
tables  in  the  fellowship  hall.  The  build- 
ing site  (6.6  acres)  provides  plenty  of 


room  for  parking  and  expansion. 

During  the  week  which  followed 
the  celebration  of  dedication,  mem- 
bers and  friends  gathered  nightly  to 
hear  Dr.  Ralph  Stoll  and  Rev.  John 
Zielasko  speak  on  Christian  commit- 
ment and  missions.  One  of  the  high- 
lights that  week  was  a  concert  by  the 
Grace  College  choir.  A  full  week  was 
rounded  out  with  a  prayer  breakfast 
for  men  on  Saturday,  a  Missionary 
Helpers  club  rally,  and  a  fellowship 
meal  for  everyone  Saturday  evening. 
Mr.  Zielasko  was  the  featured  speaker 
on  April  7  as  the  conference  con- 
cluded. 

The  teamwork  of  living  stones— all 
of  them  working  together  for  the  glory 
of  God— was  responsible  for  the  build- 
ing and  dedication  of  a  new  Grace 
Brethren   "home"   at  Lititz.  Not  the 


least  of  them  was  Cary  Engle,  the 
building  superintendent,  who  coordi- 
nated and  supervised  the  work.  In  ap- 
preciation for  his  labor  of  love,  the 
congregation  presented  him  with  a  gift 
of  $865  during  the  dedication  rally. 
He  and  his  family— though  they  live  in 
Harrisburg  nearly  fifty  miles  away— 
have  entered  the  hearts  of  the  Lititz 
people. 

In  a  real  sense,  therefore,  it  was  not 
a  building  of  steel  and  concrete,  bricks 
and  mortar  that  we  dedicated  in  Lititz. 
Rather,  it  was  a  Church  of  hving 
stones  that  stood  for  dedication.  Liv- 
ing stones  that  cry  out  in  praise  to  a 
living  Saviour,  a  Saviour  that  has  be- 
come "the  head  stone  of  the  corner." 

"This  is  the  day  which  the  Lord 
hath  made;  we  will  rejoice  and  be  glad 
in  it"  (Ps.

religious  renewal  in  this  country." 

rhe  famous  "Gallup  Poll"  indicates  that  all  signs  point  to 
the  fact  that  religion  is  gaining  a  new  intellectual 
respectability  in  the  United  States.  The  assumption  that  the 
;ducated  person  "needs"  religion  less,  and  is  more  ready  to 
discard  religion  as  a  product  of  ignorance  and  superstition, 
Gallup  said,  is  not  borne  out  by  survey  findings.

Wheaton,  III.  (EP)-Medical  missionary  work  has  been 
severely  handicapped  by  the  Internal  Revenue  Code 
legislation  of  1969,  according  to  the  Medical  Assistance 
Programs  which  is  urging  a  change  in  the  law. 
The  legislation  restricts  the  ability  of  corporations  to 
contribute  large  quantities  of  their  products  as  had  been 
possible  prior  to  1969,  MAP  President  J.  Raymond  Knighton 
points  out.  No  longer  can  the  manufacturer  take  fair  market 
value  of  goods  donated  as  an  income-tax  deduction.  Now  he 
is  allowed  simply  the  cost  of  the  product,  making  no 
allowance  for  overhead,  packaging,  handling,  transportation, 
and  other  costs. 

"Today,"  Knighton  explained,  "corporations  wanting  to 
make  large  donations  have  to  allow  for  a  cash  outlay  along 
with  the  considerable  goods  donated. 
"Many  can't  do  this,"  he  pointed  out,  "so  our  voluntary 
agencies  have  lost  an  estimated  $50  million  in  donated 
goods  each  year  since  1970."

SURVIVING  THE 
SHOCK  WAVES 
OF  EDUCATION 


No  area  of  social  institutionalism 
has  been  more  sensitive  and  responsive 
to  changes  within  the  human  economy 
than  has  higher  education.  This  has  led 
educators  to  call  for  a  new  mandate 
for  higher  education.  An  opening  para- 
graph in  the  March  issue  of  the  College 
and  University  Bulletin  states  the  situ- 
ation as  follows: 

Within  fewer  than  ten  years, 
American  colleges  and  universi- 
ties have  been  hit  by  a  succes- 
sion of  four  shock  waves,  no  one 
of  which  would  have  registered 
less  than  seven  if  there  were  a 
Richter  scale  for  social  seismo- 
graphy.  Each  shock  has  worked 
a  massive  displacement.  In  some 
institutions  the  resultant  de- 
struction has  required  rebuild- 
ing, while  others  less  fortunate 
have  simply  toppled  into  oblivi- 
on. Even  those  which  lived  out- 
side the  primary  fault  zone  have 
nevertheless  been  left  shaken. 

This  is  a  sobering  paragraph,  the 
significance  of  which  can  only  be  fully 
appreciated  by  educators  who  have 
felt  the  roll  and  heard  the  rumble  of 
the  distressing  educational  quakes. 
Grace  Schools  is  not  immune  to  these 
shock  waves  in  the  educational  com- 
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munity,  for  it  is  impossible  to  operate 
in  the  educational  sphere  without  at 
the  same  time  feeling  the  effects  of  the 
pressures  that  move  back  and  forth 
through  that  field  of  human  endeavor. 

A  massive  attack  has  been  made  on 
intellectualism.  Any  such  campaign  of 
anti-intellectualism  is  bound  to  be  felt 
in  institutions  of  higher  learning,  even 
if  in  no  other  way  than  to  turn  young 
people  away  from  advanced  schooling. 
In  this  campaign  against  intellectual- 
ism there  was  constant  vilification  of 
"pointy-headed  intellectuals."  They 
were  referred  to  as  "eggheads"  who 
were  incapable  of  parking  bicycles. 

The  shock  wave  that  originated  in 
Berkeley  in  1964  and  spread  eastward 
across  the  American  continent  rocked 
the  educational  world.  Protest  and  un- 
rest among  students  appeared  on  the 
campuses  of  Columbia,  Harvard,  Cor- 
nell, Kent  State,  Ohio  State,  Stanford. 
No  campus  was  entirely  free  from  the 
effects  of  this  new  movement  with  its 
struggle  for  student  power.  Insurgency 
not  only  infiltrated  the  student  popu- 
lation, but  it  also  invaded  the  ranks  of 


the  faculty,  and  there  was  a  significant 
erosion  of  administrative  control. 

Following  hard  upon  the  heels  of 
the  administrative  quake  was  the  fi- 
nancial pinch,  producing  a  roll  and  a 
rumble  which  is  growing  ever  greater 
as  it  sweeps  through  the  educational 
world.  The  financial  earthquake  not 
only  grows  out  of  the  inflationary 
shock  waves  sweeping  through  the 
financial  economy  of  the  world,  but  it 
is  also  growing  out  of  the  disaffection 
of  elders  with  the  educational  system. 

A  shifting  emphasis  on  the  educa- 
tional scene  is  having  its  effect  on 
higher  education.  For  many  years,  col- 
leges and  universities  had  almost  a 
monopoly  or  near-exclusive  rights  to 
the  training  of  young  people  beyond 
the  high  school  level.  But  a  radical 
shift  in  the  priorities  of  the  American 
society  has  pressed  home  the  recogni- 
tion that  colleges  and  universities  are 
not  necessarily  exercising  the  only 
functions  of  preparing  young  people 
for  the  future,  nor  for  serving  their 
own  generation.  Many  other  develop- 
ments have  appeared  upon  the  scene 
that  are  attracting  and  training  the 
young. 

For  more  than  thirty  years  the  mili-

tary  draft  has  exercised  a  compelling 
urge  upon  young  men  to  go  to  college. 
But  even  this  has  changed  and  has 
therefore  served  as  a  shock  wave  in  the 
field  of  higher  education.  This  has 
necessitated  a  whole  new  series  of  ap- 
proaches to  attract  the  high  school 
graduate  into  the  halls  of  higher  learn- 
ing. For  the  most  part  all  these  efforts 
have  failed. 

Sensualism  has  swept  the  campuses 
of  higher  learning  and  has  threatened 
to  inundate  the  whole  educational 
process.  Because  a  philosophy  of  life 
has  permeated  the  thinking  of  the 
classroom  that  deteriorates  into  this 
pattern  of  life,  the  toll  has  been  devas- 
tating. Most  colleges  and  universities 
are  totally  insensitive  to  this  eroding 
force.  But  regardless  of  the  attitude, 
this  movement  within  the  intellectual 
community  is  taking  its  course. 

A  secularism  has  swept  through  the 
classrooms  of  this  land  that  has  de- 
nuded the  thinking  of  higher  educa- 
tion of  any  vestige  of  moral  values.  It 
has  left  the  younger  generation  in  a 
fog  of  confusion  and  low  visibility. 
The  clear  lines  of  distinction  between 
the  good,  true,  and  beautiful,  and  the 
bad,  false,  and  ugly  have  disappeared 
in  the  vaporizing  of  false  philosophies 
and  irrational  unrealities.  Little  realiz- 
ing the  rumblings  of  the  foundations 
of  higher  education,  this  quake  is  also 
being  felt  in  institutions  of  higher 
learning. 

It  would  be  quite  incorrect  to  sug- 
gest that  these  shock  waves  have  not 
been  felt  within  the  circle  of  Grace 
Schools.  But  it  can  be  said  with  assur- 
ance and  joy  that  Grace  Schools  have 
weathered   and  are  weathering  them. 
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The  explanation  is  to  be  traced  to  the 
underlying  purpose  for  which  these 
schools  came  into  existence.  That  pur- 
pose is  threefold:  doctrinal,  the  Bible 
as  the  inspired  message  from  God; 
spiritual,  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ  as  the 
only  Saviour  and  Lord  of  life;  moral, 
the  Bible  as  the  rule  of  faith  and  prac- 
tice for  conduct. 

Within  this  threefold  purpose  there 
has  been  the  answer  to  the  anti-intel- 
lectualism  that  has  swept  the  land.  The 
message  of  the  Bible  and  the  ministry 
of  the  Spirit  have  helped  to  create  an 
atmosphere  of  submission  and  tran- 
quillity. Rejecting  governmental  assis- 
tance for  the  operation  of  these 
schools,  there  has  been  an  absolute  de- 
pendence on  God.  In  a  most  remark- 
able way,  out  of  the  inexhaustible 
treasuries  of  divine  providence,  pro- 
vision has  been  made  through  His 
people  for  the  ongoing  of  these 
schools.  The  new  mandate  for  other 
than  higher  institutions  of  learning  for 
training  the  young  has  not  changed  the 
unique  functions  and  appeal  of  Grace 
Schools.  Even  the  draft  has  not  seri- 
ously changed,  if  at  all,  the  unique  at- 
traction of  young  people  to  the  halls 
of  this  institution.  The  young  people 
who  seek  out  Grace  Schools  are  in  a 
large  part  those  who  have  come  under 
the  control  and  direction  of  the  Holy 
Spirit  of  God.  They  have,  therefore, 
brouglit  their  lusts  and  passions  into 
subjection  to  the  Spirit. 

Perhaps  the  greatest  shock  wave  to 
rumble  through  the  educational  econo- 
my of  this  generation  has  been  the  loss 
of  moral  values.  Even  the  educators 
deprecate  the  devastating  effect  it  is 
having  in  the  educational  community 
and  society  in  general.  It  moves  on  un- 
abated in  force  and  no  one  is  able  to 
calculate  where  it  will  end.  God,  the 
source  of  all  moral  values,  has  been 


ushered  out  of  the  thinking  of  the  in- 
tellectual mankind,  and  men  are  not 
about  to  welcome  Him  back  in.  But 
Grace  Schools  stand  where  they  have 
always  stood,  upon  the  solid  rock  of 
divine  revelation  with  all  of  its  implica- 
tions, and  as  a  result  they  have  sur- 
mounted the  shock  wave  and  will  sur- 
vive its  implications. 

At  the  1974  annual  meeting  of  the 
North  Central  Association  of  Colleges 
and  Secondary  Schools  in  Chicago, 
late  in  March,  Dr.  Clark  Kerr,  now 
serving  with  the  Carnegie  Foundation, 
once  the  president  and  chancellor  of 
the  University  of  California  at  Berke- 
ley, addressed  several  thousand  educa- 
tors. As  featured  speaker,  he  prognos- 
ticated the  several  decades  of  educa- 
tion that  lie  ahead.  It  was  his  con- 
sidered judgment,  as  he  appraised  the 
trends  now  in  progress,  that  the  golden 
age  of  higher  education  is  over. 

Characterizing  the  years  that  he 
ahead,  it  was  his  opinion  that  contro- 
versy will  mark  the  movements  of  the 
future.  He  did  not  hesitate  to  affirm 
that  the  picture  is  not  bright.  Hun- 
dreds of  higher  institutions  of  learning 
will  disappear  from  the  scene,  while 
others  will  be  lost  in  mergers  with 
other  schools.  Institutions  will  be 
forced  to  reevaluate  their  role  in 
American  society.  Adjustments  and 
radical  changes  will  need  to  be  made 
to  justify  existence.  Only  those  institu- 
tions that  can  demonstrate  that  they 
are  meeting  some  unique  need  will  sur- 
vive the  pressures  that  lie  ahead. 

All  this  means  that  Grace  Schools 
and  their  constituencies  must  refocus 
their  sights  to  make  sure  that  these 
schools  continue  to  live  up  to  the  pur- 
pose under  God  for  which  they  came 
into  existence.

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Grace  College  Selected  To  Receive 
Freedoms  Foundation  Award 


The  trustees  and  officers  of  the  Freedoms  Foundation  at 
Valley  Forge  announced  that  Grace  College  is  to  receive  the 
George  Washington  Honor  Medal  award  for  the  1973  Col- 
lege Campus  category. 

The  Freedoms  Foundation  was  founded  in  1949  and  is 
dedicated  to  the  concept  of  the  American  ideals  and  the 
American  way  of  life.  It  was  established  to  support  the  Bill 
of  Rights  and  to  foster  Americanism.  Its  credo  is  sent  all 
over  the  United  States  to  assist  all  Americans  to  remain 
aware  of  their  heritage,  to  fulfill  their  duties  as  good  citi- 
zens, and  to  assume  that  this  will  become  a  part  of  the 
legacy  passed  on  to  future  generations  of  Americans. 
Awards  are  given  each  year  to  individuals,  newspapers, 
schools  and  colleges  to  single  out  those  who  have  made  a 
distinctive  contribution  to  the  goals  of  the  Foundation. 
Grace  College  received  the  highest  honor  possible  in  the 
campus  category. 

The  student  body  officers  at  Grace  in  1967-68  inaugu- 
rated the  "Americans  for  America  Week"  which  has  be- 
come an  annual  program.  This  was  their  response  to  the 
need  for  causing  the  students  each  year  to  be  sensitive  to 
their  responsibilities  and  privileges  as  citizens  of  America. 
Special  chapel  and  assembly  programs  are  planned  and 
directed  by  the  students.  Contests  of  various  kinds  are  pro- 
moted with  suitable  prizes  awarded.  The  main  buildings  on 
campus  are  decorated  appropriately  within  the  theme 
chosen  for  each  year.  In  the  1969-70  school  year  the  South 
Bend  Tribune  recognized  the  special  efforts  with  a  feature 
article  in  the  Sunday  magazine  entitled  "Patriotism  Is  Alive 
and  Well  at  Grace  College." 

The  grand  finale  is  scheduled  for  the  Friday  evening  of 
the  special  week  with  a  prominent  public  official  scheduled 


to  speak.  The  quality  of  speakers  for  previous  years  may  be 
seen  in  the  list  of  guests  which  includes:  Dr.  Walter  Judd, 
Indiana  Governor  Otis  R.  Bowen,  Senator  Mark  Hatfield, 
Congressman  William  A.  Steiger,  Indiana  Attorney  General 
Theodore  L.  Sendak,  Indianapolis  Mayor  Richard  G.  Lugar, 
and  this  year,  Indiana  Lieutenant  Governor  Robert  D.  Orr, 
UPI  Washington  reporter  Wesley  G.  Pippert.  and  Robert 
Brouwer  with  his  "America,  of  Thee  I  Sing"  multi-media 
presentation. 

The  local  Tuesday  Dramatics  Club  sponsored  Grace  Col- 
lege in  the  contest  held  in  June  1973.  This  club  was  formed 
in  1931  and  has  been  very  active  in  many  projects  which 
are  designed  to  make  the  community  a  better  place  to  live.

In  the  fall  of  1973  the  Dramatics  Club 
was  voted  the  most  outstanding  club  in  the  district.  The 
local  club  is  affiliated  with  the  General  Federation  of 
Women's  Clubs  which  set  as  a  goal  for  each  member  organi- 
zation to  participate  in  the  Freedoms  Foundation  program.

To  the  church  custodian,  it's  cookie 
crumbs  on  the  choir  room  tloor  (along 
with  an  invasion  of  a  hungry  colony  of 
ants!) 

To  the  minister  of  music,  it's  the 
source  of  a  special  number  every  four 
to  six  weeks. 

To  mothers,  it's  a  sudden  Sunday 
afternoon  announcement,  "Hey,  Mom, 
I'm  supposed  to  take  the  cookies  to

Korale  tonight!" 

To  the  Korale  Mother,  it's  coming 
early  to  rehearsal  to  hear  individual 
dronings  of  the  hymn  of  the  month 
and  to  record  points  earned  for  this 
and  other  activities. 

To  me,  the  director.  Kids  Korale  is 
laughing  and  talking  with  a  deliglrtful 
group  of  boys  and  girls,  organizing 
parties,  publishing  a  monthly  news- 
letter, designing  bulletin  boards,  hav- 
ing the  lowest  score  at  a  bowling  par- 
ty, baking  a  single  cupcake  to  honor  a 
Korale  Kid's  birthday,  buying  fifteen 
frozen  pizzas  at  Krogers,  having  but- 
terflies in  my  stomach  before  a  Grace 
College  chapel  performance,  and  stay- 
ing calm  when  1  look  up  during  our 
Christmas  program  to  see  four  boys 
and  girls  on  the  platform  who've  never 
been  in  our  group  before. 

The  children's  choir  idea  first 
caught  my  attention  in  1969  when  we 
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were  living  in  Iowa  while  my  husband 
was  in  graduate  school.  I'd  taught 
school  for  five  years,  was  now  working 
in  a  factory,  and  I  really  missed  con- 
tact with  boys  and  girls  since  we  had 
no  children  of  our  own.  While  playing 
the  piano  for  the  children's  depart- 
ment of  Sunday  School,  I  became  very 
dissatisfied  with  singing  the  same  three 
songs  every  week,  with  the  general 
lack  of  reverence  for  the  church  build- 
ing, and  by  the  fact  there  were  never 
any  new  children. 

The  Purpose  of  a  Junior  Choir 

We  had  three  purposes  in  mind  in 
forming  a  junioi  choir:  1 .  The  need  for 
an  organized  activity  (akin  to  the  higli 
school  youth  groups)  for  younger  chil- 
dren; 2.  To  expose  the  children  to  the 
wealth  of  Christian  musical  literature 
including  the  learning  of  some  of  the 
"old  standard"  hymns  of  the  faith;  3. 
To  teach  reverence  and  respect  for  the 
church  building  and  train  the  children 
to  be  leaders  in  meaningful  worship 
through  their  own  active  participation 
in  church  services;  4.  To  reach  new 
people  in  the  community  through 
their  children.  And,  not  listed  there 
and  probably  not  even  known  to  me  at 
the  time,  was  the  purpose  of  fultlUing 
a  need  in  mi'  own  life  for  an  area  of 
service  which  would  pay  spiritual  divi- 
dends. 

The  idea  of  a  junior  choir  was  intro- 
duced in  Sunday  School  opening.  The 
problem  was  how  to  appeal  to  boys,  as 
well  as  girls,  for  I  was  sure  the  typical 
boy  would  pass  the  idea  off  as  being 
"sissy." 

"All  children,  grades  one  througli  i 
six.  stand  up."  "If  you  don't  like  to  be 
with  other  kids,  sit  down."  "If  you

don't  like  to  have  a  good  time,  sit 
down."  "If  you  don't  like  to  play 
games,  sit  down."  "If  you  don't  like  to 
eat,  sit  down."  "You  hear  that  you 
should  be  doing  something  for  Jesus. 
If  you  don't  wish  there  were  some- 
thing you  could  do  for  Him,  sit 
down."  "If  you  don't  like  any  kind  of 
music,  sit  down."  (I  held  my  breath  on 
this  carefully  worded  question!)  "If 
you  are  not  in  grades  three,  four,  five, 
or  six,  sit  down."  Sixteen  boys  and 
girls  were  left  standing.  As  I  explained, 
two  teachers  taped  a  cut-out  eighth 
note  that  said  "5:00  TONIGHT"  on 
each  child's  lapel.  This  was  a  reminder 
and  a  way  of  stirring  up  interest 
throughout  the  rest  of  the  church. 
That  first  night  we  had  sixteen  chil- 


dren present— seven  girls  and  nine 
boys! 

That  little  group  was  faithful,  and 
we  had  a  rewarding  year  and  a  half 
together  in  that  little  Iowa  church;  so  I 
didn't  hesitate  very  long  to  become  in- 
volved with  junior  choir  upon  return 
to  our  home  in  Winona  Lake.  The 
junior  choir  here  was  already  well 
established  and  easy  to  work  with. 

Kids  Korale  (as  the  children  re- 
named themselves  this  year)  learns  a 
theme  song  for  each  new  year.  At  5 
p.m.  sharp  each  Sunday  this  theme  is 
played  on  the  piano  as  the  signal  that 
sends  thirty  boys  and  girls  scurrying  to 
their  seats.  The  second  time  through 
everyone  joins  in  singing  it,  and  any 
member  who  comes  in  after  the  sing- 
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The  bulletin  board  contains  announcements 
of  current  interest  and  generally  centers 
on  a  seasonal  theme. 


ing  of  the  theme  song  begins  is  con- 
sidered tardy  and  loses  points  for  that 
day. 

Point  System  Is  Vital 

The  point  system  is  a  lot  of  work, 
and  in  a  sense  trivial,  but  I've  found  it 
vital  to  the  health  of  the  group  and  a 
real  boost  to  regular  attendance.  It  is 
presented  as  something  the  children 
may  become  involved  in  if  they  wish, 
but  is  not  mandatory.  For  attendance, 
punctuality,  performance,  and  memo- 
rization of  at  least  the  first  verse  of 
our  hymn  of  the  month  the  Korale 
member  can  accumulate  enougli  points 
to  earn  a  copy  of  our  church  hymnal 
with  his  name  inscribed  in  gold  on  the 
cover. 

Because  sickness,  family  trips,  and 
so  forth,  can  cause  the  child  to  miss 
rehearsals  for  reasons  beyond  his  con- 
trol, other  methods  of  acquiring  points 
are  suggested.  And  this  is  where  the 
competition  comes  in.  Since  individual 
interests  vary,  opportunity  is  given  to 
make  up  points  in  different  ways.  But 
some  eager  beavers  will  do  EVERY- 
THING suggested  for  the  month  and 
then  some.  Extra  points  may  be  ac- 
cumulated for  learning  additional 
verses  of  the  hymn  of  the  month,  for 
having  one's  family  sing  this  hymn  at 
home  sometime  during  the  month,  for 
writing  original  songs,  for  attending 
other  sacred  choir  concerts,  for  reports 
on  composers  we've  studied,  or  for  fill- 
ing out  a  worksheet  (crossword  puzzle, 
and  so  forth)  on  a  topic  we've  been 
studying.  A  favorite  activity  is  to  draw

pictures  illustrating  the  hymn  of  the 
month  (limit  five  per  month). 

After  several  weeks  of  discussion  on 
Isaac  Watts,  whose  hymns  were  often 
poetic  paraphrases  of  Scripture,  I  sug- 
gested that  each  child  write  a  poem 
based  on  his  favorite  Scripture  verse. 
The  response  was  beautiful.  Consider 
these  few:

A  boy  or  girl  who  brings  a  friend  to 
Korale  can  earn  one  hundred  points 
the  first  time  he  comes  and  four  hun- 
dred more  if  he  comes  three  times  in  a 
row  and  becomes  a  member  himself. 

A  choir  member  of  the  month  is 
selectd  (based,  of  course,  on  the  higli- 
est  accumulation  of  points  for  the 
month)  and  that  person  has  his  picture 
displayed  for  the  next  month  and  re- 
ceives a  nice  trophy  in  a  public  presen- 
tation at  the  end  of  the  year.  The 
choir  member  of  the  year  is  also 
chosen  and  receives  a  larger  trophy. 
Boys  and  girls  who  have  already  re- 
ceived their  own  hymnal  in  a  previous 
year  are  presented  gift  certificates  to  a 
Christian  bookstore.  This  year  the 
awards  presentation  was  on  Mother's 
Day  and  many  boys  and  girls  had  ar- 
ranged to  have  their  mothers'  names 
engraved  on  a  second  hymnal  which 
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Sharon  White  will  be  directing  the  junior  choir  at  national  conference  this  August  in  Winona 
Lake  for  children  in  grades  3-6. 


they  then  presented  to  her.  One  young 
lad  earning  his  first  hymnal  insisted 
that  his  mother's  name  be  put  on  it. 

Keeping  It  Simple 

Musically,  we  keep  things  quite 
simple.  Not  much  time  is  spent  drilling 
on  the  fundamentals  of  music,  except 
as  musical  symbols  occur  in  the  music 
we're  singing. 

The  songs  are  kept  simple,  too. 
Eleven  sixth  graders  "graduated"  last 
year,  so  we  currently  have  a  rather 
young  group  of  singers. 

There  is  a  lot  of  music  available  for 
children's  choirs  now.  What  one  uses, 
of  course,  depends  on  the  size  and 
capabilities  of  the  particular  group.  A 
book  I  have  found  to  be  exceptionally 
useful  for  beginning  groups  is  Chil- 
dren's Unison  Choir  Volume  Two. 
Singspiration  has  a  whole  series  of 
Junior  Choir.  1 ,  2,  3.  4,  5,  6  and  Chil- 
dren's Choir,  1,  2,  3  Volumes.  But  I 
particularly  recommend  the  first  one 
mentioned  because  of  its  use  of  many 
already-familiar  songs,  simply  arranged 
with  deliglitful  Peterson-Decou  type 
piano  accompaniments.  (You  will  need 
a  capable  accompanist  with  this  book.) 
More  demanding  vocally,  but  well 
worth  the  extra  effort,  are  Mary  E. 
Caldwell's  compositions  in  her  col- 
lection, A  Singing  Faith,  published  by 
Word. 

Our  choir  includes  children  in 
grades  three  through  six.  If  younger 
children  are  included,  it  would  prob- 
ably be  better  to  plan  on  a  separate 


group  or  to  use  rote  teaching  exclu- 
sively. Sixth  graders  can  get  pretty 
restless  waiting  for  the  younger  chil- 
dren to  find  the  page  or  even  "where 
we  are"  on  the  page. 

Choir  can  be  a  lot  more  than  just 
singing.  Topics  we've  spent  time  con- 
sidering are  our  hymnal,  hymns  whose 
words  are  based  directly  on  Scripture, 
songs  based  on  the  Twenty-third  Psalm 
(the  number  and  range  of  styles  is 
amazing),  composers,  and  a  study  of 
the  doctrine  of  the  Trinity  evolving 
out  of  our  hymn  of  the  month,  "Come 
Thou  Almighty  King."  Two  idea 
sources  I've  found  to  be  invaluable  are 
Tlie  Children's  Choir,  Vols.  I  and  II  by 
Ruth  Jacobs  and  Nancy  Tufts,  and  a 
very  good  series  of  quarterly  music 
publications  by  the  Sunday  School 
Board  of  the  Southern  Baptist  Conven- 
tion entitled  "The  Music  Leader," 
"Young  Musicians,"  and  "Music 
Makers." 

A  successful  Kids  Korale  is  a  team- 
work effort.  Parents,  who  learn  of 
activities  from  the  monthly  newsletter 
they  receive  in  the  mail,  assist  with 
transportation,  cookies,  and  general 
support.  Choir  mothers  help  greatly  in 
matters  of  record  keeping,  discipline, 
and  traffic  management. 

But  it's  a  ministry  and  an  activity 
well  worth  the  effort.  Hopefully,  the 
Heavenly  Choir  will  someday  be  just  a 
bit  better  because  of  junior  choir  ac- 
tivities down  here,  including  the 
points,  pizzas,  and  ants  on  the  choir 
room  floor.  # 
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Are  Trustees  Obsolete? 


The  Board  of  Trustees  of  Grace 
College  and  Seminary  can  trace  its 
organizational  ancestry  back  to  the 
late  Middle  Ages  and  the  University  of 
Bologna  in  Northern  Italy.  The  early 
university  of  Europe  was  commonly 
either  a  union  of  professors  or  a  union 
of  students;  the  one  in  Bologna  was 
the  student  controlled  type  in  which 
the  young  men  (only  men  could  go  to 
college  in  those  days)  would  decide 
what  professors  they  wanted  to  hire 
and  what  they  wanted  them  to  teach. 
Classrooms  were  rented  and  the  stu- 
dents bought  food  and  lodging  from 
the  townspeople.  This  arrangement 
had  clear  economic  advantages  for  the 
city  that  could  attract  a  large  universi- 
ty, but  it  also  led  to  various  kinds  of 
"gouging"  by  the  local  merchants  and 
innkeepers.  To  protect  themselves  the 
student  union  would  resort  to  threat- 
ening the  removal  of  the  university  to 
another  city  if  rent  became  too  high  or 
food  not  palatable. 

To  keep  the  balance  of  power  in 
the  middle,  the  people  of  Bologna  also 
banded  together  into  a  union  of  their 
own  which  gradually  came  to  have  also 
served  to  guarantee  the  independence 
of  the  university.  The  same  idea  of  an 
external  board  of  control  was  used  by 
the  Calvinists  in  Geneva.. The  idea  was 
well  known  in  the  Northern  British 
Isles  and  was  brought  to  America  by 
the  early  Puritans  who  founded  Har- 
vard College  in  1636  to  provide  a 
trained  clergy  for  the  colonists.  But 
Harvard  soon  became  a  faculty- 
controUed  institution  and  it  was  Yale, 
early  in  the  next  century,  that  really 
set  the  pattern  for  the  control  of  the 
early  American  colleges  with  an  ex- 
ternal board.  The  more  liberal  stance 
of  Harvard  as  compared  with  Yale 
seems  directly  attributable  to  the  lack 
of  conservative  pressure  from  an  ex- 
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ternal  board. 

By  the  time  of  the  Revolutionary 
War  the  Presbyterians  had  founded 
Princeton,  the  Congregationalists  had 
started  Dartmouth,  the  Baptists  had 
begun  the  College  of  Rliode  Island  at 
Providence,  and  the  Dutch  Reformed 
had  formed  the  Queen's  College  at 
New  Brunswick.  The  idea  was  strongly 
held  that  a  college  was  responsible  to  a 
board  which  acted  as  agent  for  the 
founding  and  supporting  constituency 
and  for  the  society  in  general.  Almost 
all  of  the  approximately  700  colleges 
that  tried  and  died  before  the  Civil 
War  were  of  this  pattern,  as  are  the 
182  colleges  that  have  survived  from 
that  era.  The  role  of  "agent  of  the 
community"  is  the  primary  role  of  the 
board  of  trustees  of  a  school  like 
Grace.  The  trustees  represent  the  inter- 
est of  the  American  society,  the  evan- 
gelical community  in  general,  and  the 
Grace  Brethren  community  in  particu- 
lar. It   is   a  significant,  time-honored 


and  vital  role.  It  demands  firm  ortho- 
doxy, lofty  vision,  and  common  sense. 

Trustees  and  Conservatism 

Must  trustees  be  old-fashioned, 
slow-moving  conservatives?  Though 
this  description  is  a  bit  exaggerated,  it 
is  not  hard  to  see  how  the  primary 
task  of  the  trustees  naturally  produces 
a  conservative  board  composition.  The 
college  exists  to  perpetuate  certain 
basic  Christian  values  and  the  trustees 
have  the  job  of  making  sure  the  col- 
lege's purpose  is  fulfilled.  Trustees 
should  be  selected  and  judged  on  the 
basis  of  a  clear  understanding  of  this 
primary  role.  However,  the  board  of 
trustees  also  has  other  roles  laid  on  it, 
which  regularly  lie  in  direct  opposition 
to  the  role  of  agent  for  the  church. 
They  include  the  role  of  communica- 
tion bridge  between  community  and 
school,  the  role  of  barrier  between  the 
college  and  the  society,  and  the  role  of 
"court  of  last  resort"  for  the  collegiate 
community.  In  addition  to  these,  the 
trustees  must  personally  accept  the 
(Continued  on  page  22) 
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role  of  financial  provider  for  the 
skyrocketing  costs  of  maintaining 
quality  higher  education.  Considering 
what  trustees  are  asked  to  do,  it  is  no 
surprise  that  finding  and  holding  first- 
rate  trustees  is  a  high  priority  for 
Grace  College  and  Seminary. 

Public  or  Private? 

In  the  winter  of  1819  the  U.S. 
Supreme  Court  handed  down  the  most 
critical  landmark  decision  in  the  histo- 
ry of  higher  education  in  the  United 
States.  The  basic  question  was  whether 
Dartmouth  College  was  a  public  or 
private  institution.  Until  this  famous 
case,  all  colleges  were  considered  pub- 
lic corporations.  They  received  both 
charter  and  funds  from  the  state  legis- 
lature. When  the  legislature  of  New 
Hampshire  sought  to  take  effective 
control  of  the  college  and  to  make  a 
university  of  it,  the  trustees  went  to 
court,  putting  their  case  in  the  hands 
of  an  unknown  lawyer  named  Daniel 
Webster.  Legend  has  it  that  Webster's 
plea  for  Dartmouth  College  was  so 
powerful  that  even  the  Chief  Justice 
Marshall  himself  was  in  tears.  The  de- 
cision clearly  established  the  private 
nature  of  the  college  with  ultimate 
control  vested  in  the  trustees  and  not 
in  the  state.  The  Dartmouth  College 
case  left  the  colleges  alone,  not  only 
free  from  external  control  but  free 
from  public  financial  support  as  well. 
In  place  of  the  state  now  stood  the 
trustees  as  representatives  of  the  sup- 
porting community  and  agent  for  the 
sponsoring  church. 

If  a  college  is  to  merit  church  sup- 
port, it  must  actively  propogate  the 
values  of  that  supporting  church.  On 
the  other  side,  however,  the  trustees 
also  serve  to  shield  the  academic  enter- 
prise from  unwarrantable  outside  in- 
terference. The  college,  in  its  mandate 
to  conserve  the  basic  beliefs  and  values 
of  the  church,  must  guarantee  that  the 
meaning  and  application  of  those 
values  and  beliefs  are  kept  relevant  to 
the  real  needs  of  the  world.  One  of  the 
values  which  the  college  fosters  is  con- 
structive criticism  of  the  very  values  it 
teaches.  The  trustees,  then,  have  what 
is  often  called  a  "barrier  role"  in  addi- 
tion  to   their   role   as   "agent   of  the 


church."  The  trustees  must  make  sure 
that  no  unjustified  pressure  is  brought 
upon  the  teachers  and  learners  by  out- 
siders who  disagree  with  what  they  ob- 
serve in  the  college  or  seminary. 

Striking  the  Balance 

The  board  of  trustees  must  balance 
both  opposing  roles;  they  must  protect 
the  society  from  its  college,  and  they 
must  protect  the  college  from  its 
society.  Each  has  a  vital  interest  in  the 
other,  and  it  is  the  judgments  of  the 
trustees  which  determine  how  these 
often-conflicting  interests  should  be 
served.  One  of  the  toughest  problems 
in  this  area  is  the  offer  of  a  large  dona- 
tion  with  troublesome  strings  at- 
tached. It  is  natural  that  a  donor 
should  want  to  say  how  his  money 
should  be  used,  but  the  proposed  re- 
sult can  be  a  major  alternation  in  the 
school.  The  trustees  must  weigh  such 
matters  carefully.  Should  a  liberal  arts 
college  accept  the  establishment  of  an 
aerospace  institute  on  its  campus? 
Should  a'  seminary  accept  the  endow- 
ment of  a  chair  in  anthropology?  A 
donor  may  pay  for  the  building,  but 
can  the  college  afford  the  maintenance 
costs  for  the  next  hundred  years  and 
how  does  the  proposed  style  of  archi- 
tecture tit  into  the  existing  campus? 
Someone  has  to  decide.  Someone  must 
sit  between  the  college  and  the  rest  of 
the  world  to  provide  long-term,  stable 
policy  creation  and  development.  The 
trustees  have  that  job. 

Sitting  as  they  do  on  the  fence  be- 
tween the  college  and  the  community, 
the  trustees  also  can  serve  a  third  im- 
portant role,  that  of  "communication 
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bridge."  The  college  cannot  be  allowed 
to  lose  realistic  contact  with  the 
church  or  the  society,  and  the  insights 
and  advances  of  the  academic  com- 
munity must  constantly  be  made  avail- 
able to  the  church,  to  the  surrounding 
local  community,  and  to  the  world  at 
large.  The  need  for  constant  interplay 
and  ongoing  communication  is  ob- 
vious. Persons  in  the  academic  sphere 
are  normally  so  busy  talking  that  they 
do  not  listen  very  well;  they  are  so  in- 
volved in  extolling  their  latest  diag- 
nosis and  cure  that  they  cannot  hear 
society  trying  to  tell  where  it  hurts. 
The  role  of  "communications  bridge" 
is  one  that  trustees  corporately  and  in- 
dividually must  fulfill  because  of  their 
unique  position  of  close  contact  with 
both  school  and  society. 

Finally,  the  trustees  must,  on  rare 
occasions,  serve  as  a  "court  of  last  re- 
sort" for  the  academic  community.  In 
a  smoothly  working  school  this  need 
does  not  arise  very  often.  The  trustee's 
have  traditionally  delegated  academic 
programs  to  the  professors  and  the 
academic  dean,  student  affairs  to  the 
student  senate  and  the  dean  of  stu- 
dents, and  budget  and  finance  to  the 
development  officer  and  the  business 
manager.  The  trustees  establish  basic 
policy  in  these  areas  and  evaluate  the 
attempts  of  the  administrators  to 
achieve  the  stated  goals.  But  from  time 
to  time,  even  as  Paul  and  Barnabas 
could  not  agree  about  John  Mark, 
there  may  arise  issues  that  cannot  be 
satisfactorily  resolved  within  the 
school.  In  such  cases  the  board  must 
make  the  final  determination. 

Feeling  the  Pulse 

Agent  of  the  church,  barrier  for  the 
school,  communications  bridge,  and 
court  of  last  resort— these  are  the 
fundamental  roles  of  the  board  of 
trustees.  To  fulfill  all  these  roles  the 
trustee  needs  to  be  in  personal  contact 
with  key  individuals  of  the  faculty,  ad- 
ministration, staff,  and  student  body. 
He  needs  to  feel  the  pulse  of  the 
church  and  the  society:  and  he  needs 
to  understand  clearly  the  operation  of 
a  multimillion  dollar  educational 
operation. 

But  above  all,  trustees  need  to  be 
touched  by  your  prayers  .  .  .  and  by 
some  very  uncommon  grace  from  God.

Reflections  By  Still  Waters 


Out  of  the  Solution 
Comes  the  Problem 


Do  you  ever  look  for  the  solution 
to  a  problem  with  the  wishful  thought 
that  upon  finding  it  all  will  be  well? 
One  of  the  childhood  fantasies  which  I 
possessed  was  the  idea  that  if  one  par- 
ticular problem  could  be  solved,  all 
would  then  be  well.  For  instance- 
when  I  had  completed  the  book  report 
aU  the  world  would  be  a  brighter  place 
in  which  to  live.  So  the  day  the  report 
was  completed  the  teacher  assigned,  of 
all  things,  another  book  report! 
Though  it  wouldn't  be  due  for  thirty 
days-the  gloom  descended. 

Experience  teaches  us  that  as  we 
find  a  solution  to  a  problem,  we  only 
create  a  new  one.  This  is  not  always 
bad;  let  me  illustrate.  Suppose  there 
was  a  church  that  was  not  very  active 
in  its  labors— contented  to  be  com- 
placent. One  day  it  caught  a  vision  of 
work  to  be  done  for  the  Lord  and  this 
nice,  little,  one-room  church  started  to 
grow.  The  Lord  be  praised!  But  out  of 
the  solution  evolves  problems.  The 
walls  are  soon  being  pushed  out  by  the 
crowds.  Perhaps  a  building  program  is 
in  order.  Where  is  the  money  coming 
from  to  put  up  a  new  building?  The 
natural  solution  taken  by  a  previously 
nonactive  church  has  created  a  real 
problem.  But  there  are  other  "growing

pains"— the  need  for  more  Sunday 
School  teachers  to  teach  the  new  stu- 
dents, perhaps  the  church  officiary 
should  be  enlarged,  a  maintenance 
man  hired,  ad  infinitum. 

This  revived  church  has  solved  the 
problem  of  pleasing  the  Lord,  but  will 
it  solve  the  problem  of  pleasing 
people?  It  is  surprising  how  many 
human  beings  there  are  who  do  not 
like  change.  A  revived  church  can  be  a 
threat  to  unrevived  church  members. 
It  is  a  case  of  oil  and  water  having 
great  difficulty  in  mi.xing.  There  is  al- 
ways the  possibility  of  new  members 
who  are  on  fire  for  the  Lord  upsetting 
the  "comfortable"  members  of  the 
congregation.  After  all,  if  you  have 
been  a  deacon  for  thirty  years  there  is 
just  the  possibility  the  congregation 
might  get  carried  away  and  elect  one 
of  those  new  soul-winning  people  to 
the  official  board.  That  could  cause 
problems,  and  remember  we  are  al- 
ways looking  for  solutions. 

Has  it  ever  occurred  to  you  that  we 
are  going  about  this  whole  thing  in  the 
wrong  way?  Maybe  we  are  not  looking 
for  solutions  at  all.  Just  maybe,  we  are 


looking  for  the  easy  way  out  of  doing 
things.  Probably  we  are  most  con- 
cerned about  our  own  personal  com.- 
fort.  Life  is  made  up  of  the  doers  and 
the  non-doers.  Ease  is  the  path  of  least 
resistance  and  the  fiesh  likes  to  take 
that  particular  direction. 

The  Word  of  God  has  a  great  deal 
to  say  about  the  blessings  of  trials  and 
problems.  It  is  the  experience  of 
seeing  God  work  in  the  midst  of  ad- 
versity that  strengthens  the  believer 
and  causes  him  to  assume  greater  ad- 
ventures for  God.  We  seek  the  safe 
haven  of  security,  thus  avoiding  ad- 
venturing into  the  waters  of  oppor- 
tunity for  God.  Many  people  will  have 
their  names  written  in  the  Lamb's 
Book  of  Life,  but  will  miss  being 
added  to  the  list  of  God's  Heroes  of 
Faith.  There  is  a  difference  between 
being  a  child  of  God  and  being  an 
active,  growing,  maturing,  God- 
pleasing  person. 

The  willingness  to  move  out  for  the 
Lord  is  often  what  makes  one  church 
so  different  from  another.  Some  are 
ready  to  accept  the  risk  of  adventuring 
for  God.  1  don't  like  the  word  "risk," 
with  all  its  implications,  but  it  does 
say  at  least  that  when  we  move  out  by 
faith  we  expose  ourselves  to  problems 
and  difficulties  that  are  not  found 
when  we  sit  back  and  wait. 

A  further  example  of  problems  aris- 
ing from  a  solution  is  the  matter  of 
salvation.  When  we  accept  Christ  as 
Saviour  the  most  important  problem 
in  life  is  solved.  We  are  eternally  saved 
in  Christ  Jesus  and  our  sin  is  forgiven. 
However,  this  experience  presents  the 
new  problem  of  living  for  the  Lord. 
We  often  make  the  mistake  of  telling 
people  that  all  will  be  well  when  they 
are  saved.  Contrary  to  this  idea,  our 
daily  living  teaches  there  will  be  new 
temptations  to  face  and  difficult  bat- 
tles to  be  fought  and  won.  Yet,  in 
Christ  the  new  situations  are  minimal. 
The  Apostle  Paul  said:  "I  reckon  that 
the  sufferings  of  this  present  time  are 
not  worthy  to  be  compared  with  the 
glory  which  shall  be  revealed  in  us" 
(Rom.  8: 18). 

Let  us  make  certain  when  we  talk 
about  solving  the  problem  we  mean 
we  want  things  to  be  right.  Determine 
to  look  at  what  can  be  done  for  God 
and  be  willing  to  cheerfully  accept 
total  involvement  even  though  it  will 
bring  unforeseen  events.  No  battle  is 
won  when  the  soldiers  stay  at  home.

Dear  Mission  Field: 

Under  separate  cover  we  are  sending  the  missionary  you  ordered.  We  deeply 
regret  the  delay  in  shipment,  but  production  of  this  model  is  slow,  due  to  the 
spiritual  condition  of  the  age  and  the  difficulty  of  obtaining  all  the  quahty  parts 
that  must  be  present  in  the  finished  product.  We  are  reluctant  to  admit  it  but  feel 
that  in  the  interests  of  maintaining  your  goodwill,  we  must  advise  that  in  some 
cases  we  have  been  forced  to  accept  parts  that  have  not  been  sufficiently  tested 
due  to  the  fact  that  it  is  impossible  to  duphcate  field  conditions  in  every  respect. 

In  order  for  your  missionary  to  function  properly,  please  read  and  follow  the 
instructions.  The  breaking-in  period  is  of  the  utmost  importance.  Preliminary 
testings  have  already  been  carried  out  in  our  laboratories,  and  this  model  has 
passed  every  test.  However,  please  be  advised  that  these  machines,  although  made 
of  the  most  durable  materials,  are  in  some  respects  most  delicate.  It  will  be 
tempting  to  "see  what  it  is  made  of"  by  subjecting  to  rigorous  tests— we  advise 
that  you  refrain  from  such  actions  during  the  initial  operation.  The  sound  of  the 
human  voice,  especially  if  not  in  the  dialect  used  in  our  laboratories,  can  have 
a  most  undesirable  effect  on  the  proper  functioning  of  a  machine.  The  unfamiliar 
surroundings,  the  different  ways  of  doing  things  from  the  normal  practice  of  our 
technicians,  and  even  changes  in  climate  have  caused  erratic  behavior  in  some 
models. 

We  regret  that  our  technology  has  not  advanced  to  the  point  of  perfection,  but 
please  do  not  be  discouraged.  You  are  getting  the  best,  the  most  advanced  and 
most  dependable  instrument  that  personal-support  money  can  buy.  The  most 
practical  aspect  of  this  is  that  your  missionary  usually  improves  with  age.  Once  the 
initial  shock  is  adjusted,  you  can  expect  long  and  efficient  service.  Patience, 
understanding,  and  love  (in  spite  of  idiosyncrasies)  will  go  a  long  way  to  help 
your  missionary  make  the  proper  adjustments  to  good  performance.

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MISSIONARY 
MOTIVES 


A  person  who  goes  only  to  meet  a  need  without  that 
personal  sense  of  direction  and  call  all  too  easily 
degenerates  into  someone  who  imagines  that  he  does 
God  a  favor  by  offering  himself! 


"I  am  going  to  Africa,"  said  the 
young  missionary  recruit  as  he  gave  his 
testimony,  "because  Christ  has  com- 
manded us  to  go— and  that  leaves  me 
no  choice!"  This  statement  may  ap- 
pear too  generalized  to  be  typical  of 
the  true  call  of  God,  but  it  illustrates  a 
fundamental  principle  of  which  we 
have  largely  lost  sight  in  organized 
Christian  circles  today.  In  an  age  of 
specialization,  the  tendency  is  to  think 
that  we  can  only  be  "called"  if  we 
have  some  particular  ability  to  meet  a 
specific  need.  We  have  to  get  back  to 
first  principles  and  ask  ourselves  is  this 
in  itself  the  basic  motive  for  engaging 
in  missionary  work? 

This  is  especially  needful  today. 
The  time  was  when  the  missionary 
went  out  with  the  protection  and 
often  seeming  to  wield  the  authority 
of  some  foreign  colonial  power.  Fortu- 
nately this  is  no  longer  the  case.  In 
most  lands  now,  increasing  restrictions 
by  sovereign  and  sometimes  antago- 
nistic governments  are  forcing  a  return 
to  New  Testament  simplicity  and  prac- 
tice, involving  not  only  identification 
with  the  people  but  with  the  Lord  in 
His  rejection.  This  can  only  be  fulfilled 
by  those  who  are  sure  of  their  God 
and  His  call,  and  are  utterly  given  to 
Him  for  the  accomplishment  of  His 
purposes. 

Wrong  Motives 

All  too  often  wrong  motives  are  ex- 
hibited which  will  bring  eventual  disil- 
lusionment and  perhaps  shipwreck.  It 
is  all  too  easy  for  a  young  man  or 
woman  to  be  caught  up  in  a  desire  for 
the  praise  of  others.  To  "do  something 
worthwhile"  is  commendable,  but  it  is 
inadequate  to  carry  a  person  through 
when  faced  with  the  difficulties 
abroad  today.  To  spend  your  life 
working  amongst  and  overcoming  race 
hatred  and  religious  intolerance  in  the 
turbulent  nations  of  the  world  in  these 
days  requires  not  a  fast-fading  glamor 
but  a  burning  conviction  issuing  from 
the  hand  of  God  upon  your  soul.  To 
land  in  a  situation  for  which  one  is  not 
called  or  equipped  is  to  make  havoc  of

one's  own  life  and  jeopardize  others  in 
the  process. 

Some  perhaps  are  moved  by  a  sense 
of  pity  for  the  underdeveloped.  This 
may  be  a  good  reason  for  joining  the 
Peace  Corps  or  the  World  Health  Or- 
ganization, but  mere  humanitarianism 
is  insufficient  for  the  spiritual  battles 
involved  in  the  Lord's  service.  Besides, 
however  honorable  our  intentions  may 
be,  those  to  whom  such  aid  is  given 
paradoxically  resent  it  deep  down  be- 
cause it  emphasizes  their  backward 
position. 

Then  there  is  the  danger  of  thinking 
that  to  become  a  missionary  must  be 
the  peak  of  Christian  experience— a 
sort  of  evidence  that  one  has  "arrived" 
spiritually.  This  is  the  more  subtle  in 
the  lives  of  those  with  a  Christian 
family  background  who  may  desire  to 
become  missionaries  because  they 
think  that  others  expect  it  of  them,  or 
who  may  be  pushed  into  full-time  ser- 
vice by  loving  friends  or  relations  lest 
it  appear  that  they  have  failed.  It  is 
comparatively  easy  for  such  to  con- 
vince others  by  using  the  correct 
cliches  that  they  have  a  "calling"— 
though  without  having  counted  the 
cost.  Their  spiritual  immaturity  and 
lack  of  a  personal  dependence  upon 
God  is  a  liability  rather  than  a  help  to 
the  work. 

Subtle  Dangers 

Though  we  may  readily  recognize 
praise,  pity  and  pride  as  false  motives, 
there  are  certain  attitudes  involved  in  a 
true  call  which  will  obscure  the  real 
issue  if  they  become  over-emphasized. 

Some  may  feel  a  compelling  sense 
of  duty,  like  our  missionary  recruit 
above.  Of  course  we  are  not  our 
own— we  have  been  bought  with  a 
price  and  our  orders  have  been  given, 
"Go!"  But  God  has  a  place  and  a  pur- 
pose for  each  one  of  us  within  the 
framework  of  that  "Go"  which  is  His 
will  for  our  lives.  This  can  only  be 
found  in  His  company,  and  as  we  walk 
with  Him  we  shall  find  that  He  does 


not  regard  us  as  servants  but  friends, 
"workers  together  with  Him,"  and  the 
love  this  inspires  will  transform  duty 
into  a  blessed  relationship.  Without  de- 
votion, mere  duty  becomes  drudgery, 
and  the  temptation  is  to  serve  Him 
with  an  eye  to  the  rewards  rather  than 
out  of  love  and  obedience  to  His  will. 

Again,  the  missionary  call  involves 
an  overwhelming  burden  for  the  lost. 
The  tremendous  needs  of  a  shrinking 
world  with  its  population  explosion, 
resurgent  religions  and  expanding 
Communist  influence  all  combine  to 
make  the  words  ring  in  our  ears  with 
new  meaning,  "And  how  are  they  to 
believe  in  Him  of  whom  they  have 
never  heard?"  Christians  today  certain- 
ly need  to  look  more  than  ever  on  the 
whitened  fields,  and  as  our  prayerful 
interests  deepens,  we  should  become 
exercised  as  to  our  personal  responsi- 
bility. But  a  person  who  goes  only  to 
meet  a  need  without  that  personal 
sense  of  direction  and  call  all  too 
easily  degenerates  into  someone  who 
imagines  that  he  does  God  a  favor  by 
offering  himself! 

Others  may  feel  that  the  only  true 
basis  for  missionary  service  is  our  love 
for  the  Lord.  This  is  a  valid  essential, 
but  it  is  possible  that  our  desire  to 
show  our  love  to  Him  becomes  a 
means  to  an  end,  or  more  tragically  to 
lose  our  first  love  and  to  begin  think- 
ing in  terms  of  our  sacrifice.  It  is  a 
slippery  step  to  go  from  this  look- 
what-I'm-doing  attitude  to  becoming 
critical  of  others  with  a  consequential 
souring  of  one's  whole  ministry. 

Divine  Purpose 

These  situations  occur  so  often  that 
they  show  how  easily  attitudes  can  be- 
come twisted  and  a  sense  of  true  pur- 
pose lost.  But  our  discussion  thus  far 
has  been  only  on  the  level  of  our  per- 
sonal feelings,  and  here  we  make  the 
greatest  mistake  of  all.  Though  our 
guidance  and  calling  must  of  necessity 
be  subjective,  our  motivation  is  on  a 
higher  plane.  The  compelling  force  be- 
hind all  missionary  work  is  summa-

ized  they  did  not  know  just  where  the 
vehicle  should  go  and  began  to  pray 
that  the  Lord  would  direct  them  to 
the  right  people  or  mission  board. 

A  friend  in  the  same  business,  Mr. 
Dean  England,  suggested  that  he 
would  like  to  consult  his  pastor,  Rev. 
Gerald  Kelley  of  the  Middlebranch, 
Ohio,  church.  This  he  did,  and  Pastor 
Kelley  called  the  Foreign  Missions  of- 
fice and  gave  the  information  to  Ad- 
ministrative Assistant  Ray  Thompson. 
The  result  was  that  the  Keith  Altigs 
went  to  see  the  Davenports  and  told 


them  of  the  proposed  expansion  of  the 
work  in  Brazil.  The  Davenports,  who 
were  not  acquainted  with  the  Brethren 
work,  were  informed  of  the  Bible- 
believing,  fundamental  nature  of  the 
ministry.  They  agreed  to  continue  to 
make  it  a  matter  of  earnest  prayer 
since  they  were  deeply  concerned  that 
the  gift  would  really  be  used  in  the 
proclamation  of  the  Gospel  and  to  the 
glory  of  God. 

During  this  time  the  Brazil  Field 
Council  personnel  had  been  concerned 
about  the  matter  of  transportation  for 
the  new  venture  and  George  Johnson 
had  written  a  letter  which  we  received 
the  very  day  we  went  to  see  the  car, 
asking  about  our  plans  and  desires  in 
this  respect.  The  people  on  the  field 
did  not  know  whether  to  repair  an  old 
automobile,  or  if  we  were  raising 
money  for  a  new  one,  or  just  what  the 
situation  was,  and  asked  for  answers  to 
these  questions.  The  congregation  at 
the  Winona  Lake  church  made  this  a

matter  of  prayer  in  the  midweek  ser- 
vice, and  it  was  remembered  at  the 
men's  prayer  breakfast  on  Saturday 
morning. 

Monday  morning  Mr.  Davenport 
called  to  say  that  the  Lord  had  laid  it 
upon  their  hearts  to  give  the  Scout  to 
us  for  our  use  in  the  TransAmazon 
Highway  ministry  and  they  would  de- 
liver it  to  us  on  Thursday.  Thursday 
morning  the  Davenports  delivered  the 
"wheels"  and  all  that  went  with  them 
to  us  for  our  use  in  the  ministry  of 
making  Christ  known  in  the  newly  de- 
veloping "ends  of  the  earth"  of  the 
Amazon  Valley. 

And  so  we  have  this  equipment, 
with  a  sticker  value  of  nearly  five 
thousand  dollars.  It  is  exactly  what  is 
needed  for  the  work  we  intend  to  do 
for  the  Lord  in  this  new  region.

rized  by  John  when  he  stated  that  "for 
the  sake  of  the  Name  they  went  forth" 
(III  John  7).  This  is  the  supreme 
motive. 

The  Lord  Jesus  Christ  has  been 
given  a  Name  which  is  above  every 
name— a  Name  which  has  come  to 
mean  everything  to  us  though  still  un- 
known to  millions.  Our  concern  for 
the  honor  of  His  Name  is  expressed  in 
our  practical  concern  for  those  around 


us.  The  cry  of  the  burdened  heart  is 
"Lord,  what  wilt  thou  have  me  to 
do?"  God's  call  to  such  a  one  is  un- 
mistakable and  a  divine  compulsion 
will  drive  him  forth  from  which  he 
dare  not  turn  aside,  and  which  will  sus- 
tain him  against  all  opposition. 

Wherever  it  may  be,  it  is  in  His 
Name  and  for  His  sake  we  go.  He  has 
commanded  us,  and  as  Dr.  Tozer  aptly 
put  it,  while  the  "no"  choice  may  be 
ours,  the  "yes"  choice  is  always  His.  #

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In  the  winter  season,  while  most  of 
you  in  the  States  are  seeking  means  to 
keep  warm,  our  thermometer  rarely 
falls  much  below  the  much-talked- 
about  sixty-eight  degrees.  We  don't 
have  to  be  concerned  about  the  fuel 
shortage  as  far  as  heating  our  homes  is 
concerned.  The  Lord  was  good  when 
He  made  this  part  of  the  world  with  a 
built-in  heating  system.  The  bigger 
concern  here  is  for  food.  For  diver- 
sion, and  exercise,  and  a  means  of  ob- 
taining fresh  vegetables,  I  spend  a  little 
time  in  my  garden  each  evening.  Last 
evening  I  was  raking  leaves  to  tidy  up 
the  area  when  a  bunch  of  bees  decided 
1  should  tend  to  my  own  business— the 
garden— so  they  took  after  me.  One 
left  its  stinger  in  my  neck.  Others  were 
more  kind  and  contented  themselves 
with  buzzing  about  my  head.  I  ran, 
snatched  off  my  head  scarf  and  tried 
to  chase  them.  They  were  stubborn  so 
I  just  covered  my  head  with  the  scarf 
and  let  them  buzz,  and  after  a  while 
they  all  left. 

So  far  the  garden  has  produced 
sparingly:  a  few  radishes,  a  handful  of 
green  beans,  two  beets  (beet  greens  are 
good,  too),  some  lettuce,  spinach, 
green  onions  and  cucumbers.  I  am 
thankful  for  these  things  for  the  Satur- 
day morning  market  in  front  of  my 
house  offers  almost  nothing  in  the  way 
of  vegetables  that  we  white  folk  think 


are  necessary  in  the  diet.  A.T.,  my 
faithful  helper,  took  it  upon  himself  to 
plant  a  couple  of  beds  in  the  garden  to 
the  sort  of  greens  that  the  Africans  eat 
with  their  manioc  mush.  He  prepared 
some  for  me  on  two  different  occa- 
sions, and  they  are  very  good.  Starchy 
foods  are  plentiful:  manioc  and  other 
roots,  rice,  different  sorts  of  grains  and 
seeds,  and  peanuts.  All  of  these  make 
for  good  eating,  but  they  put  on  the 
pounds  too  fast!  I  have  a  great  time 
experimenting  with  various  foods.  I 
have  all  sorts  of  flours  on  hand  and  the 
other  day  I  made  peanut  milk  and 
then  made  some  ice  cream  with  it.  De- 
licious. Any  health  food  fans  around? 
Come  on  over  and  I'll  show  you  a 
great  time. 

People  in  the  Bassai  area  are  blessed 
of  the  Lord  in  that  they  have  lots  of 
good  food  available.  They  must  work 
hard  for  it,  but  it  is  obtainable  to 
those  who  are  ambitious  and  have  a 
measure  of  health.  There  is  no  water 
shortage,  so  far.  There  are  streams  and 
springs  that  "never  go  dry"— so  they 
say.  But  spiritually  speaking,  there  is 
another  story.  Here,  too,  there  is  ade- 
quate provision;  the  people  have  had 
the  Word  of  God  for  years  and  they 
can  hear  a  variety  of  good  programs  on 
their  radios,  but  many  of  them  have 
been  on  a  starvation  diet  for  years.  In 
my  classes  I  find  that  many  of  them 
are  not  even  able  to  assimilate  the 
"milk"  of  the  Word.  The  result:  indif- 
ference toward  sin,  unconcern  for  the 
lost,  little  desire  to  partake  of  the 
"meat"  of  the  Word. 

It  seems  there  are  sparks  of  revival 
here  and  there  throughout  our  mission 
field,  but  I  fear  the  conditions  here  at 
Bassai  are  not  peculiar  to  Bassai.  In 
fact,  do  I  not  hear  a  similar  echo  com- 
ing from  our  beloved  USA?  We  must 
take  advantage  of  every  opportunity 
for  giving  out  the  Word.  "My  word 


shall  not  return  unto  me  void,"  our 
God  has  promised.  So  let  us  labor  on, 
for  "our  labor  is  not  in  vain  in  the 
Lord."  I  have  claimed  these  two  verses 
for  1974.  And  the  key  verse  for  the 
year  among  the  OTN  groups  here  is 
Luke  9:23:  "If  any  man  will  come 
after  me,  let  him  deny  himself,  and 
take  up  his  cross  daily,  and  follow 
me."  Our  Lord  not  only  gives  the  com- 
mands but  He  supplies  everything 
necessary  for  carrying  out  His  com- 
mands. If  we  don't  gain  the  victory  it 
isn't  His  fault. 

One  day  last  week  A.T.,  his  father, 
and  I  went  out  fifteen  kilometers  to 
where  we  thought  we  would  find  a  big 
market  in  progress.  We  found  nothing, 
no  activity.  The  cotton  market  had 
changed  things.  So  we  went  where 
they  were  buying  cotton.  There  was 
little  attraction  to  the  gospel  literature 
we  had  to  sell.  The  displays  of  colorful 
materials,  clothing,  toilet  articles, 
foodstuffs,  and  so  on,  were  more  at- 
tractive. We  stopped' at  the  general 
store  and  there  we  found  swarms  of 
children.  Many  of  them  bought  the 
little  Scripture  portions  that  sell  for 
five  francs  (about  two  and  a  half  cents). 

"My  word  shall  not  return  unto  me 
void,"  says  the  Lord.  Last  evening  I 
gave  some  of  these  Scripture  portions 
to  two  French  "adventurers"  as  they 
called  themselves.  They  have  been 
traveling  for  almost  a  year  by  bicycle 
through  Europe  and  Africa,  "looking 
for  something  better."  Maybe  they 
will  find  it  in  the  Scriptures.  Their  ap- 
pearance was  almost  frightening,  like 
wild  men.  I  was  glad  that  I  could  give 
them  a  cup  of  cold  water  in  the  name 
of  Christ,  and  a  portion  of  God's 
Word.  It  is  high  noon  just  now,  too 
hot  for  them  to  travel,  so  perhaps  as 
they  rest  they  are  taking  a  look  into 
the  Living  Word  which  indeed  has 
"something  better"  to  offer.  #

When  George  Peters  was  through  here  recently,  I 
settled  up  for  the  literature  1  had  taken  on  consignment.  I 
hope  to  go  to  one  more  conference  in  the  Beboura  district.

1  had  to  pick 
my  way  carefully— there  were  rivers  of  water  everywhere, 
but  we  were  all  so  happy  for  the  rain. 

We  have  had  quite  an  epidemic  of  stealing  lately.  There 
is  a  chicken  thief  at  Boguila.  He  steals  chickens  and  then 
sends  them  away  and  sells  them  so  he  can  have  something 
to  drink,  it  seems.  The  people  around  here  all  know  him 
and  he  has  been  in  jail  a  number  of  times  but  always  gets 
out.  When  1  got  back  from  my  classes,  my  big  red  rooster 
was  missing.  1  was  a  little  disturbed.  1  asked  Michel  if  it  had 
died  while  I  was  gone.  He  said:  "No,  I'm  sure  somebody 
stole  it.  I  also  missed  a  couple  of  my  hens."  1  put  a  lock  on 
the  chicken  house  and  notified  the  guard  to  be  on  the 
watch.  ...  I  guess  the  thief  has  also  taken  some  goats.  So 
there  is  always  something  to  make  things  lively. -Marv 
Cripe,  Boguila,  C.A.R.  ^

I  had 
heard  the  he  wasn't  feeling  well  either. 

"No,  Mademoiselle,  I  don't  think 
we  should  call  it  off.  I  have  worked 
hard  to  get  everything  arranged  for  the 
camp  and  now  am  saving  all  my  energy 
for  this  one  week." 

"How  many  girls  do  you  think  will 
come?"  1  asked  curiously. 

"Oh,  I  don't  know— perhaps  thirty 
or  so." 

"No,  we  couldn't  call  it  off  for 
thirty  girls,"  I  admitted.  So  I  went 
home  to  take  medicine  to  clear  up  the 
patches  in  the  throat  and  to  pray  that 


in  spite  of  me,  He  would  use  the  camp 
for  His  glory. 

On  Monday  afternoon  Mary  Cripe 
and  I  drove  about  five  kilometers  out 
from  Boguila  to  the  campsite,  a 
cleared  area  in  a  little  spot  of  jungle 
still  standing  in  mostly  "bush"  coun- 
try. Girls  had  been  arriving  since  the 
evening  before  and  had  their  grass 
houses  in  various  stages  of  construc- 
tion. One  was  already  completed  and 
seven  others  were  underway  and  space 
was  being  prepared  for  another  one.  I 
remarked  to  Nganawara  that  it  was  a 
lovely  campsite,  and  it  was  then  that 
he  told  me  about  the  water  spirit. 

"We  almost  didn't  locate  in  this 
spot,"  he  said.  "When  I  went  around 
to  the  churches  and  told  them  where 
the  camp  was  to  be  located,  lots  of 
people  objected  because  this  spot  used 
to  be  a  grove  dedicated  to  the  water 
spirits.  In  rainy  season  there  is  a  water- 
fall here.  It  was  something  unusual  in 
this  area,  so  people  came  to  pray  to  it 
and  to  take  oaths  in  its  name.  Up  until 
ten  years  ago  you  couldn't  come  here 
without  seeing  white  chickens  all  over 
the  place  which  had  been  given  as  of- 
ferings." Matthieu  continued:  "I  told 
the  pastors  and  the  girls  it  was  time  we 
quit  fearing  the  spirits  and  instead  to 
trust  God,  the  great  Holy  Spirit,  and 
use  this  spot  as  a  place  to  glorify 
Him." 

So  it  came  to  pass  that  we  had  a 
Christian  camp  on  the  very  spot  pre- 
viously used  for  spirit  worship.  Our  ex- 
pected thirty  campers  turned  out  to  be

a  grand  group  of  one  hundred  and 
forty,  and  God  gave  us  a  good  week. 
Nganawara  gave  lessons  on  what  it 
means  to  let  your  light  shine.  I  gave  a 
series  of  six  messages  on  "What  God  is 
like."  Mary  Cripe  taught  a  class  in 
preparation  for  marriage  and  also  a 
sewing  class.  The  girls  learned  several 
new  songs,  and  it  was  thrilling  to  hear 
their  voices  around  the  campfire  at 
night-"Jesus  Is  My  Light"-echoing 
through  the  trees.  They  memorized 
Philippians  2:5-11  and  these  verses  be- 
came more  precious  to  me  as  the  girls 
repeated  them:  ".  .  .  That  at  the  name 
of  Jesus  every  knee  should  bow  .  .  . 
and  that  every  tongue  should  confess 
that  Jesus  Christ  is  Lord,  to  the  glory 
ofGod  the  Father."  #

For  the  month  of  April  the  church  averaged  the  highest 
numerical  attendance  in  its  7  years  of  existence-94  in 
morning  attendance,  and  74  average  in  Sunday  School.  "All 
things  [even  fires!]  work  together  for  good.  .  .  ."  James 
Willett,  pastor. 

Sunnyside,  Wash.  Highlights  from  a  recent  congregational 
business  meeting  included-The  purchase  of  a  Grand  Ebony 
Mason-Hamblin  piano  in  a  "package  deal"  with  the  new 
Allen  organ  realizing  a  savings  of  about  53,000  .  .  .  Total 
giving  for  the  first  quarter  of  the  year  was  534,120.  (Thought 
to  be  the  highest  in  the  history  of  the  church) .  .  .  During  the 
quarter  there  were  21  decisions  for  Christ  recorded,  and  19 
additions  to  the  church,  bringing  the  total  membership  to 
359.  John  Terrell,  pastor. 

Brookville,  Ohio.  "Twelve  years  ago  today  [May  5]  there 
were  21  who  met  for  Sunday  School  and  church  at  Golden 
Gate  Park.  This  nucleus  was  the  beginning  of  the  Brookville 
Grace  Brethren  Church  .  .  .  Today  we  marvel  at  what  God  has 
done  through  the  years.  Membership  recorded  on  the  1973 
statistical  blank  is  260  .  .  .  Praise  the  Lord."  Clair  Brickel, 
pastor. 

Waynesboro,  Pa.  Mr.  B.  L.  Stains  received  a  42-year  pin  for 
attendance  in  Sunday  School  and  recalls  from  the  past  the 
year  he  failed  to  earn  the  award  by  only  one  Sunday.  He  was 
in  Chicago  visiting  the  World's  Fair  and  became  ill.  A  strange 
doctor  gave  him  medicine  that  caused  him  to  sleep  till  noon 
on  Sunday! 

Now,  here  is  another  record.  (Who  can  beat  it?)  Mrs.  Grace 
Beyer  claims  52  years  of  almost-perfect  attendance.  The 
Sunday  School  record  system  used  at  the  First  Brethren 
Church  allows  two  absences  .  .  .  but  most  of  those  years  she 
had  no  absences.

Van  Nuys,  Calif.  (EP)-Publisher  George  Otis,  in  a  letter 

to  Emperor  Haile  Selassie  of  Ethiopia,  has  urged  the 

Christian  king  to  repent  of  his  country's  alignment  with 

Israel's  enemies  and  turn  instead  to  bless  the  sons  of 

Abraham.

Lutheran  Church-Missouri  Synod  controversy,  according  to

Dr.  Edwin  Weber,  synod  vice  president,  said  in  Omaha  that 

some  theologians  and  others  in  the  church  believe  that  man 

evolved  from  lower  forms  created  by  God. 

"This  side  says  that  God  created  a  little  something  and  from 

it  developed  by  mutation  and  other  means  what  we  have  to 

look  at  now  (man),"  Dr.  Weber  told  the  Omaha 

World-Herald. 

The  official  church  view,  which  Dr.  Weber  subscribes  to,  is 

that  "man  was  created  in  his  present-day  form  by  God.  This 

is  the  message  of  the  Biblical  creation  story,"  he  said. 

Dr.  John  Tietjen,  former  Concordia  Seminary  president  who 

was  ousted  Jan.  20  for  allegedly  teaching  false  doctrine, 

represents  the  faction  which  applies  evolving  research  on  the 

Bible  to  Lutheran  theology,  according  to  Dr.  Weber. 

Synod  President  Dr.  J.  A.  0.  Preus  represents  what  he  says 

is  the  traditional  belief  handed  down  by  the  Bible  and 

Reformation  leader  Martin  Luther. 

"Both  sides  contend  they  are  adhering  to  traditional  church 

theology,  but  acknowledge  the  issues  bog  down  in  academic 

terminology  when  there  are  discussions,"  Dr.  Weber  said.

New  York  (EP)-The  number  of  Americans  having  some 
rehgious  affiliation  has  leveled  out  at  62.4  percent. 
A  total  of  1 3 1 ,424,564  members  of  churches  and  synagogues 
is  reported  in  the  1974  Yearbook  of  American  and  Canadian 
Churches,  up  only  35,000  from  the  previous  tally-but  at  the 
same  percent  of  population  reported  a  year  earlier. 
If  any  trend  is  shown  by  the  new  figures,  the  National 
Council  said,  it  is  that  the  older,  so-called  "mainline 
Protestant"  denominations,  continue  to  lose  members  while 
theologically  conservative  or  strongly  evangelistic  groups  are 
generally  gaining. 

Statistics  reflected  in  the  1974  Yearbook  published  May  13 
by  Abingdon  Press,  are  largely  from  calendar  1972.  They 
were  supplied  by  223  religious  groups,  the  same  number 
reporting  for  the  1973  Yearbook. 

The  report  shows  71,648,521  Protestants;  48,640,427 
Roman  Catholics  (a  1 972  figure),  6,1 1 5,000  Jews  and 
3,739,620  members  of  Eastern  Churches. 
Between  1971  and  1972,  the  Yearbook  reports  that 
Mormons  registered  the  largest  percentage  membership  gain 
(2.5  percent)  of  the  17  largest  churches,  reaching  2,133,072. 
The  largest  decrease  was  5  percent  among  congregations  of 
the  American  Baptist  Churches,  which  dropped  to  1 ,484,393. 
Jehovah's  Witnesses  membership  increased  by  3.5  percent,  to 
anew  total  of  416,789. 

The  Southern  Baptist  Convention,  the  nation's  largest 
Protestant  denomination,  had  a  2  percent  increase,  moving 
to  slightly  more  than  1 2,000,000  in  the  period  covered  by 
the  Yearbook.  Roman  Catholic  increase  was  69,437,  or  0.1    " 
percent.

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Not  So  Bad 
After  All!

Being  a  missionary  kid  has  been  one  of  the 
most  exciting  and  rewarding  experiences  of 
my  life.  However,  I  have  not  always  felt 
this  way.  When  my  parents  first  talked  about 
spending  two  years  in  Africa,  I  thought  to 
myself,  "No  way!"  The  only  life  I  knew 
was  in  Rittman,  Ohio.  All  my  friends  were 
there.  Going  to  Africa  meant  a  whole  new 
world,  making  new  friends  and  adjusting  to  a 
new  way  of  living.  Eight  months  later,  there 
I  was,  standing  on  that  red  African  soil.  I 
discovered  it  was  not  so  bad,  after  all.  In 
fact,  I  kind  of  liked  it.  The  longer  we 
were  there,  the  more  attached  I  became  to 
the  missionaries,  the  Africans,  and  Africa 
itself. 

One  thing  that  really  stands  out  in  my 
mind  about  my  two  years  in  Africa  was  the 
opportunity  I  had  to  be  a  missionary  myself. 
1  often  wondered  what  God's  purpose  was  for 
me.  My  father  was  the  mission  doctor,  my 
mother,  the  station  hostess.  Where  did  I  fit 
in?  Surely  there  was  something  I  could  do. 
I  found  out  exactly  what  that  was  when  our 
dorm  parents  at  school  began  taking  us  out 
to  the  small  village  churches  on  Sunday 
mornings.  We  sang  and  played  instruments, 
gave  testimonies,  and  shared  Jesus  Christ 
with  the  people,  telling  what  He  meant  to 
us.  Although  I  did  not  understand  the 
language  well,  I  knew,  by  the  faces  of  the 
people,  how  interested  they  were  and  how 
thrilled  they  were  to  have  us  there. 

Something  I  have  noticed  about  almost 
everyone  that  goes  to  Africa  is  that,  no 


matter  who  they  are  or  how  long  they  stay, 
they  seem  to  contract  what  I  like  to  call 
"the  fever."  When  they  return  to  the 
States,  something  about  Africa  seems  to 
draw  them  back.  My  parents  have  "the  fever" 
and  are  right  now  preparing  to  go  back  to 
the  field.  I  have  it,  too.  I  do  not  know 
whether  or  not  the  Lord  is  calling  me  to 
Africa  as  a  missionary  as  yet,  but  I  know 
that  if  He  does,  1  want  to  be  ready  and 
willing.  ^

tor's  wife,  I  see  from  another  perspec- 
tive the  value  of  all  youth  being  active 
in  every  church  function  programmed 
for  them.  Not  to  show  up  should  be 
considered  an  insult  or  poor  manners. 
The  SMM  rule  of  attendance  is  very 
good  training.  An  SMM  girl  is  required 
to  call  her  leader  before  a  meeting  if 
unable  to  attend.  This  is  courteous  and 
respectful. 

Much  planning  goes  into  youth 
rallies,  socials,  and  district  summer 
camps.  These  activities  should  auto- 
matically be  put  into  the  schedule  of 
each  child,  and  no  question  asked  "if 
they  are  going.  To  keep  them  from  at- 
tending as  a  punishment  could  have 
similar  effect  to  keeping  one  home 
from  school  as  punishment.  The  ques- 
tion is  well  put:  "Which  bothers  you 
the  most— your  child  absent  from 
school,  or  your  child  absent  from  the 
youth  group  or  from  a  district  camp?" 

Second  to  Sunday  services,  district 
camps  and  Vacation  Bible  School  have 
recorded  the  most  decisions  for  Christ 
according  to  our  Fellowship  statistics. 
Do  you  insist  your  child  attend  camp 
and  Vacation  Bible  School?  Much 
prayer,  time,  and  work  is  put  into  the 
Sunday  School  lesson,  the  youth  meet- 
ing, SMM  program.  Boys  Brigade,  the 
sermons,  the  Valentine  party,  the  mis- 
sion meeting,  the  youth  rally  and  quiz 
team,  the  hayride,  district  camp. 
National  Youth  Conference,  and  on 
the  list  goes!  These  various  activities 
and  meetings  are  planned  with  youth 
in  mind,  and  parents  who  do  not 
strongly  encourage  (sometimes  insist!) 
their  child  to  attend  are  robbing  that 
child  from  a  total  spiritual  influence.

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shopping  'Round  the  World 


Have  you  ever  driven  across  town 
to  take  advantage  of  a  terrific  bargain? 
Perhaps  planning  a  trip  to  a  nearby 
city  had  its  start  when  you  read  about 
a  good  deal  in  a  store  located  there. 
Then  come  along  on  this  worldwide 
shopping  spree  and  make  your  pur- 
chases at  the  lowest  prices  available. 

First  stop  is  Argentina  for  ham- 
burger at  60c  a  pound.  Next,  to  Africa 
for  bananas  at  6c  a  pound.  While  in 
Africa  we  should  purchase  a  couple 
loaves  of  French  bread  for  16c  each. 
Swinging  up  to  France  we  can  add  to 
the  menu  by  choosing  two  pounds  of 
apples  for  25c,  Brazil  will  be  the  final 
stop  on  this  trip  and  we'll  get  some  of 
that  famous  coffee  for  75c  a  pound. 

Of  the  seven  mission  fields  served 
by  the  National  Fellowship  of  Breth- 
ren Churches,  only  four  were  men- 
tioned above.  There  are  some  places 
where  nothing  is  cheap!  The  prices 
above  are  by  no  means  the  general 
trend  in  those  countries  either.  Com- 
pare these  figures  with  those  in  your 
area  and  keep  in  mind  that  these  prices 
were  recorded  in  February  and  March. 
Most  letters  received  on  our  survey 
stated  that  prices  were  continually  ris- 
ing. 

Items  that  are  also  considered  basic 
are  available  at  quite  a  wide  range  of

prices.  Five  pounds  of  flour  is  25c  in 
Argentina  while  in  Puerto  Rico  one 
must  pay  $1.41.  Sugar  (5  lb.)  in  Brazil 
costs  73c  but  in  the  Central  African 
Republic  it  is  $1.55  for  the  cubed  vari- 
ety. That  secret  hiding  in  your  refriger- 
ator (otherwise  known  as  baking  soda 
in  the  two  pound  box)  is  64c  in 
Hawaii  and  $2.36  in  Argentina.  Ger- 
many and  Africa  do  not  have  this  for 
purchase. 

Salt  in  a  26  ounce  box  is  13c  in 
Puerto  Rico  and  98c  in  Germany.  One 
pound  of  butter  is  99c  in  Argentina 
and  $1.80  in  C.A.R.  Brazil  has  a 
pound  spread  that  is  half  butter  and 
half  margarine  for  60c.  The  average 
price  of  cheese  in  Argentina  is  85c  per 
pound  while  in  Germany  it  is  $2.10. 
The  average  price  in  France  is  very  dif- 
ficult to  judge  with  some  four  hundred 
superb  varieties  of  cheese  available! 
However,  it  was  determined  that  $  1 .20 
would  be  a  fair  estimate. 

Do  you  enjoy  your  half  hour  for 
lunch?  In  France  the  majority  of  of- 
fices and  factories  close  for  two  hours 
for  the  "big  meal"  at  noon.  They  eat 
one  course  at  a  time-terrific  for 
family  communication.  Shoppers  in 
France  also  enjoy  buying  on  the  open 


market  for  fresh  fruits  and  vegetables, 
although  the  supermarket  is  growing  in 
popularity  and  has  been  able  to  offer 
some  items  at  lower  prices. 

Markets  in  Hawaii  have  everything 
found  in  markets  on  the  mainland  plus 
more.  "Each  market  looks  like  an  in- 
ternational market  place!"  Puerto 
Rico  markets  also  are  like  ours.  "Prac- 
tically all  of  the  food  is  brought  in 
from  the  USA."  Sugar,  coffee,  pine- 
apple and  other  tropical  fruits  are  the 
crops  found  there.  When  asked  the 
price  of  heating  oil,  the  answer  was 
given  from  Puerto  Rico,  "We  never 
need  it.  Praise  the  Lord!" 

Now  that  some  basic  item  prices 
have  been  quoted,  let's  look  at  some 
shockers.  Beginning  in  Germany:  a 
pound  of  coffee  beans  sells  for  $4.32, 
a  pound  of  instant  coffee  is  $13.45 
(this  price  was  triple  checked!),  and 
stereo  records  are  selling  normally  for 
$8.  In  France  a  box  of  100  Kleenex 
costs  40c.  In  Argentina  a  quarter 
pound  instant  coffee  is  $1.37.  Canned 
peaches  in  Brazil  are  very  expensive  at 
51.50  and  the  projected  rise  in  gaso- 
line is  to  $1.07  per  gallon  by  the  end 
of  the  year. 

Convenience  plays  a  large  part  in 
the  American  shoppers"  buying,  but 
this  is  not  true  in  other  countries.  In

the  C.A.R.  most  things  are  made  from 
"scratch"— cakes,  biscuits,  pancakes 
and  even  peanut  butter!  Homemade 
ice  cream  is  a  necessity  there— a  small 
cone  costs  40c.  Frozen  vegetables  are 
priced  at  S2  a  box  and  head  lettuce 
that  must  be  imported  is  $1.08.  "We 
just  look.  We  don't  buy." 

Hawaii's  own  homegrown  produce 
is  keeping  pace  with  prices  elsewhere. 
Fresh  pineapples  are  59c  and  bananas 
sell  for  29c  a  pound.  "Can't  believe 
this!"  Hamburger  at  $1.09  per  pound 
is  the  cheap  kind  with  30  percent  fat. 
Puerto  Rican  coffee  that  is  produced 
locally  costs  as  much  as  what  the  im- 
ported kind  costs-$1.85  a  pound. 
This  is  by  Puerto  Rican  government 
decree.  A  quarter-pounder  hamburger 
in  this  tropical   paradise   would  cost

37c  (without  the  bun  and  all  the  trim- 
mings) with  hamburger  at  $1.49  per 
pound.  Powdered  milk  is  available  in 
26.5  ounce  containers  for  $1.95.  Try 
your  pocket  calculator  on  that  for  the 
common  four  pound  box  purchased 
here. 

Items  not  available  in  at  least  three 
out  of  the  seven  countries  include 
sweet  corn,  lima  beans,  peas,  most 
frozen  products,  and  "add-the-meat" 
boxed  dinners.  Each  country  has  its 
own  seasonal  produce  and  prices  will 
vary  with  abundance. 

Frugal  spending  is  not  easy  no  mat- 
ter where  you  live.  Evidently,  inflation 
knows  no  geographical  boundries. 
Coupons  were  not  mentioned  at  all 
and  probably  belong  in  the  "American 
Way"  list.  One  missionary  stated,  "We 


figure  that  most  of  our  allowance  goes 
for  food.  One  has  to  eat!!!"  Many  ex- 
pressed great  surprise  to  find  out  just 
how  much  foodstuff  really  was  costing 
when  compared  at  the  dollar  rate. 

This  article  was  conceived  and  writ- 
ten with  the  sole  purpose  of  imparting 
information  to  us  in  the  homeland  re- 
garding how  our  missionaries  must 
stretch  and  juggle  the  budget  to  supply 
the  necessary  sustaining  energy  for 
them  and  their  families.  But  my  heart 
was  challenged  and  ashamed  that  I 
would  expect  them  to  live  on  what  I 
consider  an  impossibility.  #

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Lord,  why  do  I  always 
get  in  the  wrong  line? 


Several  months  ago  I  was  in  my 
usual  state  of  rush  when  I  discovered  it 
was  necessary  to  purchase  some  pos- 
tage stamps.

Yes,  1  did  what 
every  other  impatient  person  would 
do,  I  switched  lines  and  waited  for  my 
stamps.  Then  what  did  1  see?  Yes,  you 
guessed  correctly- the  line  I  had  left 
began  to  move  and  the  one  I  was 
in  .  .  .  came  to  a  dead  stop. 

Have  you  ever  switched  lanes  of 
traffic  only  to  find  you  had  inadver- 
tently chosen  the  slow  moving  one? 
Or,  have  you  ever  had  the  feeling  while 
in  a  line  at  McDonalds  that  your  clerk 
was  the  slowest  in  the  business?  It 
does  happen,  and  when  it  happens  I 
often  say:  "Lord,  why  do  I  always  get 
in  the  wrong  line?"  1  have  never  yet 
had  a  direct  answer  to  the  question, 
but  I  do  have  some  rather  strong 
thoughts  on  what  the  answer  miglit  be. 

Let  me  share  with  you  some  of  the 
reflections  on  the  subject.  I  am  (and 
perhaps  you  are,  too)  one  of  the 
by-products  of  a  generation  in  a  hurry. 
Speed— speed  is  what  counts.  Now, 
what  we  are  all  hurrying  to  do  may  be 
in  question,  but  nevertheless  we  are  in 
a  hurry.  For  instance,  I  have  never 
been  able  to  figure  out  why  when  I  get 
on  an  Interstate  Highway  and  I  know 
there  is  not  a  stop  liglit  for  three 
thousand  miles— yet  the  traffic  is  only 
moving  at  a  snail's  pace.  It  just  doesn't 
make  sense  to  me.  So  I  impatiently 
wait,  while  in  my  heart  I  am  moving. 
We  have  been  instilled  with  the  philos-

ophy  that  all  things  must  move— and 
NOW.  Thougli  there  is  some  merit  in 
this  argument,  there  are  also  fallacies. 
Everything  does  not  move  at  our  direc- 
tion and  dictation. 

Another  thouglit  concerning  this 
matter  of  waiting  is  that  it  points  out 
our  own  self-esteem.  We  want  every- 
thing to  move  when  we  want  it  to 
move  so  it  will  be  convenient  for  us.  If 
the  line  is  short— I  do  not  have  to  wait. 
The  stress  is  on  the  I.  So  much  of  our 
impatience  stems  from  the  problem  of 
our  personal  desires  and  plans  being 
thwarted. 

Wlien  standing  in  the  slow  line  I 
find  my  conscious  thoughts  dwelling 
on  the  possibility  that  God  wants  to 
talk  to  me.  It  may  be  He  is  suggesting 
that  I  should  slow  down  a  little.  As  I 
read  the  writings  of  David  and  Isaiah  I 
am  impressed  with  the  emphasis  on 
waiting  and  the  need  for  patience. 
These  distinctives  are  little  practiced  in 
the  age  in  which  we  live.  There  are 
many,  many  things  we  miss  by  moving 
so  rapidly. 

One  of  the  blessings  of  the  55  niile- 
an-hour  limit  for  me  is  that  I  see  more 
scenery  along  the  way.  When  you 
drove  a  car  at  the  speeds  formerly  al- 
lowed it  was  necessary  to  be  alert  to 
what  was  in  front  of  you.  Too  much

gazing  at  the  landscape  was  a  pastime 
which  had  to  be  forfeited.  Now  I  am 
discovering  anew  the  beauty  of  our 
wooded  hills  and  valleys,  the  nostalgia 
of  an  old  farmhouse  and  the  barn  lot. 
Along  the  way  I  see  that  some  trees 
are  pines,  some  are  maples,  others  are 
oaks,  and  they  are  no  longer  only  blurs 
of  green  standing  on  wooden  stems. 

This  slower  pace  opens  the  way  for 
spiritual  benefits  as  well.  We  try  to 
read  seven  chapters  in  the  Bible  in 
seven  minutes.  However,  God  never  in- 
tended us  to  use  "speed  reading"  for 
spiritual  growth.  We  hurry  because  we 
do  not  think  we  have  enougli  time. 
Time  tor  what?  How  do  we  determine 
our  priorities?  The  premium  of  a  long 
line  may  be  greater  time  to  learn  to 
patiently  wait  on  God.  Or  it  might  be 
a  time  to  think  upon  all  of  the  good 
things  which  He  has  given  to  us  as  be- 
lievers. 

The  next  time  you  get  in  the  slow 
line  at  the  checkout  counter  of  the 
supermarket,  use  the  waiting  time  to 
some  profit  and  good.  Taking  your  im- 
patience out  on  the  poor  clerk  is  not 
the  answer.  Remember,  many  of  the 
clerks  are  merely  products  of  modern 
education,  and  the  new  math  takes 
tiiue  to  figure  out  what  2  plus  2  really 
is.  So  smile  and  talk  to  God.  Think 
how  great  it  is  to  be  a  Christian!  It 
certainly  beats  line  switching-believe

Standing  one  day  with  a  group  of 
men  looking  at  a  motorcycle  in  the 
garage  at  Hyden,  Kentucky,  someone 
said:  "There's  no  one  in  these  parts 
that  can  time  that  engine."  John 
Sholly  offered  his  talent,  and  to  the 
amazement  of  those  men,  the  engine 
was  repaired.  He  used  the  opportunity 
to  point  out  that  he  was  there  to  share 
with  them  even  a  greater  and  better 
knowledge,  the  message  of  the  Word 
of  God. 

John's  background  as  an  orphan, 
his  decision  to  leave  the  Adventists 
and  join  the  Brethren  Church,  his 
talent  in  the  mechanical  field,  his 
ability  with  the  Word  of  God  have  all 
nicely  prepared  him  for  a  needy  mis- 
sion field  like  Dryhill.  When  John  and 
Jennie  begin   to  sing  with  the  guitar

and  accordion,  and  give  witness  to 
God's  Word,  they  produce  a  responsive 
chord  in  hearts. 

The  movements  and  directions  of 
the  Holy  Spirit  produce  beautiful 
manifestations  on  the  mission  field. 
God's  call  coming  to  Rev.  Marvin 
Lowery  from  the  Coneniaugh  (Singer 
Hill),  Pennsylvania,  church  certainly 
produced  a  manifestation  at  Dryhill. 
Marvin  and  Dixie  came  to  the  Dryhill 
ministry  in  1965  from  the  Brethren 
Navajo  Mission.  A  fine  foundation  had 
been  laid  by  Miss  Evelyn  Fuqua.  our 
first  missionary  on  this  field.  Now 
Marvin  and  Di.xie  were  to  carry  on  this 
ministry,  building  upon  that  founda- 
tion, for  the  next  nine  years. 

The  Conemaugh  Brethren  Church, 
Pike   Brethren  Church  (Mundy's  Cor- 


ner), and  Riverside  Brethren  Church 
(Johnstown)  backed  Dixie  as  their  mis- 
sionary with  continued  financial  sup- 
port. Marvin's  home  church  at  Hagers- 
town  (Grace)  cared  for  his  support  and 
supplied  two  fine  vehicles  plus  many 
other  projects  and  labor.  Through  the 
years  the  Sisterhood,  Women's  Mis- 
sionary Council,  and  many  of  our 
churches  became  vitally  interested  in 
practical  support  of  this  missionary 
thrust.  Young  people  and  adults  have 
assisted  in  summer  Bible  school  and 
camp  work. 

Wlien  Marvin  Lowery's  final  de- 
cision was  relayed  to  us.  we  had  to 
face  the  reality  of  his  leaving.  Where 
was  God's  man  to  fill  this  vital  gap  in 
our  missionary  program?  Prayer  re- 
quests were  sent  out.  God  began  to

move  in  hearts  in  several  areas.  John 
and  Jennie  Sholly  were  being  touched 
by  the  call  of  God.  John  was  a  piroduct 
of  our  former  home  mission  church  at 
Berrien  Springs,  Michigan.  Here  was  an 
orphan  who  had  been  in  many  foster 
homes;  had  served  while  a  student  at 
Grace  Schools  as  superintendent  at  the 
Riverwood  Ranch  for  Boys  at  Warsaw, 
Indiana;  completed  his  seminary  train- 
ing; and  wanted  so  desperately  to  serve 
in  a  Brethren  work.  Then  came  a  seri- 
ous bout  with  cancer,  surgery,  and  a 
fire  that  wiped  out  the  Sholly's  earthly 
goods.  What  could  God  be  preparing 
him  I'or?  Wlien  a  Brethren  opportunity 
failed  to  materialize,  John  accepted  a 
call  to  an  Independent  church  in  Penn- 
sylvania as  an  assistant  pastor  and 
director  of  bus  and  outreach  ministry. 


Was  this  to  be  more  training? 

Suddenly,  this  ministry  was 
brought  to  a  halt  when  he  failed  to 
pass  an  Independent  ministerial  exami- 
nation because  of  his  distinctive  Breth- 
ren viewpoints.  Heartbroken,  he  called 
his  pastor.  Rev.  Charles  Ashman,  say- 
ing: "Where  is  that  Brethren  work 
where  I  am  to  serve?"  The  timing  was 
beautiful.  How  thrilling  to  see  God 
bringing  all  of  these  events,  the  periods 
of  instruction  and  everything  else,  to- 
gether to  meet  a  specific  need  at  the 
Dryhill  mission. 

Pastor  Ashman's  call  to  me  about 
Sholly's  availability  and  qualifications 
all  seemed  to  fit  a  pattern.  With  the 
approval  of  our  pastoral  committee 
and  Board  the  call  was  extended  to

Again,  the  response 
was  beautiful;  to  see  a  couple  weigh 
the  facts,  contemplate  the  move,  pray 
for  the  revelation  of  God's  will  and 
finally  to  hear  the  words:  "We  believe 
this  is  the  call  of  God."  The  Dryhiil 
congregation  indicated  by  vote  their 
approval  and  acceptance  of  this  as  be- 
ing God's  divine  appointment. 

The  arrival  of  the  Shollys  came  as 
the  Lowerys  completed  a  successful 
and  a  deeply  appreciated  ministry.  The 
mantle  of  responsibility  was  now  upon 
John's  shoulders  and  felt  deeply  in  his 
heart.  Jennie  and  the  two  children 
(Patti,  age  7;  and  R.  J.,  age  3)  fell  in 
love  with  the  parsonage,  the  church, 
and  the  beautiful  countryside. 

John's  mechanical  ability  was  chal- 
lenged immediately  upon  his  arrival  as 
he  found  the  well  was  nearly  dry,  the 
septic  system  was  overloaded,  and  the 
mission  vehicle  needed  major  repair. 
Within  the  first  month  of  ministry,  he 
was  digging  a  new  septic  pool,  having  a 
new  well  drilled,  and  assuming  an  as- 
sortment of  other  "ministerial"  duties.

the  ground-breaking  service  for  the 
North  Kokomo  Grace  Brethren 
Church  Sunday,  May  5,  1974.  The  site 
for  the  ceremony  was  a  six-acre  plot 
one  and  one-half  miles  north  of  Koko- 
mo on  U.S.  Highway  31.  It  is  in  the 
midst  of  a  farming  community  and  a 
relatively  unevangelized  area  of  small 
towns  as  well  as  being  in  close  proxim- 
ity to  Kokomo  itself. 

Preliminary  ground-breaking  ser- 
vices were  held  at  the  present  meeting 
place  in  North  Kokomo  at  3904  Ap- 
person  Way  North.  Rev.  A.  Rollin 
Sandy,  Indiana  District  Moderator  and 
District  Mission  Board  Chairman,  took 
his  text  for  the  occasion  from  Nehe- 
miah,  reaffirming  an  already- 
established  lacl  in  the  congregation, 
".  .  .  the  people  had  a  mind  lo  work." 
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Indian  Heights  Grace  Brethren;  Mr. 
Frank  Poland  of  The  Brethren  Home 
Missions  Council;  Mr.  Walter  Fretz  of

pated  in  the  service. 

This  work  began  when  ahnost  three 
years  ago  a  group  of  concerned  Chris- 
tians merged  their  vision  for  the  North 
Kokomo  area  and  its  adjoining  hinter- 
land of  Galveston,  Cassville,  Miami, 
and  the  Grissom  Air  Force  Base.  Thus, 
a  group  of  four  families  from  the  In- 
dian Heights  church,  itself  a  former 
home  missions  church,  foimd  a  single- 
room  location  in  the  Galveston  Legion 
Hall,  and  on  July  II,  1971,  services 
began  there.  Rev.  Donald  Bowlin,  then 
a  student  at  Grace  Theological  Semi- 
nary, was  called  as  pastor.  The  Indiana 
District  Mission  Board  accepted  the 
work  at  the  outset  and  has  been  con- 
tributing to  its  support. 

Since  January  of  this  year  the  pas- 
tor has  been  on  the  field  full  time,  and 
The  Brethren  Home  Missions  Council 
is  providing  counsel  and  support.  A 
Minute-Man  letter  and  appeal  has  been 
mailed  with  the  prayer  for  adequate 
support  for  our  work.  We  want  to 
thank  all  of  you  Brethren  who  are 
helping  in  this  way. 

The  Galveston  community  was  well 
covered  door  to  door,  and  then  an  op- 
portunity came  to  move  the  congre- 
gation to  North  Kokomo,  just  one  and 
one-half  miles  south  of  the  purchased 
property.  Here  we  have  found  a  satis- 
factory arrangement  for  services,  and 
our  publicized  location  has  brought 
multiplied  interest  from  potential 
members.  The  congregation  itself 
shows  a  real  bond  of  unity  by  working 
together  in  calling  and  in  all  the  odd 
jobs  entailed  when  ".  .  .  the  people 
had  [have]  a  mind  to  work." 

God's  work  is  being  accomplished 
througli  this  Brethren  testimony  in  a 
needy  area.  It  has  been  a  joy  to  see 
several  come  into  a  personal  relation- 
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ship  with  Christ  and  a  real  satisfaction 
to  see  many  with  a  desire  to  tell  others 
about  Him.  These  local  believers 
represent  a  cross  section  of  profes- 
sions, conversion  experiences,  talents, 
and  abilities  and  are  winsome  in  atti- 
tude and  warmth. 

The  new  edifice  will  be  of  colonial 
styling  with  eleven  classrooms  and  a 
seating  capacity  of  two  hundred  fifty. 
The  location,  with  the  basic  length  of 
its  frontage  bordering  on  a  busily 
traveled  highway,  affords  an  attractive 
opportunity  to  remind  the  traveler  of 
his  need  of  Christ. 

We  do  covet  your  prayers  that  the 
oneness  in  heart  and  mind  might  con- 
tinue among  the  believers,  that  the 
building  crew,  the  building  chairman 
and  his  committee  will  have  wisdom  in 
making  the  proper  decisions,  and  for  a 
continued  vision  for  the  lost.  Someone 
has  said:  "Where  God's  finger  points, 
God's  hand  will  always  make  the 
way."  The  North  Kokomo  congre- 
gation is  happy  and  excited  because 
they  have  joyfully  left  everything  in 
God's  hand  and  have  seen  God's  hand 
in  everything.  #

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Testimony  of 

a  Secretary's  Secretary

My  experience  as  a  church  secretary  dates  back  a  long 
time.  In  1947,  shortly  after  being  married,  I  started 
working  for  Dr.  Louis  Bauman  at  the  First  Brethren 
Church  of  Long  Beach.  My  first  assignment  was  general 
office  secretary  under  Rev.  Alan  Pearce  putting  offering 
envelopes  in  the  pews,  letters  on  the  bulletin  board,  and 
helping  in  a  general  way  with  the  church  newspaper,  the 
Fifth  and  Cherry  Light.  In  time  a  new  home  missions 
work  started  in  Los  Altos  and,  along  with  several  other 
families,  we  moved  to  help  with  this  new  testimony.  We 
have  seen  this  church  grow  into  a  self-supporting  testi- 
mony, and  for  nearly  fifteen  years  we  have  served  in 
some  capacity  in  the  office. 

With  two  of  our  children  gone  from  home,  a  daugliter 
married  and  living  in  Illinois,  and  a  son  at  San  Luis 
Obispo  as  a  junior  in  Cal  Poly,  I  wondered  if  the  Lord 
might  have  something  different  for  me  to  do  in  the  way 
of  a  personal  challenge.  It  was  important  it  be  Christian 


service,  so  I  began  praying  for  just  the  right  place  for  me. 

I  have  always  had  a  keen  interest  in  Brethren  Home 
Missions  which  dates  back  to  my  early  training  under  Dr.

The  rulings  were  based  on  the  1867  Anti-lnjanction  Act, 
now  part  of  the  Internal  Revenue  Code,  which  states  that 
"no  suit  for  the  purpose  of  restraining  the  assessment  or 
collection  of  any  tax  shall  be  maintained  in  any  court.  .  .  ." 
Americans  United  for  Separation  of  Church  and  State  and 
Bob  Jones  University  had  brought  the  cases  that  resulted  in 
two  separate  rulings.  The  provision  establishes  the 
requirements  for  organizations  to  which  individuals  may 
make  tax-exempt  contributions.  It  does  not  involve  the 
tax-exempt  status  of  the  organizations  themselves.

UNTIL  THE 
DAY  DAWNS 


The  shades  of  night  marking  the  approaching  end  of 
the  age  are  spreading  so  rapidly  across  the  sky  that  the 
saints  are  losing  hope  for  the  society  in  which  we  now 
live.  The  atmosphere  of  organized  government,  religion, 
industry,  and  education  is  clouded  with  immorality,  dis- 
order, and  selfishness.  The  legal  profession  has  fallen  to  a 
new  low  and  is  sick  unto  death.  Religion  is  marked  by 
departure  from  the  Christian  faith.  Industry  is  charac- 
terized by  a  driving  passion  to  promote  its  own  interests, 
no  matter  what  the  costs  may  be  to  society.  And  educa- 
tion has  lost  its  moorings  in  a  sea  of  confusion  and  low 
visibility.  As  a  result,  people  in  general  are  grasping  at 
straws  and  groping  their  way  blindly  througli  the  dark- 
ness of  the  night. 

But  there  are  some  gleams  of  light  piercing  the  dark- 
ness of  this  descending  night,  and  these  gleams  provide 
hope  for  those  who  are  sincerely  seeking  hope.  In  those 
dark  days  of  Israel  when  it  seemed  that  the  last  vestige 
of  hope  was  gone,  and  the  saints  had  dwindled  down  to 
one  man,  Elijah,  God  made  it  clear  that  there  were  seven 
thousand  in  Israel  who  had  not  bowed  the  knee  to  Baal. 
The  same  is  true  today.  There  are  still  saints  in  the  earth, 
and  there  are  movements  from  the  grass  roots  of  society 
which  indicate  that  the  cause  of  God  and  truth  and  righ- 
teousness is  not  all  lost. 

In  the  course  of  a  degenerating  society,  the  wicked 
has  ushered  God  out  of  his  thouglits  (cf.  Ps.  10:4),  and 
having  lowered  his  sights  to  the  human  and  natural  level, 
man  is  trusting  in  his  own  self-sufficiency  and  inventive 
genius  for  security.  Even  our  own  beloved  United  States 
has  been  betting  on  its  financial  wealth,  natural  re- 
sources, and  engines  of  war  to  see  them  througli  the 
developing  crises  of  the  present  hour  (ct  Ps.  20:7).  In  this 
hour  of  deepening  gloom  there  is  a  gleam  of  light.  A 
movement  within  llio  Congress  of  the  United  States 
issued  a  cull  lor  a  da\  of  "genuine  repentance."  It  is  the 
first  such  movement  since  the  days  of  Abraham  Lincoln. 
It  fiankly  admits  that  "we  have  forgotten  God"  and 
have  imagined  "thai  all  these  blessings  were  produced  by 


some  superior  wisdom  and  virtue  of  our  own.""  Rep- 
tance  will  move  the  heart  of  God.  It  did  for  the  pa;  i 
city  of  Nineveh  long  ago  (cf  Jonah  3:5-10). 

One  of  the  darkening  clouds  that  has  swept  across   ■ 
sky  of  thinking  mankind  is  the  myth  of  the  evolution 
hypothesis.  At  no  time  in  the  history  of  human  thou 


has  this  theory  had  less  basis  upon  which  to  stand,  ; 
yet    there   has  been  no  time  when  thinking  men  ; 
women  have  been  so  ready  to  accept   it  without  ; 
logical  justification.  It  has  permeated  the  educatio  I 
system.  It  is  skillfully  written  into  the  te.xtbooks  o\   ■ 
public  schools.  It  has  been  made  the  working  philosof 
for  the  patterns  of  conduct.  It  has  produced  a  gradu. 
descending  conformity  of  life  to  that  of  the  animal  t'l  : 
which  men  are  supposed  to  have  sprung.  But  even  at  i  - 
late  hour  there  is  a  ray  of  liglit  breaking  througli    ■ 
darkness.

Any  who  cast  reflection  on  this  Book  found  h 
self  in  an  uncomfortable  position.  But  those  days 
long  since  gone,  and  the  fruit  of  this  change  in  attii 
toward  the  Bible  is  only  too  well  attested  in  the  live' 
young  and  old  who  have  come  to  adulthood  through 
barren   educational  desert.  But,  thank  God,  from 
grass  roots  of  society,  in   the  face  of  opposition, 
saints  of  God  have  initiated  a  growing  movement  to 
the   Bible   back   in   the   classroom.  The  Christian  I 
School  movement  is  growing  all  across  the  nation.  E' 
people  who  make  no  special  profession  of  Christian  f; 
have  found  virtue  in  this  new  movement  and  are  plai 
their  children  in  the  custody  of  such  schools.  Tin 
indeed  a  ray  of  light  for  the  future. 

It  is  impossible  to  usher  God  from  the  classroom

the  same  time  destroying  the  system  of  moral  values,

That  is  the  sad  state 
affairs  in  society  today.  Ethics  have  thus  become  situ- 
mal,  convenient,  and  disappearing.  Not  even  men 
0  occupy  the  high  Judicial  Bench  are  able  to  deter- 
le  what  is  obscene  or  pornographic,  what  is  good  and 
y,  and  they  abandon  their  role  of  authority  and  turn 

decision  back  to  society.  However,  God  has  moved 
the  hearts  of  men,  and  there  is  a  genuine  reaction  to 
>  loose  and  indecisive  evaluation.  We  can  well  expect 
t  the  pendulum  will  swing  measurably,  if  only  slight- 
in  the  opposite  direction. 
Over  the  past  few  years  we  have  witnessed  a  move  in 

legislative  and  judicial  branches  of  our  government 
remove  the  death  penalty  as  a  proper  sentence  for 
:p  crime.  The  argument  has  been  played  up  that  it 
;s  not  act  as  a  deterrent  to  crime.  Over  against  this 
ument  there  has  been  the  desperate  effort  on  the  part 
men  liable  to  such  sentence  to  use  every  available 
ans  to  get  this  sentence  changed  or  delayed.  And 
ere  the  change  has  been  made,  almost  immediately 
nitigated  and  vicious  crime  has  been  committed, 
Dwing  that  there  need  be  no  fear  of  death.  The  grow- 

scourge  of  crime  has  moved  society  to  reject  the 
acious  reasoning  of  their  leaders  and  reinstate  the 
ith  penalty.  A  recent  survey  reveals  that  at  least  in 
nciple  59  percent  of  the  American  people  favor  capi- 
punishment,  and  twenty-one  States  have  enacted  new 
's  calling  for  the  death  penalty.  The  President  of  the 
ited  States,  in  his  concern  for  the  nation  over  which 
presides,  has  proposed  restoration  of  the  death  penal- 
for  such  crimes  as  hijacking,  kidnapping,  and  bomb- 
,.  This  provides  a  ray  of  hope  in  the  midst  of  the 


darkness  of  our  times. 

The  low  view  of  the  heinousness  of  crimes  deserving 
the  death  penalty  has  been  equaled  by  the  legal  permis- 
sion for  abortion.  Society  has  stampeded  in  the  direction 
of  abortion.  No  less  than  seven  hundred  thousand  took 
place  last  year.  Such  specious  reasoning  as  that  the  fetus 
in  the  womb  is  not  a  person  or  does  not  have  life  has 
been  used  to  palliate  the  conscience  and  provide  justifi- 
cation for  disposing  of  a  life  that  God  has  given.  Arrayed 
over  against  the  sophistication  of  the  High  Court  of  the 
land  is  the  innate  and  God-given  "law  written  in  their 
hearts"  (Rom.  2:15),  the  hearts  of  the  people.  As  a  re- 
sult there  is  vigorous  clamor  for  amendments  to  the  con- 
stitution to  limit  abortion  or  return  regulation  back  to 
the  states.  This  growing  revolt  in  society  is  another  ray 
of  light  in  the  moral  darkness  of  our  times.  Despite  the 
efforts  of  men  to  quench  the  witness  of  conscience,  the 
Spirit  of  God  is  fanning  the  flame  of  moral  discernment 
and  this  gives  hope  for  the  days  ahead. 

The  rays  of  light  listed  in  the  above  paragraphs  are  in 
some  sense  from  a  source  that  is  human  and  natural,  at 
least  so  far  as  they  are  manifested  in  and  through  men. 
Just  suppose  they  should  all  fail,  as  must  be  the  case 
with  anything  that  is  purely  human.  Is  there  any  light  of 
hope  for  the  despairing  soul?  To  that  question  comes  the 
infallible  affirmation  of  the  Word  of  God.  "We  have  also 
a  more  sure  word  of  prophecy;  whereunto  ye  do  well 
that  ye  take  heed,  as  unto  a  light  that  shineth  in  a  dark 
place,  until  the  day  dawn,  and  the  day  star  arise  in  your 
hearts"  ( II  Peter  1:19).  This  liglit  originated  with  God.  It 
is  unadulterated,  undiminishing,  unfailing.  The  lengthen- 
ing shadows  of  niglit  only  make  its  beams  clearer  and 
brigliter  and  longer.  It  reaches  from  now  to  that  day 
when  Christ  comes,  when  hope  will  burst  into  reality 
and  the  niglit  of  sorrow  and  sighing  will  flee  away. 
Though  all  else  fail,  this  hope  will  not  fail,  and  at  last, 
"the  Sun  of  righteousness  [will]  arise  with  healing  in  his 
wings"  (Mai.  4:2).  *

Rumble  Seats,  Running  Boards, 
and  Patriotism 


If  the  title  catches  you  and  you 
know  what  I  am  talking  about,  I  con- 
clude you  are  either  journeying 
through  or  have  passed  middle  age.  Be- 
ing a  relatively  young  middle-ager,  I 
must  admit  to  the  knowledge  of  what 
rumble  seats  were  really  like  and  how 
a  running  board  had  unquestionable 
merit.  (Compare  the  ease  offered  by 
the  running  board  to  the  physical 
gymnastics  necessary  to  enter  a  pres- 
ent-day automobile!)  At  this  stage  in 
history  I  feel  almost  compelled  to  try 
to  identify  the  word  "patriotism" 
since  there  is  so  little  of  it  around 
these  days.  Yes,  we  have  a  lot  of  poli- 
tics but  very  little  patriotism,  and 
there  is  a  big,  big  difference. 

The  reason  for  grouping  these  three 
things  together  is  that  obviously  they 
all  appear  to  be  out  of  style.  However, 
1  think  it  would  not  be  too  bad  an  idea 
to  have  all  three  return  to  the  Ameri- 
can scene.  It  could  be  very  refreshing. 

Some  things  lose  their  value  with 
age,  while  others  gain  their  weight  in 
gold— and  then  some!  There  seems  to 
be  an  epidemic  of  seeking  old  ob- 
jects—we call  it  collecting  antiques. 
When  an  article  gets  to  be  over  twenty 
years  old  in  the  United  States  we  label

it  an  antique.  In  Europe  when  some- 
thing becomes  two  hundred  years  old, 
it  gains  the  title  of  "antique." 

I  must  admit  to  being  a  skeptic 
about  this  antique  collecting.  I  am 
tempted  to  view  it  as  the  distribution 
of  junk  by  the  smart  and  "bargain 
buying"  by  the  otherwise.  Each  one 
smiles  at  his  transaction  and  thinks  he 
has  really  been  wise.  As  long  as  they 
are  both  happy,  I  guess  all  is  well. 
When  I  visit  an  antique  shop  I  weep 
for  my  parents.  They  might  be 
wealthy  if  they  had  not  thrown  out  all 
those  items  we  had  in  the  house  during 
the  depression  days  of  the  1930s. 
Campaign  buttons  we  had;  Boker  Cof- 
fee Banks— a  plenty;  a  Mickey  Mouse 
watch  — certainly;  Shirley  Temple 
doll— naturally;  even  insulators  from 
the  telephone  lines.  If  we  had  only 
held  out  long  enough  to  share  in  the 
great  antique  sales  of  the  seventies! 

While  we  collect  the  junk  of  two 
generations  ago,  we  discard  the  values 
taught  and  held  to  be  self-evident  by 
these  same  generations.  Some  of  the 
old  ideas  are  being  cast  aside  as  bad 


and  not  up  to  date  for  an  enlightened 
people.  Values  of  the  home  are  being 
changed— can  you  remember  when  it 
was  a  real  disgrace  to  have  a  divorce  in 
the  family?  I  heard  recently  of  a  re- 
ception being  held  for  a  woman  on  the 
occasion  of  her  divorce.  Her  friends 
came  and  brouglit  her  gifts.  There  are 
many  other  former  values  that  have 
been  changed  with  the  passing  of 
years,  and  one  is  the  attitude  towards 
our  nation.  We  call  it  patriotism. 

In  recent  years  the  war  in  Vietnam 
brought  a  noticable  change  of  attitude 
in  our  country.  It  raised  doubts  in  the 
minds  of  young  people  as  to  where 
their  loyalties  really  rested.  The  rapid- 
ly rising  concept  of  "do  your  own 
thing"  and  enjoy  yourself— was  with 
us.  The  young  people  rebelled  on  cam- 
puses and  burned  the  flag.  There  was 
an  open  defiance  of  the  country  and 
the  establishment— the  very  people 
that  happened  to  be  feeding  and  cloth- 
ing and  providing  for  the  rebelling 
ones.  They  sang  a  song,  "Where  Have 
All  the  Young  Men  Gone?"  I  have  con- 
tended that  the  young  men  have  not 
gone  anywhere.  They  are  still  here. 
But  they  are  much  harder  to  recog- 
nize. 

On  top  of  the  defiance  of  many 
came  the  present  disillusionment  with 
politics  and  political  leaders.  This  has 
been  followed  by  a  distrust  of  the 
press,  and  the  church,  and  other  estab- 
lished organizations.  So  patriotism  is 
at  a  very  low  level  in  this  country  to- 
day, and  the  same  or  similar  condi- 
tions can  be  seen  throughout  the 
world.  What  an  opportunity  for  a  new 
world  leader! 

Yet,  those  who  would  condemn 
and  tear  down  have  not  offered  us 
anything  to  replace  their  destruction. 
Certainly,  there  is  a  lot  wrong  today. 
But  let's  not  throw  the  baby  out  with 
the  bath  water.  I,  as  a  Christian,  can 
stUl  be  thankful  for  the  freedom, 
though  it  may  be  diminishing,  which 
permits  me  to  worship  and  serve  God. 

As  I  have  stated  before,  I  still  get  a 
chill  from  watching  the  flag  being  run 
up  the  pole.  I  love  to  sing  "America" 
and  "The  Star  Spangled  Banner"  still 
touches  me.  (My  friends  wish  I  could 
sing  it  in  key  and  on  pitch  though!) 
My  loyalty  to  God  rates  first  in  priori- 
ty, but  loyalty  to  the  principles  of  my 
country  ranks  high.  Call  it  nostalgia  if 
you  wish,  but  I  still  thank  God  He  per- 
mitted me  to  be  born  an  American.  #

In  April  and  May  my  wife,  Billie, 
and  I,  together  with  Raymond  Thomp- 
son were  sent  by  the  Board  of  Trustees 
of  the  Foreign  Missionary  Society  to 
visit  our  works  in  France  and  Ger- 
many. Impressions  were  so  numerous 
that  they  are  difficult  to  sort  out. 
Take,  for  example,  the  realization  that 
we  really  have  more  activity  in  both  of 
these  fields  than  1  thought  we  had. 

In  Germany  the  house  in  which  the 
Peuglis  live  is  very  adequate  for  our 
present  ministry  (Bible  studies,  Sun- 
day service,  youth  recreation  and  fel- 
lowship, living  quarters  for  the  Peuglis, 
plus  space  to  entertain  guests),  Roger 
has  his  study  in  the  lower  part  of  a 
double  garage;  and  this  is  also  ade- 
quate, providing  a  study  separate  from

the  house  and  free  from  interruptions 
of  children,  family  life,  and  so  on. 

The  Thursday  afternoon  Bible 
study  was  attended  by  eighteen  Ger- 
man people— mostly  older  adults  who 
would  be  free  to  attend  an  afternoon 
meeting.  Warm  spirit— we  could  sense 
the  welcome  response  to  the  Word. 
That  night  about  six  boys  came  for  a 
time  of  recreation  followed  by  Bible 
study.  Roger  plans  to  take  these  young 
men  out  on  the  streets  soon  to  share 
their  faith. 

On  Wednesday  noon  Roger  is  con- 
tinuing the  Campus  Life  program  at 
the  local  American  higli  school,  and  on 


Saturday  morning  he  has  been  having  a 
Bible  study  with  two  of  these  young 
people  who  are  interested  in  going 
deeper  into  the  Word.  Roger  and 
Nancy  have  also  been  working  and 
studying  with  Fred  and  Irene  Dill- 
worth,  a  dehghtful  black  couple  with 
the  U.S.  Army  in  Stuttgart,  who  have 
been  in  charge  of  the  "Youth  of  the 
Chapel,"  a  young  people's  group  at 
Patch  Barracks.  The  Peughs  have  been 
meeting  with  the  Dillworths  for  Bible 
study  and  prayer  on  Wednesday  eve- 
nings. 

On  Sunday  morning  there  were 
about  fifty-five  attending  the  worship 
service,  but  this  included  all  the 
France  missionaries,  besides  Thomp- 
son, my   wife  and  me.  Five  families

church  are  now  considering  casting 
their  lots  with  our  work  there. 

Roger  views  our  work  in  Germany 
as  a  center  for  Bible  Christianity  in 
Stuttgart,  ministering  to  believers 
whether  they  are  a  part  of  our  fellow- 
ship or  not,  and  also  for  the  establish- 
ment of  a  church  there  as  soon  as  pos- 
sible. The  needs  are  for  the  present 
Christians  to  reproduce  and  for  the 
development  of  an  evangelism  team 
for  the  greater  Stuttgart  area.  Roger 
has  made  detailed  plans  for  the  TIIVIE 
team  this  summer.  Our  greatest  need  is 
for  an  additional  couple/couples  to 
help  in  the  work  ( 1)  in  evangelization, 
training  and  fellowship,  and  (2)  in  en- 
couragement to  the  Peughs. 

As  for  France,  I'll  list  the  mission- 
ary families  and  my  observations  of 
their  work.  First,  however,  let  me  say 
that  all  of  them  told  us  they  felt  a  new 
day  is  dawning  in  witnessing  to  young 
people  in  France.  All  said  there  is  now 
a  willingness  to  listen  and  an  openness 
to  talk  of  spiritual  things.  This  is  true 
now  as  it  has  not  been  before. 

The  Shargels"  work  in  Chalon  is 
strictly  on  a  one-to-one  basis  up  to  this 
point.  They  are  making  many  contacts 
and  have  often  shared  the  hospitality 
of  their  apartment  with  these  new 
friends.  They  are  getting  involved  in 
the  local  community  activities.  Their 
bookrack,  filled  with  Christian  litera- 
ture, is  in  a  conspicuous  place  in  their 
home  so  that  people  may  take  these 
items  and  read.  Located  next  to  a 
cultural  center,  they  have  many  con- 
tacts with  young  people  who  gather 
there  in  search  of  meaning  for  their 
lives.  Dave  has  developed  an  excellent 
series  of  slides  which  relates  the  Cha- 
teau ministry  with  this  search  and 
opens  the  door  to  a  more  extended 
witness. 

Both  the  Hammers  and  the  Dutruc 
families  are  in  Tournus,  and  their 
ministry  is  primarily  personal  witness 
and  follow-up  of  contacts  made 
through   the  Chateau.  Tournus  is  lo-

cated  about  halfway  between  Chalon 
and  the  Chateau— about  seven  or  eight 
miles  from  each.  These  two  missionary 
families  have  formed  a  very  fine  quar- 
tet. You  would  enjoy  them  as  I  did. 
Perhaps  they  can  travel  to  the  U.S.  to 
minister  in  our  churches  in  the  future. 
Dan  is  handling  the  audiovisual  minis- 
try at  the  Chateau  and  has  a  fine  little 
sound  studio  set  up  there. 


Larry  DeArmey  very  ably  directed 
the  youth  weekend  at  the  Chateau 
May  4  and  5  as  one  of  his  regular  re- 
sponsibilities. The  DeArmeys  also  lead 
two  Sunday  services  each  month  in  the 
little  rented  hall  in  Macon.  Mostly 
young  people  meet  in  the  hall,  which 
may  be  lacking  in  size  or  luxury,  but  it 
evidences  their  good  work  in  painting, 
(Continued  on  page  6) 
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installing  light  fixtures  and  such,  to 
make  it  an  acceptable  meeting  place. 
On  Wednesday  mornings  there  is  a 
children's  meeting,  and  in  the  after- 
noon a  time  of  recreation  and  Bible 
study  for  higli  school  kids.  Friday  eve- 
ning is  Bible  study  time  for  adults  and 
for  those  who  can't  come  on  Wednes- 
day afternoon.  On  Saturday  afternoon 
they  have  a  coffee-bar  type  evangelism 
program.  Christian  young  people  with 
whom  they  work  are  now  having  Bible 
studies  in  all  three  of  the  public  high 
schools  of  the  city.  One  girl  living  in 
the  "foyer"  (a  kind  of  dormitory  for 
single  working  girls)  is  leading  a  Bible 
study  there.  The  DeArmeys  serve  as 
Chateau  representatives  in  Macon  in 
addition  to  directing  youth  retreats, 
camps,  et  cetera,  which  are  held  on  the 
Chateau  premises. 

The  Juliens  are  again  living  at  the 
Chateau.  As  field  superintendent,  Tom 
is    involved    with   administration  and

strategy  as  well  as  a  ministry  to  indi- 
viduals. They  have  a  deep  personal 
commitment  to  their  service  to  the 
Lord  in  France. 

Narrowing  my  impressions  to  those 
of  the  Chateau  itself— I  had  no  idea 
this  place  is  as  big  as  it  is.  There  are 
thirty  rooms  in  addition  to  the  house 
where  Juliens  live!  The  place  is  now 
very  adequate  for  the  kind  of  ministry 
we  are  carrying  on.  Althougli  it  was 
built  nearly  five  hundred  years  ago,  re- 
modeling has  provided  dormitories, 
rest  rooms,  dining  room,  two  kitchens. 
library,  central  meeting  room  with 
fireplace,  an  apartment,  recreation 
room  in  the  basement  (or  "cave"), 
audiovisual  room,  and  a  garage  for  the 
truck  and  other  equipment.  I  was  im- 
pressed with  the  landscaping  and 
lawns— all  bushes  trimmed,  flowers 
blooming,  lawns  well  mowed,  and  the 
area  formerly  overgrown  with  weeds 
now  cleared  by  a  bulldozer  for  a  gar- 
den, small  orchard  and  grounds  for 
weekend  tenting. 

1  was  also  favorably  impressed  with 
the  weekend  of  ministry  to  the  young 
people.  As  has  been  said,  the  Chateau 
is  a  "bridge"  between  unsaved  and 
Christian  young  people  where  they  can 
communicate  without  a  structured 
formal  atmosphere  which  would  alien- 
ate French  youth.  Young  people  here 
seemed  naturally  to  share  their  faith  in 
Christ.  Kids  were  saved  the  weekend 
we  were  there.  1  asked  Tom  if  he  had 
encountered    any   problem   of  young 


people  bringing  drugs  (since  unsaved 
kids  come  and  it  is  not  a  church  situ- 
ation), and  he  said  they  had  not.  The 
Christian  kids  seem  to  discipline  the 
situation  pretty  well  without  having  to 
have  a  list  of  rules  to  be  obeyed.  There 
were  two  Sunday  services,  a  worship 
service  in  the  morning  at  which  Mr. 
Thompson  spoke,  and  an  afternoon 
rally  at  which  I  spoke.  Each  of  these 
was  over  an  hour  and  a  half  in  length 
and  the  young  people  didn't  seem  to 
mind  a  bit.  They  freely  shared  in  them 
with  music  and  testimonies  in  an  in- 
formal atmosphere. 

The  Chateau  has  made  a  definite 
contribution  in  the  lives  of  many 
young  people,  some  of  whom  are  now 
in  Bible  school.  Six  of  the  couples 
either  have  been  recently  married  or 
are  planning  marriage  this  summer, 
and  several  of  them  are  interested  in 
going  on  to  Bible  school  and  at  least 
one  couple  to  missionary  service. 

The  "Friends  of  the  Chateau" 
(those  who  have  been  there  in  the 
past)  has  now  been  organized,  and 
Tom  said  about  one-third  of  the  opera- 
tion of  the  Chateau  is  now  being  paid 
for  by  contributions  from  this  group. 
He  hopes  the  entire  operation  can  be 
fully  cared  for  by  this  group  in  three 
or  four  years. 

These  are  only  a  few  of  the  lasting 
impressions  which  so  moved  me  as  to 
create  an  appetite  for  a  return  visit  to 
our  missionaries  in  France  and  Ger- 
many. M"

As  proves  true  in  so  many  cases,  the 
Lord's  direction  for  Gary  and  Jean 
Austin  has  come  about  over  a  period 
of  time  and  through  varying  circum- 
stances as  they  have  become  convinced 
that  He  would  have  them  on  the  mis- 
sion field.

certification  in  elementary  education 
from  Purdue  University.  Gary  has 
taught  in  elementary  grades  for  eight 
years  in  the  Winona  Lake  area,  and 
Jean  for  four  years. 

God  has  given  the  Austins  two  chil- 
dren, Deborah,  now  nine,  and  Mark, 
six.  "As  a  result  of  early  training  in 
Christian  schools,  we  saw  the  responsi- 
bility as  parents  to  place  our  own  chil- 
dren in  Warsaw  Christian  School.  We 
praise  the  Lord  for  the  influence  of 
Christian  teachers  in  our  own  chil- 
dren's lives,"  they  say.  Gary  serves  on 
the  Warsaw  Christian  School  board, 
and  they  are  active  members  of  the 
Community  Grace  Brethren  Church  of 
Warsaw.

A  necessary  preliminary  to  their 
actual  going  to  the  field  is  the  process 
of  language  training,  and  the  family  is 
making  plans  to  go  to  Quebec  this  fall 
to  begin  their  year  of  French  language 
study  at  the  Bethel  Bible  Institute, 
where  the  three  new  families  studied 
this  past  year. 

Looming  as  a  large  and  very  impor- 
tant item  is  the  underwriting  of  their 
total  support  needs,  as  well  as  the 
lesser  amount  needed  for  their  "out- 
fit." An  outfit  appeal  with  prayer 
cards  is  going  out  to  Brethren  churches 
to  seek  help  in  equipping  this  family 
for  their  field,  and  a  slide-tape  story  is 
in  the  making. 

For  the  Austins  it  is  "full  speed 
ahead,"  and  people  of  the  Brethren 
constituency  are  urged  to  pray  and 
give  so  that  the  call  of  the  Lord  may 
be  fulfilled  by  these.  His  yielded  ser-

ABOUT  MK  SCHOOLING   IN  AFRICA 


Miss  Ruth  Kent  has  for  many  years  (since  1946)  tauglit 
the  Brethren  "missionary  kids"  in  the  elementary  grades  in 
Africa.  (During  furlougli  years  following  her  last  three 
terms,  teachers  have  volunteered  to  go  to  Africa  from  the 
United  States  to  substitute  as  teacher  of  the  school.)  After 
the  children  finished  eighth  grade,  they  usually  remained  in 
the  United  States  for  their  further  education.  Several  years 
ago,  in  response  to  the  appeal  for  a  teacher  of  the  junior 
high  age  youngsters,  Robert  Juday  and  family  went  to  the 
field  and  served  effectively  in  this  teaching  area.  In  1973 


the  Judays  felt  the  Lord  would  have  them  return  to  the 
States. 

The  several  junior  high  and  high  school-age  MKs  are 
presently  attending  a  mission  school  in  the  neighboring  land 
of  Zaire.  Circumstances— which  always  fluctuate  on  the 
field— found  only  one  child  of  elementary  age  on  the  field 
this  past  year,  and  it  was  decided  that  he,  too,  should  at- 
tend the  Zaire  school. 

Through  the  years  Miss  Kent  in  her  service  to  both  MKs 
and  their  parents  has  been  greatly  used  of  the  Lord  as  a 
beloved  teacher,  but  she  feels  now  that  it  is  time  she  retired 
from  teaching.  Hence,  the  field  has  made  known  the  need 
for  another  teacher.  This  is  the  spot  which  Gary  Austin  will 
fill.  #

Foreign  Missionary  Society  editor's  note: 
Pierre  Yougouda  is  from  the  Central  African 
Republic  and  was  selected  by  the  Brethren 
Church  in  that  nation  to  come  to  the  United 
States  to  receive  advanced  theological  train- 
ing. He  attended  Grace  College  during  the 
1973-74  school  year,  and  will  be  entering 
Grace  Seminary  this  fall. 

This  testimony  appeared  in  The  Sound- 
ing Board,  published  by  Grace  College,  and 
is  reprinted  by  permission. 

I  was  born  at  Maroua,  in  the  North 
of  the  United  RepubHc  of  Cameroon. 
We  were  twelve  children  in  our  family; 
but  seven  died,  and  we  are  now  five.  I 
am  the  only  boy  among  four  girls,  and 
this  is  why  1  am  called  "YOUGOU- 
DA." 

After  the  death  of  my  mother  in 
1954,  I  was  taken  by  my  uncle  to  live

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with  his  children  at  Garoua,  which  is 
200  kilometers  from  Maroua. 

Before  she  died,  my  mother  told 
me  about  the  salvation  through  Jesus 
Christ,  but  I  was  ashamed  to  confess 
that  1  was  sinner  because  I  was  well 
educated  in  instruction  and  innocent 
of  many  social  sins. 

I  was  retained  by  these  devil's 
chains  for  many  years.  Living  in  my 
uncle's  home,  which  is  a  Christian 
home  because  he  is  a  preacher,  I  made 
myself  "Christian"  because  I  was  sing- 
ing Christian  songs,  reading  the  Bible 
easily,  and  without  any  zero  on  my 
presence  in  the  church. 

Every  Friday  when  the  preachers  of 
the  different  religions  came  to  our 
school  to  teach  their  doctrine,  I  went 
in  the  group  of  those  who  were  for 
Christ.  Some  days  I  took  a  Bible,  I  en- 
tered into  a  hole  like  those  in  the 
monasteries,  1  read  it  and  took  a  beau- 
tiful image  of  Christ  and  began  to  pray 
about  everything  concerning  my 
study. 

Through  this  dark  way  Jesus  Christ 
in  His  grace  unmeasurable,  spread  His 
light  upon  me,  when  one  Sunday  of 
January  1963,  sitting  on  a  bench  of 
church,  hearing  a  message  my  heart 
was  melted  in  me.  I  realized  that  I  was 
not  yet  saved.  When  the  invitation  to 
decide  to  accept  Christ  as  Saviour 
came  in  my  heart,  I  rose  up  and  made 
my  decision  publicly,  without  shame 
nor  fear.  The  chains  of  perdition  were 
broken. 

When  God  saved  me  from  the  hands 
of  the  devil,  this  did  not  leave  me  in 
peace.  After  my  conversion  to  Christ,  I 
had  many  struggles  in  my  heart.  1  be- 
gan to  feel  like  Christ,  to  think  like 
Him,  and  1  was  moved  with  a  great 


compassion  when  1  saw  that  the 
church  in  which  1  was  saved  contained 
many  people  of  Christ;  but  there  was 
no  pastor  or  missionary  to  help  us  to 
grow  in  faith  and  to  know  Christ  quite 
well.  This  vision  touched  my  heart, 
and  the  desire  to  become  the  servant 
of  Christ  rose  up  in  me. 

God  also  was  waiting  for  me.  Just 
during  that  time  a  letter  came  from 
Central  African  Republic  asking  the 
young  people  desiring  to  serve  the 
Lord  to  go  to  Bozoum  to  be  trained  in 
the  School  of  Theology.  In  God's  call- 
ing me  to  become  His  servant.  He 
knew  me  very  well.  He  knew  that  I 
had  planned  to  become  a  secular 
teacher  to  gain  much  money.  He  knew 
that  I  was  a  very  young  boy,  so  one 
day  our  Sunday  School  teacher  gave  to 
me  Jeremiah  1:5-10  to  memorize. 
These  verses  became  a  hammer  in  my 
hfe. 

Before  me  is  the  Christian  cross  to 
bear  and  behind  me  the  world  was 
crying  to  me  to  return  to  play  with  its 
three  children:  the  lust  of  the  flesh, 
the  lust  of  the  eyes,  and  the  pride  of 
life. 

Knowing  that  1  had  an  inner  strug- 
gle, my  uncle  used  a  mighty  sword- 
Hebrews  11:24-27.  This  passage  of 
Scripture  broke  the  bridge  between 
the  world  and  me.  And  just  after  one 
month  of  the  Christian  life,  I  was  sent 
to  Central  African  Republic  to  study 
the  Bible  in  the  School  of  Theology  at 
Bozoum,  where  I  was  tauglit  by  the 
"Gamaliels"— Mr.  Wayne  Beaver,  Mr. 
Marvin  Goodman,  Mr.  Don  Hocking, 
Mrs.  Betty  Hocking,  Mr.  George  Cone, 
and  Dr.  Orville  Jobson.  These  faithful 
servants  of  the  Lord  built  my  new  life 
for  three  lovely  years. 


Before  the  end  of  the  school,  on 
September  5,  1965,  1  dedicated  my 
body  to  Christ. 

Immediately  after  the  day  of  the 
graduation  on  November  26,  1965,  1 
went  back  to  the  people  of  Christ  in 
Cameroon.  I  served  there  as  an  assis- 
tant pastor  for  two  years.  Then  I  was 
called  by  the  Lord  to  go  to  teach  in 
the  Bible  Institute  in  C.A.R.  During 
the  tlve  years  of  service  in  the  Bible 
Institute,  I  was  thirsty  to  know  how  to 
use  the  Bible  commentaries,  and  to  do 
research,  and  to  know  how  to  help  the 
pastors  and  Christians  in  literature. 

So  God  seeing  this  desire  in  my 
heart.  He  used  my  people  and  the  be- 
loved in  United  States  of  America  to 
open  to  me  the  way  to  come  to  the 
Grace  Sciiools. 

There  are  three  things  in  Grace 
College  that  I  like: 

*  The  teachers  I  met  printed  many 
good  examples  in  me,  and  I  found 
out  in  them  the  good  ways  to  work 
among  young  people. 

*  The  library  is  for  me  like  an  ocean 
of  books  in  which  I  am  swimming 
with  joy.  I  feel  myself  like  a  bee  in 
a  big  flower.  When  I  will  go  back  to 
Africa,  I  will  be  covered  with  much 
dust  of  the  library. 

*  Studying  together  with  the  young 
people,  I  am  learning  the  way  that  I 
can  help  much  better  the  African 
people,  because  I  see  the  same  de- 
sire and  I  hear  the  same  questions 
asked  in  class  by  the  young  people. 
Next  year,  if  the  Lord  desires,  I  will 

begin  my  seminary  studies;  there  I 
will  meet  my  goal  for  coming  to 
America;  STUDY  THE  BOOK  OF

sense  with  us  that  God  is  really  doing  some  exciting  things 
here.

Our  auditorium  is  clear  full 
with  fifty-five,  and  it  was  commented  after  the  service  that 
soon  the  room  would  be  too  small.  We  will  doubtless  have 
to  begin  thinking  about  something  larger  already  this  sum- 
mer. Pray  with  us  about  these  encouraging  problems. 

A  great  help  to  the  ministry  is  on  the  way.  On  June  .S 
the  TIME  team  will  be  arriving  for  ciglit  weeks:  Roger  and 
Susan  Saurer,  Cheryl  Holman,  Elaine  Heatwole,  Dan  Ram- 


sey, and  Bob  Wenger.  Lord  willing,  I'll  be  going  to  Luxem- 
bourg to  pick  them  up  and  Nancy  will  stay  home  to  meet 
the  Eddie  Mensingers  who  are  returning  from  Africa  to  the 
U.S.  for  furlough,  via  Stuttgart.  We  know  many  have  been 
praying  for  the  TIME  team's  ministry,  and  we  would  like  to 
request  you  to  make  this  urgent!  This  past  week  our  group 
began  praying  in  a  direct  way  for  spiritual  awakening  here 
in  our  section  of  Stuttgart,  and  the  exciting  thing  is  that  a 
spirit  of  anticipation  is  spreading.  We  don't  know  how  God 
wants  to  work,  but  we  are  growing  in  conviction  that  He  is 
going  to  do  something  great  for  His  honor  and  glory.  Pray

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I  rebel!  I  am  getting  old— old 
enough  to  be  retired.  But  it's  not  my 
age  at  which  I'm  rebelling;  after  all, 
one  can't  very  well  carry  on  a  dispute 
with  the  calendar  on  the  wall  and  the 
ravages  of  age.  Although  one  doesn't 
like  to  think  he  is  getting  old,  I  can't 
very  well  say  as  was  said  of  Moses, 
".  .  .  his  eye  was  not  dim  nor  his  natu- 
ral force  abated."  Now,  to  date  there 
isn't  too  much  wrong  with  my  eyes— 
but  something  has  happened  to  my 
"natural  force."  What  with  tropical 
heat— and  infrared  rays  and  malaria 
and  anti-malarial  drugs  and  parasites, 
plus  the  accumulation  of  years— let's 
face  it.  I'm  just  not  what  I  used  to 
be. 

So— the  reason  for  my  rebellion?  I 
rebel— at  my  age  and  state  of  deterio- 
ration—at still  having  to  skitter  around 
the  African  countryside  like  a  young- 
ster, trying  to  keep  the  Lord's  work 
moving  in  the  right  direction. 

I  am  responsible  for  three  Elemen- 
tary Bible  Schools  between  here  and 
one  hundred  and  fifty  miles  down  the 
road.  In  the  last  three  weeks  we  have 
gotten  those  three  schools  launched  on 
their  academic  year.  We  have  also  at- 
tended and  helped  in  four  "village  con- 
ferences." It  has  meant  that  as  soon  as 
we  get  unpacked  from  one  trip  we 
have  started  packing  and  preparing  for 
the  next  one.  And  there  aren't  motels 
and  restaurants  to  accommodate  us. 
There  aren't  even  kind  friends  to  invite 
us  in.  We  have  to  provide  everything  as 
we  go. 

Recently,  arriving  for  a  conference, 
we  were  shown  to  our  quarters,  a  neat 
little  grass  bungalow.  Very  cute  it  was, 
but  located  right  in  the  baking  noon- 
day sun.  And  one  could  not  stand  up 
anywhere  inside— straight,  that  is, 
much  less  going  through  the  door  that 
way.  When  we  got  our  cots  and  mos- 
quito nets  up,  it  was  necessary  to  back 
out  to  turn  around  (that's  only  slightly 
overstated).  Now  we  don't  object  to 
humility,  and  to  being  humble,  and  to 
bowing  down.  But  at  our  age,  our 
backs  object  to  our  walking  around 
with  the  top  eighteen  inches  of  us  bent 
over  at  a  ninety-degree  angle.  And 
creeping  up  and  down  that  one-foot 
alley  beside  our  cots  to  get  into  bed, 
we  soon  learned  the  number  of  the 
rafter  poles  by  the  number  of  bumps 
we  got  on  the  head. 

Usually,  I  will  admit,  our  quarters 
are    a   little  more   commodious   than

that.  The  last  place  we  were  in  was  as 
neat  and  clean  as  mud  walls  and  floor 
can  be.  But  there  was  only  one  door 
and  no  windows;  hence,  no  air  circu- 
lation. There  were  no  verandas  to  pro- 
tect the  walls  from  the  glaring  sun.  At 
night  it  was  like  an  oven.  We  beat  that 
one  by  moving  outside  and  sleeping 
under  the  stars.  (Fortunately,  the  stars 
were  shining  that  night.) 

The  Apostle  Paul  said,  "1  am  be- 
come all  things  to  all  men  that  1  might 
by  all  means  obtain  some."  Would  he 
sleep  in  a  house  where  he  practically 
had  to  get  down  on  his  hands  and 
knees  to  get  around,  or  where  the 
walls  radiated  the  day's  heat  all  niglit 
long  and  roasted  him?  Of  course  he 
would.  We  are  a  long  way  from  paying 
the  price  that  the  Apostle  Paul  could 
and  would  and  did  pay  to  preach  the 


Gospel.  And  we  too  are  willing  and 
glad  to  do  it  as  long  as  our  health  and 
strength  holds  out.  That  is  not  the 
reason  for  my  rebellion. 

I  rebel  because  the  rigors  of  this 
battlefront  are  left  to  single  women 
and  older  and  aging  people,  while  the 
young  and  the  strong  and  the  healthy 
are  sitting  in  their  air-conditioned 
studies  and  riding  in  their  air-condi- 
tioned cars  and  preaching  in  their  air- 
conditioned  sanctuaries  and  letting  us 
do  this  work,  and  not  one  is  offering 
to  lend  a  hand.  It  seems  there  isn't  one 
who  is  ready  to  say:  "Here,  Dad,  let 
me  give  you  a  hand.  My  Lord  has  com- 
manded to  preach  the  Gospel  to  every 
creature.  So  as  much  as  in  me  lieth  I 
am  ready  to  preach  the  Gospel  in  Cen- 
tral Africa.  Just  let  me  take  over  a 
little." 

But  honestly,  1  don't  really  rebel,  at 
least  not  real  rebelliously.  1  praise  the 
Lord  for  the  opportunity  to  do  what  I 
can,  and  for  the  health  He  gives  for  the 
task.  We  even  wonder,  if  the  Lord  tar- 
ries, whether  we  miglit  ask  to  come 
back  again  for  another  year  or  two 
after  furlough.  We  do  get  awfully 
weary  sometimes.  We  come  dragging 
out  to  our  study  and  seem  just  too 
dull  to  accomplish  anything  construc- 
tive. Sometimes  we  feel  as  though  we 
aren't  earning  our  pay.  But  Paul  also 
said,  "When  1  am  weak  then  I  am 
strong."  Perhaps  the  Lord  has  been 
waiting  till  some  of  that  "natural" 
force  drained  out  of  us  so  that  He 
could  pour  a  little  of  His  power  into 
us.  I  hope  it  may  be  so. 

We  don't  rebel  at  any  avenue  of  ser- 
vice that  our  wonderful  Lord  opens 
before  us.  We  praise  Him  and  look  to 
Him  for  health  and  strength.  Surely 
anything  we  can  do  for  Him  who  left 
the  palaces  of  glory  and  became  man 
and  endured  the  dust  and  heat  and 
filth  and  cold  and  grime  and  ridicule 
and  slander  and  suffering  and  blood 
and  death  for  my  sins-anything  I 
might  be  able  to  do  for  Him  is  noth- 
ing. But  there  must  be  someone  or 
ones  who  could  do  so  much  more  than 
we  do  and  do  it  so  much  better. 

Young  man,  young  woman,  when 
you  stand  before  your  Master,  what 
reason  can  you  give  for  not  coming  to 
the  mission  field?  The  Master  has  said: 
"As  the  Father  has  sent  Me,  even  so 
send  I  youy  Will  you  be  able  to  stand 
before  Him  and  say,  "Lord,  you  never 
called  me  to  be  a  missionary?"  •

The  boards  approved  articles  of  agreement  and  a  proposed 
constitution  in  a  joint  session  in  Winona  Lake.  May  8. 
The  new  name  suggested  by  the  boards  is  the  "Wesleyan 
Methodist  Church." 

The  action  by  the  boards  must  be  approved  by  both  General 
Conferences,  according  to  Free  Methodist  Bishop  Myron  F. 
Boyd.  The  Wesieyans  met  May  9  and  confirmed  the  joint 
action;  the  Free  Methodists  will  meet  June  18.  The  Free 
Methodists  may  postpone  a  decision  until  all  members  have 
agreed  upon  the  merger. 

Goshen,  Ind.  After  serving  in  the  full-time  ministry 
in  the  Brethren  Church  for  43  years.  Rev.  Robert  Crees 
now  plans  to  retire,  effective  Sept.  1 .  Since  1969  Pastor 
Crees  has  been  ministering  at  the  Grace  Brethren  Church  of 
Goshen,  Ind.

Commissioner  Howard  Casmey's  warning  also  will  be 

distributed  to  the  state's  other  433  school  districts, 

according  to  Farley  Bright,  deputy  commissioner  of 

education. 

The  Gideons,  an  organization  which  distributes  free  Bibles, 

had  sought  permission  to  distribute  New  Testaments  in  Ano 

schools.

The  Stefflers  were  congratulated  by  many  friends  and 
relatives  as  their  two  children  (Rev.  Alva  Steffler  and 
Mrs.  Harriet  Gault)  hosted  a  reception  in  their  parents' 
honor.  William  Steffler  completed  5 1  years  in  the  Brethren 
ministry  as  a  pastor  and  evangelist,  and  he  still  has  the 
honor  at  the  Hatboro  church  (his  last  pastorate)  of  being 
called  Pastor  Emeritus.  Congratulations  to  two  faithful 
workers  in  the  Lord's  service! 

Atlanta  (EP)— The  Christian  and  Missionary  Alliance, 
founded  as  a  missionary  society  in  1887,  has  voted  to 
establish  itself  as  a  full-fledged  Protestant  denomination. 
A  total  of  834  members  of  the  Alliance's  general  council, 
gathered  at  the  First  Baptist  Church  here,  voted  for  the 
measure,  98  were  opposed. 

Founded  by  A.  B.  Simpson,  the  Alliance  has  had  only  four 
presidents  in  87  years.  The  new  constitution  allegedly 
gives  C&MA  President  Nathan  Bailey  of  New  York  greater 
authority  and  responsibility  for  directing  the  group  than 
presidents  had  in  the  past. 

Congregations  formerly  called  "branches"  will  now  be 
known  as  "churches."  The  100,000  members  and  70,000 
"adherents"  will  donate  an  estimated  S9  million  to 
missionary  finance  this  year.  The  Alliance  currently  has 
1,000  missionaries  on  foreign  fields,  approximately  one 
for  every  105  members.

Toronto,  Ont.  (EP)— Sunday  School  attendance  in  Canada  has 
dropped  "catastrophically"  in  the  past  10  years,  the 
Toronto  Star  reported  here. 

Canada's  largest  newspaper  said  the  overall  decline  is 
close  to  50  percent,  with  two  major  churches— United  and 
Anglican— reporting  even  greater  losses.  The  two 
denominations,  along  with  the  Christian  Churches  (Disciples 
of  Christ),  are  nearing  a  referendum  on  organic  union. 
In  1962  there  were  648,354  children  on  United  Church  of 
Canada  rolls;  in  1972  the  figure  was  293,000.  Nationally, 
the  Anglicans  had  similar  losses  and  in  the  Diocese  of 
Toronto  enrollments  dropped  from  42,559  to  17,772  in  the 
same  period. 

Presbyterian  Sunday  School  attendance  dropped  from  109,864 
in  1963  to  63,362—10  years  later.  Lutherans  and  Baptists  did 
a  bit  better  but  also  experienced  the  downward  trend,  Tlte 
Star  reported. 

Rittman,  Ohio.  The  Lord  works  everything  out  according  to 
His  schedule,  and  then  things  fall  into  place.

Kenneth  Stoll,  a  recent  graduate  of  Grace 
Theological  Seminary,  was  the  one  God  wanted  to  serve  at 
Rittman  as  associate  pastor,  and  in  the  right  time  he  was 
available  and  was  given  a  call.  The  Stolls  are  now  happily 
ministering  in  this  area  of  the  vineyard.  Mr.  Stoll  is  the 
son  of  Prof,  and  Mrs.  John  Stoll  of  Grace  Schools,  and 
Mrs.  Stoll  is  the  daughter  of  Chaplain  and  Mrs.  Lee  Jenkins, 
also  of  Grace  Schools. 


Atlanta,  Ga.  (EP)-Church  Financing,  Inc.,  a  firm  handling 
millions  of  dollars  in  construction  bonds  for  scores  of 
churches  in  the  Southeast,  has  filed  for  bankruptcy  in 
federal  court. 

The  first  meeting  of  creditors  was  set  for  June  3.  Assets 
of  the  firm  have  been  protected  by  court  order. 
The  firm  pleads  that  the  state  and  U.S.  Securities  and 
Exchange  Commission  had  notified  the  company  that  its  bond 
sales  programs  may  have  violated  disclosure  laws.  Church 
Financing  obtained  fees  by  handling  construction  bond  sales 
for  churches.  Members  of  the  congregations  served  often 
bought  the  bonds  from  the  company's  representatives. 
Clients  include  Baptist,  Methodist,  Assemblies  of  God, 
Church  of  the  Nazarene,  and  Church  of  God  in  Christ 
congregations.

I 
wear  them,  but  I  do  try  to  use  good 
judgment  as  to  where  and  when.  I  be- 
lieve we  should  not  wear  pantsuits, 
slacks,  shorts,  pantskirts  or  similar  at- 
tire to  a  worship  service,  no  matter 
how  informal  it  may  be.  Our  standards 
should  be  kept  high.  Never  would  we 
wish  to  keep  anyone  out  of  the  Lord's 
house  because  of  her  attire,  but  if 
someone  comes  to  services  and  sees 
women  dressed  in  very  casual  attire 
they  will  follow  suit,  and  soon  there 
are  no  dress  standards  at  all. 

It  used  to  be  when  ladies  "dressed 
up"  they  looked  feminine  and  beauti- 
ful. My,  how  things  have  changed.  The 
other  evening  I  went  to  the  Music  Cen- 
ter in  Los  Angeles— a  magnificent 
place.  I  saw  women  dressed,  or  partly 
in  some  cases,  in  every  conceivable 
fashion. 

"Informality  has  come  to  the  point 
of  being  obnoxious,  not  only  in  our 
churches  but  anywhere  we  go."  (This 
statement  was  from  Dr.  Kenneth  Ash- 
man's message  at  national  conference

at  Gettysburg  in  1973).  There  is  a  lack 
of  separation  from  worldly  things  on 
our  part  as  Christians.  We  really  should 
not  compromise.  We  had  better  stand 
fast  in  all  things.  God's  way  is  best.  It 
has  never  changed  and  it  never  will. 

As  Women  Manifesting  Christ,  we 
had  better  establish  some  standards. 
We  must  use  good  judgment  in  the 
way  we  dress  and  set  an  example  that 
glorifies  God.  When  all  is  said  and 
done,  the  world  sets  higlier  standards 


for  Christians  than  we  set  or  execute 
for  ourselves.  Shame  on  us! 

I  must  admit  I  am  from  the  old 
school,  old-fashioned,  square  or  what- 
ever; but  1  believe  a  lady  should  be  a 
lady.  By  our  appearance  we  should 
help  new  Christians  attain  high  stan- 
dards. I've  been  most  concerned  about 
the  attire  some  of  our  church  family 
wears  when  attending  church  services, 
social  functions,  and  WMC  meetings. 

There  is  a  time  and  place  for  the 
informal  (within  reason)  attire.  I  real- 
ize the  way  one  dresses  does  not  neces- 
sarily make  her  a  Christian;  however,  it 
can  say  a  lot.  We  older  ladies  need  to 
set  the  example  for  the  younger  ladies 
and  girls  by  a  consistent,  moderate  and 
modest  mode  of  dress.  Read  Titus 
2: 1-5  and  then  in  prayer  ask  for  God's 
guidance  in  your  life.  "Knowing  the 
Time"  and  being  effective  in  "Sending 
the  Light"  to  the  lost,  we  need  to  take 
a  good  look  at  ourselves.  Are  we  Mani- 
festing Christ  or  are  we  mirrors  of  the 
worldly  crowd? 

Let's  be;  what  I'm  sure  our  Lord 
intended  us  to  be.  Women  Manifesting 
Christ  in  every  aspect  of  our  lives.      f//ji»

Who 

Is  Responsible 

for  the  Education 

of  Your  Child? 


By  Dr.  Paul  A.  Kienel 

The  scriptural  admonition,  "Train  up  a  child  in  the  way 
he  should  go:  and  when  hu  is  old,  he  will  not  depart  from 
it"  (Prov.  22:6),  was  not  intended  as  a  Biblical  command- 
ment for  the  State  or  Federal  Government  or  even  the 
Church.  The  admonition  was  directed  expressly  to  parents. 
Parents,  more  than  anybody  else,  are  responsible  for  the 
education  of  their  children.  Psalm  1 27:3  says,  "Lo,  children 
are  an  heritage  of  the  Lord."  Children  are  given  to  parents 
by  the  Lord.  They  are  not  community,  state  or  federal 
property.  Parents,  under  God,  and  no  one  else,  are  responsi- 
ble for  their  children. 

If  you  are  a  parent  who  sends  your  youngsters  to  a 
Christian  school  and  takes  them  regularly  to  a  Bible- 
believing  church,  1  am  confident  you  will  believe  in  the 
above  Biblical  position  regarding  parental  responsibility. 
However,  there  is  a  large  socialistic  anti-Bible  segment  of 
our  society  that  believes  that  children  are  "an  heritage"  of 
the  state  and  that  the  state  is  responsible  for  the  education 
of  children.  This  idea  has  reached  such  proportions  in  the 
U.  S.  that  the  State  of  Ohio  has  revised  its  education  code 
to  read  as  follows: 

".  .  .  the  natural  rights  of  a  parent  to  custody  and 

control  of  their  children  are  subordinate  to  the  power 

of  the  state  to  provide  for  the  education  of  children. 

Laws  providing  for  the  education  of  children  are  for 

•    the  protection  of  the  state  itself.  " 

Revised  Education  Code  Page  195,  Ohio  School 
Guide  Section  7. 06  Compulsory  Education  Law 


If  you  believe  as  I  do  that  the  family,  under  God.  is  the 
basic  and  primary  unit  of  society,  then  you  will  agree  with 
me  that  the  Revised  Education  Code  of  Ohio  has  awesome 
implications.  1  believe  we  must  do  everything  possible  to 
preserve  our  rights  as  parents  to  maintain  the  "custody  and 
control"  of  our  beloved  children. 

While  we  still  have  the  legal  right  to  care  for  our  own 
children,  let  us  be  diligent  about  our  privilege  as  parents. 
The  state  of  Ohio,  not  withstanding,  parents  are  responsible 
for  the  total  environment  of  their  children.  This  total  envi- 
ronment includes  such  influences  as  home,  church,  school 
and  friends.  A  question  that  each  of  us  must  answer  is:  Are 
we  as  parents  fulfilling  our  parental  role  in  each  of  these 
areas?  •

The  Day  Ronald  McDonald 
Came  to  Tov\^n

The  Warsaw-Winona  Lake  area  is 
not  one  of  the  larger  municipal  com- 
plexes in  mid-America.  Thus  we  have 
not  enjoyed  some  of  the  more  glamor- 
ous advantages  offered  by  our  current 
culture.  Nevertheless,  signs  of  change 
came  two  years  ago  when  the  Holiday 
Inn  built  a  new  motel  on  the  outskirts 
of  our  "city."  Even  then  the  benefits 
were  still  not  to  be  counted  like  some 
of  our  larger  neigliboring  cities  enjoy, 
but  the  sun  was  rising  on  the  horizon 
indicating  better  things  to  come. 

There  were  rumors  which  none  of 
us  really  dared  to  believe.  My  son,  who 
is  fourteen,  came  to  the  table  one  eve- 
ning with  a  glow.  His  very  friendliness 
toward  his  parents  beitrayed  some 
inner  secret.  "Guess  what!"  he  said.  (I 
have  never  been  one  who  liked  guess- 
ing games,  like  someone  calling  on  the 
phone  and  wanting  me  to  guess  his 
identity.)  I  quickly  proved  to  be 
Father  Scrooge  and  suggested  I  had  no 
idea  as  to  his  secret.  This  would  have 
ruined  the  fun  under  ordinary  circum- 
stances, but  this  was  not  ordinary. 
"McDonalds  is  coming  to  town,"  he 
cheered.  Mother,  with  a  yen  for  exotic 
food  rather  than  the  lowly  hamburger, 
groaned. 

However,  progress  was  on  the  way. 
Soon  McDonalds'  golden  arches  graced 
our  Indiana  skies  and  the  young  set 


(some  oldsters,  too)  waited  with  great 
expectations.  On  opening  day  I  was 
there  along  with  hundreds  of  other 
people.  There  was  a  traffic  policeman 
to  keep  everything  and  everybody 
moving  smoothly.  The  parking  lot 
overflowed,  and  to  my  surprise  I 
counted  thirty-two  clerks  on  hand  just 
to  meet  our  hungry  demands.  It  was 
something  else  to  behold!  You  could 
even  go  to  the  phone  and  call  none 
other  than  Ronald  McDonald  and  chat 
with  him.  He  told  you  he  would  be  in 
town  on  Saturday.  I  didn't  talk  to  him 
personally  because  of  the  long  lines  at 
the  telephone,  and  besides  some  of  the 
bigger  kids  pushed  me  away.  What  a 
day— Ronald  McDonald  came  to  our 
town!  Now  a  similar  situation  has  hap- 
pened hundreds  of  times  througliout 
this  country,  and  it  is  occurring  all  over 
the  world,  therefore,  you  say,  "So 
what!"  As  I  sat  in  the  midst  of  all  this 
confusion  munching  on  my  french  fries, 
a  thought  ran  through  my  mind.  There 
was  a  lesson  to  be  learned  here— 
14,000,000,000  hamburgers  had  been 
sold  by  this  chain— WHY?  To  me,  the 
product  was  tasty,  but  that  wasn't 
aD- the  personal  attention  centered  on 
the  customer  was  outstanding.  The 
place  was  clean  and  well  run.  I  ob- 
served what  I  already  knew— there  are 
some  pretty  smart  guys  running  this 
chain,  and  they  care  enough  to  really 
work  at  their  task.  What  a  lesson  for 
some  churches  to  learn. 

It  is  possible  to  enter  some 
churches  and  get  back  out  again  and 
not  have  a  person  say  hello.  It  is  possi- 
ble to  go  to  some  churches  and  not 


even  find  a  sign  to  identify  their  affili- 
ations. The  lobby  has  not  been  painted 
for  the  past  twenty  years,  and  the  cob- 
webs are  floating  around  like  the  bless- 
ings of  a  past  Christmas.  The  church 
has  the  greatest  message  in  the  world 
to  proclaim,  and  that  is— Christ  died 
for  tlie  sins  of  manlcind.  Yet  you  come 
and  go  and  may  not  even  be  reminded 
you  can  talk  to  God  while  you  are 
there.  At  least  McDonalds  gets  you 
acquainted  with  Ronald  by  direct  line. 

Jesus  said  that  the  children  of  this 
generation  are  wiser  than  the  children 
of  liglit.  I  do  not  necessarily  believe 
you  can  merchandise  spiritual  things 
the  same  way  you  merchandise  food. 
But  I  do  say  we  ouglit  to  be  as  diligent 
about  the  Lord's  business  as  we  are 
concerning  our  worldly  affairs.  We  are 
sometimes  put  to  shame  by  the  indus- 
try of  people  working  for  money, 
while  we  preach  Christ  in  a  very  hap- 
hazard way. 

It's  about  time  we  do  some  plan- 
ning and  praying  as  well  as  cleaning  up 
our  buildings  and  parking  lots  and  rest 
rooms.  Then  when  the  local  sinner 
shows  up  some  Sunday  morning,  he 
will  get  the  idea  we  Christians  know 
how  to  do  things  right  when  it  comes 
to  doing  God's  work. 

When  Ronald  McDonald  comes  to 
town,  he  does  things  right.  •

**Supply  Pastor" 
Builds  Cypress  Church 


June  9,  1974,  the  dedication  day 
for  the  Grace  Brethren  Church,  Cy- 
press, Cahfornia,  marked  the  cUmax  of 
what  started  out  to  be  a  pulpit  supply 
back  in  December  1972.  The  accep- 
tance of  that  "pulpit  supply"  assign- 
ment developed  into  an  immediate 
love  and  attachment  to  the  Cypress 
Brethren.  The  church  was  without  a 
regular  pastor  and  after  meeting  for 
more  than  three  years  in  a  rented 
school  building  and  some  of  the 
people  dropping  out  there  was  a  need 
for  encouragement. 

The  Cypress  congregation  had  al- 
ready purchased  one  and  three-fourth 
acres  in  a  good  location  and  Pastor 
Mayes  could  hardly  wait  to  see  it.  He 
discovered  an  old  ranch  house  on  the 
property  in  quite  good  condition  and 
was  immediately  challenged  to  use  this 


as  the  church  home  and  discontinue 
the  "rental"  arrangement.  The  people 
readily  responded  to  the  "use-our- 
own-home"  idea  and  just  three  months 
later  moved  into  the  remodeled  nine- 
room  house.  By  the  removal  of  a  parti- 
tion an  auditorium  that  could  seat 
seventy-five  people  was  made  avail- 
able. However,  this  remodeling  pro- 
gram was  only  the  first  step  to  an  even 
greater  undertaking. 

A  local  architect,  Mr.  Joe  Colombo, 
was  secured  to  provide  a  plot  plan  for 
the  fullest  development  of  the  proper- 
ty. Mr.  Joe  Colombo  is  well  known 
among  the  Brethren  in  Southern  Cali- 
fornia and  has  drawn  a  number  of 
church  plans  in  the  area.  Once  plans 
are  made  the  ne.xt  hurdle  is  "city 
hall."  Dr.  Mayes  seemed  to  have  an 
"in"  with  this  department,  and  the  de- 


mands of  city  hall  with  all  of  its  de- 
partments were  satisfied  so  that  actual 
building  of  the  new  first  unit  got  un- 
der way  by  September  1,  1973.  During 
this  interim  the  work  on  the  house  was 
finished  and  financing  arranged  with 
the  Brethren  Investment  Foundation 
for  the  new  building  program. 

With  the  coming  of  October  came 
Mr.  and  Mrs.  Lester  Keyser.  Mr.  Key- 
ser  has  been  used  to  build  a  number  of 
Brethren  churches  in  our  Fellowship, 
and  he  took  over  as  the  building  super- 
intendent. The  Keysers  moved  into 
three  rooms  of  the  ranch  house  during 
the  construction  period  on  the  church. 
Their  work  was  finished  by  March  1, 
1974. 

A  "supply  pastor"  with  a  talent  for 
carpentry,  a  building  superintendent 
on  a  Social  Security  salary,  and  a  num- 
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ber  of  dedicated  "volunteers"  made  up 
a  building  combination  that  could  not 
be  equaled  for  "low"  overhead.  And 
this  is  all  reflected  in  a  building  debt 
of  less  than  550,000. 

Mr.  Jim  Sybert  was  one  volunteer 
who  worked  almost  every  day.  Jim 
Shearer  worked  on  the  house  remodel- 
ing and  the  new  building.  He  built  a 
beautiful  pulpit  and  provided  the 
sound  system.  Mr.  Tom  Blackburn  and 
his  sons,  son-in-law,  and  other  friends 
have  provided  one  of  the  finest  park- 
ing lots  in  Orange  County.  It  has  a 
concrete  parking  space  for  forty-eight 
cars  with  no  cost  for  labor.  A  Thomas 
organ  was  given  by  the  McKeever 
family  in  the  church.  Many  others,  too 
numerous  to  mention,  gave  gifts  of 
time  and  materials. 

The  new  building  will  seat  one  hun- 
dred seventy  people  on  fine  pews  pur- 
chased from  another  church.  The  en- 
tire auditorium  is  carpeted  including 
an  adequate  nursery. 


The  congregation  has  also  been  built  up. 


Pastor  Mayes  says:  "We  saw  an  up- 
surge in  the  attendance  during  the 
Vacation  Bible  School  directed  by 
Lorene  McGuire  in  July  1973.  During 
that  time  we  reached  seventy-one  and 
later  we  hit  eiglity-one  for  a  new 
record  which  stood  until  Easter  this 
year  when  we  went  to  one  hundred 
and  one.  The  Christian  Education  De- 
partment gave  us  a  193  percent  in- 
crease for  December  over  the  previous 
year."

The  church  has  a  baptistry  that  is 
rated  as  one  of  the  finest.  A  number 
who  have  come  to  Christ  are  waiting 
to  use  this  new  facility.  Many  of  the 
people  who  were  Christians  have  been 
built  up  in  the  faith  during  the  fifteen 
months  Pastor  Mayes  has  "supplied" 
the  pulpit.  It  is  the  sincere  desire  of 
the  Cypress  Grace  Brethren  congre- 
gation that  their  church  will  always  be 
known  as  a  Bible-believing,  Bible- 
teaching,  and  a  Christ-honoring 
church. 

The  pastor  and  people  of  Cypress 
are  grateful  to  the  local  people  for 
their  part  in  giving  of  time  and  talents 
to  build  a  testimony  for  Christ.  At  the 
same  time,  they  express  gratefulness  to 
Brethren  people  across  the  nation  who 
helped  provide  funds  througli  the 
Brethren  Investment  Foundation  for 
the  financing  necessary  above  and  be- 
yond the  ability  of  the  local  members. 
With  a  "supply  pastor"  ministry  the 
church  has  been  self-supporting  during 
these  months  of  building  and  expan- 
sion. 

The  Brethren  Home  Missions  Coun- 
cil adds  its  commendation  to  the 
Cypress  church  for  an  excellent  job  in 
providing  facilities  at  a  minimum  cost, 
and  our  thanks  for  the  labor  of  love 
and  gifts  by  the  Cypress  Brethren  and

The  Simi  church,  though  started  by 
the  Southern  Cahfornia-Arizona  Dis- 
trict, received  help  from  The  Brethren 
Home  Missions  Council  for  a  number 
of  years.  Then  in  1970  the  work  was 
accepted  as  a  national  project.  We 
thank  the  Lord  for  Brethren  Home 
Missions  and  the  Brethren  Investment 
Foundation.  They  have  helped  us  all 
ihe  way  from  a  small,  struggling  home 
missions  church  to  a  strong,  self- 
supporting  congregation  on  the  move 
for  God. 

The  dedication  of  the  new  sanctu- 
ary was  none  too  soon.  The  former 
facilities  were  not  only  crowded,  but 
we  have  had  folks  sitting  outside  the 
doors  and  windows.  Little  ones  were 
crowded  on  small  chairs  all  around  the 
pulpit  area  and  choir.  The  center  aisle 
had  become  one-chair  wide  and  folks 
coming  to  make  decisions  at  the  close 
of  the  service  literally  had  to  work 
their  way  to  the  front. 

On  Easter  Sunday  we  made  the  big 
move  realizing  we  would  have  real 
problems  if  we  did  not.  God  gave  us  a 
record  crowd  of  353  and  truly  demon- 
strated to  us  that  we've  only  just  be- 
gun. The  new  auditorium  was  packed; 
every  pew  and  all  additional  chairs  in 
the  main  floor  area  were  used  and 
some  sat  in  the  vestibule.  Praise  God, 
we  still  had  the  balcony— we  could 
have  seated  another  fifty. 

We  are  now  thinking  about  the  next 
unit  and  further  expansion.  The  dedi- 
cation of  our  new  facility  is  only  a 
stepping  stone;  one  step  forward  but 
never  the  end  of  growth.  At  present 
we  can  fill  the  main  floor  of  our  new 
sanctuary.  We  cannot  cease  to  bring  in 
new  folks,  young  people,  new  families 
—we  will  very  shortly  need  more 
room. 

Thank  God  it's  not  finished.  Our 
outreach,  our  new  bus  ministry,  the 
enthusiasm  in  our  people,  their  love 
for  one  another  and  for  souls  arc  great 
indications  thai  we've  truly  only  just 
begun.

McClain,  Miller,  Tyson,  Kennedy, 
Uphouse,  Snyder,  and  Male— and  prob- 
ably a  host  of  others.  These  have  en- 
tered into  various  phases  of  full-time 
service  for  the  Lord.  All  of  this  reveals 
a  very  practical  history  of  interest  in 
missionary  work  and  a  broad  scope  of 
interest  in  all  aspects  of  the  ministry 
of  our  Fellowship. 

Nor  has  this  church  only  been  inter- 
ested in  an  investment  in  the  lives  of 
people,  but  it  has  involved  itself  in  dis- 
trict and  national  home  mission  work 
by  contributing  key  personnel,  as  well 
as  offerings  to  help  expand  the  church 
at  home.  The  missionary  offerings 
have  continually  increased  as  the  needs 
arose. 

Through   the   years  in   my   associ- 


ation with  the  First  Brethren,  one  man 
and  his  family  have  always  been  in 
there  pitching,  trying  to  create  more 
interest  and  activity  in  all  phases  of 
our  national  Fellowship  growth.  Every 
time  there  is  a  Minute-Man  appeal  re- 
leased to  start  a  new  church,  a  letter  of 
encouragement  and  assurance  of 
prayer,  accompanied  by  a  gift,  will 
come  from  this  interested  layman. 
Such  words  of  encouragement  are 
most  significant  and  must  emanate 
from  a  background  of  instruction  in 
the  Word  of  God  and  a  deep-seated  in- 
terest in  all  departments  of  our 
National  Fellowship  of  Bretliren 
Churches.  With  this  background  in 
mind,  I  wrote  to  Mr.  Carl  Seitz,  Sr., 
and  asked  him  for  a  personal  testi- 
mony regarding  the  plan  that  is  being 
used  at  Philadelphia  that  has  so  won- 
derfully enabled  that  church  to  sup- 
port our  missionary  interests  around 
the  world.

1.  This  year  our  Sunday  School  financial  secretary,  Mrs, 
Gladys  Hearn,  cut  out  photos  of  our  missionaries  and 
pasted  one  on  each  missionary  offering  Sunday  School 
class  envelope.  This  is  a  reminder  to  pray  daily  for 
them. 

2.  January  1  to  June  30  we  encourage  giving  to  foreign 
missions,  with  emphasis  at  Easter  time.  July  1  to  De- 
cember 31,  home  missions,  with  emphasis  at  Thanks- 
giving time. 

3.  We  cooperate  with  the  finance  committee  of  the 
church  who  agrees  on  a  total  budget  for  missions. 

4.  After  much  prayer  and  thought,  the  missionary  secre- 
tary sets  goals  based  on  present  needs  and  the  giving  of 
previous  years  for  the  church,  Sunday  School  classes, 
departments  and  auxiliaries. 

5.  Old-fashioned  school  slates  were  provided.  On  one  side 
the  frame  is  white  for  Foreign  Missions,  Easter  offer- 
ing. The  frame  on  the  other  side  is  orange  for  Home 
Missions,  Thanksgiving  offering.  The  top  line  gives  the 
goal,  and  each  Sunday  the  financial  secretary  posts  the 
giving  to  date.  These  slates  are  placed  in  prominent 
places  in  each  class  or  department. 

6.  Periodically  we  include  in  our  church  bulletin  the  goals 
and  gifts  to  date,  keeping  the  people  informed  of  the 
progress. 

7.  During  Sunday  School  or  church  worship  services  we 
give  up-to-date  facts  and  encourage  giving.  We  ask  for 
prayer  at  prayer  meetings. 

8.  Our  folks  love  the  Lord  and  have  been  trained  in  scrip- 
tural giving-(Matt.  28:19-20;  Acts  1:8;  I  Cor.  16:1-2; 
II  Cor.  8:1-9). 

9.  We  make  known  that  as  we  have  more  home  mission 
churches  that  preach  and  teach  God's  Word,  we  are 
assured  of  increased  giving  to  all  other  divisions  of  our 
denomination;  that  is:  Grace  Schools,  Board  of  Evan- 
gelism, Brethren  Missionary  Herald  Company,  Christian 
Education  Department,  and  as  previously  stated,  to 
Home  and  Foreign  Missions,  and  others. 


10.  Since  adopting  this  plan  of  giving  there  have  been  no 
pledges.  The  members  give  as  they  are  prospered.  When 
the  gifts  are  forwarded  to  headquarters  at  Winona 
Lake,  Indiana,  at  the  end  of  each  quarter,  we  pray  that 
the  Lord  will  use  them  to  win  souls  at  home  and

Grace  Accreditation 


The  constituency  of  the  Grace  Col- 
lege and  Seminary  is  unique.  There  is  a 
clear  understanding  of  and  a  commit- 
ment to  the  liberal  arts  at  the  under- 
graduate level,  but  there  is  an  equally 
strong  commitment  to  the  interrela- 
tionship of  the  seminary  and  the  col- 
lege. Neither  would  be  as  strong  or 
have  the  outstanding  future  potential 
that  it  now  has  in  the  absence  of  the 
other.  I  would  encourage  full  accredi- 
tation for  Grace  College,  with  the 
recognition  that  in  the  spectrum  of 
liigher  education  there  are  those  insti- 
tutions that  have  clearly  defined  mis- 
sions and  supporting  constituencies 
that  do  not  fit  the  traditional  molds 
but  still  are  achieving  the  desired  stan- 
dards of  a  liberal  (arts)  undergraduate 
education  and  also  achieving  the 
unique  purposes  of  the  instiljition. 

".  .  .  In  considering  the  fmancial 
stability  of  Grace  College,  one  should 
recognize  that  the  nature  of  tlie  con- 
stituency of  the  institution  ensures 
rising  alumni  support  through  the 
years.  It  should  also  be  recognized  that 
its  present  level  of  tuition  charges  is 
comparatively  low.  .  .  .  The  number 
of  deferred  gifts  which  have  been  de- 
veloped with  Grace  as  the  benefactor 
is  truly  impressive.  The  overall  finan- 
cial prospects  for  the  institution  can 
only  be  described  as  positive  and  much 
better  than  the  average  small  liberal 
arts  college. 

"My  suggestion  is  that  the  North 
Central  Association  of  Colleges  and 
Secondary  Schools  consider  positively 
the  unique  character  of  Grace  College, 
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By  Dr.  Vance  Yoder 

Acting  Academic  Dean 
Grace  College 

and  that  it  respond  to  a  possible  re- 
quest for  the  early  consideration  for 
full  accreditation  affirmatively  by 
having  the  final  visitation  scheduled  as 
soon  as  practicable." 

The  foregoing  statements  are 
addressed  to  the  North  Central  Asso- 
ciation from  Grace  College's  new  ac- 
creditation consultant.  Dr.  Marwin 
Wrolstad,  appointed  by  the  N.C.A.  It 
should  be  recognized  that  this  is  the 
observation  of  only  one  individual, 
albeit  an  important  and  recognized 
one  in  Grace's  pursuit  of  regional  ac- 
creditation. Undoubtedly,  this  state- 
ment is  the  single  most  positive  report 
Grace  has  ever  had  from  a  representa- 
tive of  the  N.C.A.,  and  one  which 
recognizes  and  appreciates  the  right  to 
have  an  institution  of  our  type. 

Because  our  constituency  has  ac- 
celerated its  support  of  Grace,  our 
faculty  strength  in  terms  of  formal 
education  now  approaches  nearly  half 
the  faculty  holding  earned  doctor's  de- 
grees, and  our  facilities  (especially 
library)  are  of  generally  high  quality, 
we  stand  in  a  superior  position  to 
many  private  colleges.  Indeed,  at  this 
moment  in  the  history  of  higher  edu- 
cation, with  many  private  institutions 
collapsing,  Grace  College  stands  as  a 
monument  to  the  sustaining  giace  of 
God.  Ever  before  us  in  our  goal  of  at- 
taining full  accreditation  has  been  the 
desire  to  be  first  approved  of  God  and 


second  accredited  by  man.  In  fact,  we 
have  been  on  record  as  pursuing  this 
goal  only  insofar  as  this  could  be  ac- 
complished within  the  framework  of 
our  doctrinal,  moral,  and  spiritual  ob- 
jectives. 

The  quest  for  full  regional  accredi- 
tation began  as  early  as  1956  through 
self-study  by  the  faculty.  Applications 
were  submitted  to  the  North  Central 
and  diagnostic  team  visits  were  con- 
ducted in  1963  and  1969,  but  both 
times  the  school  was  denied  the  stand- 
ing it  sought.  A  full-scale  institutional 
introspection  was  launched  in  the  fall 
of  1971.  Applications,  status  study, 
and  team  visits  were  accomplished, 
and  on  March  28,  1973,  the  North 
Central  granted  Recognized  Candidate 
for  Accreditation  status  (a  step  prior 
to  full  regional  accreditation). 

We  believe  tliat  with  a  future  as 
bright  as  the  promises  of  God  we  can 
achieve  full  regional  accreditation 
within  the  next  two  years  as  indicated 
in  the  final  paragraph  quoted  earlier. 

This  next  school  year  our  entire 
college  faculty  will  be  involved  in  com- 
piling and  writing  a  comprehensive 
self-study  as  the  final  document  prior 
to  an  examining  team  visiting  our  cam- 
pus preparatory  to  receiving  full  ac- 
creditation. 

We  trust  all  the  Brethren  who  be- 
lieve in  our  purpose  here  at  Grace  Col- 
lege will  continue  to  support  us  with 
prayer  and  financial  gifts  as  we  faith- 
fully hold  forth  the  Word  of  Life,  illu- 
minating the  young  people  entrusted 
to  us.  #

Dr.  l-lerman  A .  Hoyt, 

President  of  Grace  Schools 


The  president  ...  is  expected  to  be 
an  educator,  to  have  been  at  some 
time  a  scholar,  to  have  judgment  about 
finance,  to  know  something  of  con- 
struction, maintenance  and  labor 
policy,  to  speak  virtually  continuously 
in  words  that  charm  and  never  offend, 
to  take  positions  with  which  no  one 
will  disagree,  to  consult  everyone  and 
follow  all  proffered  advice,  and  do 
everything  through  committees  but 
with  great  speed  and  without  error. 

This  evaluation  of  the  role  of  a 
chief  administrator  was  made  by  the 
president  of  a  large  eastern  university. 
However,  there  is  more  to  it  than  that 
as  evidenced  in  the  role  that  Dr.  Her- 
man A.  Hoyt  plays  as  president  of 
Grace  Schools,  a  position  he  has  held 
since  1962.  This  chief  executive  travels 
approximately  45,000  miles  annually 
in  addition  to  performing  his  duties 
with  vigor  and  vision  in  providing  lead- 
ership for  a  four-year,  coed,  liberal-arts 
Christian  college  and  a  theological 
seminary. 

Task  of  Christian  College 

In  commenting  on  the  great  task  of 
the  Christian  college  Dr.  Hoyt  said 
that  "more  important  than  all  the 
academic  training  that  students  get  in 
the  Christian  college,  is  the  clear  in- 
struction from  the  Word  of  God  and 
the  adorning  of  that  teaching  with 
Christian  life.  The  authority  of  God's 
Word  and  the  ordering  of  life  in  rela- 
tion to  it  has  the  promise  of  the  life

that  now  is  and  of  that  which  is  to 
come  (cf.  I  Tim.  4:6).  The  supreme 
purpose  at  Grace  is  godHness  (cf.  1 
Tim.  3:16).  Tiie  motto  of  this  school 
is  'to  know  Christ  and  make  Him 
known  as  the  only  Saviour  and  Lord 
ofhfe.' 

"We  take  the  Word  of  God  serious- 
ly, and  we  have  no  other  source  of 
authority  apart  from  this  Word.  It  is 
true  that  we  function  in  the  area  of 
the  communication  of  information. 
But  the  underlying  purpose  is  spiritual 
and  moral.  And  when  all  other  things 
fail,  the  moral  and  spiritual  will  be  of 
more  value  to  the  young  people  who 
attend  Grace  Schools  in  any  situation 
where  God  may  lead  them. 

"A  man  is  called  to  the  presidency 
of  a  college  to  preside  over  the  for- 
tunes and  future  of  that  institution  as 
defined  in  its  purposes,"  Dr.  Hoyt 
stated.  "I  delight  to  give  myself  to  the 
utmost  in  promoting  the  interest  of 
the  school,  the  staff,  and  the  students 
if  it  promotes  the  good  of  the  school, 
the  glory  of  the  Lord,  and  is  in  com- 
plete harmony  with  the  standards, 
ideals,  and  purposes  of  the  school.  By 
and  large  this  has  been  true  at  Grace, 
and  therefore  it  has  been  a  glorious  ex- 
perience," he  said. 

Background  of  Experience 

h  was  with  some  reticence  that  Dr. 
Hoyt  named  several  things  in  his  back- 
ground of  e.xperience  which  prepared 
him  for  the  presidency.  He  pointed 
out  that  certainly  a  background  of 
many  years  as  a  Christian,  demonstrat- 
ing some  degree  of  spirituality  and  dis- 
cernment, could  be  counted.  Educa- 
tional background  must  also  be  con- 
sidered. To  be  the  head  of  an  educa- 
tional institution  requires  attainment 
a"?  a  scholar,  and  some  clear  demon- 
stration of  this  in  the  educational  area. 
Another  thing  is  his  experience  with 
the  school  from  its  very  beginning.  "I 
helped  to  start  it,  and  I  have  done 
everything  possible  to  keep  it  going," 
he  said. 

When  asked  what,  ideally,  a  college 
president  should  spend  most  of  his 
time  doing.  Dr.  Hoyt  said  there  are 
various  answers  today.  But  the  chief 
answer  now  is  that  the  president  is  the 
front  man.  He  must  not  only  handle 
the  academic,  but  must  be  concerned

with  raising  the  wherewithal  to  keep 
the  enterprise  going.  The  exclusive  re- 
sponsibility of  being  an  academician 
concerned  wholly  with  faculty,  stu- 
dents and  curriculum  has  vanished 
from  the  scene. 

There  was  much  turbulence  on  the 
nation's  campuses  when  Dr.  Hoyt  was 
inaugurated  as  the  second  president  of 
Grace  in  1962.  This  was  stirred  by  the 
belief  that  violence  is  sometimes  justi- 
fied to  bring  about  a  change  in  society. 
But  there  was  no  violence  on  the 
Winona  Lake  campus  because  the  stu- 
dents and  faculty  were  aware  of  and  in 
harmony  with  the  doctrinal,  spiritual 
and  moral  standards  of  the  school. 

Maintenance  of  Standards 

Througli  the  years  Dr.  Hoyt  has 
made  it  crystal  clear  that  maintenance 
of  the  standards  of  the  school  is  ab- 
solutely essential.  Althougli  he  wants 
to  be  gracious  when  problems  arise, 
particularly  in  the  area  of  discipline, 
he  will  not  "trifle  with  standards  and 
ideals."  "Grace  Schools  does  stand  for 
something,  and  we  are  not  abdicating 
that  throne  of  dedication,"  he  em- 
phasizes. 

Dr.  Hoyt,  who  succeeded  the  late 
Dr.  Alva  J.  McClain  as  president,  has 
seen  the  enrollment  in  the  college  in- 
crease from  388  in  1962  to  an  all-time 
higli  of  714  for  the  1973-74  academic 
year.  The  seminary  enrollment  soared 
from  102  in  1962  to  a  record  281  this 
year. 

"No  one  in  this  school  can  quite 
envision  what  I  have  seen  happen  over 
a  period  of  thirty-seven  years  in  the 
seminary  and  twenty-five  years  in  the 
college.  This  school  has  come  from 
nothing  to  the  place  it  now  occupies  in 
the  ministry  of  education,"  he  noted. 

Another  Milestone 

President  Hoyt  has  surrounded  him- 
self with  a  well-qualified  administra- 
tive stafTand  faculty.  The  teacher  edu- 
cation program  in  the  college  con- 
tinues to  receive  accreditation  each 
year  from  the  Indiana  State  Depart- 
ment of  Public  Instruction.  It  was  on 
March  28,  1973,  that  another  mile- 
stone was  reached  when  Grace  College 


was  granted  Recognized  Candidate  for 
Accreditation  status  by  the  North  Cen- 
tral Association.  This  is  the  step  prior 
to  full  regional  accreditation,  and  it  is 
hoped  this  goal  can  be  reached  by  as 
early  as  1975. 

Born  on  March  12,  1909,  in  Iowa, 
Dr.  Hoyt  was  the  eldest  in  a  large 
family  of  children,  and  spent  his  early 
years  in  tlie  town  of  Dallas  Center, 
where  he  was  a  member  of  the  Brethren 
Church.  In  1930  he  married  Harriet  L. 
Fitz  of  Dallas  Center.  They  have  two 
sons,  Joseph  Paul  and  Edwin  Max,  and 
two  grandchildren. 

His  academic  achievements  began 
early  when  he  was  valedictorian  of  the 
class  of  1927  of  Dallas  Center  High 
School.  He  graduated  from  Ashland 
College  in  Ohio  in  1932,  again  as  vale- 
dictorian. His  college  classmates  mar- 
veled at  his  ability  to  study  late  at 
niglit  and  then  arise  by  five  in  the 
morning  to  begin  the  duties  of  the  day 
with  plenty  of  energy. 

Three  years  after  college  graduation 
he  received  his  first  theological  degree 
from  Ashland  Theological  Seminary, 
Ashland,  Ohio,  graduating  summa  cum 
laude  and  having  served  as  president  of 
his  class.  In  the  summer  of  1935  he 
began  advanced  studies  in  languages  in 
the  graduate  school  of  the  University 
of  Michigan.  He  continued  graduate 
study  at  Grace  Theological  Seminary, 
receiving  the  Master  of  Theology  de- 
gree in  1939  and  the  Doctor  of  The- 
ology in  1946. 

Distinguished  Teacher 

Dr.  Hoyt's  teaching  experience  has 
been  broad  in  scope  and  distinguished 
in  character.  Following  graduation 
from  high  school,  he  tauglit  for  one 
year  in  a  country  school.  During  his 
senior  year  at  Ashland  Seminary,  he 
tauglit  Greek  in  the  college  and  at  the 
conclusion  of  the  theological  course  he 
served  as  professor  of  Greek  and  New 
Testament  in  Ashland  Seminary.  In 
1936  the  teaching  of  Hebrew  was 
added  to  his  regular  duties. 

In  1937  he  came  to  the  Grace 
Theological  Seminary  as  professor  of 
Greek  and  New  Testament.  In  times  of 
emergencv  he  has  also  tauglit  in  other 
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theological  and  Biblical  fields. 

During  his  academic  career,  he  held 
various  administrative  positions  includ- 
ing registrar  of  the  seminary  for  five 
years  and  dean  of  both  the  seminary 
and  college  at  Grace  from  1948  to 
1962.  He  was  acting  president  during 
two  periods  when  the  president  was 
absent  on  account  of  serious  illness. 
Dr.  Hoyt  has  held  various  important 
positions  in  the  National  Fellowship  of 
Brethren  Churches  with  which  Grace 
Schools  is  affiliated.  He  was  elected 
president  of  the  Brethren  Bible  Con- 
ference, organized  in  1948  which  later 
became  the  National  Fellowship  with 
headquarters  in  Winona  Lake. 

As  Grace  president  he  travels  exten- 
sively representing  the  schools  he 
loves.  His  journeys  take  him  35,000 
miles  annually  by  car,  and  about 
10,000  by  other  means,  mostly  by 
plane.  He  prefers  driving  and  towing  a 
trailer  when  this  is  possible.  His  wife 
accompanies  him  on  many  occasions 
as  he  travels  througliout  the  United 
States. 

10,000  Volume  Library 

One  of  Dr.  Hoyt's  favorite  pastimes 
is  reading.  His  first  priority  is  his  Bible 
study,  which  he  says  is  indispensable. 
He  subscribes  to  three  major  news 
magazines,  Time,  Newsweek  and  U.S. 
News  &  World  Report  to  supplement 
newspapers  and  television  in  keeping 
up  with  world  events.  He  also  reads 
Christianity  Today  to  keep  abreast  of 
what's  happening  in  the  religious 
world.  He  also  has  a  ten  thousand 
volume  library  in  his  home  in  order 
that  he  can  best  utilize  his  time  while 
away  from  the  office.  He  oftentimes 
takes  along  a  number  of  volumes  when 
he  is  using  the  trailer  during  his  travels. 

Dr.  Hoyt  has  a  wide  ministry  as  a 
Bible  teacher  and  preacher  in  many 
churches  and  conferences,  majoring 
largely  in  the  field  of  Bible  prophecy. 
Associated  with  his  ministry,  he  has 
visited  Europe  and  the  Bible  lands  of 
the  Near  East  upon  two  different  oc- 
casions, enhancing  his  knowledge  of 
the  prophetic  Scriptures.

National  Television 

He  is  called  upon  occasionally  for 
radio  and  television  appearances.  He 
was  one  of  three  experts  on  the 
national  television  program,  "Day  of 
Discovery,"  chosen  to  discuss  "Israel 
and  the  Nations  in  Prophecy."  The 
half-hour  color  telecast  originating 
from  Florida's  Cypress  Gardens  was 
shown  on  television  stations  all  over 
the  country. 

In  addition  to  his  speaking  minis- 
try, he  is  a  writer  of  considerable 
breadth.  This  includes  authorship  of  a 
number  of  books,  such  as  exposition 
of  Romans,  Hebrews,  Revelation,  and 
a  recent  volume  entitled  The  luid 
Times.  In  1973  Moody  Press  released  a 
volume  of  lectures  on  the  Book  of 
Romans  written  by  Dr.  McClain,  and 
edited  by  Dr.  Hoyt. 

A  prolific  writer.  Dr.  Hoyt  is  a  regu- 
lar contributor  to  the  Brethren  Mis- 
sionary Herald  magazine.  He  is  also  a 
contributor  to  a  number  of  other 
national  Christian  periodicals. 

Interested  in  Sports 

This  busy  man  has  lived  a  well- 
rounded  life  in  disproving  the  theory 
that  higli  academic  achievement  neces- 
sarily means  separation  from  other 
normal  activities.  Take  for  example, 
his  interest  in  sports.  As  captain  of  his 
higli  school  football  team  during  his 
junior  year,  he  led  the  team  so  success- 
fully that  it  was  the  only  one  in  Iowa 
that  completed  the  season  without 
having  a  point  scored  against  it.  At 
Ashland  College  he  played  football 
against  Carnegie  Tech,  probably  the 
toughest  competition  Ashland  ever 
had. 

When  he  first  came  to  Grace  in 
1937,  he  played  some  sandlot  football 
with  the  faculty.  Several  who  played 
against  him  are  quick  to  tell  you  that

when   "Hoyt   blocked   you   out,  you 
knew  you  were  hit." 

He  is  a  skilled  carpenter,  having 
built  his  own  home  located  near  the 
campus.  He  enjoys  gardening,  house 
maintenance,  and  mowing  his  acre 
lawn  when  time  permits.  And  one  of 
the  little-known  facts  about  him  is  he 
is  an  excellent  harmonica  player.  This 
was  confirmed  by  one  of  his  college 
classmates. 

He  has  many  other  duties  as  presi- 
dent of  Grace  Schools,  other  than 
those  already  mentioned.  He  gives 
direction  to  the  Advisory  Committee 
of  Grace  and  also  is  answerable  to  a 
twenty-eiglit-man  board  of  trustees. 
The  committee  list,  both  school- 
connected  and  otherwise,  is  long. 

When  many  men  reach  the  retire- 
ment age  they  begin  thinking  about  at 
least  slowing  down.  This  is  not  true  of 
Dr.  Hoyt,  who  continues  to  have 
boundless  energy  as  he  serves  the 
Lord.  However,  he  did  say  that  "in  the 
good  providence  of  God,  I  hope  to  re- 
tire in  August  of  1977,  all  of  this  de- 
pendent on  the  welfare  of  the  school 
and  the  will  of  the  board  of  trustees." 

With  many  colleges  closing  their 
doors  these  days,  Grace  has  main- 
tained a  sound  financial  condition. 
The  college  has  ended  the  past  seven 
fiscal  years  in  the  black,  which  is  a  re- 
markable achievement.  "Let  us  give 
thanks  that  there  are  determined 
people,  who  believe  these  schools  are 
needed,  and  therefore  God  uses  them 
to  keep  this  institution  going,"  Dr. 
Hoyt  concluded. 

Following  a  personal  interview, 
Steve  Dombek,  Grace  College  student, 
had  this  to  say  about  the  tireless  presi- 
dent of  Grace  Schools  as  a  concluding 
paragraph  for  an  article  which  ap- 
peared in  the  Sounding  Board: 

"He  is  a  true  man  of  God,  driven  by 
the  assurance  of  knowing  that  he  is  in 
the  center  of  God's  will  who  sustains 
him  througli  his  endless  itinerary.  Only 
by  perceiving  him  as  called  of  God  to 
be  president  of  Grace  Schools  can  we 
understand  and  appreciate  the  tireless 
dedication  characteristic  of  such  a  call-

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The 
Revelation 

of  the 
Tapes

Newsweek,  a  national  periodical  and  one  decidedly  prej- 
udiced against  the  President  of  the  United  States,  used  its 
opportunity  in  the  transcription  of  the  tapes  to  enhance  its 
purposes  and  fortunes  for  all  they  were  worth.  On  the  front 
cover  in  bold  red  letters  there  appears  the  title,  "The  Nixon 
Papers."  In  the  background  appears  a  juicy  portion  of  the 
transcription,  just  enough  to  e.xcite  the  reading  public.  This 
sample  is  sufficient  to  set  on  fire  the  passion  for  further 
feeding  on  the  sordid  and  shameful  negotiations  that  go  on 
behind  the  closed  doors  of  government  in  high  places. 

According  to  Newsweek,  as  reported  on  page  3  of  the 
May  13  issue,  the  transcript  of  the  Nixon  tapes: 

".  .  .  was  the  most  extraordinary  document  ever  to 
emerge  from  the  White  House-a  1 ,308  page  book  of 
the  Nixon  Administration's  next-to-innermost  secrets 
.  .  .  exposing  his  administration,  warts  and  all,  to 
public  view." 

On  page  17  of  the  same  issue,  an  appraisal  of  Nixon,  the 
man,  was  published: 

"Even  as  edited  by  the  White  House,  the  transcripts 
portrayed  Mr.  Nixon  himself  as  a  weak,  profane,  cyni- 
cal, isolated,  inept,  and  finally  amoral  leader  of  men. 
They  shredded  decades  of  public  protestations  of 
probity;  they  made  a  mockery  of  claims  to  law  and 
order.  At  their  very  worst  they  painted  the  President 
of  the  United  States  as  a  party  to  criminal  conspira- 
cy." 

On  page  18  of  the  same  issue  under  the  title,  "This  Is 
Your  President,"  an  enlarged  portrait  is  superimposed  on 
the  printed  page: 

"He  (Mr.  Nixon)  warned  that  the  portrait  would  be 
unnattering,  that  it  would  reveal  him  'blemishes  and 
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all.'  "  And  what  emerges  ...  is  a  view  of  Richard 
Nixon  oddly  ditTerent  from  any  previously  put  on 
public  display.  Behind  the  closed  door  of  his  office, 
he  seems  both  more  human  and  far  less  commanding 
—a  muddled  thinker,  a  rambling  talker,  a  waffling 
executive,  a  President  who  instead  of  presiding  at 
these  critical  discussions  defers  continuously  to  his 
subordinates.  The  earnest,  intense  Nixon  of  his  public 
speeches  and  press  conferences  turns  distracted.  The 
tightly  buttoned-up  Nixon  of  his  prayer  breakfasts 
turns  salty  and  profane." 

At  a  time  when  every  effort  should  be  made  to  withhold 
judgment  for  the  sake  of  the  nation,  even  if  not  for  the  man 
himself,  unprincipled  men  have  rushed  into  print  or  public 
utterance  with  ridicule,  defamation  and  condemnation. 
They  have  not  bypassed  one  item  that  might  be  turned 
against  this  man  who  is  the  presiding  officer  of  the  United 
States.  They  have  not  hesitated  to  arrogate  to  themselves  a 
certain  omniscience  which  in  their  estimation  qualifies 
them  to  pass  final  judgment. 

There  is  no  doubt  that  these  transcripts  on  their  face 
uncover  in  bold  relief  the  picture  of  a  man  and  his  associ- 
ates that  produces  revulsion  in  the  minds  and  hearts  of  men 
who  still  retain  a  measure  of  moral  sensitivity.  This  is  the 
first  reaction.  But  there  is  far  more  to  the  transcripts  than 
this.  Even  this  must  be  seen  in  the  context  of  the  entire 
document.  And  it  will  take  years  and  many  minds  to  digest 
and  arrange  all  that  is  revealed  in  true  perspective.  In  fact,  it 
is  doubtful  if  any  man  is  capable  of  comprehending  the 
entire  picture. 

But  above  and  beyond  the  transcripts  there  is  a  back- 
ground of  men  and  events,  of  hearts  and  minds  that  does 
not  appear  in  the  transcripts.  These,  too,  are  a  part  of  the 
picture,  and  without  them  it  is  impossible  to  interpret  accu- 
rately and  fairly,  and  evaluate  Nixon  justly  and  graciously. 

Be  sure  of  tliis,  there  is  a  God  in  heaven  who  is  omni- 
scient. He  knows  all  the  facts.  He  has  recorded  every  word 
and  inflexion.  He  looks  upon  the  heart  and  knows  every 
varying  shade  of  motive  and  purpose.  He  keeps  books.  And 
there  is  a  day  when  He  will  judge  the  world  in  rigliteousness 
by  that  Man  whom  He  has  appointed  and  guaranteed  by  His 
resurrection  from  the  dead  (Acts  17:31).  You  may  be  sure 
there  will  be  no  inaccuracies  or  injustices. 

However  strongly  believers  in  Christ  may  be  swayed  by 
the  mounting  accumulation  of  evidence  that  appears  to  in- 
dict President  Nixon,  it  must  be  remembered  that  the  evi- 
dence is  not  all  in.  Even  what  is  available  is  not  yet  evalu- 
ated, and  the  final  word  has  not  yet  been  spoken. 

But  above  and  beyond  all  this,  Mr.  Nixon  is  our  Presi- 
dent, and  as  believers  we  are  called  upon  to  pray  "for  all 
that  are  in  authority"  (I  Tim.  2:2).  God  has  placed  this  man 
in  the  position  he  now  occupies  (Rom.  13: 1),  and  it  is  our 
responsibility  to  honor  him  (I  Peter  2: 17)  and  to  submit  to 
him  (I  Peter  2:13-14), 

If  the  transcripts  are  truly  a  revelation  of  Mr.  Nixon,  the 
response  to  these  transcripts  is  also  an  unveiling  of  the  con- 
dition of  the  people  who  make  up  our  nation.  This  is  cause 
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for  national  sorrow.  Here  is  the  demonstration  of  need  for 
nationwide  repentance. 

When  the  transcripts  in  boot;  form  began  to  roll  off  the 
government  presses,  they  were  being  bought  by  the  public 
so  fast  that  the  demand  could  not  be  met.  Not  even  the 
stupendous  price  deterred  the  public  in  its  rush  to  secure 
this  volume.  Advance  predictions  were  being  made  that  this 
volume  was  on  the  way  to  heading  the  list  of  "best  sellers." 

The  great  newspapers  of  the  land  leaped  at  the  opportuni- 
ty to  put  the  entire  document  into  one  of  their  Sunday  edi- 
tions. These  publishing  interests  realized  that  here  was  an 
opportunity  to  promote  their  newspapers  beyond  anything 
within  recent  years.  Publishers  of  paperbacks  also  eagerly 
grasped  the  opportunity  to  enjoy  the  greatest  selling  spree 
within  decades  of  time. 

Does  all  this  publishing,  merchandising,  and  omnivorous 
reading  mean  that  a  great  moral  transformation  has  come 
over  society?  Not  so!  This  is  merely  the  evidence  that  soci- 
ety in  general  has  minds  and  hearts  that  have  become  so 
morally  depraved  that  they  delight  to  feed  on  the  carrion, 
the  moral  filth,  that  has  been  exposed  in  high  places.  May 
God  pity  us!  If  there  were  only  some  way  to  deal  with  this 
situation  so  that  it  does  not  condition  society  and  lead  to 
even  greater  moral  excesses. 

There  are  some  who  will  be  asking  the  question  concern- 
ing the  origin  of  this  sad  state  of  affairs  in  our  nation.  The 
answer  is  clearly  philosophical  and  spiritual.  Ideas  have  con- 
sequences, and  those  consequences  are  the  harvest  we  are 
now  reaping.  In  educational  and  religious  circles  we  have 
ushered  out  of  our  thinking  the  Biblical  concept  of  God, 
and  have  turned  in  the  direction  of  pantheism.  In  so  doing 
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the  realm  of  reality  has  been  reduced  to  the  human  and 
natural  level,  so  that  men  are  identifying  creation  as  God. 
As  a  result,  all  moral  distinctions  centering  in  a  transcen- 
dent God  have  disappeared  and  men  have  become  a  law  to 
themselves.  In  this  state  of  low  visibility  men  no  longer  have 
clear  discernment,  and  they  are  approving  and  following 
their  lusts  and  passions.  This  is  lawlessness.  Where  moral 
confusion  reigns  there  is  inevitable  descent  to  lower  and 
lower  levels  of  conduct. 

The  Bible  makes  it  clear  that  lawlessness  will  be  the 
prevailing  atmosphere  of  society  at  the  end  of  the  age,  and 
that  out  of  this  seedbed  of  lawlessness  will  come  the  lawless 
one,  the  Antichrist  (cf.  II  Thess.  2:3-8).  Let  it  be  under- 
stood right  here,  that  this  does  not  come  to  pass  without  a 
conditioning  of  the  minds  of  men  by  a  system  of  thinking, 
so  they  will  be  in  agreement  with  and  ready  to  accept  this 
monster  of  iniquity.  That  philosophy  is  already  taking  its 
toll  in  our  land.  It  has  swept  througli  professing  Christen- 
dom in  the  apostacy  from  the  Scriptures.  Paralleling  this 
trend  in  religion,  this  philosophy  has  taken  its  course  in  the 
educational  system  by  conditioning  the  minds  of  the  vast 
company  of  youth.  At  last  educators  are  bemoaning  the 
fact  that  we  now  have  no  system  of  values.  This  was  the 
loud  lament  at  the  meeting  of  the  Association  of  American 
Colleges  in  January.  Dark  is  the  sky  from  horizon  to  hori- 
zon across  our  land. 

Is  there  any  hope,  even  a  ray  of  hope,  within  the  context 
of  this  worsening  national  and  world  situation?  The  answer 
is  yes!  It  is  a  ray  of  hope  from  above.  It  was  Jesus  who  said 
to  His  disciples,  and  througli  them  as  representatives  of  the 
saved  down  across  these  years,  "Ye  are  the  salt  of  the 
earth"  (Matt.  5:13). 

Salt  is  a  powerful  preservative  whose  function  is  to  arrest 
the  spread  of  bacterial  corruption.  In  that  day,  and  for 
many  years,  men  used  salt  to  presei-ve  meat.  The  salt  pre- 
vented the  spread  of  bacteria  and  thus  preserved  the  meat 
for  eating. 

In  this  sense,  God's  people  have  performed  the  function 
of  salt  in  society.  Being  regenerated  by  and  indwelt  by  the 
Holy  Spirit,  and  devoted  to  the  Bible  whose  author  is  the 
Holy  Spirit,  they  have  had  a  passion  for  holiness.  Their 
influence  in  society  in  word  and  deed  has  always  been  to 
resist  sin  and  promote  holiness.  As  a  result  they  have  exer- 
cised a  hindering  influence  to  the  progress  of  sin  and  wick- 
edness. Moreover  they  will  continue  to  exercise  this  influ- 
ence until  the  Lord  Jesus  takes  them  out  of  the  world.  This 
influence  will  provide  some  liglit  in  the  midst  of  the  gather- 
ing darkness,  just  enougli  for  some  to  reach  Christ  and  be 
saved  before  it  is  forever  too  late. 

We  may  trust  implicitly  in  the  God  of  hope,  that  His 
Spirit  working  in  and  througli  His  people  will  arrest  the  tide 
of  sin  till  His  purpose  in  forming  the  Church  is  completed. 
All  the  signs  point  to  the  fact  that  the  end  is  not  far  away. 
By  a  gigantic  exercise  of  power  our  blessed  Lord  will  come 
and  deliver  His  own  out  of  this  world.  This  is  the  Blessed 
Hope  for  believers  in  this  hour  of  growing  darkness  (Titus 
2:11-13).  • 
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Acting  Academic  Dean  Vance 
Yoder  reports  that  all  of  the  present 
teacher  education  programs  plus  five 
new  ones  have  been  approved  for  the 
1974-75  school  year  by  the  Teacher 
Training  and  Licensing  Commission  of 
the  Indiana  State  Department  of  Pub- 
lic Instruction.  New  programs  ap- 
proved included  a  major  and  minor  in 
Art,  French,  Spanish,  and  Speech,  and 
an  area  major  in  Physical  Education. 
The  programs  are  evaluated  annually 
and  Grace  has  been  granted  accredita- 
tion by  the  State  Department  continu- 
ously since  1955. 

The  1974  seminary  senior  class  gift 
is  a  full-scale  replica  of  the  Rosetta 
Stone,  one  of  the  great  archaeological 
discoveries  in  1799  which  has  been  the 
key  to  deciphering  ancient  Egyptian 
writing.  John  Snow  presented  the 
famous  artifact  which  will  be  on  dis- 
play in  the  library. 

Robert  Arenobine  made  the  presen- 
tation of  the  1974  college  senior  class 
gift  which  is  a  tripod  mounted  eight- 
inch  Schmidt  reflecting  telescope.  The 
telescope  costing  $1,200  has  an  elec- 
tric motor  drive  to  compensate  for  the 
earth's  rotation. 
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Alumni  project  goals  for  1973  of 
517,000  for  paving  the  parking  lot  at 
the  new  athletic  field  and  the  $6,000 
for  air-conditioning  of  the  seminary 
chapel  have  been  reached.  The  finan- 
cial office  has  informed  Alumni  Co- 
ordinator Thomas  Hammers  that  the 
goals  were  fully  met.  He  also  noted 
that  alumni  giving  for  all  purposes  in 
1973  reached  a  new  high  of  $86,772 
exceeding  the  record  of  $80,680  set  in 
1970.  In  1973  seminary  alumni  num- 
bering 405  gave  $32,817  and  481  col- 
lege alumni  donated  $53,960.  Totals 
include  all  gifts  given  througli  local 
churches  or  sent  direct  to  the  alumni 
or  financial  offices. 

Seminary  faculty  will  be  busy  on 
the  archaeological  scene  this  summer. 
Dr.  John  Davis  is  in  Israel  for  three 
months  superivising  tomb  excavations 
for  the  Khribet  Radanna  Expedition. 
Robert  Ibach,  Jr.,  is  an  area  supervisor 
for  the  Heshbon  Expedition  in  Jordan 
where  he  is  directing  an  archaeological 
exploration  of  300  square  kilometers 
near  the  Dead  Sea.  James  Battenfield 
is  continuing  his  excavations  at  the 
Biblical  city  of  Heshbon  under  a  grant 
from  the  Zion  Research  Foundation, 
administered  by  the  American  Schools 


of  Oriental  Research. 

Chet  Kammerer,  athlefic  director, 
has  been  elected  to  a  two-year  term  as 
president  of  the  National  Christian 
College  Athletic  Association.  He  was 
elected  during  a  recent  meeting  of  the 
association  which  has  a  membership  of 
sixty- five  colleges.  A  1964  graduate  of 
Grace,  Chet  with  his  wife,  Sherrill,  and 
their  two  children,  Chad  and  Shanda, 
reside  on  R.  R.  2,  Warsaw. 

The  Rev.  H.  Richard  Cannon,  pas- 
tor of  the  Calvary  Presbyterian 
Church,  Fort  Lauderdale,  Florida,  will 
be  the  speaker  for  the  Spiritual  Life 
Conference  at  the  college  scheduled 
September  9-13.  He  will  be  speaking  at 
chapel  Monday  through  Friday  and 
each  evening  will  be  holding  sessions 
on  Christian  living.  An  ordained  Pres- 
byterian minister,  he  was  brought  to 
the  Saviour  through  the  ministry  of 
Bethany  Presbyterian  Church.  In 
1959,  Rev.  Cannon  went  to  West  Irian, 
Indonesia,  with  the  Evangelical  Alli- 
ance Mission  (TEAM)  to  work  on  the 
swampy  south  coast  among  ultra- 
primitive  tribespeople.  He  and  his  wife 
also  served  on  tlie  home  staff  of 
TEAM,  until  he  began  his  work  with 
Intercristo,  a  Christian  agency.  W

Rev.  Knule  Larson,  pastor  of  the  Grace  Brethren  Church,  Ash- 
land, Ohio,  was  honored  as  the  1974  Distinguished  Grace  College 
Alumnus  of  the  Year  at  commencement.  G.  William  Clingenpeel, 
president  of  the  College  Alumni  .Association,  in  recognizing  Larson 
as  the  alumnus  of  the  year,  read  the  following  citation  and  pre- 
sented him  with  a  plaque. 

"A  Student  who  in  the  late  fifties  played  an  important 
role  in  the  Grace  College  film,  'Decision  Determines  Des- 
tiny,' is  the  man  whom  we  honor  today  as  the  1974  college 
alumnus  of  the  year. 

"For  three  years  he  was  class  president  and  a  dormitory 
officer.  He  served  as  student  body  president  and  held  the 
post  of  student  council  president  in  his  senior  year.  A 
speech  major,  he  was  active  in  the  dramatic  and  speech 
activities  of  the  school,  and  was  editor  of  the  Sounding 
Board  in  his  junior  year.  For  two  years  he  was  a  varsity 
basketball  team  member.  During  his  college  years  he  shared 
in  youth  work.  He  graduated  with  the  bachelor  of  arts  de- 
gree, magna  cum  laude  in  1962. 

"He  continued  his  studies  on  campus  in  Grace  Theologi- 
cal Seminary  where  he  earned  the  master  of  divinity  degree, 
graduating  with  honorable  mention  in  1966. 

"During  Tiis  seminary  days  and  througli  1972,  he  was 
editor  of  the  Higley  Commentary  published  by  the  Lambert 
Huffman  Press,  and  continues  as  a  free-lance  writer  and 
coeditor  for  Scripture  Press  and  Free  Methodist  publica- 
tions.

"Following  seminary,  he  served  as  associate  pastor  for 
two  and  one-half  years  with  Dr.  Kenneth  Ashman  at  the 
First  Brethren  Church  of  Wooster,  Ohio. 

"For  the  past  six  years  he  has  been  the  pastor  of  the 
Grace  Brethren  Church  of  Ashland,  Ohio,  where  attendance 
has  grown  from  269  in  1968  to  more  than  900  today.  He 
has  led  his  congregation  in  the  construction  of  a  new  edifice 
where  two  Sunday  morning  services  are  now  necessary  to 
accommodate  the  many  worshipers  who  are  attracted  by 
his  unique,  faithful  preaching  and  teaching  of  the  Word  of 
God.  A  Christian  Day  School  has  recently  been  added  to 
the  expanding  ministry  of  the  church. 

"During  his  busy  days  on  campus  he  fell  in  love  with  the 
former  Jeanine  Swetlic,  an  elementary  education  major 
who  graduated  with  the  bachelor  of  science  degree  in  1963. 
They  were  married  June  9,  1 962,, and  have  two  children, 
Elise,  5.  and  Alison,  2. 

"We  are  proud  to  present  this  man  whom  God  has  been 
pleased  to  use  so  effectively  as  the  year's  distinguished 
alumnus  of  the  year." 


Dr.  David  L.  Hocking,  pastor  of  the  First  Brethren  Church  of 
Long  Beach,  California,  was  presented  a  plaque  in  absentia  as  the 
Distinguished  Alumnus  of  the  Year  of  Grace  Theological  Seminary 
for  1974.  S.  Wayne  Beaver,  president  of  the  Seminary  Alumni  As- 
sociation, read  the  following  citation  at  commencement  exercises  in 
recognizing  Dr.  Hocking  as  the  alumnus  of  the  year. 

"Dr.  Hocking  often  speaks  of  the  great  influence  that 
Dr.  L.  S.  Bauman  had  on  his  life.

He  was  gradu- 
ated from  the  seminary  summa  cum  laude  in  1964  with  the 
Master  of  Divinity  degree.  In  1970  he  received  the  degree  of 
Doctor  of  Ministry  from  the  California  Graduate  School  of 
Theology. 

"Dr.  Hocking  is  married  to  the  former  Carole  McCollum 
of  Beaumont,  California.  The  Lord  has  given  them  three 
lovely  children. 

"His  ministry  was  blessed  of  the  Lord  in  the  establish- 
ment of  the  Grace  Brethren  Church  of  Columbus,  Ohio. 
Starting  from  a  small  Bible  class  in  1964,  the  church  rapidly 
grew  into  a  thriving  congregation  with  an  outreach  ministry 
that  drew  many  to  the  Lord. 

"In  1968  he  accepted  the  call  to  become  pastor  of  the 
First  Brethren  Church  of  Long  Beach,  California.  Under  the 
inspiring  expository  preaching  of  Dr.  Hocking,  the  church 
in  Long  Beach  continues  to  experience  a  phenomenal 
growth,  with  a  recent  attendance  of  more  than  three  thou- 
sand. 

"In  addition  to  his  pastoral  duties,  he  is  president  of  the 
Brethren  Church  Schools,  and  is  also  president  of  the  West- 
ern Institute  of  Biblical  Studies  and  the  Western  Graduate 
School  of  Theology. 

"His  outstanding  ability  has  received  national  recogni- 
tion as  he  was  named  in  the  1969  edition  of  the  Outstand- 
ing Young  Men  of  America,  and  has  appeared  several  times 
in  Who's  Who  in  America.  He  is  in  much  demand  as  a 
speaker  on  university  campuses,  where  he  boldly  and  ably 
defends  the  Word  of  God. 

"Dr.  Hocking  is  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of 
Grace  Schools,  and  has  been  active  in  the  Southern  Cali- 
fornia-Arizona District  Ministerium  of  Brethren  pastors, 
where  he  serves  as  chairman  of  the  ministerial  examining 
board.

THE  MEN'S  VOICE  OF  THE  NATIONAL   FELLOWSHIP  OF   BRETHREN  CHURCHES 


Hi  Men, 

This  will  be  my  final  communication  from  the  secre- 
tary's desk  to  you.  I  write  this  page  with  mixed  emotions, 
but  1  beheve  I  am  following  the  leading  of  the  Lord.  I 
certainly  feel  that  the  Lord  has  constantly  led  in  the  men's 
work  these  past  few  years,  and  we  all  need  to  praise  Him 
for  His  guidance. 

It  was  last  November  and  December  that  the  finances  for 
the  men's  work  began  to  show  a  decided  drop.  This  trend 
continued  until  March  of  this  year.  I  felt  this  entire  situ- 
ation was  of  the  Lord  and  prayed  much  about  it,  asking  the 
Lord  for  the  answer. 

I  believe  we  now  have  the  answer,  based  on  the  follow- 
ing four  items: 

1.  The  men's  organization  has  a  very  fine  board  of 
directors. 

2.  The  men  who  comprise  this  board  are  strong  Chris- 
tians with  a  vision  for  the  Lord's  work  in  the  local  church 
as  well  as  nationwide. 

3.  This  organization  now  has  a  tax-exempt  status,  and 
all  gifts  are  deductible  for  income  tax  purposes. 

4.  Our  national  outreach  ministry,  the  Brethren  Boys 
Work,  is  almost  fully  organized. 

With  the  above  items  of  progress  in  mind,  I  believe  the 
Lord  is  telling  us  that  at  this  time  we  do  not  need  a  paid 
full-time  director,  and  that  we  should  begin  to  build  a 
strong  ministry  of  men  to  boys.  It  is  not  at  all  strange  that 
we  have  just  about  completed  the  structure  for  our  own 
boys  work. 

As  the  financial  problems  have  mounted  over  the  past 
few  months,  I  believe  the  Lord  has  clearly  shown  us  that  He 
desires  that  we  not  try  to  build  a  large  national  organiza- 
tion, but  rather  we  should  put  our  prayers,  money  and 
efforts  into  the  ministries  of  men.  A  fine  place  to  start  is 
the  boys  work  ...  I  know  there  are  other  areas  besides  this, 
but  let's  start  there  and  then  allow  the  Lord  to  direct  as  we 
grow. 

I  also  feel  led  of  the  Lord  to  share  with  you  His  leading 
in  my  personal  life.  Over  the  past  few  years  I  have  received 
a  number  of  requests  to  candidate  and  pastor  churches.  I 
have  always  felt  led  to  refuse  such  requests  and  continue 
with  the  men's  organization. 

However,  last  March,  it  was  obvious  to  my  wife  and  me 
that  the  Lord  was  calling  us  into  the  pastorate.  When  the 
call  came  from  Kenai,  Alaska,  we  had  mixed  emotions  re- 
garding many  things.  My  first  reaction  was  concern  for  the 
men's  work  and  the  future  ministry  to  boys.  But  the  Lord 
began  to  answer  prayer,  and  things  began  to  fit  into  place. 
To  me,  it  is  not  strange  or  coincidental  that  our  number 
one  boys  work  pilot  study  is  in  Kenai,  Alaska.  The  Lord 
provided  the  opportunity  for  Jack  Cline  and  me  to  begin 
this  pilot  study  last  September  when  we  were  at  Kenai. 
Who  would  have  thought  at  that  time  that  I  would  be  called 
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back  as  their  pastor?  I  know  it  certainly  was  not  part  ot  my 
plans. 

Additional  items  of  consideration  for  us  were  the  dis- 
tance of  moving,  selling  all  of  our  household  goods,  and  the 
change  of  life-style.  But,  when  we  looked  at  the  calling  of 
the  Lord;  we  had  no  other  choice.  So,  the  Lord  willing,  my 
wife  and  1,  and  our  son,  Jim,  will  leave  after  national  con- 
ference for  Kenai. 

As  I  see  the  Lord's  leading  in  our  national  men's  organi- 
zation, these  benefits  will  result  from  the  change: 

1.  My  leaving  will  channel  additional  funds  into  the  boys 
ministry. 

2.  We  have  hired  Jack  Cline  from  the  Grace  Brethren 
Church,  Hagerstown,  Maryland,  to  be  chairman  of  our 
boys  committee.  He  will  be  a  paid  full-time  employee  of 
the  men's  organization.  His  salary  for  the  first  year  has 
already  been  covered.  Praise  the  Lord! 

3.  I  have  suggested  that  Lyle  Marvin,  Jr.,  now  chairman 
of  the  board  of  directors,  be  asked  to  assume  the  job  of 
director  at  no  salary— just  an  expense  account  arrangement. 

4.  The  money  saved  in  the  program  outlined  here  could 
be  used  to  hire  one  or  more  full-time  regional  men  to  assist 
Jack  Chne  in  building  the  boys  ministry. 

As  director  of  your  national  men's  work,  1  have  been 
able  to  see  the  concepts  of  Man-to-Man  discipleship  and  the 
great  need  of  a  boys  ministry.  Now,  through  the  eyes  of  a 
pastor,  I  want  to  see  these  same  concepts. 

Many  of  you  have  been  faithful  to  pray  for  me  and  the 

national  men's  work.  I  hope  you  will  continue  to  remember 

me  and  my  family  as  we  go  to  Kenai.  Pray  also  for  our 

mutual  ministry  for  the  Lord  in  the  national  men's  and 

boys  works.

I  had  only  one  moment  of  satis- 
faction on  this  excursion,  and  it  was 
when  the  guide  asked  the  group  which 
direction  was  north.

However,  my  one  moment  of  glory 
was  brief  because  it  occurred  to  me  it 
really  didn't  make  any  difference 
whether  or  not  1  knew  the  riglit  direc- 
tion. I  couldn't  get  out  of  the  place 
without  the  guide.  As  I  looked  around 
1  quietly  said  to  myself,  "Lord,  if  You 
let  me  get  out  of  here.  I'll  never  do 
anything  like  this  again." 

But  then  the  thought  came  to  me 
that  I  have  said  the  same  words  before. 
Yes,  many  times.  And  I  have  a  feeling 
I  am  not  alone  in  this  type  of  promis- 
sory statement  to  God.  For  some  the 
situation  could  have  been  a  moral  one, 
and  a  move  into  questionable  territory 
was  made.  Then  unbelievable  circum- 
stances started  to  surround  them,  and 
the  outlook  became  obvious.  Falling 
to  their  knees,  they  promised  God  that 
if  He  would  get  them  out  of  this  they 
would  never  do  it  again.  But  the  vow  is 
soon  forgotten,  and  once  more  the 
weakness  of  the  flesh  is  evident  and 
words  so  glibly  spoken  are  disregarded.

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Brethren  Foreign  Missions  looks  to  Soutfi  Brazil  — 

Target  for 
Brazil  Expansion 


Before  the  end  of  1974  the  Foreign  Missionary  Society 
of  the  Brethren  Church  will  place  a  team  of  missionaries  in 
the  southern  part  of  Brazil.  The  city  selected  by  the  society 
for  this  new  missionary  venture  is  Uberlandia  in  the  stale  of 
Minas  Gerais.  The  following  excerpts  are  from  a  preliminary 
report  by  Missionary  Tim  Farner. 

The  City  of  Uberlandia 

1 .  Geograpiiical  factors 

There  are  several  important  cities  in  the  "'Triangle  of 
Minas,"  but  the  three  most  important  are  Uberlandia. 
Uberaba  ( 100  km  southeast),  and  Ituiutaba  ( 120  km  due 
west),  which  form  the  "Triangle." 

It  is  interesting  that  two  of  these  cities  are  among  the 
five  largest  cities  in  the  state  of  Minas:  Uberlandia  is 
fourth  and  Uberaba  fifth,  according  to  the  census  of 
iQ70. 

Uberlandia  is  located  within  the  western  projection  of 
the  state  of  Minas  Gerais,  and  is  the  chief  city  of  Micro- 
region  170,  composed  of  eleven  municipalities. 

Situated  among  gentle  rolling  hills,  the  e.xact  geo- 
graphical coordinates  of  the  city  are:  Lat.  18°55"22"  S. 
and  Long.  W.  Gr.  48°17'18"  with  an  altitude  of  854 
meters.  The  climate  is  mild  with  e.xtremes  in  tempera- 
ture around  26.4°  C.  (76.3°F.)  and  a  medium  tempera- 
ture of  16.3T.  (61.3°F.).  Precipitation  ranges  between 
one  meter  and  1 .20  meters  annually. 

One  river,  the  Uberabinha,  runs  in  a  northwest  direc- 
tion througli  the  municipality.  It  provides  energy  to  turn 
the  turbines  of  two  different  hydroelectric  plants  tor  the 
city's  consumption.  There  are  also  many  brooks  and 
streams  in  the  area. 

2.  Population 

According  to  the  1970  census,  Uberlandia  ranked 
fifty-third  in  the  nation  in  size,  with  a  population  of 
124,895  in  the  municipality  as  compared  with  88,282  in 
1960.  This  is  an  increase  of  41.5  percent  within  the 
10-year  period,  t.xperts  have  calculated  a  9  percent  in- 
crease per  year  since  1970,  which  would  establish  the 
present  population  at  165,000. 

The  projection  of  population  by  the  end  of  this 
decade  ranges  from  200,000  (conservative)  to  300,000. 
Whatever  the  case,  it  is  evident  that  Uberlandia  is  a 
population  center  dynamic  in  its  growth  pattern,  and  the 
growth  index  should  multiply  because  of  important  pro- 
grams of  industrial  and  economic  development.  In 
addition  to   the  three  principal  cities  of  the  Triangle. 


there  are  numerous  cities  (as  many  as  thirty)  within  a 
100-km  or  60-mile  radius.  These  cities  range  between 
5,000  and  50,000  inhabitants. 

3.  Logistical  Importance 

Uberlandia  enjoys  a  strategic  location  within  the  pro- 
gram of  national  integration  launched  by  the  Brazilian 
government.  It  is  said  to  be  "the  most  strategic  highway. 
railroad,  energy,  and  communications  crossroads  in  cen- 
tral Brazil."  We  would,  of  course,  give  preference  to  the 
capital,  Brasilia,  thougli  it  is  not  yet  as  much  a  commer- 
cial and  industrial  center  as  it  is  a  governmental  center. 

In  reality,  Uberlandia  enjoys  the  same  central  loca- 
tion as  Brasilia,  being  only  180  miles  south,  and  on  the 
main  highway  from  Sao  Paulo  to  Brasilia. 

When  the  present  plan  is  completed,  Uberlandia  will 
lie  at  the  crossroads  of  six  important  higliways  leading  to 
principal  centers  of  industry,  commerce,  agriculture,  and 
access  to  international  ports.  For  this  reason  it  is  said  by 
some  authorities  that  Uberlandia  is  the  most  important 
crossroads  of  central  Brazil. 

4.  Industrialization  and  Agriculture 

In  recent  years  the  number  of  factories  attracted  to 
this  city  has  greatly  multiplied.  At  present  there  are  370 
industries  ranging  from  shoes  to  refrigeration,  car  parts, 
soap,  fertilizers,  TV  sets,  mattresses,  vegetable  oils,  Pepsi 
Cola,  fishing  rods,  fine  cheeses,  cardboard  cartons,  tex- 
tiles, light  fixtures,  clothing,  candy,  and  many  others. 
Many  companies,  both  national  and  foreign,  are  looking 
to  Uberlandia,  which  is  facilitating  land,  taxes,  land- 
scaping, water,  electricity,  telephone,  loans,  and  other 
incentives  to  attract  industry.  Recently,  Souza  Cruz 
finalized  plans  to  install  the  largest  cigarette  factor\'  in 
the  world  in  Uberlandia! 

"Uberlandia"  means  "fertile  land"  in  its  connotative 

An  aerial  view  of  Uberlandia 
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meaning.  Of  course,  the  pioneers  who  settled  this  area 
between  1722  and  1852  were  in  search  of  land  suitable 
for  agriculture.  In  1888  a  municipality  was  established, 
and  Uberlandia  achieved  status  as  a  city  in  May  of  1892. 
Since  those  days  the  city  has  become  an  agricultural 
center. 

In  1973  the  three  main  crops  were  rice,  corn,  and  soy 
beans,  along  with  sorghum  and  other  products.  Pine- 
apple and  citrus  fruits  are  principal  fruits.  The  munici- 
pality has  become  one  of  the  largest  producers  of  garden 
vegetables  as  well. 

Cattle  herds  reached  97,000  head  in  1973.  The  main 
line  of  stock  raised  is  a  variety  of  Brahman  cattle  intro- 
duced from  India,  called  "zebu."  It  resists  the  humid 
climate  well.  It  is  interesting  that  the  breeding  capital  of 
Brazil  is  Uberaba,  southernmost  city  of  the  Triangle.  Its 
annual  exposition  of  cattle  is  always  an  impressive  event. 

In  addition  to  cattle  ranching,  there  are  at  present 
sixteen  producers  of  swine  and  eight  of  poultry.  The 
large  "Rezende"  enterprise— a  very  large  poultry  busi- 
ness—has its  headquarters  in  Uberlandia. 

5.  Education 

Uberlandia  is  without  a  doubt  one  of  the  largest  stu- 
dent centers  in  central  Brazil  and  is  definitely  the  largest 
in  the  Triangle.  It  is  estimated  that  one-third  of  her 
population  is  composed  of  students.  The  system  used  is 
composed  according  to  national  norms  of  first  degree 
(primary),  second  degree  (secondary),  and  superior  (uni- 
versity). From  the  primary  level  on  up,  the  quality  of 
education  seems  to  be  adequate.  Teachers  are  qualified 
to  do  the  job.  In  1973  in  the  first-degree  level  there  were 
105  schools  with  32,677  students.  In  the  second  degree 
there  were  thirteen  schools  with  4,592  students.  The 
University  of  Uberlandia  with  ten  schools  offers  a  wide 
variety  of  courses  and  in  1973  boasted  5,230  students. 
The  schools  are  arts,  sciences,  economics,  engineering, 
dentistry,  medicine,  social  assistance,  and  physical  edu- 
cation. In  addition  there  are  three  trade  and  industrial 
schools.  The  situation  of  teachers  was  the  following: 
first  and  second  degrees— 1,670  teachers;  superior— 492 
professors. 

6.  Political  Situation 

The  city  political  machine  supports  the  federal 
government.  It  is  progressive,  and  active  in  programs  for 
economic  and  social  progress.  It  has  played  a  major  role 
in  the  increasing  industrialization,  not  in  investment  and 
control  but  in  stimulating  interest  and  facilitating  condi- 
tions for  interested  companies.  It  is  interesting  that  the 
present  governor  of  the  state  of  Minas,  Rondon  Pacheco, 
is  from  Uberlandia. 

7.  Religious  Climate 

There  are  several  religious  movements  active  in  Uber- 
landia and  the  Triangle  of  Minas.  The  city  itself  is  the 


center  of  six  Catholic  parishes,  with  a  progressive  bishop. 
The  church  seems  to  be  groping  for  support  of  "nomi- 
nal" members. 

Spiritism  claims  a  large  number  of  devotees,  with 
twenty-three  centers  througliout  the  city.  The  entire  Tri- 
angle is  strong  in  "Umbanda"  and  Spiritism.  The  famous 
medium  Chico  Xavier  from  Uberaba  adds  to  the  impact 
of  Spiritism  on  the  area. 

Various  sects,  such  as  Jehovah's  Witnesses,  are  pres- 
ent. Evangelical  groups  include  Presbyterian,  Baptist, 
and  Pentecostal.  In  all,  outside  of  Catholic  and  Spiritist, 
there  are  fourteen  groups  meeting  in  congregations,  all 
labeled  as  "Protestant"  but  including  everything. 

Summary  of  factors  which  make  Uberlandia  an  excellent 

target  area  for  establishing  the  Brethren  Church 

in  South  Brazil 

1.  Brazil  is  "pulling  in  toward  the  middle"  since  the  estab- 
lishment of  its  capital  in  Brasilia.  Interior  cities  are  flour- 
ishing, especially  in  Sao  Paulo  state  and  Minas  Gerais. 
The  Triangle  of  Minas  is  one  of  the  most  strategically 
located  centers  of  expansion  in  south  central  Brazil.  This 
seems  to  support  a  plan  of  establishing  a  church  in  Uber- 
landia, which,  because  of  constant  and  strong  lines  of 
communication  and  transportation,  could  move  out  into 
other  areas,  based  upon  strong  relationships  between  it 
and  other  cities  in  the  South.        /  ^-. 

2.  Populational  studies  promise  an  increase  in  growth,  a 
situation  helpful  to  church  growth.  A  dynamic,  growing 
population  seems  to  be  more  promising  than  a  staid, 
conservative  community.  Since  the  population  of  Uber- 
landia is  composed  of  people  from  all  over  the  South, 
prejudices  tend  to  break  down  and  an  openness  to  new 
relationships  becomes  more  possible.  This  aspect  also 
promises  contacts  in  other  cities  near  and  far  and  may 
well  be  the  key  to  the  spread  of  the  Brethren  movement 
into  other  cities  in  the  South. 

3.  The  vitality  of  the  commercial  and  industrial  growth  is  a 
factor  which  by  the  nature  of  the  case  promises  greater 
possibilities  for  economic  stability  for  a  new  work.  This 
development  will  not  only  attract  low-wage  earners  to 
work  in  factories,  but  also  an  increasing  number  of 
people  in  blue-  and  white-collar  positions,  middle  class 
and  up. 

4.  The  educational  development  of  a  relatively  large  per- 
centage of  the  population  should  tend  to  uplift  the  pos- 
sibUities  for  a  well-prepared  leadership.  I  have  never 
talked  to  a  well-educated  Brazilian  who  had  deep  respect 
or  confidence  in  the  leadership  of  those  with  poor  or 
little  education.  This  is  a  fact  of  life. 

5.  I  do  not  beheve  that  Uberlandia  is  over-churched,  nor 
that  there  are  a  disproportionate  number  of  denomi- 
nations active  there.  There  are,  for  instance,  cities  in  the 
South  where  there  are  so  many  different  groups  that  a

Who  is  responsible  to  carry  out  the 
Great  Commission?  "Only  the  apos- 
tles," declared  the  Reformers.  "The 
church  has  no  mandate  to  preach  the 
Gospel  and  bring  into  existence  Chris- 
tian churches  in  other  lands.  When  the 
apostles  died,  the  command  of  Christ 
to  'go  into  all  the  world'  died  with

the  teaching  of  the  Reformers.  Such  a 
view  would  motivate  no  one  to  the 
commitments  and  sacrifices  demanded 
by  a  missionary  life  in  that  period  of 
history.  But  how  are  we  to  account  for 
the  lack  of  zeal  and  obedience  to 
Christ's  command  by  Christians  of  our 
own  day?  The  opinion  of  the  Reform-

them."  Luther,  Calvin.  Melanchthon, 
Zwingli— all  subscribe  to  this  view.  To 
this  unfortunate  interpretation  was 
later  added  an  even  more  tragic  no- 
tion: not  only  was  the  Christian 
church  not  responsible  to  take  the 
Gospel  to  the  ends  of  the  earth,  but 
the  unregenerate  had  no  duty  to  be- 
lieve the  Gospel.  In  this  anti-mission- 
ary environment  there  appeared  one 
William  Carey  who  struck  a  blow 
against  this  appalling  misconception  of 
the  Great  Commission.  In  his  treatise, 
"An  Inquiry  into  the  Obligations  of 
Christians  to  Use  Means  for  the  Con- 
version of  the  Heathen,"  Carey  wrote: 
"If  it  be  the  duty  of  all  men,  when  the 
Gospel  comes,  to  believe  unto  salva- 
tion, then  it  is  the  duty  of  those  who 
arc  entrusted  with  the  Gospel,  to  en- 
deavor to  make  it  known  among  all 
nations  for  the  obedience  of  laith."  As 
a  result  the  church  once  again  became 
conscious  of  hor  missionary  responsi- 
bility, and  missions  was  taken  serious- 
ly-at  least  for  awhile. 

It  is  not  surprising  that  the  mission- 
ary venture  remained  immobile  under 


ers  on  this  point  is  thoroughly  dis- 
credited. The  theological  point  of  view 
that  Christ's  command  is  not  binding 
on  aU  Christians  finds  no  defense  in 
evangelical  circles  today.  Yet  the  mis- 
sionary zeal  and  passion  possessed  by 
the  church  up  througli  the  sixties,  has 
abated.  Could  it  be  that  few  are  re- 
sponding to  God's  call  to  a  career  in 
missions  because  it  is  felt  that  the  job 
is  done,  that  the  world  is  already  evan- 
gelized, and  that  foreign  missionaries 
are  no  longer  needed?  Such  thinking 
with  respect  to  missions  is  as  much  in 
error  as  was  the  view  held  by  the  Re- 
formers. In  reality,  the  need  for  mis- 
sions and  missionaries  has  never  been 
greater.  There  are  more  unconverted  in 
the  world  today  than  there  were  when 
Christ  gave  the  Great  Commission. 
Over  two  billion  people  have  yet  to 
hear  the  Gospel.  Vast  areas  are  unevan- 
gelized,  and  weak  churches  all  over  the 
world  need  the  help,  encouragement 
and  instruction  that  missionaries  can 
give. 

In  view  of  these  facts,  it  seems  truly 
inopportune    thai    Brethren    Foreign 
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Could  it  be  that  few  are  responding  to  God's  call  to  a  career  in 
missions  because  it  is  felt  that  the  job  is  done,  that  the  world  is 
already  evangelized,  and  that  foreign  missionaries  are  no  longer 
needed? 


Missions  should  face  a  crisis  in  person- 
nel. But  it  does!  All  fields  are  woefully 
understaffed,  and  even  established 
national  churches  keep  appealing  for 
more  missionary  personnel. 

It  has  never  been  the  planned  strat- 
egy of  the  Foreign  Missionary  Society 
to  attempt  to  carry  on  a  work  with 
only  one  or  two  missionary  families  in 
an  area;  yet,  this  is  the  way  programs 
are  forced  to  operate  in  many  areas. 

Argentina— Only  two  families  are  here 
in  spite  of  the  fact  that  the  national 
church  has  requested  more  mission- 
aries. The  evangelistic  church-planting 
opportunities  have  never  been  so  op- 
portune in  Argentina  as  they  are  at 
this  moment. 

Mexico  City— One  famUy  in  a  city  of 
over  three  million.  It  is  too  much  to 
expect  that  this  one  family  can  carry 
out  the  type  of  mission  program  that 
fits  the  purpose  and  goals  of  the  Soci- 
ety; others  must  join  them. 

El  Paso/Juarez— One  self-supporting 
missionary  family  commutes  across 
the  border  to  carry  on  a  limited  work 
in  Mexico.  It  is  hardly  the  best  method 
to  plant  a  church  there,  but  thus  far 
no  one  has  volunteered  to  help  in  this 
needy  tleld.  If  no  career  missionary 
volunteers  are  forthcoming,  are  there 
other  Spanish-speaking  couples  who 
are  willing  to  locate  in  El  Paso  and  in  a 
self-supporting  ministry  help  the 
Dowdys  in  this  border  ministry? 

San  Juan,  Puerto  Rico— Two  Brethren 
families  are  laboring  for  the  Lord  in 
this  important  city.  One,  in  a  self- 
supporting    work    (the    Max    Brenne- 


mans),  ministers  to  an  English-speak- 
ing congregation.  The  other  family 
(the  Ray  Davises)  is  in  the  initial  stages 
of  a  Spanish-speaking  testimony. 
Again,  our  program  lags  for  want  of  a 
sufficient  missionary  staff  to  form  a 
team  approach  to  church  planting. 

Stuttgart,  Germany— The  Brethren 
Church  responded  warmly  when  this 
forward  step  was  taken  by  the  Foreign 
Missionary  Society.  It  was  hoped  that 
new  candidates  would  soon  volunteer 
and  join  the  one  family  who  had  ac- 
cepted with  enthusiasm  and  faith  this 
monumental  task.  That  one  family  still 
carries  on  alone,  making  excellent 
progress,  to  be  sure,  but  definitely 
hindered  in  strategy  and  program  be- 
cause the  field  is  understaffed. 

Chad— On  three  different  occasions  the 
national  pastors  made  a  special  appeal 
to  the  Society  to  place  at  least  four 
missionary  couples  among  them.  Only 
two  of  these  positions  are  cared  for, 
with  no  additional  candidates  on  the 
horizon  to  fill  these  urgent  needs. 

Central  African  Republic— Since  the 

growth  of  the  church  in  the  C.A.R.  has 
been  so  encouraging,  and  since  African 
Christians  control  leadership  of  the 
church,  it  is  assumed  by  some  that  the 
C.A.R.  really  doesn't  need  more  mis- 
sionaries. The  national  church  and  our 
mission  staff  in  the  C.A.R.  see  it  dif- 
ferently. The  present  fine  relationship 
between  the  church  and  the  mission 
opens  new  areas  of  need  for  mission- 
ary personnel.  Missionaries,  skilled  in 
the  Scriptures,  Bible-trained,  church- 
oriented- those  temied  by  the  field  as 
"missionary    elders"— are    without 


doubt  the  most  critical  need  for  the 
work  in  Africa  at  the  present  moment. 
The  church  needs  missionaries  to  co- 
operate in  the  task  of  evangelism, 
teaching  in  Bible  schools  and  semi- 
naries, the  writing  and  publication  of 
literature,  the  motivating  of  pastors  in 
seminars  and  postgraduate  courses, 
youth  ministries,  Bible  teaching  in  the 
high  schools,  and  a  host  of  other  areas 
directly  related  to  the  propagation  of 
the  Gospel  and  the  planting  of  the 
church,  it  is  indeed  alarming  to  wit- 
ness a  decrease  in  missionary  personnel 
at  this  most  critical  time  in  the  history 
of  the  African  church.  The  great  num- 
ber of  people  coming  to  Christ  puts  an 
unbearable  strain  on  the  ability  of  the 
church  to  adequately  indoctrinate  and 
train  the  new  converts.  If  missions 
abandons  these  babes  in  Christ,  a  type 
of  pseudo-Christianity  with  little 
foundation  in  the  Word  of  God  is  sure 
to  develop. 

The  exciting  new  venture  into 
South  Brazil,  the  opportunities  along 
the  TransAmazon  Highway,  plus  the 
encouraging  advances  being  made  in 
France,  depend  for  success  on  a 
reasonable  increase  in  missionary  per- 
sonnel. 

As  the  Brethren  Foreign  Missionary 
Society  begins  its  seventy-fifth  anni- 
versary year,  we  can  look  back  with 
admiration  to  the  great  host  of  mis- 
sionaries who  have  served  the  Lord 
with  distinction,  thus  bringing  the 
foreign  mission  operation  to  its  pres- 
ent state  of  world  influence. 

But  what  of  the  future?  That  will 
depend  upon  the  number  of  Christians 
who,  in  response  to  the  question, 
"Who  is  responsible  to  carry  out  the 
Great  Commission?"  will  answer,  "I 
am."

new  one  would  have  a  hard  time  ever  establishing  identi- 
ty. It  will  be  easier  to  establish  a -church  in  a  moderately 
sized  though  growing  city  of  150,000-300,000  inhabit- 
ants than  in  a  much  larger  city  like  Belo  Horizonte  with 
more  than  a  million  and  a  half  inhabitants.  Intercity 
communications  and  transportation  will  be  easier,  and 


the  possibility  to  work  citywide  v/ill  be  greater. 

It  seems  almost  imperative  that  a  work  be  started  from 
the  very  beginning  with  a  level  of  society  which  will  be 
able  to  provide  leadership  both  up  and  down  the  social 
ladder.  The  masses  of  people  who  are  going  nowhere 
must  be  bypassed  in  the  sense  of  missionary  involve- 
ment. The  advantage  of  a  place  like  Uberlandia  is  a 
rather  higlt  index  of  people  who  seemingly  would  be 
able  to  start  a  "middle  class  and  up"  kind  of  work.       # 
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Are  we  too 
CHARITABLE 


to  charitable 
organizations? 


Cliarities  are  evidently  "in.'"  During 
the  past  year  a  number  of  articles  have 
appeared  in  secular  newspapers  and 
magazines  warning  the  public  to  be 
more  discerning  of  the  organizations 
to  which  they  give.  Two  articles  in  par- 
ticular, in  the  December  issue  of 
Changing  Times  and  in  the  February 
issue  of  the  Reader's  Digest,  are  most 
notable. 

The  articles  point  out  that  many 
popular  charities  spend  up  to  60  per- 
cent or  more  of  all  they  collect  on 
salaries  and  various  fund-raising  ex- 
penses. In  some  cases,  the  cause  for 
which  they  have  solicited  public  funds 
receives  practically  nothing,  or  at  least 
very  little. 

It  is  reported  that  1  percent  of  all 
charitable  contributions  in  l"-)72  went 
down  the  drain-either  wasted  through 
mismanagement  or.  worse,  lost 
througli  outright  fraud.  Now  1  perc~cnt 
normally  isn't  very  much.  But  in  this 
case  it  is.  Total  charitable  giving  in 
1972  surpassed  twenty-lwo  billion 
dollars,   and    I    percent -two  hundred 
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twenty  million  dollars— is  a  whopping 
amount.  In  fact,  it  is  more  than  half 
the  total  amount  spent  on  foreign  mis- 
sions in  1972  by  all  North  American 
Protestant  mission  organizations! 

Therefore,  the  current  interest  in 
investigating  charitable  giving  is,  in  my 
judgment,  a  good  thing.  We  here  at 
World  Vision  have  always  welcomed 
inquiries  concerning  the  handling  of 
funds  entrusted  to  us.  for  we  regard 
good  stewardship  as  one  of  our  most 
vital  concerns. 

I  think  Christians-especially  Chris- 
tians-should be  as  careful  in  the 
stewardship  of  their  own  money  as 
the\  expect  charitable  organizations  to 
be.  I  also  think  good  stewardship 
means  more  to  a  Christian  organiza- 
tion than  it  does  to  a  secular  charit\ . 
This  is  not  to  say,  however,  that  all 
Christian  charities  are   run  more  effi- 


ciently or  ethically  than  their  secular 
counterparts.  If  that  were  true,  it 
would  certainly  make  the  task  of 
separating  the  "good  guys"  from  the 
"bad  guys"  much  easier. 

Unfortunately,  some  Christian 
organizations  act  more  un-Christian 
than  some  secular  agencies.  Some 
organizations  assume  that  they  are 
working  on  ethical  standards  simply 
because  they  are  Christian.  They  think 
that  because  they  are  "doing  the 
Lord's  work"  it  is  not  necessary  to 
adopt  well-thought-out  business  and 
personnel  practices.  Some  Christian 
organizations  excuse  their  poor- 
working  conditions,  low  pay  and  other 
inequities  under  the  guise  that  they  are 
"conscn'ing  the  Lord's  money."  But 
such  conditions  usually  produce  poor 
performance  and  thus  result,  ultimate- 
ly, in  waste. 

I  usually  tell  the  ministers,  pastors 
and  other  Christian  leaders  who  attend 
World  Vision  "Managing  Your  Time" 
seminars  to  choose  one  word-excel- 
lence—as   their    guiding    principle.    If 
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they  are  doing  the  Lord's  work,  and  if 
it  is  worth  doing,  then  it  is  worth  do- 
ing with  excellence.  In  other  words, 
whatever  the  task,  do  it  carefully,  effi- 
ciently and  right  the  first  time.  I  tell 
our  employees  the  same  thing  and  urge 
our  department  managers  to  set  their 
standards/goals  as  higli  as  possible— 
and  to  periodically  measure  their  re- 
sults. 

While  it  is  often  hard  to  resist  an 
appeal  for  Philippine  flood  victims  or 
for  support  of  a  needy  child  in  India,  I 
think  Christians  are  obligated  to  do 
just  that  when  the  appeal  is  from  an 
unknown  source.  Find  out  first  who 
the  organization  is,  what  it  stands  for 
and  in  what  ministries  and  areas  it  is 
working.  Find  out  who  the  members 
of  its  Board  of  Directors  are  and  how 
much  they  are  paid.  (They  should  not 
be  paid!)  Find  out  how  many  Ameri- 
cans are  supported  overseas,  if  appli- 
cable. Find  out  how  much  money  is 
actually  spent  on  its  ministry  out  of 
every  dollar  contributed. 

Generally  speaking,  any  organiza- 
tion operating  in  the  10  to  35  percent 
overhead  range  {all  salaries,  all  admin- 
istrative and  fund-raising  costs)  is 
operating  in  a  responsible  manner. 
However,  1  personally  feel  that  a  Chris- 
tian interested  in  exercising  good 
stewardship  should  not  contribute  to 
any  organization  whose  overhead  is 
over  30  percent. 

How  do  you  get  this  figure?  You've 
got  to  ask  for  it.  And  then,  once  you 
get  it,  you  have  to  be  sure  it  is  accu- 
rate. Each  year,  in  addition  to  its  very 
detailed  audit  of  our  books,  Ernst  & 
Ernst  has  provided  me  with  a  letter 
stating  what  our  overhead  percentage 
was  for  the  year.  I  have  found  that,  for 
most  people,  that  overhead  figure  to- 
gether with  the  knowledge  that  we  are 
audited  by  Ernst  &  Ernst  has  been 
more  meaningful  than  pages  of  de- 
tailed asset  and  debit  columns. 

A  charitable  organization  should  be 
audited  annually  by  an  independent 
certified  public  accounting  firm  (pref- 
erably one  that  is  a  member  of  the 
American  Institute  of  Certified  Public 
Accountants),  and  you  are  entitled  to 
know  who  they  are.  Most  organiza- 
tions include  the  name  of  their  CPA 
firm  verifying  the  accuracy  of  the  fig- 
ures reported.  I'd  be  suspicious  of  any 
annual  report  without  such  verifica- 
tion. 

No   reputable   organization   should 


be  offended  by  an  honest  inquiry.  We 
welcome  inquiries  into  our  operations. 
First,  we  feel  sure  that  if  the  person 
asking  seeks  similar  information  from 
other  agencies,  we  will  be  favorably 
evaluated  (providing  he  agrees  with 
our  ministries).  Secondly,  an  inquiry 
permits  us  to  explain  exacdy  how  we 
operate  before  someone  becomes  a 
supporter  or  child  sponsor.  We  get 
fewer  letters— and  cancellations— that 
way.  It's  the  correct  way  to  win  a 
friend.  Excellence— do  it  carefully,  ef- 
ficiently and  riglit  the  first  time,  re- 
member? 

Of  the  critical  letters  received  at 
World  Vision,  most  are  from  sponsors 
of  some  of  the  sixty  thousand  children 
we  care  for  in  twenty-six  countries. 
Some  people  believe  we  should  not 
spend  money  on  photographs  or  other 
procedures  that  help  sponsors  main- 
tain contact  with  their  sponsored  chil- 
dren. But  we  do  it  this  way  because  we 
want  our  sponsors  to  be  involved  with 
"their  children."  It  is  easy  enough  to 
give  money  to  churches,  hospitals  and 
numerous  charities  and  remain  com- 
pletely detached.  Consequently,  when 
times  get  a  little  rough,  such  commit- 
ments are  usually  the  first  to  be  for- 
gotten. 

On  the  other  hand.  Christians  who 
become  sponsors  of  needy  children— 
who  see  them  as  specific  individuals  in 
photographs  and  who  write  to  them 
over  a  period  of  years— get  involved. 
They  share  more  than  just  a  portion  of 
the  material  blessings  God  has  given 
them.  They  share  themselves;  they  be- 


come sincerely  concerned  for  "their" 
children  and  the  conditions  in  which 
they  live,  and  they  share  that  concern 
with  others.  Children  everywhere  need 
to  be  loved.  And  there  is  a  big  differ- 
ence in  development  between  an  or- 
phaned child  who  receives  a  letter 
every  month  or  so  from  someone  who 
really  cares  about  him.  and  an  orphan 
who  never  experiences  a  personal  love 
relationship   with  another  individual. 

The  Reader's  Digest  warns  its  read- 
ers that  with  no  required  uniform  ac- 
counting procedures  to  follow,  chari- 
ties can  disguise  excessive  salaries,  ad- 
vertising, promotion  and  questionable 
fund-raising  costs  in  an  annual  report 
under  such  euphemisms  as  education, 
public  information,  administration  or 
program  services.  This  is  true.  That  is 
why  I  have  recently  written  to  the 
magazine's  editor-in-chief  to  suggest 
that  the  Digest  initiate  a  voluntary 
"Charitable  Seal  of  Approval"  pro- 
gram using  established  CPA  criteria. 

Too  few  states  have  adopted  laws 
and  regulations  concerning  charities, 
and  those  that  have  differ  widely  in 
their  measures.  It  is  time  that  a  re- 
spected, public-minded  organization 
like  the  Reader's  Digest  take  up  this 
mantle  on  the  public's  behalf. 

One  percent  of  twenty-two  billion 
dollars  contributed  to  charities— two 
hundred  twenty  million  dollars— is 
much  too  large  a  figure  for  the  Ameri- 
can public  to  squander,  especially  in 
the  name  of  charity.  ^jff,

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Winds  of  Change  in  France 


The  single  young  pastor  who  was 
romantically  interested  in  a  young 
lady  of  his  congregation,  called  un- 
expectedly in  the  home  of  her  parents 
one  evening.  Unfortunately  for  him, 
she  did  not  return  his  interest,  and 
after  courteously  but  coolly  greeting 
the  parson  she  apologized  for  a  lack  of 
refreshments,  saying  that  crackers  and 
milk  were  all  they  had  on  hand.  Short- 
ly there  came  a  knock  at  the  door  and 
another— this  time  a  very  eligible 
young  man— entered.  After  a  period  of 
bustling  about  the  kitchen,  the  lady  in- 
vited the  little  group  to  be  seated  be- 
fore a  bountiful  spread,  calling  upon 
the  minister  to  pray.  To  this  he  re- 
sponded: "0  Lord  of  love,  look  down 
from  above,  and  see  how  Thy  ways  are 
amended.  Biscuits  and  tea  we  now  do 
see  when  crackers  and  milk  were  in- 
tended." 

Circumstances  often  cause  plans  to 
be  changed.  Sometimes  the  circum- 
stances have  been  foreseen  and  alter- 
nate plans  are  ready  when  they  appear. 
Traditionally  romantic  France  is  a  land 
of  change,  and  while  our  missionaries 
might  resent  being  cast  in  the  position 
of  the  self-serving  young  lady,  they 
have  evidenced  great  adaptability  in 
the  means  employed  to  penetrate  the 
shell  of  resistance  to  the  story  of 
God's  love. 

Purchase  of  the  Chateau  of  Saint- 
Albain  in  1*564  was  just  such  a  strate- 

Activities  at  the  Chateau  help  bridge  the  chasm. 
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gic  change  in  the  life  of  our  mission. 
Philosophically  sophisticated,  cynical 
of  religion,  materially  minded  French 
people  were  not  responding  to  the  dili- 
gent efforts  of  missionaries.  They  were 
not  hearing  the  message.  Their  ears 
and  eyes  were  closed  by  the  encrusted 
reactions  to  generations  of  lifeless  re- 
ligious forms.  A  bridge  was  needed  to 
cross  the  eroded  chasm  of  indiffer- 
ence. The  old  castle,  nestled  in  the 
heart  of  the  little  village  whose  earliest 
residents  looked  ahead  to  the  time  of 
the  first  e.xplorations  of  the  "new 
world,"  could  provide  just  such  a 
causeway.  Here  was  a  means  by  which 
the  missionary  could  identify  with  the 
heritage  of  local  residents  and  at  the 
same  time  demonstrate  througli  daily 
living  the  relevance  of  his  faith  for  the 
present  day.  Facilities  were  adequate 
to  invite  large  numbers  of  interested 
people  to  visit  and  in  a  neutral  atmo- 
sphere to  talk  out  their  own  hang-ups 
and  see  vital  Christian  life  in  action. 

Enougli  time  has  elapsed  to  begin 
to  evaluate  the  effectiveness  of  this  ap- 
proach. Thus  1  was  elated  to  be  ap- 
pointed, together  with  Rev.  Dean 
Fetterhoff,  to  visit  our  fields  in  Eur- 
ope and  gain  insight  into  progress 
there.  You  may  be  sure  that  one  thing 


we  wanted  to  see  was  the  Chateau  in 
action  as  a  bridge.  How?  Who?  What? 
These  were  our  scalpels  to  cut  deeply 
into  the  activities  and  even  the  lives  of 
the  five  families,  four  American  and 
one  French,  who  are  committed  to 
this  approach  to  reaching  French 
people  for  Jesus  Christ. 

Our  questioning  uncovered  again 
the  selfless  adaptability  of  method  evi- 
dent in  the  work  of  these  missionaries 
as  they  gain  a  hearing  for  the  unchang- 
ing message  of  the  Gospel.  Three  areas 
of  significance  stand  out  as  I  reflect 
upon  the  ministry  of  the  Chateau  of 
Saint-Albain. 

First,  the  Chateau  as  a  bridge  must 
have  good  accessability  if  it  is  to  serve 
as  a  contact  point.  Its  geographical 
location  is  fitting,  therefore,  as  it  is 
situated  in  the  Saone  River  valley  on 
the  main  higliway,  railroad,  and  canal 
barge  route  between  northern  and 
southern  France.  There  are  a  number 
of  important  cities  in  this  valley  and 
for  the  most  part  they  are  unevange- 
lized.  We  could  readily  observe  the 
value  of  the  Chateau  as  a  contact  point 
during  our  visit.  For  example,  during  a 
Saturday  and  Sunday  retreat,  about 
sixty-five  people  between  the  ages  of 
seventeen  and  twenty-five  participated 
in  the  activities.  They  represented 
backgrounds  ranging  from  good  homes 
to  almost  no  stable  home  environ- 
ment, advanced  levels  of  educational 


attainment  to  minimal  education,  zeal- 
ous witnessing  Christians  to  unsaved 
seekers.  While  some  weekends  at  the 
Chateau  are  planned  for  deepening  the 
spiritual  maturity  of  believers,  this  one 
provided  a  fellowship  activity  setting 
for  evangelism.  Many  surrounding 
towns  were  represented  in  the  group. 
Some  came  individually,  others  with 
friends,  and  others  came  as  members 
of  a  group  meeting  with  a  missionary 
in  a  nearby  town. 

Other  less  structured  examples  of 
the  contact  value  of  the  Chateau  are 
illustrated  by  a  side  trip  we  made  with 
Missionary  Tom  Julien  to  the  Protes- 
tant monastery  of  Taize.  This  ecumen- 
ical religious  center  with  its  monastic 
vows  and  contemplative  rituals  has  be- 
come a  popular  attraction  for  youth 
seeking  both  personal  and  internation- 
al tranquility.  Twenty  thousand  pil- 
grims encamped  there  at  Easter  time  in 
search  of  satisfaction.  While  there  Mr. 
Julien  observed  a  young  man  absorbed 
in  reading  a  book  by  Billy  Graham. 
Conversation  uncovered  the  search  this 
man  was  making  for  answers  to  the 
problems  of  his  life.  A  brief  witness 
for  Christ  ended  in  an  invitation  to 
visit  the  Chateau  for  a  stay  of  suffi- 
cient length  to  discuss  these  matters  in 
depth.  The  results  were  announced  to 
us  in  a  letter  from  the  Juliens  several 
weeks  after  our  return  home.  This 
searching  man  came  and  listened,  then 
received  Christ  as  his  Saviour  to  clima.\ 
a  quest  that  had  taken  him  to  many 
lands. 

A  second  function  of  the  Chateau 
in  its  bridge  ministry  is  seen  in  its 
progress  beyond  the  point  of  initial 
contact  to  actual  participation  in  the 
establishment  of  churches.  In  its  early 
days,  activities  centered  in  the  Chateau 
and  a  majority  of  the  missionaries" 
labors  were  there.  Presently  the  mis- 
sionaries have  all  moved  out  to  nearby 
cities  excepting  for  the  Juliens.  Follow 
up  of  contacts  is  being  conducted  in 
the  places  where  the  people  live  whose 
lives  have  been  touched  by  the  Gospel. 
A  local  church  has  been  planted  in  the 
city  of  Macon,  about  seven  miles  dis- 
tant from  Saint-Albain.  Classes  are  be- 
ing conducted  in  Tournus  and  Chalon, 
along  with  counseling,  witnessing  and 
fellowship  activities  which  are  ex- 
pected to  ripen  into  more  churches. 
The  Chateau  continues  to  serve  as  a 
rallying  point  for  training  and  fellow- 
ship activities  to  these  small  budding 
groups,    and    as    such    provides    a 
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strengthening  support  ministry. 

A  third  emphasis  of  the  Chateau 
ministry  appears  as  we  look  to  the 
future.  Again  we  encounter  change 
and  the  need  for  flexibility  of  method 
within  the  stated  purpose  of  evange- 
lizing with  a  view  to  the  establishment 
of  indigenous  local  churches.  This  liv- 
ing progression  may  be  illustrated  by  a 
conversation  I  had  with  the  field 
superintendent,  Tom  Julien,  during  a 
furlougli  just  a  few  years  ago.  At  that 
time  he  said,  in  effect,  that  we  are  not 
looking  for  a  great  number  of  mission- 
aries to  serve  in  France.  Rather,  we 
want  to  select  a  few  who  will  under- 
stand the  concept  in  which  the  Lord 
has  been  guiding  us  and  will  work  with 
us  in  establishing  this  bridge  to  the  un- 
reached people  of  France. 

Today  the  bridge  is  an  established 
fact!  The  first  crossings  have  been 
made.  The  missionaries  have  lifted 
their  eyes  from  the  chasm  and  they  see 
vast  areas  which  are  now  within  reach. 
Cities  of  all  sizes  and  characteristics  up 
and  down  the  Saone  valley  are  within 
reach.  Every  one  of  the  five  active 
families  now  involved  in  France  should 
be  matched  with  a  trainee  couple  or 
family  for  a  time  of  guided  experience 
and  then  entrance  into  a  new  area.  The 
missionaries  have  adopted  a  strategy 
which  calls  for  the  occupation  of  nine 
additional  cities.  Definite  planning  has 
been  done  toward  this  prospect,  and  as 
Mr.  Julien  is  home  for  a  short  furlough 
this  summer  he  will  present  details  of 
this  planning  to  the  Foreign  Board  for 
approval  and  action.  This  will  mean 
triple  the  number  of  cities  in  which  we 
now  have  missionaries.  And  the  think- 
ing does  not  stop  with  this  prospect. 
This  is  but  the  beginning  strategy  for 
reaching  one  "Department"  of  France. 
France  is  divided  into  ninety-five  sub- 
divisions   called    Departments,    which 


would  correspond  to  a  midway  divi- 
sion between  a  county  and  a  state  in 
the  United  States. 

Can  you  see,  God  has  led  us  into 
something  which  will  challenge  Breth- 
ren churches  to  the  extreme  limit  of 
our  apparent  ability— something  very 
few  others  of  this  generation  have 
been  able  to  see.  There  is  a  way  for  all 
of  France  to  be  reached  with  the  Gos- 
pel, and  we  are  privileged  to  have  a 
part  in  this  grand  venture.  The  re- 
sources are  God's  and  the  only  limita- 
tions are  the  horizons  of  our  faith. 

At  this  point  of  beginning  we  need 
young  people  of  unswerving  faith, 
deep  dedication  to  the  work  of  wit- 
nessing for  Christ  and  teaching  others 
to  witness,  adaptable  as  to  method, 
and  willingness  to  devote  at  least  four 
years  of  time  to  this  objective. 

For  those  of  us  who  have  already 
invested  our  youth,  our  prayer  life 
must  take  on  a  new  urgency  on  behalf 
of  those  who  can  still  go.  May  we 
Brethren  not  be  found  on  the  outside 
when  this  door  of  opportunity  bangs 
shut.  You  may  be  the  means  of  God 
calling  someone  to  this  rewarding 
work.  Remember  the  Apostle  Paul  was 
called  into  missionary  service  througli 
the  members  of  his  church  at  Antioch. 
If  God  were  to  speak  to  you  or  to 
your  church  about  sending  a  modern- 
day  Paul  to  France,  could  you  hear? 
Would  you  act? 

When  asked  about  the  need  for  mis- 
sionaries in  France,  a  missionary  to 
French  university  students  answered 
my  question;  "I  believe  that  France  is 
today  at  that  point  of  crisis  where 
Japan  was  when  General  Douglas 
MacArthur  appealed  for  one  thousand 
missionaries." 

God  has  given  us  some  fantastic 
tools.  May  they  gather  no  rust  during 
harvest  time!  #

Let  Your  Letters  Do  the  Walking 


Does  your  church  have  an  active 
missions  program?  Good!  Does  it  sup- 
port one  or  more  missionaries?  Won- 
derful! Do  you  help?  Great! 

But  you've  missed  a  good  share  of 
the  potential  value  of  missions  if  you 
haven't  become  involved  with  some 
missionaries  in  a  personal  way. 

At  our  house,  my  brotlier  and  I 
grew  up  with  missionaries  simply  be- 
cause my  parents  were  involved.  Mis- 
sionaries were  always  coming  and  go- 
ing. And  there  were  letters— scads  of 
them.  There  were  letters  from  those 
missionaries  who  had  stayed  at  our 
house  while  doing  deputation  work  in 
the  area  or  had  spoken  at  our  church. 
Then,  too,  missionaries  need  times  of 
rest.  Our  home  was  always  open  to 
missionaries  for  a  week  or  two  of  "just 
resting." 

Now  that  I  have  my  own  family,  I 
am  reminded  of  Hebrews  13:1-2— "Let 
brotherly  love  continue.  Be  not  forget- 
ful to  entertain  strangers:  for  thereby 
some  have  entertained  angels  un- 
awares." I  wonder  just  how  many 
angels  were  entertained  unawares  at 
our  house! 

Opening  up  your  home  is  a  vital  ser- 
vice, but  perhaps  the  best  way  to 
identify  with  missionaries  is  to  become 
involved  with  them  and  their  work  by 
writing  them  letters  regularly.  Be  sure, 
of  course,  to  keep  a  list  of  all  the  mis- 
sionaries you  write  to,  so  none  will  be 
forgotten. 

I  find  the  easiest  and  most  ideal 
way  to  keep  up  to  date  with  each  mis- 
sionary on  my  list  in  an  organized 
manner  is  to  prepare  a  notebook.  This 
helps  me  to  systematically  keep  perti- 
nent materials  orderly  and  gives  me  an 
at-a-glance  picture  of  the  missionary 
and  his  needs,  the  mission  require- 
ments, and  answers  to  prayer. 

Loose-leaf  notebooks  are  best.  Al- 
low at  least  two  or  three  pages  for 
each  missionary.  More  pages  can  be 
added  later  if  necessary.  And  for  each 
listing  make  a  note  of  the  missionary's 
name  and  field  address.  If  it  is  a  mis- 
sionary family,  enter  the  children's 
names  and  ages,  too,  as  well  as  the 
birthdays  of  family  members  and  any

other  information. 

Missionary  families  often  mention 
their  children  in  their  prayer  letters.  It 
is  important  to  add  a  personal  touch 
whenever  possible  in  answering  these 
letters,  such  as,  "How  is  Jim  doing  at 
school?  Did  Martha  ever  get  to  teach 
the  girls'  basic  sewing  and  cooking 
course  in  the  village?" 

Entries  in  your  notebook  need  not 
be  long.  One  may  write  to  only  a  few 
missionaries.  I  write  to  those  the  Lord 
lays  on  my  heart,  and  I  really  enjoy 
communicating  with  them. 

Prayer  Letters 

When  you  write  to  your  mission- 
aries, you  will  receive  in  return  their 
prayer  letters  througli  the  mail.  These 
will  aid  you  as  you  pray  since  they  will 
contain  the  missionary's  prayer  re- 
quests dealing  with  specific  needs- 
funds  to  repair  construction  machin- 
ery, to  purchase  hospital  equipment  or 
to  add  new  personnel,  to  mention  just 
a  few.  Health  needs  and  other  personal 
problems  may  also  be  among  the  re- 
quests. These  letters  may  also  ask  you 
to  join  missionaries  in  giving  joyful 
praise  and  thanks  to  the  Lord  for  an- 
swered prayer. 

In  keeping  a  notebook,  I  tlnd  it  par- 
ticularly helpful  and  meaningful  to 
keep  a  prayer  inventory  on  each  mis- 
sionary. Take  one  sheet  for  each  mis- 
sionary and  draw  a  line  down  the  cen- 
ter to  divide  each  sheet  into  two 
columns.  Designate  one  column 
"Prayer  Requests"  and  the  other  col- 
umn "Answers  to  Prayer." 

Once  you  embark  on  your  letter- 
writing  ministry  you  will  find  you  re- 
ceive an  ample  share  of  the  benefits.  I 
know  I  do.  And  we  are  to  make  it  a 
joyous  ministry.  Colossians  3:17  re- 
minds us:  "And  whatsoever  ye  do  in 
word  or  deed,  do  all  in  the  name  of 
the  Lord  Jesus,  giving  thanks  to  God 
and  the  Father  by  him." 

Proven  Ministry 

Is  writing  letters  really  a  ministry? 
The  Word   of  God   shows  it  is.  The 


Apostle  Paul  took  many  missionary 
journeys.  He  also  wrote  letters,  many 
of  them  to  the  churches.  In  fact,  writ- 
ing letters  was  the  only  means  Paul 
had  to  communicate  with  churches, 
especially  while  he  was  in  prison.  The 
Book  of  Titus  is  a  letter.  Note  Titus 
1:4-5:  "To  Titus,  mine  own  son  after 
the  common  faith:  Grace,  mercy,  and 
peace,  from  God  the  Father  and  the 
Lord  Jesus  Christ  our  Saviour.  For  this 
cause  left  1  thee  in  Crete,  that  thou 
shouldest  set  in  order  the  things  that 
are  wanting,  and  ordain  elders  in  every 
city,  as  I  had  appointed  thee." 

If  it  were  not  for  inspired  letters, 
the  New  Testament  would  not  contain 
the  thirteen  epistles  of  Paul  that  reveal 
the  doctrinal  meaning  of  the  cross,  sal- 
vation by  faith  alone  through  grace, 
justification,  sanctification  and  glorifi- 
cation. For  Paul  to  write  such  letters 
meant  that  someone  was  surely  writing 
to  him.  I  believe  writing  letters  to  mis- 
sionaries is  a  work  for  the  Lord.  There 
are  many  other  accounts  of  letters  re- 
corded througliout  the  Bible:  "And 
Hezekiah  sent  to  all  Israel  and  Judali, 
and  wrote  letters"  (II  Chron.  30:1); 
"And  Hezekiah  received  the  letter 
from  the  hand  of  the  messengers"  (Isa. 
37:14);  "And  they  wrote  letters  by 
them  after  this  manner"  (Acts  15:23). 

Then  there  are  the  letters  we  will 
receive  from  the  missionaries.  In  one 
recent  letter  I  received,  a  missionary 
praised  the  Lord  for  His  loving  protec- 
tion. A  large  radio  antenna  had  blown 
down  during  a  storm.  One  of  the  mis- 
sion workers  had  just  passed  by  when 
the  huge  antenna  came  crashing  to  the 
ground.  The  worker  narrowly  escaped 
injury.  Only  the  antenna  and  a  nearby 
building,  which  at  the  time  was  empty, 
were  damaged.  "In  every  thing  give 
thanks:  for  this  is  the  will  of  God  in 
Christ  Jesus  concerning  you"  (I  Thess. 
5:18). 

Sure  of  Prayers 

I  had  another  missionary  tell  me,  "I 

feel  so  sure  of  your  prayers  because 

you  are  taking  time  to  write  me."  So 

letter  writing  to  missionaries  is  defi-

nitely  work  for  the  Lord.  Making 
others  happy  througli  the  writing  of 
letters  is  a  significant  benefit  to  the 
letter  writer. 

As  you  write,  remember  that  mis- 
sionaries are  human  beings.  They  are 
people  far  away  from  their  homeland 
and  they  look  forward  to  your  letters. 
They  particularly  look  for  news  that  is 
familiar  to  them  and  for  letters  that 
are  warm  and  friendly.  And  don't  for- 
get to  add  some  humor  whenever  pos- 
sible. 

The  missionary  often  gets  his 
church  news  in  the  church  bulletin 
mailed  to  him  by  the  church,  but  the 
bulletin  does  not  usually  give  the  hu- 
man touch.  A  church  bulletin  may  say, 
for  instance,  "The  Saturday  banquet 
was  well  attended  and  enjoyable,"  but 
that's  all. 


You  can  give  the  personal  touch  by 
relating  to  the  missionary  specific 
things  that  happened,  such  as:  "Just  as 
Deacon  Jones  was  about  to  eat,  one  of 
the  paper  pom-poms  hanging  overhead 
came  loose  and  landed  with  a  plop  on 
his  dinnerplate,  riglit  in  the  puddle  of 
gravy  he  had  poured  over  his  mashed 
potatoes."  Such  description  helps  the 
missionary  visualize  the  proceedings  as 
if  he  had  been  at  the  banquet  himself. 

Opening  up  your  home,  keeping  a 
notebook,  and  writing  newsy  and  de- 
scriptive letters  are  only  a  few  ways  to 
identify  with  missionaries.  A  fourth 
and  equally  vital  way  to  become  iden- 
tified is  througli  prayer. 

Missionaries  depend  on  the  prayers 
of  those  at  home.  Their  hearts  are 
made  glad  by  the  knowledge  that 
people  are  praying.  They  need  Chris- 
tians who  are  willing  to  spend  time  on 
their  knees  praying  for  the  Lord's 
work  that  He  has  commanded  them  to 
do. 


"Go  ye  therefore,  and  teach  all 
nations,  baptizing  them  in  the  name  of 
the  Father,  and  of  the  Son,  and  of  the 
Holy  Ghost"  (Matt.  28: 19).  This  is  the 
Great  Commission  the  missionary  has 
answered.  He  probably  gave  up  oppor- 
tunities for  a  good  income,  a  comfort- 
able home,  and  maybe  even  courtship 
and  marriage  or  a  life  of  carefree  ad- 
venture. We  at  home  should  be  prayer- 
fully concerned  that  now.  more  than 
ever,  God's  Word  must  go  out  with  in- 
creasing vigor  and  outreach. 

Specificity  Important 

The  essential  characteristic  is  the 
power  of  positive  praying.  This  can 
only  come  about  by  being  specific  and 
declaring  before  the  throne  of  grace 
the  exact  needs  of  the  missionary  and 
his  mission.  Being  specific  and  praying 
intelligently  requires  a  thorough  read- 
ing of  a  missionary  prayer  letter. 

Besides  being  specific  in  prayer,  one 
should  also  learn  as  much  as  he  can

sionary is  serving.  This  is  not  only  the 
country  of  his  adoption,  but  also  a 
country  with  a  different  culture.  Mis- 
sionaries must  adjust  to  all  these  things 
as  well  as  overcoming  a  language  bar- 
rier. Learning  a  new  language  is  tedi- 
ous, but  they  must  learn  it  if  they  are 
to  carry  out  the  work  of  the  Lord 
Jesus  Christ. 

Jesus  traveled  constantly  in  minis- 
tering to  others.  But  not  all  mission- 
aries have  an  itinerant  ministry.  Some 
work  in  cities:  others  in  rural  areas. 
Regardless  of  whether  a  missionary 
travels  around  or  stays  in  one  area,  he 
still  needs  your  prayer  support  to  suc- 
ceed in  his  work  to  the  glory  of  our 
Saviour,  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ.  Prayer 
is  the  lifeline  of  the  missionary. 


Identify  with  some  missionaries. 
Write  to  them.  Assure  them  of  your 
prayers.  And  share  the  burden  of  their 
work.  Pray  too,  for  the  new  Christians 
in  the  missionaries'  areas.  Often  these 
new  Christians  have  given  up  a  great 
deal  to  serve  the  Lord  Jesus. 

Converts  Persecuted 

Most  of  us  have  many,  many  free- 
doms, yet  take  so  much  for  granted. 
New  Christians  in  other  counties  often 
suffer  persecution  and  are  ostracized 
by  family  and  friends.  Some  even  lose 
their  jobs  because  they  have  chosen  to 
follow  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ.  So  tell 
your  missionary  you  are  praying  for 
these  new  Christians  too.  The  mission- 
ary will  tell  the  new  believers  that 
back    home.    Christians    are    praying. 


Thus,  the  new  Christians  will  not  feel 
alone,  but  will,  in  fact,  be  strength- 
ened and  encouraged.

Bible  Learning 
in  Sunday  School

"Relating  Bible  Teaching  to  Life  Needs  and  Experiences" 


Tlie  Natio)wl  Fellowship  oj  Brethren  Churches  is  justly  proud  to  be  called  "A 
Fellowship  of  Bible-Teaching  Churches.  " 

Many  evidences,  however,  point  to  the  fact  that  there  is  a  great  gap  between 
the  amount  of  teaching  we  profess  and  the  amount  of  learning  our  Sundav 
School  members  achieve. 


On  any  given  Sunday  morning  you 
can  poke  your  head  into  an  adult  Sun- 
day School  class  and  see  the  entire 
class  gazing  intently  toward  the  teach- 
er. Eyes  pointed  in  a  uniform  direction 
however  do  not  necessarily  communi- 
cate attention  and  interest. 

DON'T   FOOL   YOURSELF 

The  truth  of  the  matter  is  that  at- 
tention drifts  to  and  t'rom  the  words 
of  the  teacher  according  to  a  great 
many  variables  including  the  spiritual 
motivation  of  the  listener,  the  degree 
of  physical  fatigue,  and  the  number  of 
competing  ideas  that  the  student's 
mind  is  sorting  out.  Often  the  corn- 
parative  quiet  and  the  obvious  same- 
ness of  what  is  happening  almost 
forces  the  mind  either  into  neutral  or 
allows  it  to  wander  toward  concerns  of 
everyday  life. 

Teachers  of  children  are  a  little 
more  fortunate.  When  one  fails  to  hold 
the  attention  of  a  children's  class  they 
are  very  faithful  in  sending  you  little 
non-verbal  messages  (like  throwing 
things,  kicking  their  neiglibor,  or  mak- 
ing strange  noises).  Good  teachers 
recognize  these  signs  as  honest  indica- 
tions that  learning  isn't  happening. 


PEOPLE    HAVE    FILTERS 

In  this  age  of  advanced  communica- 
tions media,  people  are  literally  bom- 
barded with  words  from  the  time  they 
awake  until  they  retire  in  sleep.  This 
forces  all  of  us  to  develop  an  elaborate 
filtering  process  to  screen  out  things 
that  we  are  not  particularly  interested 
in  or  that  do  not  touch  our  life  situa- 
tions. This  principle  works  in  a  posi- 
tive and  negative  way  as  tar  as  Sunday 
School  learning  is  concerned. 

From  the  positive  side,  the  needs, 
hurts,  and  unresolved  areas  of  spiritual 
conflict  will  provide  open  channels  lor 
Bible  learning. 

From  the  negative  viewpoint,  much 
good  content  is  screened  out  long  be- 
fore learning  takes  place  because  the 
content  is  not  "on  the  wavelength" 
with  the  lite  needs  and  life  experiences 
of  the  learner.  Biblical  content  which 
may  indeed  be  needed  and  relevant  to 
the  lives  of  students  may  be  filtered 
out  by  students  who  gaze  dutifully 
toward  the  teacher's  lectern  while  sub- 
consciously asking  "So  what?"  and 
"Who  cares?"

THE    REASON 
FOR    BIBLE    KNOWLEDGE 

The  Word  of  God  never  suggests 
that  Bible  knowledge  as  mere  factual 
content  is  an  end  in  itself.  Check  out 
carefully  the  teaching  of  the  Word  on 
this  subject  and  you  will  tlnd  that  the 
purpose  of  Bible  knowledge  is  always 
in  order  that  life  values  and  behavior 
patterns  may  be  changed  (See  Ps. 
119:9-ll;IITim.2;15). 

Directing  Bible  teaching  to  the  life 
needs  and  life  experiences  of  the  learn- 
er is  right  for  two  reasons.  (1)  It  tul- 
tlUs  the  Biblical  purpose  for  Bible 
teaching  and  (2)  it  greatly  enhances 
the  result  in  actual  student  learning. 

BE    REALISTIC  ABOUT 
"TEACHING"  AND   "LEARNING" 

Much  content  is  delivered  by  Sun- 
day School  teachers  that  hasn't  a  gliost 
of  a  chance  of  being  assimilated  as 
"learning"  by  the  class.  This  is  a  call 
for  teachers  (and  those  who  prepare 
literature)  to  be  far  more  realistic  in 
planning  the  "quantity"  of  content  to 
be  packed  into  a  single  lesson  period. 
So  often  Sunday  School  teaching  has 
been  a  furious  race  with  the  clock  to 
cover  all  of  the  material  betbre  the 
bell.  In  such  a  situation  it  would  be  far 
better  to  present  half  the  quantity  of 
material  with  teacher  accountability  to 
produce  twice  the  actual  learning. 

Remember,  however,  that  your 
Sunday  School  literature  is  intended 
to  be  a  teacher  resource.  The  pub- 
lishers of  Sunday  School  curriculum 
are  giving  us  the  finest  and  I'ullest 
helps  ever  available.  But  as  a  teacher 
you  must  still  be  God's  instrument  for 
applying  the  truth  of  God's  Word  to 
the  life  needs  and  e.xperiences  of  your 
class.  Simply  reducing  quantity  is  no 
guarantee  of  increased  quality. 

The  TV  commercial  showing  the 
man  proclaiming  "I  can't  believe  1  ate 
the  who-o-ole  thing"  always  reminds 
me  of  the  teacher  who  has  raced  the 
clock  and  finished  all  nineteen  chap- 
ters in  thirty  minutes.  He  was  satisfied 
that  he  had  taught  it— but  had  any- 
bod\  really  learned  if? 

BE    REALISTIC   ABOUT 
STUDENT  MOTIVATION 

Man>  Sunday  School  teachers  have 
studied  in  the  "pressure  cooker"  utmo- 
spliere  of  college  and  graduate  school. 
There   content   was   delivered  by   the 
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IF  THE  SHOE    FITS  DEPARTMENT

hour  and  students  learned  a  great  deal. 
The  reality  of  that  exam  time  and  the 
earning  of  a  degree  provided  incentive 
enough  to  open  the  filters  and  "make 
us  care"  about  some  facts  that  had 
little  relevance  to  our  life  needs  and 
experiences.  The  learning  motivation, 
nevertheless,  is  very  different  in  the 
typical  Sunday  School  class. 

BE   REALISTIC 
ABOUT  ATTENTION   SPANS 

How  many  times  has  your  mind 
wandered  while  listening  to  a  lesson  or 
a  sermon  only  to  be  jogged  to  full  at- 
tention when  mention  was  made  of 
something  that  touched  a  need  or  ex- 
perience of  your  life?  In  the  process  of 
teaching  we  are  regularly  and  continu- 
ously losing  and  gaining  the  attention 
of  our  audience.  In  watching  a  live  TV 
telecast  there  are  many  cameras 
pointed  at  the  action.  But  only  the 
one  with  the  red  pilot  light  illuminated 
is  sending  the  signal  through  the  con- 
trol board.  The  battery  of  cameras  is  a 


little  like  your  Sunday  School  class. 
AJl  the  students  are  pointed  your  way 
but  that  doesn't  necessarily  mean  they 
are  receivnig  and  transmitting  your 
message  to  their  learning  apparatus.  As 
you  look  at  the  class  ask  yourself 
honestly,  how  many  lights  are  on? 
How  many  filters  are  open?  Probably 
less  than  we  suspect— but  it  will  help  if 
we  relate  the  lesson  to  their  life  needs 
and  life  experiences. 


INTEGRATE   THE   APPLICATION 

THROUGHOUT    THE    ENTIRE 

LESSON 

It  is  unfortunate  when  the  "spiri- 
tual application"  or  "lesson  for  life"  is 
left  for  the  closing  minutes  of  the  class 
time.  By  the  time  the  teacher  gets 
around  to  relating  factual  content  to 
the  life  needs  and  life  experiences  of 
the  students,  much  of  the  period  is 
over  and  the  content  has  been  lost. 
Even  worse,  sometimes  time  runs  out 
and  no  life  application  is  made.  In  that 
case  the  class  goes  away  hungry  in 
spite  of  impressive  factual  content.  Of 
course  the  Spirit  of  God  can  speak 
even  througli  poor  teachers  and  can 
himself  bring  application  of  content  to 
life.  This  however  is  no  excuse  what- 
ever for  teaching  poorly  and  tailing  to 
do  everything  humanly  possible  to 
minister  the  Word  of  God  to  needy 
people  with  a  dnect  view  to  their 
needs. 

"Content  for  content's  sake"  may 
be  a  necessary  part  of  the  discipline  of 
liiglier  education,  but  it  is  a  pretty 
poor  substitute  lor  the  compassionate, 
loving  ministry  of  the  Word  of  God 
that  is  so  desperately  needed  by  the 
people  who  populate  our  Sunday 
Schools.  Look  at  your  class  carefully 
next  Sunday  and  try  to  visualize  just  a 
little  of  their  needs,  hurts  and  con- 
flicts. Think  of  the  questions  and  com- 
promises that  the  factory  worker  has 
faced.  The  frustrations  of  that  young 
mother.  The  heartbreak  of  that  parent. 
The  open  receptive  hearts  of  boys  and 
gjrls  who  may  learn  more  today  by 
how  you  act  than  by  what  you  say. 
The  hypocrisy  that  says,  "I  love  God," 
while  inwardly  "resenting  the  Breth- 
ren." Then  make  a  new  effort  to  relate 
the  Bible  lesson  to  the  life  needs  and 
life  experiences  of  the  learner.  #

Because  we  have  a  small  church,  we 
find  it  helpful  to  cooperate  with  other 
small  Bible-believing  churches  in  this 
type  of  ministry.  Five  churches  partici- 
pate, each  one  taking  a  Sunday.  If  one 
of  the  five  has  an  emergency  and  can't 
make  the  scheduled  date,  an  exchange 
is  made  with  another  church.  This  co- 
operation gives  us  a  greater  selection 
of  talent  and  a  variation  of  ideas,  and 
the  t'ellowship  with  other  Christians  in 
our  area  is  encouraging. 

We  keep  the  services  simple  and 
homelike,  using  any  talent  available  in- 
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eluding  guitar  singing.  We  end  with  a 
short  devotional  and  prayer.  Some  of 
the  patients  enjoy  singing  along  with 
us  while  others  just  look  at  a  hymn- 
book  while  we  sing.  They  request  old 
hymns  that  they  have  sung  long  ago, 
and  we  try  to  please  them  and- sing  as 
many  as  time  allows. 

This  ministry  is  growing  on  us!  We 
learn  of  past  experiences  in  the  lives  of 
these  folks.  As  they  tell  us  of  the 
stored  up  treasures  of  the  yesteryears, 
we,  in  turn,  can  clue  them  in  on  the 
present  world  around  them  which  they 
neither  see  nor  hear.  No  wonder  they 
talk  only  of  the  past. 

One  dear  lady  said  she  really  appre- 
ciated all  the  good  music  we  brought 
to  her  because  she  "taught  music  to 
children  for  over  a  hundred  years!" 
Well,  it  must  seem  that  long  to  her. 
Why  wouldn't  it?  The  days  drag  on  for 
what  seems  an  eternity  for  those  who

"Let's  'Dress  Up'  for  Worship" 
(July  6)  issue  of  the  Herald  is  in  dras- 
tic need  of  some  dressing  up!  As  I  read 
it  I  didn't  know  whether  to  weep  or 
howl  with  laughter.  I  am  not  taking 
exception  with  the  writer  on  the  possi- 
bility that  different  dress  for  worship 
might  be  desirable.  That's  an  open 
option.  But  her  reasoning  is  tragic.  The 
"high  standards"  which  were  equated 
with    "God's    way  .  .  .  [which]     has 


never  changed  and  never  will"  is  noth- 
ing more  than  the  writer's  preference. 
She  is  bothered  by  the  "informality" 
which  has  "come  to  the  point  of  being 
obnoxious."  What  is  far,  far  more  ob- 
noxious is  this  tragic,  legalistic  and  in- 
accurate representation  of  scriptural 
principles. 

Where  does  the  Bible  exhort  us  to 
dress  with  formality?  Where  are  we  en- 
couraged in  the  New  Testament  to  lay 
aside  the  pantsuit  and  forsaking  all  in- 


formality to  cleave  only  unto  the 
dress?  (Certainly  not  in  Titus  2:1-5!) 
Where  does  the  Bible  even  hint  that  to 
put  aside  informahty  would  make  us 
what  "our  Lord  intended  us  to  be"? 
How  does  more  formal  worship-togs 
make  one  "Manifest  Christ"  more?  If 
you  personally  don't  care  for  informal 
trends,  fine.  But  don't  make  it  a  scrip- 
tural issue.  It  isn't.  If  you  think  pants 
are  not  appropriate  for  church,  fine. 
But  don't  make  God  or  His  Word  your 
authority.  The  only  way  you  can  do  it 
is  to  misuse  God's  Word. 

Lydia,  Mary,  Martha,  Ruth  and 
Princilla  (to  say  nothing  of  Rahab) 
would  have  felt  most  out  of  place  at 
such  WMC  meetings  or  worship  ser- 
vices where  20th  century  dress  styles 
were  really  "God's  way"  which  "has 
never  changed."  By  the  way,  some  of 
the  most  meaningful  worship  experi- 
ences in  the  Bible  took  place  in  sack- 
cloth and  ashes  !-/;!d;a/ia

Any  boy  or  grown  man  is  familiar 
with  what  we  used  to  call  "sandlot 
baseball."  It  involved  a  gang  of  kids  in 
the  neighborhood  getting  together  for 
a  ball  game.  There  were  kids  of  all 
sizes  involved  before  the  game  was 
over.  You  remember  how  it  all 
worked?  Two  of  the  big  guys  were 
selected  as  the  captains,  and  they 
would  choose  up  sides.  The  best  play- 
ers were  in  first  demand,  and  as  the 
choosing  proceeded  it  would  inevita- 
bly get  down  to  the  smaller,  less  ex- 
perienced ones.  They  played  right  field 
and  came  up  to  bat  last. 

This  whole  process  presented  prob- 
lems for  a  pitcher.  He  had  to  face  the 
big  hitters  first,  so  this  called  for  the 
full  measure  of  his  talents.  It  would 
seem  logical  then  that  by  the  time  he 
got  to  the  bottom  of  the  batting  order, 
he  had  it  made.  Not  so,  because  it  is 
difficult  to  get  the  ball  down  and  try 
to  pitch  to  a  strike  zone  that  has  sud- 
denly shrunk.  It  worked  out  quite 
often  that  the  smaller  fellows  ended 
up  on  first  base-not  because  they 
were  such  great  hitters— but  because  it 
was  difficult  to  strike  them  out.  They 
walked  because  they  didn't  have  the 
strength  to  swing  the  bat.  For  you 
baseball  fans  there  is  the  memory  of  a 
Major  League  manager  who  brought  a 
midget  into  the  Major  Leagues.  (The 
midget  walked  quite  a  few  times.)  It 
was  a  touch  of  showmanship-that  is, 
until  the  commissioner  of  baseball 
stopped  it. 

Pitching  it  down  to  the  necessary 
level  is  not  only  a  problem  of  baseball, 
but  a  similar  situation  must  be  faced  in 
all  areas  of  communication.  Christian 
communication  is  not  exempt  from 
the  problem.  How  high  do  you  pitch 
it?  Having  spent  a  number  of  years  in 
the  area  of  oral  communication 
(preaching),  I  discovered  a  few  lessons 
—along  with  some  problems.  For  in- 
stance, when  facing  an  audience  it  was 
necessary  to  study  the  group  and  upon 
finding  out  who  was  present  to  try  to

communicate  accordingly.  Let  me  tell 
you  it  is  not  an  easy  task  to  communi- 
cate to  the  average  congregation  on 
Sunday  morning.  There  are  children 
and  there  are  adults— so  there  is  an  age 
variance  to  be  considered.  There  are 
people  who  have  different  educational 
and/or  cultural  backgrounds.  They  do 
not  all  think  and  act  alike.  Some  know 
Christ  as  Saviour— some  do  not.  Some 
have  been  Christians  for  thirty  years 
and  others  have  been  converts  for  the 
past  five  days.  Where  do  you  pitch  it? 
The  difference  between  effectively  and 
noneffectively  communicating  is  the 
ability  to  impart  Bible  truths  so  they 
are  understandable  to  the  individual 
listener.  The  obvious  difficulty  is  the 
"how  to  do  it." 

Many  who  are  trained  in  the  truth 
and  have  the  knowledge  in  their  hearts 
and  heads  meet  a  "Waterloo"  when  it 
comes  to  connnunication.  When  the 
communication  fails,  truth  is  held 
back  and  is  out  of  action. 

This  same  thing  is  true  when  it 
comes  to  the  written  form  of  com- 
munication, and  possibly  the  matter  is 
even  compounded  at  this  point.  Many 
who  are  good  listeners  are  very  poor 
readers.  Thus  getting  the  truth  across 
is  a  difficult  and  challenging  task.  We 
are  confronted  with  this  problem 
when  it  comes  to  preparing  Herald 
copy  or  making  an  assignment  for  a 


study  guide  in  Sunday  School.  There 
are  all  kinds  of  people  who  will  read 
and  study  the  material.  To  hit  the 
"strike  zone"  when  it  is  so  wide  is  a 
real  test. 

If  the  written  material  is  too  easy, 
many  people  will  miss  the  challenge  of 
putting  out  the  necessary  effort  of 
seeking  and  finding.  If  the  material  is 
pitched  too  high,  many  will  miss  the 
truth.  What  is  high  to  some  people  is 
low  to  others.  So  we  as  preachers, 
teachers  and  writers  do  need  the  wis- 
dom of  God.  Also,  we  need  the  con- 
tact with  people  to  ascertain  their  re- 
actions. Then  upon  evaluation  we  try 
again,  and  sometimes  again,  until  we 
find  the  strike  zone.  This  is  the  area 
where  effective  communication  be- 
comes a  reality  and  the  truth  hits  and 
people  understand  and  react  to  what 
we  are  trying  to  do. 

You  can  be  of  help  to  us  at  the 
Herald  Co.  We  want  to  know  what  you 
are  thinking.  We  may  not  always  agree, 
but  we  hope  and  pray  that  we  will  un- 
derstand each  other  and  the  lines  of 
communication  will  be  open.  Your  re- 
sponse to  the  magazine  has  been  excel- 
lent.

Thirty-five  exciting  years  of  Bretliren  Home  Mission 
ministry  will  be  completed  on  September  3,  1974. 
Thirty-five  wonderful  years  of  challenge,  instruction  and 
administration  have  produced  a  permeating  joy  of 
church  building  througliout  our  National  Fellowship  of 
Brethren  Churches.  The  Lord,  alone,  knows  the  total 
impact  that  our  home  missions  program  has  made  upon 
souls  being  saved,  lives  strengthened,  the  Word  dis- 
pensed, and  the  extension  of  the  Gospel  througli  new 
churches. 

Beginning  officially  on  September  3,  1939,  The 
Brethren  Home  Missions  Council  was  incorporated  as  a 
church  building,  home  missions,  evangelistic  organiza- 
tion. It  was  to  provide  Biblical  teaching  as  well  as  to 
engage  in  evangelistic  work  in  communities  that  would 
accept  the  Brethren  faith.  It  was  to  establish,  maintain 
and  assist  churches  of  the  Brethren  faith  in  the  United 
States  and  Canada.  Two  other  objectives  included  the 
evangelization  of  the  Jew  and  the  encouragement  of 
young  people  in  the  dedication  of  tlieir  lives  for  the 
Lord's  service.  It  would  be  necessary  to  publish  litera- 
ture for  the  reading  of  the  Gospel  and  promotion  of  the 
corporation. 

The  statement  of  purpose  of  the  corporation  careful- 


ly outlined  the  nature  and  characteristics  of  the  missio^ 
ary  work  as  Bible  centered,  competent,  believing,  spill 
tual,  and  evangelistic.  Its  Biblical  position  was  to  be  pi! 
millennial,  separated  from  worldliness,  and  dedicated  f 
the  Spirit-filled  life.  Its  ministry  was  to  be  exposito! 
and  a  teaching  ministry  from  the  whole  Word  of  God.  ' 

Througli  these  years  the  Board  has  held  tenacious' 
to  these  excellent  objectives.  Growing  with  the  Natior' 
Fellowship  of  Brethren  Churches,  the  Council's  uniq' 
ministry  has  set  the  foundation  for  our  whole  FeJlo' 
ship  squarely  upon  the  Word,  the  church,  and  her  nr 
sionary  outreach.  The  aim  of  the  Council  has  been 
build  spiritual  churches  all  over  America  as  rapidly 
missionary  personnel  and  money  become  available,  th 
building  our  Fellowship  of  churches. 

Starting  with  nine  mission  points  in  1939,  ninety-fi 
have  been  developed  into  self-supporting  churches.  Mc 
than  two-thirds  of  our  total  churches  in  the  Fellowship 
have  been  helped  by  home  missions  and/or  their  auxil'd 
ries.  Since  1939  home  mission  churches  have  bei 
planted  in  fourteen  new  states.  Through  challenge  aiiij 
promotion  of  the  branch  church  plan  and  other  missii'S 
activity,  many  more  have  expanded  the  Brethren  minfr 
try  in  the  United  States.  ' 

The  missionary  thrust  was  expanded  to  include  t

nerican  Southwest  in  1946;  Navajoland  in  1948;  to

)nt,  Ohio,  Negroes  in  1953.  To  t~urther  facilitate  the 
Iciency  in  church  establishment,  a  construction  crew 
IS  organized  in  1953;  for  financing  properties  and 
ildings  the  Brethren  Investment  Foundation  began 
erations  in  1955;  and  an  arciiitectural  department  was 
ded  in  1956.  All  of  these  are  missionary  in  nature  and 
ve  been  designed  and  expanded  to  augment  the  evan- 
istic  thrust  in  reaching  the  whole  family  for  Christ 
d  increasing  the  availability  of  Bible-teaching 
urches. 

In  1938-39  the  Council  received  a  total  income  of 
7,417.83  with  expenses  of  512,610.07.  Througli  these 
ars  the  number  of  Brethren  people  has  giown  and 
;  gifts  increased  to  a  current  offering  income  of 
82,677  and  a  budget  of  5592,000  for  this  coming 
ar.  The  increased  scope  of  administration  and  the  high 
5t  of  inflation  make  it  increasingly  ditTicult  to  keep 
penses  and  income  in  balance. 

For  many  years  the  corporation  rented  facilities  for 
administrative  base  while  helping  churches  and  other 
ristian  organizations  to  get  their  housing  facilities, 
iwever,  a  few  years  ago  the  Board  authorized  the  pur-

chase  of  four  acres  on  Kings  Higliway  as  a  site,  and 
construction  proceeded  on  a  15,480  square  foot  office 
building  to  house  our  Home  and  Foreign  missionary 
organizations.  These  new  spacious  facilities  add  much  to 
the  etTiciency  and  effectiveness  of  our  outreach. 

Today,  there  are  forty-five  mission  points  being  sup- 
ported by  the  Council.  Ten  new  buildings  are  under  con- 
struction. There  are  other  fields  waiting  for  assistance. 
District  mission  boards  and  some  local  churches  are 
energetically  expanding  with  branch  churches.  Our  Fel- 
lowship of  churches  is  excited  about  churcii  extension 
and  home  missions. 

Conditions  in  our  nation  have  changed  immeasurably. 
Morality,  crime,  dishonesty,  and  church  apostasy  have 
greatly  increased  the  need  for  gospel-preaching  churches. 
The  signs  of  the  coming  of  Christ  point  more  vividly  to 
His  soon  arrival.  The  challenge  that  confronted  Brethren 
people  in  1939  can  now  be  multiplied  many  times  over. 
God  has  opened  our  eyes  to  see  the  need  of  the  Gospel 
in  our  homeland.  He  has  demonstrated  His  ability  to 
care  for  this  home  mission  enterprise.  Let's  trust  Him  for 
the  future  when  we  can  see  Brethren  churches  in  every 
one  of  these  fifty  states,  in  every  community  where  He 
shall  direct,  each  demonstrating  all  that  God  intended 
His  church  to  be.  •

The  celebration  of  another  grand 
event  for  the  Grace  Brethren  Church, 
Huber  Heights,  Ohio,  took  place  in 
June— we  became  a  self-supporting 
church.  June  has  been  a  significant 
month  in  the  history  of  this  church. 
Ground  was  broken  June  11,  1972. 
the  first  services  were  held  in  the  new 
building  on  June  10,  1973,  and  now 
self-supporting  on  June  30,  1974. 
June,  the  month  usually  thought  of 
for  "making  ties,"  in  our  case  meant 
the  month  of  "breaking  ties."  On  July 

we  began  completely  on  our  own- 
leaving  The  Brethren  Home  Missions 
Council  as  a  co-supporter. 

This  significant  event  has  been 
made  possible  by  God  who  has  blessed 
us  with  a  steady  growth  pattern  over 
the  past  four  years.  The  church  has 
moved  from  an  attendance  of  thirty- 
seven  in  1970  to  over  one  hundred 
ifty  this  year.  At  the  same  time  the 
membership  has  increased  from  nine-

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teen  to  one  hundred  twenty-one.  This 
growth  has  enabled  us  to  meet  a  "total 
church  budget"  on  our  own.  The 
Southern  Ohio  District  Mission  Board 
and  The  Brethren  Home  Missions 
Council  have  both  assisted  us  financial- 
ly up  to  the  significant  June  30  date. 

We  designated  this  June  30  date  as 
"Self-Supporting  Sunday"  and  had  as 
our  guests,  Dr.  Lester  E.  Pifer,  secre- 
tary of  The  Brethren  Home  Missions 
Council,  and  Mr.  Harry  H.  Shipley, 
chairman  of  the  district  mission  board, 
who  is  also  a  director  of  the  Council. 
It  was  a  day  filled  with  blessings,  and  a 
special  personal  blessing  was  the  dedi- 
cation of  our  son,  Paul  Russell,  to  the 
Lord  by  Dr.  Pifer. 

Our  people  praise  God  for  Brethren 
Home  Missions  and  for  being  able  to 
go  the  entire  "Home  Missions  Way." 
We  were  accepted  as  a  Brethren  Home 
Mission  Church  in  April  1970,  phase  I. 
This  led  to  phase  II  when  plans  were 
soon  needed  for  a  new  church  build- 
ing. The  natural  route  was  to  contact 
Brethren  Architectural  Service  and  this 
department  of  Brethren  Home  Mis- 
sions provided  adequate  plans  for  a 
beautiful  building.  Nobody  builds  to- 
day without  money,  and  phase  III  was 
our  contact  with  Mr.  Walter  Fretz  of 
the  Brethren  Investment  Foundation 
to  see  if  we  could  finance  through  the 
foundation.  We  thank  God  for  this  in- 
stitution and  for  Brethren  people  who 
invest  through  it  to  help  finance  home 
mission  churches  like  ours.  Phase  IV, 
and  our  final  request,. was  for  the 
Brethren  Construction  Crew.  When 
this  request  was  granted  and  our 
church  was  built  by  Brethren  men 
under  the  direction  of  Mr.  Don  Sellers, 
you  see  why  we  say  it  was  "home  mis- 
sions all  the  way"  from  the  date  of  our 
arrival  June  1,  1970,  after  graduation 
from  Grace  Seminary. 

A  lot  of  "seed  sowing"  and  "water- 
ing" was  done  prior  to  my  arrival  on 
the  field.  On  November  28,  1959,  a 
Bible  class  was  started  in  Huber 
(Continued  on  page  I  Oj 
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(Continued  from  page  9) 

Heights  with  the  approval  and  blessing 
of  the  "Mother"  church  (North  River- 
dale).  Rev.  C.  S.  Zimmerman  was  the 
teacher  of  this  class  which  met  in 
homes  and  schools  of  Huber  Heights  as 
God  blessed  the  people's  efforts.  The 
group  held  its  first  public  Sunday  ser- 
vices on  April  9,  1961,  in  a  new  home 
purchased  and  remodeled  into  a  lovely 
"church-house."  On  February  9,  1963, 
the  congregation  purchased  four  acres 
for  $15,025  and  the  last  payment  was 
made  three  years  later.  In  January 
1970  Pastor  Zimmerman  resigned. 
after  faithfully  serving  through  the 
years  of  Bible  classes,  church  organiza- 


tion, and  growth. 

The  Huber  Heiglits  church,  contain- 
ing 5,800  square  feet,  was  erected  for 
a  total  cost  of  SI 20,000  including 
furnishings,  pews,  drapes,  carpet,  and 
architect's  fees.  It  seats  182  in  the 
pews  and  20  more  in  the  choir.  Volun- 
teer labor  helped  to  keep  the  cost 
down.  The  entire  development  of  the 
Huber  Heights  church  can  be  summed 
up  in  one  word  "teamwork,"  and  I 
would  like  to  take  this  opportunity  to 
thank  each  one  on  that  team  from  the 
Brethren  Investment  Foundation  in- 
vestors, the  Brethren  Home  Missions 
Council  donors,  the  district  mission 
board,  the  local  congregation,  and  all 
the  departments  of  The  Brethren 
Home  Missions  Council. 


For  Pastor  and  Mrs.  Poyner,  "Self-Supporting  Sunday"  was  special  with  the  dedication  to 
the  Lord  of  their  son,  Paul  Russell. 


And  now  a  word  from  our  building 
committee  chairman,  Mr.  Del  Evans. 
"It  has  been  a  long  'haul'  since  1961 
and  at  times  some  of  us  became  faint- 
hearted and  wondered  if  God  would 
truly  have  us  build.  Perhaps  we  were 
to  be  the  Davids  and  leave  the  building 
to  some  Solomons;  but  God's  ways  are 
not  man's  ways,  and  in  the  unfolding 
of  His  perfect  will  we  were  only  under- 
going a  period  of  preparation." 

As  Moses,  Samuel,  and  Joseph  in 
the  Old  Testament,  and  John  the  Bap- 
tist, and  our  Lord  underwent  periods 
of  preceptorship  before  their  great 
tasks,  so  the  little  band  at  Huber 
Heights  was  learning  to  be  "faithful  in 
a  few  things"  before  being  entrusted 
with  "many  things." 

But  then  God's  great  day  of  build- 
ing came  and  went,  followed  by  bless- 
ings of  many  souls  for  His  Kingdom. 
Now  a  new  milestone;  Self-supporting 
and  meeting  the  challenges  ahead. 
Truly  the  field  in  which  this  church 
labors  is  "white  unto  harvest." 

We  would  do  well  to  follow  the  ex- 
ample of  Elisha  when  he  took  up  Eli- 
jah's mantle  in  I  Kings  19; 21.  He  truly 
burned  his  bridges  behind  him  as  he 
sacrificed  his  oxen  and  plowing  imple- 
ments that  he  might  go  forward  in 
God's  will. 

The  people  of  Huber  Heights  have 
entered  into  a  type  of  Promised  Land 
after  a  wilderness  (preparation)  experi- 
ence. We  plan  to  go  forward  in  God's 
grace  and  in  the  name  of  His  Son, 
helped  by  the  Holy  Spirit,  and  wearing 
the  whole  armor  of  God.  #

About  one-fourth  of  the  seminary's  480  students  are  from 

the  Free  Church,  althougli  one-third  of  its  graduates  go 

into  Free  Church  pastorates.

Financial  problems  of  the  corporations  were  discovered 
several  months  ago  when  the  Colorado  Division  of  Securities 
filed  a  lawsuit  charging  that  many  of  the  companies' 
investment  programs  were  illegal.

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Alumni  Giving 
to  Grace  Schools 
Sets  New  Record 


The  giving  of  Grace  Schools  alumni, 
for  all  purposes,  set  a  new  record  of 
$86,772  in  1973.  This  breaks  the  pre- 
vious record  of  $80,680  in  1 970. 

Rev.  Thomas  Hammers,  alumni  co- 
ordinator, reports  there  were  886 
donors  out  of  a  total  of  3,277  alumni 
for  a  27  percent  participation.  Semi- 
nary alumni  numbered  405  giving 
$32,817,  with  481  college  alumni 
donating  $53,960.  All  gifts  given 
through  local  churches  or  sent  direct 
to  the  alumni  or  financial  offices  are 
included  in  the  report. 

Gifts  from  225  non-Brethren 
alumni  totaled  $11,296,  while  661 
Brethren  alumni  contributed  $75,476. 
Over  a  seven-year  period.  1967-1973, 
college  and  seminary  alumni  have  con- 
tributed $375,594  for  all  purposes  to 
Grace  Schools.  "We  certainly  do  praise 
the  Lord  for  this  record  of  generosi- 
ty," Mr.  Hammers  said. 

There  is  more  good  news  in  that  the 
college  and  seminary  project  goals  for 
1973  have  been  fuUy  met.  The 
$17,000  for  paving  the  athletic  field 
parking  lot  and  the  $6,000  needed  for 
air-conditioning  the  seminary  chapel 
have  been  received,  according  to  an  an- 
nouncement by  the  financial  office. 

All  donors  are  requested  to  clearly 
designate  the  purpose  for  which  their 
gift  is  to  be  used.  Otherwise,  all  un- 
designated gifts  will  go  into  the  general 
fund.

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Except  Ye  Repent 
Ye  Shall  Perish 


In  April  a  strong  appeal  issued  from 
Washington  for  a  day  of  prayer  and 
national  repentance.  There  was  some 
response  to  this  appeal,  but  in  general 
it  was  ignored.  Even  where  there  was 
response,  life  has  settled  back  into  the 
same  routine  as  before.  Even  the  rum- 
blings of  a  crisis  were  not  sufficient  to 
alert  this  people  to  the  seriousness  of 
the  trend  which  is  moving  across  the 
world.  So  the  trend  will  worsen  and  a 
crisis  will  come  upon  this  nation  and 
the  world  which  may  bring  some 
people  to  their  knees. 

Wholesale  wickedness  had  per- 
meated the  city  of  Nineveh  and  God 
had  determined  to  destroy  the  city.  He 
called  and  activated  a  stubborn  proph- 
et in  Israel  to  proclaim  the  message  of 
approaching  doom  to  this  people. 
"Yet  forty  days,  and  Nineveh  shall  be 
overthrown"  (Jonah  3:4).  Even  in  this 
message  there  was  a  note  of  grace,  in 
that  God  forewarned  them  of  the  ap- 
proaching catastrophe.  This  savage  and 
brutal  people  were  moved  by  the  mes- 
sage. "So  the  people  of  Nineveh  be- 
lieved God,  and  proclaimed  a  fast,  and 
put  on  sackcloth,  from  the  greatest  of 
them  even  to  the  least  of  them" 
(Jonah  3:5).  "And  God  saw  their 
works,  that  they  turned  from  their  evil 
way;  and  God  repented  of  the  evil, 
that  he  had  said  that  he  would  do  unto 
them;  and  he  did  it  not"  (Jonah  3:10). 

This  could  be  repeated  again  in  the 
experience  of  mankind.  And  in  the 
course  of  the  years  it  may  be  repeated 
again.  But  if  it  is,  the  same  conditions 
will  bring  it  about.  There  must  be  the 
confrontation  of  the  world  with  un- 
limited peril,  and  there  must  be  the 
genuine  response  of  men  in  true  re- 
pentance. This  repentance  must  con- 
sist of  a  change  of  mind  toward  sin 
and  its  effects,  and  toward  God  and 
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His  holy  aversion  to  sin.  This  must  be 
demonstrated  by  a  turning  away  from 
wickedness  to  the  Lord.  But  in  the 
event  there  is  no  repentance,  then  "ye 
shall  all  likewise  perish"  (Luke 
13:3,5).  This  warning  could  include 
temporal  disaster,  but  the  special  in- 
tent of  these  words  is  final  judgment 
from  which  there  is  no  recovery. 

It  is  altogether  possible  that  in  the 
good  providence  of  God,  His  long- 
suffering  will  provide  some  period  of 
time  in  which  men  will  have  oppor- 
tunity to  repent  (II  Peter  3:9).  But  it 
is  also  altogether  possible  that  those 
times  are  running  out.  Men  may  be 
moving  so  far  down  the  scale  of  sin 
and  wickedness  that  they  are  becom- 
ing confirmed  in  their  sin  and  incor- 
rigible in  disposition.  The  Bible  speaks 
of  a  time  after  the  rapture  of  the 
Church  when  men  will  not  repent. 
"And  the  rest  of  the  men  which  were 
not  killed  by  these  plagues  yet  re- 
pented not  of  the  works  of  their 
hands,  that  they  should  not  worship 
devils,  and  idols  of  gold,  and  silver, 
and  brass,  and  stone,  and  of  wood: 
which  neither  can  see,  nor  hear,  nor 
walk:  neither  repented  they  of  their 
murders,  nor  of  the  sorceries,  nor  of 
their  fornication,  nor  of  their  thefts" 
(Rev.  9:20-21). 

What  Do  All  These  Things  Mean? 

Engaged  as  I  have  been  in  a  pro- 
phetic ministry  across  this  nation,  I  am 
continually  being  asked  what  the 
events  of  our  day  mean,  and  do  the 
prophetic  Scriptures  have  anything  to 
say  about  these  things.  It  has  been  my

privilege  on  a  number  of  occasions  to 
appear  on  TV  and  radio  talk  shows 
consisting  of  questions  and  answers  de- 
voted to  this  theme.  This  has  provided 
an  opportunity  not  only  to  point  out 
the  movement  of  events  heralding  the 
end  of  the  age,  but  to  sound  a  warning 
of  the  calamity  coming  upon  society.  I 
was  asked  once  whether  there  was  any- 
thing we  could  do  to  avert  calamity.  I 
hastened  to  point  out  that  repentance 
must  be  genuine,  and  it  must  be  dem- 
onstrated by  a  turning  away  from  evil. 
One  gentleman  responded  by  saying, 
"1  was  afraid  you  would  say  that." 

This  is  a  clear  indication  that  men 
want  to  avert  calamity,  but  they  are 
not  always  ready  to  forsake  their  sins. 
This  will  be  the  situation  in  the  end  of 
the  age.  Men  will  be  so  conditioned 
over  the  pattern  of  sin,  that  no  warn- 
ing of  approaching  peril  will  move 
them  to  repentance.  It  would  appear 
from  the  way  the  prophetic  Scriptures 
read  that  men  will  construct  clever 
philosophies  to  escape  the  clear  words 
of  warning  from  God's  Word  and  the 
ominous  signs  appearing  in  the  world. 
"For  when  they  shall  say.  Peace  and 
safety;  then  sudden  destruction 
Cometh  upon  them,  as  travail  upon  a 
woman  with  child;  and  they  shall  not 
escape"  (1  Thess.  5:3). 

"But  Ye,  Brethren, 
Are  Not  in  Darkness" 

No  matter  how  gloomy  the  moral 
and  spiritual  atmosphere  of  our  day, 
this  is  still  the  day  of  grace.  God's 
people  are  not  in  darkness,  therefore, 
the  day  of  calamity  should  not  over- 
take them  as  a  thief  (cf  I  Thess.  5:4). 
They  are  all  children  of  liglit  and  of 
the  day.  It  is  reassuring  to  see  them 
walking  in  holiness  and  watching  for 
the  coming  of  the  Lord.  It  gives  one 
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courage  to  see  the  way  they  are  "put- 
ting on  the  breastplate  of  faith  and 
love;  and  for  an  helmet,  the  hope  of 
salvation"  (I  Thess.  5:8),  knowing  that 
"God  hath  not  appointed  us  to  wrath, 
but  to  obtain  salvation  by  our  Lord 
Jesus  Christ"  (I  Thess.  5:8-9).  With 
hearts  full  of  joy  they  are  waiting  for 
God's  Son  from  heaven  (cf.  I  Thess. 
1:10). 

The  writer  has  had  the  privilege  of 
being  in  a  number  of  places  through- 
out this  country  over  the  past  six 
months,  and  one  of  the  things  that  has 
encouraged  his  own  heart  is  the  joy 
and  determination  with  which  pastors 
and  people  have  been  laboring  in  the 
face  of  great  odds.  Regardless  of  op- 
position, they  have  been  bearing  a 
clear  testimony,  and  here  and  there 
souls  are  being  snatched  as  brands 
from  the  burning,  churches  are  being 
started,  and  new  centers  of  testimony 
are  being  established. 

In  that  dark  hour  of  history  when 
the  new  society  of  believers  brought 
into  being  at  Pentecost  was  struggling 
against  the  fierce  opposition  of  the 
world,  the  Apostle  Paul  took  courage 
and  found  reason  for  rejoicing  in  the 
saints  at  Thessalonica.  "For  what  is 
our  hope,  or  joy,  or  crown  of  rejoic- 


ing? Are  not  even  ye  in  the  presence  of 
our  Lord  Jesus  Christ  at  his  coming? 
For  ye  are  our  glory  and  joy"  (I  Thess. 
2: 19-20).  After  the  passing  of  nineteen 
centuries,  the  situation  has  not  really 
changed.  Real  hope  is  to  be  found 
alone  in  the  saints  living  lives  of  holi- 
ness and  looking  for  the  return  of  the 
Lord. 

How/  Should  We 
Feel  about  Our  President? 

Christians  have  always  wanted  to 
have  some  man  in  high  office  who 
shared  with  them  the  precious  things 
of  the  faith.  When  President  Nixon 
came  to  office  they  thought  this  was 
their  man.  His  public  appearances  were 
characterized  by  dignity  and  a  sense  of 
riglitness,  and  a  seeming  respect  for 
God  and  holiness.  But  then  came  the 
second  term  and  the  unveiling  of 
things  that  have  shocked  and  rocked 
the  very  foundations  of  confidence. 

But  there  are  some  things  that  are 
still  true,  and  no  believer  should  ever 
lose  sight  of  them.  He  is  our  president 
and  God  has  been  pleased  to  put  him 
into  this  office  (cf.  Rom.  13:1).  He 
therefore  deserves  our  respect  and  our 
prayers  (cf.  I  Tim.  2: 1).  In  the  face  of 
the  most  trying  circumstances,  he  is 


maintaining  a  dignity  commensurate 
with  his  office.  There  is  hardly  a  move 
he  makes  or  a  word  he  utters  that  is 
not  being  held  up  to  ridicule.  But  even 
in  the  face  of  all  this,  he  is  still  endeav- 
oring to  perform  the  duties  of  his  of- 
fice with  honor. 

Perhaps  the  most  shocking  of  all  to 
Christians  has  been  the  language  of 
private  conversation  made  public.  This 
is  shocking  because  men  and  women 
had  formed  an  image  so  utterly  ditfer- 
ent.  Before  drawing  hasty  conclusions, 
however,  there  is  need  to  recognize  the 
fact  that  this  is  the  pattern  of  society 
in  general.  And  though  we  deprecate 
this  in  our  president,  it  is  not  out  of 
character  with  the  times.  In  a  very  real 
sense  this  emphasizes  the  need  for 
greater  prayer  on  our  part  for  this 
leader,  and  greater  dedication  to  the 
task  the  Lord  has  committed  to  us. 

On  the  background  of  the  deficien- 
cies of  our  legislators  and  the  degener- 
ation of  society  in  general,  a  new  long- 
ing for  the  establishment  of  the  final 
and  perfect  order  should  emerge 
among  believers.  There  will  then  be  a 
perfect  sovereign  and  a  perfect  spiri- 
tual nobUity.  This  may  not  be  far 
away.  Even  so,  come,  come  Lord 
Jesus!  • 
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McCoy  a  Standout  for 
Campus  Crusade  Team 


PHOENIX,  ARIZONA-AtWetes  in 
Action  starting  guard  and  1971  Grace 
College  graduate  Mike  McCoy  finished 
a  fine  second  season  with  the  West 
Basketball  team,  aiding  the  squad  to 
the  best  team  record  in  the  program's 
eiglit  year  history. 

McCoy  was  AIA's  high  scorer  in 
five  games  this  season  with  his  most 
points  coming  in  a  game  against  Uni- 
versity of  Calgary  where  he  netted  24 
tallies.  He  shot  in  double  figures  in  24 
of  AIA's  34  games  and  averaged  1 1.7 
per  game. 

"Mike  really  played  well  for  us  this 
year,"  commented  former  NBA  star 
and  head  coach,  Jim  King.  "He  is 
probably  the  best  ball  handler  that  we 
have  and  can  do  everything  well.  He 
had  some  good  nights  scoring-wise, 
especially  at  times  when  no  one  else 
seemed  to  be  able  to  connect. 

McCoy  was  awarded  the  "Mr.

The  six  foot,  one  hundred  sixty- 
pound  guard  was  one  of  five  Athletes 
in  Action  team  members  to  score  in 


double  figures  consistently  throughout 
the  1973-74  season,  totaling  339 
points  on  164  of  307  attempts  from 
the  field  and  71  of  92  attempts  from 
the  charity  stripe.  His  career  total  with 
Athletes  in  Action  is  434  points. 

McCoy  was  all  conference  for  three 
years  as  a  collegiate  at  Grace  College. 
He  was  also  "Most  Valuable  Player"  in 
the  conference  for  two  consecutive 
years  as  a  junior  and  senior.  The  for- 
mer Lancer  guard  spent  his  first  year 
with  Athletes  in  Action  on  the  East 
team,  but  moved  to  the  West  in  the 
fall  of  1973.  His  career  records  at 
Grace  included  higliest  free  throw  per- 
centage, 84.9  percent  and  highest  field 
goal  percentage,  52.9  percent. 

The  Athletes  in  Action  program 
represents  the  athletic  ministry  of 
Campus  Crusade  for  Christ  Interna- 
tional, an  interdenominational  Chris- 
tian movement  of  students  and  lay- 
men. David  R.  Hannah,  director  of 
Athletes  in  Action,  said  the  purpose  of 
AIA  is  to  use  the  ready-made  platform 
that  athletic  competition  provides  to 
share  the  adventure  and  excitement  of 
following  Jesus  Christ. 

Since  joining  AIA's  basketball  pro- 
gram, McCoy  has  spoken  and  played 
before  over  170,000  individuals. 

McCoy,  native  of  Columbia  City, 
Indiana,  has  just  signed  as  a  member  of 
the  Fort  Wayne,  Indiana,  professional 
basketball  team  in  a  newly  formed 
league.  Play  will  begin  next  fall.         #

The  most  powerful  tornado,  according 
to  some  officials,  ever  to  land  on  this  nation's  soil  picked  up  Xenia  and  smashed  it 
back  to  earth.  The  half-mile  wide  twister,  with  winds  clocked  at  more  than  300  m.p.l?. 
left  unbelievable  destruction  and  34  dead  in  its  wake.  This  gripping  story  about  the 
Starrett  family's  experiences  during  the  tornado  and  afterward  once  again  demonstrates 
God's  grace  and  provision  for  His  own.

The  day  our  home  was  destroyed 
by  the  Xenia,  Ohio,  tornado  (April  3, 
1974)  has  become  a  landmark  date  for 
our  family. 

Easter  vacation  was  to  begin  on  Fri- 
day, and  I  was  making  preparations  for 
our  spring  "migration"  to  Pat's  home 
in  York,  Pennsylvania,  by  getting  tires 
on  the  car.  It  had  been  a  warm  day  at 
school  and  the  kids  were  as  anxious 
for  the  day's  end  as  was  I.  Only  two 
more  days,  then  a  whole  week  to  rest! 

The  tire  store  was  only  five  minutes 
drive  from  home,  and  in  that  five- 
minute  period  the  radio  had  an- 
nounced twice  that  "tornado  warn- 
ings" were  out  for  Montgomery, 
Greene,  Clark,  and  Champaign  coun- 
ties. As  I  neared  home  I  could  see  that 
the  sky  to  the  southwest  was  dark- 
ened, but  tornado  warnings  had  come 
and  gone  many  times  and  rarely  hit 
near  us.  When  they  did  touch  down, 
they  did  not  do  much  damage. 


When  I  reached  home  Pat  was  talk- 
ing to  Dad,  who  was  waiting  to  take 
my  car  with  him  and  give  it  a  tune-up 
for  our  pending  trip.  My  announce- 
ment about  tornado  warnings  didn't 
keep  him  from  heading  for  home,  so 
Pat  and  I  turned  on  the  radio  to  catch 
the  latest.  The  warning  was  made 
several  more  times,  then  an  "all  clear" 
was  announced.  The  tornado  reported- 
ly had  dissipated.  We  breathed  a  sigli 
of  relief,  and  I  relaxed  in  a  chair  to 
read  the  newspaper  while  Pat  prepared 
supper. 

My  next  recollection  was  Pat's  ex-

cited  announcement  that  the  radio  had 
just  announced  that  a  huge  tornado 
had  been  cited  in  Greene  County  and 
everyone  should  take  cover  immediate- 
ly. That  was  rather  alarming  since  it 
had  been  scarcely  five  minutes  since 
the  "all  clear."  As  Pat  called  the  kids 
—Grant,  six  years;  Trisha,  three;  and 
Matt,  two-I  went  out  the  back  door 
onto  the  patio  to  look  for  signs  of  the 
"twister."  To  my  astonishment,  there 
it  was,  not  black  with  a  funnel-shaped 
tail,  but  clear  with  much  visible  debris 
circling  high  into  the  air.  I  yelled  into 
the  house,  "There  it  is!"  Then  I  ran 
into  the  house  where  Pat  was  holding 
Julie,  eleven  months,  and  telling  the 
other  three  to  stay  in  the  living  room 
with  her. 

I  had  always  heard  that  a  tightly 

closed  house   would   "explode"   in  a 

tornado  so  I  began  opening  windows. 

When  I  reached  the  master  bedroom,  I

took  my  camera  from  the  shelf,  ran 
back  to  the  patio  and  snapped  two 
quick  shots.  When  I  returned  to  the 
house,  we  went  to  the  master  bedroom 
on  the  southwest  corner  and  looked  at 
the  ominous  whirlwind  throwing  all 
sizes  of  material  into  the  air.  At  the 
time  it  was  difficult  to  determine  its 
direction  of  travel,  its  distance  from 
us,  or  just  what  was  being  thrown  into 
the  air. 

Then  as  the  kids  began  to  get  pan- 
icky, we  all  moved  into  the  hall  which 
ran  the  length  of  the  house  between 
the  living  room  and  the  bedrooms.  I 
decided  to  make  a  final  check  of  the 
house,  opening  a  few  remaining  win- 
dows and  the  front  door  on  the  side 
opposite  the  tornado's  approach. 
When  I  stepped  onto  the  patio  and 
snapped  one  final  picture,  the  air  was 
dead  still  and  I  could  hear  a  dull  roar 
from  the  direction  of  the  tornado.  It 
was  not  as  clear  as  before,  but  I  could 
see  an  entire  roof  twisting  and  turning 


around  the  core  which  occasionally 
turned  black  with  dirt  as  the  funnel  hit 
the  ground,  revealing  a  slender,  waving 
neck.  It  was  obviously  moving  directly 
toward  us;  time  to  take  shelter. 

Our  only  concern  as  we  went  into 
the  baby's  bedroom  on  the  east  side  of 
the  house  was  the  safety  of  the  chil- 
dren. As  Pat  and  I  huddled  them  to- 
gether and  draped  our  own  bodies  over 
them  the  wind  picked  up  very  rapidly 
and  the  dull  roar  increased  in  intensi- 
ty. I  immediately  realized  how  really 
helpless  we  were  without  God's  help, 
and  thoughts  of  possible  death  flashed 
through  my  mind.  Our  only  resource 
in  this  dire  situation  was  to  ask  God's 
protection. 

Even  as  I  audibly  prayed:  "God 
help  us!  God  help  us!"  I  knew  that  we 
had  dedicated  the  children  to  God, 
and  we  were  ready  for  whatever  He 
allowed  to  come  into  our  lives.  God 
just  as  surely  answered  our  prayers  by 
giving  us  a  calmness  and  confidence  of 
His  protecting  presence  of  which  we 
were  incapable  in  our  own  strength. 

My  first  awareness  that  damage  was 
being  done  was  when  the  windows 
blew  out  in  the  room  where  we  were.  I 
felt  pieces  of  something  strike  my  face 
causing  me  to  lower  my  head  and  turn 
my  face  toward  the  inside  wall.  At 
first  I  could  hear  glass  breaking  in 
other  rooms  in  the  house,  but  the  roar 
of  the  wind  quickly  became  deafening, 
very  much  like  Niagara  Falls  magnified 
many  times.  The  thunderous  wind 
made  it  impossible  to  hear  anything 
else  hitting  the  house;  only  the  sud- 
den, violent  vibrations  interrupted  the 
constant  rumble  and  trembling  walls 
and  floor. 

During  the  worst  part  of  the  storm 
I  remember  our  dog,  Friskie,  trying  to 
get  under  my  outstretched  arm  which 
was  over  the  kids.  When  that  failed, 
she  went  up  my  back  and  over  my 
head  and  came  down  on  the  top  of  our 
"huddle."  We  discovered  later  that  she 
was  responsible  for  the  only  scratches 
our  family  had— toenail  marks  on 
Grant's  back. 

Although  the  tornado  passed 
througli  our  town  at  a  reported  forty- 
eiglit  miles  per  hour,  taking  only  thirty 
to  forty-five  seconds  to  clear  our 
block,  the  time  seemed  endless.  Each 


second  I  expected  the  roof  to  collapse, 
but  it  stayed.  Each  additional  second  I 
expected  the  wind  to  lessen,  but  it 
continued. 

At  last  the  noise  lessened,  the  wind 
subsided,  and  the  vibrations  died 
away.  Pat  and  I,  stirred  by  the  cries  of 
our  hysterical  children,  released  our 
grips  on  them  and  began  to  comfort  as 
best  we  could,  telling  them  it  was  all 
over,  that  we  were  safe,  that  God  had 
taken  care  of  us,  and  that  we  needed 
to  thank  Him  for  His  protection.  Be- 
fore we  left  the  room,  we  gathered 
them  all  close  and  sang,  "Thank  You 
Lord"  and  said  a  short  prayer  of 
thanks  for  His  care. 

The  sights  which  we  beheld  when 
we  left  that  bedroom  left  us  speech- 
less. Since  the  room  where  we  took 
refuge  only  had  the  window  blown 
out,  we  had  no  idea  the  damage  was  so 
extensive.  The  Boston  rocker  from  the 
living  room  was  at  the  end  of  the  hall 
along  with  numerous  other  articles 
from  the  living  room.  The  wind  had 
"rushed"  down  the  hall  from  the  living 
room  and  out  through  our  bedroom 
with  such  force  that  it  tore  the  win- 
dows, frames  and  all,  from  the  wall 
causing  the  brick  wall  to  fall  out.  Yet, 
a  two-by-four,  about  six  feet  long,  had 
come  througli  our  window  like  an  ar- 
row and  stuck  in  the  bedroom  door; 
some  indication  that  the  wind  must 
have  blown  through  in  the  opposite 
direction,  carrying  with  it  glass,  mud, 
plywood  sheeting,  and  roofing  shin- 
gles. 

The  living  and  dining  room  area  was 
an  unbelievable  mess.  With  the  patio 
door  and  picture  window  gone  it  was 
like  a  wind  tunnel,  funneling  debris 
througli  it.  A  full  sheet  of  plywood 
sheeting  from  someone's  roof  had 
taken  out  the  patio  doors  and  was 
wrapped  around  the  dining  room 
table.  Glass,  shingles,  bits  of  wood, 
and  insulation  from  attics  covered  the 
floor. 

When  I  reached  the  front  door 
ahead  of  my  family,  I'm  sure  my 
mouth  dropped  open.  The  two  houses 
immediately  across  the  street  were 
standing,  but  all  windows  were  gone, 
the  end  was  gone  on  one,  the  attached 
garage  gone  on  the  other,  the  roofs 
stripped    of  shingles,  and  large  holes 
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were  evident  where  plywood  sheeting 
had  been.  Boards  protruded  from 
roofs,  having  been  driven  in  hke  naUs. 
On  either  side  of  those  houses  were 
piles  of  rubble  hardly  distiriguishable 
as  the  houses  they  had  been  minutes 
before.  Two  houses  down  and  across 
the  street  my  pickup  truck  laid,  wheels 
up,  in  the  neighbor's  front  room,  the 
house  completely  down.  Dad's  car, 
which  had  been  in  the  driveway,  sat 
atop  a  pUe  in  my  front  yard.  Its  win- 
dows were  gone  and  it  was  fuU  of 
bricks,  shingles,  wood,  and  insulation. 

People  began  to  emerge  from  the 
rubble  and  gaze  around  at  the  devas- 
tation. Many  were  too  shocked  to  talk; 
others  cried.  My  first  impulse  was  to 
contact  the  outside  and  let  them  know 
we  were  safe,  but  that  was  quickly  for- 
gotten. Next,  I  thought  of  getting  the 
family  away  from  there,  but  we  had 
no  transportation.  Walking  was  ruled 
out  because  of  the  hazard  of  downed 
electrical  lines.  Again  the  feeling  of 
complete  helplessness  filled  me  and  I 
realized  how  self-sufficient  we  had  be- 
come, not  fully  depending  on  our 
Saviour  for  every  little  thing. 

Sirens  could  be  heard  in  every 
direction,  and  people  came  running 
down  the  streets  as  a  large  influx  of 
people  sought  out  friends,  neighbors 
and  relatives.  As  each  neighbor 
emerged  each  inquired  about  the 
other's  family.  No  one  in  our  immedi- 
ate two  blocks  was  killed  or  seriously 
injured,  although  every  home  was  later 
condemned   by   the   city   and  demol-

ished  with  the  exception  of  our  im- 
mediate three  neighbors  to  the  north. 

The  oddest  sensation  I  experienced 
was  hearing  the  phone  ring  in  a  neigh- 
bor's home.  After  crawling  through 
the  picture  window  I  informed  the 
anxious  parents  that  no  one  had  been 
home,  and  that  the  whole  neighbor- 
hood was  nearly  flattened.  That  night 
rescue  workers  answered  phones  which 
rang  where  only  slab  foundations  re- 
mained. 

Our  local  church  had  fourteen  fami- 
lies lose  their  homes,  each  with  their 
story  of  God's  deliverance.  One  fami- 
ly's home  was  leveled  with  the  excep- 
tion of  the  closet  in  which  the  family 
had  taken  refuge.  Another  found 
themselves  rolled  bodUy  from  their  de- 
molished home  and  into  the  yard.  Al- 
though they  suffered  severe  injuries, 
all  have  recovered.  In  each  case,  God's 
grace  has  been  sufficient  for  the  need 
and  made  it  possible  to  bear  the  trials 
of  the  disaster. 


God  provided  through  His  people 
for  each  of  our  needs.  Christian  friends 
and  relatives  helped  care  for  our  chil- 
dren, met  our  immediate  housing 
needs,  loaned  transportation,  made 
cash  gifts,  provided  food,  gave  time 
and  energies  to  salvage  our  household 
goods,  and  many  other  services.  Our 
church  famUy  bore  us  up  in  prayer  and 
provided  for  many  of  our  material 
needs.  Through  it  all  we  praise  God  for 
His  bountiful  provisions. 

Our  children  have  suffered  psycho- 
logically, and  the  fear  of  thunder, 
clouds,  and  storms  has  deeply  scarred 
impressionable  minds.  Yet  the  calm- 
ness that  only  God  could  give  has  al- 
lowed the  "little  eyes  which  read  us 
like  a  book"  to  gain  security  and 
strength  as  God  works  in  and  through 
us.  "And  we  know  that  all  things  work 
together  for  good  to  them  that  love 
God,  to  them  who  are  the  called  ac- 
cording to  his  purpose"  (Rom.  8:28). 


The  destruction  down  the  street  was  unbelievable. 
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Dear  Editor, 

Recently  an  article  was  published  in 
the  Herald  in  which  the  author  stated 
she  felt  that  the  pantsuit  and  pantskirt 
should  not  be  worn  to  any  type  of 
worship  service  (July  6  issue).

with  high  necklines  .  .  .  just  to  name  a 
few  things  that  bother  some  people. 

It  is  not  stated  in  the  Bible.  It  is  a 
man-made  standard  and  as  such  is 
legalistic.

Lord.  I  fear  most  people  in  outUning 
their  objectives  for  God  tend  to  spell 
out  their  duties  in  the  following  fash- 
ion: I  must  attend  Sunday  School  and 
morning  and  evening  worsliip  sei-vices 
at  my  church.  To  prove  their  total  love 
for  God,  the  ultimate  in  many  people's 
minds  is  to  achieve,  on  a  regular  basis, 
attendance  at  the  midweek  service. 
This  seems  to  be  the  barometer  for 
higli-level  spirituality. 

I  wonder  if  we  are  not  missing  a 
great  deal  with  this  type  of  emphasis. 
We  as  Christian  believers  should  be 
consistent  in  attendance  at  all  services 
of  the  church.  But,  keep  in  mind  this 
is  not  the  basis  of  Christianity.  Our 
faith  in  Christ  brings  us  into  vital  con- 
tact with  God,  the  Father,  through 
Jesus  Christ.  Too  often  our  Christian 
habits  of  conduct  become  the  guide- 
Unes  of  our  spirituahty.  But  an  un- 
saved person  could  well  follow  the 
schedule  of  the  average  church  mem- 
ber and  still  be   far  away  from  God. 


The  mainspring  of  the  Christian  life  is 
our  intimate  relationsliip  with  Christ. 
When  Christ  saves  us  and  we  are  ac- 
cepted hi  the  beloved,  church  atten- 
dance should  be  a  natural,  normal  part 
of  our  life.  But  the  vital  Cluistian  Ufe 
goes  far  beyond  the  mundane  mechan- 
ics of  living.  It  literally  moves  and 
motivates  the  inner  man. 

Many  people  do  not  have  the  joy 
and  vitality  of  the  Christian  life  be- 
cause they  have  set  up  inadequate 
guidelines.  They  have  forgotten  the 
source  of  their  Ufe  wliich  is  in  God, 
accompanied  by  His  love  and  forgive- 
ness. LegaUsm  can  result  from  a  con- 
fusion of  these  two  things-the  source 
of  spiritual  life  and  the  good  works  of 
the  Christian  life. 

So  as  you  put  away  the  proverbial 
fishing  pole  that  symbolizes  the  break 
from  routine  and  as  you  enter  the  new 
and  challenging  emphasis  of  a  fall 
church-schedule,  take  a  look  at  your- 
self See  where  you  stand.  Perhaps  the 
life  you  have  been  living  is  filled  with  a 
list  of  burdensome  obligations  which 
are  no  longer  a  joy.  Could  it  be  that 
many  of  your  church-related  activities 
are  really  being  done  because  you  feel 
compelled  to  do  them? 

How  much  better  to  do  God's  work 
motivated  and  challenged  by  a  heart  of 
love— a  heart  that  possesses  real  joy  in 
Jesus  Christ.  It  can  transform  your 
total  outlook  and  result  in  your  for- 
ward progress  for  God.  It  will  also  re- 
sult in  your  being  a  blessing  to  others. 
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Thieves  stole  all  his  money.  He  nearly  perished  under  the  burning 
desert  sun.    These  events  caused  Roger  to  trust  in  God,  but  something 
was  still  missing.    Only  after  an  encounter  with  a  Brethren  missionary 

did  he  find  it. 

My  Search  for  Happiness

Dear  Suzanne, 

I  left  to  go  so  far  in  search  of  happiness,  when  it  was 
right  at  my  door. 

Do  you  remember  my  departure  for  Africa?  I  wasn't 
satisfied  with  what  life  was  giving  me.  So,  when  one  day 
Peter  suggested  we  leave,  I  jumped  at  the  chance.  A  dream  I 
had  cherished  since  childhood  was  thus  realized.  The  excite- 
ment of  adventuring  into  the  unknown  stimulated  my  cour- 
age. Just  before  departure,  a  man  about  forty  years  old 
spoke  to  me  about  Christ.  I  hstened  to  him  because  his  face 
shone  with  a  certain  peace  and  serenity.  I  bought  a  Bible, 
telling  myself  that  to  achieve  happiness  it  was  worth  the 
effort  to  study  all  the  methods,  even  those  that  were  the 
least  pleasing.  In  traveling  I  was  running  away  from  all  the 
influences  of  society  and  of  my  friends.  In  the  course  of 
this  adventure,  which  lasted  three  and  a  half  years,  I  had 
two  unusual  experiences.  The  first  proved  to  me  the  exis- 
tence of  God,  and  the  second  burned  into  my  conscience 
the  tremendous  value  of  life. 

Here  is  the  first  experience: 

After  one  year  of  traveling,  we  arrived  at  Arusha  in  Tan- 
zania. We  established  our  camp  about  twelve  miles  outside 
the  city.  Night  fell.  We  were  eating,  seated  behind  our 
Renault  bus.  But  some  young  "Masais"  took  advantage  of 
the  darkness  to  steal  our  clothes  that  we  had  left  on  the 
front  seat.  It  was  only  the  next  morning  that  we  became 
aware  of  the  theft.  The  situation  was  serious,  for  we  real- 
ized that  Peter's  blue  jeans  were  missing  with  the  belt  in 
which  we  had  liidden  our  money.  Immediately  I  gave  up 
hope.  Our  material  security  had  vanished!  I  had  the  impres- 
sion of  being  alone,  lost,  so  far  from  my  home  in  this 
strange  country.  The  only  thing  left  to  do  was  to  pray:  "0 
God!  I  ask  You  to  return  that  money  in  such  a  way  as  to 
prove  to  me  that  You  exist!"  We  decided  to  go  to  the  police, 
driving  into  the  city.  However,  we  ran  into  some  Swiss 
friends  who  counseled  us  against  going  to  the  pohce.  After 
much  hesitation  we  decided  to  abandon  our  search  for  the 
stolen  clothes,  and  continue  with  the  money  we  had  left. 
But  as  we  were  leaving  the  city,  a  voice  reasoned  witlrin  me 
saying: 

"Now  that  there  is  no  more  hope  of  ever  finding  the 
money,  admit  the  evidence:  no  money— no  God!" 


But  that  was  too  much  to  accept,  and  I  replied,  "No!  My 
prayer  this  morning  was  stupid,  and  I  do  not  accept  that 
there  is  no  God  ...  I  am  going  to  keep  on  looking!"  And 
suddenly,  just  as  I  finished  that  last  phrase,  I  had  the  ab- 
solute certainty  that  we  would  find  the  clothes!  My  depres- 
sion turned  immediately  into  excitement  and  I  said  to 
Peter:  "I  am  absolutely  sure  that  we  shall  tlnd  the  clothes! 
Stop  the  truck  at  the  first  marketplace  that  you  see  by  the 
roadside!  Maybe  the  thieves  have  already  tried  to  sell  our 
things!" 

Peter  looked  at  me  as  though  I  had  become  completely 
crazy!  He  tried  to  reason  with  me,  with  no  success.  About 
three  miles  farther  a  market  buzzed  with  activity.  After 
searching  for  more  than  a  half-hour,  we  left,  having  found 
nothing. 

But  that  crazy  idea  stiU  gripped  me  while  I  drove,  and  I 
said:  "Peter,  look  on  both  sides  of  the  road  at  what  the 
Africans  are  wearing,  both  those  on  foot  and  those  on  bi- 
cycles!" He  nodded,  but  kept  his  opinion  to  himself. 

We  rolled  on  for  six  more  mUes  when  suddenly  I  spied 
an  African  dressed  in  black,  carrying  on  his  head  something 
Ught  blue  and  dark  blue.  Quickly,  before  even  realizing 
what  I  was  doing,  I  slammed  on  the  brakes,  jumped  out  of 
the  truck,  and  ran  up  to  the  African.  When  he  saw  me.  he 
dropped  the  package  and  bolted  away.  It  was  Peter's  blue 
jeans  and  shirt— freshly  laundered!  The  belt  was  missing!  I 
took  out  again  in  pursuit  and  caught— not  a  man,  but  an  old 
woman,  one-eyed  and  all  wrinkled.  The  poor  friglitened 
woman  yelled  with  all  the  force  of  her  tired  lungs,  and  men 
appeared  on  all  sides.  Peter  had  joined  me.  We  were  fearful 
of  their  reaction  and  so  explained  the  situation  with  simple 
gestures.  Then  we  asked  that  the  old  woman  lead  us  to 
whoever  had  given  her  our  clothes.  To  our  surprise,  the  men 
made  a  circle  around  her,  and  questioned  her  for  more  than 
an  hour. 

Exhausted,  she  finally  guided  us  toward  several  huts  and 
indicated  a  young  "masai."  "That's  the  one,  my  son!"  This 
latter  regarded  our  approach  scornfully.  We  didn't  want  to 
create  a  scene,  and  we  simply  asked  him  to  give  back  the 
belt  with  the  money.  But  discussion  was  impossible;  he 
himself  called  us  thieves!  We  tried  by  force  to  put  liim  in 
our  truck— and  the  figlit  began! 

The  men  of  the  village,  up  to  then  passive,  took  the  side 
of  their  blood  brother  and  attacked  us  with  sticks.  The 
situation  was  desperate,  when  at  that  very  moment  I  noted 
a  Land  Rover  of  the  army  approacliing.  The  presence  of  the 
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soldiers  calmed  all  the  heated  tempers.  However,  the  sol- 
diers could  not  stay,  for  they  were  returning  to  their  base. 
We  were  afraid  that  with  their  departure  we  would  find 
ourselves  in  the  same  situation  as  before,  when  another 
Land  Rover  came  in  sight— this  one  from  the  police.  With- 
out further  trouble,  our  "masai"  was  sent  off  to  the  city. 
All  afternoon  the  pohce  tried  to  force  him  to  reveal  the 
location  of  the  money,  but  in  vain.  A  week  later,  we  were 
called  to  court  to  present  formal  accusation  against  him.  He 
was  condemned  to  stay  in  prison  as  long  as  he  refused  to 
tell  where  the  money  was. 

We  could  not  wait  any  longer,  and  continued  our  trip 
with  the  little  money  that  was  left.  Two  days  later  we 
entered  and  camped  by  mistake  in  a  national  game  reserve; 
we  were  served  a  heavy  fine.  Peter  wrote  to  his  famUy  to 
transfer  to  Salisbury,  Rhodesia,  a  sum  equivalent  to  that 
which  had  been  stolen.  But  Rhodesia  refused  to  let  us  enter 
the  country  without  paying  six  hundred  dollars  per  person. 
We  had,  roughly,  sixty  dollars  for  the  two  of  us.  After 
many  difficulties,  we  succeeded  in  entering  the  country, 
thanks  to  the  Swiss  consul  at  Lusaka  (Zambia). 

Without  further  difficulty  we  arrived,  two  months  later, 
at  Cape  Town,  South  Africa— without  a  penny  in  our  pock- 
ets. It  wasn't  the  moment  to  sit  back  and  rest;  immediately 
we  found  work.  When  we  received  our  first  pay  and  our 
money  problems  were  squared  away,  a  letter  arrived  from 
Tanzania.  The  money  had  been  found  and  sent  back  to  our 
families!  Not  a  penny  was  missing! 

For  a  long  time  I  meditated  on  this  story.  The  proof  had 
been  given  to  me  that  God  exists.  In  addition  I  had  learned 
that  money  is  only  a  very  relative  security,  thanks  to  all  the 
financial  difficulfies  we  had  had  in  our  travels  that  far.  I 
began  to  read  the  Bible  with  much  more  interest,  but  the 


preparafion  for  the  return  trip  occupied  my  mind.  I  chose 
the  most  difficult  and  trying  means  of  transportation,  hop- 
ing thus  to  receive  the  maximum  in  understanding  of  life.  I 
was  aware  that  I  was  involving  in  this  new  adventure  a  dear 
friend,  and  that  if  there  were  an  accident,  I  would  always 
bear  the  responsibihty.  I  prayed  this  prayer: 

"0  God!  You  know  my  responsibilities  toward  others, 
and  so  I  am  asking  You  to  watch  over  us  on  this  return  trip. 
And  on  my  arrival  in  Switzerland  I  promise  to  give  You  my 
life  and  to  work  for  You!" 

We  left  Cape  Town  with  three  horses  and  crossed  all  of 
South  Africa,  coming  to  Johannesburg,  where  we  ex- 
changed our  mounts  for  bicycles  and  pedaled  to  Zaire  (Con- 
go). Then  in  dugout  canoes  we  descended  the  Congo  river 
to  Lisala  and  picked  up  our  bicycles,  which  had  traveled 
there  by  train,  continuing  up  to  the  threshold  of  the  Sahara 
desert.  I  no  longer  believed  in  "luck,"  and  realized  that  God 
had  never  abandoned  us.  For  a  long  time  I  had  had  the 
desire  to  feel  closer  to  Him.  That  was  why  I  had  high  hopes 
for  the  crossing  of  the  Sahara  on  camels.  My  friend  pre- 
ferred to  make  the  crossing  by  truck,  so  we  separated  after 
a  year  and  a  half  of  travel  together. 

Thus  began  my  second  experience: 

At  Agades  (Niger)  I  searched  for  tluee  weeks  for  a  guide. 
One  day  an  old  "touareg,"  one-eyed,  presented  himself.  In 
speaking  with  him,  I  realized  that  he  knew  intimately  the 
Ufe  of  the  desert,  but  I  suspected  that  he  had  never  crossed 
the  Sahara  by  the  route  of  Tamanrasset  (Algeria)  in  spite  of 
his  pretenfions.  Nevertheless,  something  in  me  told  me  to 
depart  with  him,  although  I  had  a  growing  uneasiness.  Two 
days  later,  we  left  with  two  camels,  six  "gerbas"  containing 
more  than  twenty-five  gallons  of  water,  sacks  of  flour  and 
millet  for  food.  Very  soon  I  realized  the  supreme  impor- 
tance of  the  water.  Beneath  the  immense  sky  and  the  vast 
stretches  burned  by  the  implacable  sun,  I  was  increasingly 
uneasy.  I  felt  as  small  as  a  grain  of  sand  and  just  as  vulner- 
able. The  wells  of  water  occurred  only  every  one  hundred 
miles.  After  several  days'  march,  when  I  would  ask  Issa,  my 
guide,  if  we  should  soon  arrive  at  the  next  well,  he  never 
replied  in  the  affirmative,  but  always  "Inch  Allah!"  (by  the 
grace  of  God). 

I  noticed,  too,  that  sometimes  Issa  hesitated  over  which 
trail  to  follow.  All  that  served  to  increase  my  fear.  All 
during  the  interminable  days  I  often  conversed  silendy  with 
myself  to  keep  out  thoughts  of  thirst.  At  one  oasis  we 
joined  two  other  caravans.  This  time  I  imagined  that  I  had 
found  security,  but  I  was  wrong.  Thirty  "bouzous"  (non- 
desert  people)  had  paid  to  accompany  one  of  the  caravans. 
They  had  at  their  disposition  two  camels  to  carry  their 
water,  which  was  insufficient;  thus,  after  two  days  their 
reserves  were  exhausted.  Every  evening  we  watched  a  pro- 
cession of  "bouzous"  asking  for  water.  Issa  never  said  no, 
even  when  our  own  reserves  risked  being  exhausted  in  the 
event  of  the  slightest  accident.  My  fears  mounted. 

Upon  our  arrival  at  the  frontier  of  Algeria,  it  was  with

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relief  that  I  regarded  the  two  caravans  toward  Libya.  But 
before  starting  off  again  I  went  to  a  military  post  and  told 
them  that  if  in  eight  days  we  had  not  arrived  at  Tamanras- 
set,  they  should  begin  immediately  to  look  for  us.  Tliat 
gave  me  a  sense  of  greater  security. 

Three  days  later  we  were  crossing  sand  dunes;  Issa's 
camel  slipped  and  in  his  fall  crushed  one  of  the  two  "ger- 
bas."  In  less  than  two  seconds  the  sand  absorbed  four  gal- 
lons of  precious  water.  My  fear  returned!  I  realized  that  this 
was  surely  the  will  of  God,  but  the  five  remaining  gallons 
were  far  more  reassuring  for  me.  We  expected  to  arrive  the 
ne.xt  morning  at  a  well.  But.  in  reahty  we  had  walked  much 
faster  than  we  thought,  and  that  evening  we  camped  only  a 
rrule  from  the  well  in  question.  The  following  morning  we 
noticed  footprints  in  the  sand  heading  toward  a  spot  behind 
us.  Issa  hesitated  a  moment,  then  decided  to  continue.  The 
landscape  was  very  rough  and  we  followed  the  gorges,  ad- 
vancing as  though  in  an  oven.  I  suddenly  realized  that  if  we 
became  lost,  the  authorities  would  never  find  us  in  time. 
My  fear  increased,  but  I  tried  to  remain  calm  in  thinking  of 
the  well.  That  evening— nothing!  The  water  in  our  water 
skins  diminished  sharply.  The  next  day  we  crossed  a  plateau 
of  sand  and  burning  stones— sometimes  a  few  bushes,  some 
dead  trees  twisted  by  the  heat— but  not  one  sign  of  water 
on  the  horizon.  Fear  beat  more  strongly  througlr  my  veins. 
When  we  arrived  at  the  mountains,  I  knew  that  the  well  had 
been  behind  us!  I  almost  panicked.  Only  two  and  a  half 
gallons  of  water  left,  and  according  to  our  map  we  had  as 
many  as  four  days  of  walking  until  Tamanrasset. 

Two  voices  spoke  up  in  me.  The  voice  of  reason  urged 
me  to  panic:  "Look,  admit  the  evidence!  You're  lost!  There 
isn't  nearly  enough  water!"  But  I  refused  to  submit  to 
reason,  and  I  listened  instead  to  the  foohsh  voice:  "Above 
all,  stay  calm!  Don't  get  excited!  Have  confidence!" 

I  thought  of  Psalm  12  and  stretched  out  my  right  hand 
to  see  the  shadow,  and  then  looked  toward  the  mountains. 
I  was  prepared  to  begin  rationing  water.  It  was  our  only 
chance  to  survive. 

That  evening  Issa  prepared  the  food  as  if  nothing  was 
amiss.  Again  my  reason  cried  out:  "Is  he  crazy?  Doesn't  he 
realize  the  mess  we're  in?  You  can't  even  trust  your  guide! 
This  time  you're  really  lost!"  But  the  other  voice  replied, 
"Stay  calm!  Stay  calm!  Don't  intervene— let  things  run  their 
course."  1  hung  desperately  to  this  last  voice. 

After  a  little  sleep  we  started  out  again  about  11  p.m. 
There  was  no  moon  and,  after  having  much  difficulty  fol- 
lowing the  trail,  we  lost  it  entirely.  Our  feet  stumbled,  cut 
by  rocks;  gullies  obstructed  the  way;  the  camels  grunted; 
and  like  robots  we  advanced.  Fortunately,  the  night  was 
cool.  I  did  notliing  but  think  about  God.  He  alone  had  the 
power  to  get  us  out  of  the  situation. 

At  the  crack  of  dawn  we  found  footsteps  in  a  dry  river- 
bed. We  followed  them— one  hour— two  hours— three  hours; 


it  was  all  in  vain.  This  riverbed  was  just  as  dry  as  the  others 
we  had  previously  found.  My  ray  of  hope  flickered  and 
died.  And  the  implacable  sun  continued  to  rise  ...  to 
heat .... 

My  courage  melted  like  an  ice  cube  and  the  duel  be- 
tween the  two  voices  began  again.  My  guide  complained  of 
being  sick.  Suddenly  I  revolted,  tightened  my  fists,  and 
cried  out:  "I  came  here  to  find  God  and  it's  with  death  that 
I  have  a  rendezvous!  No,  I  can't  revolt  against  God— He  is 
still  my  only  hope."  And  then  to  God  I  said:  "0  God!  Now 
while  my  mind  is  stUl  clear  I  ask  You  to  help  me  not  to 
renounce  You.  I  even  accept  death  if  that's  Your  will,  but 
please  help  me  not  to  renounce  You." 

Hardly  ten  minutes  later  Issa  cried:  "Alem  den!" 
(There's  men  over  there.)  My  heart  burst  with  joy  and  we 
thanked  God.  The  water  was  not  stagnant  in  a  dirty  hole 
but  flowed  crystal  clear  from  a  spring.  Before  I  drank  I 
went  off  a  little  way  alone  and  with  tears  thanked  God 
again.  I  had  the  impression  that  I  had  received  the  marvel- 
ous gift  that  is  life! 

Without  further  incident  the  trip  ended  several  days 
later.  Upon  my  return  to  Europe  I  found  myself  alone.  I 
wanted  to  give  my  life  to  God  but  it  seemed  to  always  stay 
in  my  hands.  I  had  promised  to  give  my  life  to  God:  I  could 
not  go  back  on  my  decision.  After  all  He  had  done  for  me,  I 
feared  Him.  But  then  where  was  He?  Hadn't  I  gone  through 
a  lot  to  find  Him?  Something  was  missing.  I  found  myself 
at  the  same  point  spiritually  as  when  I  had  left  on  the  trip.  I 
even  felt  that  once  again  in  contact  with  Western  civiliza- 
tion I  would  lose  some  of  the  valuable  things  I  had  learned. 

By  a  series  of  circumstances  I  arrived  at  the  Chateau  of 
Saint-Albain  where  Tom  Julien  asked  me  this  question: 
"Have  you  ever  received  Christ  into  your  heart?"  Was  Jesus 
Christ  the  element  I  was  missing?  After  much  thought  I 
gave  my  life,  not  to  a  God  whom  I  could  never  reach  alone, 
but  to  Jesus  Christ.  This  was  the  most  fantastic  adventure 
of  my  life.  Now  I  know  He  saved  me  and  that  He  is  the 
Saviour  of  all  who  beUeve  in  Him!  I  went  so  far  in  search  of 
happiness  and  it  was  right  at  my  door!

1.  Personnel.  The  greatest  need  of  the  moment  is  for  men 
and  women  skilled  in  evangelism,  Bible  teaching,  and 
church  organization  and  development  in  all  its  phases. 
The  very  minimum  basic  and  immediate  needs  for  per- 
sonnel are  the  following. 

2  families— Argentina 
2  families— Brazil 
1  famOy— Germany 
1  family— Mexico  City 

1  family— Puerto  Rico 

6  families— Chad  and  Central  African  Republic 

2  famihes— France  (the  field  is  asking  for  12) 

Each  field  would  think  these  personnel  goals  to  be  inade- 
quate and  I  would  agree.  But  given  the  present  rate  of 
candidates  and  considering  time  needed  for  preparation 
and  training,  it  wiU  be  a  major  victory  to  get  fifteen 
families  on  the  fields  within  the  next  two  years. 

2.  An  expansion  of  the  support  base  (financial  base,  prayer 
base,  interest  base— perhaps  best  explained  as  "people 
with  a  missionary  heart").  We  now  have  8,000  corpora- 
tion members  out  of  a  church  membership  of  about 
33,500.  So,  our  potential  for  corporation  members  is 
about  four  times  our  present  membership. 

3.  For  the  Brethren  Church  to  assume  more  of  her  respon- 
sibility to  the  world.  We  have  only  one  missionary  for 
every  310  members  of  the  National  Fellowship  of  Breth- 
ren Churches;  only  limited  missionary  representation  in 
nine  fields,  no  representation  in  the  Far  East.  We  need  to 
increase  our  vision  and  embrace  more  of  the  world  in  a 
missionary  venture.  However,  we  cannot  do  this  without 


at  the  same  time  providing  the  need  for  personnel  in 
present  fields. 

4.  We  need  local  churches  sensitive  to  the  missionary  call 
who  will  seek  out  young  people  in  their  midst  who  have 
the  God-given  gifts,  along  with  the  personality  and 
character  traits,  that  will  enable  them  to  cross  cultural 
and  linguistic  boundaries  and  engage  themselves  in  the 
missionary  venture. 

The  basic  needs  of  missions  (with  respect  to  local 
churches)  will  continue  to  be: 

1)  Personnel  (the  right  kind) 

2)  Prayer  (knowledgable  and  fervent) 

3)  Funds 

5.  A  long-range  goal  of: 

A.  200  missionaries  by  1985. 

B.  Increased  penetration  in  areas  of  the  world  where  we 

already  have  established  a  beachhead. 

C.  New  fields  such  as  (1)  an  Oriental  field;  (2)  other 
countries  in  South  America;  (3)  expansion  in  Afri- 
ca—Cameroon—Nigeria. 

6.  Each  field  to  review  and  update  its  field  strategy  annual- 
ly, and  evaluate  the  part  each  department  has  in  fulfill- 
ing goals. 

7.  Greater  Involvement  of  young  people  through: 

A.  Mission  emphasis  in  local  church 

(1)  From  the  pulpit 

(2)  Sunday  School  studies  in  missions 

(3)  Young  people's  meetings 

(4)  Mission  conferences 

B.  College/missions  prayer  groups 

(1)  TIME  program  including  cadet  service 

(2)  Term  missionaries 

8.  Field  priorities  as  outlined  by  each  field.  w 
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STEWARDSHIP" 
OR,    SHOULD  POOR 


The  low  standard  of  living  encoun- 
tered by  the  missionary  in  some  coun- 
tries moves  him  to  the  point  of  pity 
and  compassion  (and  rightly  so). 
Faced  with  what  appears  to  be  an  im- 
possible economic  situation,  some  are 
therefore  tempted  to  conclude  that 
not  only  are  converts  not  able  to  sup- 
port a  church,  but  that  considerable 
foreign  funds  must  be  channeled  into 
the  work  if  it  is  to  survive  at  all  as  a 
congregation.  "It  is  unrealistic,"  they 
protest,  "to  expect  people  under  these 
circumstances  to  build  their  own 
house  of  worship  or  pay  their-  own  pas- 
tor, to  say  nothing  of  the  responsibOi- 
ty  of  that  congregation  to  reach  out 
with  its  own  missionary  thrust.  Surely 
God  does  not  expect  them  to  give  out 
of  their  inadequate  material  posses- 
sions when  they  do  not  have  enough 
to  provide  for  their  families."  Such 
reasoning  dictates  that  poor  Christians 
cannot  afford  to  contribute  to  the 
Lord's  work. 

The  presence  of  the  mission  and  its 
apparent  ability  to  produce  funds 
when  needed,  helps  to  create  a  spirit 
of  dependence  which  becomes  more 
difficult  to  overcome  as  the  years  pass. 

Undoubtedly,  there  are  areas  of  the 
world  where  unique  problems  require 
a  "rescue  mission"  approach.  People 
uprooted  from  their  normal  life-styles, 
due  to  wars,  floods,  famines,  droughts, 
and  so  on,  are  emergency  cases,  and  of 
course  merit  the  help  of  others  for 
humanitarian  reasons,  if  for  no  other. 

But  aside  from  these  emergency 
situations,  a  disturbing  question  con- 
fronts us.  Must  we  accept  the  proposi- 
tion that  there  are  societies  out  of 
which  God  calls  a  people  for  His 
name?  Those,  who,  when  gathered  to- 
gether as  an  organized  body  of  be- 
lievers in  local  churches,  are  not  able 
to  maintain  their  own  congregations, 
support  their  own  pastors,  and  carry 


out  an  evangelistic  ministry? 

The  Bible  is  God's  revelation  to 
man.  The  teachings  of  Scripture 
should  be  the  rule  of  life  for  the  Chris- 
tian. God  will  bless  those  who  honor 
His  Word.  Accept  these  statements  and 
one  of  three  conclusions  must  be 
reached: 

1)  God  in  some  cases  fails  to  make 
good  His  promises; 

2)  God's  promises  are  only  for  "West- 
ern" Christians  or  for  those  who 
have  already  reached  an  economic 
position  that  will  permit  giving; 

3)  Some  Christians   are  not  fulfilhng 
their  obligations  so  that  God  can 
bless  them.  Options  one  and  two  do 
not  have  a  substantial  Biblical  base, 
but   the   Scriptures  do  give  ample 
evidence    that    on    occasions    God 
does    withhold    His    blessing  from 
those  who  go  contrary  to  His  will. 
In  the  Old  Testament  there  are  inci- 
dents   definitely   labeled   as   sin.   The 
consequences   of  those  sins  result  in 
famines,  poverty,  sickness,  and  death. 
Note,    for    example,    II    Samuel 
21:1— "There    was    a    famine    during 
David's    reign    that   lasted   year  after 
year  for  three  years,  and  David  spent 
much  time  in  prayer  about  it.  Then 
the  Lord  said,  'The  famine  is  because 
of  the  guilt  of  Saul  and  his  family,  for 
they    murdered    the    Gibeonites.' " 
David  summoned  the  Gibeonites  and 
sought  a  solution  to  the  sin  comntitted 
by  Saul  and  his  family.  When  justice 
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No  matter  how  poor  a  Christian  is,  he  should  be  taught  to  give. 
This  very  act  of  giving  will  bring  him  under  God's  economy  and 

will  result  in  blessing.

was  done,  we  read:  ". .  .  Then  at  last 
God  answered  prayer  and  ended  the 
famine"  (v.  14- Living  Bible). 

In  I  Kings  14:10-16  we  read  of 
God's  judgment  upon  Jeroboam— 
"And  since  you  have  refused  to  ac- 
knowledge me,  I  will  bring  disaster 
upon  your  home  and  will  destroy  all 
of  your  sons  .  .  .  .'  He  [the  Lord]  will 
abandon  Israel  because  Jeroboam 
sinned  and  made  all  of  Israel  sin  along 
with  him'  "  (Living  Bible). 

On  the  other  hand,  God's  blessing  is 
promised  for  obedience.  "If  my 
people,  which  are  called  by  my  name, 
shall  humble  themselves,  and  pray,  and 
seek  my  face,  and  turn  from  their 
wicked  ways;  then  will  I  hear  from 
heaven,  and  will  forgive  their  sin,  and 
will  heal  their  land"  (II  Chron.  7: 14). 
God's  promise  to  Solomon  admittedly 
is  intended  for  the  nation  of  Israel. 
But  surely  the  application  of  the  prin- 
ciple includes  the  Christian. 

Jesus  said,  "Seek  ye  first  the  king- 
dom of  God,  and  his  righteousness; 
and  all  these  things  shall  be  added  un- 
to you"  (Matt.  6:33).  He  didn't  sug- 
gest that  this  promise  is  only  for  those 
who  are  financially  well  off. 

Paul  wrote  to  the  Philippians:  "My 
God  shall  supply  all  your  needs  ac- 
cording to  his  riches  in  glory"  (Phil. 
4:19),  and  this  just  after  he  had 
thanked  them  for  their  gift  to  the 
Lord's  work. 

In  II  Corinthians  8:2,  he  suggests 
that  the  Macedonian  Christians  gave  at 
a  time  when  they  were  going  through 
much  trouble,  hard  times,  and  deep 
poverty.  In  spite  of  this,  they  gave  not 
only  what  they  could  afford,  but  far 
more. 

The  poor  widow  brought  her  gift  to 
the  treasury.  Our  Lord  noted  that  she 
cast  in  "all  the  living  that  she  had."  He 
held  her  up  as  an  example  of  a  proper 


attitude  toward  giving,  with  no  sug- 
gestion that  she  couldn't  afford  to  be 
so  generous  toward  the  Lord's  work 
(Luke  21:4). 

The  problem  for  missions  arises 
when  the  missionary  makes  economic 
evaluations,  determines  what  the  stan- 
dard of  living  should  be,  and  involves 
himself  and  the  mission  in  attempting 
to  bring  the  economic  reality  up  to 
what  he  feels  the  standard  should  be. 
Harry  R.  Boer,  writing  in  Pentecost 
and  Missions,  speaks  to  this  point: 
"The  missionary  who  pursues  his  task 
according  to  the  norm  of  the  New 
Testament  will  not  consider  it  his  im- 
mediate concern  to  Uft  the  level  of 
people  in  the  area  he  serves,  but  to 
transmit  the  life  of  the  Spirit  through 
the  proclamation  of  the  Gospel,  and  to 
secure  the  continued  nourishment  of 
this  life  in  the  service  of  fuHy  consti- 
tuted churches.  Where  this  is  faithfully 
done,  all  else  will  follow,  and  normally 
does  follow  in  due  course." 

According  to  English  law,  tithes 
were  of  three  kinds— predial,  mixed, 
and  personal.  Predial  tithes  are  those 
which  arise  immediately  from  the 
ground,  as  grain,  fruit,  herbs,  and  so 
forth.  Mixed  tithes  are  those  proceed- 
ing from  things  nourished  by  the 
earth,  as  calves,  lambs,  pigs,  rrdlk, 
cheese,  eggs,  etcetera.  Personal  tithes 
are  those  from  the  profits  of  personal 
industry  in  the  pursuit  of  a  trade,  pro- 
fession, or  occupation. 

Some  societies  live  almost  totally 
outside  the  monetary  system.  Their  in- 
come in  "money"  is  small  and,  there- 
fore, by  western  standards  they  are 
labeled  "poor."  It  is  at  this  point  that 
a  western  missionary  needs  to  beware 
of  an  error  in  judgment.  The  previous- 
ly mentioned  predial  and  mixed  tithes 
also  need  to  be  taken  into  account. 
The  Christian's  giving  may  not  be  ac- 


cording to  "western"  standards  but  it 
is  adequate  for  the  needs  of  the  local 
congregation. 

No  matter  how  poor  a  Christian  is, 
he  should  be  taught  to  give.  This  very 
act  of  giving  will  bring  him  under 
God's  economy  and  wiU  result  in  bless- 
ing. God  reminded  the  Corinthians  of 
this  truth  when  He  encouraged  them 
to  give  liberally  to  the  Lord's  work. 
"For  God.  who  gives  seed  to  the  far- 
mer to  plant,  and  later  on,  good  crops 
to  harvest  and  eat,  wiU  give  you  more 
and  more  seed  to  plant  and  will  make 
it  grow  so  that  you  can  give  away 
more  and  more  fruit  from  your  har- 
vest" (II  Cor.  9: 10- Living  Bible).  In 
the  matter  of  giving,  Christians  in  every 
geographical  locarion,  whether  rich, 
middle-class,  or  poor,  are  under  the  ad- 
monition of  the  Scriptures;  "But  re- 
member this— if  you  give  little,  you 
will  get  little.  A  farmer  who  plants  just 
a  few  seeds  wUl  get  only  a  small  crop, 
but  if  he  plants  much,  he  will  reap 
much.  Every  one  must  make  up  his 
own  mind  as  to  how  much  he  should 
give.  Don't  force  anyone  to  give  more 
than  he  really  wants  to,  for  cheerful 
givers  are  the  ones  God  prizes.  God  is 
able  to  make  it  up  to  you  by  giving 
you  everything  you  need  and  more,  so 
that  there  will  not  only  be  enough  for 
your  own  needs,  but  plenty  left  over 
to  give  joyfully  to  others"  (II  Cor. 
9:6-8-Living  Bible). 

In  spite  of  substandard  wages,  poor 
farming  methods,  political  conditions, 
or  other  circumstances,  God  expects 
that  His  people— whether  rich  or  poor 
—should  put  Him  first.  When  they  do, 
blessing  follows. 

"Prove  me  now  saith  the  Lord  of 
hosts,  if  I  will  not  open  you  the  win- 
dows of  heaven,  and  pour  you  out  a 
blessing,  that  there  shall  not  be  room 
enough  to  receive  it"  (Mai.  3:10).      #

May  first— Brazilian  Independence 
Day-dawned  clear  and  sunny. 
(Thank-You.  Lord.  Rain  would  have 
prevented  many  from  traveling  to  the 
Coqueiro  church.) 

Registration  for  our  first  Christian 
Education  Seminar  was  set  for  8  a.m. 
Most  of  the  Cliristian  Education  com- 
mittee which  includes  the  lady  mis- 
sionaries, headed  up  by  Kwang  Ja 
Park,  were  there  by  7:30.  ("I'm  so 
nervous."  "Hope  I  don"t  forget  what  I 
want  to  say.") 

The  church  looked  very  attractive. 
Mobiles  of  Noah's  ark  and  fish  and 
boats  and  anchors  proclaimed  the 
theme,  Bible  Boars. 

Last  fall  many  of  us  had  attended  a 
Child  Evangelism  conference-sLx  days 
crammed  full  of  teacliing  methods  and 
ideas.  Since  we  earnestly  desired  to 
share  these  things  with  the  pastors  and 
teachers  from  all  of  our  churches,  the 
idea  was  bom  witliin  the  Christian 
Education  committee  to  have  a  work- 
shop. May  first  seemed  a  natural  time 
because  it  was  a  holiday.  We  would  in- 
troduce the  Vacation  Bible  School 
materials  for  this  summer  and  at  the 
same  time  put  into  practice  the  meth- 
ods and  ideas  from  the  conference. 

First  on  the  program  was  the  devo- 
tional time,  when  we  were  challenged 
to  "Abide  in  Christ"  by  Mrs.  Mary 
McAllister,  wife  of  the  LTM  (Unevan- 
gelized  Fields  Mission)  superintendent 
here  in  Belem. 

How  does  one  go  about  to  program 
a  week  of  VBS  consisting  of  two  and  a 
half  to  three  hours  each  day?  Tlris  was 
carefully  explained  by  Dona  Evelyn 
(Johnson),  who  also  gave  valuable  sug- 
gestions on  the  subject  of  discipline. 
Senhorita  Barbara  (Hulse)  gave  helpful 
hints  on  preparing  and  presenting  the 
Bible  lesson.  One  of  the  experienced 
Brazilian  teachers  taught  the  first  day's 
lesson  using  fiannelgraph  figures. 

A  most  important  part  of  teaching,

Ladies,  we  want  to  extend  to  you  a  warm  welcome  to 
the  35th  Annual  Conference  of  the  National  Women's  Mis- 
sionary Council  of  the  Brethren  Church.  Let  us  pray  that  as 
we  meet  together  our  hearts  will  be  warmed  in  spiritual 
blessings  as  well  as  wonderful  Christian  fellowship.  The 
theme  for  this  coming  year  in  WMC  is  "Reflecting  God's 
Blessings,"  and  this  is  what  we  will  be  doing  during  confer- 
ence week. 

When  we  think  of  the  word  "reflecting,"  we  immediate- 
ly think  of  looking  into  a  mirror  and  seeing  our  reflection 
or  image  looking  back  at  us.  Or  we  think  of  looking  into  a 
still  lake  and  seeing  our  image.  We  also  find  that  the  word 
means  "to  think,  ponder,  consider  or  meditate."  So  during 
this  new  year  in  WMC  we  are  going  to  think  and  ponder  as 
we  consider  God's  blessings. 

Reflecting  God's  Past  Blessings 

As  we  reflect  upon  God's  past  blessings  in  WMC  we  find 
many  things  that  are  encouraging  and  that  make  us  happy 
in  the  Lord.  Since  we  have  a  historical  booklet  of  WMC,  I 
do  not  have  to  go  into  a  detaOed  liistory  of  what  we  have 
done.  If  you  have  not  read  it,  I  urge  you  to  get  a  copy  and 
bring  yourself  up  to  date  on  the  joys  and  blessings  of  WMC. 
Remember,  though,  the  things  in  that  booklet  are  what  we, 
as  individuals  working  together,  have  accomplished  through 
Christ. 

WMC  began  as  a  missionary  organization  and  this  is  still 
the  main  purpose  today.  A  missionary  is  one  who  gives  out 
the  Good  News  of  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ.  This,  too,  is  our 
main  purpose.  In  the  past  we  have  urged  that  each  lady  be  a 
witness.  Prayer  was  emphasized  as  most  important,  and 
each  lady  was  urged  to  become  a  prayer  warrior.  Much 
emphasis  was  put  on  Bible  reading.  Districts  were  urged  to 
give  recognition  to  those  who  read  their  Bible  througli  in  a 
year. 

In  the  past  WMC  has  set  goals,  not  only  spiritual  but 
material  as  well.  The  very  first  offering  received  in  WMC 
was  $29.82.  The  first  offering  goal  of  $1,000  was  met  in 
1941.  Now  in  1974  our  offering  goals  are  $5,500— and  we 
are  meeting  them.  Praise  the  Lord!  We  have  grown  from  71 
councils  to  261,  and  from  93  members  to  over  4,000. 

Reflecting  God's  Present  Blessings 

Much  has  been  accomplished  in  the  past,  but  God's  pres- 
ent blessings  should  be  noted.  We  have  the  privilege  of  be- 


ing a  part  of  the  missionary  endeavor  of  WMC,  we  can 
become  a  prayer  warrior,  we  can  read  our  Bible  daily.  Our 
fellowship  of  churches  has  been  using  the  "Grow  More  in 
'74"  emphasis.  Have  you  been  growing  spiritually  this  year? 

We  cannot  do  any  missionary  work  nor  any  other  work 
without  prayer.  This  is  vital  in  our  Cliristian  life.  Be  a 
prayer  warrior!  Get  involved  in  the  recommendations  and 
objectives  of  WMC.  Read  them  over  and  then  see  that  your 
WMC  begins  working  on  them  as  you  personally  work  on 
them. 

We  are  receiving  blessings  right  now  in  the  main  confer- 
ence sessions,  the  business  sessions,  and  in  our  devotional 
time  in  our  WMC  meetings.  Speaking  of  devotional  times,  it 
will  be  a  thriU  to  reflect  on  the  blessing  of  the  Lord  as  we 
hear  our  missionaries  give  testimony  of  what  WMC  has 
meant  to  them. 

Reflecting  God's  Future  Blessings 

God's  past  blessings  of  WMC  are  wonderful!  God's  pres- 
ent blessings  stir  our  hearts  with  excitement!  What  then 
about  God's  future  blessings? 

First  of  all  think  of  your  local  WMC  and  each  lady  that 
is  in  it.  Is  every  part  of  your  WMC  geared  to  missionary 
endeavor?  Blessings  will  come  as  we  spread  the  Good  News 
of  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ! 

During  this  new  1974-75  year  of  WMC  our  theme  verse 
will  be  I  Peter  4:10,  "As  every  man  hath  received  the  gift, 
even  so  minister  the  same  one  to  another,  as  good  stewards 
of  the  manifold  grace  of  God."  Let  me  quote  it  now  from 
the  Living  Bible,  "God  has  given  each  of  you  some  special 
abilities;  be  sure  to  use  them  to  help  each  other,  passing  on 
to  others  God's  many  kinds  of  blessings." 

A  brief  reading  of  the  Book  of  I  Peter  is  sufficient  to 
suggest  that  Peter  was  writing  about  living  the  Christian  life 
in  the  midst  of  suffering.  The  word  "suffering"  or  its  equiv- 
alent is  used  twenty-one  times  in  five  short  chapters.  We  do 
not  know  much  of  suffering.  But  in  many  nations  of  the 
world,  even  in  this  so-called  "enlightened  age  of  civiliza- 
tion," there  is  much  suffering  that  comes  to  believers  be- 
cause of  atheistic  and  pagan  influences.  The  suffering  of 
believers  is  ordained  of  God  to  work  out  for  blessing. 

We  can  be  sure  that  persecution  and  suffering  for 
Christ's  sake  will  come  if  we  determine  to  do  God's  will  in 
our  lives.   However,  in  this  suffering  we  are  to  develop  a

right  attitude.  According  to  chapter  4  we  are  to  have  the 
same  attitudes  Christ  had  when  He  suffered.  He  learned 
obedience  to  the  Father's  will.  God  permits  suffering  to 
come  to  the  Hves  of  beUevers  that  they  might  learn  obedi- 
ence, and  out  of  obedience  many  other  Christian  virtues, 
including  patience.  "Take,  my  brethren,  the  prophets,  who 
have  spoken  in  the  name  of  the  Lord,  for  an  example  of 
suffering  affliction,  and  of  patience.  Behold,  we  count  them 
happy  which  endure.  Ye  have  heard  of  the  patience  of  Job, 
and  have  seen  the  end  of  the  Lord;  that  the  Lord  is  very 
pitiful,  and  of  tender  mercy"  (James  5:10-11).  God  gives 
His  blessings  in  direct  response  to  obedience.  His  blessings 
make  life  rich,  as  it  says  in  Proverbs  10:22,  "The  blessing  of 
the  Lord,  it  maketh  rich.  .  .  ." 

In  the  last  section  of  this  fourth  chapter,  Peter  deals 
largely  with  the  fact  that  we  as  Christians  will  not  suffer 
alone.  Since  we  are  bom  into  God's  family  by  way  of  the 
new  birth,  we  will  suffer  together  because  of  our  stand  for 
Christ.  We  are  given  some  admonitions,  each  of  which  re- 
minds us  of  our  need  to  be  helpful  to  one  another. 

In  the  seventh  verse  of  this  chapter  it  says:  "But  the  end 
of  all  tilings  is  at  hand:  be  ye  therefore  sober,  and  watch 
unto  prayer."  We  are  to  continue  in  prayer.  In  Colossians 
4:2  it  says,  "Continue  in  prayer.  .  ."  and  in  James  4:8  it 
says,  "Draw  nigh  to  God,  and  he  will  draw  nigh  to  you." 
Rev.  A.  Sim%  in  hSs.  hook.  Mighty  Prevailing  Prayer,  reminds 
us  that  "the  way  to  get  a  thing  which  is  purchasable  is  to 
pay  for  it.  The  way  to  get  a  thing  which  is  earned  is  to  work 
for  it.  The  way  to  get  a  thing  which  is  given  is  to  ask  for  it. 
The  Christian  in  receiving  from  God  has  neither  to  pay  nor 
to  earn.  What  he  gets  from  God  comes  by  gift,  and  the  way 
to  receive  is  simply  to  ask."  Let  us  not  miss  the  blessings 
that  prayer  and  communion  with  God  can  bring. 

Remember  that  prayer  is  talking  to  God,  and  the  enemy 
of  our  soul  is  very  active  to  keep  us  from  this  Christian 
privilege.  He  may  do  it  by  robbing  us  of  time  or  desire  for 
prayer.  Peter  urges  us  to  keep  our  minds  clear  and  our  lives 
in  subjection  so  that  we  can  find  time  for  prayer.  Let  us 
also  remember  that  we  are  to  "Pray  without  ceasing"  (I 
Thess.  5:17).  This  means  regular  prayer.  If  a  child  goes  to 
school  one  week  and  stays  away  the  next  he  wUl  never 
become  a  scholar.  A  musician  who  regularly  neglects  his 
practice  will  never  master  his  instrument.  So  if  we  pray 
today  and  forget  tomorrow,  we  wUl  never  realize  the  real 
power  in  prayer.  I  challenge  each  lady  to  become  a  prayer 
warrior  this  year  and  then  when  our  report  sheets  are  sent 
in  next  year  the  numbers  are  bound  to  show! 

In  verses  8  to  1  I  of  I  Peter  4,  we  find  there  is  to  be  love 
among  the  brethren: 

And  above  all  things  have  fervent  charity  [love] 
among  yourselves:  for  charity  |love]  shall  cover  the 
multitude  of  sins.  Use  hospitality  one  to  another 
without  grudging.  As  every  man  hath  received  the 
gift,  even  so  minister  the  same  one  to  another,  as 
good  stewards  of  the  manifold  grace  of  God.  If  any 


man  speak,  let  him  speak  as  the  oracles  of  God;  if  any 
man  minister,  let  him  do  it  as  of  the  ability  which 
God  giveth:  that  God  in  aU  things  may  be  glorified 
through  Jesus  Christ,  to  whom  be  praise  and  domin- 
ion for  ever  and  ever. 

We  see  in  these  verses  that  love  and  prayer  go  hand  in  hand. 
Our  fellowship  in  prayer  must  work  itself  out  in  a  brotherly 
love  that  binds  us  to  others  in  the  body  of  Christ.  The 
world  hates  believers.  This  is  aU  the  more  reason  why  be- 
lievers should  cling  to  one  another  in  love,  even  though 
they  camiot  be  blind  to  the  faults  of  others.  This  love  will 
cover  a  multitude  of  sins.  I  think  Peter  is  talking  about  the 
many  sins  that  we  see  in  others— never,  of  course,  in  our- 
selves. When  Christians  begin  bickering  among  themselves  it 
is  because  there  is  a  lack  of  love.  Remember  that  Jesus  said 
in  John  13:35:  "By  this  shall  all  men  know  that  ye  are  my 
disciples,  if  ye  have  love  one  to  another."  In  the  previous 
verse  He  said  that  we  are  to  love  one  another  as  He  has 
loved  us.  We  are  to  love  one  another  with  the  same  love  as 
that  which  Christ  loved  us.  This  love  comes  as  a  result  of 
our  union,  through  faith,  with  Christ.  When  Christ's  love 
becomes  a  reahty  in  the  lives  of  believers,  individuaUy  and 
as  a  group,  their  affection  for  one  another  is  convincing 
evidence  to  the  world  of  their  relationship  to  their  Lord. 
How  is  your  WMC?  Do  we  love  one  another?  Is  our  rela- 
tionship to  one  another  convincing  evidence  to  the  unsaved 
world  that  we  are  one  in  Christ?  In  1948  the  WMC  chose  a 
motto  of  "IVomen  Tl/anifesting  Christ."  We  are  to  live  so 
that  Christ  is  evidenced  in  our  lives  and  in  our  labors  of 
love. 

Verses  10  and  11  of  the  fourth  chapter  concern  the 
exercise  of  spiritual  gifts  and  Cluistian  service.  Each  person 
is  responsible  to  use  the  gift  he  has  received  to  minister  for 
the  blessing  of  the  rest,  "as  good  stewards  of  the  manifold 
grace  of  God."  Those  who  minister  (or  serve)  in  any  capaci- 
ty are  to  do  it  according  to  the  ability  God  gives,  so  that  in 
all  things  He  may  be  glorified  through  Christ  Jesus  to  whom 
all  praise  and  dominion  eternally  belong.  Love  among  the 
brethren  is  demonstrated  as  Christians  ungrudgingly  use 
their  gifts  or  talents  to  help  one  another.  HospitaUty  is  even 
an  outreach  of  love. 

Throughout  tWs  year  in  our  monthly  programs,  we  will 
continue  to  reflect  God's  future  blessings  as  we  study  the 
following  Old  Testament  women  that  are  surprisingly 
modem. 

Eve  fell  short  of  the  ideal  woman.  Don't  we  all?  In 
Genesis  1 :27  we  read  that  male  and  female  were  created  in 
God's  own  image.  Even  despite  her  later  sins.  Eve  stands  for 
God's  glorious  purpose! 

Rachel  was  a  woman  that  paid  a  price  for  children,  but 
we  find  evidence  of  contentment  in  the  wiU  of  God. 

The  story  of  Rahab  displays  courageous  faith  exhibited 
in  an  inhospitable  environment,  by  an  inimoral  woman,  and 
in  a  situation  of  impending  catastrophe.  She  and  her  family 
were  saved  from  total  destruction  because  she  was  willing 
to  prove  her  faith  as  well  as  declare  it! 

Esther  saved  a  nation  because  she  wiUingly  became  in- 
volved. She  exhibited  courage  and  dependence  upon  God.  ;

Did  you  see  yourself  in  one  of  these  women's  dilemmas 
or  have  you  had  a  similar  experience?  Perhaps  one  of  the 
ladies  reflected  your  Ufe— but  most  of  aU  we  should  be 
mirrors  reflecting  the  glory  of  Christ.  In  II  Corinthians  3:18 
we  read,  "But  we  all,  with  open  face  beholding  as  in  a  glass 
the  glory  of  the  Lord,  are  changed  into  the  same  image 
from  glory  to  glory,  even  as  by  the  Spirit  of  the  Lord." 

A  song  we  often  sing  is  "I  Would  Be  Like  Jesus,"  but 


how  many  of  us  are  really  Chiistlike?  We  do  not  usually 
give  the  Lord  His  rightful  place  in  our  lives.  We  read  about 
Him  in  the  Bible,  but  we  spend  very  little  time  in  fellowship 
with  Him.  Too  often  our  prayers  are  hurried,  and  we 
neglect  the  Scripture.  We  should  really  meditate  on  Christ's 
conduct  and  character,  and  then  tliink  of  the  depth  of  His 
love  for  us.  As  we  do  this  we  wOl  e.xperience  the  wonderful 
process  of  being  changed  into  His  image. 

Sometimes  an  adopted  child  develops  so  many  similari- 
ties to  his  new  parents  that  strangers  find  it  hard  to  believe 
that  he  is  not  theirs  by  birth.  One  of  the  laws  of  life  is  that 
we  gradually  become  like  the  people  we  observe  and  ad- 
mire. So  it  is  in  the  spiritual  realm. 

Christlikeness  is  not  achieved  easily.  It  is  the  result  of 
continually  reflecting  upon  the  Saviour  through  all  of  life's 
circumstances.  Are  you  being  transformed  into  His  image 
by  your  beholding? 

May  Christ  be  seen  in  me,  0  Lord, 

Hear  Thou  my  earnest  plea; 
0  take  me,  fill  me,  use  me.  Lord. 
Till  Christ  be  seen  in  me. 

May  this  year  in  WMC  be  the  greatest  year  we  have  had. 
Not  because  we  have  completed  more  projects  or  raised 
more  money  but  because  we  as  ladies,  each  of  us  individual- 
ly, have  "Reflected  on  God's  Blessings"  until  we  became 
living  examples  of  our  union  with  Christ.

Out  of  Mind 


Don't  forget  those  teens  who  are 
going  away  to  college.  They  haven't 
"arrived"  just  because  they  graduated 
from  high  school  and  are  still  living  for 
the  Lord.  Now  they  are  deciding  what 
they  wUl  do  in  life,  where  they  will 
Uve,  who  they  will  marry,  where  they 
will  go  to  church,  and  much  more. 
Don't  forget  them  simply  because  you 
don't  see  them.  They  still  need  your 
help.  Here  are  a  few  suggestions: 

1.  Send  them  church  bulletins. 
Add  a  personal  note  occasionaUy  to 
explain  church  functions. 

2.  Put  their  names  in  the  bulletin 
periodically  for  prayer. 

3.  Send  them  birthday  cards. 

4.  Send  them  financial  help  once 
in  a  while.  Question:  If  a  young  adult 
is  preparing  for  vocational  Christian 
service,  should  there  be  added  respon- 
sibilities for  the  church  to  help  them? 

5.  Have  the  pastor  or  a  few  mem- 
bers writp  letters  from  time  to  time.  A 
coOege  committee  could  be  organized 
if  needed. 

6.  Send  cookies  once  or  twice  a 
year. 

7.  Visit  them  when  you're  in  the 
area  of  their  schooling.  Taking  them 
out  for  a  meal  would  be  a  great  treat 
for  them. 

8.  A  subscription  to  a  Christian 
magazine  or  two  would  help  reinforce 
their  spiritual  obUgations. 

9.  Use  students  in  some  church 
activities  if  possible  when  they  return 
for  vacation  periods.  Recognize  the 
fact  they   have   returned  home.  You 
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may  want  to  write  to  them  in  advance 
to  request  their  teaching  a  Sunday 
School  class,  leading  a  youth  devotion, 
or  sharing  a  testimony. 

10.  Colossians  1:9:  "...we  have 
not  ceased  to  pray  for  you  and  to  ask 
that  you  may  be  filled  with  the  knowl- 
edge of  His  will  in  all  spiritual  wisdom 
and  understanding"  (NASB).  Pray  for 
them  regularly  at  church  prayer  meet- 


ings. 

These  suggestions  are  obvious— at 
least  they  should  be.  But  you  may  be 
surprised  at  how  few  students  receive 
any  kind  of  encouragement  from  their 
home  churches.  Tliis  ministry  is  neces- 
sary. You  as  a  member  of  the  home 
church  can  encourage  students  by  let- 
ting them  know  that  you  care  about 
them.  •

in  Sunday  School

Teachers  are  important  mid  so  are 
curriculum  materials.  But  spiritual 
growth  takes  place  when  the  Word  is 
given  opportunity  to  work  in  the  life. 

Unfortunately,  there  are  nv  ny  boys 
and  girls,  youth  and  adults  participat- 
ing in  the  programs  of  Bible  teaching 
churches  who  never  are  brought  to 
personal  accountabilit}'  before  the 
Word  of  God. 

Tlie  Bible  can  be  quite  visible  in 
Sunday  School  without  the  student 
and  teacher  actually  being  involved  to- 
gether in  its  truth  for  spiritual  growth. 
It  is  e\'en  possible  for  such  "good" 
things  as  "Sword  drills"  and  "Bible 
counts"  to  give  us  a  false  assurance 
about  the  Bible  teaching  priority  of 
our  Sunday  Schools. 

Tills  article  describes  three  ways  in 
which  the  Bible  is  often  used  in  good 
"Bible-teaching"  clnirches.  The  first 
one  is  common.  Tlte  second  one  is 
traditional  in  many  churches.  The 
third  one  is  far  better. 

Using  the  Bible  in  Sunday  School 
Situation  I 


Situation  I  begins  with  a  worth- 
while topic  or  subject  that  is  appro- 
priate for  teaching.  And  yet  through 
the  approach  and  attitude  of  the 
teacher,  the  student  is  not  brought  to 
accountability  to  the  Word  of  God, 
but  to  the  teacher. 

It  is  assumed  that  the  teacher 
knows  a  great  deal  about  spiritual 
tilings  (and  he  well  may).  Further  it  is 
assumed  that  the  Sunday  School 
material  he  is  studying  each  week  will 
further  reinforce  him  with  many  excel- 
lent ideas  (and  we  are  glad  that  most 
of  the  content  is  excellent).  And  yet 
the  overall  characteristic  of  tliis  situa- 
tion is  that  the  Word  of  God  is  really 
called  upon  to  reinforce  the  teacher's 
good  ideas.  Youth  are  discerning  to 
note  that  teachers  are  generally  more 
comfortable  using  the  Word  as  a 
"club"  over  the  heads  of  others  than 
they  are  in  openly  submitting  their 
own  lives  to  its  direction. 

It  is  much  easier  to  proof-text  the 
traditional  ideas  and  positions  of  the 
church  than  it  is  to  bring  the  younger 
generation  under  the  direct  authority 
of  God's  Word.  They  need  to  become 
(with  growth  and  maturity)  indepen- 
dently dependent  on  the  Word  of  God. 

The  fault  with  the  situation  in 
Diagram  I  is  not  that  tlie  teacher's 
ideas  are  wrong.  But  apparently  the 
most  basic  prerequisite  of  spiritual 
maturity  (personal  submission  to  God 
as  He  speaks  througli  His  Word)  is  be- 
ing short-circuited. 

It  is  one  thing  to  be  able  to  back  up 
some  proposition  about  worldly  be- 
havior   with    two  or   three   pertinent

verses.  It  is  quite  another  matter  to 
patiently  guide  the  student  in  his  own 
investigation  of  the  Word  of  God  so 
that  he  learns  a  pattern  of  applying 
God's  authority  to  his  own  Ufe. 

Using  the  Bible  in  Sunday  School 
Situation  II

Situation  II  begins  with  the  assign- 
ment or  selection  of  a  passage  of  Scrip- 
ture as  the  subject  matter  of  the  les- 
son. But  rather  than  the  teacher  and 
student  coming  together  on  common 
ground  before  the  authority  of  the 
Word,  the  teacher  clings  to  the  author- 
ity role  as  a  "mediator"  of  the  Word 
to  the  class.  This  leads  the  student  to 
accountability  to  the  teacher  rather 
than  to  the  Word  of  God. 

Few  teachers  mean  to  do  this  but  it 
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IF  THE   SHOE   FITS   DEPARTMENT 


is  a  pattern  that  many  fall  into  based 
upon  the  traditional  role  they  try  to 
assume. 

The  difficulty  may  not  be  so  much 
with  the  words  that  are  spoken  as  with 
the  basic  attitudes  reflected  almost 
subconsciously.  This  kind  of  situation 
almost  always  occurs  when  there  is  no 
personal  relationship  between  teacher 
and  student  as  caring  members  of  the 
body  of  Christ.  Tlie  problem  is  usually 
diminished  in  direct  proportion  to  the 
quality  of  the  personal  relationship  of 
the  teacher  with  the  student. 

At  first  glance  it  would  seem  that 
Situation  II  reflects  the  accepted  con- 
cept of  pulpit  ministry.  More  careful 
reflection  on  the  lives  of  Spirit-filled 
preachers  in  the  New  Testament  and 
the  ministry  of  pastors  who  have  in- 
fluenced us  most  will  indicate  that  ef- 
fective pulpit  ministry  is  also  based 
upon  the  genuineness  of  the  life  of  the 
preacher  as  a  model  of  the  precepts  he 
teaches.  A  congregation  can  sense  ac- 
curately  the   difference   between   the 


authority  figure  who  mediates  truth  to 
others  and  the  man  of  personal  humili- 
ty and  spiritual  influence  who  leads 
others  to  follow  him  in  submission  to 
the  Word  (See  II  Cor.  11:1  and  I 
Thess.  2:7-8). 

Situation  II  is  similar  to  Situation  I 
in  that  the  student  is  still  not  actually 
involved  in  the  Word  of  God  as  author- 
ity. Two  tremendous  problems  devel- 
op out  of  this  style  of  teacliing. 

1.  When  the  student  "turns  off  the 
teacher  for  any  one  of  many  possible 


reasons,  the  influence  line  of  the  Word 
of  God  is  also  interrupted. 

2.  The  second  and  most  common 
result  is  that  when  e.xternal  circum- 
stances (such  as  going  away  to  college 
or  moving  to  a  new  locality")  remove 
the  teacher,  the  influence  of  the  Word 
is  also  removed. 

Using  the  Bible  in  Sunday  School 
Situation  III

Teacher  is  a  model   of  the 

Word  working  in  the  life 


In  Situation  III,  the  Bible  is  clearly 
recognized  as  the  final  authority.  The 
student  and  the  teacher  come  together 
to  the  Word  of  God  with  honesty  and 
openness  about  their  own  needs  and 
accept  the  authority  of  the  Word. 

The  teacher  and  the  student  are  on 

the  same  level  in  one  important  way. 

Their  relationship  to  the  authority  of 

the  Bible  is  the  same.  However,  they

do  not  have  the  same  role  in  the  class- 
room situation.  The  teacher  definitely 
plans  and  directs  the  lesson.  In  atti- 
tude he  is  clearly  a  model  of  a  Chris- 
tian responding  in  a  valid  and  right 
way  to  the  authority  of  the  Word.  This 
is  quite  a  different  situation  from  the 
ones  suggested  in  Diagrams  I  and  II. 

Teacliing  in  Situation  III  is  both 
deductive  and  inductive.  Without 
pressing  these  words  too  far,  this  kind 
of  learning  is  deductive  in  that  the 
Word  of  God  is  recognized  as  absolute 
truth.  Teacher  and  student  are  in- 
volved together  in  the  Word  not  to  dis- 
cover truth,  but  they  share  in  a  real- 
life  relationship  with  one  another.  As 
brothers  and  sisters  in  Christ  they 
bring  their  lives  under  the  authority  of 
the  Word.  So  the  attitude  and  atmo- 
sphere of  the  class  is  in  one  sense  in- 
ductive and  the  "discovery"  concept  is 
a  valid  one.  Here  we  differentiate  be- 
tween absolute  truth  (God's  Word) 
and  our  spiritual  ministry  in  bringing 
lives  under  its  authority  in  practical 
application. 

The  diagram  of  Situation  III  does 
not  have  reference  to  a  room  arrange- 
ment of  course.  Tlie  teacher  can  be  on 
a  platform  beliind  a  pulpit  and  still  be 
a  genuine  model  of  the  Word  working 
in  liis  life. 

The  cliief  advantage  of  teaching  the 
Word  in  the  method  of  Situation  III  is 
that  the  student  is  led  to  bring  his  life 
under  the  authority  of  the  Word  of 
God  rather  than  just  under  the  author- 
ity of  the  teacher  or  the  accepted  posi- 
tions of  a  Christian  peer  group.  He 
learns  to  build  his  life  on  the  authority 
of  the  Word  as  the  teacher  becomes 
the  model  of  how  a  Spirit-led  Christian 
responds  to  the  confrontation  of  the 
Word.  This  kind  of  pattern  becomes 
liis  open  door  to  spiritual  growth 
through  the  Word  even  thougli  the  im- 
mediate influence  of  the  church  or 
teacher  is  removed  for  some  reason. 

Teachers  with  tliis  kind  of  ministry 
are  desperately  needed  in  our  class- 
rooms and  pulpits  today.  But  the 
problem  is  not  a  new  one,  for  even 
back  in  Jesus'  day  there  were  teachers 
who  could  point  out  the  "mote"  in  a 
brother's  eye  and  never  see  the 
"beam"  in  their  own.  Read  carefully 
Matthew  7: 1-5.  »

(Would  you  believe  $225,000  a  minute!) 


For  many  years  I  have  heard  ser- 
mons and  comments  on  the  fact  that 
time  is  valuable.  Each  of  us  has  a  por- 
tion of  it  allotted  to  us,  but  the  prob- 
lem is  we  do  not  know  how  much.  A 
recent  reading  of  a  financial  magazine 
really  brought  home  to  me  the  cost  of 
time  in  dollars  and  cents.  Do  you 
know  it  will  cost  each  advertiser  on 
"Monday  Night  Pro  Football" 
$100,000  for  each  minute  of  com- 
mercial time?  That  is  $  1 ,666  a  second

and  what  the  advertisers  were  giving 
away— for  free.  In  fact,  I  generally  re- 
member only  the  advertisements  that 
were  poorly  presented  and  remind 
myself  never  to  buy  those  products. 
When  kids  float  over  the  kitchen  floor 
and  do  not  scuff  it,  I  get  a  little  skepti- 
cal. I  have  a  fourteen  year  old  who  has 
never  learned  to  tly  yet.  Either  there  is 
something  wrong  with  the  commercial 
or  there  is  something  wrong  with  my 
son.  Probably  a  little  of  each  would  be 
close  to  the  truth. 

But  time  is  valuable,  and  I  rather 
imagine  there  have  been  people  with 
wealth  who  have  desired  to  buy 
time— but  it  wasn't  for  sale.  Money 
cannot  be  used  to  purchase  extended 
time  for  living  even  if  we  would  be 
willing  to  so  spend  it.  Yes,  one  might 
prolong  his  time  with  proper  care  and 


good  medical  advice,  but  when  God 
calls-there  is  no  delay. 

The  value  of  time  can  best  be  seen 
in  the  light  of  God's  plan  for  us.  I 
think  the  Bible  tells  us  that  the  wise 
use  of  time  is  of  utmost  importance  in 
the  Lord's  work.  In  fact,  time  is  a 
stewardship  which  we  have  of  God  and 
for  which  we  must  give  an  account.  We 
certainly  are  in  the  habit  of  using  time 
on  inconsequential  things  when  there 
are  issues  of  prime  importance  to  be 
confronted.  All  of  us  have  spent  many 
hours  discussing  and  plannmg  when  we 
could  have  best  spent  the  time  doing. 
So  we  idle  away  our  time  to  no  profit, 
or  we  fiddle  it  away  without  purpose 
or  goal  in  mind.

Our  dreams  have  become  a  reality 
at  last! 

Saturday,  August  24.  1974.  marked 
a  historic  occasion  for  the  Grace 
Brethren  Church  of  Davenport.  Iowa. 
Their  new  building  was  dedicated.  The 
pastor  brouglit  greetings  to  the  175 
people  present  for  the  dedication,  and 
many  of  the  district  pastors  partici- 
pated in  the  service.  Several  of  these 
people  drove  some  distance  to  share  in 
this  blessed  occasion.  Rev.  Carlton 
Fuller,  pastor  of  the  Grace  Brethren 
Church.  Dallas  Center,  Iowa,  led  in  the 
invocation.  Following  the  invocation. 
the  congregation  sang  "The  Church's 
One  Foundation."  The  pastor  then  e.\- 
pressed  words  of  appreciation  for  The 
Brethren  Home  Missions  Council. 
Brethren  Architectural  Service,  Breth- 
ren Construction  Crew  and  Brethren 
Investment  Foundation  for  their  part 
in  making  such  a  lovely  building  pos- 
sible. A  special  thanks  was  given  to  the 
congregation  for  their  patience,  finan- 


cial support,  hard  work,  and  labor  of 
love  often  accompanied  by  long  and 
late  hours.  Appreciation  was  extended 
to  the  Iowa  District  for  their  financial 
support.  Above  all  else,  appreciation 


and   thanksgiving  were  given  to  God 
for  all  things. 

Following  the  Scripture  reading. 
Dedication  Day  offering  and  special 
music,  a  timely  message  was  brought 
by  Dr.  Herbert  Bess  of  Grace  Theologi- 
cal Seminary.  After  the  message.  Pas- 
tor Weimer  led  the  congregation  in  the 
act  of  dedication.  The  prayer  of  dedi- 
cation was  offered  by  Rev.  Ralph  Hall, 
representing  Brethren  Home  Missions. 
The  congregation  was  then  led  in  the 
benediction  by  Rev.  G.  W.  Gilgan. 
pastor  of  the  Grace  Brethren  Church. 
Cedar  Rapids.  Iowa.

Dr.  S.    Herbert    Bess  was  guest  speaker  for 
the  service. 

The  congregation  owns  three  and 
one-half  acres  of  ground  in  the  north- 
west part  of  Davenport  on  U.S.  High- 
way 6.  This  seems  to  be  the  fastest 
growing  section  within  the  Davenport 
area.  The  building  was  constructed  at  a 
cost  of  SI 90.000.  Tlie  sanctuary  will 
seat  about  240  people.  The  fellowship 
hall  on  the  lower  level  will  accom- 
modate about  150. 

As  we  rejoice  in  our  new  facilities, 
it  causes  us  to  reflect  on  the  history  of 
the  Davenport  work.  An  important  ad- 
vancement was  made  in  December 
1970  when  two  mobOe  units  were  set 
in  place  next  to  our  first  building, 
dedicated  in  1962.  With  the  addition 
of  these  two  units  the  space  was 
doubled.  On  March  22.  1970.  the  at- 
tendance reached  145.  At  that  time 
Pastor  Donald  Brotherton  made  this 
comment.  "I  feel  there  are  many  areas

that  are  virtually  untouched  as  far  as 
the  use  of  these  mobUe  units." 

Because  of  crowded  conditions  and 
inadequate  facilities,  the  building  that 
was  dedicated  in  1962  along  with  one 
and  one-half  acres  of  ground  was  sold 
to  a  car  dealership  on  July  5,  1973  for 
S95,000.  Truly  this  was  an  answer  to 
our  prayers.  Both  mobile  units  were 
sold  to  other  church  groups.  Under  the 
leadersiiip  of  The  Brethren  Home  Mis- 
sions Council  and  with  the  help  of  the 
Brethren  Architectural  Service  a  new 
building  was  designed  for  Davenport. 

While  the  new  church  was  under 
construction,  the  congregation  met  in 
a  Tupperware  Distribution  Center 
from  August  1973  througli  July  1974. 
This  year  was  a  real  testing  period  for 
the  church.  Our  attendance  in  Sunday 
School  leveled  off  at  around  eighty- 
five.  The  morning  worship  service  was 


running  just  a  fraction  higlier.  God  was 
most  gracious  and  with  patience,  long- 
suffering,  and  love  God  faithfully 
brouglit  us  througli  this  experience. 
God's  grace  is  always  sufficient! 

Construction  of  the  new  building 
began  in  earnest  after  National  Confer- 
ence in  August  1973.  The  construction 
of  the  building  was  under  the  leader- 
siiip of  the  four-man  Brethren  Con- 
struction Crew-Don  Sellers,  Wilmer 
Witt.  Denny  Brown  and  Ken  Ashman. 

Many  people  surrounding  the 
church  are  coming  and  we  pray  that 
they  will  see  the  need  for  Jesus  Christ 
as  their  Saviour.  There  is  a  great  work 
to  be  done  in  Davenport  and  the  near- 
by communities.  Please  pray  for  the 
congregation  and  pastor  that  love  will 
prevail  and  that  the  burden  for  lost 
souls  will  never  be  lost.  To  God  be  the

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Retirement  Completes 
Fruitful  Ministry 
for  Sewell  Landrum 


Rev.  Sewell  Landrum  has  retired  after  forty-one  years  of 
ministry  at  Clayhole,  Kentucky.  Following  is  an  interview 
by  Dr.  Lester  E.  Pifer,  executive  secretary  of  The  Brethren 
Home  Missions  Council. 

PIFER:  Sewell,  you  have  come  to  the  end  of  a  long  minis- 
try here  at  Clayhole.  How  many  years  has  it  been? 
LANDRUM:  I  started  working  with  these  people  here  at 
Clayhole  the  tlrst  Sunday  in  July  1933.  I  was  gone  from 
Clayhole  three  years  while  Brother  Dell  was  here. 
PIFER:  Tell  me  a  little  about  the  history  of  this  work  and 
how  Clayhole  actually  got  started  as  a  Grace  Brethren 
Church. 

LANDRUM:  First,  we  got  a  truck  and  took  the  people 
down  to  Lost  Creek.  Later  we  used  a  bus  to  take  them  to 
the  services.  Then  in  1939  we  had  to  leave  Lost  Creek  so  we 
just  moved  our  group  to  Clayhole. 

PIFER:  Is  the  building  that  we're  now  rededicating  the 
original  building? 

LANDRUM:  Yes,  it's  the  same  building  and  we've  just  now 
remodeled  it. 

PIFER:  Can  you  remember  about  the  actual  construction 
of  the  building?  Where  did  your  help  come  from? 
LANDRUM:  Yes.  help  came  from  many  places.  1  know 
Roy  Patterson  and  R.  D.  Barnard  came  down  from  Dayton. 
R.  Paul  Miller  from  Berne  helped  and  so  did  Leo  Polman. 
So  many  other  Brethren  preachers  came  down  that  I  can't 
begin  to  mention  them  all.  Bernie  Schneider  was  the  fore- 
man of  the  construction.  Bill  Schaffer  built  those  seats  you 
see  over  there.  He  cut  them  all  with  a  handsaw! 
PIFER:  What  about  the  timber? 

LANDRUM:  We  went  out  on  the  hill  and  got  that.  My  Dad 
owned  a  farm  up  the  road  and  he  said.  "Now  go  out  and  get 
any  of  it  you  want.  It's  out  there,  all  you  have  to  do  is  cut 
it."  I  remember  the  first  day  we  started  cutting  the  trees. 
We  hitched  mules  to  them  and  hauled  them  to  a  truck. 
Then  we  took  them  to  the  mill  where  they  were  sawed  into 
lumber. 

PIFER:  When  was  the  parsonage  built  here? 

LANDRUM:    Well,   the   parsonage  was  built   in    1940.   In 

October  the  parsonage  was  started  and  by  December  15  it 

was  finished. 

PIFER:  Then  the  church  building  followed  that? 

LANDRUM:  No,  the  church  building  was  started  earlier-in 
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Rev.  Sewell  Landrum  became  a  familiar  sight  in  the  pulpit  at  Clay- 
hole, Kentucky. 

July.  But  they  finished  the  parsonage  first  and  then  con- 
tinued work  on  the  church.  That  was  the  beginning  of  the 
construction  crews  in  the  Brethren  church. 
PI  FER:  Well,  it  seems  to  me.  Sewell,  that  we've  had  a  lot  of 
firsts  here  in  Clayhole  that  many  of  our  churches  are  fol- 
lowing through  on  now.  Can  you  remember  some  of  those 
tilings? 

LANDRUM:  1  sure  can.  We  started  the  bus  system  back  in 
1430.  When  I  started  in  as  superintendent  of  Sunday 
School  we  started  taking  people  to  Sunday  School.  I  think 
that  is  one  of  the  first  bus  systems  in  the  Fellowship.  We've 
had  two  construction  crews  here  in  Clayhole.  Maybe  that  is

where  the  construction  crew  idea  came  from.  Also  the 
TIME  program  started  at  Clayhole.  When  Ralph  Colburn 
was  in  charge  of  the  youth  work  I  went  up  and  told  him  we 
would  like  to  have  some  young  people  help  us.  He  sent  us 
some  fine  teens  and  that  developed  into  what  is  called  the 
TIME  program  today. 

PIFER:  Now  in  the  present  building  program  that  we've 
just  completed,  can  you  give  us  a  little  resume  of  what  has 
been  done  on  the  building? 

LANDRUM:  We  first  wanted  a  baptistry.  One  of  the  fel- 
lows that  attended  our  church  gave  one  hundred  dollars  for 
this  project.  Since  the  coal  industry  came  in  and  polluted 
the  streams  we  really  needed  a  new  baptistry.  Then  we 
realized  if  we  dressed  up  that  part  of  the  church  the  rest  of 
it  would  look  bad  so  we  just  kept  going  till  finally  we  have 
completely  overhauled  the  inside  of  the  church.  We  have 
new  paneling,  a  dropped  ceiling,  a  new  baptistry,  new  ligltt- 
ing,  new  doors  and  a  new  heating  system.  This  reminds  me 
of  when  my  mother-in-law  sent  my  wife  a  pillow  top  made 
out  of  Grandma  Moses  material.  We  put  the  pillow  out  then 
it  wound  up  that  we  recovered  all  of  the  furniture,  painted 
the  room  and  fixed  up  everything  in  the  whole  living  room 
just  to  go  with  that  one  pillow  top. 

PIFER:  Well,  you've  certainly  done  a  very  beautiful  job  on 
the  building.  Now  tell  us  a  little  bit  about  the  dedication 
services  and  what  has  taken  place. 

LANDRUM:  Saturday  night  we  had  a  service  and  one  of 
our  boys  brought  the  message,  Harold  Paul  Combs.  He  grew 
up  in  our  church  and  was  a  charter  member.  On  Sunday 
morning  we   had   the   dedication   service   with   Raymond 


Haddix  as  Master  of  Ceremonies,  you  might  say.  He  is  the 
result  of  the  first  call  I  made  in  my  ministry.  I  invited  him 
to  church  and  that  Sunday  he  became  a  Christian.  He's  now 
the  director  of  Scripture  Memory  Mountain  Mission  where 
he  has  about  thirty-five  workers  with  him.  My  brother 
Clyde  brought  the  dedicatory  message  and  our  church  girls 
had  the  special  music.  We  were  glad  you  were  here  to  help 
in  the  service  too,  Mr.  Pifer. 
PI  PER:  What  about  the  noon  meal? 

LANDRUM:  We  had  a  dinner  on  the  grounds.  Here  they 
call  it  a  "potluck  dinner."  After  dinner  1  gave  my  final 
message  to  the  church  on  "Why  Spend  41  Years  With  The 
People  at  Clayhole?" 

PIFER:  Well,  we  want  to  say  from  the  standpoint  of  The 
Brethren  Home  Missions  Council  that  we  really  appreciate 
the  faithfulness  with  which  you  have  discharged  your  minis- 
try here  through  the  years.  God  has  blessed  this  work  with 
many  precious  souls  being  saved  and  people  being  buUt  up 
in  the  faith.  Out  of  tliis  church  has  gone  quite  a  number  of 
young  people  into  the  service  of  Christ.  Sewell.  can  you  tell 
us  sometliing  about  some  of  these  people  and  where  they 
are  serving? 

LANDRUM:  I  told  you  about  Raymond  Haddix  who  is  the 
director  of  Scripture  Memory  Mountain  Mission.  His 
brother,  Truman,  who  worked  with  Dean  Fetterhoff  for  a 
wliile,  is  now  out  in  Kansas  City.  There  are  many  more 
young  people  I  could  mention.  They're  scattered  all  over 
the  United  States,  in  different  churches. 
PIFER:  For  a  good  many  years  you  did  a  lot  of  evangelistic

work  in  the  schools.  At  one  time  I  remember  you  had  a 
very  large  crowd  that  you  were  reaching.  Can  you  remem- 
ber how  many  you  were  contacting  each  week  at  that  time? 
LANDRUM:  At  one  time  we  were  contacting  about  five 
hundred  cluldren.  I  did  that  work  for  twenty-five  years  and 
it  was  one  of  the  most  rewarding  things  that  I've  ever  done. 
Quite  often  I  see  someone  up  in  Hazard  who  wants  to  talk 
about  those  days  in  the  schoolroom.  I  also  used  to  do  jail 
work  and  it  was  quite  a  ministry  too. 
PIFER:  At  times  in  this  work  you've  been  on  a  full-time 
basis  but  as  I  understand  it.  in  the  early  days  you  started 
off  with  very  little  support. 

LANDRUM:  When  we  started  we  worked  as  caretakers  of 
the  building.  I  had  a  lot  of  energy  in  those  days  so  we 
decided  while  we  were  taking  care  of  the  building  we'd  have 
a  Sunday  School.  I  remember  we  started  out  the  first  Sun- 
day in  June  1933,  and  we  had  13  present.  The  first  Sunday 
in  July  we  started  working  with  these  people  here  in  Clay- 
hole  and  attendance  jumped  up  to  175.  Within  two  months 
we  went  from  13  to  175.  Conference  time  came  and  the 
Board  asked  us  to  take  over  the  work.  We  did  and  they 
started  us  off  on  a  salary  of  $16  a  month. 
PIFER:  The  field  here  seems  to  me  to  be  a  very  rich  and 
open  field  for  the  Gospel.  Do  you   think  there  is  a  real 
potential  for  the  Clayhole  Grace  Brethren  Church? 
LANDRUM:  Yes.  these  people  are  really  growing.  They  are 
beginning  to  give  and  I  feel  this  place  is  in  good  shape  for  a 
new  pastor.  I've  done  my  best  during  our  stay  to  build  it  up 
so  that  a  new  man  can  walk  in  and  take  over. 
PIFER:  Wlien  did  the  new  pastor  start? 
LANDRUM:   Richard  Boggs  began  here  Wednesday,  July 


17.  He's  got  a  great  group  of  people! 

PIFER:  Brother  Landrum,  we  want  to  thank  you  and  your 
dear  wife  for  your  faithful  service  to  God  here  at  Clayhole 
and  from  the  standpoint  of  The  Brethren  Home  Missions 
Council  we've  always  felt  that  the  Clayhole  Brethren 
Church  was  in  good  hands  under  your  leadership.  We  thank 
God  for  the  pioneering  spirit  that  has  been  manifested  in 
the  lives  of  you  and  your  wife  as  a  team.  Surely  God  has 
some  very  rich  blessings  in  store  for  you  as  a  reward  for 
your  faithful  service  over  these  years. 
LANDRUM:  We  will  be  heading  for  Jackson.  Kentucky. 
where  we'll  be  living.  We've  bought  a  home  there-so.  if 
you're  ever  in  Jackson  near  the  Post  Office,  drop  in!

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CHANGE  OF 
LEADERSHIP 


GRACE  SCHOOLS 


In  the  September  7  issue  of  the  Mis- 
sionary Herald  there  was  a  letter  ad- 
dressed to  those  who  read  this  maga- 
zine. This  letter  was  from  Richard 
Holmes,  Chairman  of  the  Search  and 
Screen  Committee,  and  it  was  author- 
ized by  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  Grace 
Schools.  I  would  like  to  emphasize  the 
importance  of  the  letter  and  the  occa- 
sion which  made  it  necessary.  Eventu- 
ally there  must  always  be  a  change  in 
leadersliip.  and  the  occasion  is  my  re- 
tirement. When  I  shall  have  completed 
my  ministry  three  years  hence,  it  will 
mark  a  period  of  40  years  in  the  serv- 
ice of  Grace  Schools.  The  three  pre- 
ceding years  were  spent  in  part-  and 
full-time  ministry  in  Ashland  Theologi- 
cal Seminary.  This  period  of  time  will 
bring  me  to  the  age  of  sixty-eight 
when  I  feel  it  would  be  wise  to  trans- 
fer responsibility  to  a  younger  man.

Some  ten  or  more  years  ago  Grace 
Schools  inaugurated  a  retirement  pro- 
gram for  its  employees.  It  was  a  bold 
undertaking  and  one  which  required  a 
substantial  outlay  of  money.  At  the 
time  it  seemed  quite  impossible  to  set 
the  retirement  age  at  sixty-five.  An  ex- 
tension of  three  years  greatly  reduced 
the  annual  financial  burden  to  the 
school.  Since  sixty-eiglit  is  the  age  in 
the  retirement  program,  I  intend  to 
conform  to  this  arrangement.  Several 
years  ago  I  informed  the  Board  of 
Trustees  of  my  intention  and  proposed 
a  method  by  which  an  easy  transition 
could  be  made  to  new  leadership.  One 
full  year  was  spent  by  a  committee  of 
the  Board  in  drawing  up  guidelines  for 


the  selection  of  a  new  man.  This  past 
year  has  been  spent  by  a  Search  and 
Screen  Committee  in  resolving  many 
of  the  problems  accompanying  the 
search  for  another  president.  The  is- 
sues are  now  reaching  a  point  where 
assistance  is  being  sought  from  a  larger 
constituency. 

During  the  thirty-seven  years  of 
Grace  Schools'  ministry,  a  large  con- 
stituency has  been  developed.  Each 
one  has  a  deep  interest  in  the  ongoing 
ministry  of  this  educational  organiza- 
tion. It  therefore  seems  only  riglit  that 
there  should  be  some  input  from  tliis 
constituency.  The  letter  you  will  read 
in  tills  issue  was  first  placed  before  the 
National  Fellowship  of  Brethren  Minis- 
ters. It  was  then  read  to  the  Grace 
School  Corporation  members  during 
the  business  session  at  Winona  Lake. 
The  letter  has  also  been  presented  to 
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the  faculties  of  Grace  College  and 
Grace  Seminary,  and  it  is  now  being 
given  a  wider  dissemination  througli 
the  pages  of  the  Herald. 

You  are  being  invited  to  assist  the 
Search  and  Screen  Committee.  The 
names  of  people  you  may  know  and 
believe  to  be  qualified  for  this  impor- 
tant office  should  be  placed  in  the 
hands  of  the  Committee.  This  will  en- 
able them  to  know  the  mind  of  God's 
people,  the  interest  they  have  in  these 
schools,  and  the  movement  of  the 
Spirit  through  God's  people.  Do  not 
delay  in  praying  about  this  matter  and 
making  any  suggestions  you  may  have. 

The  Board  of  Trustees  must  make 
the  final  decision.  But  the  Board  feels 
its  need  of  help,  and  the  best  way  to 
obtain  this  help  seemed  to  be  by  work- 
ing through  the  Search  and  Screen 
Committee  with  the  aid  of  all  inter- 
ested people. 

I  cannot  emphasize  too  strongly  the 
importance  of  this  office.  In  days  such 
as  these,  when  attention  has  been  so 
concentrated  upon  the  presidency  of 
the  United  States,  there  should  be  no 
doubt  about  the  importance  of  the 
man  who  heads  up  Grace  Schools.  This 
institution  has  a  high  place  in  preserv- 
ing the  source  of  doctrine  that  flows 
out  of  the  churches  and  homes  of  the 
people  of  God.  It  is  here  in  this  place 
that  God  touches  the  lives  of  young 
people  and  makes  the  impact  that  will 
be  felt  in  the  world.  The  president  has 
some  part,  1  think  a  large  part,  in  de- 
signing and  directing  this  impact  on 
young  people. 

Retirement  does  not  mean  retreat 
from  ministry.  I  could  never  enjoy 
that.  In  the  good  providence  of  God  I 
hope  to  have  a  larger  Bible  Conference 
ministry.  I  trust  there  will  be  time  for 
more  prolonged  and  uninterrupted  re- 
search, necessary  in  the  writing  of 
books.  This  may  not  necessarily  be  in 
total  separation  from  Grace  Schools, 
though  it  wiU  be  separation  from  the 
more  formal  activities  and  responsibili- 
ties in  which  I  am  now  engaged.  There 
will  doubtless  be  an  unfolding  of  the 
Lord's  will  as  time  and  the  attention 
of  the  Board  of  Trustees  is  brought  to 
bear  on  the  direction  of  the  school. 
Your  interest  and  prayers  wiJl  be  great- 
ly appreciated. 


With  the  courage  of  this  conviction, 
the  Board  of  Trustees  is  moving  for- 
ward to  find  God's  man.  It  could  not 
be  true  that  He  would  now  abandon 
this  work  which  God  so  miraculously 
raised  up  in  1937  and  has  preserved 
and  promoted  through  these  thirty- 
seven  years.  In  order  to  conserve  the 
Christian  faith  and  make  an  invest- 
ment of  this  faith  in  young  people, 
you  can  be  sure  God  will  give  leader- 
ship. The  message  of  the  Bible  and  the 
story  of  the  faith  is  clear.  God  lays 
aside  His  workers  but  He  always  car- 
ries on  His  work. 

Other  factors  must  be  taken  into 
consideration  as  this  change  is  being 
made.  When  the  new  man  steps  into 
the  presidency  it  will  mean  that  other 
changes  are  inevitable.  If  this  man 
comes  from  within  the  school,  there 
will  be  need  for  someone  to  take  the 
place  that  he  leaves  vacant.  It  may  also 
mean  that  there  will  be  need  for  others 
to  assist  him  in  carrying  out  his  re- 
sponsibilities. The  school  is  still  grow- 
ing, and  by  the  fall  of  1977  it  may 
have  taken  on  proportions  that  will 
demand  considerable  reorganization 
and  additions  to  accomplish  the  educa- 
donal  task.  Keep  these  matters  in 
mind,  and  continue  to  pray  that  God 
will  give  wisdom  and  grace  for  the 
task. 

You  have  doubtless  grown  weary 
from  reading  my  concerns  for  the 
school,  but  indulge  me  this  bit  more. 
We  face  a  new  school  year  with  cour- 
age. The  school  is  larger  than  ever  be- 
fore. But  it  is  also  faced  with  greater 
financial  needs.  The  budget  for  this 
new  year  is  two  and  four-tenths  mil- 
lion dollars.  That  is  enough  to  make 
any  president  tremble.  It  was  two 
million  last  year,  and  in  this  escalating 
economy  we  wondered  what  would 
happen.  Thank  God,  the  income  was 
better  than  ever  before.  We  are  trust- 
ing God  that  it  will  be  so  this  new 
year.  Gifts  need  to  increase,  and  this  is 
especially  true  because  student  aid 
from  the  federal  government  has 
diminished,  and  by  far  the  greater  part 
of  our  current  operation  depends  on 
student  tuition  and  fees.  Do  your  best 
to  help  us,  so  that  we  may  rejoice  next 
summer  over  another  year  of  achieve- 
ment. W

What  do  you  say  when  someone 
asks  you  to  evaluate  a  school?  Do  you 
count  the  number  of  doctorates  on  its 
faculty?  Do  you  look  at  the  records  of 
its  athletic  teams?  Or  do  you  examine 
the  scores  of  the  seniors  taking  the 
Undergraduate  Record  Exam?  All  of 
these  may  have  their  place,  but  1  be- 
lieve there  is  a  more  important  criteri- 
on. 

A  school  must  be  judged  by  how 
weO  it  is  fulfilling  its  purpose.  Many 
secular  schools  pride  themselves  on 
their  "liberalizing"  education.  While 
they  may  allow  various  viewpoints, 
they  usually  deny  Him  who  is  the 
Truth.  They  may  have  good  scholar- 
ship, but  they  often  reject  the  One  "in 
whom  are  hid  all  the  treasures  of  wis- 
dom and  knowledge"  (Col.  2:3).  In- 
stead of  being  free  to  see  what  life  is 
really  all  about,  students  in  these 
schools  become  more  enslaved  to 
humanistic  viewpoints.  A  Christian 
school  such  as  Grace  recognizes  that 
all  truth  is  God's  truth.  Only  by  being 
saturated  with  God's  viewpoint  in 
every  area  of  life  can  a  person  effec- 
tively serve  God  and  minister  to 
others.  However.  Christian  schools  can 
also  fail  if  this  purpose  is  not  being 
fulfilled. 

Proverbs  29: 18  tells  us  that  without 
a  vision  the  people  perish.  The  greatest 
danger  facing  Grace  today  is  that  of 
not  visualizing  the  tremendous  impact 
Grace  can  have  on  a  lost  and  dying 
world.  If  the  school  loses  sight  of  this 
purpose,  chapels.  Bible  classes,  and 
conferences  will  become  meaningless. 
Other  Christian  schools  have  lost  their 
vision  and  now  teach  from  a  human 
viewpoint.  Too  many  students  at 
Grace  have  lost  the  burning  desire  to 
learn  and  grow  spiritually  in  order  for 
God  to  use  this  training  to  reach  a 
desperate  world.  Bible  classes  and 
chapels  can  become  an  end  in  them- 
selves rather  than  a  means  to  an  end. 

The  greatest  need  of  Grace  is  for 
the  students,  faculty,  administration, 
and  constituency  to  be  totally  yielded 
to  God  and  His  purposes.  Our  main 
ambition  should  be  to  please  God  in 
all  things  (cf.  II  Cor.  5:9).  If  this  is  our 


greatest  desire,  then  the  students  will 
study  harder,  the  faculty  will  teach 
better,  the  administration  will  super- 
vise more  effectively,  and  God  wUl 
raise  the  money  to  continue  the 
school.  I  praise  God  for  the  many  god- 
ly people  at  Grace  whose  lives  are  used 
for  His  glory.  They  are  the  reason  God 
is  blessing  the  school. 

Grace  College  exists  for  the  stu- 
dents, and  their  attitudes  are  the  most 
important  factor  in  determining  the 
success  of  the  school.  Greater  love  and 
understanding  between  students  is 
needed  to  resolve  the  inevitable  per- 
sonality clashes.  Students  must  learn 
to  love  all  types  of  people  now  so  that 
they  can  minister  to  all  types  of 
people  later.  Greater  love  wQl  also  lead 
to  more  boldness  in  witnessing,  be- 
cause perfect  love  casts  out  fear.  Stu- 
dents need  to  realize  that  they  are  all 
part  of  one  body,  with  one  Head.  As 
they  begin  to  see  how  their  training  is 
vitally  needed  in  a  sin-sick  world,  stu- 
dents will  more  greatly  appreciate 
others  working  toward  the  same  goal. 
Also,  participation  in  Christian  service 
will  increase  as  students  use  their  train- 
ing to  serve  others.  Those  who  don't 
become  involved  in  serving  others 
naturally  channel  their  Biblical  knowl- 
edge into  criticism  of  others.  Most 
Grace  students  come  from  good  Chris- 
tian families  and  respond  well  to 
authority,  but  there  are  always  some 
who  drag  down  the  campus  by  their 
lack  of  respect  for  the  rules.  Christian 
virtues  such  as  obedience,  humOity, 
and  love  are  the  most  important  quali- 
ties Grace  can  develop  in  its  students. 

Various  organizations  and  meetings 
sponsored  by  the  school  are  designed 
to  present  every  person  perfect  in 
Christ  (cf.  Col.  1:28).  The  daily  cha- 
pels bring  the  students  together  for 
edification,  e.xhortation.  and  informa- 
tion. The  main  need  here  is  for  more 
good,  practical  Bible  teaching  to  edify 
the  students.  The  spiritual  life  confer- 
ence, Bible  conference,  and  missionary 
conference  are  usually  well  planned 
and  can  be  a  real  uplift  to  the  stu- 
dents. The  fall  and  spring  days  of

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Change  of  leadership  in  Grace 
Schools,  the  need  for  classroom  build- 
ings to  include  a  Science  Center,  and 
the  administrative  and  institutional 
goals  for  the  1974-75  school  year  were 
on  the  agenda  of  the  Board  of  Trustees 
meeting  held  on  campus  in  August. 

A  preliminary  report  on  the  selec- 
tion of  a  new  administrative  leader  for 
Grace  will  be  made  at  the  February 
1975  Board  of  Trustees  meeting.  The 
Search  and  Screen  Committee  with 
Richard  Holmes,  chairman,  was  autho- 
rized at  the  meeting  to  solicit  names  of 
men  who  would  qualify  for  the  posi- 
tion now  held  by  Dr.  Herman  A.  Hoyt. 
In  accordance  with  the  policy  of  the 
retirement  program  of  Grace  Schools, 
Dr.  Hoyt  is  planning  to  retire  from  ad- 
ministrative responsibilities  on  August 
31,  1977,  at  the  age  of  sixty-eight.  He 
was  appointed  in  1962,  becoming  the 
second  president  of  Grace. 

Names  with  statements  to  include 
the  qualifications  of  the  man  for  this 
high  office  are  to  be  sent  to  President 
Hoyt  by  October  15.  He  will  turn 
them  over  to  the  committee  chairman. 
Plans  call  for  October  and  November 
meetings   of  the   committee   and  an- 
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other  session  early  in  1975.  Members 
serving  with  Chairman  Holmes  include. 
Rev.  Paul  E.  Dick,  Rev.  Richard  E. 
Grant,  Dr.  Herman  A.  Hoyt,  Dr.  Jesse 
Humberd,  Dr.  Homer  A.  Kent,  Jr..  Dr. 
Vance  Yoder,  and  Dr.  Kenneth  B.  Ash- 
man, board  chairman. 

A  tentative  timetable  for  the  transi- 
tion would  be  naming  the  new  admin- 
istrator as  an  assistant  to  the  president 
during  the  1975-76  school  year  and 
appointment  to  the  position  a  year 
later.  Dr.  Hoyt  has  indicated  that  he 
will  stay  on  as  chancellor  and  advisor 
during  the  1976-77  school  year  or  as 
long  as  his  services  are  needed. 

After  two  hours  of  discussion  on 
preliminary  plans  for  a  new  science 
building  as  presented  by  Dr.  J.  D. 
Humberd,  a  motion  was  passed  by  the 
board  approving  a  classroom  facility 
for  Grace  College.  A  comprehensive  re- 
port is  to  be  presented  at  the  February 
1975  meeting  of  the  Board.  This  will 
include  architectural  plans  and  costs. 
Dr.  Humberd,  chairman  of  the  Natural 
Science  Division,  is  heading  the  com- 
mittee to  prepare  the  comprehensive 
report.  Two  board  members  will  be  ap- 
pointed to  work  with  the  committee. 


Dr.  Humberd  has  asked  all  depart- 
ments and  divisions  and  individual 
faculty  members  to  present  sugges- 
tions on  how  much  and  what  kind  of 
space  will  be  needed  for  the  depart- 
ments by  September  1976  and  for  the 
next  few  succeeding  years.  These  re- 
ports are  due  by  October  1,  so  work- 
ing plans  can  be  completed  for  the 
February  meeting  of  the  Board. 

It  was  pointed  out  that  the  prelimi- 
nary plans  propose  a  three-story 
Science  Center  to  be  located  between 
the  gymnasium  and  Beta  Hall.  In  addi- 
tion to  the  specialized  rooms  for  Biol- 
ogy, Chemistry  and  Physics,  there 
would  be  rooms  for  Mathematics  and 
Business,  Geology  and  Astronomy  and 
Elementary  Science.  These  would  be 
general  type  classrooms  usable  by 
other  disciplines.  Also  under  consider- 
ation is  a  226-seat  demonstration  audi- 
torium. The  entire  building  would  be 
air-conditioned. 

According  to  Dr.  Humberd,  the 
plans  also  suggest  the  completion  of 
Philathea  Hall  with  the  addition  of  a 
third  floor,  new  heating  and  air- 
conditioning,  and  enlarging  the  stu-

prayer  are  refreshing  times  of  self- 
examination  and  uniting  of  the  body 
of  Christ.  Bible  classes  are  very  bene- 
ficial, but  there  is  a  need  to  place 
greater  emphasis  on  how  to  live  a 
victorious  life  as  a  child  of  God.  Ac- 
tivities sponsored  by  Grace  Missions  in 
Action,  such  as  vespers  and  meetings 
for  testimonies  and  singing,  help  the 
students  realize  their  common  spiritual 
needs  and  draw  them  closer  to  God 
and  to  each  other. 

Grace  has  many  excellent  faculty 
members  who  excel  in  their  fields  and 
serve  sacrificially  with  relatively  low 
salaries.  The  students  pattern  their 
lives  after  these  people.  Their  dedi- 
cation to  the  Lord  is  a  great  influence 
on  the  students.  The  intellectual  dis- 
cipline and  love  of  learning  they  dis- 
play is  also  an  encouragement  to  the 
ones  in  their  classes.  However,  greater 
academic  excellence  should  be  ex- 
pected of  the  students  by  assigning 
more  work  and  grading  more  strictly. 
Because  of  the  great  value  of  a  Chris- 
tian education,  students  must  be  en- 
couraged to  make  the  most  of  their 
time  in  school. 

The  Student  Senate  at  Grace  is  also 
working  to  draw  each  student  closer  to 
the  Lord.  The  main  emphasis  this  year 
is  on  serving  the  students  through 
chapel  and  various  activities.  The  cha- 
pels inform  the  students  of  the  work 
of  Senate,  and  hopefully  they  will  also 
be  beneficial  to  the  students  in  their 
daily  lives.  Activities  such  as  book  re- 
sales, college  bowl  quizzing,  Bible 
quizzing,  and  Americans  for  America 
Week  help  the  students  in  various  areas 
of  their  lives.  The  Food  Drive.  March 
of  Dimes  Drive,  and  Ecology  Drive 
provide  a  means  of  serving  the  com- 
munity. The  Student  Senate  also 
hopes  to  be  an  example  to  others  by 
working  together  harmoniously  and 
applying  God's  wisdom  to  each  prob- 
lem that  arises. 

God's  wisdom  must  be  practiced  in 
all  areas  of  knowledge.  Proverbs  2  tells 
us  that  wisdom  is  needed  to  keep  one 
from  evil  and  to  walk  in  the  way  of 
life  and  truth.  The  purpose  of  Grace  is 
to  provide  this  wisdom,  and  I  pray 
that  tWs  vision  will  never  be  lost.       #

dent  lounge.  Removal  of  the  Science 
department  from  Philathea  will  make 
available  some  space  for  other  depart- 
ments. However,  the  lower  floor  of  the 
library,  now  in  use  as  classrooms,  must 
soon  be  vacated.  This  will  increase  the 
need  for  even  more  room  which  the 
addition  of  the  third  floor  in  Philathea 
would  provide.  Dr.  Humberd  stated 
the  cost  will  range  from  S850,000  for 
the  Science  Center  to  a  total  of 
SI, 200,000. 

At  the  Grace  Schools  Corporation 
meeting  (held  also  in  August)  reports 
of  balloting  showed  incumbent  trust- 
ees elected  to  serve  the  1974-77  term 
of  office  include  Kenneth  B.  Ashman, 
Glenn  W.  Baker,  R.  Douglas  Cassel. 
Raymond  E.  Gingrich,  Sr..  Sam  Hor- 
ney,  Richard  A.  Kriegbaum,  R.  Paul 
Miller.  Larry  W.  Poland  and  Larry 
Wedertz.  Executive  committee  elected 
for  1974-75  are:  Kenneth  B,  Ashman, 
chairman;  Richard  E.  Grant,  vice  chair- 
man: and  Richard  Holmes,  secretary. 
Members  at  large  are  Glenn  A.  Baker, 
Paul  E.  Dick  and  F.  Thomas  Inman. 

Paul  Chappell,  business  manager,  re- 
ported that  the  assets  of  the  schools 
have  increased  almost  5500,000.  He 
also  noted  that  the  corporation  will 
again  finish  in  the  black  with  a  pre- 
audit  report  showing  a  surplus  of  ap- 
proximately 515,000  for  1973-74. 

The  Board  received  a  report  on  the 
administrative  and  institutional  goals 
for  the  1974-75  school  year  from  Dr. 
Vance  Yoder.  acting  academic  dean  of 
the  college,  and  Dr.  Homer  A.  Kent, 
Jr.,  dean  of  the  seminary. 

In  addition  to  our  general  aims 
which  do  not  change  yearly,  the  fol- 
lowing goals  were  listed: 

"Ministering  within  a  balanced  bud- 
get to  a  combined  student  body  in  ex- 
cess of  one  thousand,  and  providing 
for  them  a  higli  quality  of  education 
with  a  strong  Christian  emphasis. 

"Providing  attractive  working  con- 
ditions for  the  faculty  which  will  en- 
able them  to  make  the  best  use  of 
their  training  and  teaching  ability,  sub- 
ject to  the  limitations  imposed  by 
available  finances  and  institutional 
policy. 

"Challenging  each  faculty  member 


at  the  outset  of  the  year  to  obligate 
himself  not  only  to  teach  effectively  in 
the  classroom,  but  also  to  exemplify 
his  own  spiritual  commitment  by  per- 
sonal faithfulness  to  God  in  all  areas 
including  the  local  church. 

"Confronting  every  student  with  a 
clear  and  continuing  challenge  to 
Christian  commitment. 

"Exploration  of  buUding  needs, 
especially  in  the  areas  of  the  natural 
sciences,  the  fine  arts,  and  student 
housing. 

"Providing  daily  chapel  programs 
that  are  carefully  planned  so  as  to  in- 
form and  inspire  students  in  various 
areas  of  Christian  life  and  ministry. 

"Use  of  the  January  semester  break 
for  special  programs,  such  as  seminars 
to  the  Holy  Land,  visits  to  Christian 
mission  fields,  and  other  curricular  and 
cocurricular  innovations." 

Dr.  Kent  stated  the  seminary  has 
these  additional  specific  goals: 

"Continually  preparing  men  and 
women  of  evangelical  denominations 
for  Christian  careers,  with  special  at- 
tention to  the  preparing  of  pastors, 
missionaries,  and  teachers. 

"Encouraging  the  Department  of 
World  Missions  and  Evangelism  to  de- 
velop a  program  of  greater  appeal  to 
students  in  the  seminary. 

"Encouraging  the  Department  of 
Christian  Education  in  its  efforts  to 
strengthen  its  program  toward  church- 
oriented  ministries. 

"Consideration  of  ways  to  enlarge 
the  pastoral  intern  program  to  increase 
its  attractiveness  to  students  and  to 
churches." 

Dr.  Yoder  said  the  college  has  these 
additional  special  goals: 

"Production  of  a  comprehensive 
self-study  document  which  will  lead  to 
a  favorable  on-site  examination  in  the 
fall  of  1975  and  subsequent  recogni- 
tion of  Grace  College  as  a  fully  ac- 
credited institution. 

"Production  of  a  Teacher  Educa- 
tion Handbook  wlrich  will  effectively 
serve  students,  faculty,  and  cooperat- 
ing area  teachers  involved  in  our  teach- 
er-education programs. 

"Expansion  of  our  placement  ser- 
vice tor  college  alumiri  and  graduating 
seniors."  W

The  future  is  extremely  bright  for 
Christian  education.  In  an  era  when 
even  state  universities  are  experiencing 
a  dechne  in  enrollment  and  empty 
dorms.  Christian  colleges  such  as  Grace 
are  showing  record  enrollments. 

Christian  Day  Schools  are  turning 
away  applicants,  while  in  Chicago 
alone  there  is  great  concern  over  the 
empty  classrooms  projected  for  this 
coming  fall.  Yes.  the  future  is  briglit 
and  holds  many  ".  .  .  great  and  mighty 
things,  which  thou  knowest  not"(Jer. 
33:3). 

However,  the  bridge  between  the 
present  and  the  luminous  future  could 
be  a  shaky  one.  A  great  number  of 
Christian  colleges  across  the  country, 
including  Grace,  depend  on  federal 
government  programs  to  assist  stu- 
dents financially.  Unfortunately,  the 
government  is  decreasing  the  amounts 
designated  for  the  various  federally 
funded  programs  such  as:  the  Supple- 
mental Educational  Opportunity 
Grant,  the  National  Direct  Student 
Loan,  and  the  College  Work-Study 
Program. 

This  present  trend  can  be  seen  by 
examining  the  total  amount  of  federal 
funds  received  by  Grace  College  stu- 
dents in  the  past  three  years  compared 
with  the  total  amount  received  for  this 
coming  year  along  with  the  enrollment 
figures. 

This  is  more  than  a  45  percent  de- 
crease in  funds  received  from  the 
federal  government  in  only  four  years 
and  a  5  percent  increase  per  year  in 
enrollment.  This  could  have  a  serious 
affect  on  the  student  who  desires  a 
Christian  education.  As  the  federal 
government  attempts  to  eliminate  the 
grant  programs  (SEOG),  the  low- 
interest  loan  program  (NDSL),  and  the 
beneficial  work-study  program 
(CWSP),  there  is  not  much  on  the  hori- 
zon to  replace  them.  The  student  is 
going  to  be  forced  to  seek  other 
sources  such  as  Federally  Insured 
Loans  througli  his  local  bank  at  a  high-

er  interest  rate.  With  the  present  state 
of  the  economy,  these  loans  are  be- 
coming more  difficult  to  acquire. 

These  current  developments  war- 
rant the  need  for  new  sources  of  finan- 
cial aids,  and  building  up  the  present 
sources.  Areas  such  as  the  President's 
Fund,  which  is  a  revolving  loan  fund 
for  the  students  through  Grace 
Schools,  needs  to  be  emphasized  by 
our  alumni  and  our  Brethren  pastors 
and  churches.  There  is  also  a  need  for 


continuing    scholarships    to    comple- 
ment the  loan  program. 

The  time  to  begin  expanding  our 
present  financial  aid  structure  and  add- 
ing to  it  is  now.  The  potential  for 
financial  aid  in  the  future  is  beyond 
our  greatest  dreams  as  we  depend  on 
an  infinite  God.  The  figures  presented 
earlier  paint  a  clear  picture  of  what 
can  be  expected  from  federal  sources. 
However,  the  same  figures  of  increased 
enrollment  reveal  the  beautiful  picture 
of  what  the  future  can  hold  for  Chris- 
tian education  as  we  follow  the  leading 
of  our  God  in  the  development  of  our 
own  sound  financial  aid  program.      #

Reflections  By  Still  Waters 


Hold  it,  Seal  Beach 

and  Gallon! 

I  have 


a  suggestion!  ^^ 


Could  it  be  that  it  is  time  to  bring 
back  the  Pony  Express?  After  all,  a 
sundry  of  other  styles  from  past  gener- 
ations are  returning.  Why  not  bring 
back  this  mode  of  transportation? 
Having  been  raised  in  the  era  of  the 
penny  postcard,  two  mail  deliveries  a 
day  and  one  on  Saturday,  it  is  difficult 
for  me  to  adjust  to  the  current  ideas  of 
the  U.S.  Mail  service.  Two  recent  ex- 
amples that  have  been  brought  to  my 
attention  are  evidence  of  the  existing 
problem.  Recently,  or  maybe  not  too 
recently,  a  box  oi Daily  Devotions  was 
mailed  to  our  Gallon,  Ohio,  church. 
The  distance  is  about  one  hundred 
eighty  miles  from  Winona  Lake,  how- 
ever, there  must  be  difficult  terrain  to 
cover  between  here  and  there.  The 
package  went  at  the  breakneck  pace  of 
three  miles  a  day,  arriving  in  Gallon 
sixty-three  days  from  the  mailing  date. 
That  was  just  slightly  faster  than  one 
being  towed  the  same  distance  by  a 
team  of  turtles. 

We  were  about  to  give  the  prize  to 
Gallon  for  the  best  service  of 
1974  .  .  .  but  hold  on.  We  were  too 
hasty  in  our  judgments  because  Seal 
Beach,  California,  reported  nondeliv- 
ery of  a  package.  In  checking  at  the 
post  office  Seal  Beach  found  the  mails 
were  getting  there  at  a  good  pace,  but 
the  local  postal  group  became  so  fond 
of  our  BMH  materials  they  could  not 
turn  them  loose.  They  were  held  at  the 
office  for  ninety  days! 

Note  the  following  as  evidence  of 
present-day  progress.  If  I  want  to  mail 
a  letter  to  my  neiglrbors  on  our  rural 
route  and  I  drop  the  letter  in  the  local 
post  office,  they  dispatch  it  to  South 
Bend,  Indiana,  and  South  Bend  brings 


it  back  to  my  neighbor.  The  letter  has 
now  traveled  some  one  hundred  miles. 
My  suggestion-why  not  return  to  the 
Pony  Express? 

Out  of  curiosity  I  got  down  the 
World  Book  the  other  evening.  This  is 
what  I  found.  It  took  the  Pony  Ex- 
press 10  days  to  move  the  mail  1,995 
miles.  This  is  just  a  little  better  than 
the  Gallon,  Ohio,  run  of  63  days  to 
cover  180  miles.  Each  rider  took  2 
minutes  at  each  stop-slightly  better 
than  the  90-day-stop  at  Seal  Beach. 
But  get  tliis-they  lost  the  mail  only 
once  in  650,000  miles  of  riding.  Tliis 
feat  was  accomplished  even  while 
fighting  off  Indians  and  robbers.  It  was 
much  better  than  our  present  service 
when  all  the  average  postman  has  to 
fight  off  is  a  few  mosquitoes,  a  French 
poodle,  and  the  neighbor's  calico  cat. 
May  I  add  that  this  venture  with  the 
Pony  Express  started  in  1860  and 
lasted  only  one  year.  My  personal 
opinion  is  that  it  worked  too  well, 
therefore,  had  no  place  in  the  system 
of  getting  mail  to  the  right  place  on 
time. 

Seriously,  it  is  frustrating  to  try  to 
live  with  the  present-day  methods  of 
efficient  performance.  To  get  the  mail 
delivered  or  the  repairman  to  show  up 
once  in  awhile  after  you  call  can  be  a 
major  achievement.  We  are  living  in  a 
world  where  inflation  is  enemy  num- 
ber one  today,  but  deflation  may  be 
the  biggest  problem  next  month. 
Everytime  we  turn  around  it  looks  like

another  problem  is  about  to  overtake 
us.  If  there  is  not  a  war- wait  a  couple 
of  hours  and  someone  will  start  one.  If 
you  are  feeling  good-just  hold  on,  a 
friend  will  be  by  to  tell  you  how  bad  it 
is  with  him. 

So  you  say  to  yourself .  .  .  What  is 
the  use  of  it  anyway?  Well,  I  contend 
it  is  not  all  bad.  There  are  some  bright 
spots  if  we  take  a  look.  The  mail  may 
be  slow  now  and  then,  but  there  is 
quick  communication  with  heaven. 
God  is  not  bound  up  or  too  busy  to 
listen.  Certainly,  the  repairman  may 
take  an  extra  week  to  come  by  to  fix 
your  TV,  but  it  might  be  a  good  time 
to  get  the  family  together  and  see 
what  they  all  look  like  in  living  color.

The  conclusion  is  in 
the  form  of  a  fellowship  dinner  and 
program  for  seminar  personnel,  board 
members,  office  staff,  retired  mission- 
aries, and  the  respective  husbands  and 
wives.

tended  this  year's  dinner,  held  at  the 
Winona  Lake  Brethren  Church  where 
the  tasty  meal  was  prepared  and  served 
by  none  other  than  accomplished  chef 
Pastor  Charles  Ashman.  He  is  not  only 
pastor  of  the  church,  but  was  this 
year's  national  conference  moderator 
as  well. 

This  occasion  on  Monday  evening, 
July  29,  was  also  considered  the  begin- 
ning of  the  annual  meeting  of  the 
Board  of  Trustees,  which  continued 
with  morning,  afternoon,  and  evening 
sessions   througli   Thursday.  Some  of 


the  decisions  made  at  that  meeting  are 
listed  here: 

1)  The  resignation  of  the  Ray  Davis 
family  from  the  Puerto  Rico  work 
was  accepted,  with  great  regret. 

2)  Field  superintendents  were  reap- 
pointed as  follows:  Argentina- 
Solon  Hoyt;  Brazil— George  John- 
son; Central  African  Republic— Roy 
Snyder;  Chad— Jake  Kliever;  Eur- 
ope—Tom Julien;  Mexico— Walter 
Haag. 

3)  Term  Missionaries:  A  plan  was 
adopted  to  make  a  place  in  the  for- 
eign missions  program  for  term  mis- 
sionaries-that  is,  those  who  meet 
qualifications  but  do  not  feel  called

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to  a  career  in  missions.  Term  mis- 
sionaries would  serve  under  four- 
year  appointments. 

4)  College  scholarship  aid  to  mission- 
ary children  was  increased  by  25 
percent,  making  an  annual  total  of 
$560  available  to  those  who  meet 
the  requirements. 

5)  Support  of  missionary  children 
(under  age  eigliteen)  living  in  the 
States  was  raised. 

6)  Reimbursement  for  missionary 
travel  on  deputation  was  raised 
from  ten  cents  to  twelve  cents  per 
mile. 

7)  Action  on  kidnapping:  That  if  any 
missionary  personnel,  or  staff  per- 
sonnel while  traveling,  should  be 
kidnap  victims,  "the  Foreign  Mis- 
sionary Society  goes  on  record  as 
refusing  to  pay  ransom  demands  or 
submitting  to  extortion  tactics  of 
any  form.  Everything  will  be  done 
to  care  for  the  physical  needs  and 


comfort  of  the  family,  and  prayer 
will  be  offered  to  the  Lord  for  the 
safe  return  of  the  Lord's  servant— 
but  the  Lord's  funds  will  not  be 
used  to  gratify  the  greed  of  evil 
men  or  to  finance  their  wicked 
deeds." 

During  the  national  conference 
week,  the  joint  Home  and  Foreign  Mis- 
sions Rally  was  held  on  Sunday  after- 
noon. The  foreign  missions  hour  took 
place  in  a  simulated  restaurant  scene 
where  a  group  of  pastors  and  wives 
had  just  finished  a  meal  and  Foreign 
Secretary  John  Zielasko  was  proceed- 
ing to  conduct  an  informal  question- 
and-answer  period  as  he  does  when 
visiting  various  districts  of  the  Fellow- 
ship for  this  purpose.  In  this  instance 
"resource  personnel"  in  the  form  of 
furlougli  missionaries  were  available  to 
answer  questions  in  person. 

On  Tuesday  morning  the  foreign 
missions    hour    included    the    annual 


corporation  meeting,  a  pictoral  chal- 
lenge from  the  new  field  of  South 
Brazil  by  Tim  Farner  (this  slide-tape 
presentation  is  now  available  from  the 
audio-visuals  department),  a  message 
by  Tom  Julien  from  France,  and  the 
dedication  of  new  missionaries- the 
Gary  Austins.  The  foreign  missions 
luncheon  was  a  noon  hour  feature  and 
more  than  two  hundred  persons  were 
in  attendance. 

Through  the  conference  week 
"Aunt  Alys"  (Mexico  missionary,  Mrs. 
Walter  Haag)  conducted  Missionary 
Helpers  meetings  niglitly,  the  climax 
coming  with  the  MHC  Rally  on  Friday 
afternoon.  With  more  than  one  hun- 
dred boys  and  girls  attending  each 
night,  there's  no  doubt  that  these 
meetings  were  "action-packed." 

No  wonder  that  on  the  part  of  for- 
eign missions  personnel,  siglis  of  relief 
accompanied  the  pleasant  memories  at 
the  end  of  the  three  weeks!  W

EVANGELICALS  OFFERED 
PROPERTY  BY  CENTRAL 
AFRICAN  REPUBLIC 

His  Excellency,  President  Jean-Bedel  Bokassa,  in  the 
presence  of  his  Council  of  Ministers,  donated  to  the  Asso- 
ciation of  Evangelicals  of  Africa  and  Madagascar  (A.E.A.M.) 
a  choice  seven-acre  piece  of  property  for  the  construction 
of  a  theological  seminary  in  Bangui.  The  offer  was  made 
when  the  General  Secretary  of  the  A.E.A.M.,  Dr.  Byang  H. 
Kato,  accompanied  by  a  small  delegation  of  Protestant  pas- 
tors, called  at  the  President's  palace  to  present  the  need  for 
such  a  school. 

The  property  is  located  on  Avenue  Bokassa  very  near  the 
University  Bokassa  and  is  surrounded  by  schools.  The  site 
being  one  block  from  the  university,  the  President  also 
granted  permission  for  the  staff  and  students  of  the  semi- 
nary to  use  the  various  university  libraries.

A  presidential  order  directing  the  creation  of  a  private 
theological  school  also  states  that  the  school  will  be  fully 
autonomous  under  the  administration  of  the  A.E.A.M. 
While  open  primarily  to  African  and  Malagasy  students,  the 
school  will  accept  students  of  any  nationality. 

In  thanking  the  President  for  this  generous  offer.  Dr. 
Kato  affirmed  that  he  would  report  his  impressions  to  the 
Theological  Commission  of  the  A.E.A.M.  for  their  final  de- 
cision on  the  siting  of  the  graduate  school.  The  Nigerian- 
born  theologian  also  expressed  appreciation  for  the  fact 
that  his  Excellency  took  time  out  of  a  very  busy  schedule, 
since  President  Leopold  Senghor  of  Senegal  was  also  on  an 
official  visit  to  the  Republic. 

The  Minister  of  Public  Works,  Mr.  Franc,  has  observed 
that  a  school  of  this  nature  would  help  the  Central  African 
Republic  spiritually  and  morally.  "I  see  this  move  as  being 
right  in  the  spirit  of  'Operation  Bokassa,'  our  national  de- 
velopment programme,"  he  said.-A.E.A.M.,  Nairobi.  March 
1974,  as  quoted  in  Theological  News  for  April-June  1974.

IBERIAN   CONGRESS  ON 
EVANGELISM 

Madrid  (MNS)— The  first  Iberian  Congress  on  Evangeliza- 
tion ended  Saturday  niglit,  June  8,  1974,  with  a  stirring 
hymn  by  a  three  hundred-voice  choir.  Preparation  for  this 
congress  had  been  going  on  for  over  two  years. 

CISE  (Congreso  Iberico  Sobre  Evangelizacion)  convened 
in  one  of  the  most  adequate  and  beautiful  meeting  halls  in 
Europe,  the  Congress  and  Exposition  Palace  of  Madrid. 
Nearly  twelve  hundred  registered  delegates  and  observers 
(including  twenty-two  international  observers  from  seven 
nations)  attended  the  sessions.  In  the  public  evening  meet- 
ings the  number  of  participants  doubled.  Thirty-five  organi- 
zations, denominations,  and  service  missions  were  repre- 
sented. 

Prepared  papers  and  Bible  messages  came  from  such 
well-known  theologians  and  writers  as  Samuel  Escobar,  Jose 
Martinez.  Jose  Grau,  Fernando  Vangioni.  Francisco 
Lacueva,  Jose  Borras,  and  Luis  Palau. 

Previous  to  the  actual  congress  the  Madrid  churches  held  i 
united  prayer  meetings  and  participated  in  distribution  of : 
invitations  to  the  public  meetings.  More  than  one  hundred  I 
thousand  invitations  were  printed  and  given  out.  The  con- 1 
gress  coordinator  and  executive  secretary.  Dr.  Ruben  Gil,  ' 
was  interviewed  by  the  National  Radio  of  Spain.  A  front 
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page  column  in  one  of  the  major  newspapers  of  Madrid 
heralded  news  of  the  congress- both  "firsts"  for  evangeh- 
cals  in  Spain. 

The  Iberian  Congress  on  Evangelization  resulted  from  a 
resolution  by  the  Spanish  and  Portuguese  believers  in 
Amsterdam  during  the  European  Congress  held  in  1971. 

Each  day's  activities  began  with  a  devotional  period  fol- 
lowed by  the  presentation  of  a  major  paper.  Study  groups 
discussed  the  papers  and  the  conclusions  reached  will  have  a 
great  impact  on  personal  and  church  evangelism. 

An  atmosphere  of  love  prevailed.  And  the  host  of  long- 
suppressed  evangelicals  flowered  under  the  freedom  and 
status  of  meeting  in  the  prestigeous  Palace  of  Congresses,  an 
unprecedented  privilege  granted  by  the  government. 

On  the  last  day,  June  8,  several  churches  in  Spain  and 
Portugal  chartered  buses  and  came  long  distances.  Nearly 
three  thousand  attended  the  closing  three-hour  session.

A  Category  for  You? 


Because  of  the  many  phases  of  meaning  associated  with 
the  word  "missionary,"  it  is  not  easy  to  formulate  accurate 
categories  of  missionaries.  Nevertheless,  an  attempt  is  being 
made  to  do  so  here  in  order  that  Christians  may  be  made 
aware  that  the  Foreign  Missionary  Society  of  the  Brethren 
Church  does  make  provision  for  various  types  of  missionary 
service. 

1.  Career  missionary— This  position  is  the  backbone  of 
the  missionary  program.  EtTective  evangelism  and  church 
planting  cannot  be  accomplished  without  people  who  are 
completely  dedicated  to  the  missionary  task  over  an  ex- 
tended time  period.  It  takes  time  to  learn  a  language  and  to 
adjust  to  a  different  culture.  It  takes  time  to  get  to  know 
people  and  to  gain  their  respect  and  confidence.  It  takes 
time  to  evangelize,  to  teach  and  train  leaders,  and  to  plant 
churches.  This  is  our  greatest  personnel  need. 

2.  Missionary  associate— This  category  is  still  under 
study.  It  is  a  designation  that  would  be  held  by  all  newly 
appointed  personnel  during  a  probationary  period.  It  also 
embraces  service  ministries  and  personnel  whose  qualifi- 
cations differ  from  the  career  missionary. 

3.  Term  missionary -The  program  is  designed  for  those 
who  are  desirous  of  dedicating  at  least  four  years  of  their 
lives  to  foreign  mission  service  but  do  not  feel  called  to  a 
career  in  missions.  Candidates  must  possess  the  spiritual 
qualities  and  the  basic  skills  needed  on  the  field  where  they 
plan  to  serve. 

4.  TIME  missionary-A  missionary  program  for  young 
people  operated  in  cooperation  with  the  Christian  Educa- 
tion Department.  It  provides  opportunities  for  short-term 
service  on  mission  fields,  and  is  designed  to  give  yoimg 
people  an  exposure  to  the  life,  problems,  opportunities,  and 
challenges  of  the  mission  field.  Programs  differ  from  field 


to  field,  providing  young  people  with  varied  opportunities 
to  use  their  talents  for  the  Lord.  The  program's  duration  is 
anywhere  from  two  to  twenty-four  months  on  the  field. 

The  foreign  mission  office  will  be  glad  to  furnish  more 
details  on  any  particular  category  that  is  of  special  interest 
to  you.

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Honor  To  Whom  Honor  Is  Due 


Dr.  Floyd  W.  Taber  served  the  Afri- 
ca mission  of  the  Brethren  Church  as  a 
healer  of  bodies  and  souls  for  more 
than  thirty-five  years.  In  July  1973, 
before  his  return  to  the  United  States 
for  retirement,  the  government  of  the 
Central  African  Republic  presented 
him  with  a  medal  in  honor  of  long  and 
faithful  service  to  the  African  people. 

The  presentation  was  carried  out  by 
Mr.  Andre  Dieuadonne  Magale,  the 
Minister  of  Health  and  also  acting  head 
of  the  government  while  President 
Bokassa  was  away  on  an  official  visit. 
After  Mr.  Magale  spoke  and  pinned  the 
medal  on  Dr.  Taber,  pictures  were 
taken  and  Dr.  Taber  responded  in 
Sango. 

Among  those  present  for  the  occa- 
sion were  Mr.  Magale's  assistant;  also. 
Dr.  Simon  Bedaya  Ngaro,  an  African, 
head  doctor  of  the  Bangui  hospital; 
the  French  director  of  the  entire  medi- 
cal training  program  of  the  govern- 
ment; and  various  other  functionaries 
of  the  medical  field.  Representing  the 
mission  were  Donald  Hocking,  who 
was  the  field  superintendent  at  the 
time;  Noel  Gaiwaka,  president  of  the 
Union  of  African  Brethren  Churches; 
Paul  Moehama,  secretary-treasurer  of 
the  Union;  and  Isaac  Bodaon,  vice 
president  of  the  Union. 

The  entire  ceremony  lasted  only 
about  ten  minutes,  but  afterwards  the 
reporters  besieged  Mr.  Hocking  to  give 
details  on  Dr.  Taber's  life  and  work. 
As  a  result  a  nice  resume  was  featured 
three  times  on  Radio  Bangui. 

Dr.  and  Mrs.  Taber  went  to  France 
in  1927  so  that  Dr.  Taber  could  study 
medicine.  After  completing  the  years 
of  training,  the  Taber  family  arrived 
on  the  field  in  1937,  and  Dr.  Taber 
began  his  work  of  heaUng  the  sick, 
preaching  the  Gospel,  training  African 
nurses,  and  enlarging  the  number  of 
dispensaries  until  at  present  there  are 
seventeen.  He  was  vitally  interested  in

the  spiritual  needs  of  the  patients,  and 
was  instrumental  in  setting  up  the  pro- 
gram for  all  the  African  nurses  to  take 
two  years  of  Bible  institute  work  be- 
fore receiving  the  title  of  "medical 
evangelists."  Then  after  graduation 
they  are  truly  able  to  care  for  the 
spiritual  as  weU  as  the  physical  needs 
of  their  patients. 

In  1958,  when  the  new  hospital  was 
opened  at  Boguila,  the  Tabers  moved 
there  to  live  and  work  until  their  re- 
tirement in  1973.  For  more  than 
thirty-five  years  Dr.  Taber  poured  out 
his  life  for  the  African  people  so  that 
they  might  truly  be  healthy  in  body, 
soul,  and  spirit. 

The  honor  received  from  the 
government  in  1973  was  a  fitting  cli- 
max to  Dr.  Taber's  life  work,  which 
has  been  wholly  dedicated  to  Jesus 
Christ,  his  Lord.  Many  people  in  Afri- 
ca   could    give   testimony   concerning 


what  Dr.  Taber  and  the  medical  work 
have  meant  to  them.  A  couple  of 
months  before  he  left  Africa  he  was 
visited  by  a  man  of  higli  rank  in  the 
C.A.R.  army,  who  said  he  wanted  to 
thank  Dr.  Taber  for  the  medical  help 
he  had  given  to  the  African  people  in 
Bangui  when  he  worked  with  the 
government  during  the  war  years.  The 
army  man  said:  "Most  of  the  doctors 
were  interested  only  in  the  white 
people  and  their  needs,  but  you  took 
care  of  my  father  and  many  other 
Africans,  and  I  want  to  thank  you." 

The  missionaries  in  Africa  want  to 
add  their  appreciation  and  thanks  to 
Dr.  Taber,  too.  He  served  them  long 
and  well.  He  was  always  interested  in 
their  spiritual  needs  as  well  as  their 
bodily  ailments. 

Dr.  Taber  has  received  an  earthly 
reward,  but  we  know  that  he  is  look- 
ing forward  to  meeting  his  Lord  and 
Saviour  face  to  face,  and  then  he  shall 
receive  that  heavenly  and  eternal  re- 
ward that  will  never  fade  or  pass  away.

A  letter 
of  opposite  opinion  appeared  in  the  August  17  issue.  The  following 
letters  make  it  obvious  that  there  is  not  "complete  agreement"  on 
the  subject.-ClVr 

Thank  you!  Thank  you!  for  your  "letter  to  the  editor" 
published  in  the  August  17th  issue  of  the  Herald. 

"Indiana"  expresses  very  well  what  I  feel.  I  also  feel  it  is 
not  the  outward  appearance  that  God  is  concerned  with.  It 
is  what  is  on  our  hearts  that  should  be  of  concern. 

Hopefully,  we  wUl  not  get  so  "wrapped"  up  with  what 
to  wear  to  church  that  we  miss  the  true  meaning  of  wor- 
ship .  —Pennsylvania 

The  discussion  by  "Indiana"  (in  the  Herald  of  August 
17)  is  due  some  serious  scrutiny.  The  formality  or  informal- 
ity of  women's  garb,  and  even  the  current  fad  of  breeches, 
is  really  secondary.  However,  we  need  be  cautious  that  we 
do  not  bypass,  ignore  or  try  to  explain  away  Deuteronomy 
22:5. 

This  much  in  favor  of  pants:  They  do  cover  a  lot  of 
present-day  nakedness.  Yes,  Titus  2:1-5  is  important;  but 
how  about  I  Peter  3:3-4,  and  especially  I  Timothy  2:9-10? 
Note  that  word  "modest,"  which  evidently  we  have  tried  to 
eliminate  from  our  vocabulary  and  our  thoughts. 

If  not  pants,  then  wear  nothing!  So  much  human  tlesh  is 
exposed  today  that  little  is  left  to  the  imagination.  Especial- 
ly when  the  wearer  stoops,  sits,  or  crosses  limbs.  And  here 
they  parade  down  the  church  aisles  and  occupy  seats  in  the 
choir  loft! 

Such  styles  are  the  world's  standard  and  practice.  And 
what  is  the  "harvest"  of  this  corrupt  seed  sowing?— gross 
immorality,  and  rampant  exercise  of  rape.  It  would  almost 
seem  that  such  victims  are  inviting  attacks.  As  to  our  fore- 
parents  worshiping  in  "sackcloth,"  be  assured  such  garment 
was  more  than  a  scant  ruffle  around  the  waist! 

Don't  tell  me  the  Scriptures  are  silent  as  to  legalistic 
standards.  God  requires  godliness,  and  the  outstanding  sign 
is  that  of  shunning  the  fashions  of  this  world!  (I  John 
2:15). 

Indiana's  conclusions  smack  loudly  of  Judges  17:6  and 
21:25,  every  person  doing  what  seemed  right  in  his  or  her 
own  eyes.  And  note  the  sad  adversity  and  calamity  there- 
with resulting.—  Washington 

In  answer  to  the  letter  in  the  Herald  of  August  1 7,  1974. 
What  about  our  youth  and  the  way  they  dress?  Luke 


17:2  and  Matthew  18:6  says  we  as  parents  should  set  the 
example  for  them.

Last  summer  we  went  to  hear  him  at 
Centerville,  Michigan.  I  was  so  ashamed  that  I  let  the  hem 
down  on  some  of  my  dresses.  My  husband  asked  that  I  not 
wear  slacks  or  shorts  to  our  Wednesday  morning  prayer 
meeting  (ladies)  and  I  no  longer  feel  this  to  be  unreason- 
able. It's  time  to  get  back  to  what  the  Bible  teaches.

Motivation 


Leaning  happens  when  somehow  an 
individual  becomes  vitally  involved  with  stuff 
that  captures  his  attention  long  enough  to 
make  him  want  it  to  be  part  of  him. 

So,  here  stands  "Teacher  Wompmaester" 
wondering,  with  only  a  moment's  hesitation, 
how  can  1  make  them  want  it  to  be  part  of 
them?  A  twinkling  eye  and  a  broad  grin 
signals  another  dilemma  solved.  "That's  the 
Holy  Spirit's  job!"  At  that  his  class 
yawns  and  we  almost  wonder  if  the  Holy 
Spirit  does  too. 

An  integral  part  of  the  art  of  teaching  is 
first  gaining  a  hearing  with  your  prospective 
learners.  With  a  shaven  head  and  digging 
himself  out  of  his  house,  Ezekiel  first 
gained  a  hearing.  With  a  "Consider  the 
lillies"  or  "Bring  me  a  coin,"  Jesus  first 
gained  a  hearing.  With  a  "These  men  are  not 
drunk,"  Peter  first  gained  a  hearing.  And 
it  happens  in  schools  across  the  nation 
every  day.  (Sometimes  that  hearing  is 
gained  by  a  subtle  threat  of  the 
consequences— a  grade  book.) 

In  any  case,  teaching  that  produces 
learning  begins  by  gaining  a  hearing. 
Whether  by  demonstrating  the  need, 
illustrating  a  life-oriented  application,  or 
building  on  a  known  interest,  it  must 
happen  in  your  Sunday  School  class  or 
pulpit  this  Sunday  if  learning  is  to  be  a 
part  of  your  teaching.  W

LEARNING  AIMS  WITH   TEACHER  ACOUNTABILITY" 


Public  school  teachers  in  several 
states  are  on  the  verge  of  revolt  over 
the  issue  of  "accountability.  "  To  what 
extent  is  a  school  district  entitled  to 
demand  a  measurable  product  in  stu- 
dent knowledge  as  a  condition  for  a 
teacher's  employment?  Jlie  issue  is 
complicated  by  politics  and  side  issues 
and  will  continue  to  be  a  burning  issue 
in  the  world  of  education. 

Tlte  accountability  crisis  however 
should  cause  us  to  turn  our  attention 
to  our  Sunday  Schools.  As  long  as  we 
are  content  with  abstract  and  un- 
measurable  teaching  aims,  the  product 
in  learning  will  tend  to  be  the  same. 

Abstract  Aims  and 
Specific  Learning  Aims 

As  a  very  young  preacher  I  was  en- 
couraged to  write  out  an  aim  for  every 
sermon  I  prepared.  This  was  a  helpful 
discipline  but  in  checking  those  ser- 
mons I  discovered  that  many  of  the 
aims  I  had  written  out  were  so  broad 
or  so  abstract  that  it  would  have  been 
very  difficult  to  measure  whether  or 
not  I  had  been  successful  in  reaching 
the  aim.  To  the  extent  that  my  aim 
was  unrealistic  or  unmeasurable  you 
could  say  that  I  was  not  really  accept- 
ing accountability  for  the  achievement 
of  that  aim.  Consider  another  ex- 
ample-this  time  for  the  schoolteacher. 

TEACHER   A 

Aim  for  the  class  period:  To  teach  my 
class  about  coin  values  and 
counting  money. 

TEACHER   B 

Aim  for  the  class  period:  By  the  end

of  this  class  hour,  50  percent  of 
my  students  will  be  able  to  se- 
lect coins  to  equal  a  specified 
amount  of  money. 

Specific   Aims  Mean  Accountability. 


Both  teachers  might  pursue  the  teach- 
ing process  in  a  similar  way.  The  big 
difference  is  the  question  of  "account- 
ability." Teacher  A  (if  consistent  with 
his  aim)  will  never  have  to  accept  ac- 
countability for  failure  or  success  in 
teaching.  Through  the  discipline  of  a 
specific  aim.  Teacher  B  becomes  ac- 
countable for  success  or  failure  in  the 
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Teacher  Wompmaester's  heart  is  in  the  right  place  but  he's  hurtin'  for  clear  and  definite 
direction.  If  our  aims  are  not  specific  and  measurable  we  might  just  as  well  make  it  our  aim 
to  "make  something  in  someone  somewhat  better."  But,  on  the  other  hand,  if  we  make  our 
aims  broad  enough  there's  no  real  threat  of  failure! 
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teaching  process. 

Three  Kinds  of  Aims 

In  his  book.  Teaching  for  Results. 
Dr.  Findley  B.  Edge  notes  that  in  Sun- 
day School  we  are  interested  in  three 
kinds  of  aims:  The  Knowledge  Aim 
has  to  do  with  the  actual  mastery  of 
Bible  facts;  Tlie  Inspiration  Aim  has  to 
do  with  leading  our  class  into  more 
Christ-like  attitudes  and  feelings;  The 
Conduct-Response  Aim  is  directed 
toward  a  change  in  behavior  patterns 
through  the  application  of  Bible 
knowledge. 

A  strong  commitment  to  increasing 
the  students'  knowledge  of  Scripture 
should   be   a   priority  in  our  Sunday 
Schools.   Nothing  too  lasting  can  be 
achieved  in  "conduct-response"  with- 
out a  strong  foundation  in  the  Word  of 
God.  Too  often  the  "Inspiration  aim" 
(valid  in  proper  balance),  has  been  the 
predominant    tradition    of    Sunday 
School.  Dr.  Edge  notes:  "We  are  begin- 
ning to  see  that  one  of  our  major 
teaching    problems    in    Sunday 
School  is  that  we  have  been  teach- 
ing such  vague  generalized  concepts 
that   everyone  who  attended  Sun- 
day School  could  agree  with  them 
,  but  fail  to  do  anything  specifically 
in  carrying  out  the  ideals.  For  this 
reason,  if  we  are  to  get  results  in 
Christian  living  our  teaching  must 
become  more  specific." 

A  Better  Way  to 
Invest  the  Class  Hour 

When  teachers  are  willing  to  be- 
come accountable  for  the  achieving  of 
specific,  measurable  results  in  Bible 
learning  they  will  also  see  the  impor- 
tance of  departmental  coordination. 
Each  part  of  the  class  hour  should  con- 
tribute to  the  specific  learning  aim. 
Children  (and  adults)  learn  best  and  re- 
tain far  longer  that  which  they  visual- 


ize and  experience.  Therefore,  teachers 
pursuing  specific  learning  aims  will  be 
anxious  to  incorporate  audio-visual 
aids  and  Bible  learning  activities.  The 
question  of  teacher  accountability  for 
student  learning  is  a  burning  issue  in 
the  world  of  education  today.  If  John- 
nie can't  read,  educators  are  correctly 
concerned  in  finding  out  who  failed. 

Accountability  in 
Sunday  School  Teaching 

Without  suggesting  an  absolute 
parallel,  the  fact  remains  that  actual 
achievement  in  Bible  knowledge  is  at  a 
very  low  ebb  in  the  church  today. 
Surely  a  call  for  "teacher  accountabili- 
ty" is  an  appropriate  one  for  our  Sun- 
day Schools.  We  have  a  predictable 
and  rather  minimal  number  of  hours 
available  during  a  child's  Sunday 
School  "career."  Every  one  of  these 
hours  should  be  invested  with  a  view 
toward  the  greatest  possible  return  in 
actual  Bible  learning.  The  major  pub- 
lishers of  Bible-centered  Sunday 
School  curriculum  are  making  great 
strides  in  emphasizing  the  investment 
of  the  total  Sunday  School  hour  to- 
ward reaching  specific  aims  in  Bible 
knowledge. 
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Sometimes  the  Truth  Hurts 

Human  nature  revolts  against  "ac- 
countability" since  there  is  always  the 
fear  of  revealed  failure.  Sunday  School 
teachers  also  resist  the  responsibility 
of  accountability.  As  long  as  we  are 
content  with  abstract  or  indefinable 
teaching  aims,  each  person  can  con- 
sider himself  successful  in  teaching. 
When  a  teacher  makes  himself  ac- 
countable for  a  specific  learning  aim  to 
be  achieved  in  a  specific  module  of 
time  and  is  willing  to  measure  the  re- 
sult, there  is  the  distinct  possibility  of 
failure.  And  that  makes  us  uncomfort- 
able! On  the  other  hand,  if  you  aim  at 
nothing,  you  can  hit  it  every  time.  The 
accountability  crisis  in  educational 
circles  today  is  really  just  a  new  em- 
phasis upon  an  old  principle-"The 
teacher  has  not  tauglit  until  the  pupil 
has  learned."  ^

"Get  Thee  Behind  Me, 
Satan"  Medals

No,  we  are  not  recommending  that 
you  purchase  one,  only  pointing  out 
there  is  opportunity  for  merchandising 
just  about  anything.  Recently  a  na- 
tionwide newspaper  carried  an  ad  for 
the  sale  of  exorcist  medals.  Part  of  the 
ad  proclaimed,  "We  believe,  like  many 
do,  that  certain  holy  medals,  scapulars, 
pictures  and  crucifixes  are  positive 
warning  signs  to  the  devil.  A  person  or 
home  without  Christian  protective 
symbols  may  be  a  tempting  target  for 
evil  spirits  to  lurk  and  multiply."  You 
are  given  three  choices  of  medals.  The 
twenty  dollar  model  is  solid  sterling 
silver  proof  with  serial  numbers  up  to 
9,750-a  limited  edition.  It  comes  in  a 
plush  presentation  case.  For  ten  dol- 
lars it  comes  in  bronze.  Then  for  three 
dollars,  you  can  purchase  a  deluxe 
laminated  plastic  wall  plaque  of  St. 
Benedict  with  booklet.  All  come  with 
a  "money-back  guarantee  if  not 
pleased."  I  guess  that  means  if  it  does 
not  work  riglit  you  can  get  a  refund  on 
the  whole  thing. 

It  all  adds  up  to  some  very  interest- 
ing claims  regarding  exorcism.  And  if

one  or  all  would  work,  you  must 
admit  the  price  is  right.  To  spend  three 
dollars  to  warn  the  devil  not  to  enter 
your  house  is  a  rather  cheap  price  to 
pay.  The  only  catch  here  is  that  the 
whole  matter  will  not  work.  It  appears 
this  formula  for  warding  off  the  devil 
is  not  the  same  concept  that  the 
Apostle  Paul  had  of  the  whole  situa- 
tion. He  set  forth  some  truths  about 
fleeing  from  Satan  as  well  as  the 
proper  Christian  armor  in  the  battle 
against  sin  and  Satan.  In  the  Book  of 
Ephesians,  obedience  to  the  Word  of 
God,  faith  and  prayer  are  put  forth  as 
the  main  sources  of  spiritual  strength. 
Yet,  it  seems  mankind  is  always 
looking  for  the  easy  formula  of  getting 
his  work  completed  for  him.  In  view 
of  this  ad,  I  am  certain  many  people 
will  send  in  their  money  to  buy  the 
special  silver  medal  with  a  serial  num- 
ber on  it— all  "privately  struck  by  the 
Franklin  Mint."  It  seems  so  urgent 
when  you  realize  only  three  hundred 


of  these  remain  in  the  reserve  stock. 
So,  "Order  Today,"  says  the  ad— don't 
delay.  To  be  able  to  defeat  Satan  in 
this  way  is  very  doubtful,  and  I  won- 
der how  many  will  not  be  pleased  and 
will  ask  for  their  money  back.  Super- 
stition is  not  an  outmoded  fallacy  of 
another  century.  It  is  alive  and  well 
and  on  the  planet  earth  today. 
(Sounds  familiar,  doesn't  it?) 

While  we  may  reject  the  concept  of 
medals  and  idols  with  some  degree  of 
scorn,  it  is  still  possible  to  be  ignoring 
the  scriptural  truths  regarding  sin  and 
the  devil.  Not  that  we  do  not  believe 
them,  but  rather  because  we  choose  to 
walk  in  our  own  ways.  Many  people  of 
twentieth  century  America  will  prob- 
ably not  bow  down  to  idols  of  stone 
and  metal,  but  neither  will  they  bow 
down  to  God's  way.  Rather,  they  seem 
to  selfishly  choose  the  trappings  of  our 
current  culture  and  times  and  make 
themselves  their  own  gods.  They  serve 
their  own  wishes  and  desires  and  intel- 
lects. Their  destiny  is  no  different  than 
the  idol  worshipers  because,  let's  face 
it,  that  is  what  they  really  are. 

God  used  love  to  defeat  ignorance 
and  sin.

We  had  a  delicious  potluck 
dinner  provided  by  all  the  missionaries 
on  Friday  night,  and  a  wonderful  pic- 
nic Saturday  evening  on  a  nearby  mesa 
overlooking  a  beautiful  New  Mexico 
canyon.  Surely  roasted  hotdogs. 
special-recipe  potato  salad  and  baked 
beans  plus  other  goodies,  were  never 
so  delicious.  Gourmet  food  made  gour- 
mands out  of  us  all!  (I  might  add  that 
the  boulders  which  served  as  benches 
proved  most  unyielding  as  the  evening 
progressed.)  Enjoying  this  special  pic- 
nic also  were  some  of  the  missionaries 
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Using  passages  from  I  Thessalonians 
with  a  missions  emphasis.  Rev.  Harold 
Dunning  warmed  and  challenged  hearts. 
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from  an  adjacent  mission.  Mr.  Robert 
Lathrop  proved  to  be  an  excellent 
chauffeur  as  he  expertly  maneuvered 
the  big  yellow  bus  along  the  tortuous 
road  which  wound  its  way  up  the 
mountain. 

Mr.  Shedd's  seminar  sessions  were 
extremely  beneficial  as  he  shared  from 
his  experience  as  a  Christian  teacher 
and  principal  of  a  Christian  school.  He 
discussed  classroom  discipline,  goals  of 
Christian  education  and  other  very 
practical  and  pertinent  subjects.  He 
showed  a  keen  awareness  of  the  partic- 
ular needs  of  the  Navajo  children. 
These  needs  are  being  met  through  the 
excellent  work  which  is  being  done  in 
the  boarding  school.  Knowing  God's 
promise  to  call  out  a  people  for  His 
name  from  every  tribe  and  nation,  I 
am  glad  to  be  a  part  of  a  church  that  is 
interested  in  the  Navajo  Indians. 

God  warmed  and  challenged  our 
hearts  by  His  Word  as  we  were  led 
througli  I  Thessalonians  by  Harold 
Dunning.  It  was  good  for  all  of  us  to 
consider  the  aims  and  obstacles  of  mis- 
sionary service  as  viewed  througli  the 
eyes  of  the  Apostle  Paul.  We  personal- 
ly were  challenged  to  follow  Paul  not 
only  in  giving  thanks  for  the  work  of 
faith  and  labor  of  love  of  these  mis- 
sionaries, but  to  put  our  faith  in 
Christ,  praying  for  the  performance  of 
His  purpose  among  the  Navajos. 

It  was  interesting  to  listen  in  on  the 
sessions  conducted  by  Supt.  Wedertz, 
as  well  as  Dr.  Lester  Pifer  and  Rev. 
Robert  Thompson,  as  they  reviewed 
the  history  of  the  Mission  and  pro- 
jected   some    exciting    plans    for    the 


future.  Time  and  again  Harold  and  I 
were  reminded  of  our  missionary  life 
in  far-off  Africa.  It  was  easy  to  em- 
pathize with  the  missionaries  at  Coun- 
selor: the  language  barrier,  the  cultural 
distinctives,  living  on  a  missionary 
compound.  Yes,  even  the  bumpy, 
dusty  roads  were  similar!  So  my  hus- 
band and  I  felt  a  kind  of  kinship  with 
these  dedicated  men  and  women  who 
have  come  to  serve  our  Lord  in  this 
remote  area  of  the  country. 

Our  last  day  at  the  Mission,  Sun- 
day, proved  to  be  filled  with  exciting 
things.  Following  the  conclusion  of 
the  morning  worship  sessions,  we  en- 
joyed a  delightful  "corn-on-the-cob 
feast"  with  the  Navajo  people.  Before 
going  to  the  chapel,  we  gathered  at  the 
new  Grace  Youth  Building  and  ob- 
served a  dedication  service  in  memory 
of  Grace  Trujillo.  In  the  atlernoon  the 
chapel  was  filled  as  a  host  of  Navajo 
friends  gathered  to  listen  to  the 
preaching  of  Pastor  Lee  Trujillo  who 
sliared  the  message  of  God  in  the 
Navajo  tongue.  After  supper  we  met 
again  for  our  final  meeting  which  in- 
cluded a  happy  time  of  singing  fol- 
lowed by  Robert  Thompson  focusing 
our  minds  on  some  of  the  priceless 
"gems"  lifted  from  the  treasure  chest 
of  John  17. 

The  Dunnings  will  long  remember 
their  brief  stay  in  Navajoland.  The 
dear  missionaries,  some  of  whom  were 
before  only  names  on  the  prayer  calen- 
dar, are  now  counted  as  warm  personal 
friends.  If  God  has  planned  a  return 
trip  for  us  some  time,  we  will  rejoice! 
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Building  in  "Site" 
at  Dillsburg 


The  first  shovel  of  earth  was  moved 
in  preparation  for  a  new  building  pro- 
gram at  Dillsburg,  Pennsylvania.  The 
Hope  Grace  Brethren  Church  met  at 
the  new  church  site  on  Sunday,  Sep- 
tember 15,  1974.  Rev.  Ralph  C.  Hall 
of  our  Brethren  Architectural  Service 
delivered  the  morning  message  and  was 
the  speaker  for  this  special  occasion. 
Immediately  following  the  message  the 
congregation  traveled  to  the  site  for 
the  actual  ground-breaking  ceremony. 
Pastor  Kenneth  E.  Wilt  led  the  parade 
of  those  taking  a  turn  with  the  shovel. 

In  the  special  sei-vice  various  aspects 
of  the  church  were  represented  by 
each  of  the  participants:  Pastor  Wilt- 
the  church;  Mr.  Arthur  Stoner-the 
building;  Mrs.  Atha  Miller— the  wom- 
en; Miss  Carolyn  Moyer— the  youth.  At 
the  conclusion  of  the  service  we  joined

hands  and  sang  the  "Doxology." 

The  new  buUding  was  designed  by 
the  Brethren  Architectural  Service  and 
wUl  be  financed  by  the  Brethren  In- 
vestment Foundation.  The  congre- 
gation has  paid  for  the  church  location 
which  is  four  acres  in  size.  The  new 
site  is  located  on  the  old  York  Road 
about  seven-tenths  of  a  mile  south  of 
Dillsburg.  The  building  committee  is 
comprised  of  Eugene  Miller,  Donald 
Byers,  Harry  Yohn  and  Robert  Mc- 
New.  The  building  superintendent  and 
contractor,  Mr.  Cary  Engle.  is  experi- 
enced in  building  churches.  He  has 
worked  with  the  Brethren  Construc- 
tion Crew  and  recently  has  completed 
a    number    of   building    programs   in 
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The  new  location,  four  acres  in  size,  has  already  been  paid  for. 


Pennsylvania. 

The  Dillsburg  Grace  Brethren 
Church  was  actually  started  with  mem- 
bers from  the  Melrose  Gardens  Grace 
Brethren  Church  of  Harrisburg.  A 
group  of  people  from  the  Dillsburg 
and  Mechanicsburg  area  felt  led  to 
start  a  work  in  their  immediate  vicini- 
ty. Knowing  of  my  avaUability  the 
group  contacted  me  about  helping 
with  such  a  project.  After  much  prayer 
and  careful  consideration  the  Harris- 
burg church  was  contacted.  They 
graciously  gave  their  consent  and  bless- 
ing and  have  cooperated  in  every  way 
with    the   establishment   of  this  new 


work.  The  Harrisburg  church  has  given 
more  than  $1,000  toward  the  Dills- 
burg project. 

On  March  22,  1972,  the  Dillsburg 
work  had  its  first  public  service  in  the 
Dillsburg  Community  Building.  From 
the  first  service  with  twenty-two  pres- 
ent there  has  been  an  enthusiastic  in- 
terest with  a  steady  growth  pattern. 
The  average  attendance  for  the  first 
half  of  1974  has  been  forty-four  in  the 
morning  service  and  twenty-six  in  the 
evening  service. 

A  building  fund  has  been  started 
and  the  funds  are  being  deposited  in 
the  BIF  toward  a  site  purchase.  After 


delay  in  getting  a  deed  to  property  in 
our  first  consideration,  the  Lord 
opened  the  way  for  purchase  of  our 
present  site.  During  this  period  of  de- 
lay the  building  fund  grew  and  made 
possible  a  debt-free  settlement  on  our 
four-acre  location  costing  $20,000. 

The  work  here  is  being  developed 
with  the  help  and  cooperation  of  the 
North  Atlantic  District  and  The  Breth- 
ren Home  Missions  Council. 

It  is  exciting  to  look  back  and  see 
what  the  Lord  has  done  here  in  just 
over  two  years.  Pray  for  future  steps  in 
our  building  program  here  in  Dillsburg.

"To  God  be  the  glory,  great  things 
He  hath  done"  is  an  appropriate  theme 
for  the  Grace  Brethren  Chapel  in  Fre- 
mont, Ohio.  We  set  aside  August  25,

1974,  as  a  special  day  to  reflect  on 
God's  blessings  and  faithfulness  at  the 
Chapel  over  the  past  five  years.  He  has 
enabled  us  to  become  a  self-support- 
ing, self-governing  church. 

The  first  great  blessing  was  that 
God  directed  Pastor  Marion  Thomas  to 
reopen  the  Chapel  in  November  of 
1969.  Steady  growth  continued  as 
God  blessed  this  ministry.  People  be- 
gan to  receive  Christ  as  Saviour,  to  be 
baptized,  and  to  become  active  mem- 
bers of  the  Chapel.  The  growth  re- 
quired more  space  and  a  40  by  40  Sun- 
day School  unit  was  built.  Also  the 
lots  on  either  side  of  the  Chapel  were 
purchased.  By  the  end  of  four  years 
God  had  begun  a  great  work  through 
Pastor  Thomas  and  the  Chapel  was  on 
its  way  to  become  a  self-supporting, 
self-governing  church.  It  was  at  this 
time  that  God  directed  Pastor  Thomas 
to  pioneer  a  work  in  Anderson,  South 
Carolina.  We  are  grateful  to  Pastor 
Thomas  for  preparing  the  way  for  our 
coming  as  the  new  pastor. 

A  second  blessing  is  God's  people 
here  at  the  Chapel.  They  are  Christ- 
centered  people.  They  love  Christ  and 
share  Him  with  their  families,  relatives 


and  neighbors.  Their  testimonies  have 
resulted  in  many  coming  to  know 
Him.  They  also  are  a  giving  people. 
Last  year  SI 0,8 10  was  given  to  the 
building  fund  alone,  with  the  total  giv- 
ing amounting  to  $22,000.  This  year 
on  Easter  Sunday  $1,024  was  given  in 
a  miracle  offering  towards  going  self- 
supporting.  God's  promises  have  been 
claimed!  On  July  28,  1974,  a  great 
step  of  faith  was  exercised  by  a  unani- 
mous vote  to  go  self-supporting  as  of 
that  date. 

A  third  area  of  blessing  is  watching 
how  the  Lord  turns  problems  into  op- 
portunities to  work  for  Him.  It  has 
been  great  to  see  God  solve  the  prob- 
lems and  provide  opportunities  for  all 
of  us  to  grow  and  mature  in  our  rela- 
tionship with  Him. 

In  addition  we  have  been  blessed  of 
God  through  those  who  have  sup- 
ported this  ministry  in  various  ways. 
Our  deepest  appreciation  is  expressed 
to  God  for  The  Brethren  Home  Mis- 
sions Council,  Brethren  Investment 
Foundation,  Northcentral  Ohio  Dis- 
trict Mission  Board,  and  all  the  many 
other  Grace  Brethren  people  who  have 
supported  this  work  in  prayer  as  well 


as  financially.  We  covet  your  contin- 
ued prayers  as  we  seek  to  reach  our 
community  for  Christ.  We  also  have 
appreciated  the  relationship,  encour- 
agement, and  assistance  from  the 
Grace  Brethren  Church  and  Pastors

Another  blessing  has  been  watching 
God  give  the  increase.  Many  public 
and  personal  decisions  have  been  made 
and  we  are  seeing  the  results.  We  have 
seen  people  come  to  know  Christ  as 
their  personal  Saviour.

The  Jackson  Three  Arrive  in  Kenai 


The  Jackson  three,  Ed,  Polly  and 
Jim,  arrived  in  Kenai,  Alaska,  on 
August  20,  1974.  The  trip  was  a  dis- 
tance of  3,822  miles  from  Winona 
Lake,  Indiana,  and  covered  nearly  two 
weeks  of  time.  All  three  are  now  in- 
volved in  the  task  of  building  a  church 
in  Kenai. 

The  Jacksons  are  adjusting  to  an  en- 
tirely different  way  of  life.  Mrs.  Jack- 
son (Polly)  wrote  about  her  trip  to  the 
store  where  bread  sells  for  $1.06  per 
loaf,  eggs  $  1  per  dozen  and  bacon 
$1.89  per  pound.  Everything  else 
seems  to  be  priced  proportionately. 
The  alternative  to  paying  these  prices 
is  to  hunt,  fish  and  store  up  some  of 
nature's  own  food  products. 

A  recent  fishing  expedition  netted 
over  four  hundred  pounds  of  halibut. 
Wild   blueberries  are  available,  if  you 


can  outwit  the  bears,  and  one  day 
seventeen  quarts  were  obtained  for  the 
deep  freeze.  If  a  moose  can  be  secured 
to  provide  meat  it  will  supplement 
some  of  the  one-dollar-eighty-nine  ba- 
con. 

The  church  families  are  making 
calls  on  other  families  in  the  communi- 
ty and  new  people  are  beginning  to  at- 
tend. The  average  attendance  has  been 
in  the  thirty  to  thirty-five  figures. 
Bible  study  groups  are  being  started. 
Jim  is  working  with  the  teens  and  the 
men  are  working  with  the  boys  to  help 
build  up  the  congregation. 

The  present  meeting  place  is  made 
up  of  modular  units  on  a  fine  church 
location.  A  buOding  committee  is 
working  on  plans  for  the  future  devel- 
opment of  the  property. 

The  church  has  some  added  finan- 


cial needs  due  to  the  change  in  pastors 
and  the  long  move  involved.  At  this 
time  about  $1,700  is  needed  to  pay 
the  church's  one-half  of  the  total  mov- 
ing bill. 

The  Herman  Hein  family  who 
pioneered  the  Kenai  field  has  returned 
to  the  "lower  48"  as  it  is  referred  to  in 
Alaska.  They  are  in  the  process  of  lo- 
cating in  the  Northwest  around  the 
area  of  Yakima,  Washington.  The  Hein 
home  now  serves  as  the  home  of  the 
new  pastor. 

The  Jacksons  are  encouraged  with 
the  work  in  Kenai  and  would  ask  an 
interest  in  your  prayers  on  their  be- 
half. It  is  a  long  way  to  the  closest 
Brethren  church  and,  therefore.  Breth- 
ren fellowship  is  just  about  out  of  the 
question.

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Lamentations  3:21-23 


The  One  and  Only 
Hope  for  the  Future

Grace  Schools  Editor's  Note:  This  article  is  excerpted  from  an  ad- 
dress to  tlie  combined  student  bodies  of  Grace  College  and  Grace 
Theological  Seminary  by  President  Herman  A.  Hoyt  at  the  begin- 
ning of  the  1974-75  school  year.  It  is  based  on  the  schools'  year 
verse. 

It  is  attested  by  almost  unbroken  tradition  that  the 
author  of  Lamentations  is  the  prophet  Jeremiah.  The  Sep- 
tuagint  translation,  the  Jewish  Targun,  the  Jewish  Talmud, 
and  the  historian  Josephus  all  unite  in  declaring  Jeremiah  to 
be  the  writer.  Prefixed  to  the  book  in  the  Septuagint  ver- 
sion is  the  following  note;  "And  it  came  to  pass  after  Israel 
had  been  carried  away  captive,  and  Jerusalem  made  deso- 
late, Jeremiah  sat  weeping,  and  lamented  this  lament  over 
Jerusalem." 

The  main  characteristic  of  the  book  is  indicated  by  the 
title,  "Lamentations."  The  Greek  version  uses  the  word 
threnoi,  pointing  to  loud  weepings,  the  evidence  of  hot 
burning  sensation,  choked  with  uncontrollable  sobs.  This 
book  is  a  collection  of  poems  constituting  an  elegy.  It  was 
written  over  the  desolation  of  Jerusalem  by  one  whose  love 
for  it,  guilty  as  he  knew  it  to  be,  was  like  that  of  a  wife  for 
her  husband,  or  a  father  for  his  chUd. 

The  design  and  style  of  the  book  is  amazing,  considering 
the  circumstances  out  of  which  it  came.  It  consists  of  five 
poems  or  laments  as  indicated  by  the  five  chapters  of  the 
book.  The  first  four  chapters  are  in  the  form  of  an  alpha- 
betic acrostic.  Even  though  the  prophet  was  in  a  high  emo- 
tional state,  he  was  exercising  care  in  the  composition  of  his 
lament. 

Central  to  this  entire  lament  is  the  height  to  which  the 
prophet  rises  when  he  expresses  the  fact  that  even  in  judg- 
ment God  is  merciful.  And  because  of  what  God  is,  there  is 
hope  for  the  future.  This  constitutes  the  text  chosen  as  our 
year  verse  for  1974-75. 

"Tliis  I  recall  to  my  mind,  therefore  have  J  hope.  It  is 

of  the  Lord's  mercies  that  we  are  not  consumed,  be- 
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cause  his  compassions  fail  not.  Tliey  are  new  every 
monn'ng:  great  is  thy  faithfulness"  (Lam.  3:21-23). 

We  shall  treat  this  passage  of  Scripture  under  three  main 

points. 

The  Remembrance  of  Punishment  in  the  Past 

"77?/s  /  recall  to  my  mind"  (v.  21  j 

As  the  prophet  reviews  in  his  mind  all  that  has  hap- 
pened, three  things  stand  out  in  his  thinking:  the  nature  of 
the  punishment  that  has  fallen  upon  Israel,  the  cause  of  this 
punishment,  and  the  source  of  this  punishment.  The  first 
two  chapters  dwell  upon  these  things. 

1.  The  nature  of  the  punishment  as  set  forth  in  these 
two  chapters  can  be  described  in  three  words— deserted, 
despised,  desolated. 

Jerusalem  is  deserted  and  sits  solitary  and  alone.  Like  a 
widow  deserted  by  her  husband,  so  the  city  experiences 
loneliness  and  depression.  Where  once  she  enjoyed  great- 
ness among  the  nations,  now  she  is  reduced  to  subjection 
and  servitude.  Jerusalem  is  now  despised  by  the  surround- 
ing nations.  Once  they  honored  her,  but  now  they  see  her 
nakedness.  Once  magnified,  the  city  of  Jerusalem  is  now 
vilified.  Desolation  is  everywhere.  The  gates  of  the  city  have 
been  torn  down.  So  there  are  now  no  more  those  endless 
processions  to  the  city  to  carry  out  the  solemn  feasts.  The 
beauty  of  the  city  has  departed.  The  temple  has  been  des- 
ecrated and  torn  down,  and  all  its  treasures  have  been  car- 
ried away  to  Babylon. 

2.  The  cause  of  this  punishment  is  clearly  laid  at  the 
door  of  the  people  themselves.  Jerusalem  hath  grievously 
sinned,  therefore  slie  is  removed  (1:8).  The  people  rebelled 
against  the  commandments  of  the  Lord  (1:18).  The  proph- 
ets in  Israel  spoke  of  vain  and  foolish  things  instead  of 
revealing  to  the  people  their  sins.  As  a  result  the  people 
grievously  rebelled  against  the  Lord,  and  their  wickedness 
and  transgressions  came  up  into  the  face  of  the  Lord. 
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3.  The  source  of  the  punishment  is  twofold.  The  Lord 
has  used  the  Gentile  nations,  principally  Babylon,  as  the 
rod  of  wrath  in  His  hand  to  inflict  punishment.  But  in  the 
ultimate  sense,  the  judgment  was  from  the  Lord.  "The  Lord 
hath  done  that  which  he  had  devised;  he  hath  fulfilled  his 
word  that  he  had  commanded  in  the  days  of  old"  (2: 17). 

The  Realization  of  the  Preservation  through  the  Present 

"It  is  of  the  Lord's  mercies  tiiat  we  are  not  consumed, 
because  his  compassions  fail  not"  (v.  22) 

This  verse  is  twofold  in  its  significance.  The  experience 
of  preservation  is  stated  in  the  opening  clause,  and  this  is 
followed  by  an  explanation,  essentially  a  statement  of  fact 
about  an  unchanging  God. 

1.  The  unchanging  character  of  His  warning  concerning 
punishment  was  fulfilled.  After  reading  the  prophecies  of 
Jeremiah  and  the  opening  chapters  of  Lamentations,  no  one 
could  doubt  the  fulfillment  of  this  word  of  warning. 

2.  But  there  is  also  the  unchanging  character  of  the  word 
of  presen'ation  for  God's  people.  Even  though  the  Lord 
unloosed  His  wrath  upon  the  nation  of  Israel,  they  were  His 
people,  and  there  was  a  limit  to  which  He  would  go  in 
punishing  them  (Jer.  39: 1 1). 

3.  The  experience  of  preservation  grows  out  of  what 
God  is.  Being  an  unchanging  God,  His  compassions  are 
never  exhausted  toward  His  own.  This  is  the  experience  of 
Israel  through  all  the  changing  fortunes  of  her  existence. 
Though  permitted  to  pass  through  the  fires  of  persecution 
for  the  multitude  of  her  iniquities,  yet  Israel  was  never 
consumed. 

The  Recognition  of  Promise  for  the  Future 

"They  are  new  every  morning: 
great  is  thy  faithfulness"  (v.  23) 

In  this  verse  Jeremiah  rises  to  the  pinnacle  of  compre- 
hension of  what  God  is.  In  the  midst  of  the  expression  of 
his  sorrow,  the  veil  is  drawn  aside,  and  Jeremiah  catches  a 
glimpse  of  God  passing  beyond  the  fulfillment  of  His  word 
of  judgment. 

1.  The  perpetual  performance  of  God  is  stated  in  the 
opening  words  of  the  verse— "They  are  new  every  morn- 
ing." That  is,  the  compassions  and  mercies  of  the  Lord  are 
new  every  morning.  As  the  morning  breaks  over  the  land- 
scape, and  a  new  day  is  ushered  in,  people  sin;  and  were  it 
not  for  the  fact  that  God  is  full  of  compassion  and  is  con- 
stantly expressing  that  compassion  toward  sinners,  they 
would  be  blotted  out  of  existence.  Even  in  the  midst  of 
judgment,  God  is  displaying  that  compassion  toward  Jere- 
miah and  his  people. 

Just  as  Jeremiah  was  suddenly  ushered  into  the  light  of 
new  comprehension  of  God,  I  could  wish  that  would  be 
true  for  every  member  of  this  student  body  and  every  facul- 
ty member.  We  are  sinners.  If  God  were  to  administer  what 
we  desei-ve  at  this  moment,  something  that  He  has  a  perfect 


right  to  do,  we  would  all  pass  under  the  sentence  of  death. 
But  we  continue  to  live  because  the  compassions  of  the 
Lord  are  being  poured  out  upon  us. 

2.  It  is  a  perfect  persuasion  that  explains  in  part  the 
perpetual  compassions  of  the  Lord.  This  is  stated  in  the 
next  movement  of  thought  in  this  verse-"Great  is  thy 
faithfulness."  Faithfulness  is  affirmed  by  the  motives  and 
convictions  of  the  Lord.  What  a  person  believes  produces 
behavior.  Conduct  grows  out  of  creed,  and  the  performance 
of  God  issues  from  His  persuasion.  The  perpetual  display  of 
mercy  toward  sinners  grows  out  of  the  fact  that  God  is 
faithful. 

All  of  us  are  here  today  because  God  is  perfectly  per- 
suaded toward  us  in  love,  and  mercy,  and  compassion.  In 
superabounding  grace  God  has  met  the  demands  of  His  own 
holy  aversion  to  sin.  He  is  free  to  extend  to  us  the  continu- 
ous cleansing  efficacy  of  Christ's  blood  with  the  dawn  of 
every  new  day. 

3.  But  there  is  another  facet  of  this  passage  that  we  need 
to  consider.  Jeremiah  saw  it,  and  it  gladdened  his  heart  and 
gave  him  hope  for  the  future.  It  is  the  permanence  of  the 
person  of  God.  Looking  beyond  the  judgment  of  the  future 
to  the  blessedness  of  the  millennial  kingdom,  Isaiah  found 
hope  in  the  fact  that  God  is  a  God  of  the  Amen. 

The  word  Amen  carries  meaning  of  the  utmost  impor- 
tance. Basically,  the  word  means  that  which  is  firm,  un- 
yielding, established,  sure,  absolute,  truth.  When  applied  to 
a  person  it  describes  steadiness,  stability,  faithfulness,  trust- 
worthiness, constancy.  Such  an  one  can  be  trusted,  con- 
fided in,  believed  upon,  relied  upon.  What  he  is  today,  he 
will  be  tomorrow,  and  forever.  Here  is  promise  for  the  fu- 
ture. 

Conclusion 

"This  I  recaO  to  my  mind,  therefore  have  I  hope"  (Lam. 
3:21).  The  conclusion  of  Jeremiah  was  good  for  him  in  the 
midst  of  gloom  and  desolation.  It  is  good  for  each  one  of  us 
in  this  day  of  gathering  clouds  and  global  catastrophe. 
There  is  no  other  basis  for  hope.  On  the  human  and  natural 
level  the  trend  is  toward  world  disaster.  On  the  divine  and 
supernatural  level  is  hope.  That  hope  resides  in  God.  He 
holds  the  world  in  His  hands.  He  can  direct  the  course  of 
events  for  the  welfare  of  mankind  and  certainly  to  the  good 
of  His  own.  He  can  send  His  Son  to  bring  this  deteriorating 
order  to  its  consummation  and  usher  in  that  final  and  per- 
fect order.  "Therefore  have  I  hope." 

This  word  of  hope  was  sufficient  for  Jeremiah  in  his 
plight.  It  is  sufficient  for  Grace  Schools  in  this  uncertain 
economy.  It  is  sufficient  for  every  administrative,  faculty, 
and  staff  member,  however  serious  the  situation  may  be.  It 
is  sufficient  for  every  student  in  this  school,  however  dark 
the  circumstances  may  appear  to  be.  Let  this  word  of  hope 
turn  all  our  hearts  in  the  direction  of  that  One  who  is  the 
God  of  the  Amen,  whose  truth  never  fails,  and  whose  mer- 
cies are  new  every  morning.  ^ 
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The  Coming  Boom: 


Our  generation  has  equated  bigness 
with  goodness,  and  an  impressive 
church  plant  and  attendance  have  been 
considered  the  marks  of  success.

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time  worker  for  every  thirty  tithers  or 
100-125  attendees.  A  church  whose 
attendance  averages  one  thousand,  for 
example,  wiU  need  a  staff  of  seven  to 
ten. 

But  many  pastors  are  not  ready  or 
willing  to  manage  a  flock  of  para- 
ministers.  A  pastor  may  feel  threat- 
ened by  an  associate,  and  may  place 
frustrating  limits  on  him.  He  may  re- 
fuse to  let  his  associate  be  credited 
with  a  new  idea.  He  may  be  suspicious, 
believing  that  the  associate  is  gathering 
about  him  a  circle  of  loyal  friends. 
And  he  may  behave  selfishly:  by  ac- 
cepting a  $1,000  Christmas  gift  from 
his  congregation,  for  example,  while 
the  director  of  Christian  education 
contents  himself  with  $25. 

The  fault  is  not  all  the  pastors".  As- 
sociates themselves  contribute  to  staff 
problems.  They  may  leave  premature- 


ly; although  momentum  cannot  be 
built  up  for  an  effective,  permanent 
work  in  less  than  two  years,  many 
youth  directors  bolt  after  a  year  in  the 
saddle.  Some  associates  gather  about 
them  parishioners  who  have  grievances 
to  air  concerning  the  pastor;  this  is  a 
divisive  action  that  hurts  the  church. 
And  some  paraministers  are  idea 
people  who  lack  the  conscientiousness 
and  discipline  to  follow  through.  Their 
programs  are  initially  impressive  but 
don't  amount  to  much. 

But  as  the  pastor  makes  room  for 
paraministry,  he  and  his  associates  can 
move  ahead.  Problems  can  be  over- 
come. A  pastor  who  wants  to  build  a 
team  can  acquire  the  techniques  to  do 
so. 

What  are  some  of  the  opportunities 
for  paraministry?  The  following  list  is 
by  no  means  complete:  (1)  music  di- 
rector, (2)  visitation  director,  (3)  stew- 
ardship director,  (4)  director  of  Chris- 
tian education,  (5)  youth  director,  (6) 
church  secretary,  (7)  children's  work- 
er,  (8)   public    relations  director,  (9) 
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drama  director,  (10)  minister  to  senior 
citizens,  (11)  nursery  or  Christian 
day-school  administrator,  and  (12) 
camping  director.  All  these  are  needed 
functions  in  the  average  large  church 
today. 

Pastors  simply  do  not  have  time  to 
perform  all  the  work  that  needs  to  be 
done.  They  must  make  room  for  a 
team.  One  or  more  paraministers  will 
be  needed  in  at  least  fifty  thousand 
churches  by  1980.  It  is  estimated  that 
the  evangelical  churches  can  absorb  as 
many  as  150,000  paraministers  within 
ten  years.  Can  churches  overcome  the 
obstacles? 

First,  paraministry  must  be  con- 
sidered permanent.  The  associate  must 
look  at  his  opportunity  as  satisfying, 
fulfilling,  and  God-glorifying.  He 
agrees  that  teaching  and  preaching 
from  the  pulpit  are  of  tremendous  im- 
portance, but  he  knows  that  adminis- 
tering and  organizing  other  activities  in 
the  church  are  very  important  too. 

Second,  the  paraminister  of  the 
future  will  recognize  the  problems  of

working  with  the  pastor  and  the 
church.  He  will  follow  a  carefully 
worded  job  description.  He  will  work 
to  meet  the  expectations  of  the  con- 
gregation. 

Are  evangelical  educational  institu- 
tions geared  for  the  job  of  preparing 
paraministers?  Many  seminary  gradu- 
ates view  paraministry  positions  as 
stepping  stones  to  the  pulpit,  not  life- 
time opportunities. 

Leaders  of  seminaries.  Christian 
liberal-arts  colleges,  and  Bible  colleges 
must  move  to  change  this  attitude. 
These  educators  should  buUd  courses 
from  the  basis  that  paraministry  is  a 
fulfilling,  life-time  work. 

Already  some  Christian  colleges  are 
restructuring  the  typical  degrees  that 
prepare  men  and  women  for  paramin- 
istry. Many  believe  that  the  Bachelor 
of  Theology  and  the  Bachelor  of  Re- 
ligious Education  degrees  are  restric- 
tive vestiges  of  a  former  era.  The  Bach- 
elor of  Arts  in  Ministries  is  a  degree 
that  colleges  are  beginning  to  offer. 

Christian    colleges   and    seminaries 


must  orient  future  pastors  to  accept 
the  prospect  of  ministry  by  a  team. 
Seminaries  should  add  additional 
courses  in  church  management  so  that 
the  pastor  can  see  himself  as  the  head 
of  an  administrative  team,  not  a  dicta- 
tor but  not  a  one-man  band  either. 

Churches  need  to  prepare  for  para- 
ministry. A  worthy  goal  for  churches 
is  one  staff  member  for  every  one  hun- 
dred attendees.  To  reach  this  goal  in 
most  churches  would  mean  adding  two 
to  twenty  full-time  staff  members.  Pas- 
tors should  begin  writing  job  descrip- 
tions for  those  additional  positions. 
Trustees  should  take  steps  to  provide 
adequate  salary  and  housing,  and  to 
see  that  associates  get  a  fair  share  of 
such  benefits  as  Christmas  gift  money. 

Soon  the  main  work  of  evangeliza- 
tion, teaching,  and  Christian  nurture  in 
the  churches  will  be  performed  outside 
the  pulpit.  This  is  a  fact  of  life,  and 
pastors  should  get  ready  for  it.  ^

Grace  Schools  reached  another 
milestone  this  fall  when  the  combined 
enrollments  were  officially  recorded  at 
1052— the  first  time  ever  to  exceed  the 
one  thousand  mark.  Grace  College  in- 
creased 2.4  percent  over  last  fall  to  a 
731  total,  and  Grace  Theological  Semi- 
nary e.xperienced  a  14  percent  surge  to 
321. 

For  a  glimpse  at  some  of  the  facts 
behind  the  figures,  we  talked  with  the 
directors  of  admission  of  the  two 
schools.  Prof.  Ron  Henry  and  Dr.  John 
Davis. 

The  college,  according  to  Prof. 
Henry,  actually  has  fewer  freshman 
students  than  last  year.  But  the  num- 
ber of  transfers  and  readmitted  stu- 
dents account  for  the  increase.  The 
school  accepted  44  percent  more 
transfers  than  last  year.  While  the  total 
numerical  increase  in  the  college  stu- 
dent body  was  only  seventeen,  the 
school  is  actually  providing  dormitory 
space  for  forty  more  students,  indicat- 
ing a  drop  in  students  living  at  home 
or  commuting  to  Grace. 

"Recruiting  is  a  whole  cooperative 
effort,"  says  Mr.  Henry,  pointing  out 
that  "our  best  salesman  is  a  satisfied

student."  He  also  feels  that  the  num- 
ber of  readmittances  is  a  healthy  fac- 
tor, demonstrating  that  dropouts  hold 
the  college  in  high  enougli  regard  to 
want  to  return. 

Working  along  with  Bill  Katip,  ad- 
missions and  retention  counselor,  Mr. 
Henry  follows  up  each  admitted  stu- 
dent with  a  constant  flow  of  com- 
munication prior  to  his  arrival  on  cam- 
pus. Once  a  student  is  accepted  at 
Grace,  he  receives  letters  from  the 
president  of  the  college  and  of  the  stu- 
dent body,  copies  of  the  Sounding 
Board  student  newspaper,  letters  from 
the  dean  of  students,  and  so  forth. 

More  and  more  students  are  coming 
from  Christian  high  schools,  according 
to  Mr.  Henry,  and  so  recruiting  efforts 
are  being  adjusted  accordingly.  The 
questions  prospective  students  most 
often  ask  are  "What  are  the  costs?" 
and  "What  kind  of  financial  aid  is 
available?" 

The  amount  of  aid  available  is  of 
considerable  concern  to  the  school. 
Pointing  out  that  present  resources  are 
weak,  Mr.  Henry  indicates  that  the 
school  nevertheless  assists  60-65  per- 
cent of  its  students  througli  loans, 
grants,  scholarships,  or  work  oppor- 
tunities. 

Regarding  the  increase  in  seminary 
size,  Dr.  Davis  feels  the  school  is  prob- 
ably at  its  maximum  size  for  the  facul- 
ty and  physical  resources. 

How  do  prospective  seminary  stu- 
dents hear  about  the  school?  "Largely 
from  pastors,  Grace  alumni,  and  their 
Bible  and  liberal  arts  college  profes- 
sors," says  Dr.  Davis.  He  quickly 
points  out  that  Grace  Seminary  gradu- , 
ates  now  hold  teaching  positions  in 
over  sixty  Christian  colleges.  Increas- 
ing use  of  Grace  faculty  members' 
books  as  texts  in  college  courses  is  im- 
portant, as  well  as  the  extensive  speak- 
ing and  guest  lectureship  schedule  of 
faculty  members. 

"Very  few  seminaries  maintain  a 
strong  Biblical  approach  to  studying 
for  the  ministry,"  says  Mr.  Davis  in 
singling    out    the    distinctives    of  the 


school  and  reasons  for  its  growth. 
While  other  seminaries  are  often  influ- 
enced by  contemporary  social  norms. 
Dr.  Davis  thinks  that  the  continuity  of 
Grace's  faculty  and  programs  is  what 
has  built  its  reputation.  "We  try  to  be 
flexible  without  being  faddistic,"  is 
Mr.  Davis'  evaluation. 

One  example  of  this  flexibility  is 
the  recent  addition  of  a  master's  de- 
gree program  in  Christian  school  ad- 
ministration. Emphasizing  that  Grace's 
three-year  Christian  education  pro- 
gram has  a  strong  emphasis  on  con- 
tent, Dr.  Davis  also  indicates  that  the 
areas  of  missions  and  evangelism  are 
currently  under  study  and  are  in  line 
for  some  curricular  adjustments. 

Seminary  admittees,  like  those  of 
the  college,  are  followed  up  with  regu- 
lar correspondence  from  the  school. 
Particularly  helpful  in  informing  pro- 
spective students  of  campus  happen- 
ings is  the  Spire,  a  newly  instituted 
publication  of  about  9000  circulation. 
Yet,  Mr.  Davis  quickly  admits  that 
"one  recommendation  by  a  college 
professor  is  worth  more  than  a  ton  of 
literature"  in  recruiting  students. 

When  asked  for  any  additional  com- 
ments about  the  seminary's  attributes. 
Dr.  Davis  readily  claimed  the  coopera- 
tive and  helpful  relationship  with 
Grace  College  as  a  definite  "plus  fac- 
tor." Academically,  the  college  can  of- 
fer courses  to  seminary  wives  and  to 
seminarians  in  areas  the  seminary  does 
not  include,  such  as  psychology,  coun- 
seling, and  so  forth.  Socially,  the  co-ed 
nature  of  the  college  and  a  heavy 
schedule  of  cultural  and  athletic  extra- 
curricular programs  greatly  enrich 
seminary  life,  according  to  Mr.  Davis. 

God's  blessing  on  Grace  Schools, 
according  to  both  Prof.  Henry  and  Dr. 
Davis,  is  a  result  of  a  large  team  of 
dedicated  Christians,  including  faculty, 
staff,  students,  parents  of  students, 
pastors,  and  prayer  and  financial  sup- 
porters. A  chat  with  the  two  quickly 
convinces  one  of  the  reality  and  evi- 
dence of  Grace  Schools'  current  year 
verse— "Great  is  Tiiv  faithfulness."     ^ 
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The  Danger  of 
Neglecting 
Personal  Devotions 


None  of  us  would  deny  the  impor- 
tance of  daily  Bible  study  and  prayer. 
And  yet  as  seminary  students  we  face 
a  unique  situation  in  that  we  are  daily 
confronted  with  God's  Word— in  the 
classroom,  in  chapel  and  in  our 
studies. 

Is  it  therefore  really  necessary  for 
us  to  set  apart  a  special  time  during 
the  day  to  meet  with  our  God?  If  the 
attitude  of  our  heart  is  right  through- 
out the  day,  will  not  the  Word  of  God 
that  we  study  for  our  courses  and  hear 
taught  by  our  professors  be  sufficient 
for  our  spiritual  health  and  well-being? 
Is  it  really  needful  to  push  our  semi- 
nary work  aside  to  spend  some  mo- 
ments alone  with  our  Bible  and  with 
our  God? 

In  seeking  an  answer  to  these  ques- 
tions, the  example  of  our  Lord  may  be 
of  help.  The  Word  of  God  was  also  a

vital  part  of  our  Lord's  daily  routine. 
He  knew  the  Scriptures  thoroughly. 
He  meditated  on  them  constantly,  and 
applied  them  unceasingly.  His  mind 
was  saturated  and  immersed  in  the 
Word. 

When  under  attack  by  Satan  or  the 
religious  leaders  of  His  day.  He  would 
unerringly  use  the  Sword  of  the  Spirit: 
"It  is  written!"  "Have  ye  not  read?" 
"Ye  do  err,  not  knowing  the  Scrip- 
ture!" For  over  three  years  our  Lord 
indoctrinated  His  disciples  in  Biblical 
truth.  If  any  man  was  daily  confronted 
and  baptized  in  God's  Word,  it  was 
He!  And  yet,  as  we  observe  His  life 
and  walk  a  pattern  becomes  evident: 
"And  in  the  morning,  rising  up  a  great 


v/hile  before  day,  he  went  out,  and  de- 
parted into  a  solitary  place,  and  there 
prayed"  (Mark  1:35). 

"And  when  he  had  sent  the  multitudes 
away,  he  went  up  into  a  mountain 
apart  to  pray;  and  when  the  evening 
was  come,  he  was  there  alone"  (Matt. 
14:23). 

"And  he  withdrew  himself  into  the 
wilderness,  and  prayed"  (Luke  5:16). 
Compare  also  Matthew  26:36;  Mark 
6:46;  Luke  6: 12;  9:18,  28;  Luke  11:1; 
22:41. 

If  our  Lord  in  His  perfect  humanity 
needed  to  come  apart  from  His  daily 
routine  to  spend  time  with  His  Heaven- 
ly Father,  then  certainly  we  ought  to 
follow  in  His  steps. 

Daniel  had  a  devotional  program 
which  he  faithfully  practiced  thrice 
daily  (Dan.  6:10).  David  had  a  similar 
program:  "Evening,  and  morning,  and 
at  noon,  will  I  pray,  and  cry  aloud: 
and  he  shall  hear  my  voice"  (Ps. 
55:17).

Often  the  customs  and  the  tradi- 
tions of  our  times  draw  circles  around 
our  Uves  Hke  outlines  on  a  football 
field.

Knowing  the  hour  of  trial  has 
come  for  her,  the  young  lady  who  has 
neglected  you  for  the  past  forty  min- 
utes now  devotes  her  undivided  atten- 
tion to  those  critical  moments  before 
you  leave  the  table  to  pay  the  bill.  She 
warms  your  coffee  and  is  willing  to  stir 
it  with  her  finger  if  necessary.  It  is  tip 
time!  Being  an  average  American  male 
member  of  our  middle-class  society,  I 
reach  into  my  pocket  and  put  the  cus- 
tomary tip  under  the  plate.  However, 
it  is  exposed  in  direct  proportion  to 
the  amount.  If  it  is  a  generous  tip,  I  let 
it  all  show.  If  it  is  small,  1  push  it 
under  the  plate  as  far  as  possible.  Hav- 
ing done  my  duty,  I  race  to  the  cash 
register  feeling  either  proud  or  guilty. 

I  have  found  that  tips  do  not  al- 
ways reach  their  destination.  My  son, 
when  he  was  very  little,  would  cart 
them  off  if  I  did  not  watch.  It  has 
come  to  my  attention,  from  various

sources,  that  wives  have  lingered  for  a 
moment  and  some  extra  grocery 
money  was  theirs.  Frequently  they  get 
away  with  this  form  of  thievery  for 
years  before  an  alert  waitress  hits  their 
knuckles  with  the  blunt  side  of  a  knife 
handle. 

Aside  from  these  minor  problems, 
there  is  another  type  of  tipping  for 
which  I  have  greater  disdain.  It  is  the 
nickel  tip  and  the  gospel  tract  ap- 
proach. With  full  knowledge  that  the 
following  observations  will  get  me  into 
more  trouble  than  my  bumper-sticker 
editorial,  I  proceed  without  caution. 
There  is  nothing  wrong  with  a  nickel 
tip  if  that  is  all  the  waitress  deserves.  If 
you  want  to  stand  on  the  table  and 
shout  you  had  rotten  service— more 
power  to  you.  But  let's  not  make  this 
occasion  a  time  for  an  evangelistic 
meeting.  The  distribution  of  a  gospel 
tract  is  to  help  a  person  come  to  know 
about  the  love  of  God  and  the  salva- 
tion of  Jesus  Christ.  When  you  leave  a 
tip  that  is  below  the  standard  of  that 
which  is  recognized  as  the  norm  of  the 
day,  you  have  left  a  bad  image  in  the 
mind  of  the  waitress.  Whether  right  or 
wrong,  whether  you  believe  in  tipping 
or  abhor  it  from  the  depths  of  your 
wallet,  you  have  not  made  a  friend. 
The  appearance  of  a  gospel  tract  at 
this  moment  has  one  reaction  and  it  is 
a  very  negative  one.  In  her  mind  you 
have  said,  "I  am  cheap"  and  further  in 
her  mind  she  thinks .  .  .  that  is  the  way 


those  church  people  are.  You  must  ad- 
mit, gospel  tracts  are  cheaper  than 
putting  another  quarter  or  fifty  cents 
on  the  table.  If  you  leave  a  good  tract 
leave  a  good  tip. 

1  wonder  how  many  unsaved  busi- 
ness people  have  been  turned  off  by 
the  attitude  of  the  church  and  minis- 
ters. Talk  to  unsaved  people  in  a  com- 
munity who  do  business  with  ministers 
and  they  can  tell  you  stories  that  will 
make  you  blush.  Does  the  average 
owner  of  a  business  owe  a  clergyman  a 
share  of  his  profits?  I  think  not!  How- 
ever, that  is  what  a  discount  really  is 
.  .  .  the  businessman's  profit— right  out 
of  his  pocket.  Show  me  one  place  where 
the  world  is  asked  to  pay  the  Chris- 
tian's way  in  this  world.  We  can  preach 
our  hearts  out  and  then  turn  our 
testimony  into  ashes  by  our  thought- 
less actions  toward  the  world.  These 
attitudes  are  a  carry-over  from  the 
time  when  the  clergy  were  paid  in 
potatoes,  corn  and  produce  each  week. 
Such  ideas  should  have  died  out  with 
the  advent  of  the  pickle  barrel  in  the 
local  grocery. 

Hold  your  head  up.  church  and  pas- 
tor, and  put  your  hand  in  your  pocket 
instead  of  reaching  out  to  take.  We 
have  come  to  give  to  the  world  life  and 
light,  not  to  go  around  as  beggars  hav- 
ing the  world  look  down  on  us.  Let's 
quit  asking  and  start  giving!  Maybe 
your  banker,  or  your  waitress,  or  the 
local  furniture  man  will  start  listening 
to  you  when  you  start  assuming  an 
honest  attitude  toward  the  world  in 
which  we  live.  #

A  concerned  pastor  recently  sent 
me  a  newsletter  from  a  mission 
agency.  I  imagine  it  has  a  wide  circu- 
lation among  evangelical  Christians. 
That  is  too  bad— too  bad  because  it 
contains  an  anti-missionary  message 
which  to  the  uninformed  will  sound 
plausible.  Regretfully,  there  will  be 
those  who  will  fall  easy  prey  to  its  bad 
logic.  For  those  American  Christians 
who  would  like  to  find  an  easy  way  to 
escape  personal  commitment  in  for- 
eign missions,  it  is  just  the  ticket. 

The  point  of  view  advocated  is,  as  I 
understand  it,  the  following: 

"The  day  of  foreign  missions  is 
over.  Missionaries,  in  spite  of  their 
many  mistakes  in  the  past,  did  see  a 
church  brought  into  existence  all  over 
the  world.  The  church  is  there.  Nation- 
al Christians  themselves  are  now  far 
more  capable  of  reaching  their  people 
than  are  foreigners.  Therefore,  the 
time  has  come  to  stop  sending  mission- 
aries." 

To  prove  this  thesis,  the  writer 
quotes  an  opinion  that  he  claims  was 
expressed  by  leaders  from  Asia,  Africa, 
and  Latin  America:  "The  time  has 
come  for  all  (italics  mine)  missionary 
work  to  be  done  by  the  local  residents 
of  each  nation.  Please  tell  your 
churches  to  send  no  more  white  for- 
eigners to  our  country."  This  was 
quoted  approvingly  by  the  editor  be- 
cause, as  he  admitted,  it  confirmed  his 
theory  of  missions. 

This  anti-missionary  attitude  comes 
as  neither  a  shock  nor  a  surprise.  The 
same  opinion  was  embraced  by  the 
World  Council  in  Bangkok  in  1972-73, 
but  it  added  an  even  more  radical 
recommendation;  that  is,  that  the 
funds  now  used  to  send  missionaries 
could  be  re-allocated  through  a  mis- 
sionary moratorium  and  the  funds 
transferred  to  combatant  liberation 
movements. 

A  similar  attitude  was  expressed  by 
a  group  of  anthropologists  meeting  on 
the  West  Indian  island  of  Barbados  in 
1971.  They  made  the  following  de,pla- 
ration:  "Evangelization,  the  work  of 
the  religious  missions  in  Latin  Ameri- 
ca, also  reflects  and  complements  the 
reigning  colonial  situation  with  the 
values  of  which  it  is  imbued.  The  mis- 
sionary presence  has  always  implied 
the  imposition  of  criteria  and  patterns

of  thought  and  behavior  alien  to  the 
colonized  Indian  societies.  A  religious 
pretext  has  too  often  justified  the 
economic  and  human  exploitation  of 
the  aboriginal  population." 

Neither  of  these  positions  is  accept- 
able to  evangelical  Christians. 

What  is  surprising  about  the  article 
referred  to  me  by  my  pastor  friend  is 
the  fact  that  this  viewpoint  comes  not 
from  the  liberal  camp  where  it  has 
gained   instant   and  unquestioned  ap- 


proval,   but   from   fundamental 
quarters. 

And  if  that  were  not  enougli,  about 
the  same  time  another  paper  from 
fundamental  circles  came  out  with  an 
article  that  heaps  more  fuel  on  the 
pyre  of  the  American  foreign  mission 
program  in  an  attempt  to  cremate  mis- 
sions. In  that  article  a  pastor  suggests 
that  it  is  higli  time  for  American 
churches  to  stop  favoring  the  glamor- 
ous challenge  of  foreign  missions  and 
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concentrate  on  the  home  field.  Cease 
and  desist  in  your  support  of  that 
small  group  who  are  engaged  in  ad- 
vancing the  Gospel  in  cross-cultural 
situations.  Redirect  your  support  to 
those  efforts  within  the  boundaries  of 
your  own  country. 

It  is  hard  to  believe  that  any  Chris- 
tian would  entertain  the  notion  that 
the  solution  for  the  needs  at  home  is 
to  be  found  in  the  smoldering  ruins  of 
missionary  passion.  If  the  church  is 
foolish  enougli  to  accept  this  reason- 
ing, it  will  soon  find  itself  with  no  bur- 
den either  for  the  home  or  the  foreign 
field.  Granted  that  the  American  evan- 
gelical church  needs  to  do  more  to 
evangelize  and  plant  churches  in  pagan 
America,  but  brethren,  are  we  to  do 
this  at  the  expense  of  an  already 
anemic  foreign  mission  thrust? 

The  emergence  of  the  national 
church  does  necessitate  a  change  in  the 
status  of  missions  and  missionaries 
working  in  some  countries.  Mission- 
aries do  need  to  get  out  of  the  way  of 
the  national  church  by  not  interfering 
in  her  internal  affairs  or  seeking  to 
control  her  programs.  Admittedly,  a 
redeployment  of  forces  may  be  in 
order  on  many  fields,  but  a  moratori- 
um on  missions  and  missionaries  is 
hardly  the  answer  to  the  world's  spiri- 
tual need.  For  example,  consider  the 
following: 

1.  Many  national  churches  are  weak. 
They  form  only  a  small  segment  of 
the  total  population  of  the  country 
and  are  not  physically  or  financially 
able  to  evangelize  extensively. 

2.  In  some  places  pastors  have  a  very 
minimum  education.  Their  theo- 
logical training  has  of  necessity 
been  programmed  to  their  educa- 
tional level.  They  still  need  and 
want  postgraduate  courses  that  will 
prepare  them  for  their  expanding 
ministries. 

3.  The  United  States  is  not  the  only 
place  in  the  world  that  has  racial 
problems.  Hatreds  exist  among 
tribes,  ethnic  groups,  castes,  and  so 
forth,  that  make  it  almost  impos- 
sible for  the  local  Christians  to 
cross  these  barriers  and  evangelize 
others. 

4.  In  some  parts  of  the  world  there  are 
not  sufficient  Christians  who  are 
trained  to  do  the  job  that  mission- 


aries are  now  doing.  Granted  that 
nationals  should  be  in  training  for 
these  positions,  but  they  are  not 
available  at  the  moment  to  com- 
plete the  faculty  at  Bible  institutes 
or  to  help  the  church  in  extension 
seminary  programs,  youth  minis- 
tries. Christian  education,  trans- 
lation work,  preparation  of  Bible 
commentaries,  church  extension 
and  evangelism. 

The  expanding  world  population, 
predicted  to  reach  eight  billion  by 
the  year  2000,  makes  it  unreason- 
able to  believe  that  the  task  can  be 
accomplished  without  missionaries. 
On  the  horizon  there  is  no  Christian 
group  in  the  world  that  can  im- 
mediately take  the  place  of  the 
Western  Church's  involvement  in 
missions.  It  is  true  that  national 
churches  in  Latin  America,  Africa, 
and  Asia  are  becoming  involved  in  a 
foreign  mission  venture,  but  this 
does  not  give  the  American  church 
the  right  to  disengage  itself.  Dr. 
Donald  A.  McGavran,  in  a  strategy 
paper  at  the  International  Congress 
on  World  Evangelism,  Lausanne, 
July  1974.  said:  "Everyone  knows 
of  the  hundreds  of  Eurican  mission- 
ary societies,  but  few  know  that 
God  has  raised  up  two  hundred  mis- 
sionary societies  in  Latfricasia.  The 
two  hundred  Latfricasian  mission- 
ary sending  agencies  and  their 
thirty-four  hundred  missionaries  re- 
ported in  1972  are  only  a  part  of 
the  whole.  Furthermore,  if  God  has 
done  this  in  the  gray  dawn,  what 
will  He  not  do  as  the  sun  rises  higli- 
er  in  the  heavens?  As  dedicated 
Christians  of  Eurica  begin  cooperat- 
ing with  Latfricasians  in  global 
propagation    of   the    Gospel,    very

great  disciplings  are  sure  to  hap- 
pen." 
6.  An  opinion  the  very  opposite  from 
"moratorium"  has  been  communi- 
cated to  me  by  pastors  in  the  areas 
of  the  world  where  Brethren  For- 
eign Missions  is  working.  Both  in 
South  America  and  in  Africa  pas- 
tors expressed  concern  over  the  loss 
in  missionary  personnel,  and  urged 
us  to  send  more. 

It  certainly  is  not  that  American 
Christians  or  American  missionaries 
feel  indispensable,  or  that  other  Chris- 
tians cannot  do  the  job  as  well.  The 
fact  remains  that  manpower,  funds, 
and  spiritual  gifts  exist  in  such  a 
quantity  in  America  today  that  it  is 
not  reasonable  to  believe  that  God 
who  has  laid  upon  His  church  the  re- 
sponsibility for  world  evangelization, 
would  ordain  that  this  segment  of  His 
church  retreat  from  the  battle. 

The  unfinished  task  of  world  evan- 
gelization keeps  looming  ever  larger  in 
the  face  of  a  steadily  increasing  world 
population.  India,  to  single  out  only 
one  nation,  is  growing  by  thirteen  mil- 
lion inhabitants  annually.  Where  these 
expanding  populations  will  get  suffi- 
cient food  to  stem  the  tide  of  malnu- 
trition (80  percent  of  children  in  India 
now  suffer  malnutrition)  is  a  problem 
of  such  proportions  that  Nobel  Laure- 
ate Dr.  Norman  Borlong  predicted:  "If 
population  continues  to  increase  at  the 
(present)  rate,  we  will  destroy  the 
species." 

That  is  a  sobering  omen.  To  learn 
that  people  will  die  for  lack  of  food, 
and  do  so  in  such  proportions  as  to 
"destroy  the  species,"  should  spur 
humanity  into  action.  World  govern- 
ments must  come  to  grips  with  this 
somber  prediction.  But  the  problem 
that  faces  the  church  is  even  more 
frightening.  People  are  alienated  from 
God— they  face  an  inevitable  judg- 
ment. To  deny  "The  Bread  of  Life"  to 
the  three  billion  currently  outside  of 
Jesus  Christ  will  result  in  not  only 
physical  death  but  also  that  which  is 
immeasurably  more  horrible— eternal 
separation  from  God, 

In  the  liglit  of  all  this,  rather  than 
thinking  in  terms  of  a  "moratorium  on 
missions,"  Christian  congregations  and 
their  mission  organizations  should  be 
"Mobilizing  for  Missions"!  ^

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THANKSGIVING 
FOR  MISSIONS

This  year  we  are  hearing  much 
about  the  approaching  bicentennial  of 
the  United  States  of  America.  The 
festivities  of  this  year's  Thanksgiving 
Day  will  no  doubt  be  used  as  a  remind- 
er of  the  history  of  this  land.  Although 
the  first  Thanksgiving  Day  preceded 
independence  by  more  than  a  century, 
the  traditional  feast  is  part  of  our 
American  heritage.  This  year,  above  all 
others,  as  we  gather  around  a  table 
spread  with  the  bounties  of  our 
Heavenly  Father,  may  we  be  remem- 
bering His  blessings  to  us. 

God  himself  approved  of  times  of 


rejoicing  together  over  His  blessings— 
".  .  .  bring  your  burnt  offerings,  and 
your  sacrifices,  and  your  tithes,  and 
heave  offerings  of  your  hand,  and  your 
vows,  and  your  freewill  offerings,  and 
the  firstlings  of  your  herds  and  of  your 
fiocks:  and  there  ye  shall  eat  before 
the  Lord  your  God,  and  ye  shall  re- 
joice in  all  that  ye  put  your  hand  unto, 
ye  and  your  households,  wherein  the 
Lord  thy  God  hath  blessed  thee" 
(Deut.  12:6-7).  It  seems  that  a  family 
feast  of  rejoicing  is  something  God  en- 
joys. So  let  us  thankfully-and  moder- 
ately—partake of  our  beautiful  Ameri- 
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can  feast. 

"Now,"  you  are  asking,  "what  does 
this  have  to  do  with  missions?  And 
why  mention  the  bicentennial?"  Let 
me  answer  you  with  a  few  thouglits 
about  the  founding  of  our  country. 

Generations  of  school  children  have 
laughed  about  Sir  Walter  Raleigh's 
quick  action  when  the  queen  was  con- 
fronted by  a  mud  puddle.  Most  of  us 
long  past  our  school  days  vaguely  re- 
member that  Sir  Walter  Raleigh  had  an 
interest  in  the  Colony  of  Virginia.  We 
associate  this  interest  with  politics  or 
finances.  Not  so.  Sir  Walter  gave  one 
hundred  pounds  to  the  proposed  colo- 
ny because  it  was  to  be  established 
"for  the  propagation  of  the  Christian 
religion  in  that  settlement."  And  so  to 
the  famous  courtier  of  Queen  Bess 
goes  the  honor  of  making  the  first 
known  missionary  contribution  of 
modern  England. 

James  I  granted  a  charter  to  a 
later,  and  successful,  Colony  of  Vir- 
ginia. In  this  charter  it  was  stated  that 
"the  word  and  service  of  God  be 
preached,  planted,  and  used,  not  only 
in  the  said  colony,  but,  as  much  as 
may  be,  among  the  savages  bordering 
among  them." 

On  November  13,  1622,  the  famous 
Dr.  John  Donne,  Dean  of  St.  Paul's, 
dehvered  before  the  Virginia  company 
what  is  probably  the  first  missionary 
sermon  preached  in  England.  John 
Donne  the  gifted  poet,  once  prodigal, 
saved  by  the  battering  of  his  heart, 
wrote  concerning  the  greatest  Memo- 
rial of  all: 

"He  saw  the  Word  that  spake  it. 

He  took  the  bread  and  brake  it; 

And  what  that  Word  did  make  it, 

I  do  believe  and  take  it." 

Having  taken  of  that  Bread,  he  was 
now  commissioning  others  to  take  it. 

So  much  for  Virginia,  the  first  per- 
manent settlement  in  the  USA.  Let  us 
now  think  of  the  famous  Pilgrim 
Fathers.  Their  relations  with  the  In- 
dians near  Plymouth  are  well  remem- 
bered. That  famous  first  Thanksgiving 
Day,  educated,  elegant  Englishman  ate 
with  the  unlettered  people  of  the  for- 
est. Debtors  to  barbarians! 

And  then  there  was  the  Massachu- 
setts Bay  Colony.  These  men  said  this: 
"For  that  the  propagation  of  the  Gos- 
pel is  a  thing  we  do  profess  above  all 


to  be  our  aim  in  settling  this  planta- 
tion, we  have  been  careful  to  make  a 
plentiful  provision  of  godly  ministers, 
by  whose  faithful  preaching,  godly 
conversation,  and  exemplary  life  we 
trust  not  only  those  of  our  own  nation 
will  be  built  up  in  the  knowledge  of 
God,  but  also  the  Indians  may  in 
God's  appointed  time  be  reduced  to 
the  obedience  of  the  Gospel  of 
Christ." 

Edward  Winslow  of  Massachusetts 
Bay  Colony  wrote,  "The  spiritual  con- 
dition of  the  savage  is  itself  an  argu- 
ment for  immigration.  Every  Christian 
has  a  duty  ...  to  spread  true  religion 
among  the  infidels,  and  to  win  many 
thousands  of  wandering  sheep  into 
Christ's  fold."  .  .  .  "Those  men  might 
as  well  be  dead  who  live  in  England  for 
themselves  alone  and  sit  still  with  their 
talent  in  their  napkin  when  they  could 
be  of  service  both  to  God  and  to  their 
country  by  becoming  colonists  and 
using  every  effort  to  convert  the 
heathen." 

One  of  the  famous  names  of  the 
Bay  Colony  is  that  of  John  Eliot.  Eliot 
was  one  of  the  founders  of  Harvard 
College  as  well  as  one  of  the  producers 
of  the  Bay  Psalm  Book.  However, 
Eliot's  greatest  work  was  done  among 
the  Indians.  Until  an  advanced  age 
kept  him  from  his  work  he  visited 
scores  of  Indian  villages  preaching  the 
Gospel  of  Jesus  Christ  and  loving  the 
"sons  of  morning"  as  he  called  them. 
Eliot  had  learned  the  Algonquin  lan- 
guage and  translated  the  entire  Bible 
for  his  beloved  friends  of  the  forest. 
This   Bible   was   the   first   one   to   be 


printed  in  America.  A  great  accom- 
plishment for  foreign  missions. 

It  was  John  Eliot  who  gave  to  the 
Christian  world  this  famous  saying: 
"Prayer  and  pains,  through  faith  in 
Jesus  Christ,  will  do  anything." 
Around  the  world  missionaries  strug- 
gling with  the  sounds  of  a  new  lan- 
guage have  been  encouraged  by  those 
words  of  Eliot  from  the  forest  of  the 
New  World. 

Virginia,  New  England-missionary 
fields  in  the  eyes  of  the  Founding 
Fathers.  Time  would  fail  me  to  tell  of 
David  Brainard  in  the  forests  of  Penn- 
sylvania dying  among  the  Indians;  of 
David  Zeisberger  living  with  and  loving 
the  Indians  along  the  Muskingum 
River;  of  many  other  lesser  known 
heroes  of  the  American  wilderness. 

Jamestown  to  Boston,  South  and 
North— both  founded  to  spread  the 
Gospel  of  Jesus  Christ.  This  USA  a 
missionary  field?  Yes. 

Pause,  American  Christian.  What 
you  are  enjoying  at  Thanksgiving  time 
is  yours  because  of  foreign  missions. 
Yours  because  the  prayers  and  tears 
and  life  and  death  of  foreign  mission- 
aries transformed  the  dreadful  wilder- 
ness of  America  into  this  peaceful, 
productive  land.  Yours  because  some 
cared  that  others  hear  of  Jesus  Christ. 

This  Thanksgiving  Day  as  you 
count  your  blessings,  count  foreign 
missions  as  one  of  them.  And  as  the 
prayers  of  the  settlers  of  this  land  hal- 
lowed the  forests  of  a  formidable  land, 
may  you  join  that  band  of  witnesses 
and  hallow  some  mission  field  by  your 
prayers,  by  your  love,  by  your  life.    ^

For  middler  and  senior  SMM  girls 
throughout  the  United  States  there  are 
goals  which  must  be  achieved  in  order 
to  be  awarded  the  SMM  charm  brace- 
let and  charms.

I  would  like 
to  have  you  look  with  me  behind  the 
scenes  and  find  out  who  supplies  these 
charms. 

The  Schrock  Diamond  Jewelry 
Store  is  located  in  Waterloo,  Iowa. 
This  is  a  family  owned-  and  operated- 
business  which  employs  only  Chris- 
tians. 

Ordering  the  charms  takes  many 
hours  of  work,  but  it  is  done  as  a  ser- 
vice of  love  for  the  Lord.  Mrs.  Vernon 
Schrock  (Loreta)  is  in  charge  of  the 
SMM  charms.  This  part  of  the  "busi- 
ness" started  ten  years  ago  when 
charm  bracelets  replaced  the  pennants 
as  middler/senior  awards.  At  that  time, 
the  Schrocks  very  graciously  pur- 
chased the  original  die. 

Let's  watch  Loreta  prepare  an  order 
to  be  sent  to  you.  The  jewelry  is  or- 
dered in  gross  quantity  which  keeps 
the  price  down.  With  the  current  rise 
in  gold  and  silver,  she  must  write  sever- 
al wholesale  houses  in  order  to  get  the 
best  price.  The  charms  are  sold  at 
wholesale  prices  to  local  SMMs. 

The  first  charm  awarded  is  the  sil- 
ver disc  which  is  engraved  "SMM." 
The  engraving  is  done  by  Mr.  Schrock 
or  his  son-in-law.  The  assembling, 
packaging  and  mailing  is  done  by  Mrs. 
Schrock.  She  also  cares  for  the  large 
amount  of  paperwork  involved  in  a 
project  of  this  scope. 

Loreta  receives  and  desires  no  re- 
imbursement for  her  labors  on  behalf 
of  SMM.  She  enjoys  doing  the  work 
for  the  Lord.  It  is  her  prayer  that  "we 
are  all  working  together  to  give  our 
SMM  daughters  an  incentive  to  be  the 
best  for  their  Lord  and  Master  in 
reaching  their  goals  and  earning  their 
charms.  One  day  we'll  see  them  join  us 
in  WMC  and  truly  be  Women  Manifest- 
ing Christ.  What  greater  work  could  we 
be  doing?" 

Now  that  we've  seen  her  "in  ac- 
tion," let's  take  a  personal  glimpse. 


Mrs.  Schrock  grew  up  in  a  religious 
home,  but  it  wasn't  until  she  was  a 
teen  that  her  father  found  Christ  and 
her  famUy  began  attending  a  Brethren 
church.  One  by  one  the  family  search- 
ed the  Scriptures  and  realized  that  "by 
the  deeds  of  the  law  shall  no  flesh  be 
justified  in  His  sight."

She  was 
my  patroness  for  four  years  and  I've 
had  the  joy  and  privUege  of  knowing 
her  all  my  life.  The  love  and  happiness 
she  has  shown  to  SMM  girls  through 
thirty-four  years  as  a  local  patroness  is 
something  marvelous.

"Hey!  There's  an  ostrich  over 
there!  His  head  is  in  the  sand.  Why 
look  at  him!  How  silly  to  try  to  shut 
the  world  out.  But  look,  he's  pulling 
his  head  out.  He's  not  an  ostrich  after 
all,  he's  a  Christian!  Let's  see  what  he's 
up  to." 

"Er,  excuse  me,  Mr.  Ostrich,  oops,  I 
mean  Mr.  Christian." 

"That's Mm  Christian!" 

"Oh,  I'm  very  sorry.  I  don't  see  too 
many  Christians  who  look  like  you. 
Tell  me.  Miss  Christian,  who  are  you 
and  why  the  funny  looking  ostrich 
outfit?" 

"I'm  the  Flora,  Indiana,  SMM." 

"Oh .  . ." 
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"You  don't  seem  to  understand. 
The  ostrich  act  was  to  show  you  what 
we  in  Flora  are  trying  to  avoid." 

"What's  that?" 

"Sticking  our  head  in  the  sand  and 
ignoring  the  unsaved  girls  in  our  com- 
munity." 

"And  how  are  you  doing  that?" 

"Our  SMM  has  tried  some  new 
ideas.  For  instance,  we  meet  every 
Tuesday  (church  famUy  night)  for  an 
hour  and  a  half.  Each  meeting  has  a 
different  emphasis.  Our  first  meeting  is 
project  night.  Each  group  works  on 
missionary  projects  suggested  by 
national  SMM.  We've  made  everything 
from  missionary  scrapbooks  to  stuffed 
animals." 

"Sounds  great!  But,  what  about 
spiritual  emphasis?" 

"Our  second  Tuesday  is  especially 
devoted  to  Bible  study  and  prayer. 
The  Juniors  and  Middler— Seniors  meet 
together  for  songtime  and  prayer. 
Later  they  divide  for  the  Bible  study, 
mission  lesson  and  memory  work.  We 
particularly  enjoy  sharing  through  our 
prayer." 

"Sounds  to  me  like  you've  ex- 
hausted all  your  activities  in  the  first 
two  meetings." 

"Oh,  no!  You  see,  in  SMM  we  aim 
to  develop  the  whole  girl.  The  third 
week  we  have  activities,  such  as  camp- 
ing, bowling,  skating  and  the  good  ol' 
slumber  party.  Then,  the  last  Tuesday 
is  devoted  to  making  crafts  or  taking 
the  Charm  Course.  The  crafts  are 
usually  seasonal,  but  we  make  items 
for  nursing  home  residents  as  well  as 
daily  quiet  time  reminders.  The  occa- 
sional fifth  Tuesday  is  set  aside  for 
ministering  in  a  local  nursing  home." 

"But  how  is  all  this  helping  you 
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reach  the  unsaved  girls  for  Christ?" 

"The  girls  enjoy  SMM  and  they  in- 
vite their  friends  to  come  along.  They 
know  that  their  guests  will  feel  at  ease 
in  our  informal  "unchurchy"  atmo- 
sphere. Gradually  they  see  our  struc- 
ture and,  finally,  the  need  for  the  Lord 
to  help  them  change  their  ways.  This 
process,  over  the  past  two  and  one-half 
years  has  helped  us  lead  ten  girls  to 
Christ  and  add  eighteen  new  members 
to  our  group.  Eight  girls  are  now  in- 
volved in  the  church's  Grow  Bible 
Study  for  new  Christians." 

"Wow!  Doesn't  this  take  a  lot  of 
work?" 

"Yes,  but  some  of  the  older  girls 
are  a  great  help.  They  plan  and  carry 
out  activities,  as  well  as  chaperone  the 
younger  girls.  In  addition,  we  have  a 
committee  of  five  women  who  assist 
the  patroness.  These  women  are  ready 
to  help  her  whenever  she  requests 
aid." 

"WeU.  thanks  a  lot.  Miss  Christian, 
for  telling  us  about  yourself.  But,  if 
you'll  pardon  my  saying  so  .  .  .  those 
feathers,  they  just  aren't  too  flatter- 
ing!" m

For  Minnie  Kennedy- 
ivho  had  spent  that  many  years  on  the 
nission  field-it  wasn't  long  enough. 
Retirement  time  came  too  soon!  She 
lad  gone  to  the  mission  field  in 
French  Equatorial  Afiica  (now  the 
Central  African  Republic)  in  the  begin- 
ling  era  of  the  Brethren  mission- 
when  she  was  in  her  early  twenties, 
lewly  married.

-ongo).  From  Matadi  they  went  by 
rain  (a  Toonerville  trolley  type,  Mrs. 
Cennedy  recalls)  to  Kinshasa,  a  two- 
lay  journey.  There  were  so  many  mis-

sionaries  in  the  party  by  that  time  that 
they  had  a  car  to  themselves.  Then  by 
a  woodburning  river  steamer,  they 
journeyed  up  the  Congo  River  to  Ban- 
gui. It  was  quite  a  trip!  They  saw  hip- 
pos, crocodiles,  and  a  tree-full  of  mon- 
keys. The  boat  stopped  at  night  and 
then  resumed  its  journey  when  morn- 
ing came  so  the  river  trip  took  two 
weeks. 

In  Bangui  at  last,  the  Brethren  mis- 
sionaries were  met  by  Africans  with 
tepois  (a  tepoi  being  a  chair  with  long 
wooden  poles  on  either  side  and 
manned  by  four  Africans,  one  at  each 
end  of  a  pole)  to  carry  them  to  their 
destinations.  For  the  Kennedys  it 
meant  going  to  Bassai.  There  they 
studied  the  Karre  language,  taught  by 
Mr.  Sheldon  and  Africans.  Mrs.  Ken- 
nedy remembers  her  first  attempt  at  a 
Bible  lesson  in  Karre  when  she  became 
stymied  in  trying  to  think  of  the  word 
for  "fish."  The  Africans,  ever  sym- 
pathetic and  helpful,  supplied  the 
word  for  her. 

The  young  missionary  couple's  first 
home  in  Africa  was  a  little  grass- 
roofed,  two-room  stone  house.  The 
construction  of  which  had  been  begun 
there  at  Bassai  by  James  Gribble  him- 
self, though  he  probably  did  not  finish 
it.  By  the  time  their  first  furlough  was 
due,  two  little  sons— Lester  Jr.  and 
Paul— had  been  added  to  the  family. 
For  various  reasons  when  Lester  and 
Minnie  had  finished  their  furlough, 
they  felt  it  best  to  leave  both  little 
ones  in  the  homeland  in  the  care  of 
Minnie's  parents.  The  events  ahead 
were  to  bear  out  the  wisdom  of  this

move. 

Four  months  were  spent  in  France 
for  further  language  study  before  their 
return  to  Africa.  During  this  time  Les- 
ter contracted  a  severe  case  of  the  flu. 
and  it  seemed  as  if  this  triggered  other 
difficulties.  He  became  ill  again  on  the 
boat  trip  to  Africa,  and  the  ensuing 
trip  inland  was  difficult.  They  arrived 
back  on  the  field  in  March,  1931.  The 
following  November  the  young  mis- 
sionary was  called  to  be  with  the  Lord. 
Death  occurred  at  Yaloke;  but  inter- 
ment was  at  Bassai,  for  the  Africans 
wanted  him  back  there  where  he  had 
worked  with  them. 

Minnie,  the  young  widow,  never 
questioned  whether  she  should  remain 
on  the  field-this  was  where  God  had 
called  her.  In  the  years  which  fol- 
lowed, she  lived  at  various  stations  be- 
sides Bassai,  including  Bellevue  and 
Bible  Center,  but  the  major  part  of  the 
time  (twenty-six  years)  she  was  at  Be- 
koro.  She  taught  in  the  Bible  school 
there,  worked  with  the  women  and 
girls,  bought  and  learned  to  ride  a 
bicycle,  and  for  two  years  spent  four 
days  a  week  visiting  nearby  villages. 
During  one  period  when  there  were  no 
other  missionaries  at  Bekoro,  she  in- 
sisted on  remaining  there  alone- 
contrary  to  the  wishes  of  others.  It 
was  then  that  she  was  able  to  translate 
the  New  Testament  into  the  Kabba 
language.  (Besides  Karre,  Kabba,  and 
Sango,  she  also  learned  a  limited 
amount  of  Baya.) 

Her  last  two  terms  were  spent  at 

the  Bible  Center  at  Bata.  ("The  last 

place    I   wanted   to  go— and   the   last 

place   I   went!")  Teachers  of  women

"The  worst  teaching  method,"  it 
has  been  said,  "is  the  one  you  use  all 
the  time."  The  point  of  that  little 
phrase,  of  course,  is  not  that  vow  have 
chosen  the  worst  of  all  methods,  but 
that  there  is  a  tremendous  need  for 
variety  in  our  methods  of  communi- 
cating learning  to  students.  If  you  have 
used  any  one  method  for  "forty- 
eleven"  Sundays,  the  very  worst 
method  you  can  possibly  use  this  Sun- 
day is  the  same  method. 

Seminars  being  conducted  by  the 
Christian  Education  Department  are 
designed  to  help  Sunday  School  teach- 
ers make  use  of  a  variety  of  teaching 
methods  and  learning  activities  to  re- 
inforce the  content  being  presented. 

Reinforcement  Is  the  Key 

Strong  emphasis  upon  learning 
activities  and  teaching  methods  does 
not  imply  a  lesser  commitment  to 
solid  Bible  teaching.  It  is  based  upon  a 
realistic  awareness  that  "the  teacher 
has  not  taught  until  the  pupil  has 
learned." 

Your  success  as  a  Sunday  School 
teacher  is  not  measured  by  the  min- 
utes of  quiet  you  can  engineer  in  a 
children's  class  nor  by  the  pages  of  an 
outline  you  can  cover  for  the  adults. 
Your  success  is  measured  by  the  prod- 
uct in  Bible  knowledge  that  you  pro- 
duce through  your  teaching. 

The  actual  product  in  Bible  learning 
can  increase  tremendously  when  the 
presentation  of  Bible  information  and 
doctrine  is  reinforced.  This  reinforce- 
ment occurs  through  the  use  of  teach- 
ing methods  and  learning  activities 
that  involve  the  student  and  the  teach- 
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er   actively

material.  But  since  it  is  largely  a  teach 
er-centered  process,  student  involve- 
ment is  sometimes  lacking.  The  lec- 
turer himself  learns  very  effectively 
through  using  the  lecture  method. 
That  may  be  one  clue  to  why  there  is 
such  a  tremendous  knowledge  gap  be- 
tween the  teachers  and  students  in  our 
typical  church  situation.  The  one  who 
prepares  the  lecture  each  week  be- 
comes personally  involved  in  study, 
motivation,  and  in  the  actual  mechan- 
ics of  verbal  presentation.  As  a  result, 
preachers  and  teachers  get  "smarter 
and  smarter."  Unfortunately  the 
general  level  of  Bible  knowledge  in  our 
churches  diminishes  in  opposite  pro- 
portion to  the  level  of  student  involve-

TEACHER  LECTURELONG  prides  himself  in  the  way  he  is  able  to  cover  the  assigned 
lesson.

When  the  "lecture-only"  teacher 
opens  class  by  saying,  "Last  week  we 
learned  .  .  ."  he  may  be  very  sincere 
but  he  probably  would  be  more  honest 
if  he  said,  "Last  week,  I  learned  .  .  .  ." 
(If  you,  the  lecturer,  are  defensive  at 
this  point,  don't  take  my  word  for  it. 
Give  an  examination  to  your  Sunday 
School  class  next  week.  If  they  fail, 
you  get  the  F. ) 

The  Other  Extreme 

Since  learner  involvement  is  so  im- 
portant, some  have  allowed  the  pendu- 
lum to  swing  the  other  direction.  They 
allow  the  class  to  be  practically  un- 
guided  toward  any  specific  learning 
goal  and  practically  free  of  any  pre- 
pared content  objective.  In  this  hypo- 
thetical extreme  the  class  learns  and 
retains  a  great  percentage  of  that 
which  is  covered— practically  nothing! 

Our  Need  Is  for  Balance 

The  effective  Sunday  School  teach- 
er is  the  one  who  has  learned  the  art  of 
balance.  He  combines  "the  orderly 
presentation  of  divinely  purposed 
truth"  (a  good  Bible  lecture)  with  the 
skillful  use  of  learning  activities  that 
personally  involve  the  student  in  the 
classroom. 

Building  Readiness  and 
Learner  Motivation 

Motivation  is  the  great  key  to  stu- 
dent learning.  If  students  are  to  be 
motivated  to  learn,  they  must  be  in- 
volved. That  is  why  teacher  instruc- 
tional materials  prepared  by  the  Chris- 
tian Education  Department  empha- 
size: 

1 .  Grab  them  where  they  are 

2.  Take  them  where  you're  going 

3.  Tell  them  where  they've  been 
Teaching  methods  (learning  activi- 
ties) such  as  role-playing,  directed  dis- 
cussion,   planned    question-response, 
igree-disagree    inquiries,    and    simple 


drama  should  not  be  used  as  substi- 
tutes for  the  presentation  of  planned 
Bible  content.  But  these  tools  should 
be  skillfully  used  by  the  teacher  to  in- 
volve the  student  in  the  subject  matter 
being  taugltt.  These  methods  increase 
the  student's  readiness  to  see  practical 
life  applications. 

Retention  Is  Increased  Through 
Student  Participation 

Good  teachers  have  long  recognized 
the  great  value  of  coupling  audiovisual 
experiences  with  verbalizing  the  lesson 
content.  The  figures  in  this  table  (the 
result  of  reseach  by  Socony-Vacuum 
Corporation  used  widely  in  secular 
education)  reinforce  what  we  have 
long  been  saying  about  the  importance 
of  visual  aids.

Educational  processes  and  com- 
munication methods  are  changing  at 
an  amazing  pace  today.  We  are  foolish 
if  we  do  not  recognize  the  implications 
these  changes  have  upon  the  learning 
patterns  of  boys  and  girls  in  our  Sun- 
day Schools.  But  we  are  probably 
more  foolish  when  we  recognize  the 
implications  of  the  "audiovisual- 
experiential"  age  upon  children  and 
yet  fail  to  provide  educationally  valid 
experiences  for  the  adults  of  our  Sun- 
day Schools.

Learning

A  lot  of  learning  can  happen  in  a 
home— and  should! 

The  priority  of  Christian  education 
is  a  priority  first  of  the  home.  Al- 
though the  church  can  never  be  a  sub- 
stitute home  just  because  the  real 
teacher  is  sick,  the  local  church  must 
feel  an  obligatory  compulsion  to  evalu- 
ate family-style  learning.  In  such  cases 
where  the  home  is  disintegrated  and 
hopelessly  fragmented,  don't  we  have 
a  responsibility  to  become  channels  of 
loving  concern  and  discipleship? 

Let's  look  at  three  characteristics  of 
the  home,  their  advantages  and  pos- 
sible applications  to  the  teaching-learn- 
ing encounter. 

1.  INTIMACY  OF  ACQUAIN- 
TANCE. There  is  no  place  where  we 
are  so  intimately  known  as  the  home. 
Consequently,  we  can  either  develop 
or  shatter  confidence  with  amazing 
rapidity.  Whether  or  not  family  mem- 
bers feel  freedom  to  let  down  defenses 
and  share  their  problems  depends  on 
our  sensitivity  to  them.  Whether  or 
not  they  raise  questions  depends  on 
the  security  they  feel  in  our  selfless 
love.  A  natural  by-product  of  this  in- 
timacy of  acquaintance  can  be  learn- 
ing. It  is  important  to  apply  life- 
oriented  Scripture  in  the  problematic 
situations  often  known  only  to  the 
family.  As  we  practice  the  principles 
of  Scripture  in  the  home,  learning 
takes  place.  The  parent  who  fails  to  be 
a  Christ-conformed  disciple  may  not

only  faO  to  positively  influence,  but 
can  cause  almost  irreparable  damage  to 
lives  who  know  him  intimately. 

The  local  church  often  stands  by 
passively  watching  families  go  up  in 
smoke— offering  little  more  than  a 
mute  "tisk-tisk."  As  teachers  we  have 
a  pressing  responsibility  to  develop  an 
intimacy  of  acquaintance  with  people 
who  may  well  be  starved  for  it.  This 
demands  that  we  spend  time  and  ex- 
tend friendship.  Our  motive  should 
not  be  to  manipulate  them  into  our 
Sunday  School  classes  in  order  to  win 
the  banner,  but  because  we  care  and 
know  that  friends  learn  best  from 
friends. 

2.  VARIETY  OF  CIRCUM- 
STANCE. The  home  affords  a  dy- 
namic multiplicity  of  circumstances. 
Each  of  these  variegated  happenings 
can  and  should  be  transformed  into  a 
learning  encounter.  The  reality  of 
Christian  character  is  never  so  vitally 
demonstrated  as  when  unplanned. 
When  the  tie  pops  off  and  the  papier- 
mache  halo  is  set  aside  (until  6  p.m.  or 
7  p.m.  or  next  Wednesday  or  Sunday) 
are  you  real  then'l  When  you  are  given 
too  much  change  at  once,  or  when  you 
get  a  flat  and  you're  ten  minutes  late 
already,  how  vital  is  your  Jesus- 
relationship?  When  you  find  it  diffi- 
cult to  make  all  those  payments  or 
some  unique  joy-producing  event  hap- 
pens, is  Jesus  seen  in  the  home  thei}'! 
These  are  the  unique  teaching  oppor- 
tunities of  the  home  which  cannot  be 
redeemed  by  "cramming-with-the- 
quarterly"  next  Saturday  evening. 

Can  we  approximate  the  potential 
of  the  home  through  the  halfhearted 
application   of  the  teaching  methods 


we  have  clung  to  for  years?  Or  can  we 
offer  more  variety  in  teaching  method- 
ology? Not  for  the  sake  of  novelty, 
but  because  certain  methods  might  be 
more  suited  to  communicate  with  real 
vitality.  Have  you  junked  the  idea  of 
role  plays,  creative  writing,  learning 
centers,  audiovisuals,  different  room 
arrangements,  and  discussion  without 
even  considering  their  benefit  or  un- 
derstanding their  purpose? 

3.  GREATER  AMOUNT  OF  TIME. 

In  the  midst  of  its  intimacy  of  ac- 
quaintance and  variety  of  circum- 
stance there  is  greater  opportunity  for 
teaching  and  learning  in  the  home  be- 
cause we  are  there  more.  But  how 
many  potential  hours  of  sharing,  car- 
ing and  loving  instruction  go  down  the 
household  drain  for  lack  of  clear  prior- 
ity of  the  home?  Do  we  care  enough 
for  the  discipleship  of  our  home  to  be 
there  enough  to  make  it  happen? 

And  what  about  the  accumulated 
hours  of  church-related  teaching  time 
that  is  wasted  with  trivia?  As  teachers 
we  can  augment  our  teaching  time  in 
three  ways.  (1)  Make  the  most  effec- 
tive use  of  the  time  we  have.  Avoid 
needless  repetition  and  laborious  at- 
tention to  nonessential  detail.  (2) 
Seriously  consider  the  benefits  of  total 
period  teaching  concepts.  Make  full 
teaching  use  of  as  much  time  as  is 
available.  (3)  Make  effective  use  of  ' 
out-of-class  contacts— not  as  one-to- 
one  lecture  opportunities,  but  by  pat- 
terning our  discipleship  efforts  after  I 
the  unique  values  of  family  style  learn-  j 
ing.

Decoder 

Rings 

and  Things 
and  Thanks

My  son  calls  them  the  "Olden 
Days"  every  time  1  bring  up  the  sub- 
ject of  what  I  used  to  do.  And  he  just 
might  be  riglit  because  those  days  are  a 
bit  farther  away  than  they  used  to  be. 
Recently  I  was  reading  through  a  busi- 
ness publication  and  the  information 
stated  that  a  governmental  agency  was 
stepping  into  the  cold-cereal  business. 
It  seems  one  of  the  bureaucrats  de- 
cided it  was  not  right  to  make  offers 
of  merchandise  in  connection  with  the 
sale  of  cereal.  He  said  that  immature 
children  could  be  deceived  by  such  of- 
fers and  for  the  protection  of  innocent 
little  children  he  was  going  to  use  the 
powers  of  the  United  States  Govern- 
ment to  bring  a  cover  of  protection  to 
them. 

My  tnst  thought  was  that  he  must 
have  been  stuck  with  a  bad  "decoder 
ring"  when  he  was  a  kid.  Possibly  his 
ring  didn't  match  the  numbers  and  let- 
ters properly  and  he  got  the  wrong 
secret  message.  If  he  had  been  a  "vic- 
tim" this  could  be  his  way  of  getting 
even  with  all  of  those  guys  who  puff 
up  wheat  and  rice.  Anyway,  I  was  glad 
I  grew  up  in  another  era  when  a  box 
top  was  the  same  thing  as  money.  In 
fact,  it  was  better  because  I  did  not 
have  any  money.  I  guess  I  could  call 


myself  a  child  of  the  post-depression 
days.  My  family  lost  our  house  during 
those  economically  clouded  days,  and 
we  did  not  have  a  lot  of  cash  to  call 
our  own.  We  were  just  like  millions  of 
others  trying  to  find  happiness  on  a 
shoestring. 

But  we  did  save  box  tops.  Whether 
there  was  a  current  offer  on  or  not 
made  little  difference,  because  if  there 
was  not  one  now— wait  till  next 
month!  With  a  couple  of  box  tops,  a 
quarter,  and  a  great  deal  of  patience 
you  were  in  business.  Decoder  rings 
stand  out  in  my  mind  as  a  sheer,  bright 
memory  of  the  post-depression.  It 
took  weeks  to  get  back  that  special  of- 
fer. I  would  daily  race  home  from 
school  and  as  I  rushed  in  the  house, 
the  question  was:  "Is  it  here  yet?" 
Mother  knew  what  "it"  was— the 
"now"  special  offer.  It  was  a  thing  to 
be  hoped  and  longed  for,  and  its  ar- 
rival never  disappointed  me.  Like  most 
of  the  joys  of  childhood,  the  waiting 
and  hoping  are  prizes  that  should 
never  be  minimized  by  adult  skeptics 
and  should  never  be  shattered  by  big 
people  who  "know  better." 

Countless  decoder  rings  and  other 
box-top  offers  helped  to  brighten  a 
world    that    was    struggling    with   big 


problems.  Most  of  the  problems  cen- 
tered around  not  having  all  of  the 
things  that  are  seemingly  so  much  of  a 
necessity  to  the  "now  generation."  It 
seems  strange  to  hear  talk  of  impend- 
ing economical  problems  in  our  news- 
papers today— talk  of  a  return  to  the 
thirties  and  depression.  I  was  just 
young  enough  not  to  be  really  hurt  by 
the  past  depression  or  to  understand 
what  it  all  meant.  But  the  involvement 
of  my  famUy  gave  me  an  appreciation 
and  a  degree  of  understanding  of  how 
scarce  things  can  become.  Also,  I 
gained  the  knowledge  that  the  posses- 
sion of  things  is  not  necessary  for  the 
realization  of  peace  and  security. 

The  Thanksgiving  season  is  here 
again.  It  is  declared  to  be  a  period  of 
time  when  we  as  a  nation  give  praise 
for  the  plenty  of  our  land.  The  au- 
tumn leaves  have  lost  their  coat  of 
many  colors  and  have  turned  to  a  deep 
brown.  By  this  time  most  of  them 
have  taken  their  flight  from'  the  securi- 
ty anchor  of  their  branches.  They  have 
drifted  to  a  ground  turned  cold  from 
the  lack  of  a  hot  summer  sun.  Winter 
is  approaching,  and  it  is  time  to  stop  in 
our  whirlwind  of  activities  and  offer 
thanks  for  things.

It  is  time  to  take  inventory  and 
then  to  give  thanks.  How  about  things 
like  homes  and  churches,  parents  and 
children,  and  food— both  spiritual  and 
material?  Yes,  it  is  a  time  for  thanks 
that  Christ  died  and  He  rose  from  the 
grave  as  victor,  assuring  us  of  life  ever- 
lasting with  Him. 

Thanksgiving  is  a  time  of  nostalgia. 
Some  of  us  think  on  the  past  about 
decoder  rings  and  things.  But  more  im- 
portant, let's  remember  to  give  thanks 
for  all  our  blessings  from  above.  If  this 
Thanksgiving  finds  us  laden  with  all  of 
the  good  things,  we  need  to  give  Him 
thanks.  Should  another  year  find  us 
with  much  less  than  today,  may  our 
thanks  to  Him  in  no  way  be  altered  or 
diminished.  The  big  and  the  little  gifts 
are  all  from  the  hand  of  a  gracious

God  Gives 
Gallon  Growth 


People  often  ask,  "To  what  do  you 
attribute  the  growth  of  the  church  at 
GaUon?"  We  could  enumerate  various 
human  factors  that  enter  in,  but  as  we 
frequently  analyze  and  review  our 
total  ministry,  we  always  reach  the 
same  conclusion— God  gave  the  in- 
crease! "Except  the  Lord  build  the 
house,  they  labor  in  vain  that  build  it" 
(Ps.  127:1). 

Growth  in  numbers  and  in  finances 
would  be  meaningless  if  there  were  no 
spiritual  results,  but  the  Lord  has 
blessed  in  this  area  also.  In  the  past 
four  years  there  have  been  approxi- 
mately 300  salvation  decisions  as  a  re- 
sult of  th^  regular  services,  special  ser- 
vices, VBS,  and  the  calling  program. 
Many  of  these  people  will  never  be  a 
permanent  part  of  our  church  because 
some  were  from  out  of  town,  and 
others  were  reached  in  the  hospital 
and  already  had  a  church  home.  Sever- 
al children  who  attend  other  churches 
accepted  Christ  at  our  VBS.  However, 
the  Lord  did  not  commission  us  to  win 
those  who  will  be  able  to  join  our 
church,  but  to  win  the  lost,  whoever 
and  wherever  they  are! 

In  1971,  the  church  won  the  first 
place  award  in  the  national  Sunday 
School  attendance  contest  for  their 
division,  and  first  place  for  the  North- 
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By  Pastor  Maynard  Tittle 

central  Ohio  District.  This  year  it  won 
the  second  place  award  in  the  national 
contest,  as  well  as  being  in  first  place 
for  the  district. 

During  the  past  four  years  the 
church  has  increased  to  an  average  at- 
tendance of  well  over  100.  On  Septem- 
ber 8,  1974,  attendance  reached  a  high 
of  176  in  Sunday  School  and  189  in 
the  morning  worship  service.  Recently 
the  attendance  reached  256  for  a 
special  service. 

In    addition    to    the    numerical

growth,  finances  have  grown  propor- 
tionately. The  church  has  voted  to  go 
self-supporting  at  the  rate  of  assuming 
an  additional  S50  per  month.  With  this 
plan  carried  out,  the  church  can  be 
totally  self-supporting  early  in  1975. 

The  church  has  just  begun  a  bus 
ministry  with  a  bus  given  to  them  by 
another  church.  An  average  of  30-35 
pupils  ride  the  bus  each  Sunday. 

The  present  quarters  are  not  really 
adequate  to  accommodate  the  Sunday 
School  attendance.  The  two  adult  Sun- 
day School  classes  are  just  a  few  feet 
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Pastor  Maynard  Tittle 


apart  and  it  is  difficult  for  the  students 
to  concentrate  on  their  own  lesson. 
The  teen  boys  set  up  screens  and  meet 
in  the  foyer,  while  the  teen  girls  meet 
in  a  small  hallway  area  in  front  of  an 
exit  door. 

In  1961  the  Gallon  church  was 
started  as  the  result  of  the  vision  of 
the  Grace  Brethren  Church  in  Mans- 
field, under  the  leadership  of  R.  Paul 
Miller,  Jr.  The  Gallon  church  started  in 
a  house  and  later  moved  to  a  former 
grocery  store.  Eventually  it  graduated 
to  a  public  school  building.  At  the 
present  time  the  people  are  crowding 
their  own  church  building  which  was 
built  in  1966. 

The  first  pastor  was  Rev.  Charles 
Thornton.  In  1963  he  was  followed  by 


Rev.  Alva  Conner,  who  served  the 
church  until  1967.  From  the  fall  of 
1967  until  the  spring  of  1969  Rev. 
Everett  Niswonger  pastored  the 
church.  From  the  spring  of  1969  until 
July  1970,  the  church  was  without 
pastoral  leadership— a  total  of  15 
months.  This  extended  period  without 
a  pastor,  coupled  with  various  attacks 
by  Satan,  decimated  the  ranks. 

However,  during  this  time  a  handful 
of  faithful  people  stood  by  the  church. 
Some  Sunday  mornings  there  was  only 
one  little  girl  for  the  children's  class  in 
Sunday  School,  but  she  was  faithfully 
taught  the  lesson  by  Mrs.  Kenneth 
Gulick.  She  and  her  husband  were 
among  that  faithful  group.  Others  still 
with    the    present    congregation    who 


were  part  of  the  faithful  few  are  Mr. 
and  Mrs.  James  Botdorf,  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
Wilbur  Carlson,  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Herman 
Fischer,  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Chester  Monn. 
These  people,  with  a  few  others  who 
have  since  left  the  church,  deserve 
much  credit  for  their  faithfulness  dur- 
ing the  lean  years. 

While  the  present  building  is  not 
adequate  for  expansion,  the  church  is 
a  beautiful  structure.  People  have  espe- 
cially remarked  about  the  inspiration 
of  the  cross  and  spotliglit  on  the  out- 
side of  the  church  which  can  be  seen 
for  quite  a  distance.  As  this  symbolic 
cross  sends  forth  light,  even  so  we 
trust  that  the  love  of  Christ  will  shine 
through  our  lives  into  our  community. 
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The  Golden  Gate  of  Jerusalem  as  seen  from  the  Garden  of  Gethsem- 
ane.  Tradition  says  Christ  will  enter  Jerusalem  by  this  gate. 


Staring  at  a  map  of  Israel,  I  wonder, 
"Where  shall  I  begin?"  for  one  of  the 
great  things  from  the  Lord  this  sum- 
mer was  a  trip  to  the  land  of  the  Bible. 
Now,  not  just  the  who,  what  and  why 
of  the  Word  of  God  captures  my  inter- 
est but  the  where.  Actually,  because  of 
the  full  schedule  on  such  trips,  the 
true  import  of  the  experience  is  not 
felt  until  after  the  return  home. 

As  I  have  told  some,  "I'm  like  a 
cow  chewing  her  cud"  as  I  revisit 
many  of  the  places  when  I  read  the 
Word  and  share  my  slides.  I  am  now 
more  personally  interested  in  the 
events  occurring  in  Israel.  In  my 
mind's  eye  I  can  picture  the  SuperSol 
(super  market)  in  Jerusalem  where  the 
bomb  was  placed,  or  the  UN  troop 
events  in  the  Golan. 

One  of  the  first  things  that  was 
brought  to  our  attention  was  the  refor- 
estation program  initiated  by  the 
Israeli  Government.  After  World  War  I 


when  the  Turks  were  given  control  of 
Palestine,  they  cut  down  most  of  the 
trees  which  affected  the  rainfall.  One 
way  of  meeting  the  financial  cost  of 
the  reforestation  program  is  having 
trees  planted  as  a  memorial  in  honor 
of  a  person  or  an  event.  Somewhere  in 
that  land  there  are  trees  planted  by 
our  Bethel  Bible  Class  (Ladies'  Day 
Meeting)  which  gives  us  a  definite  feel- 
ing of  a  tie  with  Israel. 

After  seeing  the  land  of  the  Bible, 
the  Old  and  New  Testaments  have  be- 
come more  unified  for  me.  An  ex- 
ample of  this  unification  can  be  found 
at  Shechem  which  is  also  Sycar.  Here 
was  the  place  not  only  where  the 
Samaritan  woman  met  the  Lord  Jesus 
and  partook  of  the  Living  Water,  but 
also  where  Jacob  purchased  the  parcel 
of  land  that  he  later  gave  to  Joseph  as 
his  inheritance.  Here  at  Mt.  Ebal  and 
Mt.  Gerizim  is  where  the  blessings  and 
curses  were  rehearsed  in  obedience  to 


the  command  of  the  Lord  shortly  after 
the  Israelites  entered  the  Promised 
Land.  In  Judges,  I  am  reminded  that 
from  the  top  of  Mt.  Gerizim  Jotham 
pronounced  his  "parable"  of  doom  re- 
garding Abimelech  and  the  men  of 
Shechem. 

Some  of  the  places  that  we  visited 
have  helped  me  to  relate  more  to  the 
Jewish  people  to  whom  I  minister.  For 
example,  it  was  at  the  pool  of  Siloam 
where  the  Jewish  man  who  was  blind 
from  birth  received  his  sight.  When  he 
obeyed  Christ's  words  and  washed  in 
the  pool,  he  was  healed.  Through  the 
ministry  of  the  Brethren  Messianic 
Testimony  to  blind  Jews,  a  number 
have  obeyed  the  Word  of  Christ  and 
now  have  spiritual  sight.  As  the  Lord 
tarries,  we  believe  others  too  will  see 
Him  as  their  Messiah  and  God.  We 
were  unable  lo  enter  Yad  Vashem,  a 
memorial  to  the  sLx  million  Jews  who 
died  under  Hitler,  because  of  a  special 
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service  being  held  that  particular  after- 
noon. In  some  ways  I  am  glad  that  I 
did  not  see  the  results  of  the  many 
atrocities,  such  as  lampshades  of 
human  skin  or  soap  from  human  fat.  It 
was  sufficient  to  visit  the  memorial  by 
purchasing  slides.  In  a  measure,  I  ap- 
preciate more  the  experience  of  those 
to  whom  I  minister  who  endured  the 
concentration  camps  and  the  Warsaw 
Ghetto. 

Coming  to  and  leaving  Yad  Va- 
shem,  one  walks  along  the  Avenue  of 
the  Righteous  Gentiles.  It  is  lined  with 
trees  each  bearing  the  name  and  coun- 
try of  a  Jewish  person  who  died  in  the 
holocaust.  By  naming  the  avenue, 
Israel  acknowledges  that  there  are 
some  Gentiles  who  do  care.  Though 
perhaps  not  appreciated  by  Israel,  I  am 
thankful  for  the  Gentile  Christians 
who  care  for  the  souls  of  Jewish 
people  by  praying  and  giving.  Througli 
the  Brethren  Messianic  Testimony 
precious  Jewish  people  have  received 
Christ  as  God,  Messiah  and  Saviour. 

At  this  time  I  would  like  to  thank 
you  t~or  your  prayers  in  my  behalf  For 
"God  hath  done  great  things"  in  my 
own  personal  life.  There  were  many 
months  of  trials  and  needs  but  the 
Lord  has  brought  me  through  each  of

them.  I  trust  I  may  never  go  through 
such  a  time  again  but  the  results  have 
been  wonderful-it's  like  being  re- 
stored to  that  first  love.  Praise  the 
Lord!  May  I  say  to  anyone  reading  this 
article  who  is  going  through  problems, 
heartaches  or  physical  needs— don't  de-

spair.  The  Lord  is  the  answer  and  He 
can  meet  EVERY  need. 

The  final  "great  thing"  from  the 
Lord  is  answered  prayer  for  laborers. 
Two  couples  have  been  approved  as 
candidates  for  your  testimony  to  the 
Jewish  people  here  in  Los  Angeles. 
Since  they  stUl  have  schooling  to  com- 
plete at  Grace  Schools,  they  will  not 
be  coming  immediately.  However,  the 
Lord  has  led  Mrs.  Ellen  Halpin  to  work 
with  me  on  a  part-time  basis.  We  will 
be  sharing  more  about  this  in  the  fu- 
ture. 

In  September,  Phil  Cariaga  began 
his  fifth  year  as  the  Bible  teacher  for 
the  Thursday  evening  class.  Pray  for 
the  Lord  to  accomplish  "great  things" 
in  each  heart  and  life  as  we  study  the 
Book  of  Deuteronomy.  Continually  I 
thank  the  Lord  for  this  man's  dedica- 
tion.

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Running  To  and  Fro  and 


A  prophet  confined  in  captivity  most  of  his  life  cast 
more  hght  on  the  future  than  the  hundreds  ot  prognos- 
ticators  of  our  day.  Describing  the  end  time,  Daniel  de- 
clared that  "many  shall  run  to  and  fro,  and  knowledge 
shall  be  increased"  (Dan.  12:4).  These  two  factors  are 
homogenizing  the  world.  The  increase  in  knowledge  has 
been  compounding  at  a  phenomenal  rate.  From  the  time 
of  Adam  to  Christ,  knowledged  doubled.  From  Christ  to 
1700  it  doubled  again.  From  1700  to  1900  it  doubled 
again.  From  1900  to  1960  it  doubled  again.  From  1960 
to  1970  it  doubled  yet  again.  And  from  1970  to  the 
present  it  has  doubled  again.  In  the  last  25  years  science 
has  made  more  progress  than  in  all  the  rest  of  the 
world's  history.  This  advancement  has  caught  the  imagi- 
nation of  mankind. 

As  a  part  of  the  increase  in  knowledge  there  has  been 
a  development  in  the  mediums  of  communication.  Think 
of  what  has  happened  in  the  area  of  travel  since  the  turn 
of  the  century:  the  car,  the  plane,  the  jet.  Along  with 
these  have  come  the  phone,  the  wireless,  the  radio,  and 
the  television.  Not  only  intercontinental,  but  also  inter- 
planetary movement  has  been  affected  by  these  develop- 
ments. All  of  this  has  promoted  the  dissemination  of 
knowledge,  which  in  turn  has  influenced  the  desires  of 
nationalities  and  fired  their  ambitions  for  a  place  in  the 
sun.  Patterns  of  life  have  been  noticeably  changing  in 
every  nation,  but  more  particularly  is  this  true  in  the 
areas  of  moral  and  spiritual  matters. 

Thougli  Daniel  probably  did  not  completely  under- 
stand the  full  significance  of  what  he  wrote  (for  he 
wrote  better  than  he  knew),  it  becomes  clear  now  that 
there  must  be  a  conditioning  of  world  society  over  one 
moral  and  spiritual  pattern  in  order  that  the  whole  world 
will  be  ripe  for  judgment  at  the  coming  of  Christ.  As  we 
look  at  the  accelerating  movement  of  conditions  in  the 
world  today,  it  would  appear  that  the  consummation  of 
this  present  age  is  not  far  away.  A  premonition  pervades 


the  thinking  of  men  everywhere  that  some  impendin 
crisis  is  about  to  burst  upon  the  world.  Men  in  gener; 
would  hardly  describe  this  in  terms  of  the  coming  c 
Christ.  But  those  of  us  who  believe  the  prophetic  wor 
understand  that  these  conditions  point  in  the  directio 
of  Christ's  near  return. 

Increasing  knowledge  and  progressing  in  methods  c 
communication  are  not  reducing  the  problems  of  th 
world.  The  men  who  avail  themselves  of  this  knowledg 
and  communication  are  incapable  of  using  the  advanct 
ment  in  knowledge  in  ways  that  are  beneficial  to  mar 
kind.  Sinners  have  one  strong  prejudice,  that  is  to  folic 
the  dictates  of  their  own  limited  vision— unmindful  c 
the  outcome.  "There  is  a  way  which  seemeth  riglit  unt 
a  man,  but  the  end  thereof  are  the  ways  of  death"  (Pre 
14:12),  The  first  man,  Adam,  chose  his  own  way  in  th 
face  of  instruction  from  the  Lord,  and  as  a  resu 
plunged  the  whole  world  into  sin.  His  progeny  ha\ 
chosen  to  pursue  the  same  path,  and  as  a  result  are  pn 
ducing  the  problems  that  will  shortly  bring  about  th 
culmination  of  the  age. 

Ever  since  the  turn  of  the  century  we  have  been  heai 
ing  about  lasting  and  enduring  peace.  And  up  to  th 
present  there  has  been  none.  More  than  8,000  treatie 
have  been  completed  since  the  turn  of  the  century  an 
not  one  remains  intact.  Men  and  nations  have  not  hes 
tated  to  ignore  them  and  often  they  have  deliberatel 
broken  them.  The  peace  effected  in  Korea  has  not  pr^ 
duced  any  cessation  of  hostilities.  The  recent  negoti. 
tions  for  peace  in  Vietnam  have  not  changed  the  warrin 
conditions  in  that  area.  The  Mideast  problem  remairi 
the  same,  and  with  suspicious  eyes  armed  legions  coii 
front  each  other  in  that  area.  The  repeated  attempts  an 
blunders  to  achieve  peace  reminds  those  who  believe  thi 
Scriptures  that  no  attempts  of  men,  however  admirabli] 
will  accomplish  an  enduring  peace.  For  "even  unto  th 
end  shall  be  war"  (Dan.  9:26  ASV).

A  survey  of  the  average  newspaper  or  periodical  will 
onvince  any  honest  reader  that  the  United  States  is 
eset  with  endless  problems,  and  most  of  them  are  of 
eeply  serious  character.  A  crime  wave  is  sweeping 
cross  this  nation  that  threatens  the  welfare  of  every 
ommunity  and  household.  The  Attorney  General  of  the 
Inited  States  is  frightened  at  the  prospects  and  confused 
s  to  the  methods  he  should  invoke  to  curb  the  move- 
lent.  Circumstances  have  produced  a  new  word  for  the 
imerican  vocabulary.  It  is  the  word  "stagflation."  It 
ombines  in  its  meaning  a  new  trend  in  the  economy.  On 
le  one  hand  there  is  a  gradually  decreasing  activity  in 
le  entire  commercial  structure,  and  on  the  other  there 
;  an  accelerating  inflation  in  costs.  Unemployment  is 
radually  increasing  and  stocks  are  plunging  downward, 
ut  prices  continue  to  rise.  Interest  rates  remain  high  or 
0  higher.  This  has  grown  to  such  tremendous  propor- 
ions  that  men  in  high  places  are  rating  this  problem 
umber  one.  So  far  mini-  and  maxi-conferences  of  ex- 
erts have  done  nothing  more  than  talk.  It  remains  to  be 
;en  whether  action  precipitated  by  such  conferences 
'ill  strike  at  the  heart  of  the  problem  and  bring  it  under 
ontrol. 

Such  problems  usually  reach  beyond  the  borders  of  a 
ation.  The  world  has  become  so  closely  interrelated 
lat  national  economics  reflect  world  economy.  In  this 
;spect  what  is  true  in  the  United  States  is  also  true  in 
ther  nations  of  the  world— only  there  the  situation  is 
ven  more  acute.  Some  nations  are  already  on  the  verge 
f  bankruptcy.  With  amazing  skill  men  have  devised  an 
:onomy  to  meet  the  needs  of  mankind,  little  dreaming 
lat  this  very  achievement  may  have  written  into  it  the 
Jath  knell  for  those  who  devised  it.  It  could  be  that 
lis  present  trend  will  finally  result  in  another  world- 
ide  depression,  despite  the  efforts  of  men  to  avert  it. 
s  is  usually  the  case,  a  crisis  of  such  proportions  breaks 
p  all  the  trends,  and  men  refocus  their  sights  and  start 


over  again.  On  the  other  hand,  this  could  be  that  condi- 
tion of  affairs  at  the  end  of  the  age  that  will  bring  about 
the  destruction  of  society  (cf.  Luke  21 :25-26). 

Crises  carry  their  own  message  to  the  people  of  God. 
This  is  always  a  time  to  review  the  plans  of  God  and 
reassess  responsibility  to  those  plans.  There  are  several 
things  that  God's  people  can  be  sure  of: 

God  is  still  in  control  of  the  entire  universe  and  He  is 
working  everything  after  the  counsel  of  His  own  will  (cf. 
Eph.  1;11). 

God's  people  can  be  sure  that  no  matter  what  the 
circumstances  may  be,  every  event  will  work  together 
for  good  to  them  (cf.  Rom.  8:28). 

God's  people  understand  that  it  is  not  the  plan  of 
God  to  save  everybody  in  this  dispensation.  God  is  call- 
ing out  a  people  for  His  name,  the  Church,  and  when 
that  purpose  is  accomplished.  He  will  send  His  Son  to 
catch  away  His  bride  (cf.  Acts  15:14). 

In  order  to  accomplish  this  one  great  purpose  in  this 
age.  God  has  mounted  a  worldwide  missionary  move- 
ment to  reach  the  chosen  bride  (cf.  Acts  1 :8).  Every  true 
believer  is  responsible  to  do  his  part  in  the  accomplish- 
ment of  this  task. 

It  is  the  business  of  the  believer  to  buy  up  the  oppor- 
tunity because  the  days  are  evil  and  conditions  are  work- 
ing against  the  accomplishment  of  God's  purpose  (cf.

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Grace  Manufacturing: 
One  Miracle  after  Another 


Metal  fabrication  and  the  manufac- 
ture of  drawer  glides,  floor  registers, 
and  camper  jacks  are  not  a  normal  part 
of  the  liberal  arts  college  curriculum. 
Usually  there  is  more  emphasis  on 
Plato,  Chopin  and  vanGogh  than  on 
punch  presses,  electronic  circuitry,  and 
manufacture  of  fabricated  compo- 
nents. 

But  Grace  Manufacturing,  Inc.,  a 
modern,  expanding  metal  fabrication 
plant,  located  in  Warsaw's  Boggs  In- 
dustrial Park,  has  a  vital  and  important 
part  in  the  continued  health  and 
operation  of  Grace  Schools  in  Winona 
Lake. 

For  example,  in  the  last  four  years 
Grace  Manufacturing  has  provided  full 
or  part-time  employment  for  84  col- 
lege or  seminary  students.  It  has  paid 
them  a  total  of  $184,542.86  as  of  the 
firm's  last  payday,  much  of  which 
went  for  tuition,  dormitory  expenses, 
and  other  school  supplies.  In  addition, 
profits  from  the  firm  have  assisted  in 
reducing  debts  on  some  of  the  school's 
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physical  facilities. 

Dr.  Herman  A.  Hoyt,  president  of 
Grace  Schools,  is  also  president  of 
Grace  Manufacturing  since  the  school, 
thanks  to  a  recent  gift,  holds  control- 
ling interest  in  the  company.  But  the 
vice  president  and  general  manager  of 
the  plant  is  a  large,  imposing,  soft- 
spoken  Michigan  City  native  named 
Bob  Hoeppner. 

"I  would  go  mad  in  a  large  manu- 
facturing corporation  where  I  had  re- 
sponsibility for  just  one  specialty," 
says  Mr.  Hoeppner,  sitting  in  his 
modest  but  functional  office.  "This 
place  was  just  a  big  tleld  when  I  first 
came  down  here,"  he  says,  leaning 
back  in  his  chair  and  reminiscing  on 
the  company's  origin  in  l'-)69.  Evi- 
dences of  the  company's  Christian 
orientation  are  in  abundance-the  rack 
of  tracts  by  the  door,  the  large  paint- 
ing of  the  well-known  picture  called 


"Grace"  behind  Mr.  Hoeppner's  desk, 
and  his  own  quiet  speech,  which  is 
filled  with  phrases  like  "The  Lord 
groomed  me  for  40  years  for  this  job." 

Mr.  Hoeppner,  who  looks  like  he 
might  be  more  at  home  as  a  linebacker 
for  the  Lions  or  jockeying  a  tractor- 
trailer  rig  rather  than  managing  a  com- 
pany, comes  from  a  background  of 
varied  experience.  Originally  trained  as 
an  electronic  engineer,  he  spent  17 
years  with  a  Michigan  City  based 
manufacturer  of  electronic  instru- 
ments where  he  moved  througli  the  en- 
gineering department  to  a  vice  presi- 
dency. His  background  also  includes 
employment  with  the  New  York  Cen- 
tral Systems  Signal  Department  and  a 
stint  in  military  service  where  he  held 
the  unlikely  posts  of  clarinetist  with 
the  concert  band  and  drum  major  with 
the  marching  unit. 

Mr.  Hoeppner  is  still  involved  in 
some  electronics  work  as  a  licensed 
ham  radio  operator  and  as  an  elec- 
tronics   design    consultant.    He    men-

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tioned  with  justifiable  pride  that  he 
had  a  part  in  supervising  the  construc- 
tion of  Grace  Manufacturing's  original 
5000-square  foot  facility  (doubled  to 
10,000  square  feet  last  year)  and  de- 
sign of  its  electrical  circuitry. 

The  idea  for  a  manufacturing  firm 
that  could  employ  students  and  assist 
Grace  Schools  with  its  profits  came 
first  from  an  Elkhart  manufacturer 
who  today  is  one  of  Grace  Manufac- 
turing's friendly  competitors.  Having 
laid  the  groundwork  for  such  a  corpo- 
ration, the  industrialist  advertised  in 
Moody  Monthly  magazine  for  some- 
one to  manage  a  manufacturing  plant 
"definitely  based  on  Christian  prin- 
ciples and  founded  e.xplicitly  to  assist 
in  Christian  work."  Being  a  strong 
evangelical  and  an  active  layman  in  his 
local  church,  Mr.  Hoeppner  simply  re- 
sponded with  a  note  of  encouragement 
and  goodwill  to  the  "man  with  a 
vision."  However,  he  was  not  specifi- 
cally interested  in  the  position  himself. 

"To  make  a  long  story  short,"  says 
Mr.  Hoeppner,  "we  came  down  to 
Warsaw  'just  to  look,'  but  we  pur- 
chased a  home  before  returning  to 
Michigan  City."  The  story  of  how  the 
Michigan  City  residence  was  sold  is  a 
real  miracle,  to  hear  Mr.  Hoeppner  tell 
it.  August  of  1969  found  him,  his  wife 
and  their  eight-year-old  son  living  on 
Chapman  Lake  and  trying  to  start 
from  scratch  a  manufacturing  firm 
that  had  no  machinery,  no  product 
orders,  and  no  employees. 

In  addition  to  his  wife,  the  ne.xt 
I  two  people  Mr.  Hoeppner  employed 
were  Ruth  Frame,  advertising  secre- 
tary in  the  firm  where  he  formerly 
worked,  and  Don  Klosinski,  an  em- 
ployee of  U.S.  Steel  in  Gary.  Mr.  Klo- 
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sinski  was  once  in  a  high  school  youth 
group  that  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Hoeppner 
sponsored.  Both  of  these  original  em- 
ployees are  still  with  the  firm. 

"We  used  to  go  out  and  get  an  order 
for  one  product  at  a  time,"  says  Mr. 
Hoeppner  with  a  chuckle.  "Then  we'd 
bring  our  wives  in  and  work  at  manu- 
facturing it  until  we  had  the  order 
ready  for  shipment."  He  recalls  that 
every  time  the  phone  rang  one  of  the 
wives  would  have  to  stop  her  machine 
and  run  to  the  telephone.  They  doubled 
as  office  staff  and  receptionist  in  their 
spare  time. 

With  no  small  degree  of  nostalgia 
Mr.  Hoeppner  recalls  the  shipping 
facilities  for  their  first  large  order  of 
drawer  glides.  They  attached  a  U-Haul 
trailer  behind  his  Firebird  and  person- 
ally delivered  the  order,  making  sales 
calls  on  the  way  home.  From  that 
humble  beginning  Grace  Manufactur- 
ing has  expanded  to  a  three-shift 
operation  employing  33  during  the 
summer  season.  At  last  count,  about 
17  people  man  the  firm's  shift-and-a- 
half  schedule.  Employment  policies  do 
not  exclude  anyone,  but  very  few 
non-college  related  people  have  be- 
come long-time  employees.  "Some 
people  who  don't  understand  our  pur- 
pose feel  uncomfortable,"  Mr.  Hoepp- 
ner explains,  "when  we  take  our  morn- 
ing break  for  coffee  and  prayer."  Mr. 
Klosinski,  manufacturing  manager, 
also  has  his  hands  full  scheduling  pro- 
duction. It  is  part  of  the  firm's  policy 
to  allow  an  employee  to  work  for 
several  hours,  dash  off  to  campus  for 
an  Old  Testament  or  philosophy 
course,  then  resume  working  the  re- 
mainder of  his  shift. 

"We  have  nothing  but  the  higliest 


praise  for  the  caliber  of  workers  the 
school  provides,"  says  Hoeppner, 
pointing  out  an  example.  Recently  an 
automobile  accident  knocked  down  a 
pole  near  the  plant,  causing  a  power 
outage  for  nearly  an  hour.  Production, 
naturally,  ground  to  a  halt  until  power 
was  restored.  "I  was  working  in  my 
office  later,"  relates  Mr.  Hoeppner, 
"and  1  heard  machinery  running  long 
after  the  regular  quitting  time."  Upon 
investigating,  he  discovered  that  the  en- 
tire shift  (eight  employees)  had  con- 
spired to  continue  working  on  their 
own  time  until  the  clock  (temporarily 
stopped  by  the  power  outage)  had 
reached  its  quitting  time.  "It's  not  the 
company's  fault  that  production  time 
was  lost,"  they  explained,  and  so  they 
worked  on  to  make  up  for  lost  time. 
"That  doesn't  often  happen  in  in- 
dustry," says  Mr.  Hoeppner,  with  an 
emotional  tremor  in  his  already-soft 
voice. 

Grace  officials  indicate  that  they 
are  one  of  the  nation's  largest  manu- 
facturers of  drawer  guide  hardware.  In 
all,  the  firm  currently  offers  24  prod- 
ucts of  services,  including  drawer 
hardware,  floor  registers,  drip  caps  for 
over  doors  and  windows,  storage  cabi- 
nets, camper  jacks,  and  similar  prod- 
ucts. They  supply  many  components 
to  mobile  home  manufacturers  in  the 
Elkliart  area. 

One  fact  that  Mr.  Hoepper  is  quite 
anxious  to  be  known  is  that  Grace 
Manufacturing  does  not.  and  is  not  in- 
terested in,  taking  tax  advantages  be- 
cause of  its  connection  with  a  non- 
profit educational  institution.  "We  pay 
the  same  percentage  of  taxes  as  any 
other  profit-making  corporation,"  says 
Mr.  Hoeppner,  indicating  that  to  do 
otherwise  would,  in  his  opinion,  make 
for  unfair  competition  with  other 
manufacturers. 

The  name  Grace  Manufacturing 
"just  happened,"  according  to  Mr. 
Hoeppner,  but  he  thinks  it  fits  the  di- 
verse nature  of  the  company  quite  well 
as  it  doesn't  identify  the  firm  with  any 
particular   product  line  or  personnel. 

To  Mr.  Hoeppner,  Grace  Manufac- 
turing represents  one  miracle  after  an- 
other in  its  founding  and  development. 
"It's  a  great  thing  as  you  grow  older  to 
be  able  to  look  back  and  see  the  long 
term  direction  that's  evident  in  the  life 
of  a  Christian,"  he  says.  And  Grace 
Schools  is  anticipating  a  long  and  pros- 
perous life  from  Grace  Manufacturing, 
its  youngest  child.  #

Entering 
Seminarian: 
a  Profile 


Evangelical  seminaries  are  generally  enjoying  a  time  of' 
increasing  enrollments  and  expansion.  Grace  Theological ' 
Seminary,  in  particular,  is  currently  in  the  enviable  position 
of  enjoying  a  growing  reputation  and  a  burgeoning  student  i 
body. 

Grace  Theological  Seminary  is  a  graduate  school  special- 
izing in  theology.  To  enter  the  school  one  must  have  earned 
a  four-year  college  degree  or  its  equivalent.  Most  of  the 
seminary's  degree  programs  (Master  of  Divinity,  Master  of 
Theology,  Doctor  of  Theology,  Master  of  Arts  in  Christian 
Education)  are  geared  toward  preparing  young  people  for 
specific  Christian  vocations  such  as  the  pastorate,  mission 
field,  teaching,  or  Christian  school  administrating. 

Older  than  Grace  College,  the  seminary  was  founded  in  I 
1936  by  the  late  Dr.  Alva  J.  McClain  and  Grace's  current  I 
president.  Dr.  Herman  A.  Hoyt.  Today  the  seminary  in- 
cludes 321  students  who  have  come  to  Winona  Lake  from 
36  states  and  four  foreign  countries  to  study  theology  and 
related  subjects. 

What  kind  of  person  does  the  seminary  attract?  How 
does  he  hear  about  the  school?  What  are  his  career  goals^ 
Who  influenced  him  most  to  come  to  Grace?  To  answer 
these  and  other  questions,  a  questionnaire  was  recently  ad- 
ministered to  77  of  the  new  students  (called  Juniors)  who 
are  attending  Grace  Theological  Seminary  for  the  first  time 
this  fall. 

Since  the  seminary  is  a  graduate  school,  it  should  come 
as  no  surprise  that  over  half  (54.5  percent)  of  the  new 
students  ranked  in  the  top  third  of  their  college  graduating 
class.  Another  28  were  in  the  middle  third,  resulting  in  the 
finding  that  over  90  percent  were  in  the  top  two-thirds  of 
their  graduating  class. 

The  greatest  number  (28)  came  from  colleges  or  universi- 
ties with  enrollments  over  2000,  although  another  38  were 
graduated  from  schools  in  the  500-2000  range.  Only  two 
had  transferred  into  the  seminary  from  another  graduate 
school— the  remainder  came  directly  to  Grace  from  their 
undergraduate  school. 

The  majority  of  new  seminary  students  come  from 
Christian  schools- 28  are  Christian  liberal  arts  college  gradu- 
ates (schools  similar  to  Grace  College),  and  20  are  Bible 
college  graduates.  Another  22  received  their  education  in 
secular  liberal  art  colleges  or  universities.  The  remaining 
students  came  from  technical  schools.  Bible  institutes, 
schools  of  nursing,  and  so  forth. 

About  two-thirds  (52)  of  the  new  students  are  married. 
Eighteen  of  these  have  children.  Most  of  those  having  chil- 
dren have  two,  althougl:  one  recorded  four  and  another 
five . 

Grace  Schools  are  affiliated  with  the  National  Fellow- 
ship of  Brethren  Churches,  although  neither  the  college  nor 
the  seminary  is  predominantly  Brethren  in  its  student  body. 


Of  the  entering  semitiarians,  16  (about  21  percent)  were 
from  the  supporting  Fellowship.  The  remainder  represented 
a  broad  range  of  affiliations,  including  24  belonging  to  vari- 
ous Baptist  groups  and  14  who  identified  themselves  as 
"independents." 
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More  than  two-thirds  of  the  new  students  had  given 
serious  consideration  to  other  seminaries.  Among  those 
higliest  on  the  list  for  consideration  were  Dallas  Theological 
Seminary  in  Dallas,  Texas  (36);  Trinity  Evangelical  Divinity 
School  in  Deerfield,  Illinois  (9);  and  Talbot  Theological 
Seminary  in  La  Mirada,  California  (7). 

According  to  the  seminarians,  the  most  important  fac- 
tors in  their  choosing  Grace  were  the  academic  reputation 
of  the  school  and  the  recommendation  of  their  pastor  or 
church  workers.  College  professor  recommendations  figured 
highly,  along  with  seminary  literature,  attraction  to  a 
specific  field  of  study,  visits  to  the  campus,  and  personal 
contact  with  Grace  faculty  or  administrators.  Having  vir- 
tually no  effect  on  recruitment  were  cost  ($445  tuition  per 
semester)  or  magazine  advertising  (Grace  Seminary  does 
very  little). 

Regarding  career  goals,  the  majority  (53  percent)  came 
to  Grace  to  prepare  to  become  pastors  of  churches.  There 
are  17  headed  for  the  mission  field,  15  intend  to  become 
teachers,  and  14  are  undecided.  Other  specific  career  goals 
include  business,  counseling,  evangelism,  nursing,  home- 
making,  and  Christian  education. 

Only  eight  of  the  new  students  have  members  of  their 
immediate  families  who  have  ever  taken  work  either  at 
Grace  College  or  at  Grace  Seminary.  Fewer  than  one-fourth 
had  ever  had  a  Grace  representative  visit  their  church  or 
college.  The  Grace  literature  which  affected  them  most  was 
a  combination  of  the  school  catalog  and  personal  letters 
from  faculty  and  administration.  Slightly  over  half  (41)  had 
visited  the  Grace  campus  before  applying  for  admission  and 


the  majority  of  them  (33)  felt  that  the  visit  influenced  their 
choice  toward  the  school. 

The  most  sought-after  information  about  the  school  by 
those  who  were  considering  it  were  the  school's  theological 
position  and  information  on  curriculum.  Information  about 
faculty,  spiritual  life,  work  opportunities,  and  living  con- 
ditions in  the  Warsaw-Winona  Lake  area  were  next. 
Topics  least-often  asked  about  included  financial  informa- 
tion and  accreditation  (Grace  Seminary  has  not  sought 
regional  nor  professional  accreditations). 

The  final  question  related  to  which  recruitment  devices 
the  new  seminarians  felt  would  be  most  effective  in  attract- 
ing and  interesting  potential  students.  "Testimony  of  Grace 
students"  was  by  far  the  strongest  factor,  they  felt,  in  re- 
cruiting. Other  suggestions  were  as  follows:  "Let  them  sit  in 
on  classes,"  "Stress  theological  position  and  quality  of  the 
school  and  faculty,"  "Alumni  should  promote,"  and  "Send 
representatives  to  colleges." 

Seminary  life  is  rigorous  and  demanding.  In  addition  to 
the  heavy  academic  requirements  of  graduate  school,  many 
students  work  full-  or  part-time  jobs,  and  have  wives  and 
families.  Many  are  heavily  involved  in  local  church  minis- 
tries as  pastors,  directors  of  Christian  education,  ministers 
of  music,  and  Sunday  School  teachers. 

The  results  of  this  study  show  the  "average"  incoming 
seminarian  to  be  academically  capable  and  serious  about  his 
life  and  career  goals.  The  study  also  showed  evidence  of  a 
careful,  calculated  "search  and  screen  operation"  before 
selecting  Grace  Theological  Seminary  as  the  school  for  his 
three  or  more  years  of  graduate  studies  in  theology.  #

The  Expanding 
Art  Program 

at  Grace  College

Eleven  years  after  she  was  founded 
in  1948,  Grace  College  of  Winona 
Lake  offered  her  first  art  minor  and, 
one  year  later,  her  first  art  major.  But 
in  1965  it  was  felt  that  the  school  was 
trying  to  do  too  much  at  once  and 
should  concentrate  in  the  fields  where 
student  interest  was  greatest.  So  both 
the  major  and  the  minor  were  dropped 
and  only  three  art  courses  were  contin- 
ued. 

Yet,  this  semester  there  are  12-18 
art  majors  and  250  enrolled  in  art 
classes,  1 10  of  which  are  in  specialized 
courses  usually  connected  with  either 
an  art  major  or  an  art  minor.  Obvious- 
ly there  must  be  a  reason  behind  the 
growth  in  the  past  ten  years. 

Professor  Donald  Ogden,  chairman 
of  the  division  of  fine  arts,  was  direct- 
ly involved  at  the  time  the  major  was 
dropped  in  1965.  "We  had  a  general 
problem  in  our  academic  setup  ...  we 
were  simply  trying  to  move  in  too 
many  directions  at  once.  We  were  of- 
fering too  many  majors  for  the  num- 
ber of  faculty  and  students  in  the  de- 
partments," he  says. 

The  dilemma  was  that  majors  and 
minors  cannot  be  offered  where  there 
is  insufficient  interest,  but  it  is  diffi- 
cult to  draw  students  unless  there  are 
majors  and  minors  available.  Apparent- 
ly the  1965  decision  was  a  wise  one, 
for  it  allowed  Grace  to  narrow  down 
and  then  more  gradually  and  naturally 
move  out  in  both  faculty  and  facilities. 

Two  full-time  faculty  members, 
Mrs.  Jean  C.  Coverstone,  and  Arthur 
W.  Davis,  have  been  added.  Mrs.  Cover- 
stone  began  in  1970  and  Mr.  Davis 
started  in  the  spring  of  last  year.  Two 
part  timers,  Mrs.  John  C.  Whitcomb 
and  Mr.  Karl  A,  Stelzer,  were  added 
just  this  fall.  Several  others  (Terry 
White  in  photography  and  Donald 
Ross  in  cinema)  serve  as  adjunct  art

faculty,  along  with  other  duties. 

These  additions  have  made  possible 
the  reoffering  of  an  art  minor  in  1972 
and  expansion  to  a  major  in  1974. 
They  have  also  necessitated  an  expan- 
sion in  facOities.  This  year.  Sands  Hall, 
next  door  to  North  Hall,  was  added  to 
the  art  department.  Both  are  con- 
verted residences,  with  North  Hall 
used  mainly  for  lecture  classes  and 
Sands  Hall  being  used  mainly  for  the 
crafts. 

The  art  major  is  designed  to  accom- 
plish the  common  goal  of  the  instruc- 
tor which  is,  in  the  words  of  one 
".  .  .  first  to  train  the  students  in  the 
basic  skills  and  then  to  encourage  him 
in  self-expression." 

The  current  courses  offered  are  as ' 
follows:  Art  Appreciation,  History  of 
Art,  Introduction  to  Drawing  and 
Painting,  Two-Dimensional  Design,  Be- 
ginning and  Advanced  Painting, 
Three-Dimensional  Design,  Beginning 
and  Advanced  Photography,  Introduc- 
tion to  Cinema,  and  Introduction  to 
Cinema  Techniques.  There  are  also 
one-  to  three-hour  individual  instruc- 
tion courses  available  for  those  who 
wish  to  specialize  in  a  particular  area. 

The  total  possible  number  of  hours 
in  these  courses  (excluding  individual 
instruction)  is  45,  with  32  hours  re- 
quired for  a  major.  Art  Education 
majors  are  also  required  to  take  eight 
extra  hours  in  elementary  and  second- 
ary teaching  as  well  as  a  senior  prac- 
ticum.  The  art  "area  major"  involves  a 
total  of  52  hours  in  the  department. 

Mrs.  Jean  Coverstone,  chairman  of 
the  department,  is  happy  with  the  way 
the  instructors'  specialities  comple- 
ment each  other.  Her  own  background 
is  very  interesting.  She  went  to  college 
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planning  to  be  a  music  major.  How- 
ever, the  death  of  her  father  put  a 
heavy  financial  burden  on  her  mother, 
and  she  had  to  drop  out  the  first 
month  she  was  in  school.  After  work- 
ing for  a  year  she  married  Dean  Cover- 
stone, whom  she  had  known  in  high 
school.  Today  he  is  an  engineer  for 
Heaters  Incorporated  in  North  Web- 
ster. 

At  the  age  of  24  she  completely 
lost  the  use  of  her  hands  as  a  result  of 
polio.  With  therapy,  she  gradually  re- 
gained strength  over  the  next  ten  years 
and  then  hit  a  plateau.  Even  today  she 
has  ditTiculty  opening  a  car  door.  Part 
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of  the  therapy  recommended  by  the 
doctor  involved  working  with  clay. 
This  involvement  in  pottery  led  to  the 
opening  of  a  ceramics  shop  in  the 
Coverstone  home  and  eventually  they 
traveled  for  a  ceramics  distributor. 

Two  factors,  however,  caused  the 
Coverstones  to  close  up  shop.  The  first 
was  that  they  felt  the  need  to  spend 
more  time  with  their  three  small  boys. 
The  second  was  that  Mrs.  Coverstone

recognized  the  lack  of  an  academic 
background  in  the  field  she  loved.  So 
at  age  38  she  became  a  freshman  at 
Goshen  College. 

Graduating  approximately  three 
years  later  with  a  bachelors  degree  in 
art  education,  she  went  on  to  get  a 
masters  degree  in  art  history  from 
Notre  Dame.  Her  thesis  there  con- 
cerned churches  in  Nova  Scotia  built 
before  it  became  a  province.  The  proj- 
ect involved  five  trips  over  a  period  of 
two  years  to  personally  research  over 
100  churches.  She  worked  on  the 
masters  in  the  summer  and  taught  at 
North  Webster  during  the  school  year. 

"Mrs.  C,"  as  she  is  affectionately 
known,  has  been  at  Grace  since  1970 
and  was  awarded  the  Alva  J.  McClain 
award  for  excellency  in  teaching  in 
June  of  1972.  Her  policy  is  ".  .  .  to 
challenge  the  student.  I  don't  want  it 
to  be  a  major  chosen  by  someone  who 
simply  doesn't  have  anything  else  to 
do.  The  reward  is  as  great  as  the  ef- 
fort." 

Authur  W.  Davis,  another  full-time 
faculty  member,  was  added  last  spring. 
Mrs.  Coverstone  says  he  is  "a  man  of 
diverse  talents,  his  specialty  being  in 
the  field  of  graphic  arts."  A  younger 
man  than  you'd  expect  for  his  accom- 
plishments, Mr.  Davis  is  clean-cut, 
well-groomed,  and  the  type  that  seems 
to  know  how  to  get  a  job  done.  His 
credentials  confirm  this  impression. 

He  holds  a  bachelor  of  fine  arts  de- 
gree from  Philadelphia  College  of  Art 
and  a  masters  degree  from  Eastern 
New  Mexico  University.  He  has 
worked  for  at  least  three  different 
companies  designing  and  illustrating 
company  logos,  catalogs,  and  book 
covers.  He  has  also  done  copy  camera 
work  and  has  taught  for  the  Los  Ange- 
les City  College  Overseas  Extension  in 
Thailand  while  he  was  in  the  service.

He  has  also  had  five  exhibits  of  his 
work  at  various  places,  two  of  which 
were  one-man  shows. 

The  limited  graphics  facilities  at 
Grace  are  his  main  problem.  Currently 
$5,000  is  needed  to  build  a  graphics 
art  laboratory.  Mr.  Davis  also  teaches 
beginning  photography.

Advanced  photography,  new  this 
semester  at  Grace,  is  taught  by  Prof. 
Terry  White.  A  1964  Grace  graduate 
with  a  masters  degree  from  Indiana 
University  in  1967,  Mr.  White  served 
over  three  years  as  director  of  public 
relations  at  Grace  before  returning  to 
academic  life  at  the  University  of 
Iowa,  where  he  is  now  a  Ph.D.  candi- 
date in  mass  communication.  He  has 
also  studied  at  Winona  Lake  School  of 
Professional  Photography  and  has 
done  his  share  of  photojournalism.  His 
photographs  have  appeared  in  modern 
versions  of  the  Bible,  on  record  jackets 
of  Christian  artists,  and  in  Christian 
periodicals  such  as  Campus  Life,  Re- 
flections, and  others. 

He  was  also  instrumental  in  found- 
ing, and  now  directs,  the  annual 
photography  exposition  and  contest 
held  in  conjunction  with  the  Grace 
Fine  Arts  Festival  each  spring.  His  big- 
gest "baby"  is  the  IMAGE/AMERICA 
Documentary  Photography  Workshop. 
It  brings  top  evangelical  photographers 
and  photography  students  from  all 
over  the  United  States  to  Grace  for 
one  week  of  intensive  training  and  ex- 
perience. 

Mr.  White  cannot  see  anything  but 
growth  in  the  photography  area  for 
the  next  few  years.  "With  the  new  art 
major,  the  location  of  the  school,  the 
publicity  from  the  workshops  and 
expos,  combined  with  the  rising  gener- 
al popularity  of  photography,  it  can 
only  expand."  Prof.  White  stresses  the 
communication  and  ministry  aspect  of 
photography,  in  addition  to  its  being  a 
pure  art  form. 

Mrs.  Whitcomb  is  a  part-time  in- 
structor whose  interests  center  around 
painting.  Her  parents  were  both  musi- 
cally creative,  and  they,  she  says,  must 
have  been  the  source  of  her  creative 
nature.  "As  a  young  girl  I  used  to  sit 
on  the  front  lawn  and  paint  mountains 
and  rivers."  The  New  York  foothills  of 
the  Catskills,  overlooking  the  Hudson 
River,  provided  no  problem  with  what 
to  paint;  her  only  problem  was  dis- 
satisfaction with  the  product. 

It  was  not  until  her  parents  took  in 
an  old  woman  to  live  with  them  that 
she  really  got  the  instruction  she 
needed.  The  woman  was  a  French 
artist  who  Mrs.  Whitcomb  says  "had 
been  in  some  of  the  best  schools  and

sat  under  some  of  the  best  teachers." 
She  took  private  lessons  from  her  for 
at  least  four  years  and  went  on  to 
minor  in  art  and  major  in  Christian 
education  at  Houghton  College  in  New 
York. 

Thereafter  she  concentrated  mainly 
in  studies  for  the  mission  field.  During 
these  years  of  preparation  and  during 
the  years  she  worked  with  her  husband 
(the  late  Robert  Pritchett)  in  the 
Philippines  she  did  no  oil  painting, 
only  chalk  illustrations. 

After  ten  years  she  and  her  husband 
came  back  to  the  states  for  more  aca- 
demics. While  her  husband  worked  on 
his  doctorate  at  Grace  Seminary,  she 
was  doing  work  at  St.  Francis  College 
in  Fort  Wayne  that  would  further  ap- 
ply toward  her  masters  degree  at  Kan- 
sas State. 

Early  one  March  morning  in  1969 
her   husband   died   of  a  heart  attack

while  jogging  in  Winona  Lake.  In  spite 
of  this  blow  she  went  on  to  Kansas 
and  finished  her  degree  in  counseling. 
Then  she  spent  part  of  a  year  setting 
up  an  art  department  and  counseling 
at  Berean  Academy  in  Kansas.  Later 
she  was  remarried  to  Dr.  John  C.  Whit- 
comb,  a  professor  in  Grace  Seminary 
who  had  recently  suffered  the  loss  of 
his  first  wife.  This  year,  besides  teach- 
ing at  Grace  part  time,  she  also  teaches 
at  the  newly  founded  Lakeland  Chris- 
tian   Academy   in   Winona    Lake   and 


gives  private  art  lessons  at  home. 

Mr.  Karl  Stelzer,  part-time  ceramics 
faculty  member,  is  also  attending 
Grace  Theological  Seminary.  His  par- 
ents instilled  in  him  at  an  early  age  an 
appreciation  for  art.  His  father  was  an 
art  major  in  college  and  made  the 
house  a  display  case  of  all  forms  of  art. 

Mr.  Stelzer  remembers  drawing  con- 
stantly, except  when  he  was  playing 
football  with  the  neighbors— even 
when  he  was  four  or  five  years  old.  In 
high  school  he  took  as  much  art  as 
possible,  but  when  he  realized  he  was 
to  be  a  pastor,  preparation  for  the 
ministry  took  a  front  seat.  For  the 
first  year  and  a  half  at  Bluffton  Col- 
lege, in  Ohio,  he  took  no  art. 

However,  articles  cluttering  the 
room  of  a  friend  enrolled  in  elemen- 
tary ceramics  interested  him.  In  the 
spring  semester  of  his  sophomore  year 
he  took  the  course  and  fell  in  love 
with  the  pottery  wheel.  That  same 
year  he  entered  his  first  show  and  won 
an  acceptance  by  the  jury  and  sold  the 
piece.  Since  then  he  has  shown  his 
work  in  Van  Wert,  Youngstown,  Tole- 
do, and  Fort  Wayne.  Many  of  these 
contests  are  statewide  and  professional 
people  of  30  and  40  years  experience 
enter  them.  He  received  an  invitation 
to  show  at  Findlay  College  in  Ohio.  To 
be  invited  to  show  your  work  here  is, 
in  his  words,  ".  .  .  an  honor  for  any 
artist." 

To  Mr.  Stelzer,  "ceramics  is  more 
than  a  hobby-it's  a  way  of  life."  He 
has  built  his  own  kick  wheel,  tailored 
to  seat  him  in  his  favorite  throwing 
position.  It  can  easily  be  taken  down 
to  fit  in  his  Volkswagen.  This  comes  in 
handy  since  he  has  often  given  demon- 
strations all  over  Ohio. 

He  has  also  designed  and  built  a  gas

kiln  with  a  30  cubic  foot  capacity.  Be- 
sides the  oxidation  firing  of  the  electic 
kUns,  this  new  facility  has  also  made 
possible  reduction  and  Raku  firings- 
techniques  to  produce  some  of  the 
most  beautiful  of  the  pottery  finishes. 

The  addition  of  Sands  Hall,  adja- 
cent to  North  Hall  on  Kings  Higliway 
in  Winona  Lake,  has  been  a  real  asset 
to  the  department.  The  top  floor  has 
been  converted  into  faculty  offices. 
the  middle  floor  into  a  painting  studio, 
and  the  basement  into  a  ceramics 
workshop.  This  arrangement  makes  it 
possible  for  each  group  of  students  to 
be  secluded  in  its  own  little  world  of 
creativity. 

Mr.  Stelzer  is  especially  happy  with 
the  basement.  "It's  not  as  static  an  at- 
mosphere as  in  many  schools  I've 
visited.  The  atmosphere  is  much  more 
conducive  to  creativity  in  three- 
dimensional  design."  Other  advantages 
include  the  concrete  floor,  which  is 
easier  to  clean  than  a  tile  or  wood 
floor.  The  basement  also  provides 
more  protection  from  "gypsies"  who 
might  pick  up  an  unfired  mug  by  the 
handle,  or  worse,  knock  something  to 
the  floor. 

All  of  the  instructors  seem  very  im- 
pressed with  the  quality  of  work  being 
done  by  their  students.  "Terrific 
group!  Very  cooperative!"  says  Mrs. 
Whitcomb.  Perhaps  this  is  due  to  the 
motivation  of  the  instructors  them- 
selves and  the  small  classes. 

The  history  of  the  department  and 
the  students  enrolled  in  it  demonstrate 
that  student  interest  and  course  offer- 
ings must  go  hand-in-hand.  How  much 
longer  can  the  Grace  art  department 
expect  to  expand?  Just  as  long  as  stu- 
dent interest  continues  to  grow,  espe- 
cially in  the  next  lew  years.  ^

^he  temptation  is  to  stand  up  here  and 
a  Bible  exposition  message  or  to  tell

challenge  you  to  go  back  to  your  churches 
and  get  something  great  done— MORE— 
BETTER!— even  the  best  and  biggest  of 
you.  I  will  not— I  cannot  for  two  simple 
reasons:  (1)1  find  evaluation  of  individual 
churches  from  denominational  statistics 
and  conferences  frustratingly  impossible. 
(2)  I  have  no  riglit  to  evaluate  your  work 
even  if  I  had  a  way.  Paul  says  in  I  Corinthi- 
ans 4:1-5:  "Let  a  man  so  account  of  us,  as 
of  the  ministers  of  Christ,  and  stewards  of 
the  mysteries  of  God.  Moreover  it  is  re- 
quired in  stewards,  that  a  man  be  found 
faithful.  But  with  me  it  is  a  very  small 
thing  that  I  should  be  judged  of  you,  or  of 
man's  judgment:  yes,  I  judge  not  mine  own 
self.  For  I  know  nothing  by  myself;  yet  am 
I  not  hereby  justified:  but  he  that  judgeth 
me  is  the  Lord.  Therefore  judge  nothing 
before  the  time,  until  the  Lord  come,  who 
both  will  bring  to  light  the  hidden  things  of 
darkness,  and  will  make  manifest  the  coun- 
sels of  the  hearts:  and  then  shall  every  man 
have  praise  of  God."  And  may  1  suggest 
that  those  who  would  set  themselves  up  to 
tell  all  others  what's  wrong  with  them  or 
how  to  operate  had  better  follow  Paul's  ad- 
vice and  let  the  Heavenly  Judge  do  the  in- 
dividual evaluations. 

I  would  recommend  that  local  congre- 
gations, which  incidentally  stand  or  fall  by 
themselves  before  God,  evaluate  them- 
selves. That  individual  elders,  pastors,  of- 
ficers and  members  ask,  "Can  I  really 
identify  with  Paul?"  and  say  "1  am  con- 
scious of  nothing  against  myself."  We  must 
recognize  that  this  is  not  equivalent  to  an 
acquittal  because  seeing  the  Lord  will  be 
the  final  computer  of  our  faithfulness  in 
service. 

Churches  do  need  self-evaluation.  May  I 
suggest  that  in  such  an  evaluation  we  learn 


a  lesson  from  church  history.  Sometimes 
big  churches  were  weak  ones  and  rich 
churches  were  poor  ones.  Size,  spirituaHty 
or  strength  are  not  necessarily  corelatives. 
True  worthiness  is  only  assessed  by  the 
sovereign  Lord  and  that  is  why  I  am  very 
reluctant  to  fulfill  my  assignment  with  any 
degree  of  definiteness  like: 

(1)  Reading  our  spiritual  temperature- 
cold,  warm,  hot.  All  states  of  health  would 
be  found  in  the  Fellowship. 

(2)  Charting  our  spiritual  electrocardio- 
gram. No  doubt  lots  of  "heart"  trouble 
would  be  found  among  us— so  indicate 
several  district  moderators. 

But  now,  having  bound  myself  up  with 
these  several  safety  pieces,  yet  feeling  seri- 
ously vulnerable  in  some  spots,  let  me  ob- 
serve with  you  some  conditions  and  trends 
that  need  our  attention.  We  will  possibly 
hear  an  occasional  warning  cry  from  the 
watchtower. 

Here  are  some  observations  from  past 
NFBC  and  current  district  moderators' 
addresses.  There  were  many  great  messages 
and  several  were  Bible  expositions  and 
challenges  not  dealing  with  our  spiritual 
state. 

I  do  not  intend  to  quote  the  moderators 
by  name  or  delineate  district  by  district  or 
year  by  year.  However,  I  do  propose  to 
summarize  some  things  that  ought  to  be 
considered  by  each  member  church  and  in- 
dividual. 

First,  let's  observe  some  internal  divisive 
issues  of  a  crises  nature.  Annually  the 
national  moderators  and  many  district 
moderators  speak  of  the  Brethren  Church 
at  the  crossroads.  I'm  not  being  cynical  but 
we  hear  phrases  like— "placed  in  this  stra- 
tegic hour  by  God"  or  "a  crisis  hour." 
There  have  been  the  doom  prophets  who 
predict  "we  are  about  to  die."  There  also 
have  been  the  Utopia  predictors  who  say, 
"This  is  the  greatest  year  in  the  Brethren 
Church."  Dearly  beloved,  the  church  has 
never  existed  in  any  other  than  a  crisis 
hour.  Church  history  abundantly  testifies 
to  this  fact.  And  if  the  church  and  our  Fel- 
lowship has  faced  other  crises  and  has  been 
victorious  by  the  grace  of  God,  let  us  not 
despair  in  the  present  hour.  Some  have 
talked  of  splits,  heresy,  and  division.  For 
ten  years  now  such  has  been  threatened 
and  I  believe,  for  one,  that  we  ought  to 


talk  unity,  walk  in  unity,  and  seek  it  \lli 
diligence.  Let  me  read  Ephesians  4i3 
(NASB),  which  emphasizes  that  we  ouit 
"to  walk  in  a  manner  worthy  of  the  cal 
with  which  we  have  been  called."  Nc 
the  virtues  which  are  to  be  coupled  \  h 
that  walk— all  humility  and  gentlenes  I 
speak  these  words  trembling,  becau;,] 
realize  how  little  some  of  these  virtues  l/e 
been  demonstrated  at  times  in  my  en 
life— patience,  showing  forbearance  to  k 
another  in  love,  being  dUigent  to  preso-e 
the  unity  of  the  spirit  in  the  bond  of  pe  ^ 
Beloved,  there  are  some  things  that  di 
us  into  camps  and  some  are  opposing  e  h 
other.  Others  are  trying  to  mediate  le 
positions.  However,  there  are  some  alte  i- 
tives.  I  could  wish  that  I  would  never  he 
to  say  these  things,  but  the  alternativio 
facing  reality  is  sticking  your  head  in  i> 
sand  and  saying  it  doesn't  exist.  There'; 
other  way  you  can  escape  reality— swee.i 
under  the  carpet.  I  would  like  to  sugges'O 
you  that  this  leaves  a  pretty  nice  spot  ir 
rats  to  make  their  nests.  If  you  know  £/. 
thing  about  that  procedure— they  have  (- 
panding  litters  and  the  problem  gets  wo?! 
A  third  way  to  escape  reality  is  to  ke 
things  alone  in  the  hope  that  they  go  aw  /. 
My  son  does  this  in  his  room.  The  na 
doesn't  go  away.  It  simply  gets  morC'h 
tolerable  until  finally  someone  has  to  ;t 
out  of  the  house.  They  just  can't  stand:! 
One  district  moderator  mentions  two  if 
these  internal  divisive  issues.  The  first  e 
concerns  the  sleeping  giant  of  trine  imnr- 
sion  baptism  and  church  membership,  lis 
problem  is  observable  in  the  statistical  ^ 
ports.  There  we  find  differences  of  rep  t- 
ing  membership,  classification  of  memlf- 
ship,  the  problem  of  transfer  members,  d 
the  potential  applicants  for  eldership. 

The  second  divisive  issue  stems  from  e 
divorce-marriage-remarriage  and  elders  p 
problem.  This  moderator  was  crying  (t^ 
and  I  quote,  "for  some  boundaries."  '• 
loved,  these  are  potentially  explosive  pri- 
lems.  Oh,  that  I  had  the  wisdom  of  Sim- 
mon to  present  to  you  the  only  right  sii- 
tion  and  the  charisma  of  Peter  or  Pau  r 
John  to  convince  you  of  those  solutii  •■ 
Since  in  myself  I  have  neither.  I  hum  ■ 
trust  God  to  lead  the  Church  to  His  di\ : 
solution.  I'm  not  talking  about  the  Naii  • 
ai    Fellowship    of    Brethren    Churc ; 


ne— I'm  talking  about  the  Church  and 
J  are   the   Church.  May  God  lead  the^ 
urch  from  the  grass  roots  up  to  the  right 
utions. 

There  are  other  internal  issues  which 
le  divisive  potential,  such  as  the  atti- 
les  toward  our  national  works.  Severe 
i  unfounded  criticism  has  been  coupled 
;h  the  threat  of  withdrawing  cooperation 

support.  There  has  also  been  "endless 
1  stupid  controversies,"  full  of  unimpor- 
it  issues  where  minors  are  sometimes 
de  majors.  Or  there  has  been  debate  to 
fruitful  end.  These  only  polarize  people, 
ose  convictions  have  not  changed,  into 
josing  factions  when  they  should  be 
thren-pulling-together. 
Practically   every   moderator   cried  out 

harmony  and  unity  among  the  brethren 
the  Fellowship— but  how?  Humbly,  I  im- 
ire  ministers-may  I  say  it  pointedly  and 
leciaUy  to  the  members  of  the  national 
nisterium  as  well  as  people  in  the 
arches- to  consider  the  following  Bibli- 

principles  when  attempting  to  draw  up 
;ded  boundaries  (or  to  tear  down  un- 
nted  boundaries)  concerning  any  issue  in 
ich  we  differ.  Ephesians  4: 15  states  that 

must  be  "speaking  the  truth."  Respect 

truth  has  been  lost  in  the  main  in  our 
Jonal  life.  It  is,  I  am  told— and  I  quote, 
common  decency  to  tell  the  truth."  We 
St  be  open  and  honest  with  one  another, 
on't  think  we  ought  to  go  around  these 
iference  grounds  refusing  to  tell  people 
iv  we  feel  about  things  or  not  expressing 
■:  ideas.  But  we  must  speak  the  truth  of 
d's  Word.  As  Bible-believing  Christians, 

are  the  only  people  on  earth  who  have 
i  understand  the  truth  as  revealed  in 
d's  Word.  And  I'm  not  speaking  of 
ithrenism— I  said  Bible-believing  Chris- 
is.  I  have  some  very  dear  friends  who 

not  Brethren— they're  Bible-believing 
ristians.  We  are  part  of  that  grand  and 
rious  group  of  Bible-believing  Christians, 
e  moderator  said  that  "speaking  the 
th— telling  it,  living  it,  upholding  it,  de- 
ding  it— is  a  Christian  hallmark." 
We  have  a  sound  doctrinal  position  and 
t  is  rightly  dividing  the  Word  of  God  we 
^t  to  believe  it  and  practice  it-not  just 
I  it.  A  leading  liberal  when  asked  about 

creed  of  his  church  which  contained 
at  truth  said,  "0-o-oh,  I  don't  believe  the 


creed,  I  just  sing  it."  We  ought  to  educate 
our  people  about  our  position.  But  we  also 
ought  always  to  reevaluate  our  position  in 
the  light  of  the  Word  of  God.  I  fear  change 
as  much  as  any  of  you  and  a  lot  more  than 
some  of  you.  But  I  also  recognize  that  if 
the  Brethren  Church  had  not  changed  in 
some  areas  over  the  years,  I  for  one  would 
not  be  able  to  be  a  part  of  it  today. 

The  Brethren  Church  is  not  perfect  as 
some  have  thought  and  as  some  have 
thought  some  of  us  have  thought!  Change 
is  necessary.  If  changes  are  introduced  be- 
cause we  as  a  Brethren  Church  have  been 
Biblically  wrong  in  the  past  or  have  be- 
come Biblically  wrong  in  the  present-let 
them  be  introduced.  Lord,  make  us  ortho- 
dox! However,  if  such  changes  are  intro- 
duced for  the  purpose  of  accommodation 
to  a  worldly  system  or  a  popularization  of 
our  message  in  order  to  remove  the  offense 
of  an  orthodox  doctrine,  let  them  not  be 
introduced.  "Endeavor  to  keep  the  unity 
of  the  Spirit"  is  an  admonition  pertinent  to 
both  those  who  introduce  doctrinal  change 
or  prematurely  depart  from  accepted  posi- 
tions, as  well  as  those  who  resist  such 
changes. 

Let  us  never  be  like  the  liberal  quoted 
by  one  moderator  who  said,  "If  the  Chris- 
tian faith  is  to  survive  today  with  those  of 
us  who  hold  it,  we  must  relate  our  message 
more  to  the  prevailing  winds  of  contem- 
porary thought.  We  must  adjust  our  per- 
sonal lives  and  concede  the  right  of  our 
people  to  conform  to  the  present  crum- 
bling moral  and  spiritual  values."  I  say  con- 
temporary thought  is  devilish,  delusive  and 
destructive.  So  No!  No!— we  cry!  We  must 
be  more  like  Martin  Luther  who  could  not 
deny  his  conscience  and  declared,  "Here  I 
stand,  I  can  do  no  other." 

It  is  important  to  remember  that  in  the 
history  of  the  church,  councils  and  confer- 
ences rarely  ever  solved  problems  which 
divided  the  people.  They  did  solidify  posi- 
tions and  did  give  birth  to  confession  and 
statements  of  faith.  And  they  polarized  the 
sides.  Brethren,  let  us  be  extremely  careful 
over  what  issues  we  will  allow  such  to  hap- 
pen. We  must  stick  to  the  truth.  And  if  our 
issue  is  vital  and  pertinent  to  the  whole 
essential  of  our  faith,  then  let  us  stand  un- 
equivocally. Do  you  recall  the  issue  for 
which  Athanasius  stood?  One  little  letter  in 


a  word-but  it  meant  all  with  respect  to  the 
person  of  Christ.  I  would  never  ask  a  man 
to  give  up  any  of  his  convictions  based 
firmly  on  the  Word  of  God. 

As  we  speak  the  truth,  we  must  speak  it 
in  love.  It  is  not  a  contrast,  for  truth  and 
love  are  never  at  odds.  According  to  Ephe- 
sians  4,  this  is  maturing-growing  up  in 
Christ.  If  you  want  people  to  know  your 
truth  is  written  on  quality  convictions,  love 
must  rule.  If  speaking  the  truth  is  a  Chris- 
tian hallmark,  then  love  is  a  Christian 
watermark-like  fine  quality  paper.  With- 
out love,  truth  doesn't  get  to  do  its  perfect 
work.  Nobody  will  read  truth  off  of  rough 
lives.  And  nobody  will  listen  to  truth  from 
hot-temper  controlled  lips.  Richard  Wurm- 
brandt  said  of  the  unreasonableness  of 
love,  "that  love  is  a  divine  and  illogical  im- 
pulse which  wishes  and  works  well  for  an 
object  when  there  is  no  logic  or  reason  for 
it." 

I'm  not  dealing  with  our  well-chosen 
conference  theme:  "If  We  Love  ..."  (oh, 
how  tempting— how  much  more  pleasant). 
Others  well-qualified  have  been  chosen  to 
do  that  throughout  the  week  and  I  would 
not  rob  them  of  that  which  belongs  to 
them.  I  recommend  that  you  attend  these 
sessions  and  that  you  listen  because  I  think 
from  the  pantry  shelf  of  this  conference 
you  have  some  very  extra  special  treats 
coming. 

I  must  say  from  the  depths  of  my  heart 
our  first  object  of  love  is  the  Lord  of 
Truth.  "If  you  love  me,  you  will  keep  my 
commandments"  (John  14:15).  In  John 
13,  we  are  told  that  men  know  that  we  are 
His  disciples  by  our  love  for  one  another. 
The  Lord  knows  that  we  love  Him  by  our 
obedience  to  His  Word.  Even  the  words  of 
Delilah  to  Samson  have  meaning  to  us— 
"How  can  you  say  I  love  you  when  your 
heart  is  not  with  me?"  I  like  what  our 
speaker  said  this  morning:  "How  long  has 
it  been  since  you  told  the  Lord  you  loved 
Him?"  There's  nothing  that  does  a  dad's 
heart  more  good  than  to  have  one  of  his 
children  come,  kiss  him  on  the  cheek  and 
say,  "Dad,  I  love  you."  You  know  all  those 
gimme-gimmes  just  fade  into  insignificance. 
So  much  of  our  time  is  spent  with  God  in 
asking  for  things.  Our  Heavenly  Father 
wants  to  help  us,  but  He  would  also  like  to 
hear  us  from  time  to  time  tell  Him,  "I  love 


You."  Jesus  admonished  His  followers  w 
the  words,  "You  call  me  Lord  and  do  i 
the  things  I  say."  Let's  not  let  any  sei 
mentalistic  love  for  one  another  cloud 
vision  for  our  Lord  and  our  love  respoi 
bility  to  obey  the  truth. 

I  do  believe,  beloved,  that  some  of  1 
present  differences  are  unsolvable  becai 
men's  minds  wUl  not  change  over  varianc 
But  I  cry  out  with  an  aching  heart.  Bra 
ren,  let  us  love  one  another  and  be  t 
tremely  careful  of  the  whole  foundati 
upon  which  we  make  our  decisions,  and 
our  boundaries.  We  should  be  especia 
careful  about  our  decision  to  stay  in 
leave  a  Fellowship  so  worthy  of  perpet 
tion  as  ours.  Both  sides  in  any  controvei 
have  much  at  stake  and  a  division  to  whi 
no  one  is  agreed  is  potentially  possible 

Let  us  therefore  in  all  differences  app 
to  Biblical  logic  and  not  to  emotions 
personalities.  Let  us  observe  history 
order  that  we  be  not  bound  to  repeat 
of  it,  except  what  is  good.  Let  us  consk 
the  consequences,  for  we  are  responsil 
for  every  action  that  we  take  even  thou 
an  innocent,  nonparticipating  bystandei 
the  victim  of  our  shot  intended  for  i 
other.  I  can't  expect  the  impossible-for 
Brethren  to  agree-but  I'm  looking  for 
answer  to  our  prayers.  God's  solution 
harmony  in  the  love  of  the  truth. 

The  second  major  area  which  c 
moderators  mentioned  was  external  c 
rupting  influences.  These  are  some  of  the 
that  were  mentioned  and  I  will  hast 
through  them. 

(1)  Rebellion  against  constituted  c 
thority,  especially  the  authority  of  t 
home.  I  feel  that  in  much  of  our  chur 
programming  we  have  assumed  that  t 
home  has  failed  in  its  job.  Instead 
strengthening  the  home,  we  have  assum 
the  job  and  have  woefuUy  failed.  I  li 
what  I  see  in  one  church  publication,  am 
believe  it  is  being  carried  out  in  tl: 
church-"Family  First."  May  God  help 
to  strengthen  rather  than  weaken  o 
homes  in  our  programming. 

(2)  Moral  corruption  and  the  loweri, 
of  marriage  and  sexual  standards  of  I 
society  about  us.  The  church  has  been  i 
fected  by  her  surroundings  before,  and  \ 
could  be  affected  by  the  present  moi 
breakdown.  The  last  issue  of  the  Natior, 


server  had  as  its  main  headline,  "With- 
t  This  Ring  I  Do  Not  Thee  Wed."  The 
icle  had  to  do  with  living  together  where 
:  social  mores  of  today  encourage  un- 
rried  cohabitation.  It  gives  a  number  of 
sons  for  this  trend:  sharp  questioning  of 
ditional  mores,  the  increasing  frequency 
divorce  which  leads  many  young  people

It  comes  by  ex- 
ience.  Paul  said,  "I  have  learned  to  be 
itent  in  whatsoever  state  I  am."

■ing  the  experiences.  I  just  don't  believe 
;  ever  really  been  in  want.  So  I  can't  say

ne  of  the  most  prevalent  and  frightening 
itudes  in  America  today  is  that  of  being 
nplacent,  apathetic  and  noncommittal- 
absence  of  deep  convictions  on  any- 

ng... 


"We  can  condemn— and  we  do— and  we 
can  decry— as  we  should— the  vicious  and 
senseless  criminality  that  pervades  our  so- 
cial structure.  But  how  often  do  we  hear 
our  leading  citizens,  in  all  walks  of  life, 
stand  up  in  public  and  declare  themselves 
unequivocally  on  matters  of  real  principle 
and  consequence? 

"Ethics  cannot  thrive  in  a  neutral  mind, 
and  the  most  dangerous  enemies  to  our 
way  of  life  are  not  only  those  who  loudly 
threaten  to  overthrow  the  system;  equally 
dangerous  to  our  freedom  are  those  who 
say  they  don't  much  care,  one  way  or  the 
other. 

"The  threat  of  spiritual  declension  and 
widespread  immorality  causes  no  lifted 
eyebrows.  A  leading  American  newspaper 
publisher  recently  remarked  to  a  famous 
evangelist:  'The  dam  has  broken-the  flood 
is  beyond  control.  In  every  area  of  Ameri- 
can life,  we  are  in  deep  trouble.  The  thing 
that  amazes  me  is  the  apathy,  indifference, 
and  the  complacency  of  the  average  citi- 
zen'." 

May  it  be  that  we  are  not  included. 
Maybe  we  do  need  to  speak  up  and  stand 
up  strong  in  opposition  to  the  crumbling  of 
righteousness  in  our  government.  I  know 
righteousness  cannot  be  legislated,  but  it 
can  be  exalted.  And  when  righteousness  is 
exalted  in  a  nation,  it  exalts  the  nation. 

These  are  some  of  the  internal  divisive 
issues  and  external  corrupting  influences 
that  exist  today.  Assuming  that  our  Fel- 
lowship is  not  immune  to  these  dangers,  we 
must  be  on  the  tornado-type  watch  for 
such  trends  and  deal  with  them  redemp- 
tively.  We  need  to  be  on  the  watch  for 
some  of  these  things  and  head  for  the  cover 
of  the  Word  of  God,  and  the  unity  of  the 
Spirit  of  God.  When  I  say  dealing  redemp- 
tively,  that  does  not  mean  the  lowering  of 
our  standards,  but  the  taking  of  our  stand 
graciously. 

The  third  major  area  of  concern  re- 
flected in  the  messages  of  the  moderators  is 
summed  up  in  one  word— growth.  Almost 
every  moderator,  district  and  national,  has 
stressed  in  strong  sentences— Evangelize  or 
die!  Expand  or  decay!  Grow  or  stagnate! 

I  commend  last  year's  moderator  for  his 
excellent  message  and  work  in  preaching 
and  programming  a  plan  for  growth  action. 
He  stands  not  alone.  Many  have  pushed  on 


to  see  the  Lord  bless  with  growth  of  vary- 
ing degrees.  GROW  73-74  urged  us  on. 
How  did  we  do?  Well,  in  1939  there  were 
30,000  members  in  the  Brethren  Church. 
After  the  Ashland-Grace  division,  it  took 
us,  the  National  Fellowship  of  Brethren 
Churches,  until  1968  to  grow  back  to  that 
total.  And  in  1968  to  1973-five  years— we 
"zoomed"  upward  a  whole  6,000.  In  1973 
there  were  9,000  professions  of  faith  with 
an  increase  of  membership  of  1,310.  A  4 
percent  increase  is  a  long  way  from  "Dou- 
bling in  a  Decade."  1  hope  we  do  not  feel 
as  one  dear  saint  who  said  to  me,  "Pastor,  I 
hope  that  we  never  get  big  and  lose  this 
sweet  family,  fellowship  feeling."  We  had  a 
huge  100  in  church  at  that  time,  and  a 
heartbroken  pastor  to  think  that  someone 
could  be  so  selfish  with  the  blessed  posses- 
sion of  the  Gospel  truth. 

We  have  a  committee  to  evaluate  the 
statistical  report  and  I  hope  they  will  do  a 
thorough  analysis  of  it  and  help  us  see 
some  trends  by  it.  It  says  to  me: 

(1)  Our  growth  rate  increased  some.  We 
had  about  a  1,000  more  professions  of 
faith  in  '73  than  in  '72,  and  we  gained 
more  new  members.  But  our  per  capita  re- 
production statistically  took  four  people 
one  year  to  win  one  new  person  to  Christ. 
One  persistent  problem  of  which  I  really 
need  to  make  us  aware  is  the  "paid-work- 
er-do-it-all"  philosophy.  One  church  just 
this  past  year,  according  to  one  modera- 
tor's address,  took  their  pastor  on  full  time 
and  the  participation  in  the  visitation  pro- 
gram dropped  80  percent.  It  is  possible 
that  various  Brethren  churches  have  suc- 
cumbed to  the  philosophy,  "We'll  pay  you, 
but  you  do  the  job  for  us."  I  praise  God 
for  the  churches  that  are  teaching  and  prac- 
ticing in  opposition  to  this.  Again,  our 
losses  between  profession  of  faith  and 
church  membership  are  still  frighteningly 
high.  1  am  hoping  the  new  emphasis  in  our 
Fellowship  on  witnessing  and  follow-up  at 
the  people  level  (assuming  that  we  are  a 
long  distant  and  not  a  sprinting  church) 
will  correct  this  problem  in  time. 

(2)  Our  church  planting  ability  is  ques- 
tionable. Please  don't  misunderstand.  I'm 
not  talking  about  the  boards.  They  are  do- 
ing a  great  job.  But  five  districts  remain 
static-no  new  churches.  Eight  districts 
showed  increases  and  that's  pretty  good. 


But  three  showed  decreases.  We  are  Js 
about  50-50  because  none  of  those  n 
creases  were  tremendous. 

(3)  Our  participation  in  the  whole  1  a 
church  program  is  static.  Sunday  Sc  o 
and  morning  worship  services  have  80  it 
cent  in  attendance.  That  would  be  ^ix 
compared  to  a  liberal  church,  but  I  Idi 
we  don't  compare  ourselves  with  tin 
Sunday  evening  service— 47  percent,  k 
prayer  meeting— 25  percent.  Communi  - 
36  percent.  If  prayer  is  important  ar^r 
the  blessed  symbolic  commemoratioio' 
our  Lord's  ministry  in  the  communion  jr 
vice  is  a  vital  part  of  a  believer's  life  irii 
local  church,  then  these  statistics  point  >; 
chronic  spiritual  anemia.  Maybe  this  i 
part  of  our  weakness  to  reproduce  ini( 
prolific  numbers  of  which  we  shoulcbi 
capable. 

Brethren— we  have  programs  for  en 
gelism,  machinery  for  evangelism,  i( 
organizations  for  evangelism.  But  dov( 
have  a  heart  for  evangelism?  1  admired 'ii 
moderator's  address  as  he  emphasized"! 
Found  the  Answer."  He  found  the  anie 
in  all  of  the  situations  and  programs  oIk 
Brethren  Church  and  it  was  good.  But  Isl 
my  own  heart  the  question— Do  1  ha  i 
dedication  for  evangelism?  A  concern' \: 
one  put  it,  "If  we  care,  we'll  share."  It': 
not  just  put  up  the  sign— "This  church';! 
hospital  for  sinners,  not  a  club  for  sair .' 
Let's  make  it  so.  The  Early  Church  grevij 
leaps  and  bounds  in  the  atmosphere  of  ;r 
secution.  I  do  not  know  whether  it  greii 
spite  of  persecution  or  because  of  persu 
tion.  But  if  we  need  the  persecution, 
ask  God  to  send  it. 

Let  us  remember  that  "the  cruis: 
thing  you  can  do  is  to  live  the  Christian  f< 
before  your  neighbor  and  then  not  tell  ir 
how  to  have  the  power  to  live  and  en\ 
such  a  beautiful  life."

separated  lover. 

Legalism  is  blasphemy  against  God.  It 
was  found  in  some  degree  in  the  poor  and 
persecuted  church  at  Smyrna.  Praise  God 
there  is  little  of  it,  to  my  knowledge,  in  our 
Fellowship.  But  I  can  say  to  you  that  there 
is  some.  Let  us  not  degrade  the  Gospel  of 
grace  by  the  addition  of  many  man-made 
do's  and  don'ts  to  the  Christian  faith. 

Hierarchialism  existed  in  the  Pergamos 
church  even  though  it  had  not  yet  denied 
the  faith  and  still  held  fast  to  the  Lord's 
name.  A  clergy  class  dominating  over  the 
people  was  what  one  church  and  the  Lord 
hated.  Yet  another  church  tolerated  it. 
Brethren,  1  hope  I  am  dead  wrong,  but 
there  are  two  things  in  our  Fellowship  that 
bother  me  in  this  matter: 

(1)  The  division  we  have  had  between 
ministers  and  laymen.  The  laymen  often 
get  a  backseat  and  have  little  to  say  about 
doctrinal  issues  and  decisions.  I  deplore  the 
fact  that  on  the  national  level  there  is  no 
regular  meeting  for  men  (with  the  excep- 
tion of  an  early  morning  prayer  meeting). 
Men  need  to  sit  and  discuss  the  condition 
of  our  Fellowship  and  have  an  organization 
together.  I  am  thankful  for  the  change  of 
name  from  laymen  to  men.  As  a  pastor  I 
always  felt  like  an  outside  guest  at  the  lay- 
men's meeting.  And  frankly,  I  think  some- 
times we  as  ministers  have  fostered  this  and 
I  think  we  need  to  watch  it.  Maybe  we 
need  to  have  ministers'  meetings  and  lay- 
men's meetings,  but  I  cry  out  for  some 
mitigation  of  this  development  for  which 
there  is  no  Biblical  basis. 

(2)  The  power,  sometimes  assumed  by 
district  and  national  organizations  which 
are  supposed  to  be  servants  of  the  local 
churches,  over  local  churches  especially  in 
the  matter  of  licensing,  ordaining  and 
recognizing  elders.  I'm  for  uniformity  for 
convenience  of  operation,  but  never  at  the 
expense  of  a  denial  of  the  Biblical  doc- 
trine-the  autonomy  of  the  local  church 
where  government  rests  in  the  local  organi- 
zation. Some  limits  need  to  be  recognized 
for  all  denominational  church  service 
organizations.  Let  me  illustrate  what  I 
mean  lest  you  misunderstand.  District  ex- 
amining boards  are  a  service  organization 
to  the  church,  but  I  personally  believe  that 
the  ordination  of  elders  and  the  recogni- 
tion  of  ordination  is  vested  in  the  local 
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church.  Looking  back  at  church  history, 
you  will  discover  that  many  a  fight  was 
fought  over  this  problem  whether  the  pope 
was  to  do  it  or  the  prince  was  to  do  it.  I 
declare  unto  you  that  neither  was  to  do  it. 
It  was  the  responsibility  of  the  local 
church. 

Fourth,  laxness  in  conduct  charac- 
terized some  in  Thyatira.  In  Pergamos 
there  were  those  who  encouraged  believers 
to  participate  in  corrupt  practices  of  the 
world.  And  in  Laodicea  the  whole  church 
was  worldly.  Let  us  not  be  ignorant  of  the 
fact  that  such  is  connected  with  the  teach- 
ing of  Balaam  who  prostituted  the  spiritual 
office  for  gain.  Trends  to  loose  moral  codes 
of  deportment  and  dress  ought  to  be 
preached  against  and  practiced  against  with 
all  diligence. 

Deadness— Sardis— a  name  to  live,  but 
they  were  dead  on  their  feet.  Loveless,  pas- 
sionless, doctrinal  soundness  which  leads  to 
dead  orthodoxy.  Do  we  have  a  great  repu- 
tation and  no  vitality?  I  pray  not,  but  it 
sometimes  appears  so. 

In  conclusion,  let  me  make  a  few  sundry 
observations  and  recommendations  in  addi- 
tion to  those  hidden  in  these  preceding  re- 
marks. There  are  a  number  of  procedural 
changes  that  I  think  need  to  be  made  in 
our  conference  operations.  Most  of  these 
will  be  touched  in  the  report  from  the 
Committee  on  Procedural  Review.  I  com- 
mend the  adoption  of  their  report.  (1)  I 
recommend  a  fresh  look  at  our  national 
and  district  organizations  with  a  view  to 
setting  up  some  fences  in  order  to  protect 
our  Biblical  doctrine  of  the  local  church- 
first  in  governing  itself.  (2)  I  recommend 
continual  changes  with  limits  toward  creat- 
ing more  continuity  in  our  leadership  posi- 
tions. Get  good  men-keep  good  men,  at 
least  for  a  little  while  (especially  the  execu- 
tive committee).  (3)  I  recommend  that  the 
Resolution  Committee  be  asked  to:  a.  get 
and  study  copies  of  resolutions  of  district 
conferences  in  preparation  for  their  own 
report  each  year.  (Incidentally  I  received 
one  from  the  California-Arizona  District 
and  this  year's  Resolutions  Committee 
ought  to  look  at  that  one.)  b.  That  the 
resolutions  be  especially  thrusted  toward 
our  relationship  to  the  present  fleshly 
fluctuating  corrupt  world  about  us.  The 
resolutions  should  give  us  some  statements 
as  to  where  we  stand  on  national-  and 
world-thought  dominating  issues.  Illustra- 


tions—tax legislation  before  our  gc  ri 
ment  which  may  take  away,  by  17( 
deductions  for  giving  to  religious  nonf  if 
organizations.  Should  we  take  a  stai  ? 
think  the  Resolutions  Committee  oug  i 
look  at  it.  (4)  I  recommend  that  there  e 
great  revival— a  spiritual  revival.  Bu  bi 
loved,  you  don't  resolve,  you  don't  re  n 
mend,  you  don't  plan  a  revival  into  b,(ij 
You  don't  program  a  revival  into  re  t; 
You  let  it  happen  by  submitting  to  the|)i 
and  to  the  wUl  of  God.

pray  that  God  will  bless  us  in  His  w,  j 
the  days  to  come.  I  tell  you  that  whichiO 
already  know.  There  is  no  shortag  ( 
people.  I  have  been  guOty  of  saying  li 
my  field  is  small,  but  until  I  have  rea  e 
them  all,  my  field  is  big.  There  is  no  ,n 
on  God's  power.  And  there  is  no  chai  o 
God's  truth.  If  there  is  failure  to  do  li

The  Committee  on  Statistical  Review  has  ■ 
amined  the  current  report  and  has  noted  the  ■ 
lowing  items  of  particular  interest: 

It  has  been  said  before  and  doubtless  will :

port  of  the  statistician  is  not  really  a  true  repi 
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te  of  the  many  hours  of  labor  expended  by 
atistician,  he  is  unable  to  present  a  report 
accurately  reflects  the  situation  because  he 
ited  to  data  which  the  churches  submit  to 
rhe  problem  is  twofold.

Perhaps 
s  could  give  more  oversight  to  this  impor- 
isk  in  order  that  the  records  of  the  National 
iship  might  present  a  more  accurate  pic-

This  will 
y  assist  the  national  statistician,  and  also 
much  of  the  inaccuracy  that  seems  un- 
ible  in  the  present  system.  Second,  that  the 
littee  on  Statistical  Review  be  discontin- 
ronsultation  with  previous  committee  mem- 
is  well  as  the  current  and  previous  statisti- 
indicates  the  advisability  of  this  step  for 
llowing  reasons; 

The  committee's  function  is  better  han- 
dled by  the  statistician  himself.  He  knows 
the  data  better  and  has  been  working  with 
it  for  months.  He  is  the  best  qualified  to 


recognize  trends  and  point  out  the  signifi- 
cance of  the  figures. 

2.  The  committee's  function  is  largely  a  du- 
plication of  the  statistician's  report.  It 
must  either  divide  the  material  arbitrarily 
with  the  statistician  so  as  to  avoid  duplica- 
tion, or  else  plow  over  the  same  ground. 

3.  The  present  arrangement  offers  serious 
practical  problems.  Members  who  are  sepa- 
rated geographically  have  no  opportunity 
to  meet  before  conference.  Furthermore, 
by  the  time  the  statistician's  report  is  com- 
plete, it  is  usually  too  late  for  a  committee 
meeting.  For  example,  this  year's  chair- 
man just  saw  the  report  on  August  1. 

Therefore,  1  move: 

1.  That  each  district  of  the  NFBC  be  urged 
to  adopt  the  report  form  of  the  national 
statistical  report  for  submitting  its  district 
statistics  to  the  national  statistician. 

2.  That  the  Statistician  Review  Committee 
be  discontinued  as  a  standing  committee 
and  that  its  duties  be  absorbed  by  the  con- 
ference statistician.

VU  pastors  can  identify  with  the  difficulty  of 
lensing  a  year's  ministry  into  a  short  report, 
he  same  way  it  is  unrealistic  and  maybe  im- 
ible  to  adequately  outline  the  year's  work  of 

Christian  Education  Department  ministry- 
1  in  brief  form. 

Sut  I  will  mention  a  few  new  things  and  sever- 
ems  that  have  been  growing  rapidly.  We  trust 

you  will  be  picking  up  our  report  in  more 
Stic  ways-like  our  monthly  section  of  the 
ionary  Herald  magazine,  and  our  personal 
istries  in  your  churches.  Through  the  Chris- 
„education  convention,  national  youth  con- 


ference, national  children's  conference,  and  our 
area  and  local  church  seminar  programs  we  will 
be  expanding  rapidly  next  year. 

We  could  easily  take  an  hour  just  to  report 
about  the  TIME  program  alone.  The  report 
shared  with  our  Board  members  this  year  outlines 
the  ministry  of  forty-five  of  these  young  people 
who  are  receiving  Training  In  Missionary  Endeav- 
or. Growing  from  a  small  beginning  just  a  few 
years  ago,  the  TIME  program  now  involves  nearly 
every  one  of  our  Brethren  Foreign  Mission  fields 
and  several  Home  Mission  locations. 

Publication  and  writing  projects  are  also  being 
stepped  up.  Thanks  for  the  continuing  good  re- 
sponse to  things  like  Pro-teens  for  Youth  Lead- 
ers, our  Ac 'cent  magazine  (which  is  cosponsored 
by  the  Foreign  Missionary  Society),  and  the  new 
Precepts  course. 

You  will  be  hearing  more  new  ways  that  our 
department  is  serving  as  a  support  force  to  work- 
ers with  boys  and  girls  during  the  coming  confer- 
ence year. 

But  I  guess  most  of  all  this  annual  report 
should  really  be  a  statement  of  our  accountabili- 
ty to  you,  the  member  churches  of  the  confer- 
ence that  called  our  department  into  existence. 
We  really  are  happy  about  the  job  you've  laid  out 
for  us  to  do. 

And  looking  back  on  the  past  conference  year 
we  are  most  grateful  for  the  way  you  are  support- 
ing our  team.  Our  motto  is  really  a  serious  com- 
mitment with  us.  "We  want  to  help."  We  intend 
to  help  more  in  direct  proportion  to  the  way 
Brethren  churches  make  it  possible  through  offer- 
ings. 

In  the  calendar  year  1973,  we  received  by  far 
the  largest  offering  in  the  history  of  this  board's 
existence.  Inflation  made  existing  projects  cost  a 
lot  more,  too.  But  much  of  the  increase  (we  are 
happy  to  report)  was  channeled  into  meeting  our 
commitment  to  provide  a  greatly  strengthened 
department  of  youth  ministry.  Children's  minis- 
try and  adult  ministry  are  two  more  areas  where 
we  need  a  stronger  department. 

The  statement  of  operation  in  your  confer- 
ence packet,  projects  the  serious  reality  that  our 
expenses  during  the  calendar  year  1973  exceeded 
income  by  $6,465.74.  Offerings  are  running  high- 
er so  far  in  1974.  The  decision  whether  to  cut 
back  our  staff  and  ministry  or  forge  ahead  will 
not  be  made  so  much  by  the  official  action  of  the 
Christian  Education  Board  as  by  the  level  of  sup- 
port received  from  Brethren  churches  during  the 
months  immediately  ahead.  It's  hard  to  general- 
ize one  summary  statement  about  offering  sup- 
port. So  many  churches  give  so  generously.  So 
many  churches  give  almost  nothing.

RECOMMENDATIONS  OF  THE

mately two-thirds  of  the  way  back,  indicating 
that  delegates  will  not  be  recognized  beyond 
these  points.

The  aforementioned 
wUl  supply  to  the  coordinator  a  copy  of 
the  program  for  the  sessions.

REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE 

ON  CLARIFICATION  OF  OFFICIAL 

NAME  OF  NFBC 

This  committee  was  active  in  seeking  to  carry 
out  its  commission  by  the  1973  conference  in 
Gettysburg.  Our  responsibility  was  to  study  the 
possibility  of  adding  "Grace"  to  the  name  of  our 
National  Fellowship. 

This  action  was  prompted  by  those  who  real- 
ize that  we  have  an  identification  problem.  Most 
of  our  friends  call  us  "Grace  Brethren,"  and 
rightly  so,  because  of  Grace  College  and  Semi- 
nary, and  the  fact  that  many  of  our  churches  use 
the  name  "Grace."  The  name  "National  Fellow- 
ship of  Brethren  Churches"  does  not  mean  any 
more  to  the  average  person  than  would  the  name 
"National  FeUowdiip  of  Baptist  Churches."  Our 
particular  group  is  not  identified  by  our  current 
name. 

Every  time  this  matter  came  up  in  the  past  it 
was  thwarted  with  the  explanation,  "We  can't  do 
that  because  of  our  relationship  with  the  Ashland 
Brethren."  It  seems  to  many  of  us  that  we  should 
now  take  the  necessary  steps  to  clarify  this  whole 
issue. 

Our  committee  feels  this  action  should  be 
taken  by  this  conference  because: 

1.  Letters  have  been  written  to  all  the  minis- 
ters in  our  Fellowship  explaining  the  issues 
involved. 

2.  Each  district  ministerium  was  asked  to 
consider  this  matter  and  report  back  to 
Chairman  Vernon  Harris.  Favorable  re- 
ports have  been  received  from  all  sixteen 
districts. 

3.  This  action  would  not  affect  the  names  of 
local  churches.  They  may  or  may  not  in- 
clude the  word  "Grace"  in  their  names. 

4.  We  do  not  know  of  any  problems  that  this 
would  create  with  the  Ashland  Brethren. 

5.  At  the  present  time,  we,  along  with  the 
Ashland  Brethren,  are  operating  under  the 
original  1883  Ohio  Charter. 

6.  Our  National  Fellowship,  as  it  now  exists, 
is  not  incorporated,  and,  therefore,  does 
not  have  its  own  charter.  This  leaves  us 
free  to  caU  ourselves  "Grace  Brethren"  if 
we  so  desire. 

7.  All  of  the  boards  in  our  Fellowship  are 
independent  boards  operating  under  their 
own  corporations.  The  Christian  Educa- 
tion Board,  which  is  a  creature  of  this  con- 
ference, is  also  incorporated. 

8.  No  changes  have  been  made  in  our  basic 
doctrine,  practice,  or  form  of  congrega- 
tional government. 

9.  These  basic  factors  were  perpetuated  right 
through  the  1937-39  controversy.  Follow- 
ing the  break  with  Ashland,  we  recom- 
mitted ourselves  to  the  independence 
which  characterized  the  Brethren  Church 
from  1882  on. 

Because  of  these  factors,  this  committee 
recommends   that   this   conference   approve  the 
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addition  of  the  word  "Grace"  to  the  nam 
Fellowship. 

Because  of  the  widespread  interest  in 
ing  rather  than  lengthening  our  name,  wt 
mend  that  this  conference  consider  the  ac 
ty  of  dropping  the  word  "National"  fi 
name.

REPORT  OF 
THE  RESOLUTIONS  COMMITTEE 

PREFACE 

The  Resolutions  Committee  is  grateful  for  the 
recommendations  of  the  Committee  on  the  Re- 
view of  Conference  Procedures  which  have  been 
presented  to  this  conference.  The  recommenda- 
tions that  apply  to  the  Resolutions  Committee 
are  radical  in  their  alteration  of  the  direction  this 
committee  has  formerly  gone.  Instead  of  apprais- 
ing and  commending  the  ministries  within  the 
NFBC,  this  committee  is  now  directed  to  state 
for  the  NFBC,  "our  position  as  Christians  and  as 
Brethren  in  a  secular  world,"  on  important  issues 
and  policies. 

We  agree  that  this  should  be  the  purpose  of 
this  committee.  We  also  confess  our  inability  to 
determine  during  this  week  what  the  position  of 
the  NFBC  is  on  most  of  the  important  issues  of 
the  day.  Consequently,  we  submit  this  tentative 
list  of  resolutions  for  your  consideration,  and  trust 
that  next  year's  committee-operating  under  the 
new  instructions-will  far  exceed  this  humble  be- 
ginning. 

RESOLUTIONS 

We  the  delegates  of  the  85th  Annual  Confer- 
ence of  the  National  Fellowship  of  Brethren 
Churches  assembled  at  Winona  Lake,  Indiana, 
August  2-9,  1974,  hereby  affirm  the  following 
resolutions; 
Article  I -Concerning  Our  Faith 

1.  We  reaffum  our  commitment  to  the  Holy 
Bible  as  the  written  Word  of  God,  and  to  the 
published  "Statement  of  Faith  of  the  National 
Fellowship  of  Brethren  Churches"  as  an  accurate 
expression  of  what  we  believe  the  Bible  teaches 
about  the  subjects  included  in  that  statement.  We 
commend  every  Christian  to  the  Word  of  God  for 
his  daily  spiritual  sustenance,  and  for  the  guid- 
ance of  God  in  all  of  the  affairs  of  his  life. 

2.  We  reaffum  our  opposition  to  all  forms  of 
professing  Christianity  that  depart  from  depen- 
dence on  the  Bible  for  their  norms  of  faith  and 
practice.  This  includes  ecumenical  movements, 
such  as  the  National  Council  of  Churches  and  the 
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World  Council  of  Churches,  that  place  humanistic 
values  of  external  unity  above  the  Bibhcal  value 
of  doctrinal  integrity.  This  also  includes  charis- 
matic movements  (whether  Roman  Catholic  or 
Protestant)  that  place  a  higher  premium  on  the 
subjective  personal  experience  of  the  believer 
than  on  the  objective  spiritual  truth  of  the  Scrip- 
tiures.  Thus  making  the  evidence  of  the  baptism 
of  the  Holy  Spirit  the  experience  of  speaking  in 
tongues  rather  than  the  promise  of  God  to  those 
who  believe  in  Christ.  We  reject  the  resulting 
stratification  of  Christians  into  higher  and  lower 
levels  on  the  basis  of  the  subjective  experience. 
We  affirm  our  belief  that  the  Christian  response 
to  the  Scriptures  is  not  a  reliance  upon  personal 
experience,  but  faith  in  God's  promises  and 
obedience  to  the  commandments  of  Christ  by  the 
enabling  power  of  the  indwelling  Holy  Spirit. 

3.  We  reaffirm  our  historic  Brethren  position 
in  regard  to  warfare.  We  believe  that  the  mission 
of  the  church  is  to  save  lives,  not  to  destroy 
them.  We  are  opposed  to  Christians  engaging  in 
the  taking  of  human  life  through  carnal  strife. 
Article  Il-Contemporary  Issues 

1.  The  Christian  and  National  Pohtics: 

a.  We  resolve  that  we  regret,  with  the  majori- 
ty of  our  fellow-citizens,  the  ebb  of  moral- 
ity currently  being  exposed  at  all  levels  of 
leadership  in  our  national  government. 
Without  passing  judgment  on  who  the 
guilty  are,  or  on  what  they  are  guilty  of, 
we  assert  that  any  standard  of  personal  or 
group  conduct  that  falls  short  of  the  stan- 
dard of  the  Bible  is  unacceptable  to  our 
Fellowship.  We  call  upon  any  and  all  lead- 
ers who  know  they  are  guilty  of  such  con- 
duct to  repent  of  their  wrongdoing  and  set 
their  affairs  in  order. 

b.  We  urge  the  leaders  in  the  legislature,  the 
judiciary,  and  the  executive  branches  of 
our  national  government  to  place  the  wel- 
fare of  our  nation  above  personal  and 
party  interests,  and  to  seek  truth  and  jus- 
tice rather  than  partisan  advantage  or  vin- 
dication in  resolving  the  internal  conflicts 
that  currently  strain  the  fabric  of  our 
national  structures. 

c.  We  affirm  that  the  Christian's  first  loyalty 
is  to  Jesus  Christ  as  Lord,  rather  than  to 
any  government,  poUtical  party,  or  human 
leader.  Consequently,  each  Christian  must 
keep  this  balance  in  mind,  and  must  keep 
the  channel  of  communication  open  to  his 
neighbor  so  that  his  political  views  do  not 
become  a  barrier  to  his  sharing  the  gospel 
of  Christ. 

2.  The  Christian  and  Abortion:  We  resolve  to 
affirm  the  sanctity  of  life  as  created  and  propa- 
gated by  God,  and  assert  that  the  Bible  is  op- 
posed to  all  arbitrary  taking  of  life  at  any  stage  of 
its  development  after  conception.  God  gives  life, 
and  God  withholds  hfe.  Jurisdiction  in  this 
province  has  not  been  delegated  to  man. 

3.  The  Christian  and  Women's  Liberation 
Movements:  We  resolve  to  affirm  that  man  and 
woman  together  are  created  in  the  image  of  God, 
and  that  neither  is  superior  nor  inferior  to  the 


other  as  a  person  before  Him.  We  also  afflniln 
in  the  present  age  God  has  established  am 
tional  order  which  must  be  followed  for  si  ol 
social  relationships  in  the  home,  the  churc  ji 
the  nation.  This  order  is  specified  in  1  Corin  a 
11:3,  "the  head  of  every  man  is  Christ;  ai  tl 
head  of  the  woman  is  the  man  .  .  ."  We  exh  ;  s 
Christians  to  take  their  standard  from  the  bl 
not  from  contemporary  society.  We  ur  j 
Christian  women  to  honor  the  position  of  lie 
ship  God  has  given  to  men,  and  all  Christia  im 
to  recognize  that  their  qualification  to  le;  d 
pends  upon  their  being  led  by  Christ. 

4.  The  Christian  and  Holiness  of  Life:  '  r 
solve  to  affirm  that  the  Christian  is  callec  o 
new  kind  of  life  that  is  separated  from  the  [  i^ 
ing  world  order  unto  God.  We  exhort  all  ui 
tians  to,  "Love  not  the  world  .  . .  {becaus  tl 
lust  of  the  flesh,  and  the  lust  of  the  eyes,  ai  fl 
pride  of  life,  is  not  of  the  Father,  but  is  i  tl 
world..."  (1  John  2:15-17).  We  asserljj 
Christians  should  be  modest  in  their  dress,  le 
tive  in  their  entertainment,  and  discreet  irie 
conduct  as  children  of  God.  We  decry  theji 
promise  of  Christian  morality  in  modern  sc  it 
and  remind  all  believers  that  our  Lord  taugh  h 
the  broad  road  followed  by  the  majority  lesi 
destruction,  while  only  the  narrow  way  otai 
ence  to  Christ  leads  to  life. 

5.  The  Christian  and  Love:  We  resolve  ii 
firm  that  the  mark  of  the  Christian  is  love  i 
13:34-35).  This  mark  is  not  a  sentimental  n 
tion,  but  an  act  of  giving  one's  life  for  the  bel 
of  another.  We  exhort  all  Christians  to  give  le 
Uves  in  living  sacrifice  to  God,  and  by  exttic 
to  the  children  of  God  in  the  church,  and  tl 
world  of  people  God  loves  by  sharing  with .« 
the  message  of  God's  love  expressed  in  4 
Christ.  This  message  is  not  expressed  in  vn 
only,  but  also  in  deeds  performed  to  suppitl 
needs  of  other  people  (James  2:15-17).  We:ir 
that  in  gospel  witness,  in  controversy,  or  iril 
cism,  the  truth  must  be  spoken  in  love,  anih 
these  two  qualities  of  truth  and  love  are  a  a] 
complementary  and  interdependent.  In  co  t 
to  the  world  that  cannot  know  this  kind  o  a 
that  comes  only  from  God,  we  assert  thalii 
Christian  should  make  this  love  the  goal  d 
life  in  Christ,  and  the  controlling  guide  in  i 
his  thoughts  and  actions. 

6.  Legislation  on  Tax  Exemption:  We  n  1' 
to  protest  two  legislative  bills  now  befor  x 
congress  that,  if  passed,  would  remove  thia 
exempt  status  of  religious  organizations  by  a 
ary  1,  1976.  We  urge  Christians  to  write  ten 
United  States  senators  asking  them  to  oppo  bi 
number  S-3657  sponsored  by  Mike  Man^A 
and  to  write  to  their  United  States  repre  it 
fives  asking  them  to  oppose  bill  nuh 
HR-15230  sponsored  by  Wilbur  Mills.

REPORT  FROM  THE 
HOSPITALITY  COMMITTEE 

The  1974  Hospitality  Committee  composed 
of  Rev.  and  Mrs.  Bill  Smith,  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Jim 
Shipley,  Dr.  and  Mrs.  Harold  Etling,  Professor 
and  Mrs.  Ron  Henry,  organized  and  provided  the 
following  services  to  the  national  conference. 

1.  Established  a  general  information  center 
for  the  dissemination  of  pertinent  daily  informa- 
tion as  well  as  functioning  as  a  ticket  booth  for 
various  organizations. 

2.  Prepared  and  printed  needed  information 
regarding  restaurants,  mail,  emergency  telephone, 
recreational  facilities,  and  so  forth. 

3.  Provided  a  conference  phone  to  aid  in  com- 
municating with  registered  delegates. 

4.  Assisted  in  establishing  a  card  system  which 
facilitated  in  supplying  information  regarding  the 
whereabouts  of  registered  delegates. 

5.  Hired  a  full-time  person  to  handle  the 
booth  throughout  the  day  and  evening,  thus  pro- 
viding continuity  to  the  services  afforded  by  the 
hospitality  booth. 

The  Hospitality  Committee  would  make  the 
following  recommendations  for  consideration  for 
the  future: 

1.  Urge  and  recommend  the  continuation  of  a 
card  system  similar  as  to  what  was  employed  this 
year.  On  the  card  would  be  the  name  and  address 
locally,  as  well  as,  if  possible,  the  telephone  num- 
ber. This  greatly  facilitated  personnel  in  the 
booth  in  giving  the  needed  information  as  to 
locations  to  those  who  requested  such  informa- 
tion. 

2.  Due  to  the  location  of  the  booth  in  the 
Rodeheaver  Auditorium,  there  was  often  a  bot- 
tleneck in  front  of  the  booth  after  services.  This 
was  caused  primarily  by  the  fact  that  the  doors 
opening  out  partially  blocked  access  to  the  booth 
itself.  Therefore,  the  committee  would  suggest  a 
consideration  being  given  to  a  possible  other  loca- 
tion for  the  booth.  If  this  would  be  deemed  inad- 
visable, it  would  be  suggested  that  a  different 
method  would  be  employed  for  selling  tickets 
since  this  further  contributed  to  the  congestion 
after  the  services. 

3.  The  committee  would  suggest  the  need  for 
a  better  system  of  mail  distribution.  Often  there 
were  individuals  who  stopped  by  the  booth  re- 
questing mail  when  there  was  none  available. 

4.  The  committee  would  suggest  the  estab- 
lishment of  a  refreshment  center  near  or  within 
the  confines  of  the  Rodeheaver  Auditorium.  In 
particular,  the  committee  would  suggest  the  use 
of  the  orange  bowl  that  would  be  provided  by 
the  local  McDonalds  for  the  cost  of  the  syrup 
alone.  The  committee  further  suggests  that  this 
refreshment  center  would  provide  the  orange 
drink  free  to  the  delegates  of  the  conference. 

5.  The  committee  recommends  the  continu- 
ation of  hiring  one  person  to  be  in  charge  of  the 
hospitality  booth  throughout  the  duration  of  the 
conference.  This  does  provide  continuity  as  well 
as  an  element  of  expertise  relative  to  the  various

CONSTITUTION   FOR  THE 
NATIONAL   FELLOWSHIP  OF  THE 
GRACE   BRETHREN  MINISTERIUM 

Article  I.  Name: 

The  name  of  this  organization  shall  be  "The 
National  Fellowship  of  Grace  Brethren  Minis- 
ters." 

Article  II.  Purpose: 

(1)  To  give  consideration  of  matters  of  impor- 
tance to  the  ministerium  and  to  the  entire 
Fellowship. 

(2)  To  communicate  information  deemed 
worthwhile  to  the  members  of  the  organi- 
zation. 

(3)  To  promote  the  finest  of  Christian  fellow- 
ship among  Brethren  ministers. 

(4)  To  provide  help  to  the  members  of  the 
organization  when  deemed  necessary, 
especially  in  cases  of  emergency. 

(5)  To  actively  seek  out  young  people  who 
can  join  the  organization  in  response  to 
the  caU  of  God. 

Article  III.  Officers: 

(1)  President 

a.  He  shall  preside  at  all  scheduled  meet- 
ings of  the  ministerium  and  co- 
ordinate the  activities  of  the  organiza- 
tion. 

b.  He  shall  cooperate  and  maintain  con- 
tact with  all  elected  officers,  both  dis- 
trict and  national,  in  the  accomplish- 
ment of  the  goals  of  this  organization. 

c.  He  shall  appoint  the  members  of  the 
various  committees  and  serve  as  ex  of- 
ficio member  of  all  committees. 

(2)  Executive  Secretary

The  Christian  Family 
and  Christmas 


Many  of  the  cornerstones  of  our 
heritage  have  been  crumbling  under 
the  pressures  of  our  modern  society. 
One  of  the  most  noticeable  and  lamen- 
table victims  has  been  the  family  unit. 
Among  many  far-out  philosophies  is 
one  that  is  suggesting  the  time  is  ripe 
to  forget  about  past  ideas  and  to 
change  our  concepts  of  the  home  and 
marriage.  Others  have  not  mentioned 
this  in  theory,  but  have  put  it  into 
practice. 

There  seems  to  be  no  other  time  of 
the  year  when  the  family  group  re- 
ceives as  much  attention  and  is  put  in 
the  place  of  prominence  as  at  the 
Christmas  season.  Possibly  this  is  be- 
cause the  first  Christmas  tells  of  the 
most  unique  family  unit  in  history.  A 
man  by  the  name  of  Joseph,  a  virgin 
by  the  name  of  Mary,  under  guidance 
of  God  and  the  government,  find 
themselves  in  a  little  Hebrew  village  by 
the  name  of  Bethlehem.  It  would  all 
seem  strange  and  even  improbable  if 
you  were  to  view  the  happenings  from 
the  human  side.  But  there  is  much 
more  involved  than  just  another  period 
of  taxation.  It  is  the  story  of  God  at 
work. 

It  all  started  so  long  ago— back  in  a 
beautiful  garden  called  "Eden."  Here 
lived  the  first  family  in  time.  To  live 
and  enjoy  the  blessings  and  benefits  of 
God's  grace   was   their  privilege.  But 
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this  perfect  existence  crumbled  and 
came  to  nothing  when  sin  entered 
Adam's  family.  Nevertheless,  God 
promised  a  solution  to  the  problem, 
and  His  plan  called  for  the  Son  of  God 
to  come  to  earth  in  human  form.  We 
call  it  "incarnation,"  and  this  is  what 
Christmas  is  all  about. 

God  needed  a  human  vessel  to  use 
for  presenting  the  Saviour  to  a  world 
of  sin.  A  miracle  was  necessary  to  ac- 
complish this  work,  so  the  birth  of  the 
ChUd  would  be  different  than  any 
other  birth  in  the  history  of  the  world. 
The  sinless  Son  of  God  was  born  to 
Mary;  thereby,  the  miracle  was  ful- 
filled according  to  the  Father's  prom- 
ise. 

The  setting  of  the  birth  was  at  the 
promised  place— Bethlehem.  Timing  of 
the  birth  was  in  the  direct  command 
of  God's  providence,  for  "the  fullness 
of  time"  had  arrived.  This  "special" 
family  was  moved  at  the  proper  time 
and  the  proper  place.  Attended  by 
angels  and  a  star,  Christ  was  born  in 
the  humble  setting  of  a  manger  in  a 
stable.  Kings  are  normally  born  in 
well-attended  places  with  the  presence 
of  the  best  of  physicians.  Christ  was 
born  under  the  watchful  eye  of  His 


Father.  What  greater  care  could  have 
been  exercised! 

Joy  and  blessing  were  present  when 
this  family  greeted  God's  gift  from 
heaven.  Since  that  time  the  family  unit 
has  had  a  very  special  place  in  the 
world.  Christmas  seems  to  magnify 
and  heighten  the  importance  of  the 
family.  When  we  think  of  Christmas 
there  is  usually  a  touch  of  nostalgia 
involved.  The  memory  of  our  early 
days  at  Christmastime  is  generally  with 
a  thought  of  mother  and  father,  and  of 
brothers  and  sisters  gathered  as  a 
group.  Certain  little  unplanned  tradi- 
tions grew  and  grew  until  Christmas 
was  not  the  same  without  them.  To 
someone  looking  in  from  the  outside, 
they  could  well  question  why  a  family 
would  place  so  much  importance  on 
the  seemingly  small  things.  But  these 
little,  insignificant  "treasures"  are 
what  make  Christmas  a  real  family 
time  of  the  year. 

Our  memories  of  the  first  Christmas 
should  cause  us  to  contemplate  anew 
the  humble  family  that  God  chose. 
This  famUy  was  to  journey  to  a  par- 
ticular place  and  to  participate  in  one 
of  the  most  important  events  of  all 
time.  To  Mary  and  Joseph  this  was  a 
testing  of  faith  to  believe  God  and  His 
messengers.  A  testing  of  a  man's  faith 
to  believe,  and  the  loan  of  a  human 
body  by  a  woman  to  permit  God  to 
perform  a  miracle. 

The  whole  of  the  account  is  so 
simple  and  yet  so  beautiful  that  men 
have  stumbled  at  the  story.  Even  those 
with  high  degrees  of  learning  in  medi- 
cine and/or  theology  cannot  under- 
stand the  Virgin  Birth,  but  children 
will  come  humbly  and  worship  Jesus 
Christ,  the  Saviour.  Christmas  is  God 
working  through  people  by  placing  a 
special  measure  of  sanctity  on  the 
family.  As  Christmas  Eve  comes,  we  as 
families  tend  to  close  the  door  on  the 
outside  world;  but  let  us  keep  our 
heart  doors  open  to  God's  presence.  #

Born  July  1 1 ,  1900,  at  Alcolu,  South  Carolina. 

Attended  Bible  school  in  Philadelphia.  Approved  as  a 
missionary  to  Africa,  along  with  Allen  Lee  Bennett,  at 
Brethren  General  Conference  in  1921 ;  sailed  for  France  on 
September  14  of  that  year,  and  on  to  Africa  on  October  6. 

Married  fellow  missionary.  Miss  Charlotte  Hillegas,  at  Bassai 
in  Africa  on  November  19,  1922.  Three  children  were  born  to 
them:  Kathryn  (Mrs.  William)  Bellinger  of  North  Manchester, 
Indiana;  David  (deceased);  and  Roger,  of  San  Francisco, 
California. 

Became  superintendent  of  the  Brethren  field  in  1938. 
Granted  an  honorary  Doctor  of  Divinity  degree  by  Grace 
Seminary  in  1947. 

The  Jobsons  served  in  Africa  until  1961,  when  they  retired 
from  active  missionary  service.  However,  at  the  request  of  the 
field,  they  returned  for  a  year  of  special  service  in  1965-66. 
They  resided  at  Bethany  House,  home  for  missionaries  in 
Winona  Lake,  Indiana,  until  September  1971,  when  they 
moved  to  Grace  Brethren  Village,  Englewood,  Ohio. 

Called  home  by  the  Lord,  after  a  lengthy  period  of 
deteriorating  health,  on  October  1 2,  1 974.  Services  were  held 
at  First  Brethren  Church,  Dayton,  Ohio,  on  October  15,  and  at 
Winona  Lake  Brethren  Church,  Winona  Lake,  Indiana,  on 
October  16,  exactly  two  years  after  the  memorial  service  held 
there  for  his  wife.  Both  are  interred  at  Violett  Cemetery, 
Goshen,  Indiana.

A  Light

"Ye  are  the  light  of  the  world," 
said  the  Master  Light.  One  light  shone 
brightly  during  many  years  of  activity 
in  both  the  USA  and  Africa.  That  was 
the  bright  light  of  Orville  Jobson.  His 
light  was  truly  a  reflection  of  the  great 
Master  Light  who  said,  "1  am  the  Light 
of  the  world." 

Wherever  Orville  Jobson  went, 
something  of  the  Master  shone  upon 
all  who  met  him. 

Orville  Jobson  first  went  to  Africa 
whUe  still  very  young.  The  impulsive- 
ness of  youth  with  its  unreflecting  en- 
thusiasm, and  its  real  zest  for  life  were 
his  in  more  than  an  ordinary  way.  For 
he  was  no  ordinary  man.  Very  few  in- 
experienced and  untrained  men  could 


have  endured  the  rigors  of  the  life  he 
had  chosen  to  live  for  the  Lord.  He 
not  only  endured  but  increased  in 
knowledge  and  vision.  His  wide  read- 
ing about  missionary  work  and  prob- 
lems gave  him  an  unusual  knowledge 
of  missionary  service.  As  a  result,  at 
the  close  of  his  years  in  Africa  he  had 
a  vision  for  the  future  work  of  the 
church,  a  vision  which  would  have 
been  a  credit  to  a  far  younger  man. 

Dr.  Jobson  was  practical  as  well  as 
visionary.  It  was  his  vision  which  led 
to  the  establishment  of  the  indigenous 
policy  in  the  Brethren  mission  in  Afri- 
ca. It  was  his  practical  knowledge 
which  made  possible  the  working  out 
of  the  policy.  This  working  out  was  so 
effective  that  many  worldly  men  were 
astonished  at  how  well  the  African 
Brethren  conducted  themselves  during 
the  transitional  years  when  a  colony 
became   an   independent    community. 


Through  the  experience  of  responsi- 
bility the  local  church  had  prepared 
hundreds  of  men  and  women  to  lead  a 
calm  and  productive  life  during  a  diffi- 
cult time  of  change.  So  the  Light 
shone  in  many  places. 

O.D.,  as  he  was  known  to  many  of 
his  fellow  workers,  was  also  fun  to  be 
with.  The  missionaries  who  lived  near 
him  learned  to  know  him  well.  At 
home  he  was  no  longer  the  busy,  bur- 
dened man,  but  a  kind  and  jolly  host. 
Many  missionaries  can  say  from  the 
heart,  "Thank  you.  Lord,  for  the  privi- 
lege I  had  of  knowing  Orville  Jobson." 

Africans  knew  him  as  Moussa.  This  i 
was  an  accidental  name  caused  by  the » 
ditTiculty  of  a  fellow  missionary  in; 
pronouncing  the  French  word  mon-  i 
sieur.  Bui  this  accidental  name  was  I 
better  known  to  the  Africans  than  thet 
name  Jobson.  I  am  sure  that  when « 
news  of  Dr.  Jobson's  passing  reached  ^

Africa,  word  spread  from  house  to 
house  that  Moiissa  had  gone  to  be  with 
the  Lord.  Moussa— their  father  in  the 
faith. 

"Dr.  Jobson"  to  a  younger  genera- 
tion; "Brother  Jobson"  to  a  host  of  his 
fellow  workers  in  the  church  in  USA; 
"O.D."  to  many  missionaries;  "Mous- 
sa" to  Africans— has  now  learned  that 
special  name  which  the  Lord  has  for 
him.  He  has  gone  away  from  the  bur- 
dens of  life  into  the  privileges  known 
only  to  the  victor.  The  joys  are  now 
his  with  the  Lord  in  whose  light  he 
served  so  long. 

The  liglit  which  once  shone  for 
many  of  us  has  gone  out.  We  wUl  miss 
that  light.  Many  times  we  will  wish  to 
see  it,  to  follow  it  in  the  ways  of  the 
Lord.  That  is  no  longer  our  privilege. 
It  is  now  our  privilege  to  continue  in 
the  way  we  were  started  by  O.D.J.  If 
this  lesser  light  brings  us  closer  to  the 
Master  Liglit— closer  in  devotion  as 
well  as  service-then  O.D.J,  would 
grant  his  little  chuckle  of  approval  and 
be  tremendously  pleased. 


God's  Chosen 
Instrument

When  many  men  entered  Africa  for 
the  digging  of  gold  and  diamonds,  fill- 
ing jars  with  rubies,  and  the  gathering 
of  elephants'  teeth.  Dr.  Orville  Jobson 
entered  Africa  for  the  salvation  of 
souls  of  men  for  Christ. 

When  many  great  men  entered  Afri- 
ca with  pride  in  their  hearts,  and  rods 
and  verges  in  their  hands,  Dr.  Jobson 
entered  with  compassion  in  his  heart 
and  God's  Word  in  his  hands. 

When  many  men  entered  Africa  and 
beat  the  Africans  and  scattered  them 
throughout  the  land.  Dr.  Jobson  en- 
tered Africa  and  washed  Africans' 
wounds  and  brouglit  them  together 
under  the  cross  of  Jesus  Christ. 

When  Satan  subverted  Africans' 
souls   and  their  bodies  were  trodden 


under  the  feet  of  men.  Dr.  Jobson  de- 
livered many  souls  from  the  devil's 
power  and  introduced  them  to  the 
true  liberty  of  Christ  Jesus.  (Read  his 
book  entitled  Conquering  Oubangid- 
Oiari  for  Oirist  and  you  will  know  the 
atmosphere  in  Africa  at  that  time.) 

I  am  too  young  to  describe  his 
whole  life  in  Africa,  but  we  young 
people  can  see  what  he  did  in  our 
country.  I  would  like  to  share  with 
you,  reader,  my  personal  experience. 

Before  I  met  him.  I  never  met  Dr. 
Jobson  before  1965,  but  I  heard  much 
about  him.  In  my  teenage  years  I 
heard  people  who  fled  from  the  bond- 
age, living  in  the  Cameroun  Republic, 
speak  much  about  him.  They  told  of 
his  dedication  for  Oubangui-Chari 
demonstrated  by  his  courage.  They 
bore  witness  about  what  he  had  done 
for  them  in  the  experience  of  conver- 
sion from  paganism,  consecration  to 
serve  the  Lord,  marriage,  baptism, 
Bible  reading,  prayer,  memorization  of 
verses,  and  children's  classes.  I  met 
some  men  coming  from  Nigeria  who 
knew  him  because  he  preached  the 
Gospel  to  them  when  they  were  young 
men  living  in  villages  between  Bozoum 
and  Paoua.  At  Garoua  there  is  a 
church  which  has  Christians  saved 
through  the  preaching  of  Dr.  Jobson. 
Yes,  the  seed  which  he  had  sown  in 
these  hearts  was  brought  abroad. 

When  I  met  him  (in  1965).  I  knew 
what  a  really  great  servant  of  God  he 
was.  In  our  classroom  God  gave  us  a 
wonderful  occasion  to  know  and  to 
learn  what  it  is  to  be  a  teacher,  a  pas- 
tor, a  father,  and  a  man  of  God.  When 
we  were  sitting  in  front  of  this  man 
studying  the  Old  Testament  (prophets 
and  kings)  and  eschatology,  he  was 
directing  our  young  thoughts  toward 
the  past  and  turning  them  toward  the 
future.  I  have  heard  and  read  about 
pedagogy-in  the  classroom  a  Christian 
teacher  must  not  preach,  but  teach  the 
Word  of  God.  This  is  good,  but  this 
kind  of  training  method  does  not  at- 
tain its  goal  and  it  remains  incomplete. 
Dr.  Jobson  never  separated  teaching 
and  preaching;  and  I  found  this  is  why 
most  of  his  early  students  (who  are 
now  our  elder  pastors  and  deacons)  are 
hard  to  be  deceived,  and  they  never 


compromise  their  confidence  in  the 
Lord. 

Dr.  Jobson  not  only  was  a  man  of 
theories  (preaching  and  teaching)  but 
his  life  shone  with  practical  demon- 
strations. We  call  him  "Koko,"  which 
means  the  father  of  our  grandfather. 

The  Africa  when  Dr.  Jobson  en- 
tered in,  was  Africa  without  cars  or 
electric  power  or  people  colorfully 
dressed,  or  having  easy  contact  with 
the  outside  world,  or  carpeted  houses. 
It  was  hard  on  every  side.  The  land 
itself  was  frightful  with  its  inhabitants, 
its   animals,    its   foods,   and  even   its

government.  But  the  promise  written 
in  Psalm  91 :1 1-13  for  the  earthly  life 
of  Jesus  Christ,  the  Lord  of  Dr.  Job- 
son,  was  also  for  those  following  the 
steps  of  the  Lord-like  Dr.  Jobson  did. 
He  was  in  the  will  of  the  Lord,  he 
obeyed  the  Lord,  and  these  verses  be- 
came true  for  him. 

God  used  Dr.  Jobson  as  His  instru- 
ment to  bring  the  flame  of  the  Gospel 
into  the  heart  of  Africa-to  put  it  in 
the  midst  of  Africans  who  were  like

dried  grasses  and  trees.  Now  from  the 
mountains  of  Bassai,  where  he  buUt 
the  fireplace,  this  flame  has  spread 
out,  down  to  north  Cameroon,  south 
of  Chad,  and  is  now  crossing  the  river 
of  Bali  at  Bangui  to  reach  the  Republic 
of  Zaire. 

Dr.  Orville  Jobson  left  his  earthly 
house  (his  body),  weakened  by  the 
hardness  of  life  in  Africa,  and  he  went 
to  the  One  who  sent  him  among  the 
people  in  the  Central  African  Re- 
public. 

Surely  I  believe  he  met  words  of 
felicitation  from  the  lips  of  his  Lord, 
Jesus  Christ. 

(A  prayer  request:  Please,  I  ask  you 
to  sustain  the  son  of  Dr.  Jobson— his 
son  in  Christ— Noel  Gaiwaka.  He  is  pas- 
toring  our  biggest  church  in  Africa. 
About  1 .000  people  were  left  in  his 
responsibility  by  his  father.  Dr.  Job- 
son.  He  is  also  going  around  the  coun- 
try speaking  to  the  pastors  about  the 
diffusion  of  the  Gospel  of  Christ  that 
Dr.  Jobson  brought  into  the  land.)

Missionary  pioneer,  statesman,  ad- 
ministrator, church  planter,  Bible 
translator,  counselor  of  pastors,  Bible 
student  and  teacher,  fervent  prayer 
warrior— all  these  and  many  other 
terms  are  needed  to  effectively  de- 
scribe the  abundant,  overflowing  life 
of  faithful  service  of  Dr.  Orville  Job- 
son  for  his  Lord. 

Yet  in  our  contacts  with  this  man 
of  God,  it  was  the  warm  personal  daily 
life  of  this  dear  one  that  made  the 
most  lasting  impressions.  Praying  to- 
gether in  the  pre-dawn  quiet  of  an 
African  chapel;  sitting  on  rickety 
wooden  chairs  sharing  Jesus  with  re- 
ceptive hearts  in  remote  villages;  coun- 
seling pastors  and  other  Christian 
workers  in  grass  chapels,  sharing  the 
pulpit  moved  out  under  the  blue  sky 
to  accommodate  overflow  crowds  at 
district  conferences;  standing  with 
guns  cocked  as  the  first  rays  of  the

morning  sun  shone  on  magnificent 
black  specimens  of  African  buffaloes, 
or  chasing  hippos  down  a  river  to  pro- 
vide meat  for  pastors  retreats;  eating 
on  shaky  camp  tables;  then  under 
mosquito  nets  discussing  the  day's  vic- 
tories and  praying  together  before 
dropping  off  to  sleep— these  are  pre- 
cious memories  that  death  cannot 
wipe  out,  memories  that  will  be  sliared 
for  eternity. 

Our  brother  in  the  Lord  with  whom 
we  had  so  many  associations  over  the 
years  is  greatly  missed,  yet  our  sense 
of  loss  is  perhaps  more  deeply  felt  by 
many  of  our  African  brethren.  Many 
spiritual  sons,  born  over  the  years  in 
his  dedicated  ministry  in  Africa,  have 
already  preceded  Dr.  Jobson.  and  are 
now  giving  him  a  joyous  welcome  into

Jobson  and  his  sons  in  the  Lord.  Only 
our  blessed  Lord  at  the  Bema  Seat  can 
fully  repay  the  service  of  this  faithful 
minister  of  the  Word  of  God.

A  Tribute  to 
Orville  D.  Jobson

i 
Perhaps  no  other  leader  has  gripped  i 
the   hearts   of  Brethren  people  more 
than  Orville  Jobson.  A  mere  youth  of 
twenty  years,  he  caught  the  vision  of 
dedicated   missionary   service   on  for- 
eign soil.  After  his  conversion  and  his  , 
contact  with  the  Philadelphia  School   i 
of  the  Bible,  he  yielded  himself  to  go 
to  Africa.  Largely  influential  in  mak- 
ing   this    decision    was    Dr.    Alva   J.  j 
McClain  who  taught  in  the  Philadel-   ' 
phia  School  of  the  Bible  and  was  pas- 
tor  of  the  First  Brethren  Church  in 
Philadelphia.  At  this  time  Dr.  McClain 
was  also  the  candidate  secretary  of  the 
Foreign    Missionary    Society    of    the 
Brethren    Church.    With   these   divine 
providences  working  in  his  behalf,  in  a 
surprisingly   short   time   the  youthful 
Jobson  was  in  the  heart  of  Africa  to 
work  side  by  side  with  James  Gribble, 
the  founder  of  the  Brethren  work  in 
the    dark   continent.   The   coming  of 
Jobson  was  an  inestimable  blessing  to 
Gribble  whose  body  was  weakened  by 
his  tireless  and  lonely  efforts  to  get  a  i 
Brethren  mission  started. 

Surely  it  was  a  challenging  thing  to 
see  a  young  man  forego  formal  educa- 
tion to  answer  the  call  of  God  and  yet 
become  a  well-educated,  widely  read  ; 
person.  He  eventually  collected  a  re- 
markable library  and  often  had  books  i 
sent  from  Great  Britain's  lending  li- 
brary to  central  Africa. 
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Dr.  Jobson  was  a  capable  super- 
intendent, serving  with  distinction  in 
this  responsibility  as  director  of  aU  our 
mission  stations  in  the  Central  African 
Republic.  He  manifested  outstanding 
ability  in  overseeing  the  various  facets 
of  the  mission  itself,  and  in  dealing 
with  governmental  officials  and  others 
outside  the  mission.  He  showed  him- 
self to  be  a  master  missionary  states- 
man. 

Not  only  in  Africa  was  his  influence 
felt  so  keenly.  He  was  also  in  great  de- 
mand to  speak  in  missionary  confer- 
ences as  well  as  to  bring  messages  in 
individual  churches.  He  was  a  most 
forceful,  sincere  speaker.  When  he 
talked  to  groups  of  young  people  in 
his  clear,  straightforward  manner,  he 
gave  a  stirring  and  responsive  appeal 
for  missionary  recruits. 

As  the  years  passed  and  his  fur- 
loughs were  extended  by  reason  of 
failing  health,  he  was  invited  to  head 
the  chair  of  missions  in  Grace  Schools. 
Here  again  his  influence  was  used  to 
deepen  the  interest  of  young  people  in 
missions.  He  rendered  inestimable  ser- 
vice to  the  schools  in  this  capacity. 

The  memory  of  Orville  Jobson  will 
be  kept  alive  not  alone  from  his  many 
missionary  activities  already  referred 
to,  but  also  through  the  pages  of  his 
book,  Conquering  Oubangiii-Chari  for 
Christ.  This  is  a  comprehensive,  well- 
written  volume  that  deserves  a  wide 
reading  especially  among  Brethren 
youth.  The  writer  of  this  tribute  prays 
that  such  will  be  the  case. 

Dr.  Jobson  and  his  devoted  wife, 
Charlotte,  leave  behind  them  a  flood 
of  good  memories  and  an  inspiration 
to  others  to  follow  in  their  footsteps.

A  Tribute  to 
Dr.  Jobson

When  my  wife  and  I  arrived  in  Afri- 
ca in  1937,  the  Jobsons  had  already 
been  there  14  years.  Orville  immedi- 
ately took  me  under  his  wing  to  pro- 
tect me  from  having  to  learn  the  hard 
way  the  lessons  the  pioneer  mission- 
aries had  already  learned.  He  was  be- 
ginning his  long  term  as  field  super- 
intendent at  the  same  time  that  I  be- 
gan my  life  as  a  brand-new  missionary, 
and  in  a  very  real  sense  he  became  my

father  in  missionary  work. 

When  we  had  been  on  the  field  only 
a  few  days,  Orville  initiated  me  into 
his  philosophy  of  missions  by  quoting 
from  an  African  pastor:  "You  (mis- 
sionaries) teach  us  the  Bible,  and  we 
(Africans)  will  take  care  of  the  rest." 

A  year  later  the  Klievers  arrived  on 
the  field,  and  Orville  lost  no  time  in 
suggesting  that  he,  Jake  and  I  individ- 
ually make  an  intensive  study  of  the 
New  Testament  example  of  missionary 
work  and  church  founding.  Later  we 
were  to  compare  notes.  He  treated  us 
as  equals,  but  it  was  obvious  that  he 
was  the  moving  spirit  among  us. 

Down  through  the  years  he  kept  re- 
minding us  of  his  ideas  about  how 
things  ought  to  work.  More  often  than 
not  I  would  disagree  with  him  on  some 
point;  sometimes  it  was  just  because 
he  was  two  jumps  ahead  of  me.  But 
whatever  the  nature  of  the  disagree- 
ment, we  had  learned  to  love  each 
other  and  to  respect  each  other's  ideas, 
even  when  we  couldn't  understand 
them.  It  would  be  hard  to  find  another 
man  who  could  disagree  with  me  as 
sweetly. 

If  the  title  "Doctor"  means  "Teach- 
er," then  it  could  preeminently  be 
applied  to  Orville  Jobson.  If  he  could 
find  joy  in  the  impossible  job  of  teach- 
ing missionaries,  how  much  more  in 
teaching  Bible  doctrine  to  a  class  of 
African    ministerial    students;   and    if 
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perchance  it  fell  his  lot  to  teach  the 
Doctrine  of  the  Holy  Spirit,  his  joy 
was  complete. 

He  was  a  perfectionist.  If  a  picture 
was  hung  askew,  it  caused  him  inward 
pain  until  he  had  straightened  it. 

He  was  a  slave  driver;  and  he  him- 
self was  the  chief  slave. 

Happy  is  the  mission  that  has  such 
a  slave  driver;  for  God  uses  that  mis- 
sion to  do  exploits  for  Him. 

I  can  testify  personally  that  God 
used  Orville  Jobson  many  a  time  to 
shake  me  from  my  lethargy. 


In  Tribute  to 
Orville  Jobson

As  a  young  man,  Orville  Jobson  at- 
tended the  Philadelphia  School  of  the 
Bible,  where  he  met  Dr.  Alva  J.  Mc- 
Clain.  Because  of  his  great  admiration 
for  Dr.  McClain,  he  came  to  the  First 
Brethren  Church  of  which  Dr.  McClain 
was  the  pastor.  Orville  soon  became  a 
member  of  the  church,  and  offered 
himself  as  a  volunteer  for  the  Brethren 
work  in  Africa.  On  September  1 1 , 
1921,  he  was  ordained  to  the  Brethren 
ministry  during  the  morning  worship 
hour  at  that  church.  His  farewell  ser- 
vice was  held  that  evening.  As  a  testi- 
mony of  their  approval  of  the  mission- 
ary career  of  their  son,  his  godly  father 
and  mother  came  and  stood  with  him 
at  his  ordination  service. 

My  personal  acquaintance  with  Or- 
ville began  during  his  first  furlough  in 
1925-26  when  he  visited  the  church  of 
which  I  was  pastor.  It  was  in  1947, 
when  Mrs.  Barnard  and  I  accompanied 
the  Jobsons  to  Africa,  that  we  became 
very  close  friends.  During  our  six 
months  in  Africa  the  Jobson  home  was

our  headquarters.  I  can  truly  say  that 
for  every  day  I  knew  Dr.  Jobson,  he 
increased  in  my  appreciation  and  ad- 
miration. I  am  only  one  of  the  many, 
many  appreciative  friends.  The  Breth- 
ren Church  honored  him  by  choosing 
liim  as  conference  moderator;  Grace 
Seminary  honored  him  by  granting 
him  the  Doctor  of  Divinity  degree  and 
later  choosing  him  as  teacher  in  the 
newly  organized  Missions  Department. 
Brethren  Foreign  Missions  honored 
him  by  appointing  him  Field  Super- 
intendent in  1938.  For  many  years  he 
served  in  that  capacity. 

Dr.  Jobson  was  a  tireless  worker, 
often  being  in  his  study  by  2:30  to 
4:00    in    the   morning.    In   Africa  he 


usually  trotted  rather  than  walk.  He 
was  well  taught  in  the  Word  of  God, 
well  informed  in  world  missions,  a 
voluminous  reader-especially  of  old 
books  of  which  he  had  many-and  a 
speaker  of  exceptional  ability. 

The  words  of  the  great  Apostle  Paul 
in  II  Timothy  4:7-8  could  well  be  ap- 
plied to  Dr.  Jobson:  "1  have  fought  a 
good  figlit.  I  have  finished  my  course, 
I  have  kept  the  faith:  Henceforth  there 
is  laid  up  for  me  a  crown  of  rigliteous- 
ness,  which  the  Lord  the  righteous 
judge,  shall  give  me  at  that  day:  and 
not  to  me  only,  but  unto  all  them  also 
that  love  his  appearing";  so,  we  can  all 
say,  "Good  niglit,  Orville;  we'll  see 
you  in  the  morning."  ^

Republic: 

Still  a  Challenge 


A  journey  to  the  heart  of  the  "Dark 
Continent"  in  the  beginning  years  of 
the  Brethren  mission  was  not  for  the 
timid  or  fainthearted.  Weeks  were  con- 
sumed in  the  ocean  voyage  and  the 
trip  inland  by  river  steamer.  And  then 
the  remainder  of  the  trip-perhaps  by 
"tepoi"-occupied  further  weeks. 
Later  the  missionaries  traveled  by 
truck  the  approximately  800  miles  in- 
land from  the  coast;  this  too  was  ar- 
duous. 

Now  in  just  a  matter  of  hours  a 
flight  from  Paris  places  one  in  Bangui, 
the  thriving  metropolis  and  capital  city 
of  the  Central  African  Republic;  and 
there  we'll  begin  our  visit  to  the  Mis- 
sion Evangelique  des  Freres,  which  is 
the  official  name  of  the  Brethren  mis- 
sion. 

Presently  stationed  at  Bangui  are 
the  Roy  Snyders  and  the  Don  Hock- 
ings.  Mr.  Snyder,  the  field  superin- 
tendent, acts  in  liaison  between  the 
home  board,  the  missionaries,  the 
national  church,  and  the  government. 
He  keeps  tab  on  the  general  activities 
of  the  field  and  visits  the  stations  regu- 
larly. Mrs.  Snyder  is  the  hostess  for  the 
"guest  house,"  which  is  constantly  in 
use.  Our  own  missionaries  make  use  of 
the  facilities  when  they  come  and  go 
an  furlough,  for  they  always  fly  in  and 
out  of  Bangui.  Also,  there  are  numer- 
ous reasons  why  they  must  now  and 
then  make  trips  to  the  capital  city. 
Vlissionaries  of  other  missions  also  find 
this  facility  convenient,  and  visitors 
From  various  parts  of  the  world  stop 
lere.  The  Bangui  missionaries  teach 
some  Bible  classes  in  the  government 
schools,  but  are  able  to  claim  only  a

fraction  of  the  opportunities  available 
in  this  area. 

The  mission  has  a  radio  communi- 
cation system.  All  stations  have  re- 
ceivers, but  only  at  Boguila  and  the 
Bible  Center  are  the  sending  units  lo- 
cated. Regularly  each  morning  at  6:30 
the  mission  broadcast  goes  on  the  air 
to  keep  the  missionaries  advised  of  the 
latest  news. 

Southwest  of  Bangui  about  70 
miles  is  the  M'Baiki  station,  which  has 
had  no  resident  missionary  for  a  num- 
ber of  years.  Approximately  twice  a 
month  the  Hockings  go  there  and 
spend  several  days  holding  classes  for 
the  various  age  groups. 

Out  of  Bangui  to  the  northwest 
about  100  miles  is  Bossembele— an- 
other station  which  has  been  without  a 
resident  missionary  for  years.  This  was 
the  long-time  place  of  ministry  for  Pas- 
tor Marc  Voloungou,  who  went  to  be 
with  the  Lord  a  couple  of  years  ago. 

On  from  Bossembele  to  the  west 
about  50  miles  is  Yaloke.  One  of  the 
oldest  of  our  stations,  this  is  a  busy 
center  of  activity.  It  is  the  home  of  the 
James  Gribble  High  School  and  the 
School  of  Theology.  Jean-Louis  Steud- 
ler  is  director  of  the  high  school,  and 
instructors  include  his  wife,  Colette, 
Carol  Mensinger,  and  the  personnel 
from  Europe:  Paul  Biancheri,  Richard 
Daiber,  and  Alain  Leycuras.  Much  of 
the  burden  for  the  School  of  Theology 
is  falling  upon  Bruce  Paden  this  year 
during  the  furlough  absence  of  the 
Eddie    Mensingers.    GaU    Jones   is    in 


charge  of  the  thriving  dispensary  work, 
and  Margaret  Hull,  also  an  R.N.,  is 
stationed  here  too. 

Approximately  100  miles  further- 
to  the  northwest— is  Bozoum  where  a 
missionary  couple  is  usually  stationed. 
This  has  been  the  Don  Millers  in  recent 
years,  but  just  now  no  missionary  is 
living  here.  The  Millers  are  still  caring 
for  the  work  but  are  now  at  the  Bible 
Center  station  (Bata)  just  five  miles 
out  of  Bozoum.  Bible  Center  is  prob- 
ably the  chief  center  of  the  mission 
activity,  with  the  three-year  Bible  In- 
stitute, the  print  shop,  and  the  Mis- 
sionary Children's  School.  The  B.I. 
director  is  an  African,  Andre  Boinde, 
and  other  Africans  serve  in  this  minis- 
try along  with  Marvin  Goodman,  Mar- 
tin Garber,  and  Don  Miller.  Missionary 
women  instruct  B.I.  student  wives. 
George  Peters  is  in  charge  of  the  print 
shop,  which  is  manned  chiefly  by  Afri- 
cans. Marie  MishJer's  main  work  is  con- 
nected with  literature.  Ruth  Kent 
teaches  the  missionary  kids.  Presently 
the  Al  Balzers  are  stationed  at  Bible 
Center— he  is  the  mission  builder;  and 
the  newly  arrived  builder,  Terry 
Shultzman,  and  his  family  are  here. 
(Continued  on  page  11) 
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When  they  told  me  that  he  had 
died,  the  first  thouglit  that  came  to 
my  mind  was  God"s  promise  about 
such  people:  Precious  in  the  sight  of 
the  Lord  is  the  death  of  his  saints 
(Psalm  116:15). 

About  five  years  ago  1  noted  a  num- 
ber of  dugout  canoes  tied  up  at  his 
house  and  I  asked  a  fisherman  nearby 
what  was  going  on.  He  told  me  that  an 
old  lady  had  just  died  there.  Some 
days  later  I  stopped  in  to  get  acquaint- 
ed with  the  84-year-old  widower  and 
to  give  him  a  large  print  New  Testa- 
ment. Thus.  Senhor  Leocadio  Alves  de 
Oliveira  was  introduced  to  God's  Word 
and  eventually  became  our  first  bap- 
tized brother  in  this  new  work  on  the 
Guama  River-and  the  first  member  to 
enter  into  the  presence  of  the  Lord. 
For  the  memorial  service.  I  decided  to 
use  various  Psalms  that  reminded  me 
of  our  dear  brother.

Missionary  to  Brazil 

The  morning  of  his  stroke  he  was 
reading  his  Bible  at  the  little  table  he'd 
managed  to  build  for  himself  in  spite 
of  the  fact  that  his  hands  were 
doubled  nearly  shut  with  arthritis.  He 
read  without  glasses  and  better  than 
any  of  the  other  men  believers  of  this 
Guama  work.  It  was  obviously  his 
reading  of  the  Word  that  God  used  to 
cast  a  dark  shadow  over  the  images 
he'd  worshiped  all  his  life.  O  Lord  our 
Lord,  how  excellent  is  thy  name  in  all 
the  earth!  who  hast  set  thy  glory 
above  the  heavens  (8:1). 

Anyone  who  had  ever  known  Sen- 
hor Leocadio  knows  that  there  was 
never  a  more  higlily  skilled  fisherman 
along  this  stretch  of  the  Guama  River. 
And  his  reading  of  the  Word  caused 
him  to  realize  that   it  wasn't  the  so- 


called  patron  saint  of  fisherman,  Peter, 
who  caused  the  fish  to  bite!  Thou 
madest  him  [man/  to  have  dominion 
over  the  works  of  thy  hands:  thou  hast 
put  all  things  under  his  feet:  all  sheep 
and  oxen,  yea,  and  the  beasts  of  the 
field:  the  fowl  of  the  air,  and  the  fish 
of  the  sea  (8:6-8). 

Who  will  be  in  heaven?  Sr.  Leoca- 
dio. Why?  Because,  among  other 
things,  he  met  the  stipulations  indi- 
cated by  the  Psalmist  of  old.  He  will 
be  missed  by  the  elderly  e.\-politician 
on  whose  property  he  lived  as  a  watch- 
man. This  wOl  be  the  case  since  the 
landowner  has  never  found  any  watch- 
man as  honest  as  our  brother.  Lord 
.  .  .  who  shall  dwell  in  thy  holy  hill:' 
He  that  walketh  uprightly  and  work- 
eth  righteousness,  and  speaketh  the 
truth  in  his  heart  (15:1-2).  Another 
reason  is  that  he  did  not  do  evil  to  his 
neighbors  (v.  3).  In  fact,  any  hungry 
neighbors  knew  they  could  always  get 
some  free  manioc  flour  or  fish  from 
Leocadio  and  his  fisherman-son.  Luis. 
He  that  doeth  these  things  shall  never 
be  moved  {15:5). 

He  used  to  honor  a  number  of 
Catholic  "saints"  (as  images  are  called 
hereabouts)  and  had  a  coUection  of 
them  in  his  private  "sanctuary"  (which 
is  merely  a  fancy  cupboard  blackened 
by  the  smoke  of  perhaps  1.000  candles 
burned  over  the  years  at  the  "hoh' 
hour"  of  si.x  in  the  evening).  But 
Maria.  Luis's  wite,  told  me  that  the  old 
man  had  her  get  rid  of  them  all.  Why? 
O  my  soul,  thou  hast  said  unto  the 
Lord.  Tliou  art  my  Lord  (\ 6: 2). 

Althougli  he  had  trusted  for  years 
in  the  image  of  a  "saint"  impressed  on 
the  medallion  which  hung  from  a  fish- 
line  around  his  neck,  it  seemed  such  an 
insignificant  little  piece  of  aluminum 
that  I  had  resolved  not  to  bother  the 
old  fellow  about  it.  But  to  my  surprise 
one  day.  it  was  gone!  His  reading  of 
the  Word  had  directed  his  faith  to 
Someone  infinitely  higher  than  a 
graven  image.  Presen'e  me,  0  God:  for 
in  thee  do  I  put  my  trust  (16:1). 

Upon  looking  througli  his  Bible  the 
other  day  I  noticed  that  he  had  writ- 
ten down  the  name  of  "Pastor  Clarin- 
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do— Capanema"  (missionary  Hodg- 
don).  When  I  asked  Maria  why  her 
father-in-law  had  written  Clarindo's 
name  in  his  Bible,  she  said  it  was  sim- 
ply because  he  didn't  want  to  forget 
the  brother's  name  (who  had  visited 
him  only  once).  When  Leocadio  knew 
that  a  pastor  along  with  other  brethren 
would  be  visiting  him  on  a  certain  day, 
he  occasionally  had  grape  juice  on 
hand  along  with  the  other  ingredients 
neccessary  for  an  impromptu  com- 
munion service  in  the  kitchen.  (He 
lived  a  half-day's  paddling  distance 
from  our  nearest  congregation  of  be- 
lievers and  therefore  missed  this  regu- 
lar fellowship.)  .  .  .  the  saints  that  are 
in  the  earth  .  .  .  in  whom  is  all  my  de- 
light {16:3). 

Since  their  sorrows  shall  be  multi- 
plied that  hasten  after  another 
god .  .  .  ,  he  gave  no  more  alms  to  the 
local  images  on  "holy  days,"  nor  did 
he  (in  my  presence,  at  least)  take  up 
their  names  into  my  lips  ( 16:4). 

Although  he'd  tell  me  of  his  aches 
and  pains  during  my  weekly  visits  for 
Bible  study,  his  greater  conversation 
centered  around  the  Person  of  his 
Saviour.   /  will  bless  the  Lord  at  all 


It  was  obviously  his  reading 

of  the  Word  that  God  used  to  cast 

a  dark  shadow  over  the  images 

he'd  worshiped  all  his  life. 


times:  his  praise  shall  continually  be  in 
my  mouth  (34:1). 

He  was  a  crippled,  retired  fisherman 
living  on  someone  else's  land.  A  hum- 
ble situation  indeed.  My  soul  shall 
make  her  boast  in  the  Lord:  the  hum- 
ble shall  hear  of  it  and  be  glad  (34: 2). 

Before  his  conversion.  Sr.  Leocadio 
was  fearful  as  are  the  majority  of  the 
folks  here.  And  not  unlike  the  other 
men,  he  carried  a  weapon  in  his  belt. 
Although  frequently  a  knife,  his  was  a 
small  ancient  pistol— which  his  son 
Luis  said  he  never  fired!  But  a  year  or 
two  ago  I  saw  it  no  more.  We  didn't 
discuss  it.  but  apparently  he  had  come 
to  put  his  trust  elsewhere.  I  sought  the 
Lord,  and  he  heard  me,  and  delivered 
me  from  all  my  fears.  .  .  .  Tlie  angel  of 
the  Lord  encampeth  round  about 
them  that  fear  him,  and  delivereth 
them  (34:4,  7). 


Our  brother  lived  near  the  junction 
of  two  rivers  and  therefore  had  a 
double  number  of  visitors.  He  kept  a 
supply  of  New  Testaments  on  hand  to 
use  in  his  ministry  to  a  host  of  people 
I've  never  met.  His  invitation  to  one 
and  all  was  the  same:  O  taste  and  see 
that  the  Lord  is  good:  blessed  is  the 
man  that  tmsteth  in  him  (34:8). 

Senhor  Leocadio  would  chuckle 
when  we'd  read  this  next  verse.  His 
warped  body  was  a  witness  that  when 
one  goes  beyond  70  years,  he's  sure  to 
come  into  an  age  of  weariness  and  sor- 
row. At  70  he  was  fishing,  but  at  80  he 
just  sat  and  waited  for  his  son  to  bring 
in  the  supper.  At  84,  praise  God,  he 
began  to  read  the  Bible  and  to  minister 
to  others— well  occupied  while  waiting 
for  the  fish  to  come  in.  TJie  days  of 
our  years  are  threescore  years  and  ten: 
and  if  by  reason  of  strength  they  be 
fourscore  years,  yet  is  their  strength 
labor  and  sorrow:  for  it  is  soon  cut  off. 
and  we  fly  away  (90: 10). 

And  what  is  the  conclusion  of  the 
whole  matter  for  us  who  are  still  in 
this  life?  So  teach  us  to  number  our 
days,  that  we  may  apply  our  hearts 
unto  wisdom  (90: 1 2).  # 


STILL  A  CHALLENGE   .   .   .

Regularly  found  at  this  station  but  on 
furlough  this  year  is  Miss  Ruth  Snyder, 
who  teaches  at  the  Bible  Institute. 

Out  of  Bozoum  perhaps  20  miles  is 
Bassai,  the  first  station  which  was 
established  in  our  field.  It  has  been  un- 
occupied by  missionaries  in  recent 
years  until  about  a  year  ago  when 
Rosella  Cochran  moved  to  Bassai  for  a 
general  ministry  among  the  Africans. 

Boguila,  a  bit  to  the  northeast  of 
Bozoum,  is  another  100  or  so  miles 
away.  This  is  the  Medical  Center  with 
the  hospital  and  other  facilities,  and  a 
busy  place  it  is  indeed  as  the  medical 
personnel  minister  to  spiritual  as  well 
as  physical  needs.  Stationed  at  Boguila 
are  the  two  doctors  and  their  families 
—the  Larry  Pfahlers  and  the  William 
Walkers,  and  nurses  Mary  Ann  Habeg- 
ger  and  Evelyn  Tschetter. 

Approximately  100  mUes  west  and 
north  of  Boguila  is  N'Zoro.  This  is  the 
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address  maintained  by  Marian  Thurs- 
ton, R.N.;  also,  Lila  Sheely,  R.N.,  who 
is  presently  on  furlougli.  These  nurses 
oversee  the  N'Zoro  dispensary  and 
others  in  the  area,  and  help  teach 
classes  at  the  Medical  Center. 

Two  other  RN's  are  on  furlough- 
Lois  Miller,  who  has  been  stationed  at 
Boguila,  and  Lois  Wilson,  who  was  at 
the  Bible  Center.  Mary  Cripe,  who  as- 
sists in  the  medical  work  at  Boguila.  is 
likewise  on  furlough. 

Greatly  isolated  from  the  other  mis- 
sionaries are  Robert  and  Lenora  Wil- 
liams at  Batangafo  in  the  extreme 
northeast  corner  of  the  field.  As  the 
crow  flies,  Batangafo  would  be  almost 
due  north  of  Bangui.  By  road  it  is  a 
long  drive  of  around  250  miles.  The 
Williamses  minister  in  various  ways  to 
the  African  Christians  not  only  in 
Batangafo  but  for  mUes  around. 

Other  stations  which  have  had  resi- 
dent missionaries  in  the  past  but  are 
now  vacant  include  Bouca,  Bossangoa, 
Bellevue,  and  Bekoro. 


This  portion  of  the  Central  African 
Republic  is  vast  in  area  and  populated 
by  at  least  a  million  people.  The  Breth- 
ren mission  is  the  sole  evangelical  mis- 
sion working  in  the  major  part  of  this 
area.  The  Roy  Snyders  have  written: 
"Our  annual  conference  of  mission- 
aries this  July  was  marked  by  a  short- 
age of  missionaries.  It  was  the  smallest 
conference  we've  ever  attended  (only 
40  of  us  including  children  and  three 
guests).  Our  memories  go  back  to 
when  we  had  80  or  more.  Fifteen  or 
20  years  ago  we  had  at  least  12  mis- 
sionary pastors  on  the  field.  This  year 
there  were  only  six.  With  the  continual 
need  of  evangelism  and  Bible  teaching, 
pray  as  never  before  that  the  Lord  of 
the  harvest  will  thrust  out  laborers  in- 
to His  harvest  fields!" 

The  challenge  of  Africa  no  longer 
involves  the  severe  physical  dangers 
and  sacrifices  that  it  once  did,  but  the 
challenge  of  souls  dying  without 
knowledge  of  the  Saviour  has  not 
diminished!  # 
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Uncertainties  prevail  everywhere 
except  with  the  God  of  Heaven.  On 
the  human  and  natural  level  the  ex- 
perts are  out  on  the  wide,  wide  sea 
with  no  port  in  sight.  Those  who  pose 
as  trustworthy  prognosticators  of  the 
future  are  reduced  to  frustration  by 
the  constantly  changing  scenes  in 
every  area  of  society.  This  leaves  the 
ordinary  individual  at  his  wits'  end  as 
he  struggles  to  chart  a  course  through 
the  mist  of  the  present  into  the  future. 
This  is  no  less  true  for  administrators 
in  the  field  of  higher  education.  A  jit- 
tery stock  market,  a  fluctuating  econo- 
my, an  increasing  unemployment,  a 
staggering  escalation  in  costs,  an  ap- 
proaching food  crisis,  the  dwindling 
energy  sources  and  the  gathering  of 
war  clouds  on  the  horizons  of  the 
world  are  enough  to  create  uncertainty 
in  the  minds  of  men  and  strike  terror 
to  their  hearts. 

But  on  the  divine  and  supernatural 


level  there  is  certainty  and  stability, 
and  the  future  is  sure.  The  Word  of 
God  is  settled  in  heaven.  The  real 
problem  is  to  settle  this  word  in  the 
hearts  of  men  (cf.  Col.  1:23).  The 
testimony  of  the  Lord  is  sure,  in  fact, 
very  sure.  All  the  commandments  of 
the  Lord  are  sure  (cf.  Ps.  111:7). 

A  study  of  this  Word  of  God  will 
drive  an  honest  man  to  the  conclusion 
that  the  man  who  sows  righteousness 
wUl  reap  a  sure  reward  (cf.  Prov. 
11:18).  And  that  man  who  sins  can  be 
sure  that  his  sin  will  find  him  out.  And 
more  than  that,  to  the  wicked  there  is 
the  sure  judgment  of  God,  for  His 
judgment  is  according  to  truth  (cf. 
Rom.  2:2). 

Over  against  the  sin  of  the  world 
and  its  final  punishment,  there  is  a 
sure  foundation  established  of  God  in 
the  person  of  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ. 
To  those  who  are  willing  to  place  faith 
in  Him,  there  need  be  no  fear  of  the 


future,  but  for  those  who  resist  Him. 
they  shall  be  broken  to  pieces  (I  Peter 
2:6-8).  To  those  who  willingly  bow  be- 
fore the  King,  there  are  the  sure  mer- 
cies of  David.  The  Lord  Jesus  Christ 
becomes  to  the  believer  a  hope,  an 
anchor  of  the  soul,  both  sure  and 
steadfast.  The  believer  in  Christ  can  be 
sure  that  ".  .  .  the  foundation  of  God 
standeth  sure,  having  this  seal,  the 
Lord  knoweth  them  that  are  his.  And. 
let  every  one  that  nameth  the  name  of 
Christ  depart  from  iniquity"  (II  Tim. 
2:19).  Any  true  believer  can  make  his 
own  calling  and  election  sure  for  him- 
self by  walking  in  the  ways  of  righ- 
teousness. 

But  what  of  the  future?  Is  there 
any  clear  unveiling  of  the  future?  The 
answer  to  that  is  a  clear  affirmative. 
"We  have  also  a  more  sure  word  of 
prophecy;  whereunto  ye  do  well  that 
ye  take  heed,  as  unto  a  liglrt  that 
shineth  in  a  dark  place,  until  the  da\' 
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dawn,  and  the  day  star  arise  in  your 
hearts'"  (II  Peter  1:19).  The  word  of 
prophecy  concerning  the  future  is  sure 
because  of  its  origin,  inspiration,  and 
authoritativeness.  "Knowing  this  first, 
that  no  prophecy  of  the  Scripture  is  of 
any  private  interpretation.  For  the 
prophecy  came  not  in  old  time  by  the 
will  of  man:  but  holy  men  of  God 
spake  as  they  were  moved  by  the  Holy 
Ghost"  (II  Peter  1:20-21).  Let  those 
who  profess  to  know  the  Lord  and 
trust  His  Word  look  carefully  into  the 
prophecies  that  unveil  the  future. 
Some  startling  things  will  come  to 
their  attention. 

The  Dream  Certain— the 
Interpretation  Sure 

To  a  holy  man  of  God,  some  2,500 
years  ago,  the  march  of  world  empire 
was  revealed.  Slowly  but  surely  this 
prophecy  has  been  fulfilled,  untU  in 
our  day  the  shadows  of  complete  ful- 
fillment are  now  appearing  upon  the 
horizon.  There  are  three  great  move- 
ments in  this  prophecy: 

Tlie  brilliance  of  world  empire  as 
seen  through  the  eyes  of  a  man  is  set 
forth  in  the  second  chapter  of  Daniel 
(2:31-45).  Four  successive  world  em- 
pires appear  upon  the  stage  of  history 
and  then  disappear:  Babylon,  Medo- 
Persia,  Greece,  Rome.  The  fourth  one 
is  final.  And  even  thougli  its  external 
structure  disappears  from  view,  there 
is  some  continuity  of  its  nature  and 
system.  For  in  the  end  of  the  age  it 
reappears  as  a  national  entity  and  is 
crushed  by  the  Stone  cut  out  of  the 
mountain  without  hands.  This  Stone  is 
none  other  than  Christ  at  His  second 
coming. 

The  carnality  of  world  empire 
through  the  millenniums,  as  seen 
through  the  eyes  of  God.  is  set  forth  in 
the  seventh  chapter  of  Daniel  (7: 1-28). 
This  prophecy  covers  the  same  span  of 
history  as  chapter  two,  except  that 
world  empire  is  seen  from  the  vantage 
point  of  internal  nature.  The  empires 
of  men  are  like  wild  beasts:  vicious, 
rapacious,  violent.  Babylon  is  like  the 
lion,    Medo-Persia    is    like    the    bear, 


Greece  like  the  leopard,  and  Rome  is 
like  the  fourth  beast— diverse  from  the 
preceding  three,  but  in  some  sense  in- 
corporating all  the  qualities  of  the  pre- 
ceding three.  This  fourth  kingdom  per- 
sists througli  the  centuries  and  takes 
on  the  features  of  national  entity  in 
the  end  of  the  age.  Upon  it  falls  judg- 
ment from  Him  who  is  the  Son  of  Man 
when  He  comes  again  (7:13-14). 

Tlie  third  movement  in  the  unfold- 
ing of  prophecy  covers  the  pattern  of 
world  empire  at  the  end  of  the  age 
(Dan.  11:36-45).  The  designation  of 
time  is  given  in  verse  40  as  the  end. 
The  division  of  world  empire  corre- 
sponds rouglrly  to  the  geographical 
division  of  the  earth.  The  emphasis  in 
this  passage  is  upon  the  world  empire 
of  the  West  that  marches  unsuccessful- 
ly to  complete  world  power.  As  this 
power  of  the  West  moved  toward  the 
accomplishment  of  its  purpose,  the 
southern  confederacy  falls  before  its 
legions,  the  northern  confederacy  falls 
before  its  march  largely  destroyed  by 
God~Ezekiel  39:1-6,  and  finally  by 
the  king  of  the  West.  Then  the  great 
Eastern  block  of  power  is  destroyed 
(cf.  Dan.  11:44;  Rev.  16:12).  At  last 
the  Western  power  has  mounted  to  the 
pinnacle  of  supreme  world  power  (cf. 
Dan.  11:45;  Rev.  13:5-7)-only  to  be 
broken  in  the  final  hour  by  One  whose 
power  is  His  almighty  word  (cf.  Dan. 
11:45:11.  Thess.  2:8;Rev.  19:15,21). 

It  is  important  to  note  that  the 
whole  movement  of  empire  in  the  end 
of  the  age  centers  in  the  Middle  East. 
The  final  developments  among  nations 
revolve  about  the  nation  of  Israel.  Un- 
foreseen issues  move  nations  to  con- 
clude that  Israel  is  the  cause  of  all 
their  troubles,  and  they  seek  to  re- 
move this  threat  from  the  scene  of  ex- 
istence (cf.  Zech.  12:3).  Could  the  oil 
problem  be  that  issue?  As  it  now 
stands,  international  depression  threat- 
ens the  world  because  of  the  control 
the  Arabs  have  over  oil  and  the  prices 
they  are  demanding.  The  Arabs  are 
using  this  power  to  move  the  nations 
to  accede  to  their  demands  that  Israel 
return   the  lands  they  have  taken  in 


various  wars  over  the  last  25  years.  It 
may  mean  that  the  Arabs  will  demand 
that  Israel  be  completely  liquidated  as 
a  nation.  The  nations,  driven  by  the 
pressures  of  depression  and  energy  de- 
pletion, will  grant  these  demands.  All 
these  developments  strongly  suggest 
that  the  end  of  the  age  is  upon  us,  and 
the  coming  of  the  Lord  is  not  far 
away. 

The  Son  of  Man  and  the 
Clouds  of  Heaven 

As  the  people  of  God  look  back 
over  more  than  1,900  years  to  that 
day  when  Christ  was  born,  let  them 
reflect  seriously  upon  the  message  of 
the  angel  to  Mary: 

"And,  behold,  thou  shall  conceive 
in  thy  womb,  and  bring  forth  a  son, 
and  shall  call  his  name  Jesus.  He 
shall  be  great,  and  shall  be  called 
the  Son  of  the  Highest:  and  the 
Lord  God  shall  give  unto  him  the 
throne  of  his  father  David:  and  he 
shall  reign  over  the  house  of  Jacob 
for  ever;  and  of  his  kingdom  there 
shall  be  no  end"  (Luke  1:31-33). 
Moreover,  let  the  saints  take  a  look 
into  the  future  as  spoken  by  the 
prophets  and  consider  the  nature  and 
benefits  of  that  coming  kingdom: 
"Of  the  increase  of  his  government 
and  peace  there  shall  be  no  end, 
upon  the  throne  of  David,  and 
upon  his  kingdom,  to  order  it,  and 
to  establish  it  with  judgment  and 
with  justice  from  henceforth  even 
for  ever"  (Isa.  9:7). 

"And  the  kingdom  and  dominion, 
and  the  greatness  of  the  kingdom 
under  the  whole  heaven,  shall  be 
given  to  the  saints  of  the  most 
High,  whose  kingdom  is  an  everlast- 
ing kingdom,  and  all  dominions 
shall  serve  and  obey  him.  Hitherto 
is  the  end  of  the  matter"  (Dan. 
7:27-28). 

In  this  prophecy  there  is  hope  for 
those  who  place  their  faith  in  the 
Lord.  A  better  world  lies  ahead,  and  it 
could  be  but  a  few  years  away.  "Even 
so,  come.  Lord  Jesus."  #

Fall  Sports  Wrapup 


Soccer  and  tennis  teams  collected 
Mid-Central  conference  titles,  and 
cross-country  just  missed  being  in  the 
top  three  this  fall  as  the  Grace  College 
sports  program  once  again  proved  to 
be  topnotch. 

The  MCC  soccer  crown  went  to  the 
Lancers  for  the  second  straight  year 
with  a  perfect  6-0  record.  However,  it 
was  different  this  year.  Last  season  the 
championship  was  shared,  but  this 
year  it  was  uncontested.  In  two  years 
Head  Coach  Terry  Shrock  has  amassed 
two  MCC  titles,  losing  only  one  match 
in  two  seasons.  And  his  teams  gained  a 
record  overall  of  21  wins  and  7  losses.

The 

Dunker 

Described 


By  Horace  Mohler 


For  more  than  two  and  one-half 
centuries  they  have  thought  of  them- 
selves as  "a  peculiar  people,  known 
and  read  of  all  men  .  .  ."  (Titus  2: 14). 
Wearing  the  broadbrimmed  hat,  beard- 
ed, with  cropped  haircuts  and  frock 
coats,  accompanied  by  their  plain- 
shawled  womenfolk  in  bonnet  and 
prayer-covering,  the  Dunkers  have  in- 
deed appeared  peculiar  to  the  observ- 
ing public.  (The  hippies,  yippies,  and 
mod-generation  of  the  sixties  and 
seventies  have  blunted  some  of  this  im- 
pact.) They  comprise  a  relatively  small 
but  important  segment  of  America's 
"plain  people,"  along  with  the  Men- 
nonites  and  Amish. 

They  may  have  misunderstood  at 
times  the  semantics  of  the  term  "pe- 
culiar," possibly  associating  it  with  a 
pronouncement  upon  peculiarity  for 
its  own  sake.  But  it  is  clear  that  they 
have  not  misunderstood  the  quite  ob- 
vious meaning  of  the  rest  of  the  Bibli- 
cal quotation  which  concludes, 
".  .  .  zealous  of  good  works."  The  in- 
tegrity of  the  Dunker  Brethren  is  so 
reputable  that  a  big  city  merchant 
once  said,  "You  Dunkers  may  have  the 
whole  store."  Their  frugality,  industry, 
charity,  and  wholesome  conduct  has

been  traditionally  associated  with  an 
early  aphorism:  "A  Dunker's  word  is 
as  good  as  his  note." 

There  is  a  distinctive  quality  which 
K  peculiarly  theirs.  Unless  one  has 
been  intimately  associated  with  them, 
or  has  studied  them  at  close  range,  the 
components  of  a  definition  defy  de- 
scription. Yet,  parado.xically,  theirs  is 
not  a  complex  society,  but  quite  the 
reverse.  Historically  they  have  majored 
in  the  simple  ways  of  living  and  in 
strong  religious  convictions.  This  has 
been  true  in  personal  and  social  rela- 
tionships and  in  coexistence  with  "the 
world."  This  latter  cryptic  expression 
has  been  used  by  them  almost  uncon- 
sciously, but  not  unkindly  as  pertain- 
ing to  the  inherent  Dunker  philosophy 
of  separation.  This  philosophy  is  also 
Biblical  (cf.  I  Cor.  11:32). 

Separation  from  the  world  denotes 
seclusion  more  than  exclusiveness.  "In 
the  world  but  not  of  it"  is  a  tenet 
often  quoted.  A  Dunker  within  my 
hearing,  upon  being  asked  whom  he 
married,  replied  with  typical  brevity: 

Rev.  Horace  Mohler  has  held  Brethren  pas- 
torates and  preseiilly  attends  the  first  Breth- 
ren Church.  Davlon.  Ohio. 


"Oh,  she  was  a  worldly  woman."  No 
further  explanation  seemed  necessary. 
And,  parenthetically,  that  particular 
situation  was  once  almost  unknown. 
The  homogeneity  of  the  Brethren  has 
encouraged  community  interaction 
and  intermarriage  as  a  matter  of 
course.  In  the  Old  Order  bodies  partic- 
ularly, marriages  are  still  amost  com- 
pletely indigenous  througli  group  clan- 
nishness.  ("Clannishness,"  in  this 
sense,  is  used  in  its  more  desirable  and 
natural  meaning.) 

It  is  not  as  true  as  it  once  was  that 
the  "world"  identifies  the  Dunker  by 
the  externalities  of  appearance.  Dunk- 
erism,  once  a  compact  and  united 
body,  has  divided  and  subdivided  into 
heterogeneous  groups.  Some,  like  the 
Old  Orders,  are  identifiable  by  plain 
costume;  others  are  not.  Sociologically 
and  historically,  this  factionalism  may 
be  regarded  with  interest.  The  fact  of 
schism  among  peace-loving  and  fra- 
ternal-minded religious  people  seems 
on  the  smtace  phenomenal,  but  the 
fascinating  question  remains:  is  this 
unfortunately  true?  Would  the  re- 
ligious and  cultural  contributions  of 
Dunkerisni  have  been  richer  had  divi- 
sion not  occurred?  The  ideological  and 
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theological  bases  that  divided  relation- 
ships have  separated  the  Brethren  into 
varying  classifications.  This  includes 
the  visual  and  nonvisual  aspects  of 
dress  and  much  more. 

Some  of  the  Dunker  people  have  re- 
garded the  divisions  as  unfortunate 
and  have  voiced  desire  for  reconcilia- 
tion. Others  point  to  the  distinct  con- 
tributions that  each  of  the  several 
groups  have  made  as  justification  for 
the  cleavages  that  exist.  Each  body  in 
its  self-appraisal  may  feel  that  it  pos- 
sesses   qualities   of  orthodoxy,   tradi- 


tional Brethrenism,  missionary- 
mindedness,  or  social  consciousness 
that  the  others  lack.  A  growing  num- 
ber within  the  more  liberal  com- 
munions of  Dunkerism  have  developed 
an  eagerness  to  discard  the  old  forms 
in  favor  of  freedom  of  thought  and  ex- 
pression. They  have  begun  to  endorse 
the  newer  forms  in  critical  scholarship. 

Some  meaningful  significance  may 
be  connoted  by  the  names  of  the 
Brethren  denominations  and  sects. 
They  are  known  variously  as  Dunkers, 
Dunkards,  Church  of  the  Brethren, 
The  Brethren  Church,  and  so  forth. 
The  long-term  denominational  name 
before  separation  was  simply  German 
Baptist  Brethren.  This  signified  the 
place  or  origin,  and  the  importance  of 
immersion  in  baptism. 

The  Old  Orders,  like  the  Amish  Old 
Order  people,  have  historically  been 
segregationalists.  This  does  not  speak 
of  racism,  but  of  isolation  from  what 
is  referred  to  as  "the  fast  current  of 
the  world."  Dr.  Floyd  Mallott,  long- 
time professor  of  church  history  at  the 
Church  of  the  Brethren's  Bethany 
Seminary,  and  who  himself  finally 
transferred  his  church  membership  to 
the  main  Old  Order  group,  quoted  a 
speaker  at  an  Old  Order  general  con- 
ference: "As  one  rides  along  the  high- 
ways of  this  fast  moving  world,  what 
does  he  see?  Signs  everywhere,  'Eat.' 
And  the  people  of  this  fast  world  fill 
these  places,  eating  and  drinking.  The 
world  has  it  fixed  so  that  they  do  not 
have  to  go  home  for  meals  any  more." 
Forty  years  after  this  sermon 
was  preached,  the  Old  Order  Dunkers 
have  become  urbanized  to  the  extent 
that  they  patronize  restaurants  almost 
as  readily  as  their  worldly  neighbors. 
Other  Brethren  groups  have  been  even 
more  rapidly  assimilated  into  the  com- 
mon culture;  yet  many  individuals  in 
all  of  the  bodies  resist  conformity  to 
the  sentiments,  ideas,  attitudes,  amuse- 
ments, and  political  activity  of  the 
secular  society  at  large. 

Since  the  late  nineteenth  century 
the  Dunkers  have  themselves  (except 
for  their  historians)  largely  discarded 
the  literal  term,  but  speak  of  them- 
selves more  as  "Brethren."  More  often 
it  is  the  outsider  who  uses  the  appela- 
tion  "Dunker,"  or  the  more  gross  form 
"Dunkard."  And  this  reference  is  made 
only  with  relation  to  the  highly  visible 
orthodox  groups.  They  are  identifiable 


by  their  retention  of  uniform  dress— 
the  plain  garb  previously  alluded  to. 
The  Dunkard  Brethren  follow  this  pat- 
tern of  uniformity  also,  but  not  quite 
as  rigidly  in  every  particular  aspect. 

They  are  an  offshoot  since  1926  of 
the  Church  of  the  Brethren.  In  an  era 
of  shifting  emphases  and  tremendous 
change,  the  Dunkard  Brethren  resisted 
the  new  pace  and  direction  to  the 
point  of  separation. 

Not  long  after  the  turn  of  the 
century,  the  Old  Brethren  (called  also 
"Salida  Brethren"),  as  members  of  the 
mainline  Old  Order  group,  found  them- 
selves at  odds  with  their  brethren 
by  advocating  a  hands-off  policy  to 
such  utilitarian  items  as  the  telephone. 
After  some  years  of  controversy,  they 
veered  away  from  the  main  body.  But 
the  intervening  years  wrought  changes 
of  philosophy  that  found  them  lifting 
bans  on  material  items  such  as  tele- 
phones and  musical  instruments,  while 
retaining  the  principles  of  plain  clothes 
and  traditional  worship. 

The  long-range  patterns  of  restless- 
ness and  change  began  at  least  as  early 
as  the  mid-nineteenth  century,  when  a 
mounting  crisis  developed  between 
middle-of-the-roaders,  arch  conserva- 
tives or  traditionalists,  and  progres- 
sives. This  process  ended  with  a  three- 
way  split  beginning  in  1881  and  culmi- 
nating in  1883.  The  traditionalists  be- 
came the  Old  German  Baptists  or  Old 
Orders.  The  middle  body  retained  its 
position  and  became  officially  the 
Church  of  the  Brethren;  while  the  pro- 
gressive faction  became  the  Brethren 
Church.  This  body  suffered  informal 
division  in  1939,  when  two  camps  had 
formed,  representing  opposing  view- 
points in  education  and  theology.  The 
rupture  stimulated  the  formation  of 
another  progressive  body,  the  Grace 
Brethren  or  National  Fellowship  of 
Brethren  Churches.  The  latter  group 
supports  Grace  College  and  Grace 
Theological  Seminary,  both  of  Winona 
Lake,  Indiana.  The  original  progressive 
body  is  the  Brethren  Church  (Ash- 
land), supporting  Ashland  College  and 
Ashland  Theological  Seminary,  Ash- 
land, Ohio. 

The  Dunker  Brethren  made  a  dis- 
tinct contribution  in  the  establishment 
of  our  present  church.  This  has  not 
been  an  exhaustive  study  of  the  Dun- 
kers. It  is  rather  a  description  of  the 
diversity  found  in  our  history.  #

Pastor  Javier  Peraza  is  pastor  of  the 
Maranatha  Grace  Brethren  Church  of 
Santa  Ana.  California. 

Q.  Javier,  how  long  have  you  been  in 
the  United  States? 

A.  We  came  to  the  United  States  six 

years  ago. 

Q.  Where  was  home   before  coming 

here? 

A.  In  Mexicaie  and  Tijuana,  Mexico. 

Q.  Were  your  children  all  born  in  the 

United  States? 

A.  We  have  six  boys,  from  7  to  13. 

Some  were  born  in  the  United  States 

and  some  in  Mexico.  Magdiel  was  born 
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in   Calexico;  Javier,  Jr.,  was  born  in 

Texas;  Jepthe  was  born  in  Mexicaie; 

Arturo  was  born  in  Mexicaie;  Hothan 

was  born  in  Tijuana;  and  Omar,  the 

baby,  was  born  in  Los  Angeles. 

Q.  Will  this  mixed  citizenship  present  a 

problem? 

A.  My  wife  is  a  citizen  and  because  of 

her,  all  have  rights  as  citizens. 

Q.  Where  were  you  saved? 

A.  I  came  to  know  the  Lord  as  my 

Saviour  in  Tijuana,  Mexico. 

Q.  Did  you  have  formal  training  prior 

to  entering  the  ministry? 

A.  I  went  to  a  Mennonite  Bible  School 

in  Durango,  Mexico,  and  later  to  our 

Brethren  Bible  Institute  in  Tijuana. 


Q.  Did  you  start  the  Maranatha  Breth- 
ren Church  in  Santa  Ana? 
A.  Yes. 
Q.  When? 

A.  December  1968. 
Q.  Where  did  you  first  begin? 
A.  In  our  home. 

Q.  Where  are  you  meeting  now? 
A.  In  a  small  building  which  we  pur- 
chased in  Santa  Ana,  but  already  it  is 
very  crowded. 

Q.  What  are  you  going  to  do  now? 
A.  We  are  praying  for  a  larger  place 
because  we  are  in  great  need  of  room 
for  Sunday  School.  We  hope  we  can 
find  a  used  church  building  or  some 
other  large  building  which  can  be  re-

At  home  we  speak 
both,  but  my  kids  speak  more  English. 
Q.  You  were  suffering  some  physical 
problems  with  your  throat.  Has  this 
been  resolved? 

A.  No,  the  doctor  said  1  should  not 
preach  so  much.  1  have  had  an  assis- 
tant helping  me,  but  now  he  is  leaving 
so  I  am  going  to  have  to  do  it  all. 
Q.  You  play  several  instruments.  Did 
you  take  formal  lessons  or  did  you 
learn  on  your  own? 

A.    1    play    the   piano,   accordian  and 
guitar.  Only  one  lesson— on  the  accor- 


dian. 

Q.  Do  you  consider  the  guitar  a  suit- 
able instrument  for  worship? 
A.  It  depends  on  how  you  use  it.  We 
don't  use  it  in  every  service,  but  we  try 
to  use  it  for  the  glory  of  God. 
Q.  Does  your  church  have  any  favorite 
songs  and  what  are  they? 
A.  Yes.  "What  a  Friend  We  Have  in 
Jesus,"  "When  the  Roll  Is  Called  Up 
Yonder,"  and  "Rock  of  Ages." 
Q.  Since  you  do  not  have  a  baptistry 
in  your  present  building,  where  do  you 
baptize  your  converts? 
A.  When  we  need  one,  we  go  to  the 
Grace  Brethren  Church  at  Orange  and 
borrow  Pastor  DeArmey's  facilities. 
Q.  Is  the  economic  problem  a  real  one 
for  you  and  your  people? 
A.  1  suppose  you  could  say  yes.  It's 
hard  for  all  of  us  to  get  along  today  on 
what  we  make. 


Q.  Are  many  people  in  your  church  on 
welfare? 

A.  Thank  the  Lord,  they  are  not  right 
now. 

Q.  Are  there  many  migrant  workers  in 
your  church? 

A.  No.  They  are  all  established  mem- 
bers. 

Q.  Do  you  consider  .\merica  a  true 
mission  field? 

A.  America  is  a  place  to  preach  the 
Gospel. 

Q.  Does  it  seem  strange  that  Mexico 
should  have  a  missionary  in  the  United 
States? 

A.  No,  because  we  should  be  mission- 
aries in  the  place  we  are.  There  are 
many  souls  yet  that  need  to  hear  of  the 
Lord.  They  need  to  hear  the  Gospel 
preached  the  same  as  in  any  country. 

Q.  Why  did  you  pick  Santa  Ana  as 
a    place    to    begin    your    ministry   in 
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America? 

A.  Because  I  feel  in  my  heart  that  the 
need  is  great.  Many  Brethren  Mexicans 
were  immigrating  here  to  Santa  Ana.  1 
came  here  to  work  and  support  my 
family  which,  as  you  see,  is  large.  But  I 
didn't  feel  good  inside  me,  not  doing 
anything  for  my  Lord.  So  I  just  started 
having  services  in  my  house. 
Q.  I  understand  that  you  are  not  re- 
ceiving a  salary  from  the  church.  Is 
that  right? 

A.  Yes,  that  is  true.  I  am  self-support- 
ing-with  my  Lord's  help. 
Q.  How  much  longer  can  you  maintain 
the  heavy  load  of  earning  your  own 
livelihood  as  well  as  caring  for  the  re- 
sponsibility of  the  church? 
A.  We're   used   to   it  .  .  .14  years   al- 


ready. 1  think  as  long  as  the  Lord 
wants  and  the  church  is  strong  enougli 
to  help  me.  1  hope  that  day  comes 
soon. 

Q.  Don't  you  think  it  would  be  better 
for  the  church  if  you  were  able  to 
spend  more  time  in  the  ministry? 

A.  I  think  it  would  be  a  great  thing  if  I 
could  dedicate  all  my  time  to  the  work 
of  the  church. 

Q.  Do  you  believe  you  can  establish  a 
self-supporting  church  in  the  Santa 
Ana  area? 

A.  I  believe  the  church  can  be  self- 
supporting  some  day. 

Q.  Have  you  received  any  help  outside 

of  the  local  church? 

A.  Yes.  Some  have  helped  materially, 


others  in  working  on  our  building,  and 

we  have  received  some  money.

Q.  Do  you  feel  there  are  too  few  men 

to    minister    to   the   Spanish-speaking 

people? 

A.  Yes.  There  are  almost  none. 

Q.  How  can  Brethren  people  be  of  the 

greatest    help    in    reaching    minority 

groups  in  America?

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The  Feasts  of 


These  are  days  of  darkness,  not 
only  for  our  beloved  United  States  but 
for  the  whole  world-politically,  eco- 
nomically, morally  and  spiritually. 
However,  our  present  world  does  not 
have  a  corner  on  these  conditions.  I 
would  like  to  call  your  attention  in 
particular  to  two  other  such  times. 

It  was  the  year  155  B.C.  and  Israel 
was  under  the  control  of  the  cruel 
Syrian,  Antiochus  Epiphanes.  Not 
only  did  the  nation  undergo  persecu- 
tion, but  they  were  forbidden  to  wor- 
ship God  according  to  the  Torah.  The 
Temple  was  made  a  pagan  house  of 
worship.  Then  the  greatest  of  abomi- 
nations was  committed  when  he  dese- 
crated the  House  of  God  and  the  altar 
by  sacrificing  a  pig.  However,  God  had 
a  savior  for  His  people  in  the  person  of 
Judas  Maccabaeus,  who  brought  to  his 
people  victory  over  the  Syrians  and  led 
in  the  rededicating  of  the  Temple. 
Thus  HANNUKAH  (dedication)  came 
into  existence. 

It  was  the  year  4  B.C.  and  Israel 
again  was  under  the  heel  of  the  oppres- 
sor. This  time  it  was  the  cruel  hand  of 
Rome  that  was  heavy  upon  the  people. 
Though  this  dominion  brought  suffer- 
ing and  privation,  there  was  an  even 
greater  oppressor  that  not  only 
plagued  Israel  but  all  the  world-and 
not  just  at  this  time,  but  since  the  time 
of  Adam.  This  oppressor  was  SIN.  Be- 
cause of  its  dominion  God  was  not 
worshiped  as  He  should  have  been,  and 
the  House  of  God  was  often  a  house  of 
merchandise.  The  sacrifices  were  an 
abomination    in    His   sight.    However,

Messianic  Testimony 

God  had  a  Saviour  in  the  person  of  His 
Son,  Jesus  Christ.  God  the  Father  sent 
Him  to  bring  victory  over  sin  and  to 
dedicate  as  His  dwelling  place  a  living 
temple  of  living  stones  through  the 
bodies  of  believers.  Thus  CHRISTMAS 
came  into  existence. 

As  these  two  holy  days  are  cele- 
brated, Hannukah  by  the  Jews  and 
Christmas  by  the  Christians,  there  are 
many  similarities.  Not  only  is  the  set- 
ting of  both  in  the  land  of  Israel  and 
its  people,  but  they  share  the  same  day 
of  the  winter  month,  the  25th,  of 
Kislev  and  of  December.  However,  the 
days  do  not  always  coincide  because 
the  Jews  follow  the  lunar  calendar  re- 
ligiously. I  have  read  that  before  the 
West  adopted  the  solar  calendar,  the 
two  dates  were  the  same.  This  year  the 
25th  of  Kislev  will  be  December  8. 

Hannukah  is  celebrated  for  eight 
days,  and  the  heart  of  the  observance 
is  the  nightly  lighting  of  the  menorah 
(candlestick).  Starting  with  one 
candle,    they    add   another   one   each 


Hannukah  provided  deliverance 
for  only  the  Jews  and  only  for 

a  certain  period  of  time. 
Christmas  provides  deliverance 
for  all  nations  and  for  eternity. 


night  until  eight  are  lighted  on  the  last 
night.  Some  Jews  today  use  electric 
"candles."  These  lights,  according  to 
Jewish  tradition,  are  a  reminder  to  the 
Jew  that  God  caused  a  miracle  at  the 
rededication  when  the  cruse  of  oil  suf- 
ficient for  only  one  day  lasted  for 
eight.  Lights  too  are  an  important  part 
of  Christmas,  and  the  electric  light  has 
replaced  the  candle.  To  most  people 
the  lights  are  only  beautiful  decora- 
tion. But  to  the  true  believer  they  are  a 
reminder  of  the  One  who  is  the  Light 
of  the  world.  The  One  of  whom  Isaiah 
said:  "The  people  that  walked  in  dark- 
ness have  seen  a  great  light:  they  that 
dwell  in  the  land  of  the  shadow  of 
death,  upon  them  hath  the  light 
shined"(Isa.  9:2). 

Gifts  are  given  at  Hannukah,  for  it 
is  a  season  of  joy  and  rejoicing.  Christ- 
mas is  also  a  gift-giving  time.  They 
were  given  to  the  Babe  on  that  first 
Christmas.  The  greatest  of  all  Christ- 
mas gifts,  however,  is  God's  gift  of  His 
Son  to  mankind.  In  both  celebrations 
we  need  to  watch  that  the  "wrap- 
pings" do  not  obscure  the  real  mean- 
ing or  give  a  false  front.  One  year  I 
remember  unwrapping  a  candy  Macca- 
bean  soldier  from  Israel  and  finding  a 
chocolate  Santa  Claus.  If  I  was 
shocked,  what  do  you  imagine  Jewish 
families,  especially  the  orthodox,  must 
have  felt!  Let's  scrutinize  what  is  real- 
ly under  the  observances  we  practice. 

Most  important  to  both  feasts  is  the 
"deliverer,"  without  whom  there 
would  be  no  day  of  remembrance. 
Hannukah,  however,  only  provided  de- 
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liverance  for  the  Jews  and  only  for  a 
certain  period  of  time.  Christmas,  on 
the  other  hand,  provides  deliverance 
for  all  nations  and  peoples  and  is  for 
eternity.  Thus  the  angelic  host  said: 

"Fear  not:  for,  behold,  I  bring 
you  good  tidings  of  great  joy, 
which  shall  be  to  all  people.  For 
unto  you  is  born  this  day  in  the 
city  of  David  a  Saviour,  which  is 
Christ  the  Lord"  (Luke  2:10-11). 
And  Hebrews  9:28  declares: 

"So  Christ  was  once  offered  to 
bear  the  sins  of  many;  and  unto 
them  that  look  for  him  shall  he  ap- 
pear the  second  time  without  sin 
unto  salvation." 
And  1  Thessalonians  4:16-17  promises: 
"For  the  Lord  himself  shall  de- 
scend from  heaven  with  a  shout, 
with  the  voice  of  the  archangel,  and 
with  the  trump  of  God:  and  the 
dead  in  Christ  shall  rise  first:  then 
we  which  are  alive  and  remain  shall 
be  caught  up  together  with  them  in 
the  clouds,  to  meet  the  Lord  in  the 
air:  and  so  shall  we  ever  be  with  the 
Lord." 

UntU  we  hear  that  shout  we  have  a 
commission: 

"That  ye  may  be  blameless  and 
harmless,  the  sons  of  God,  without 
rebuke,  in  the  midst  of  a  crooked 
and  perverse  nation,  among  whom 
ye  shine  as  lights  in  the  world" 
(PhU.  2:15). 

We  are  to  shine  as  lights  so  many 
precious  souls,  Jews  and  Gentiles,  might 
know  the  real  meaning  of  Christmas— 
our  feast  of  lights.  ^

Reflecting 
on  His 
Faithfulness 


Mr.  and  Mrs.  Hill  Maconaghy 


Writing  this  article  in  the  land  of 
Argentina,  I  am  thinking  back  over  our 
36  years  of  service  here.  With  a  grate- 
ful heart  I  thank  the  Lord  for  His 
faithfulness  not  only  during  those 
years,  but  also  in  the  years  prior  to  our 
coming  to  this  land. 

An  only  child,  I  was  born  in  the 
city  of  Philadelphia.  Thougli  not  saved 
themselves,  my  parents  sent  me  to 
Sunday  School.  When  I  was  about  13, 
a  friend  of  the  family  began  to  interest 
Mother  in  Christian  Science.  Even 
then,  the  Lord  was  faithful.  A  Chris- 
tian lady  invited  Mother  to  her  home 
to  a  Bible  study  class.  I  went  along, 
and  it  wasn't  long  before  we  both  ac- 
cepted the  Lord. 

I  became  a  member  of  a  church  not 
far  from  my  home,  where  for  a  num- 
ber of  years  it  was  my  privilege  to  have 
a  godly  Sunday  School  teacher.  She 
prayed  earnestly  for  each  girl  in  her 
class,  and  when  the  world  began  to  at- 
tract us,  she  held  on  to  us  for  the 
Lord. 

When  I  was  18,  Hill  Maconaghy 
came  into  my  life.  He  was  a  member 
of  the  same  church,  but  not  saved.  We 
were  both  active  in  Christian  En- 
deavor. One  year  when  the  committee 
of  which  we  were  members  was  to 
take  food  to  a  needy  family  before 
Thanksgiving,  we  were  the  only  ones 
who  appeared.  I  guess  you  might  say 
that  was  our  tlrst  date. 

After  Hill  was  saved,  we  began  at- 
tending evening  school  at  the  Philadel- 
phia School  of  the  Bible  (now  Phila- 
delphia College  of  Bible).  This  was  a 
four-year  course  and  we  graduated  in 
1930.

One  of  our  much-loved  teachers 
was  Dr.  R.  Paul  Miller,  who  was  at  that 
time  also  pastor  of  the  First  Brethren 
Church  of  Philadelphia.  He  tauglit 
Personal  Evangelism  and  Missions  with 
an  enthusiasm  that  was  contagious, 
and  which  the  Lord  used  in  the  lives 
of  many  of  the  students. 

Since  the  church  of  which  we  were 
members  was  becoming  liberal,  we— 
with  many  other  students— began  to 
attend  the  Sunday  evening  services  at 
First  Brethren.  After  inquiring  into  the 
beliefs  and  practices  of  the  Brethren 
Church,  we  were  convinced  that  they 
were  true  to  the  Word.  We  were  bap- 
tized by  Pastor  Miller  in  1928,  and 
later  that  same  year  were  married  by 
him. 

As  the  missionaries  from  Africa 
came  home  on  furlough,  we  became 
acquainted  with  them:  Dr.  Gribble, 
the  Sheldons,  the  Kennedys,  the  Job- 
sons,  and  Elizabeth  Tyson.  Through 
His  faithful  servants  the  Lord  spoke  to 
us,  and  we  applied  to  the  Foreign  Mis- 
sion Board  for  service  in  Africa.  That 
door  did  not  open,  but  the  Lord  later 
opened  another  which  we  had  not  con- 
sidered. 

After  graduating  from  Bible  school, 
my  husband  was  called  to  be  pastor  of 


the  church  which  at  that  time  was  the 
one  farthest  south  in  our  denomina- 
tion. Four  happy  years  were  spent 
with  those  dear  folks  in  Limestone, 
Tennessee.  Then  came  the  opportunity 
to  pastor  a  student  church  close  to 
Ashland,  Ohio,  where  our  seminary 
was  located.  My  husband  enrolled  in 
the  seminary,  and  I  attended  a  number 
of  classes. 

We  felt  led  to  apply  to  the  Foreign 
Board  again,  for  the  health  problem 
which  had  e.xisted  before  had  cleared 
up.  This  time  we  were  asked  to  prayer- 
fully consider  Argentina  because  of 
the  urgent  need  for  missionaries  there. 
Now  at  one  time  we  had  said  that  we 
would  never  go  to  Argentina.  You 
know  that's  a  dangerous  thing  to  say, 
since  it  might  be  the  very  place  the 
Lord  wants  to  use  you— as  it  proved  to 
be  in  our  case. 

Before  leaving  for  Argentina  my 
husband  spent  another  year  in  semi- 
nary. This  time  it  was  Grace  Semi- 
nary—its first  year  in  the  Brethren 
church  of  Ellet.  Ohio.  This  was  a  hard 
year  tniancially,  because  the  depres- 
sion had  not  yet  ended  and  it  was  dif- 
ficult to  find  work  since  most  of  us 
were  new  there.  However,  the  Lord 
was  faithful,  and  He  provided  for  our 
needs  in  many  ways. 

Finally  departure  day  came,  and  on

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October  8,  1938,  we  bade  farewell  to 
our  loved  ones  and  brethren  in  the 
Lord,  and  set  sail  for  Argentina.  Ex- 
cept for  a  few  lessons  in  Spanish  at  the 
YMCA  in  Akron,  Ohio,  we  had  no 
preparation  in  the  language  of  this 
country,  so  the  first  things  to  occupy 
us  was  language  study.  After  several 
months  I  was  asked  to  teach  a  class  of 
girls  and  my  husband  a  class  of  boys  in 
the  Sunday  School  at  Rio  Cuarto,  and 
thus  started  our  ministry. 

We  desired  to  open  gospel  testi- 
monies in  towns  where  there  were 
none,  and  the  Lord  gave  us  the  privi- 
lege of  opening  three  such  works. 
Since  the  best  way  to  reach  the  indi- 
vidual person  is  by  house-to-house  call- 


ing, this  is  the  method  we  used  to  con- 
tact the  people,  and  many  were  the 
interesting  experiences  that  we  had. 

Ten  years  ago  the  Lord  led  us  into  a 
different  ministry,  that  of  the  Chris- 
tian bookstore.  For  a  time  I  worked  in 
the  store,  and  was  amazed  at  the  num- 
ber of  unsaved  people  who  came  in. 
Some  had  problems  they  wanted  to 
discuss,  so  there  were  many  opportuni- 
ties to  counsel  and  to  seek  to  lead 
them  to  the  Lord. 

As  a  result  of  our  having  a  book- 
store. Scripture  Press  in  Mexico  asked 
us  to  distribute  their  Sunday  School 
material  in  Spanish  in  this  land.  We 
have  been  doing  this  for  several  years. 
Part  of  my  work  is  attending  to  the

Several  years  ago,  because  of  health 
reasons,  it  seemed  as  if  our  ministry 
was  finished  here.  Once  again  the  Lord 
has  manifested  His  faithfulness  to  us 
and  has  shown  us  that  He  still  has 
work  for  us  to  do  here.  For  over  a  year 
we  have  been  helping  our  church  in 
Jose  Marmol  which  was  left  without  a 
pastor. 

I  praise  the  Lord  for  enabling  us  to 
return  to  Argentina,  and  continue  to 
serve  Him  here.  I  can  say  with  Jere- 
miah: "His  compassions  fail  not.  They 
are  new  every  morning;  great  is  Thy 
faithfulness."  And  I  thank  the  ladies 
of  the  WMC  for  selecting  me  as  a

SMM  was  one  of  the  first  things  I 
learned  about  when  I  visited  the  Breth- 
ren church  in  Mansfield,  Ohio.  I  was 
15  years  old  and  we  were  seeking  a 
church.  After  the  service  that  first 
Sunday,  two  girls  and  the  patroness  in- 
vited me  to  SMM.  It  was  to  be  in  the 
home  of  one  of  the  gals  and  was  a 
slumber  party. 

Arriving  at  the  home  on  the  ap- 
pointed evening  I  found  several  girls 
there  ahead  of  me.  They  were  talking, 
laughing,  and  of  all  things— tearing 
sheets  into  long  strips  and  sewing  the 
strips  together.  "What  can  they  be 
doing?"  I  wondered.  Then  I  noticed 
that  some  of  the  girls  were  using  thin 
pencils  and  making  rolls  of  these  strips 
while  another  girl  working  with  her 
kept  the  strip  from  tangling  as  she 
rolled.  After  watching  for  several 
minutes,  I  found  my  tongue  and  asked 
what  was  going  on.  Everyone  began 
talking  at  once  and  telling  me  about 
Africa  and  the  missionaries  and  the 
medical  work  and  the  bandage  rolling. 
Suddenly  I  was  helping  and  feeling  a 
part  of  the  gang. 

SMM  helped  me  to  become  ac- 
quainted with  a  whole  new  group  of 
girls  and  to  feel  at  home  in  a  new  situ- 
ation. When  we  moved  to  Indiana,  I 
found  that  SMM  there  produced  the 
same  happy  atmosphere  among  gals.  I 
learned  more  about  Brethren  mission- 
aries in  SMM  than  from  any  other 
source.  It  was  always  a  highlight  of 
each  meeting  to  hear  the  mission 
study. 


After  I  was  married  and  my  hus- 
band and  I  entered  into  the  pastorate, 
then  I  became  a  part  of  SMM  as  a  pa- 
troness. What  a  joy  to  return  to  the 
homeland  recently  and  see  some  of 
these  girls  now  grown,  married,  with 
families  and  serving  the  Lord! 

The  Lord  then  called  our  family  to 
Brazil,  where  we  are  now.  One  of  my 
early  experiences  was  with  girls,  and  it 
is  thrilling  to  see  some  of  them  now 
serving  the  Lord  with  their  families. 

My  first  thoughts  when  I  was  in- 
vited to  that  first  SMM  meeting  in 
Mansfield  were:  "What  is  SMM?  Some- 
thing to  do  with  minding  the  Master?" 
That  isn't  what  SMM  was  about,  but  I 
would  like  to  use  the  letters  SMM  to 
say  there  is  "Serenity  in  Minding  the 
Master." 

Some  synonyms  of  serene  are: 
calm,  tranquil,  cool,  cool  headed,  pa- 
tient, reconciled,  and  undimmed.  Sure- 
ly there  is  serenity  in  minding  the  Mas- 
ter and  in  going  where  He  leads.  He 
gives  a  calmness  and  tranquUity  to  our 
lives  that  no  other  way  of  life  can  give. 
He  doesn't  always  give  an  easy  path  to 
pass  over,  but  He  surely  gives  an  un- 
dimmed view  of  His  love  and  care. 

This  has  been  a  very  difficult  year 
for  us.  Our  two  oldest  children  have 
returned  to  the  states.  There  is  a  great 
emptiness  in  our  home.  They  aren't 
easily  reached  by  telephone  and  if 
they  are  ill,  we  cannot  go  to  them.  The 
Master  has  called  us  to  serve  Him  in 
Brazil,  and  He  has  helped  us  to  be 
coolheaded  and  reconciled  in  giving  up 
our  children.  Surely  He  has  given  us 
Serenity  in  Minding  the  Master.  # 
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SMM  commends  these  girls  who  have 
completed  their  personal  goal  memorization 
of  a  book  of  the  Bible.  Juniors  (J),  learned 
the  Book  of  I  Thessalonians;  Middlers  (M), 
the  Book  of  I  John;  and  Seniors  (S),  the 
Book  of  Ephesians.  Members  of  a  local  quiz 
team  were  permitted  to  substitute  an 
equivalent  number  of  consecutive  verses 
from  the  Book  of  Acts.

Increasing  Bible  Learning 
in  Sunday  School 


PART   FIVE   OF   A   FIVE-PART  SERIES 

Developing  a  congenial  atmosphere  to  make  learning  more  enjoyable. 


People  like  to  go  to  church  where 
people  like  to  go  to  church! 

Tlie  implication  of  that  phrase  to 
our  Sunday  School  ministry  is  tremen- 
dous. Of  course  the  content  is  impor- 
tant, but  the  best  content  in  the  world 
won't  cut  any  ice  in  an  empty  class- 
room. Or  perhaps  more  realistically  in 
a  classroom  where  people  are  bored, 
uninvolved,  and  unmotivated  toward 
serious  learning. 

Tliat's  why  we  can  increase  Bible 
learning  in  Sunday  School  by  develop- 
ing a  congenial  atmosphere  to  make 
learning  more  enjoyable. 

Tlie  learning  atmosphere  of  your 
Sunday  School  revolves  around  two 
factors:  the  quality  of  personal  rela- 
tionships developed  and  the  physical 
environment  provided. 

Part  I— Developing  a  Congenial 

Atmosphere  through  Personal 

Relationships 

De-personalization  is  a  super- 
problem  in  urban  society.  Sociologists 
categorize  our  relationships  with 
others  as  being  either  primary  or 
secondary.  They  have  observed  that 
people  in  cities  today  are  tlnding  fewer 
and  fewer  primary  relationships  and 
therefore  have  a  great  hunger  for  ac- 
ceptance, belonging  and  personal  in- 
volvement. The  church  of  Jesus  Christ 
is  uniquely  equipped  for  meeting  these 
needs,  and  the  Sunday  School  is  ideal- 
ly suited  as  the  time  and  place. 

Sunday  School  should  be  a  "visitor" 
place.  Next  Sunday  evaluate  your  Sun- 
day School  as  if  you  were  a  first-time

visitor.  Would  you  really  be  anxious  to 
come  back  again?  The  most  uncom- 
fortable moment  of  the  week  has  got 
to  be  sitting  as  a  visitor  in  a  sparcely 
populated  auditorium  while  a  well- 
meaning  songleader  and  pianist  lead 
out  with  a  hymn  courageously  begin- 
ning on  a  higli  E-tlat. 

Sunday  School  should  not  be  In  a  nit. 
Many  Sunday  Schools  remind  me  of  a 
rather  poor  attempt  at  "playing 
church."  If  Sunday  School  is  really 
geared  for  Bible  learning  it  will  be  a 
tremendous  step  to  move  away  from 
repetitious  "opening  exercises."  If  an 
opening  assembly  period  can  contrib- 
ute to  a  learning  goal  and  be  planned 
to  be  interesting  and  filled  with  vari- 
ety, it  may  serve  well  in  some  places. 
It  is  however  nothing  short  of  tragic 
when  officers  are  turned  loose  to  "do 
their  thing"  for  a  half-hour  while 
learning  incentive  and  precious  time 
pass  away  together. 

Sunday  School  should  be  a  learning 
hour.  If  the  aim  of  Sunday  School  is 
Bible  learning,  we  will  be  rearranging 
priorities  away  from  many  traditional 
patterns.  Whether  we  like  it  or  not, 
Sunday  School  traditions  in  many 
places  continue  as  a  holdover  from  the 
days  (I  hope  they  are  gone  forever!) 
when  Sunday  School  was  considered 
to  be  a  babysitting  service  conducted 
simultaneously  with  the  adult  "wor- 
ship" hour.  If  we  properly  understand 


the  obligation  our  Sunday  School  has 
toward  Bible  learning,  a  full  hour  will 
iiot  be  too  long  to  devote  toward 
teaching  objectives.  (Most  of  the  cur- 
riculum materials  currently  produced 
require  at  least  one  full  hour  for  prop- 
er implimentation.  The  most  com- 
mon objection  we  hear  toward  the  im- 
plimentation of  serious  Bible  learning 
objectives  in  Sunday  School  is  the  lack 
of  time.  And  yet  many  Sunday 
Schools  currently  spend  one-half  to 
three-fourths  of  the  hour  on  things  not 
related  to  the  learning  objectives  of 
the  curriculum  materials  they  faith- 
fully purchase.) 

Sunday  School  should  be  a  friendly 
place.  This  is  equally  true  I  believe  for 
children,  youth  and  adults.  Students 
will  learn  best  in  an  atmosphere  of 
friendship.  (The  use  of  a  modest  seg- 
ment of  Sunday  School  time  for  build- 
ing personal  relationships  through 
genuine  Christian  fellowship  is  certain- 
ly consistent  with  the  goal  of  increased 
Bible  learning.) 

Many  so-called  "discipline"  prob- 
lems with  boys  and  girls  can  be  solved 
through  the  development  of  real 
friendship  between  teacher  and  stu- 
dent. This  will  probably  require  time 
during  the  week  in  addition  to  the 
Sunday  School  hour. 

Teachers  of  teenagers  will  only  be 
effective  to  the  degree  that  the  teach- 
er-student relationsliip  is  reinforced  by 
personal  "ministry-intluence"  built 
upon  true  friendship.  The  impersonal 
"content-only"  approach  just  doesn't 
make  it  in  Christian  ministry. 

Adults,  like  teenagers,  are  also  hun- 
gry for  personal  relationships,  informal 
settings,  and  personal  involvement  in 
their  Sunday  School  experience. 

Part  II— Developing  a  Congenial 

Atmosphere  through  the  Physical 

Environment 

Sunday   School  classrooms  should 
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Given  the  unusual  motivation  of  "persecution,"  even  the  Roman  catacombs  were  the  setting 
for  some  great  meaningful  learning  experiences.  The  alternatives  available  to  the  students  in 
our  Sunday  School  classes  are  not  so  limited  however.  They  will  learn  best  in  an  atmosphere 
of  openness  and  friendship.  Dim  light  and  stained  glass  may  be  great  for  "contemplation," 
but  it's  kind  of  inconsistent  to  much  real  Bible  learning  or  warm,  meaningful  Christian 
environment. 


be  comfortable  and  attractive.  Things 
such  as  heat,  drafts,  and  stale  air  have 
an  obvious  effect  on  learning  environ- 
ment. The  effect  of  boredom,  sleepi- 
ness and  sameness  are  a  little  harder  to 
identify.  The  important  thing  is  to 
zero  in  on  what  you  intend  to  accom- 
plish during  the  Sunday  School  hour 
and  try  to  equip  the  room  appropriate- 

ly. 

Growing  Sunday  Schools  often 
thrive  in  less  than  ideal  situations,  but 
our  goal  should  still  be  to  make  rooms 
as  attractive  as  possible.  Draperies, 
paneling,  carpet,  and  paint  can  do 
wonders  for  a  drab  classroom.  (Do 
take  time  this  week  to  clean  out  the 
old  Sunday  School  papers  and  the 
stack  of  stuff  that  has  accumulated  on 
the  piano.  Would  you  believe  a  ten- 
year  old  church  bulletin?) 

Sunday  School  classrooms  should  be 
light,  airy,  and  open.  Everyone  recog- 
nizes the  demoralizing  effect  that  a 
cell  has  on  a  prisoner.  Cells  may  be 
necessary  for  prisons  but  not  for  Sun- 
day Schools. 
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The  open  concept  is  not  a  changing 
fad  in  Christian  education.  It  is  simply 
a  better  place  for  learning  because  it 
allows  for  involvement,  activity,  par- 
ticipation and  the  use  of  audiovisual 
media.  It  also  is  far  less  expensive  to 
construct  than  the  traditional  com- 
partmentalized Sunday  School  build- 
ing. 

Sunday  School  classrooms  should  pro- 
vide for  flexibility  in  arrangement. 
Since  variety  in  method  of  teaching  is 


important,  a  good  classroom  will  lend 
itself  to  more  than  one  seating  arrange- 
ment. (Tremendous  things  still  happen 
in  less-than-ideal  classrooms  so  try  to 
be  as  creative  as  possible  in  your  avail- 
able space.  If  you  must  operate  in  a 
room  with  fi.xed  seating,  try  extra  hard 
not  to  let  the  room  lock  you  into  the 
rut  of  using  only  one  teaching  meth- 
od.) 

Sunday  School  classrooms  should  be 
suitable  for  audiovisual  media.  One 
thing  worse  than  being  in  a  class  where 
no  visual  aids  are  used  is  to  be  in  a 
class  where  visual  aids  are  used,  but 
you  can't  see  them  from  your  side  of 
the  room.  Even  older  buildings  can  be 
well-equipped  with  projection  screens, 
electrical  outlets,  room-darkening 
drapes,  blackboards,  bulletin  boards, 
and  projector  stands.  The  increased 
use  of  audiovisual  media  in  education 
will  also  mandate  for  larger  classroom 
groupings  and  more  audiovisual  equip- 
ment for  Sunday  Schools. 

Conclusion 

Since  the  content  we  teach  in  Sun- 
day School  is  so  very  important,  it  is 
imperative  that  we  develop  the  best 
possible  atmosphere  for  learning.  The 
relationsliips  developed  and  the  atti- 
tudes that  grow  in  Sunday  School  will 
either  reinforce  or  destroy  the  content 
we  present.  ^

The  new  Academy  operates  in  close 
cooperation  and  in  harmony  with  the 
Warsaw  Christian  School  which  in- 
cludes grades  pre-K  through  si.xth  and 
is  operated  by  the  Warsaw  Community 
Brethren  Church.
